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THE LIFE AND TIMES OF 
SIR SIMONDS D’EWES 


“A thin high-flown character of eminent perfection and exacti- 
tude,”! said the equally high-flown historian, Thomas Carlyle, 
of D’Ewes. D’Ewes was vain to the point of arrogance; and 
pedantically punctilious as well, according to other critics. Yet 
in his person were blended those characteristics expected of 
England’s leaders. It took his brand of arrogance to participate 
in a revolution; it took his exactitude to prove a revolution’s 
necessity. He was a lawyer when law was deemed the only de- 
fense against the tyrannical pretensions of the Stuart kings; he 
was a strict constructionist when the royal court appeared to 
take liberties with ancient precedent; he was an antiquarian in 
an age when intellectuals sought to justify their rebellion 
through forgotten charters of liberties; and he was a Puritan at 
a time when resurgent popery was regarded as the greatest 
evil. 

Sir Simonds, whose life neatly brackets the reigns of the 
first two Stuart monarchs, was born the year before James I 
became king in 1603 and died the year following Charles I’s 
execution in 1649. He was reared in the Puritan stronghold of 
Suffolk. Rigorously educated in Greek, Latin, and French be- 
fore the age of fourteen, he entered Cambridge University by 
his sixteenth year. He had become thoroughly acquainted with 
the gossip concerning King James’s licentious court, had 
listened to the mutterings over the king’s perpetual badgering 
of Parliament, of James’s rapacity and pro-Spanish sympathies. 
Like many others of the day, he had come to idealize the past 
glories of “Good Queen Bess” and believed in the developing 
myth of a proud English past when subjects’ liberties were 
guaranteed in laws drawn from popular custom. By the time he 
was called to the bar in 1623, D’Ewes was convinced that only 
two forces could combat Stuart corruption and absolutism: the 
high moral rectitude offered by puritanism, and a scholarly 
dedication to the recovery of England’s fundamental laws.

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In 1623 his life-long addiction to scholarly pursuit began 
with a study of the copious piles of records deposited in the 
Tower of London. He rapidly gravitated to the circle of top 
intellects, notably Sir Robert Cotton and John Selden, and, in 
1626, gave up his promising barrister’s career in favor of full- 
time research, intending nothing less than, “if God permit that 
I be not swallowed up of evil times, to restore to Great Britain 
its true history—the exactest that ever was yet penned of any 
nation in the Christian world.’?2 D’Ewes’ legal talents had al- 
ready been recognized at Charles I’s court by a knighthood in 
1626, and later with a baronetcy. But the new king failed to 
woo D’Ewes, and though he was invited to many royal func- 
tions, he took exception to courtly frivolities. He accepted an 
invitation to join in such a festivity at Cambridge in 1632, but 
recorded that while the king and queen “were at an idle play 
there that gave offense to most of the hearers, I went to Trinity 
College Library and there viewed diverse ancient manuscripts.” 
He ever sought “the raptures and delights of study and knowl- 
edge.’”4 

When the revolutionary storm broke in 1640, D’Ewes was a 
member of the Long Parliament. His ardor, as much as his 
knowledge of the English constitution, made him (at least from 
his own account) indispensable to the cause against the king. 
Whatever the case, his lengthy diaries recounting the reforms 
forced upon the monarch by the Long Parliamentarians con- 
stitute our best source of verbatim debate within that august 
body for the period preceding the English Civil War. As the 
great historian, Wallace Notestein, explained, ‘an antiquarian 
in an age of antiquarianism, D’Ewes came from a Suffolk coun- 
try house to Westminster at a time when men of his learning 
were much wanted. Coke, Cotton, and Hakewill were gone, 
Selden was getting old and loath even to cite precedents. Par- 
liamentary orators in their struggle with the King needed, or 
thought they needed, continuous supplies of munitions from 
the parliament rolls. What was to be done must be justified

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from what had been done. Antiquarianism had played and was 
still playing a great role in affairs. D'Ewes’ ability to quote, 
almost offhand, the records of the past invested him with an 
immediate importance.’’5 

But once the King was routed in the legal and historical 
contest, there was no longer need for a scholar’s talents. The 
king removed the debate over royal absolutism from the parlia- 
mentary floor, where D’Ewes and his fellow lawyer-historians 
were at home, to the battle field. When the Civil War started 
in 1642, D’Ewes took increasingly less interest in parliamentary 
affairs. With the King’s defeat and the emergence of the army 
into politics, D’Ewes all but disappeared from the arena. He 
was purged in 1648 by the followers of Oliver Cromwell as too 
moderate and retired to Suffolk where he died in April of 1650. 

D’Ewes’ double reputation stands on the basis of his edition 
of Elizabethan parliamentary journals and his own superb 
diaries of the Long Parliament from 1640 to 1642. Professor 
Notestein has commented, “no private journal of Parliament 
during the seventeenth century, or for that matter in any cen- 
tury, can compare in importance with that of Sir Simonds 
D’Ewes.’*In his early years D’Ewes had compiled and studied 
the work of Queen Elizabeth’s parliaments, a task that had 
attuned his mind to the needs of recording the Long Parlia- 
ment’s deliberations. Notestein concurs, “no man ever came to 
the task with a better technical equipment. For years he had 
been collecting in the most antiquarian fashion every bit of in- 
formation that he could find about Elizabethan parliaments. 
Those bits he had pieced together into that historical mosaic 
which remains our best source for the parliaments of the great 
queen. D’Ewes knew, none better, what complete minutes 
mean to the historian; he knew that the historian asks, not for 
summaries, but for details.’’’ 

Thus the reissue of this edition of D’Ewes’ Elizabethan par- 
liaments requires no justification. As Conyers Read noted, it is

“the most valuable source on the parliaments of Elizabeth.’ 
D’Ewes, a young man barely out of law studies, began his 
compilation in 1625, when he borrowed ‘an elaborate journal 
... of the parliament held in the thirty-fifth year of Queen 
Elizabeth.”? He prowled through the undigested material kept 
in the Tower of London until he had the entire structure in 
hand, a marvelous legislative portrait of a time when, for 
D’Ewes, Parliament worked in harmony with the needs of the 
nation and policies of the crown. It was not until 1682, how- 
ever, over thirty years after D’Ewes’s death, that his nephew, 
Paul Bowes, a lawyer, published the entire manuscript. It was 
a venture so successful that it appeared again in an edition of 
1693, the version now reprinted by Scholarly Resources. The 
work is a monument to the man’s genius.

<% dear and precious to the Church of Ged, are Col- 
SN lected and Framed up by my exceeding great pains 
Bb and diligence out of feveral Materials, and do con- 
Gey tain in them Incomparable Fii/forical matters both 
touching the Church and State, as well as matters of 
rarity and Precedent incident to the Orders, Priviledges, or Ufages of either 
Ffoufe ; It fhall not be amifs fhortly to touch thofe Heads, that fo they may 
ferve.as a Key for the better Direction and Guidance in the ufe of the Journals 
themfelves. Fir/t therefore I will fet down briefly all thofe Materials out 
of which I have Colleéted thefe enfuing Fournals. Secondly, the Method I 
have conftantly obferved in the caufing them to be Penned or Tranfcri- 
bed. And thirdly, the rich Treafures of rarity and knowledge contained in 
them. 

Firft, for the Materials out of which I drew thefe enfuing Fournals of ei- 
ther Houje, they were for the moft part rare and invulgar, viz. 

1. The Original Manu/cript or Fournal-Books of the Upper Hone of every 
Parliament and Seffion of Parliament of the Queens Reign, remaining in the 
Office of the Clerk of the fame Houfe ; and thefe are abfolute and undeni- 
able Records, and therefore could not be removed out of the faid Office, 
but I was inforced as often as 1 had occafion to ule them, to repair unto 
the fame, to which I had moft free and refpectful accefs always offered me 
A (as

(as alfo to the Bundles of Original Aéts and Petitions referved there. ) 

2. A large Manufcript Abridgment in Folie of all the faid Original Fournal 
Books of the Upper Houfe during her Majefties Reign, very faithfully for the 
moft part colleéted and tran{cribed with his own hands by Robert Bowyer 
Efquire, who continued Clerk of the {aid Houle ab an. 6 Facabi Regis until 
the eighteenth year of the fame King. 

3. The Original Journal-Book Manujcripts of the Houle of Commons of 
every Parliament and Se/fion of Parliament during her Maje/ties Raign. 

4. Another help which I,had for the perfecting of thefe Journals were 
the two Mmujeript Volumes of Fragmentary.and Imperfeét Fournals, or ra- 
thei (olleétions of the Parliaments and Sefféons of Parliament of Queen Eliza: 
heth’s Reign, which remained in Sir Robert Cottons well known and much 
tamoufed Library, in the faid Years 1629, and 1630. out of which I had 

ave’ of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 

Sai ol Sngland. Out of thefe alfo I had paflages which did excellently 
ferve to enlarge and beautify fome of the Journals of the Houle of Commons, 
as is fully mentioned in their proper places. In which two Volumes of Par- 
lianentary (ollections which then remained in Sir Robert Cottons Library as 
aforefaid (who fince Deceafed on Friday the 6. day of May, Amo Domini 
1631.) many things being either ignorantly or negligently referred to 
ocher times than in truth they belonged unto, are here reétified and en- 
Jarged according as the occafion it felf required. 

5. And another means to enlarge thefe Enfuing Volumes were Manu/cripts 
or written Fragments [had by me of Parliameniary Speeches, Petitions and 
fuch like Paffages , efpecially touching the Houfe of Commons, all which 
ferved moft fitly in their due places to fupply thofe things and matters in 
which the Original Journal-Books themfelves were defective. 

6. A further material for the furtherance of this prefent work was a Ma- 
nufcript Treatife which I had by me Intituled Modus tenendi Parliamentum apud 
Anglos, Compiled efpecially as I conceive by Robert Bowyer Efquire, and 
afterwards enlarged by Henry Elfmg Efquire, at this préfent Clerk of the 
Upper Houfe of Parliament, in which were many good Colleétions touching 
Proxies, Summons, Receivors and Tryors of Petitions, the Commons Prolocu- 
tor, and other matters incident to the Paflages of the Journals of either 
Houfe, and thofe efpecially gathered out of Records; of which Treatife 
there is very much ufe chiefly made in the two Journals of the Upper Houfe 
and Houle of (ommons in the Parliament held in An. 1 Regin. Eliz. 

7. And la/tly one other unufual or invulgar help for the raifing up of 
this enfuing Struéture was a Manujfcript Diary 1 had in my Cuftody of the 
greateft part of Queen Elizabeths Reign penned by the Lord Burleigh firft Prin- 
cipal Secretary and afterwards Lord Treafurer ; which faid Diary did ferve 
very well to the clearing of fome things needful to the perfecting of thefe 
enfuing Journals. 

And for Printed helps I made efpecially ufe of William Camdens Annals of 
Queen Flizabeths Reign, penned by him in a fluent and good Latine Stile 
(the errors whereof in thefe Journals are likewife difcovered in their due 
places) and of the Printed Books of Statutes as often as occafion requireth, 
in which alfo fome errors and miftakings which efcaped in them are fully 
and plainly convicted and reétified. 

Thefe foregoing materials both in Manujcripts and Print 1 made ule 
of in a general nature for all thefe enfuing Journals more or les. 

Now 
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Now there were allo many particular helps 1 ufed for feveral occafions. 

And firft for the Journals of either Houle in An 1 Regm. Eliz. they are all 
Uluftrated with fo many quotations of all manner of Records, thar it would 
be too tedious to difcufs or treat of them at large ; only it fhall here fuffice 
to have given this touch upon it, that fuch as are moft frequently vouched 
are Parliament Rolls, Patent Rolls and Foreign Rolls kept within the Tower of 
London, all which will'beft appear in the perufal of them. Where alfo I 
had fome help out of two Tranfcripts, the one in Latine, the other in French, 
of an old Treatife Intituled De modo tenendi Parliamentum in Anglia tempore 
Regis Edwards filu Etheldredi. 

For fundry Parliaments alfo I had feveral private Journals of the Houle of 
Commons, in An. 13 Regn. Eliz, very imperfect, and another in /n. 25 Ree 
gin. eufdem moderately exact, each of them taken by fome Member of the 
Houfe. Two other I had, the fir/t a Journal of the Paflages of the fame Houfe 
in An. 39, 40 Ree. Eliz, exceedingly detective, and the laft de an. 43, 
44. of the fame Queen ftored with excellent matters. Out of all which, not 
only the Journals of the faid Houle of Commons, but even of the Upper Houfe 
alfo of thofe Parliaments, are much augmented. And for the Lord De la 
Wares Petitions inferted verbatim in the Journal of the Upper Houfe, de an. 39, 
ex 40 Regin. Eliz. I caufed it to be tranfcribed out of the Bundle of /4¢s 
of that Parliament remaining in the Office aforefaid of the Clerk of the Upper 
Hone, and carefully examined it thereby. 

And thus much fhall ferve for the materials out of which thele enfuing 
Volumes were colleéted and tranfcribed , which are all of them for the 
moft part fo authentick, but efpecially the Original Fournal-Books of either 
Houle, as there can be no Exception againft any thing that doth follow 
out of them. 

For the fecond thing, touching the Method I have conftantly ufed, it hath 
been thus. Fir/t before every Journal I have prefixed the juft dayes or times 
of the Begnmmg, Proroguing, Diffolvme or Adjourning the Parliament or Seffion 
of Parliament ; and next under ic a Summary draught of the chief {cope or 
Argument thereof, or at leaft of fome {pecial matter that concerned it. I 
have in like manner placed all actions of the fir/t day of the Parliament, as 
Commiffions of Prorogation or Adjournment, or the folemn pafling of her Ma- 
jefty to the Upper Efoufe, in the fournal of the fame, as moft properly be- 
longing unto it; as likewife all Speeches of that day which paffed in the 
faid Houfe, on that day on which the Speaker was prefented. And I have 
in the third place conftantly inferted into the Journals of the faid Upper Houfe 
alfo all Commiffions of note at large, all Proxies that were more sare, the 
prefence of the Lords on fome fpecial days, and the names of the Receivers 
and Tryors of Petitions ; and there is no one day on which the Houle fate 
and did any thing, but fome Paflages thereof are mentioned. 

In the Journals of the Houle of Commons alfo are all things inferted and 
referred unto their due dayes, and I know not any thing that is doubly fet 
down in the two Journals of both the Houfes in the fame Parliament, or Seffion 
of Parliament, but only the Titles fometimes of fiuch Bills as were fent up 
from one Houfe to another ; and that conftantly the manner of the begin- 
ning and ending of the Parliament, and of the Prefentment of the Speaker, 
which is largely fet down in the Journal of the Upper Houje,is fhortly touched 
in the Houfe of Commons. 

And becaufe I know the Original Journal-Book of either Houle to be more

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judicioufly obferved, and mere to be efteemed than the Collections of any 
private men, therefore I have diftinguifhed by fome Annotation or Animad- 
verfion what is taken out of them, or what out of any other material whatfo- 
ever. Nor are thofe Animadverfions of mine own at any time added with- 
out fome neceflary motive, or upon fome good ground. Very (opious in- 
deed they are in the two firft Journals of the Upper Houfe and Houle of Com- 
mons in An. 1 Regin. Eliz, becaufe all matters of form were to be ‘once for 
all difcufled : In all the other Fournals they are more fucciné and infre- 
uent. 

; I confefs it coft me many days befides other expences to bring thefe en» 
firing, Volumes to that perfection, in which I now enjoy them. In which 
befides the abundance of the knowledge in this kind efpecially gained by 
it, which Sir Edward Cooke Knight a Learned Writer of this Age calls Lex 
Parliamentaria, 1 have as I much defired, done fome Honour to the Memory 
of that Glorious Queen England’s Royal Elizabeth, in that 1 have Colle&ed 
in one body the {um of the agitations of all her Parliaments, or at leaft fo 
much of them as could poffibly be gotten, being a work not only fingular 
in refpeét that I am the fole enjoyer of it, but alfo becaufe I reft confident 
that never any other man attempted it, much lefs brought it to perfection. 
Which I the rather believe, becaufe when I was one day difcourfing with 
Sir Robert Cotten the Prime Antiquary of this our Age not long before his 
Deceafe, touching the two aforefaid Volumes he had of the Journals of this 
Queens Reign, that I wondred he would treafure up in his Library fuch 
Fragmentary and Imperfeét ftuff, he made me no other Anfwer, but that 
he was compelled to {tore up them, becaufe he knew not how to come 
by any better. And certainly if this work which I have now by Gods Pro- 
vidence finifhed, had been performed by any other, it could not have been 
hid from him who was a very fedulous gatherer, as of other rarities, fo 
efpecially of Parliamentary Paffages for about the {pace of forty Years before 
his Death. 

Touching the rarities and treafures of knowledge contained in thefe en- 
fuing Volumes, to omit many things, thus much it fhall not be amifs to pre- 
mife, thar there may not only hence be gathered whatfoever almoft con- 
cerns the Priviledges, Cuftoms and Ufages of either Houle, but Hiftorical matter 
alfo touching the Church and State; and in the whole frame may be fre- 
quently feen the admirable wifdom of her Maje/ty and this her Great Council 
in the happy quenching of fuch emergent differences as arofe, and in their 
timely provifion again{t the ambitious Spaniard, the reftlefs and irrecon- 
cileable Enemy of her Maje/ties Religion, Perfon and Realms. 

In all Parliaments and Seffions of Parliaments the Journals of the Houle of 
Commons do for the moft part much excel thofe of the Upper Hou/e in variety 
and abundance of obfervable matter, and in their copious and orderly re- 
lating each dayes Paflages. 

I fhall not need further to enlarge my felf, but here to fhut up this pre- 
fent Difcourfe, this inftant Friday the 3. day of February Anno Domini 1631. 
That though through Gods Providence I have finifhed thefe Volumes, which 
are intended chiefly for my own private ufe, and my Pofterities, yet I have 
already entred upon other and greater labours, conceiving my felf not to 
be born for my felf alone, according to that old faying, Meltus mori quam 

fibi vivere ; Or this enfuing Diftich :

But before I fpeak further of any future works intended, it fhall not be 
amifsto-add fomewhat touching the true tran{cription of thefe enfuing 
Volumes ; for | am not ignorant, that not only the greateft part of our an- 
cient Manufcripts, but all new written materials, for want of able Writers, 
and efpecially for lack of comparing the néw Copy written, with that out 
of which it was taken, are exceedingly faulty and defective: and there- 
fore it was my care to exarAine wich my own Eye, the prefence of the 
Lords, the Returns of the Proxies, the Tryors and Receivors of Petitions; the 
(ommiffions and fuch like entire and moft material things. 

Neither wanted there juft caufe of my frequent affiftance for the true 
difcovery of the very Hand-writing it felf of all the Journals of the Houle of 
Commons during her Maye/ties Reign, except of thofe in the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, eighteenth and twenty third Years of the fame Queen , which four 
Journals were very fairly written into one Volume in Folio; but as for the 
three firft Journals of the fame Houle de An. 1, 5, & 8 difte Regin. they were 
written in a hand of that time, and had alfo many obfcure abbreviations 
in them. And as touching all the other Journals of the Houfe of Commons, 
with fome part alfo of the faid Journal of the twenty third Year of her 
Majefties Reign, being entred and bound up together in one Volume, they 
- were exceeding difficult to be read, and were certainly the very notes taken 
and entred into the faid Volume by Fulk Onflow Efquire then Clerk of the faid 
Houfe during the Continuance of the Parliament, or Seffion of Parliament. 
In all which the {aid Notes being written in a faft running hand, and in 
every Page almoft much interlined, and fometimes enlarged by feveral 
Additions, difpofed into fuch vacant places as the page afforded, often di- 
ftant each from other, it required and took up much time to difcover, and 
find out not only what was written, but alfo how each particular was to 
be difpofed into its due place and order. The like difficulty happened in 
the tran{cription of fome Speeches [had my felf by me, being the very Auto- 
graphs ox firtt (opies penned by fuch as {pake them, as did evidently appear 
by their many interlinings. But for all other materials out of which thefe 
faid Journals or thofe of the Upper Houfe were Collected, there was no difficulty 
at allin reading of them, but only: what to colleé and infert out of each 
dayes Paflages, and what to omit, as matter not worthy the tranfcribing. 

The chief of the Works before mentioned, and by me intended for the 
publick good, are thefe enfuing. 

A general Hiftory of Great Britain from the firft Inhabitants to the prejent 
Times, to be drawn efpecially out of Record and other abftrufe and exotick 
Monuments, for the reformation of all the Chronicles or Hiftories of this kind 
yet extant, which will require feveral Volumes. 

The Survey of Norfolk, Suffolk, Effex and Cambridgefhire, out of Records 
or Original Deeds. 

The Antiquity of the Municipal or Common Laws of the Realn before the 
Norman Conqueft, out of Record alfo for the greateft part, or other invulgar 
materials: To which have a defire alfo if my time will fuffice for Colledti- 
on, to add a fecond part out of the Itinerant and Plea Rolls, chiefly remaining 


in the Treafury at Weftminfter. 
Thefe 
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Thele I have propofed to my felf to labour in, befides divers other 
{maller works as well Theological as Moral, like him that fhoots at the Sun, 
not in hopes to reach it, but to fhoot as high as poffibly his ftrength, art, 
or skill will permit. So though I know it impoffible to finih all thefe du- 
ring my {hort and incertain Life, having already entred into the thirtieth 
Year of my Age, and having many unavoidable imployments and cares of 
an Eftate and Family, yet if 1 can but finifh a little in each kind, it may 
hereafter ftir up fome able Judgments to add an end to the whole, in the 
fame way and fearch I fhall have waded in before them, In the mean 
time I fhall always pray as I dofincerely defire, that by all my endeavours 
God may be glorified, the truth divine or humane vindicated, and the 


publick benefited.

Upon the obtaining and receipt of this afore- 
faid Licence from her Majefty, granted toevery 
abfent Lord in particular, they tent their feveral 
Proxies, of which the firft thar was returned 
this day was the Proxie of Wiviam Lord Dacres, 
which faid Proxié is entred in thebeginaing of 
the Original Journal Book, remaining with 
the Clerk of the Upper Houfe, in manner and 
form following. .

This. Proxie was delivered to the Clerk of 
the Parliament, or to his Servant or Deputy ; for 
the Courfe (asI fuppofe ) hath been, and isat 
this day, that the Proxie may be delivered 
either in or out of Parliament, And the Deli- 
very thereof is good, only the Clerk ,of the 
Upper Houfe doth ufually Regifter or enter the 
fame in the beginning of the Journal of that 
Seffion or Parlsament, with the direct day of 
the Month on which he received it, and fome- 
times fets not the day down, the form of which 
Proxie may be conjectured to have been as 
followeth.

Note, that this is not the direct Copy of the 
Proxie fent by the Lord Dacres,but only his name 
added unto it, being fet down according to the 
form, obferved both in thefe times, andin ours 
which have fince followed; for if thefe Lords, 
who do conftitute Proétors, have their Proxies 
drawn by the Clerk of the Parliament’s dire¢tion, 
which is the beft and moft ufual courfe, then 


are they always drawn in manner and form 
aforefaid. 
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‘But if any Lord, by reafon of his far diftance 
from the place where the Parlidment is held, or 
by fome other occafion, doth make his own 
Proxie, then the form doth ufually differ from 
that which is before fet down, and is in man- 
ner and form as followeth, to which I have 
added the name of the Bifhop of Peterborough, 
becaufe the Spiritual Lords do moft ufually ven- 
ture to make their own Proxies, and becaufe the 
faid Bifhops Proxie is entred the 23zh. day of 
Fanuary in the Original Journal Book of this firft 
Parliament of the Queen, next after the Proxie 
of the Lord Dacres before fet down, the entrance 
whereof is as followeth.

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- Tdo obferve it to be very ufual,“ yet not always 
obferved ) in the return of Proxies, to fuppofe 


the Parliament to be begun, although they be. 


returned fometimes before it begins, as thefe, 
and divers others which now follow ( according 
tothe entrance of the returns of them ) were in 
this firft Parliament of the Queen. Befides, the 
faid Proxies are many times Dated divers days, 
nay weeks, before the firft day on which the 
beginning cf it is limited by the Summons: by 
which means it may alfo fall out, that ifthere be 
any Prorogations, the faid Proxies may be both 
Dated and returned many Months before the 
Parliament do hold, but the reafon, I conceive, 
of this Claufe in every Proxie, may be, becaufe, 
before any ufe can be made of it in the Upper 
Houfe, or that be called for, the Houfe muft of 
neceffity be fet, and be in agitation of Bufinefs, 
and then the Courfe is, if any thing come to 
~ the Queftion, the Clerk. of the Parliament, or 
his Deputy, is to fearch the Journal Book, to 
fee whether fuch Lords as give their Voices, for 
others that be abfent, be indeed nominated, and 
appointed their Proctors. 

This fame day were many other Proxies both 
ufual and extraordinary returned, of which, and 
of the nature and forms of Proxies, more fhall 
be prefently faid, after the fetting down of the 
return of the faid Proxies, inferted at the begin- 
ning of the Original Journal Book of this firft 
Parliament of the Queen, in manner and form 
as followeth.

_ The Proxies introducted this day, and entred 
in the beginning of the Original Journal Book 
of the Upper Houfe, as the conftant ufe is, are 
referred by me always to thofe dayson which 
they were entred to have been returned, unlefs 
it be in fuch Journals, where the day of the re- 
turn is not entred, as in the Original Journal 
Book, 4. 39. Reginx. Eliz. from which time 
to this day, the fame Courfe hath been ob- 
ferved. 

And becaufe I have defired to make up a work 
fomewhat exact and perfect, of the Journals of 
the Reign of this moft Gracious Queen , and 
once for allto make fome Animadverfions upon 
all matters of form inthis Journal of her Majefties 
firft Parliament, that foall other may be referred 
untoit, therefore I fhall now add a little, touch- 
ing the nature, kinds , and ufe of Proxies, as 
I have fet downbefore, touching the Writs of 


‘ Summons. 


A Proxie therefore is no more than the con- 
ftituting of fome one or more, by an abfent Lord, 
to give his Voice in the Upper Houfe, when any 
difference of Opinion,and Divifion of the Houfe, 
fhall happen, for otherways, if no fuch Divifion 
fall out, it never cometh to be queftioned, or 
known to whom {uch Proxies are directed, nor 
is there any the leaft ufe ofthem, fave only to 
fhew, prove, and.continue the Right which the 
Lords of the Upper Houfe have, both to be Sum- 
moned, and to give their Voices in the fame 
Houfe,either in their Perfons,or by their Proxies ; 
And when the Voices of that Houfe areto be 
divided, then the Clerk of the fame, if he be pre- 
fent, or his Deputy, gives notice of fuch Proxies, 
as have been introdu¢ted and delivered unto him, 
and to whom they are directed, that they may 
give them accordingly. And as many Proxies 
as any Peer hath, fo many voices he hath befides 
his own, and if there betwo or three Proxies 
conftituted by one abfent Lord, as is frequent, 
then always the firft named in the fame is to give 

the 
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the Voice if he be prefent, and if abfent then | 
the fecond, et fre de reliquis. ' 

It is plain by that ancient Manufcript Intitu- 
led, Modus tcxendi Parliamentum, of which I 
have a Copy both in French and Latin, Cap. de 
inchoatione Parl. that ifa Peer neither came 
to the Parliament, nor fent a Proxie-upon his 
Writ of Summons he forfeited 100 /. ifan Earl 
100 Marks, if a Baron which was after qualified, 
viz. Rotulo Parliamenti A. 31. H.6. Num. 46. | 
And a Duke for fuch default was fined roo /. an 
Earl 100 Marks, anda Baron 4o/. 

And it is plain, that Anciently the Lords Spi- 
ritualand Temporal were often abfent without | 
the King’s Licence, anddid then only fend the 
Expreffion of the Caufe of their faid abfence, in 
their faid Proxies, as didthe Abbot of Selby, A. 
26. Edw. 2. as appears, ex Regiftro ejuf{dem Ab- 
ac’ alledging only this reafon, Qua impedi- 
mentis variis et arduis Negotits concernentibus 
reformationem flatus Doms noftra fimus multipli- 
citer impeditr Sc. and fo likewife in A. 36. 7. 
8. the Caufe of the Abbot of Shrewsburies ab- 
fence is thus exprefied in the Original Journal 
Book of the Upper Houfe, A. codem 20. die 
Parliamenti relatum ef? Quod Abbas Salop gravi 
infirmitate detinetur qued hic intere(fe nequit,zdeo 
conttituit procuratores fuos Epifcopum Coventr’ 
et Litch’ et Comitem Salopie conjunctim et drvi- 
fim, but always then the Proxies were directed 
to the King, and did in truth contain inthem 
as well fupplication for his Pardon-of their ab- 
fence, as a Conftitution of their Proctors , as 
doth plainly appear by this Proxie following, 
of the Abbots of Zhoruey, which I have the 
rather inferted at large, becaufe the very Origi- 
nal it felfunder Seal remaineth with me amongft 


many other pretious Originals in my Library.

Sometimes alfo the faid SicknefS, or caufe of 
Abfence is Tettified by Oath, as appears in the 
Original Journal of the Upper Houfe, A. 6. 
H, 8. Feb. die 121. where fames Marfhal fer- 
vant to the Lord Scroop made Affdavit of his 
Lord’s detention by Sicknefs. 

But even Anciently, if the Parliament were 
to be Affembled by reaton of fome great and ex- 
traordinary occafion, And that the King de- 
clared in his Writ of Sammons, that he would 
not admit of any Proxies z/fa vice, then none 
did prefume to fendthem, but upon the King’s 
Licence firft obtained, as appears, ex Rotulo Par- 
liamenti A, 6. Ed. 3. die 27. fanuartj A. 22. 
Ed. 3.die 20. Novemb. A. 6. Ric. 2. die 2. Fan. 
et A. 11. Ric. 2. diexo. Martij. 

But of Jater times, fince the 3874. year of 
H. §. the Lords in their very Proxies, do ex- 
prefs their abfenceto,be by the King, or Queen’s 
Licence, and oftentimes the Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe doth infert the Memorial of their return, 
with their expreffion of their abfence by the faid 
Licence. And in making of Proxies it hath al- 
ways been at the free Choice and Election of a 
Spiritual Lord, that fent the faid Proxie to con- 
{titute fome other Spiritual Lord, or a Tempo- 
ral Lord, or both, and fo likewife mutatis mu- 
tandis hath the liberty been of a, Temporal Lord, 
although there appears but three Prefidents 
thereot, during her Majefties Reign, of which, 
the firft was in A. 5. Regin. Eliz. where Wiliam 
Bufhop of Exeter, conftituted for his Proctor 
Francis Earl of Bedford. And the fecond in A. eo- 
dem Regin. ejufdem, where Thomas Archbifhop of 
Tork Conftituted the Earl of Bedford his joynt 
Proétor with Richard Bifhop of Ely, and Row- 
land Bilhop of Bangor. And the third and latt 
in A. 28. & 29, Regin. predic’, where Hugh 
Bifhop of Bangor did Conftitute Widiam Lord 
Burleigh Lord Treafurer Of Exgland his joynt 
Proctor with Fohn Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
but in former time the Prefidents of this nature, 
are more frequent. 

For there was fo little obfervation kept in this 
kind, as fometimes the Lords Spiritual, and 
Temporal did Conftitute the Judges and Barons 
of the Exchequer, being but attendants on the 
Houle, for their Proétors, and fometimes Stran- 
gers, as the Abbot of Se/sy in Edward the third’s 
tume Conttituted Fobn Goldale, a Monk ofthat 
houfe, and Wiliam R. Clerk his Proétors, ae 

thefe 
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thefe alfo were fometimes appointed Tryers of 
Petitions joyntly with the Lords, as appears A. 
14. Ed, 3. and fometimes Committees with the 
Lords, prout patet ex rotulo Parliam de A. 14. 
Ed. 3. N. 13.14. & 18. 

-Thefe Animadverfions being thus premifed 
of Proxies in general, now follow fomeothers 
that concern the Particular Proxies foregoing, 
andthe refidue that were returned at this Seffion, 
on Saturday the 4th. day of February enfuing, 
and on Wednefday the 8h. day, and on Satur- 
day the 18th. day of March following, and on 
Tuefday the 4th. day of April en{uing.. 

And therefore in the firft place, it fhall not 
be amifs to make remembrance, that in the Jour- 
nal of this Parliament, I have caufed the entry 
of al Proxies whatfoever, as well ordinary as 
extraordinary to be Tranfcribed, becaufe it is 
the firft Parliament of her Majefty, whereas in 
moft of the refidue, | have only caufed thofe to 
be inferted into my Journals, which were extra- 
ordinary and unufual. 

And whereas the word (Vacar) is added at the 
beginning of the entrance of the return of the 
Proxie of Thomas Trefbam Prior of St. Fohus of 
Ferufalem inEngland,as alfo betore that ofWiZiam 
Lord Euers, which are before, amongft others 
fet down. The reafon of the firft I cannot poffi- 
bly Guefs, becaufe neither the Archbifhop of 
York, to whom the faid Thomas Tre/ham had fent 
his Proxie, was himfelf abfent, nor the faid 
Prior-prefent, nor dead before the return of his 
faid Proxie, as may eafily be gathered; but for 
the other, it is plain that the Lord Clinton, 
whom the Lord Eaers did. Conftitute for his 
Proctor, was abfent at the beginning ofthis Par- 
liament, and did himfelf fend his Proxie, which 
is entred at the beginning of the Original Jour- 
nal Book of the Upper Houfe, to have been 
returned on Saturday the 4th. day of February, 
although the word ( Vacat) be prefixed alfo 
before the entrance of the return of the fame, 
becaufe he afterwards came to the Parliament 
himfelf, and ferved in Perfon in the Upper 
Houfe, the greateft part of the continuance 
thereof, and from thefe examples may be ga- 
thered the true Caufes, both why, and when 
a Proxie that is returned becometh void, either 
when the Peer, or Lord that fends the Proxie 
dies himfelf, or comes to the Houfe in Perfon 
before the end of the Parliament, or that the 
Proctor or Proétors, whom he conftitutes, do 
die, or be otherwife abfent, and fend their 
Proxies themfelves; for inthis latter cafe, thofe 
Proxies are tobe repealed by the Lord Chancel- 
lor, as there isa Prefident for it in the endof 
the Original Journal Book ofthe Upper Houte, 
A. 33. et 34. H. 8. in the cafe of Nevil Lord 
Latimer, for though the abfent Lord, or Lords, 
to whom the Proxie is directed, do conftitute 
other Proétors, yet they cannot execute fuch 
Proxies as are directed unto him: for a Proxie 
isbutan Authority to give another man’s affent, 
which cannot be transferred toa third perfon; 


yet doth the fending of one Proxie fufficiently 
excuife any abfent Lord, although the Peer, to 
whom it is directed, be not prefent himfelf, but 
as foon as that abfent Lord fhall have notice 
that he, or they, whom he conftituted for his 
Procurators, do themfelves fend their Proxies 
alfo, by reafon of their abfence, then may he 
fend another Proxie, and conftitute one other 
or more Proctors for himfelf and in his ftead, 
to give his voice de Novo, asthe Lord Vaux did 
in A. 18, Facobi Regis. 

After thofe Bloody and Inteftine Civil Wars, 
which had been raifed in England inthe year 
1642. and that Robert, Earlof Effex, General 
of the Forces raifed by the two Houfes of Par- 
liament again{ft the King, had (by the Power 
of the Independent Faction, over ballancing 
thofe, who defired the fettling of the Presbyte- 
rian Government ) been laid afide, and Sir 
Thomas Fairfax Knight placed in his Room ; 
the oppofition between thofe two Parties in 
either. Houfe of Parliament, growing every 
day higher and higher, the Aged Earl of Maul 
grave, being an Enemy to all Faction and Inno- 
vation, was much troubled that Wiliam Vif- 
count Say and Seale, the chief Promoter of the 
Independent Novelties, did make ufe of his 
Proxie for the acting and pafling thofe par- 
ticulars, which were contrary tothe Judgment 
and Confcience of him the faid Earl of Mudgrave : 
And therefore, my advife being defired by 
fome of the Members of the Houfe of Commons, 
for the reminding him thereof, I drew the Let- 
ter and Inftrument enfuing, being not only the 
firft, but the fole Prefident alfo of this King, 
which yet remains upon Record in the Office of 
the Clerk of the Houfe of Peers.

This Inftrument was written, and ingrofled 
in Parchment as a Deed Poll is, and to it in a 
Libel of Parchment, was the Seal of the faid 
Earl of Mulgrave affixed, and it was read and 
aliowed in the Houfe of Peers. 

Soon after the allowance of the aforefaid In- 
ftrument, the faid Earl of Mulgrave fent this en- 
fuing Proxie to the Earl of Effex, who made 
ufe of itin the Houfe of Peers, and it was there 
allowed of, without any the leaft queftion, or 


difpute.

Neither will it be impertinent to fet down 
here how many Proxies were fent to fome fpecial 
Peers at this Parliament, it having been my 
ufual courfe to make fome fhort remembrance of 
them in all their Journals of Queen Z/iz’s Reign, 
upon the firft day that any extraordinary Proxies 
were returned: and I have caufed not only the 
Prefidents of this kind to be inferted here at large, 
in refpect this was the firft Parliament of her 
Majetties Reign; but alfo becaufe they are 
more full and direct, than any other that enfue, 
to prove what hath been the ancient ufe and Pri- 


si of the Peers of the Upper Houfe, in the 
natter of fending, and receiving of ‘Lords Pro- _ 
curatory. 

At firft, Nicolas Archbifhop of York (for the 
See of Canterbury remained ftill void fince the- 
Death of Cardinal Pool, ) was conftituted the 
fole, or joynt Proctor of David Bifhop of Peter- 
borough, Cuthbert Bilhop of Durham, Thomas- 
Bifhop of Ely, Giléert Bilhop of Bath and Wells, 
Henry Bithop of St. Davids, and of Thomas 
Trefoam Prior of St. Fohus of Ferufalem; all 
which Proxies are entred at the beginning of the 
Original Journal Book of the Upper Houfe, to 
have been returned on Monday the 23+h. day of 
Fanuary, on which this prefent Parliament was 
Summoned to have begun. 

Francis Earl of Bedford was alfo Conftituted 
the fole, or joynt Proétor of 15 feveral Peers, 
viz. of ohn Lord Mordant, William Lord Paget, 
George Lord Zouch, and gf Henry Lord Abur- 
gaveny, all whieh Proxies are entred at the be- 
ginning of the Original Journal Book of the 
Upper Houfe, to nave been returned this prefent 
Monday the 23th. day of Faruary. He wasalilo 
Conftituted the joynt Proctor of Edward Lord 
Clinton, Lord Admiral, Zhomas Lord Sands, 
William Lord Vaux of Heredoun, Willzam Lord 
Gray of Wilton, and Henry Earl of Cumberland, 
all whofe Proxies are entred in fuch order, as 
they be here fet down, inthe aforefaid Journal 
Book, to have been returned on Saturday the 
4th, day of February. The Proxies alfo of 
Edward Ear\ of Derby, fobn Earl of Oxford, 
Henry Lord Strange, Thomas Vif{count Howard 
of Bindon, and Henry Lord Morley, by which 
the faid Earl of Bedford was Conftstuted their 
fole, or joynt Proctor, are entred in the fame 
order they are Tranicribed, in the before men- 
tioned Original Journal Book, to have been re- 
turned on Saturday the 18h. day of March en- 
fuing. 

And laftly, the faid Earl of Bedford was Con- 
ftituted the joynt Proctor ( with Edward Lord 
Clinton Lord Admiral ) of Oliver Lord St. Fohn 
of Bletto whote Letters Procuratory are entred 
to have been returned on Zue/day the 4th. day of 
April enfuing. 

Edward Lord Clinton Lord Admiral, was 
Conftituted the fole Proctor of William Lord 
Burgh, Edward Lord Windfor , and William 
Lord Euers, whiofe Proxies are entred at the 
beginning of the Original Journal Book of this 
Parliament, to have been returned on. this Mon- 


| day the 23th. day of this Famaary. He wasalfo 


Conftituted the joynt Proctor of William Lord 
Grey ot Wilton, whofe Proxie is entred, asafore- 
faid , to have been returned on Saturday the 
4th, day of February enfuing, the Proxiealfo 
of Francis Earl of Huntington is entred, as be- 
fore, to have been returned on Saturday the 
18th. day of March tollowing, by which he 
Conftituted the faid Lord Céinton his joynt 
Proctor with Henry Lord Haftings; And for 
the Proxie of John Lord Darcie of Darcie entred 

there, 
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there, as before, to have been returned on this 
day likewife, he is Conftituted his fole Proctor. 
And laftly the faid Lord Clinton Lord Admiral 
was Conftituted the fole, or joynt Proctor of 
William Lord Willoughby of Parham, Edward 
Lord Hajftings of Louthbury, and of Oliver 
Lord St. Fobn of Bleftoe, whofe Proxies are 
entred to have been returned on Tuesday the 
4th. day of April enfuing. 

By thefe three foregoing Prefidents, it doth 
plainly appear, as alfo from all other Prefidents 
of former and latter times, that any Member 
of the Upper Houfe by the ancient ufage and 
Cuftom of the fame,is capable ofas many Proxies 
as fhall be directed unto him, although there were 
an Order made in the faid Houfe to the contrary, 
upon the day of Anno Regis Caro- 
li An. Dom. 1626. ‘That no Lord cr Member 
whatfoever, of the Upper Houfe, fhould for the 
time to come, be capable of above two Proxies at 
the moft, which faid order was occafioned, in 
refpect that George Duke of Bucks, both the fa- 
vorite of the King deceafed, and of King Charles 
now Reigning, this prefent year 1630 did, to 
ftrengthen himfelf by voices, not only procure 
divers perfons to be made Members of that Houfe 
but alfo ingroffed to himfelfnear upon 20. feve- 
ral Proxies. 

And now, if this doubt or conceipt fhould arife 
in any mans mind,that therefore the Lords have a 
greater Priviledge,than the Members of theHoufe 
of Commons, becaufe they can appoint others to 
ferve in and fupply their places in their abfence, 
which the Commons cannot, they are much de- 
ceived and miftaken, for it is plain that the chief 
end of a Proxie is,that the Upper Houfe may have 
allits Members either in perfon or by reprefen- 
tation,and therefore the LordsSpiritual andTem- 
poral, whoare Summoned thither, in their own 
right have anciently had, and ftill do retain, the 
liberty of Conftituting their Procurators,whereas 
every Member of the Houfe of Commons appear- 
eth,and doth ferve in the right of that County ,Ci- 
ty, Burrough, and Port for which he is Elected 
and Chofen, which being a Truft and Confidence 
repoied in them, can be no more transferred from 
him toa third perfon, than can the Proxie of the 
Lords be from him to whom it is directed, if he 
fhall be abfent likewife: and therefore if any 
Knight, Citizen, Burgefs, or Baron, after he is E- 
lected and returned, fhall before the meeting of the 
Houie,be difabled by Sicknefs, Attainder,or other 
Caufe, from ferving in the fame, then prefently 
order is given from the Houfe to the Clerk of 
the Crown, for the fending thither a fecond Writ 
for a new Election; fo that the faid Houfe may 
not remain without any Member that appertains 
unto it. And this I conceive Tantamount un- 
toa Proxie, which cannot begranted, but when 
the abfence of the Lord that fends it, is perpe- 
tual during that whole Parliament or Seffion, 
for which he Conftitutes one or more Proétors : 
for if he repair to the Upper Houfe any time after, 
and ferve in Perfon, his Proxie is prefently void. 


_ On Wednefday the 25th. day of Fan.’ the Par- 
liament was held, according to the laft Proroga- 
tion thereof on Monday the 23th, day of this 
inftant Fanuary foregoing, and therefore this 
day isto be reckoned the firft day of che Parlid: 
ment , and it was the error of. Seimour 
Efg; at this time Clerk of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, that in the Original Journal Book of the 
fame Houfe, fol. 186. a. he accounteth, and fet- 
teth down the Parliament to have begun an the 
aforefaid 2 37h. day of January, when it was only 
prorogued, by which he would make that to be 
the firft day thereof. 

True it is, that Ancieritly if the Parliament 
had been Prorogued on that day, to which the 
Summons thereof had referred, in the beginning 
of it, they were fo far from accounting that day 
the firft of the enfuing Parliaments, that new 
Writs of Summons were thereupon fent: forth, 
and a new day appointed for the beginning there- 
of, as appears in the Parliament Rolls.

But yet it hath been the conftant ufage moft 
Anciently, and doth doubtlefs hold at this day 
alfo, that if the King docome in Perfonto the 
Parliament, on that day to which the Writs of 
Summons do refer, and there caufe it to be re- 
ferred to another day in his own prefence, then 
fhall that day be aecounted the firft day ofthe 
Parliament ; of which there are many Prefidents 
alfo, in the Parliament Rolls ftill remaining in 
the Tower of London, prout in A. 6. Edw. 3. 
Otlobris St? Hillariy A. 14. Edw. 3. tempore 
Quadragefimi S A.15. Edw. 3. Quindena Pafche ; 
and of divers other Parliaments in his time, and 
in the time of King 2. 2. his Succeffor. 

And thus alfo the laft day of the Parliament, 
or of any particular Seffion, is counted to be 
that on which the Royalaffent is given, to one 
or more Acts of Parliament, yet if that Parlia- 
ment or Seffions be adjourned to another day, 
onwhich the Sovereign doth again come in Per- 
fon, and caufe it to be diffolved or further Pro- 
rogued, then that latter day is to be accounted 
the laft day thereof, of which there is one only 
Prefident during all the Reign of Queen Eiiz’, 
viz. in the Original Journal Book 4. 18. Didz 
Regine on Thur{day the 15th. day of March. 

The Prefence of her Majefty, the Lord Keeper, 
and the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, is not at 
all marked in the Original Journal Book of the 
Upper Houfe, although this entrance following 
of the faid day bethere thus Recorded, viz. 

Die Mercurij 25. die Fanuarij proceres, tam 
Spirituales quam Temporales, quorum nomina 
fubfequuntur, prefentes fuerunt. 

But before this Title there is nothing fpecified, 
touching the prefence of her Majefty, or of any 
of the Lords, for the Letters which fhould be 
fet at the beginning of the names of fuch Peers 
as this day attended her Majefty in the Upper 
Houfe, are not at all prefixed to any of them;

which doubtlefs happened, through the great 
negligence of Francis Spilman Efg; at this time 
Clerk of the Upper Houfe. i 

Yet moft certain it is that her Majefty, Sir 
Nicholas Bacon, the Lord Keeper, the Duke of 
Norfolk, and divers other Peers were prefent ; 
but the direct manner of the ranking of them, in 
refpect of the negligent omiffion of fetting the 
Pr. as aforefaid at the beginning of every Lords 
name that was prefent, could not be orderly and 
and directly entred in his place, although this 
was the-firft day of this firft Parliament of her 
Majefty, nor on Saturday the 28th. day of this 
inftant fanuary, being the fecond day of the 
fame, becaufe by like negligence of Francis Spil- 
man E{q; at this time Clerk of the Upper Houfe, 
there is no prefence of any Lords there fet down 
in the Original Journal Book of the fame 
Houfe, nor any mention of the Speakers pre- 
fentment by the Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
gefles of the Houfe of Commons; and there- 
tore of neceflity it could not be fupplied, until 
the, #Hird day of this forefaid firft Parliament of 
her Majefty, being Monday the 30th. day of this 
inftant Fanuary; on which day the names of all 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal being entred, 
the Letters are Pr. prefixed before the name of the 
Lord Keeper, and of fuch Peers as were then 
prefent: (as fee at large onthe faid Monday next 
enfuing ) and therefore that Prefident there fo 
exprefly Tranfcribed, mays ferve as a Pattern 
for all the refidue that follow in all the Journals 
of the Upper Houfe during her Majefties Reign : 
in which there are no other names inferted , 
but of fuch Lords as were-marked to be prefent, 
unlefs it be upon Thurfday the 21th. day of March 
following, in the afternoon in this prefent Jour- 
nal, andon Fryday the 15th. day of Fanuary in 
the Seffion of Parliament. 4. 5. of her Majefty 
in the Journal of the Upper Houtfe. 

And although the names of her Majefty, and 
the Lords that attended could not be exactly fer 
down, yet it will not be impertinent in the next 


place, to infert te manner of their fitting inthe 


faid Houfe, which being not at all mentioned — 


in the aforefaid Original Journal Book of the 
fame, A. 1. Reg. Eliz.{ have therefore partly fup- 
plied it, according to 3 other Prefidents in thefe 
enfuing Journals on which the firft was on Zhur/- 
day the 12th. of Fan. in the Seffion of Parliament, 
A. 5. Reg. Eliz.the fecond, onWednefday the 2d. 
day of Octab. pomerid’ inthe fecond and laft Seffi- 
on ofthat Parliament, being held in A. 8. Reg. 
ejufd, and the third,on Monday the 2d. day of Apr. 
in the Parliament 4. 13. Regin. predi all 
which do follow in the feveral Journals of the Up- 
per Houle, Annis prefatis,and it is partly fupplied 
alfo out the Printed Statute, 4. 31. A 8. C. 10. 
and partly out of that elaborate written Treatife, 
intituled Modus tenendi Parliament’ apud Anglos, 
firft confufedly gathered by Wil. Bowyer Efq; as I 
conceive, and now lately digefted into a Metho- 
dical Treatife, and enlarged by H. Efing Efg; at 
this time Clerk ofthe Upper Houle, viz. in A.

Sedt.3.0f 
the manner of fitting in Parliament at this day. 

Her Majefty fate in the Chair of Eftate, and 
when fhe ftood up, her Mantle was affifted, and 
born up from her Arms by two Noblemen, or 
others of Eminent Rank thereunto appointed. 

The Two Seats, onthe right, and left-hand 
of the Chair of Eftate, were void, in refpect that 
the firft was Anciently for the King of Scots, 
when he ufed to come to our Parliaments: and 
the ‘other, on the left hand, is for the Prince, 
the immediate Heir of the Crown. 

On the Form on the right fide of the Chair 
of Eftate, which ftands on the North-fide of the 
Upper Houfe, fate the Spiritual Lords, the 
Archbifhop of Jork beginning the Form; and 
the Abbot of Weftminfter ending it. Who was 
the laft Abbot that, ever fate in the faid Houfe in 
England fince this firft Parliament of herMajefty. 
But at this day the twoArchbifhops fit upon one 
Form by themfelves, and then the other Bifhops 
in order upon two Forms, on the right hand of the 
State; the Bifhop of London fits firft,the Bifhop of 
Durham {econd,and the Bifhop of Winchefter hath 
the third place,and then all other Bifhops,accord- 
ing to the Antiquity of their Confecrations. 

On the left fide of the Chair of Eftate, which 
is on the South-fide of the Upper Houfe, upon 
the foremoft Form, fate all the Zemporal Lords, 
above the degree of Barons. The Marquefs of 
Winche(ter Lord Treafurer of England, beginning 
that Form, and the Vifcount Bzxdon ending it. 

The Barons fate on the fecond Form, onthe 
left hand of the State, and it fhould feem at this 
Parliament ( asit fell out alfo inthe next Seffions 
following, z# A. 5. Regin. Eliz. on Tuefday the 
12th, day of fanuary ) that one Form held them 
all, fo as the Lord Clinton, Lord Admiral of 
England, began the faid Form by reafon of his 
Office, and the Lord Sr. fohn ot Bletfoe ended 
it. But at this day the number of Peers being 
much encreafed, divers of the Barons do fit 
upon other Forms, Places, Crofs-ways, at the 
lower end of the Houfe. 

Sir Nicholas Bacox, the Lord Keeper, becaufe 
he was under the degree of a Baron, as alfo her 
Majefties chief Secretary, being but a Knight, 
were to have been placed at the upperiaot part 
of the fack in the midft of the faid Houfe, upon 
one Form, by the fore recited Statute, A. 3. HZ. 
8. Cap. 40. But at this prefent Parliament as 
alfo at this day, during her Majefties being pre- 
fent, the Lord Keeper ftood behind the-Cloth 
of Eftate, on the right-hand; and when her 
Majefty was abfent, then his Lordfhip fate on 
the firft Woolfack which is placed athwart the 
Houfe, the Seal and Mace by him. 

On the Woolfack on the North-fide of the 
Houfe, and of the right-hand of the Eftate, fate 
the two Chief Juftices, and divers other Judges. 

On the Woolfack on the left-hand ot the 
Eftate, and on the South-fide of the Houfe, fate 
the Mafter of the Rolls, the Lord Chief Baron, 
the Queen’s Learned Council, and others. And 

note, 
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note, That all thefe may properly be faid to fit 
on the Inner-fide of the Woolfacks, and the 
Queén’s Learned Council. on the outfide of the 
Woolfacks, next the Earls. 

The Mafters of the Chancery fate two of the 
fame fide, and two on the other fide, next the 
Bithops. 

The Clerk of the Parliament, and the Clerk 
of the Crown, fate on the lower Woolfack, and 
had a Tablebefore them. 

Andthe Clerk ofthe Parliament had his Clerks 
under him, who kneeled behind the Woolfack, 
and wrote thereon. 


Allthofe Peers (as appears by the Journal of | 


the Upper Houfe. A. 8. Regin. Eliz.the 2. day of 
Feb. being Weduefday, which follows after in its 
due place’) who are before mentioned, had their 
Mantles, Hoods,and Surcoats, being of Crimfon 
Velvet , or of Scarlet) fiirred with Meniver , 
their Arms put out on the right fide, and the 
Duke of Norfolk had four Bars of Meniver. The 
Marquefs of Winchefter, and the Earls three. 
Andthe Vifcounts, andthe Barons, two. 

Henry, Earl of Southampton, and the Lord 
Dacres, of the North, were, as I conceive at 
this time, both under Age, and in ward to her 
Majefty, and if they were prefent, (as many 
times {uch were admitted upon fuch Solemn days 
as thefe, ) then doubtlefs they did either ftand 
befides the upper part of the rail, at the higher 
end of the Parliament Houfe; or elfe were ad- 
mitted to kneel at the upper end of the faid 
Houfe, near the Chair of State, for no Peer is 
called to fit as a Member of that great Council, 
or to have his free voice, until he have accom- 
plifhed his full Age, unlefs by the fpecial grace 
of the Prince, and that very rarely, unlefs they 
be near upon the Age of twenty at the leaft. 
The Sons and Heirs apparent of Peers, that fit 
in the Houfe, ftand, on ordinary days, with- 
out the upper Rail. 

Thefe Animadverfions being thus premifed, 
touching the places, and Robes of the Peers ; 
now follows the coming up of the Knights, Ci- 
tizens, and Burgefles, of the Houfe of Commons, 
into the Upper Houfe, which, being not found 
in the Original Journal Book of the fame, I 
have fuppli’d with fome additions out of the 
Original Journal Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
A. primo Regin, Eliz. ahd with it the Speech of 
Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper, at large, out 
of a Copy thereof I had by me. 

The Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles of the 
Houfe of Commons remained fitting in their own 
Houfe till notice was broughtthem by ..... 
. . (according to the Ancient Cuftom and 
ufage, ) that her Majefty, the Lords Spiritual 
ite Temporal, and the refidue were fet in the 
Upper Houfe, expecting their repair thither, 
whereupon they went up immediately unto the 
faid Houfe, and being fet in, as many as con- 
veniently could, and ftanding below the Rail 
or Bar, atthe nether end of the faid Houfe, Sir 
Nicolas Bacon, Lord Keeper, after he had firft 
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privately, inthe prefence of them all, conferred 
with her Majefty, went and ftood behind the 
Cloth of Eftate, on the right hand, and’there 
{pake as followeth; viz. 

Y Lords,andMatters all, Phe Queen’s moft 

excellent Majefty, our Natural and moft 
Gracious Sovereign Lady, having, as you know, 
Summoned hither her High Court of Parlia- 
ment, hath commanded me to open and declare 
the chief Caufes and Confiderations that moved 
her Highnefs thereunto. And here, my Lords, 
I with ( not without great caufe ) there were 
in me ability to do it in fuch order and fort,as is 
befeeéming tor her Majefties honour and the un- 
derftanding of this prefence, and as the great 
weightinefs and worthinefs of the Matter doth 
require it to be done. The remembrance where- 
of, and the number of my imperfections to the 
well performing of it; doth indeed ( plainly to 
fpeak ) breed in me fuch Fear and Dread, that 
as froma man abafhed, and well nigh aftonied, 
you are to hear allthatI fhall fay therein. True 
It is, that fome Comfort and Encouragement I 
take, through the hope I have conceived, by 
that I have feen and heard of your gentle {uffe- 
rance by others, whereof I look upon equal 
caufe, equally with others to be partaker : and 
the rather, for that Tam fure good will fhalt 
not want in me to do my uttermoft, And alfo 
becaufeI mean to occupie as {malla time as the 
greatnefs of fuch a caufe will fuffer, thinking 
that to be the meeteft Medicine to cure your 
tedious hearing, and mine imperfect and difor- 
dered fpeaking. Summarily to fay,the immediate 
caufe of this Summons and Affembly, be Conful- 
tations, Advice, and Contentation. For although 
divers things that areto be done here in Par- 
liament, might by means be reformed without 
Parliament, yet the Queen’s Majefty, feeking in 
her Confultation of importance, Contentation 
by affent, and furety by Advice; and therein 
repofing her felf not a little in your Fidelities, 
Wifdoms and Difcretions, meaneth not at this 
time to make any Refolutions in any matter of 
weight, before it fhallbe by you fufficiently and 
fully debated, examined and confidered. Now 
the Matters and caufes whereupon you are to 
Confult, are chiefly and principally three points. 
Of thofe the firft 1s of well making of Laws, for 
the according, and uniting of thete people of the 
Realm into anuniform order of Religion, tothe 
Honour and Glory of God, the eftablithing of 
the Church, and Tranquillity of the Realm : 
The fecond, for the Reforming and removing 
of all Enormities, and Mifchiets, that might 
hurt or hinder the Civil Orders and Policies of 
this Realm: the third ama laft is, advifedly and 
deeply to weigh and confider the Eftate and Con- 
dition of this Realm, ‘and the Loffes and Decays 
that have happened of late to the Imperial 
Crown thereot ; and therefore to advife the beft 
remedies to fupply and relieve the fame. For 
the firft, the Queen’s Majefty having God be- 
fore her Eyes, and being neither unmindful of 
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Precepts and Divine Councils, meaneth and in- 
tendeth in this Conference, firft and chiefly 
there fhould be fought the advancement of 
God’s honour and Glory, as the fure and infal- 
lible foundation, whereupon the Policies of every 
good Common-Wealth are to be erected, and 
knit sand as the ftraight line, whereby it is 
wholly to be dire@ted and governed ; and as the 
chief Pillar and Buttrefs, wherewith it is con- 
tinually to be fuftained and maintained. And, 
like as the well and perfect doing of this, cannot 
but make good fuccefs in all the reft, fo the re- 
mifs and loofe dealing inthis, cannot but make 
the reft full of imperfections and doubtfulnefs ; 
which muft needs bring with them continual 
Change, and alteration; things much to be 
efchewed inall good Governances, and moft of 


all in matters ot Faith and Religion ; .which of | 


their natures be, and ought to be, moft Stable. 

Wherefore her Highnefs willeth, and moft 
earneftly requireth you all, firft.and principally, 
for the Duty you bear unto God, whofe caufe 
this is; and then for the Service you owe to her 
Majefty , and your Country, whofe Weal it 
concerneth univerfally ; and for the Love you 
ought to bear to your felves, whom it toucheth 
one by one, particularly, That in this Conful- 
tation, you with all humblenefs, finglenefs and 
purenefs of mind, confirm your felves together, 
ufing: your whole endeavour and diligence, by 
Laws and Ordinances to Eftablifhthat, which 
by your-Learning and Wifdom fhall be thought 
mott Meet for the well performing of this godly 
purpofe: and this without refpect of Honour, 
Rule or Soveraignty, Profit, Pleafure or Eafe, or 
of any thing that might touch any Perfon in 
e{timation or opinion ot Wit, Learning or Know- 
ledge; and.without all regard of other manner 
of Affection. And therewith, That you will 
alfo in this your Affembly and Conference clear- 
ly forbear, and, as a great enemy to good Coun- 
cil, fly from all manner of Contentions, Rea- 
fonings and Difputations, and all Sophiftical 
Captious and frivolous Arguments and Quiddi- 
ties, meeter for oftentation of Wit,than Confulta- 
tion of weighty Matters, comelier for Scholars 
than Counfellors; more befeeming for Schools, 
than for Parliament Houfes. Befides that com- 
monly they be great caufes of much expence of 
time, and breed. few good Refolutions. And 
like as in Council all contention fhould be ef- 
chewed, even fo by Council provifion fhould 
be made, that no Contentions, Contumelious, 
nor opprobrious words, as Heretick, Schifma- 
tick, Papift and fuch like names, being Nurfes 
of fuch Seditious Fa€tions and Setts, be ufed, 
but may be banifhed wut of mens Mouths; as 
the Caufers, continuers and encreafers of Dif- 
pleafure, Hate and Malice; and as utter Enemies 
to all Concord and Unity, the very Marks that 
you arenow come to Shoot at. 

Again, as in proceedings herein great and 
wary Confideration isto be had, That nothing 
be advifed or done, which any way in conti- 


nuance: of time were likelyto breed, or nourifh 
any kind of Idolitry, or Superftition ; fo; on 
the other fide, heed is to be-taken, that by 
no Licentious or loofe handling, any manner of 
Occafion be given, whereby any contempt, or 
irreverent behaviour towards God: and Godly 
things, or any {pice of irreligion might creep in, 
or be conceived; The examples of fearful pu- 
nifhments that have foltowed thefe four Extre- 
mities, I mean, Idolatry, Superftition, Con- 
tempt and Irreligion in all Ages and times, are 
more in number thanI can declare, and better 


| knownthan Ican make recital to you of: And yet 


are they not fomany,, or-better known than by 
the contiaual budding: benefits and bleflings of 
God to thofe that have forfaken thofe extremi- 
ties, and embraced their Contraries. And for 
your better encouraging to run this right and 


| {trait courfe, although that which is faid ought 


to fuffice thereto, I think I may affirm, that the 
good King Hezekiah had no greater defire to 
amend what was amifs in his time; nor the 
Noble Queen Hefer a better heart to overthrow 
the Mighty Enemies to God’s Ele@, than our 
Sovereign Lady and Miftrefs hath to do that 
may be juft and acceptable in God’s fight: Thus 
forced to this by our Duties to God, feared 
thereto by his punifhments, provoked by his 
benefits, drawn by your love to your Country, 
and your felves, encouraged by fo Princely a 
Patronefs, Let us in God’s name go about this 
work, endeavouring our felves with all diligence, 
(asThave before faid’) to make fuch Laws, as 
may tend to the honour -and Glory of God, to 
the Eftablifhment of his Church, and to the 
Tranquillity of the Realm. 

For the Second, There is to be confidered 
what things by private men devifed, be practifed, 
and put in ure in this Realm, contrary or hurt- 
ful to the Common-Wealth of the fame, for 
which no Laws be yet provided ; and whether 
the Laws before this time made be fufficient to 
redrefs the Enormities they were meant to re- 
move, and whether any Laws made but for a 
time, be meet to be continued for ever, or for 
a Seafon: Befides, whether any Laws be too 
fevere or too fharp, or too foft and too gentle ; 
To be fhort, you are to confider all other im- 
perfecticns of Laws made, and all wants of Laws 
to be made, and thereupon to provide the 
meeteft Remedies, refpecting the Nature and 
Quality of the diforder and offence; the incli- 
nation and difpofition of the people ; and of the 
manner of the time. 

For the Third and laft, (a Marvellous mat- 
ter ) I cannot fee how a good true Exg/i/hman 
can enter into the confideration of it, but it 
mutt breed in his breaft two contrary effects ; 
Comfort I mean, and difcomfort ; joy, and fad- 
nefs; for on the one part, how can a man ( cal- 
ling to his remembrance, that God of his divine 
Power and Ordinance, hath brought the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm toa Princefs, that fo 
Nobly, diligently, willingly and carefully ao 
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by the advice of allthe Eftates of the Realm 
feek all the ways and means that may be, to 
Reform all diforders and things, that be amifs ; 
to continue and make firm that that.is good, to 
detect and difcourage thofe that be difhoneft 
and evil; to execute Juftice in al) points to all 
perfonsand at alltimes, without rigour and ex- 
tremity, and to ufe Ciemency, without Indul- 
gence and fond Pity. 

A Princefs, I fay, that is not, nor ever mean- 
eth to be, fo Wedded in her own will and Fan- 
tafie, that forthe fatisfaction thereof, fhe would 
do any thing that was likely to bring any fervi- 
tude or Bondage to her people, or give any juft 
occafion to them of any Inward Grudge, where- 
by any Tumult or ftirs might arife, ashath done 
of late days, things moft pernicious and Pefti- 
lent to the Common-Wealth ; A Princefs, that 
never meaneth or intendeth, for any private 
affection, to advance the Caufe or Quarrel with 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, to the de- 
ftruction of her Subjects, to the lofs of any of 
her Dominions, or to the impoverifhing of her 
Realm; A Princefs, to whom nothing, what 
Nothing? no, no worldly thing under the Sun 
is fo dear, as the hearty Love and good will of 
her Nobies and Subjects, and to whom nothing 
is {o Odible, as that they might caufe, or by any 
means procure the contrary. *) 

How can ( I fay ) a man remember this 
wonderful benefit, but of neceffity he muft needs 
heartily rejoyce, and give God thanks for the 
fame! But, my Lords, the handling of the 
Princely vertues of this Noble Princefs, the 
caufe of our rejoycing, of purpofe I pretermit, 
partly becaufe I ever fuppofed it not altogether 
meet for this prefence; but chiefly, for that 
it requireth a perfect, and Excellent Orator, in 
whom both Art and Nature Concurs, and not 
to me, a man in whom both fails. Marry, I 
wifh in my heart, an Apt perfon might oft have 
meet prefence, and'juit occafion, to handle this 
matter, as the weightinefs of the Caufe requi- 
reth: But as the Caufes of our Rejoycing for 
fuch refpects be ( thanks beto God, ) both ma- 
ny and great ; fo for the caufes of our fadnefs and 
difcomfort, they be neither few nor little. 

But here upon great caufe, as a man perplexed 
aiid amazed, I ftay, not knowing what is beft 
to bedone ; very loth I amto utter that which 
is much unpleafant for me to fpeak, andas un- 
comfortable for youto hear: but becaufe fores 
and wounds be hardly cured, except they be 
well opened and fearched, therefore conftrained, 
of neceffity I fee I muft trouble you with thefe 
fad matters. What man, that either Loveth 
his Sovereign, his Country or himfelf, that 
thinketh of and weigheth the great decays and 
lofles of Honour, Strength and Treafure, yea 
and the peril that hath happen’d to this Imperial 
Crown of late time, but mutt needs inwardly and 
earneftly bewail the fame? Could there have 
happen’d to this Imperial Crown a greater lofs 
in Honour, Strength and Treafure than to lofe 
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that piece, I mean Calis 2 which was in the 
beginning fo Nobly won, and hath fo long time, 
fo Honorably and Politickly , in all Ages and 
times, and again{t all attempts, both Foreign 
and near, both of Forces and Treafons, been 
defended and kept > Did not the keeping of 
this breed Fear to our greateft Enemies, and 
made our faint friends the more affured, and 
lother to break? yea, hath not the winning and 
keeping of this, bred throughout Europe an ho- 
norable opinion and report of our Exglifh 
Nation? 

Again, what one thing fo much preferved and 
guarded our Merchants, their Traffick and enter- 
courfes, or hath been fo great a help for the well 
uttering of our chief Commodities, or what, 
fo much as this, hath kept a great part of our 
Sea-coafts from {fpoiling and Robbing? To be 
fhort, the lofs ofthis is much greater than [ am 
able to utter, andas yet, as I f{uppofe, isable to 
be underftood by any: and yet, my Lords, if 
this were the whole lofs, then might men have 
fome hope in time to come to recover that, that 
in time hath been thus fuddenly and {trangely 
loft; But whena man looketh further, and con- 
fidereth the Marvellous decays and waft of the 
Revenue of the Crown, the ineftimable confum- 
ption ofthe Treafure, levied both cfthe Crown, 
and of the Subject, the Exceeding lofs of Mu- 
nition and Artillery, the great lofs of divers 
valiané Gentlemen of very good Service, the 
incredible fum of Moneys owing at this pre- 
fent arid in honour due to be paid, and thebiting 
intereft that is to be anfwered for the forbearance 
of this Debt,therewith remembring the Strength 
and Mightinefs of the Enemy, and his Confede- 
rates, and how ready he 1s upon every Occafion, 
upon every fide, and in every time, to Annoy 
you; And how the time moft Meet for that pur- 
pofe draweth on at hand again ; ifa man confider 
the Huge and moft Wonderful charge, newly 
grown to the Crown, more than ever hath here- 
tofore been Wont, and now of neceffity to be 
continued ; as firft, the maintenance of Garifon 
in certain places on theSea-coafts,asPortsmounth, 
with new Munitioh and Artillery, befides the 
new increafed Charge for the continual mainte- 
nance of the Eng/i/h Navy to be ever in readinefs 
againft all evil happs ; the ftrongeft Wall and 
defence that can be againft the Enemies of this 
Ifland; And further alfo, the new Augmenta- 
tion or Charge, for the maintenance of a Gari- 
fon at Barwick, and the Frontiers Northward. 
Indeed, I muft confefs that in thofe matters mine 
underftanding is but {mall, and mine experience 
and time to Learn, lefs: But in mine opinion, 
this doth exceed the Ancient yearly Revenue of 
the Crown. Befides, that double fo much is of 
Neceffity to be prefently fpent, about the for- 
tifying of thofe places in Buildings.

The Knights, Citizens, Burgeffes, and Barons 
of the Houfe of Commons, having Notice about 
one of the Clock in the Afternoon, ( of this fore- 
faid Saturday being the 28h. day of Fax.) That

And therewithal, her 
Highnefs wifheth, (as fhe trufteth you all do, ) 
that for England's fake, there were as many ver- 
tues in her, as would ferve for the good Govern- 
meat of this her Realm, committed to her Royal 
Charge, and defireth youall, with her, to give 
God dayly thanks for thofe which fhe hath, and 
to make humble Petition to grant fuch increafe 
of the reft, as to his divine Providence fhall be 
thought for his honour moft Meet. 

For the Second, her Maiefty trufteth, and 
verily believeth, that thofe good withes and 
defires of yours are fo deeply graven, and per- 
fectly imprinted in the hearts of the hearers, that 
the good fuccefs and fequel, that fhould come 
thereof, wili evidently deci that you have 
not in vain fpoken them, nor they negligently 
heard them. For the thirdand laft, you have 
divided into four Petitions; The firft, for your

To thefe Petitions, the Queen’s Majefty hath 
commanded me to fay unto you, that her High- 
nefs is right well contented to grant them unto 
you, as largely, as amply and as liberally, as 
ever they were granted by any her Noble Pro- 
genitors; and to confirm the fame with as great 
an Authority. Marry, with thefe Conditions 


and cautions; firft, that your accefs be void of 


importunity, and for matters Needful, and in 
time Convenient. For the Second, that your 
Diligence and Caretulnefs be fuch, ( Mr. 
Speaker, ) that the defaults in that part be as 
rare as may be; whereof her Majefty doubteth 
little. 
Speech, therewith her Highnefs is right well 
contented; but fo, as they be neither unmind- 
ful, or uncareful of their Duties, Reverence and 
Obedience to their Sovereign. For the laft, 
great heed wouldbe taken, that no evil difpofed 
perfon feek of purpofe that priviledge, for the 
only defrauding of his Creditors, and for the 
maintenance of injuries and wrongs., Thefe 
Admonitions being well remembred, her Ma- 
jefty thinketh all the faid Liberties and Privi- 
ledges weil granted.

The Speaker being thus allowed, he returned 
to the Houfe of Commons, with the Serjeant 
of the Houfe bearing the Mace before him; and 
the Queen’s Majefty, and the Lords rofe, and 
departed. 

On Monday the 30th. day of Fanuary, were 
divers Lords, Spiritual and Temporal prefent, 
as is plainly fet down in the entrance of the 
names inthe Original Journal Book of the Upper 
Houfe. 

Francis Spilman Efq; Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe, ftanding at the Table near the lower 
Woolfack, did there read a certain Bill, written 
in Paper, and Intituled, Ax Ad for the reftitu- 
tion of the firft Fruits, and Tenths, and Rents 
referved, Nomine Decime, and of Parfonages 


Impropriate to the Imperial Crown of this Realm; 


and after he had fo read it, (which was accounted 


the firft reading thereof, ) then he delivered the 


For the Third, which is for Liberty of 


Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, together with 
2 Brief of the Bull. 

The Lord Keeper read the Title of the Bill, 
and then reported the effect of the fame’ unto the 
Houfe out of the Brief, And then concluded 
with thefe words, viz. This is the firft time of 
the reading of this Bill. 

And there is no mention made in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houfe, that this Bill 
was at all {poken unto upon this reading, neither 
is it indeed ufua!,although there have not wanted 
Prefidents thereof, prout A. 1. H. 8. 11, Die 
Parliamenti Billa de attionibus, brought from 
the Commons Leéla prima vice, © Domini 
difputando cenfuerunt reformandum quod Regia 
Majeftas haberet. 3. vel 4 Annos, pars vero contra 


partem nifi unum Annum. And a Billhath been 


rejected upon the firft reading, prowt Anno 3. 
Edw. 6.14. Nova Billa pro jurifdittione Epifco- 


porum Rejected, and a Committee appointed, 


to draw a new Bill; of which alfo there want 
not divers other Prefidents in moft of the other 
Journals during her Majefties Reign: but moft 
true itis, that ufually a Bill is feldom rejected 
till the fecond reading, for then it is moft proper 
to be fpoken unto; and when ithath received 
either a longer or fhorter difputation in the 
Houfe, then the proceedings eommonly are 
either to order it to be engrofled, or refer it to 
Committees, orto reject it; whichcourfe hold- 
eth only in Bills that come newly into either 
Houfe. For if a Bilf, having pafied one of the 
two Houfes, be font unto the other, it is never 
ordered to be ingrofled, becaufe it comes frem 
thence ready ingroffed in Parchment, and fel- 
dom referred to Committees, or rejected ; there 
want not alfo divers Prefidents, when a Bill 
hath been difputed after the third reading, and 
fometimes recommitted, and fometimes rejected. 
Of all which, the Examples and Prefidents are 
fo frequent in all the infuing Journals of this 
Queen, as alfo in thofeforegoing of AZ. 8. Ed. 6. 
and Queen Mary, as there isnot need to make 
any large Citation of them: Neither do there 
want, in their feveral places, fit and due refe- 
rences, whereby to refer the feveral Prefidents 
of this nature, contained in one and the fame 
Journal, from one to another. Which things 
being thus premifed and obferved, now follow 
fome Animadverfions or Prefidents, touching 
the Commiffion of Bills, and further proceedings 
in them upon the firft reading. 

Biils alfo have been Committed upon the firft 
reading, prout An. 6. H. 8. 14. Feb. recepta eft 
Billa in papyro concernens apparatum, & Jetta 
eft prima vice & deliberata Magiftro Pigot refor- 
manda. 

Anno Primo Ed. 6, 21. Novembris alata ef? a 
Communi domo Billa for benefices, Common 
Preachers and refidence, gua prima vice lecta eft, 
& commiffa Archiepif. Cantuarien’, Epifcopo Elien, 
Epifcopo Dunolmen’ ,Epifcopo Roffen’,Epifcopo Lin- 
coln’, Marchioni Northampton, Domino St. Fohn, 
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Comiti. Arundel, Domino Admirallo © Domino 
Wentworth, and in 4.5. Edw.6. 16. Feb, Hodie 
prima vice lecta eft Billa to avoid regrating, fore- 
ftalling, ec. & commiffa eft Magiftro Hales, 
Magiftro Molineux, Magiftro Saunders, @& Solict- 
tatori Regine. And there are very many Prefi- 
dents that Bills have been committed upon the 
firft reading, inthetimes of Aven. 8. and Ed. 6. | 
as may appear by the Committees of thofe | 
times. 

The like Prefidents are to be found in moft of 
the Journals of her Majefty, prout A. 8. Eliz. Od. 
2. The Billfor the better Executing of Statutes, 
&c. eodem An. 5. Octob. touching Fines and Re- 
coveries, 4a. 13./iz. 20. Aprilis,againtt frau- 
dulent Conveyances, &c. dn. 14. Elaz. 12. Maij, 
for prefervation of Woods, eodem An. © die, for 
the punifhment of Vagabonds; and fo in many 
other Parliaments of this Queen’s time, of which 
(becaufe they are fo frequently obvious ) it would 
be unneceflary to make further repetition. 

And although there be no mention made in 


the Original Journal Book of the Upper Houfe, 
that the Lords and Members of the fame were 
this day called, yet there is no great doubt.to 
be made thereof; and therefore I have caufed it 
to be inferted, and applied unto this time, in 
manner and form following. 

Francis Spilman the Clerk, did on this third. 
day of the Parliament call every Lord in the 
Houfe by his Name, that fo it might be feen, 
who. were prefent ; beginning with the loweft 
Baron, and afcending to tlre higheft Peer, where 
alfo the Proxies and other Excufes of the abfent 
Lords, were Regiftred. 

But it may be Colle&ted by the Parliament 
Rolls Anuis 37. 38.. 40.43. 45.47. 50. Ed. 3. 
that the Lords names were called the firft day, 
and the Commons alfo inthe Upper Houfe be- 
fore the King’s coming, which Order, in re- 
fect of the time, is held itill with the Commons, 
whofe Names are ufually called at this day in the 
Court of Requefts, the firft day ofthe Parliament.

On Tuefday, the 31th. day of Fan. the former 
Bill for the reftitution and annexation of the firft 
Fruitsand Tenths, to the Imperial Crown of the 
Queen’s Majefty, was read the Second time. 

Francis Spilman Efg; Clerk of the Houfe, 
(having read the faid Bill for.the Reftitution | 
and Annexation of the Firft-fruits, @c. ) ftand- 
ing at the Table, near the nether Woolfack, 
did then deliver the fame without any Brief, 
Kneeling to the Lord Keeper, who thereupon 
read the Title thereofto the Houfe, and faid, 
This is the fecond Reading ; and fothe Bill was 
Orderedto be Ingrofled, which is no more, than 
to Tranfcribe the Bill fairly out of the Paper, in 
which it was written, into Parchment. More 
fhall be faid, touching the referring of a Bill to 
Committees, on Fryday the thirdday of March 
enfuing; whereis the firft mention of Commit- 
ting any Bilk-during this Parliament.

The Fournal of the Houfe of Lords, 


After the fecond Reading of the aforefaid 
Bull, there appeareth no other matter in the 
Original Journal Book of the Upper Houfe, fave 
only the entrance of the continuance of the Par- 
liament by the Lord Keeper. 

On Wednefday the firit day of February, the 
Bill for the Recognition of theQueen’s High- 
nefle’s Title to the ImperialCrown ofthis Realm, 
was read the firft time, (infuch manner and 
form, as the Bill for the Reftitution of the Firft- 
fruits and Tenths, Gc. was read, on Monday 
the 30th. day of Fanuary foregoing ; ) and was 
thereupon Committed to the Queen’s Attorney, 
which cannot properly be called a Committing 
of the Bill, becaufe no Lords are named Com- 
mittees therein, but only a referring of the Bill 
to the faid Attorney, ( who, asis moft likely, 
with the refidue of the Queen’s Learned Council, 
didat firft draw it ) that fo upon further perufal 
thereof, he might again bring it into the Houfe, 
and Certifie the Lords, if any thing were 
to be altered or reformed in it. 

On Saturday, the 4th. day of February, the 
Bill,. for the Recognition of the Queen’s High- 
nefle’s Title to the Imperial Crown of thisRealm, 
was read the fecond time, in fuch manner and 
form as the Bill, tor the Reftitution and An- 
nexation of the Firft-fruits, @c. was read, on 
Tuefday the 31+h. day of January foregoing, and 
was thereupon Ordered to be ingrofied. 

The Bill alfo for the Reftitution and Annexa- 
tion of the Firft+fruits and Tenths and Rents 
referved Nomine Decime, and of Parfonages 
impropriate, to the Imperial Crown of this 
Realm , was read the third time, The whole 
manner and form of Proceedings wherein, as 
alfo of the fending thereof down unto the Houfe 
of Commons, I have caufed to be Tranfcribed 
out of that before-mentioned written Difcourfe, 
touching the whole Order and Procefs of paffin 
of Bills inthe Upper Houfe, Penn’d by A. Eifng 
E{q; at this time Clerk of the fame, this prefent 
year 1630. and the form of the faid fending down 
thereof, out ofa like Treatife, of paffing Bills in 
the Houfe of Commons, Pen’d by W. Hlackwel 
of Lincolns Inn Efg; For I conceive there is no 
queftion, but that the Form ufed at this day,is one 
and the fame with that which was obferved this 
firft year, and the reft enfuing ofher Majefties 
Reign; And therefore I have applied ailto this 
time,although there be nothing thereofexprefied, 
inthe Original Journal Book it felf of the Upper 
Houfe, fave only the very Title of the Bill, the 
time of the reading, the diffent of the Bifhops,and 
the fending of it down to the Houfe of Commons. 

Francis Spilman Clerk of the Houfe,ftanding by 
the Table at the nether Woolfack, read the fame 
Bill, and then indorfed upon it, being fairly in- 
grofled in Parchment, thefe words 3. vice ledta, 
and then delivered the fame, kneelingto the 
Lord Keeper, .without any Briefof the Bill, who 
thereupon, repeating the Title only of the Bill, 
faid, This is the third Reading of the Bill. 

Then his Lordfhip demanded of the Houfe, 

whether 
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whether he fhould put it to the 
paffing, which being agreed on a 
the queftion was thus pur. 

Such of your Lordfhips as are of opinion, 
that this Bill is fit to Pafs, ( or fhall Pafs, ) fay, 
content. 

Then the loweft Baron firft beginning faid, 
content, without any more words, and fo didall 
the other Barons in their order, afcending to 
the Highetft. 

Then the Bifhop of Car/iie, being the puifne 
Bithop prefent, faid, not context ; and {fo alfo, 
in like manner, faid the Bithop ot Chefter, the 
Bithop of Exeter, the Bifhop ot Coventry and 
Lichfeld, the Bifhop of Landagfe, the Bifhop of 
Worcefter, the Bifhop of Londox, and the Arch- 
bifhop of York ; by which it may be ieen, how 
unwillingly thefe Popith Bithops did fuffer their 
Dagon to fall down. 

And after the Bifhops, ali the other Temporal 
Lords prefent, beginning with the loweft and 
ending withthe higheft, didail ( Nudlo Contra 
dicente ) fay, content. 

After which, all the Barons firft ftood up, and 
after them all the Earls and other Lords who 
had voted the Affirmative. And then ftood up 
the Archbifhop of Yor and ali the other Bihops 
who had voted the Negative, and fo upon the 
great inequality of their Voices at the fir ft view, 
the Bill Pafled, and its likely, that the Voices 
for the Paffing of the Billexceeding fo much 
the number of thofe,who were againit it,that the 
Proxies of the abfent Lords were not at ali de- 
manded, which might have been, ifthe Houfe 
had moved or required it; but, I conceive, that 
thofe are moft frequently called for, when the 
difference of the Houfe ftands upon fome equality 
of Voices. 

The Bill being thus Paffed, was delivered to 
the Queen’s Attorney and Solicitor, to be car- 
ried to the Houfe of Commens, which was not 
performed by them, as appears by the Original 
Journal Book of the faid Houfe, until the Afon- 
day following, being the 6rh. day of this inftant 
Feb. the manner of the delivery thereof was 
as followeth, viz. 

The faid Attorney and Solicitor, being ad- 
mitted into the faid Houfe, came up clofe tothe 
Table, where the Clerk fate, and made three 
Congies, and then acquainted Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave the Speaker, that the Lords had fent 
unto the Houfe fuch a Bill, of which one of them 
Read the Title, and fo again departed the 
Houfe, having made three other Congies. 

There are alfo divers Proxies entred at the be- 
gining of theOriginal Journal Book of the Upper 
Houfe, to have been returned, and introducted 
this day, but whether before or after the conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, and rifing of the 
Houfe, doth not appear. 

On Thurfday, the 9th. day of February, the 
Bill wherein certain offences be declared Trea- 
fon, was Read the firft time. 

The Bill alfo for the Recognition of the

Queen’s Highneffe’s Title to the Imperial Crown 
of this realm, was by general confent con- 
cluded, this being the third Reading, and fo the 
fame was delivered to Mr. Solicitor and the 
Clerk of the Crown, to be carried to the Houfe 
of Commons: the whole form of which Pro- 
ceedings, touching the third reading, Paflirig 
and fending down of a Bill, fee in a like Cafe 
on Saturday, the fourth day of this Inftant Fed: 
foregoing. 

The Bill againft Slanderous and Seditious 
Words, was Read prima vice. 

On Fryday, the roth. day of Feb. The Bill, 
whereby the Queen’s Highnefs is made inherita- 
bleto the fate Queen An” her Majeftie’s Mother, 
was read prima vice, and after the reading of 
two other Bills, was readagain the fecond time, 
and Ordered to be ingroffed,which fpeedy courfe 
the Houfe took for the Pafling of this Bill to 
exprefs their zeal and affection to her Majetty, 
whom it fo nearly concerried. 

The Bill laftly, whereby divers Offences be 
made Treafon, and the Bull againft Seditious 
words and rumours , were each of them read 
the fecond time, and Ordered to be ingroffed. 

On Saturday, the 11th. day of February, two 
Bills of no great Moment, had each of them their 
third reading, and were fent unto the Houfe of 
Commons, by Mr. Solicitor and Mr. Lewis, of 
which the firft was the Bill for explanation of 
the Statute of Seditious words and rumours. 

Two Bills were brought up tothe Lords from 
the Houfe of Commons, by Mr. Treafurer and 
others, viz. The Biil of a Subfidy granted to the 
Queen’s Majefty by the Temporalty, and the 
Bill ofa Subfidy of Tonnage and Poundage. 

The faid Mr. Treafurer, being the Principal 
Meflenger,accompanied with divers otherMem- 
bers of the Houfe of Commons, came in the firft 
rank of them to the Rail, or Bar, at the lower 
end of the Upper Houfe, and, after three Con- 
gies made, declared unto their Lordfhips, That 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
Houfe of Commons had fent unto them two Bills, 
of which he read the Titles, and then Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon, Lord Keeper, rifing from his feat, 
came down to the Bar to receive them, to whom 
the aforefaid Mr. Tréafurer did in all humble 
manner deliver them, and thereupon, with the 
refidue of his Company, having made other 
three Congies, departed. 

On. Monday the 13th. of February, the Bill 
for one Subfidy and two Fifteens and Tenths 
granted by the Temporalty, was Read prima 
vice, atid Conimitted, (or rather referr’d ) to 
the Queen’s Attorny and Solicitor, of which 
fee a like improper Commitment on Saturday the 
roth, day of this Inftant February foregoing, 
in fine diei. 

The Bill alfo of a Subfidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage was Read the fecond time, but no 
merition is made that it was either referr’d to 
Committees, or Ordered to be ingrofled ; and 
the Reafon thereof was, that this Bull had ori 
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the Houfe of Commons, and was fent up unto 
the-Lords on Saturday the roth. day of this in- 
{tant February foregoing, fairly ingroffed in 
Parchment, and therefore can be no more in- 
erofled: neither do the Lords ordinarily re- 
ter fuch Bills to Committees, unlefs there be 
very great Caufe, in refpect that each Houfe 
holding Correfpondency with other, they do 
not willingly fubmit that to the Agitation ofa 
private Committee, which hath been allowed, 
and approved by the Wifdom ofthe whole Houfe. 
Afecond reafon, that fometimes a Bill may nei- 
ther be referred to Committees, nor Ordered 
to be ingrofled upon fecond reading, although 
it hath not Paffed the Houfe of Commons, may 
be, becaufe Bills of Grace, viz. for the Reftitu- 
tion of Blood, of Naturalization, and fuch like, 
are fent to the Houfe from her Majelty fairly 
ingrofled in Parchment, and Signed with her 
hand, which for the moft part do pafs the Houfe 
without any Stop or Queftion. A third and laft 
reafon thereof may be, when the Lords defer 
the Committing, or ingrofling of any Bill, unto 
fome other time, as fell out in the Bill touch- 
ing the Commiffion of Sewers, in A, 13. Regin. 
Eliz. which was Read fecunda vice on Fryday 
the zorh. day of April, and referred to Com- 
mittecs on the day following’ ( although fome- 
times it may be omitted likewife through the 
negligence of the Clerk of the Upper Houte. ) 

The Bill lafily, whereby the Queen’s Ma- 
jefty was reftored in Blood to the Late Queen 
Ann, her Highnefie’s Mother, was read tertia 
vice & Communi omnium procerum affenfu con- 
cluf.

On Mozday the 8 day of May, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, met in the Upper Houfe, but no- 
thing was done, fave only the Parliament conti- 
nued by the Lord Keeper, which is entred in the 
Original Journal-Book of the fame Houfe, in 
manner and form following. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continuavit prafens 
Parliamentum ufqs in horam fecundam poft Me- 
ridiem. 

About which hour in the Afternoon , the 
Queens Majefty came in perfon into the Upper 


wards her Majefty, for thofe many bleflings and 
benefits which had accrued to the Church and 
State by her Highnefles moft lawful and juft Suc- 
ceffion. 

Laftly , He concluded with an humble defire 
that her Majefty would be pleafed to accept of 
his hearty and zealous thanks, in allowing and 
admitting him, though unworthy, to that place 
of truft and importance; and to pardon all thofe 
weaknefles and imperfections, which he had un- 
willingly or cafually difcovered in the Execution 
of it. 

To which faid Speech of the Prolocutors, Sir 


Nicholas 
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Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
having firft repaired to the Queen, to her Chair 
of Eftate, to know her Majefties pleafure, as in 
her name and by her Command returned him this 
wife and large Anfwer. 

Mr Speaker, The Queens Majefty hath heard 
how difcreetly and wifely you have declar’d the 
proceedings of this Seffion in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, for Anfwer whereunto, and for the better 
fignification to be made to my Lords of the Up- 
per Houfe , of the Judgment of the Parliament 
men, and thefe Parliament matters, her Majefties 
pleafure and Commandment is, that Ifhould open 
and utter unto you three things ; The one is,what 
her Highnefs underftandeth, by your doings this 
Parliament, of your wifdomeand diligence. The 
fecond, what of your liberality and benevolence 5 
and therewith , how comfortable the former is, 
and how thankful the fecond. The third, what 
her Highnefs would you fhould do for the good 
Execution of the Laws devifed by you, and of 
the reft heretofore devifed by others. And here, 
my Lords and Mafters all, albeit in labouring to 
bear this burthen I am much more like to fall, 
than but to faint under it, becaufe neither am [ 
able to perform it as the Queens Majefty hath 
commanded it, nor as your deferts juftly crave 
it, nor as my will wifheth, and defireth it. Ne- 
verthelefs my truftis, that you will pardon my 
weaknefs and want, fo as no note of arrogancy 
or folly be afcribed to me for it 5 fecing as you 
know by duty driven {do it. I had rather, and 
1 know it much better for me to be filent, and fo 
to haveno need of your pardon, than by Speech 
to all your pains in hearing , and to mine alfo in 
fpeaking, to deferve to pray it 3 if mine Office 
would {uffer. 

But now to the matter, For the firft part 
wherein her Majefty confidereth, how in the de- 
bating of the great and weighty Caufes of this 
Parliament, we have banifhed all fuddain, rath, 
and {wift proceedings (dangerous Enemies to all 
good Counfel) and in place thereof have taken 
{uch convenient leifure, as the weightinefs of the 
matters of their better confideration hath requir d. 
And again, what freedom of Speech hath been 
ufed and permitted, for the plain Declaration of 
every mans knowledge and Confcience 5 yea, 
and how mer in fome Cafes and fome places, have 
been rather by gentle perfwafions provoked, than 
by any (harp manner of Speech, by men of Coun- 
cul, diffwaded therefrom; and therewith alfo, 
how learnedly and cunningly, the difputable 
matters, being of moment, have been agreed and 
reafoned ; how gravely and deeply weighed and 
confidered 5; how advifediy and confiderately 
re{clved and concluded; and laftly, with what 
nigh and univerfal confent, they have been by 
you enacted and eftablifhed. Befides alfo, remem- 
bring your great Studies, and endeavours, and 
diligences , for the opening and declaring what 
may be faid Pro & contra, in all caules of 
doubts, to the end (as it feemeth to her Highnefs) 
that when all was faid, and heard on both parts, 


: 
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that by any of you could be inferr’d, or pro- 
duc’d, That that which fhould thereupon for all 
re{pects appear to ftand moft with the Honour 
and Glory of God, and the common Wealth of 
the Realm , might be the better and more fafely 
agreed upon and determined; When her Maje- 
fty, I fay, remembreth and confidereth thefe 
things, fhe faith, fhe cannot but much commend, 
and allow your wifdem and diligence therein, 
greatly to hercomfortand confolation, and much 
to all your praifes and commendations. For now 
her Majefty verily trufteth, that like as no man- 
ner of determination in Parliament, neither can 
nor ought by any private Man, to be infringed 
or undone; fo thefe determinations of yours, in 
this form begun, proceeded and concluded, can- 
not hereafter juftly , no not by words, be im- 
pugned or gainfaid; for feemg ali men have 
thus at leifure, and with liberty upon the making 
of thefe Laws frankly declared their opinions and 
knowledges likewife, as earned men; fo the 
Laws being made and paft, her Majelty doubt- 
eth nothing but that they will, like good, hum- 
ble, and obedient Subjects, willingly, and hum- 
bly fubmit themfelves to the Law as to Life. And 
the rather alfo, becaufe that no Man inthe obey- 
ing of Laws made at this Seflions, being of the 
greateft moment, fhould thereby be forced any 
otherways to do, than either himfelf hath by Law 
already done, or elfe others have before this time 
done, whom both for wifdom, vertue, and 
Jearning, it fhall not be unfeeming to any man 
here (be it fpoken without offence) to follow and 
take Example of : And thus much for the firt 
art. 

For «the fecond part , which concerneth your 
liberality and benevolence, her Majefty hath 
commanded me to fay unto you, that your wife 
and grave Confideration, had and ufed in the 
granting of a prefent aid and relief, towards the 
relieving and difcharging of the prefent charge 
wherewith the Realm, at the time of her coming 
to the Crown, was and yet is charged, 1s by her 
Highnefs taken in thankful part, and fo is the re- 
{titution of the continual Revenue, as fome Sup- 
plement towards the maintenance of the conti- 
nual charge of late time grown to the Crown, as 
you have heard, and of neceflity to be continued, 
as well for the furety of you all, as for the Con- 
firmation of the whole Eftate. And here, my 
Lords and Matters all, I take it to be my duty, 
to do you to underftand, of certain noble and 
princely obfervations, and confiderations had by 
her Highnef of thefe your doings, much furely 
to all your Comforts; whereof one is, in that 
fhe forgetteth not that thefe grants be made, not 
by Subjects that have been a long time free from 
all manner of Taxes, Loans and Subfidies, and fo 
well able to bear this burthens but by Subjects, 
(much to her grief when fhe thinketh of it,) that 
have been well nigh continually charged with 
thefe things, to the univerfal impoverifhing of 
the whole Realm, and no wayes to the {trength- 
ning, amending or honouring of the fame 5 ore 

rather 
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rather to the weakning , decaying, and difho- | 


nouring of the fame; whereby it is evident, yea 
too evident (if it pleafed God otherwife) that 
thefe fupplies are to be born, not of your fuper- 
fluities, but rather of your necefflities; Marry 
of neceflity alfo to withftand a greater necef- 
fity, which otherwife might touch you and yours 
in furety. 

The fecond Obfervation is, your readinefs and 
willingnefS in granting, whereof her Majefty 
maketha very great account, perceiving thereby, 
that neither warm words, nor yet earne{t nor 
long perfwafions ufed among{t you, have drawn 
you to this, but that the fame hath rather been 
by you willingly, readily, and frankly offered, 
than, by any of the means above remembred 5 
and that thefe your grants have altogether pro- 
ceeded from the benevolent minds, and hearty 
affetions, that you bear to your Soveraign Lady 
and Country : which benevolence and affection 
her Majefty accepteth, and taketh for the great- 
e(t benefit, and moft precious Jewel, that aSub- 
je& can prefent to his Soveraign; and, to be 
fhort in this matter , if Bis dat qui cito dat be a 
true faying, you deferve great Commendation 
for your fmall {taying hereunto. Alfg her High- 
nefs addeth a third, that is, a generality and 
confent of their Grant, knowing with what dif- 
ficulty and diverfity of Opinions in fome times 
patt, thefe things have been brought to pafs. It 
is a certain and infallible ground, that every 
good thing, the greateritis, the better it is. 
Now this unanimity in confenting, being (as un- 
doubtedly it is) a good thing, hath not her Ma- 
jetty (trow you) good caufe to rejoice in the 
univerfality thereof? yes furely, and thanks you 
therefore accordingly. To make an end of this 
part, her Highnefs hath {pecially commanded me 
to fay unto you, that-when ‘fhe calleth to re- 
membrance what you have granted , who hath 
granted , and the form of granting 5 {he finds 
her felf earneftly difpofed, 1f your Sureties and 
the State would fo fuffer, as freely to remit thefe 
Grants, as you did gladly grant them. And 
where in times paft, long and vehement Orati- 
ons and perfwafions have been in thefe Cafes 
ufed, to fuch as occupied your places, for the 
great diligence, and careful circum{pection to be 
had for the true levying of that which hath been 
granted , for that the common numbers refpect 
altogether themfelves as private men, and not 
themfelves as members of the whole body, where- 
by againft all reafon and right, the Realm hath 
been often defrauded of the greateft part of the 
benevolence granted: This notwith{tanding, her 
Highnefs hath willed me herein to ufe few words, 
and only for ¢ his refpec&t , left elfe thofe which 
have fhewedf uch liberality and benevolence in 
granting, might feem to be fufpected by her, ei- 
ther of fidelity or diligence in levying; whereof 
fhe thinketh her felf aflured, and thereupon re- 
pofing her truft, fhe doubteth nothing, but by 
your good fervice, thefe things fhall be as truly 


anfwered as they have been freely granted; and 
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that this faithful truft, thus repofed by her High- 
nefs in your true fervice, fhall ferve her to better 
purpofe, than any words that could be fpoken 


by me on her Majefties behalf. And befides, fhe 


thinketh, (which is much to be noted furely,) 


that it were better to adventure the lo& of 
great part of that fhe taketh her felf aflured of, 
than your benevolent minds, I mean, by {peak- 
Ing one word too much. 


Now to the third and Jaft, which containeth 


the Queen's Majefties pleafure for the well Exes 
cuting of Laws. Here, my Lords and Matters all, 
remembring your Wifdoms and Fidelities, albeit 
that it be not much’ needful to put you in mind, 
to how {mall purpofe good Laws ferve, being not 
daily and diligently executed 5 yet, -becaufe the 
ancient Order hath been, that fomewhat at this 
time fhould be faid for your remembrance in 
thefe matters; therefore it is thought meet, that 
I fhould trouble you with a few words. I am 
fure you all judge, if a man would be very di- 
ligent to provide Torches to guide him in his 
going by night , and yet would be negligent in 
lighting any of them when he goeth in the dark, 
he fhould fhow a notable piece of folly, much 
like to a man that feeketh to cleanfe his Garden 
and grounds from Weeds and Briers , he care- 
fully provideth many fharp Yools and Inftru- 
ments for that purpofe , and when he hath fo 
done, Jayeth them fair up in a Houfe without 
occupying of thems and 1s it not great fond- 
nefs (trow you,) for men to ufe their endea- 
vours to make good Laws, to govern mens do- 
ings, and to weed out thofe that be evil in the 
Common-Wealth , and thereupon to bind them 
fair in Books, and to lay them up without fee- 
ing to the Execution of thofe Laws? Yes, fure- 
ly. Wherefore ye fee, that as there hath been 
ufed by you great wifdom and difcretion, in de- 
vifing of fome, fo it is very neceflary that like 
diligence and pains be taken by you and others, 
to fee the good Execution of all; the effect of 
which charge confifteth principally in three 
points; The firft is, Confervation of the Queens 
Peace. The fecond, in Adminiftratton of Juftice 
between Subject and Subject. And the Third, 
in the obfervation of one uniform Order in Re- 
ligion, according to the Laws now Eftablifhed. 


For the firft, ye are to forefee all manner of 
Frays, Forces, Riots and Routs, and the difco- 


vering and repealing in time of all manner of 


Confpiracies, Confederacites and Conventicles 5 
and in this part alfo you are to provide for the 
{wift and {peédy appeafing of all manner of Tu- 
mults, ftirs and uproars, (if any happen) and 
for the diligent fearching out, and fevere punifh- 
ment of all manner of Felonies, Burglaries, and 
all other like Enormities; Matters (asyou know) 
againft the Queen’s Majefties Peace, Crown and 
Dignity 5 for the well doing whereof, two - 
things are chiefly to be efchewed; The one 1s, 
floathfulnefs , the other is uncarefulnefs: for 
how can Juftice banifh thefe Enormities, where 
her Minifters be fo floathful, that they will 

iy never 


ie 


never creep out of their Doors to any Courts, 
Seflions, or Affizes, for the due Adminiftration 
thereof, except they be drawn thereunto with 
fome matters of their own; nor cannot endure 
to have their Ears troubled with the hearing of 
Controverfies of their Neighbours, for the good 
appeafing of the fame; or how can the uncare- 
fal man, that maketh no account of any of the 
common caufes of his Country, but refpecteth 
only his private matters and Commodities, be- 
come a juft and diligent fearcher out, follower 
and Correétor of Felonies, Murders, and fuch 
like common Enemies to the Common-Wealth ? 
And yet true it is, that fuch carelefs and floathful 
men do daily colour and cloak thefe their faults 
with the title of Quietnefs 5 Coveting to be 
counted good and quiet men, where indeed they 
feek only eafe, profit, and pleafure to themfelves, 
and that to be fuftained and born by other mens 
cares and labours, as Drones do amongit Bees 5 
But if every man fhould do fo, who feeth not 
but things would fhortly come to ruine in de- 
fault of Order? for they may eafily judge, that 
it is madnefs to feek the confervation of any par- 
ticular Member , and to fuffer the whole body 
to decay 5 but being well ferved by fome mens 
Opinions, as they care for none, fo fhould none 
care for them ; or elfe that better were in mine 
opinion, they fhould be ufed by men, as Drones 
be ufed by Bees. And thus much for the firft 
art. 
: For the fecond , you are to provide, that all 
Embracers, Maintainers and Champerties, which 
be utter Enemies to the duc Execution of Juftice 
between Subject and Subject, be neither commit- 
ted by any of you, nor (as near as you can) be 
fuffered to be committed by any other. A very 
behoveful matter to be both carefully and earn- 
eftly looked unto , as the root and feed of all 
Juftice, and efpecially if any of thefe faults light 
upon any perfon that hath Authority or Rule in 
the Country, or hath any office of Juftice to 
execute among the people. Isit not (trow you) 
a monttrous difguifing to have a Jufticer a main- 
tainer, to have him that fhould by his Oath and 
Duty fet forth Juftice and right, again{t his Oath 
and Duty to offer injury and wrong 3 to have 
him that 1s {pecially chofen amongft a number by 
the Prince, to appeafe all Brablings and Contro- 
verfies, to be a fower and maintainer of ftrife 
and Sedition, amongft them feeking his reputa- 
tion and opinion, by leading and fwaying of Fu- 
ries according to his Will, acquitting fome for 
Gain, Enditing others for Malice; bearing with 
him as his Servant, over-throwing the other as 
his Enemy 5 procuring all Queftmongers to be 
of his Livery, or otherwife in his danger, that 
his winks, frowning and countenance may di- 
rect all Inquefts. Surely, furely, it is true, that 
thefe be they, that be fubverters and perverters 
of all Laws and Orders 5 yea, that make daily 
the Laws, that of their own nature be good, to 
become Inftruments of mifchief: Thefe indeed 
be they, of whom fuch Examples would be 
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made, and the founders and maintainers of all 
enormities; and thefe be thofe, whom if you 
cannot reform for their greatnefs, yet ought you — 
to complain of their villanies ; and thus much 
for the due Adminiftration of Juftice. 

And as to the third, which is the Obfervation 
of the uniform Order in Religion 5 you are to 
endeavour your felves, to the beft of your pow- 
ers and underftandings, drawing together in one 
line all points, to further, fet forth and maintain 
the fame, which by great and deliberate advice 
here in Parliament hath been eftablifhed. And 
here great Obfervations and watch fhould be had 
of the withdrawers and hinderers thereof; and 
efpecially of thofe, that fubtilly , by indirect 
means, feek to procure the contrary. Amonett 
thefe I mean to comprehend, as well thofe that 
be too {wift, ‘as thofe that be too flow 3 thofe I 
fay, that go before the Laws, or beyond the 
Laws , asthofe that will not follow 5 for good 
Government cannot be where Obedience fail- 
eth, and both thefe alike break the Rule of 
Obedience; And thefe be thofe, who in likely- 
hood fhould be beginners, and maintainers, and 
upholders of all Factions and Seéts, the very Mo- 
thers and Nurfes to all Seditions and Tumults, 
which neceffarily bring forth deftruction.and 
depopulation ; of thefe therefore great heed 
woild be taken, and upon thefe being found, 
fharp and fevere Correction (according to the 
Order of Laws) fhould be impofed 5 and that 
in the beginning,. without refpect of perfons, as 
upon the greateft adverfaries that can be to U- 
nity and Concord, without which no Common- 
Wealth can long endure and ftand; whereupon 
(you know) all our ftanding and falling wholly 
confifteth, and the furety of our Sovereign: Al- 
fo a matter moft marvellous, that Laws whereby 
men poflefs all that they have, and their lives al- 
fo, fhould not be able to direct mens actions fo, 
as thereby all Factions and Sects, founded for 
the moft part either upon Will, or upon the 
Glory of mens Wits and Inventions, fhould not 
fufficiently be reprefied. 

Now, for the handfome bridling of the facti- 
ons of men, I fee not that a better way can be 
taken, than is ufed by the Horfe-Mafter , who 
provideth for the good Government of his Horfe, 
Bit, or Brakes, according to the tendernefs or 
hardnefs of his Mouth, whereunto he addeth a 
certain and well-taught hand. And like as it is 
very well to be allowed, that none other Bit or 
Brake fhould be provided for thefe Faétious 
Folks, than by the Laws be forced; fo were it. 
meet that any of that kind, be it never fo fharp, 
fhould not be omitted, if the caufe fo requireth; 
and this would be executed by a certain and 
well-taught hand 5 for it cannot be, but the 
winking or withdrawing from medling in this 
matter, or the remifs or loofe handling thereof, 
mutt of neceflity over-throw in time the whole 
fruits of all your Labours, and put your felves, 
your Country, and the Queens Majefty alfo, in 
peril, (whom O Lord preferve!) which being 

warned, 
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warned, you may eafily forefee and provide for. | /ént Parliament affembles, au nom de touts vous 


And this is all that at this time I have to fay. 
And therefore, here to make an end, her Maje- 
{ty is contented, according to your Petition, to 
grant her Royal Ajent to fuch Ordinances and 
Laws, as have been devifed and agreed upon by 
you, infuch-order and form, as by the Clerk of 
the Parliament, according to the antient Order, 
fhall be read and declared. I have faid. 

After the Lord Keepers Speech was ended, the 
Queen's Majefty did doubtlefs give her Royal 
Affent to fuch Acts as paffed at this Seflion 5 but 
neither the forefaid Speech, nor the pafling of 
the faid Acts, are at all mentioned in the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, and 
therefore, as the faid Speech was tranfcribed out 
of a Copy thereof 1 had by me, fo is the man- 
ner of her Majefties giving her Royal A/et to 
fuch Acts as now pafled, fupplied here, accord- 
ing to a pattern or Platform thereof fet down 
in the Original Journal-Book of the fame Houfe, 
in a7. 39 Regin. Eliz, which may very well ferve 
in this place, in refpect that matters of form and 
courfe do feldom or never differ. 

The Clerk of the Crown ftanding up, did firft 
read the Titles of all the publick A@s, to every 
one of which, allowed by the Queen, the Clerk 
ofthe Upper Houfe read thefe Frexch words 
following, vz. 

La Roigne le veult, 1. e. TheQueen wills it. 

Then were read the Titles of ail the private 
A&s, to each of which that paffed , the faid 
Clerk of the Upper Houfe read the Queens An- 
{wer in thefe Frezch words following, viz. 

Soit faite come il eft defire, i.e. Be it done as 
it is defired. 

Thefe two laft Anfwers to the publick and pri- 
vate Acts that pafs, are to be written by the faid 
Clerk, at the end of every Ad. 

To fuch Aéts as her Majefty did forbear to al- 
low, the Clerk of the Upper Houfe read in thefe 
French words following, viz. 

La Roigne sadvifera, 1. e. The Queen will ad- 
vife upon It. 

Then in the third place, after the Titles of all 
the publick and private Acts were read, and the 
Anfwers to them as aforefaid, then the faid Clerk 
of the Crown ftanding up, did read the title of 
the Bill of Subfidy.,-.and-then. the Clerk of the- 
Upper Houfe ftanding up likewife, did read the 
Queens Majefties Anfwer in manner and form 
following, viz. 

La Roigue remercye fes loyaulx fubjeds, accept 
leur benevolence, @ anffile venlt, ie. The Queen 
thanks her loyal Subjects, accepts their benevo- 
lence, and alfo wills it. 

The faid Clerk having read the Queens accep- 
tance, and thanks for the Subfidy given, as afore- 
faid, did then upon the reading of the Title of 
her Majefties Pardon, by the Clerk of the Crown 
as aforefaid, pronounce in thefe words following, 
o Thanks of the Lords and Commons for the 

ame.

autres fubjeds, remercient tres humblement vofire 
Majeftic, & prient 4 Dien, vous donner en’ fanté 
boune vie & longue, i.e. The Prelates, Lords and 
Commons in this prefent Parliament Affembled, 
inthe name of all your other Subjects, moft 
humbly thank your Majefty; and pray to 
God to give you, in health, a long and hap- 
py Life. 

The manner of her Majefties Royal Ajent 
being thus tranfcribed, according to the Pat- 
tern of the faid Prefident , in the end of the 
Original Journal-Book, az. 39 Regin. Eliz. now 
followeth the Diffolution of this prefent Par- 
liament, by Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper, upon her Majelties Commandment, 
which is entred in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

Nicolaus Bacon miles, Dominus Cuftos magni 
Sigilli ex Mandato Domine Regine tunc prefentis 
prefers hoc Parliamentum diffolvit. 

The Aas being thus patled , her Majefty re- 
tir'd, and put off her Parliament Robes, and fo 
returned to her Court at Whitehall. 

> Nota: That Francis Spilman Efqs at this 
time Clerk of the Upper Houfe, did after the 
Parliament ended, tranfcribe out all fuch AGs as 
pafled, and certified them into the Rolls, and did, 
at the end of every publick At, tranfcribe the 
French words enfuing : 

La Roigne le veult. Being the fame words which 
the Clerk of the Upper Houfe doth ufually, and 
now did pronounce, in the fame Houfe upon her 
Majefties allowance of each publick Act, as a- 
forefaid. 

But as for the private Acts, there was fome 
more and greater Ceremony obferved in the 
tranferibing and Certifying of them into the 
Rolls, by the faid Clerk of the Upper Houfe, 
which ‘(although it be omitted in the end of 
the Original Journal-Book of this prefent Par- 
liament, av.

HIS Journal of the firft Parlia- 
ment of her Majefty, 1s not only 
ftored with many good paflages 
touching the ordinary reading, 
committing and expediting of Bills, 

but alfo with much extraotdinary matter con- 
cerning the private priviledge of the Houfe, and 
publick ftate of the Church, and Common- 
Wealth; which in this great Council of the 
Kingdom received much alteration and change, 
to the yet lafting honour and welfare of them 
both. In which alfo (asin the preceeding Jour- 
nal of the Upper Houfe) I have enlarged and 
fupplied many things in matter of form, which 
are not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the fame Houfe, touching the Writ of Summons, 
the preferring, reading, and pafling of Bills, 
with the committing and fending of them up to 
the Lords, and {uch like. Neither doth there 
want much enlargement out of Record, or o- 
therwife, concerning the Election, Prefentmentts, 
and Petitions of the Speaker,with all other things 
that are materially worthy of any Animadver- 
fion, or Annotation; which matters of Form or 
Explanation, I did the rather caufe to be infer- 
ted in this firft Journal of the Parliament, during 
her Majefties Reign, that fof might the better 
omit it in the following Journal, and have ready 
recourfe hither unto it, being all fram’d into one 
ftructure or body in this prefent Journal, prout 
Sequitur. 

Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, having received her Majelties War- 
rant for the making and Ifluing fest of the 
Writs of Summons, did {peedily caufe them to be 
direGted to fuch Peers and others, as were to at-

tend in the Upper Houfe , and to the feveral 
Sheriffs of Exgland , for the Election and Chu- 
fing of the Knights, Citizens, Burgeffes and Ba- 
rons, that were to be prefent in the Houfe of 
Commons. And although, neither any thing of 
this which hath preceeded, nor any Copy of the 
Writ fent to each Sheriff, be at all inferted into 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons; yet as I have {upplied that matter, which 
preceedeth, according to the form therof, which 
was at this time ufed, and hath been finceé conti- 
nued, fo I have thought it not amifs, once for 
all, to add here alfo the Copy of the Writ at this 
time fent forth, which hath fince received no 
alteration, and was as followeth.

Nota, That this is not the dirett Copy of any 
Writ, that I {aw fent at this very time, but only 
applied to this time, according to the ufual form 
of alike Writ, which alfo doth ferve to difco- 
ver all the Writs fent to the feveral Sheriffs of 
England, differing only from thisin the name of 
the Sheriff and County. 

And in the faid Writ foregoing it is to he no- 
ted, that the words Supremum Caput Ecclefia An- 
glicane, were wanting, which had been omit- 
ted alfo in the foregoing Parliament of her Sifter 
Mary, which notwithftanding it was afterwards 
agreed in the Houfe, on Friday the third day of 
feb. following, that the Writs of Summons were 
well fent forth and returned , and that the Par- 
liament ought to hold accordingly. 

In the Antient Writ alfo of Summons the caufe 
of the Affembling of the Parliament was expref- 
fed, which at this day is not. Neither was there 
then any fuch claufe in the Writ, as in this fore- 
going doth appear; viz. Nolemus autem, quod 
tw nec aliquis alius Vicecomes ditti regni noftri ali- 
qualiter ie Eleéus: By reafon of which words, 
fome have conceived that the Sheriff of any 
County ought not to be Elected, or admitted a 
Member of the Houfe of Commons. 

But to this it may firft be truly anfwered, that 
thefe words were primarily inferted into the faid 
Whit, by virtue of an Ordinance only made to 
that end upon fome fpecial Occafion in the Par- 
Jiament held in az. 46 Regis Ed. 3. as appears in 
the Parliament Roll of that Year, #mero 13. 
remaining with divers others in the Tower of 
Londons By which faid Ordinance alfo Lawyers 
were as well excluded as Sheriffs. 

Secondly, the conftant practice in moft times 
fince doth fufficiently prove, of how little vali- 
dity the faid Ordinance of Parliament was con- 
ceived to have been, for the debarring of the 
faid Sherifis from being Members of the Houfe 
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of Commons. For the proof whereof I have 
only vouched fuch as fell out during her Majefties 
Reign, viz. iz an. 27 Regin. Eliz. Decemb. 21. 
Tuefday, Ed. Leigh Eq; being returned and ad- 
mitted into the Houfe of Commons, as one of the 
Knights for the County of Stafford, was after- 
wards Elected to be Sheriff of the fame Shire. In 
liké manner Feb. the 23. Tuefday, Sir Edward 
Dimock Knight, was both Sheriff of the County 
of Lincoln, and a Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, as appears in the Journal enfuing, in az. 
eodem 27 Regiz. Eliz. So alfo in the Parliament, 


de an, 31 Regin. Eliz. Feb. 21. F. riday, M' Saint 


Pole ferved as one of the Knights for the County 
of Lincolz, being alfo Sheriff of the fame Shire. 
And laftly in the Parliament, de an. 43 & 44 Re- 
gin. Eliz. Decemb. 2. Wednefday, Peter Freche- 
vile Efq3 was returned one of the Knights for the 
County of Darby , being afterwards appointed 
Sheriff of the fame County, as was alfo Robert 
Lhuyde E{q3 conftituted Sheriff of the County of 
Merioneth in Wales , having been formerly re- 
turned Knight for the faid Shire, as appeareth in 
the Journal of the fame Parliament, on Tuefday 
the 8t of Decemb. In and by all which Preft- 
dents it doth appear, and may probably be ga- 
thered, that neither her Majeéfty, nor the Houfe 
of Commons did conceive thefe two places to be 
incompetible, but that they might well ftand 
and be in one and the fame man, at one and the 
fame time. For her Majefty did firft make thefe 
foregoing perfons Sheriffs of the feveral Counties 
aforefaid, not only after they were chofen, but 
returned alfo Members of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, by which it is very plain fhe could not be 
ignorant of it ; and therefore her felf, and the 
faid Houfe, did both allow of their being made 
Sheriffs, as a thing well agreeing with the Pri- 
viledge of their former places, and the fervice 
of that Houfe, and did not therefore give them 
a final difcharge, but only Liberty of recefs about 
their neceflary affairs, into the feveral Counties 
before-mentioned, as in the Cafe of Sicknefs, or 
fome other temporary caufe of their abfenting 
themfelves from the Houfe , which being expe- 
dited, they might return again to that fervice 5 
for doubtlefs if the faid Houfe had conceived 
that they had been difabled from their ferving 
there by their new Offices, it would have been 
ordered, that a Warrant fhould have been fent 
to the Clerk of the Crown, to have fent down 
a new Writ into the forefaid Counties, for a new 
EleG&tion to have been mades as in the Cafe 
of double Returns, Death, or the like, is ufed: 
And whereas in the Parliament de av. 43 & 
44 Regin. Eliz. on Wednefday the 4** day of 
November , Sir Andrew Nowell being both She- 
riff and Knight for the County of Rutland, 
was wholly difcharged, and a Writ fent out, 
de novo, for a new EleGtion; That Cafe dif- 
fered from all the foregoing Prefidents, and 
might well upon another reafon , be ordered by 
the Houfe; For the faid Sir Andrew, being She- 
riff of the forefaid County of Rutlazd, was af- 

terwards 


terwards EleGted one of the Knights for the 
fame, and fo compelled to return himfelf, which 
could not be gogd in Law. But if the faid Sir 
Andrew had been chofen a Knight of fome other 
Shire, during his Sheriffaley, or had been con- 
ftituted Sheriff by her Majelty of the faid Coun- 
ty, after he had béen Elected and returned a 
Member of the Houfe of Commons, the Cafe 
‘had doubtlefs differed , and the Houfe would 
never have given Order for a new Writ to have 
been fent forth 5 which courfe they obferved in 
the two before-cited Prefidents of M' Frechevile, 
and Mr Lhwyde in the fame Parliament. 

Thirdly , if thefe two places fhould not be 
competible, then had it now lain in the Power 
of her Majefty (or may lie in the power of any 
Soveraign of this Kingdom) to have difabled as 
many Members from ferving in the Houfe of 
Commons, as fhe fhould or could have conftitu- 
ted Sheriff. She might have disfurnifhed (or any 
Sovefaign for the time being may disfurnifh) the 
faid Houfé at any time, of all or the greater part 
of the ableft Members thereof. 

Nota alfo, That thofe words, viz. Duos Milj- 
tes Gladiis cinéos, were interted into the Writ 
of Summons after the Parliament, az. 13 E. 3. 
as may be gathered by the Parliament Roll of 
the fame Year. | 

And whereas fome have objected in the fore- 
going Cafe, to prove that a Sheriff ought always 
to be attendant upon the affairs of the County, 
and cannot therefore be a Member of the Houfe 
of Commons : the Objection is idle, for till the 
tenth year of Queen Eliz. the Counties of Not- 
tingham and Derby, and of Warwick and Le7- 
cefter, had but two feveral Sheriffs, as were alfo 
the Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, ferved with 
one Sheriff until the eighteenth Year of her Ma- 
jefties Reign, and fo are the Counties of Su/fex 
and Surrey, ferved this prefent Year 1630. 

And antiently alfo (as is plain by that MS. Ca- 
talogue of all the Sheriffs of Englawd , or the 
moft part, fince the time of King H. 2. (which 
is in many mens hands) divers Counties were 
committed to one man, asin ev, 1 H. 2. Richard 
Baffett, and Awbrey deVere, were jointly confti- 
tuted for Sheriffs of the feveral Counties of Nor- 
folk, Suffolk, Northampton, Effex , Huntington, 
Cambridge, and Hartford; and Robert Caran 
joined unto them for the Counties of Bedford 
and Buckingham. From the Female Coheirs of 
the forefaid Richard Batt, being the Anceftor 
of the Houfe of Weldox in Northamptonfhire, are 
lineally and undoubtedly defcended the Families 
of Chaworth, Stafford, Kuyvet, Clinton Earl of 
Lincoln, the Howards of the Houle of Suffolk, 
and Clopton \ate of Kentwell in the County afore- 
faid; and from the before-mentioned Awbrey de 
Vere is lineally defcended (as I take it) Robert 
de Vere the nineteenth Earl of Oxford, now li- 
ving An. Dom. 1630, 

Upon the receit of the before-mentioned Writ 
and Eleétion made accordingly , the Sheriffs of 
every Shire made their feveral Returns, of which 
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the Form being fet down in the old Book of En- 
tries, it hall be needle here to infert them. But 
now, having fupply’d thefe matters of Form, ac- 
cording to the ufual Prefidents, the next paflages 
follow out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons. 

On Wednefday the 23" of Fan. Anno Regni Re- 
gin, Eliz. Primo, The Parliament fhould have 
begun according to the Writs of Summons, but 
by the Queens Commiffion, directed to Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England, the Lord Treafurer and others, 
to Prorogue the fame, until Wedwefday the 25° 
My of the fame Months it was fo done accord- 
ingly. 

_ On Wednefday the 25** day of Fav. The Par- 
liament held and began, according to the laft 
Prorogation thereof; but there is no mention 
made in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 
of Commons, where or by whom, the Names of 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the faid 
Houfe, were called; that fo it might be feen 
who were prefent: But moft certain it is, that 
at this day they took no Oath, before the be- 
ginning of this ptefent Parliament, becaufe that 
of Supremacy, which was afterwards taken, was 
not enjoyned by Statute till this firft year of her 
Majefty. But moft likely itis, that Hen. Fitz- 
Alan , Earl of Arundel, at this time Lord Stew- 
ard of her Majefties Houfhold , did both caufe 
their names to be called in fome place near the 
Upper Houfe, and their Appearance to be Re- 
corded, before her Majelties coming to the Up- 
per Houfe. 

The manser of calling the Names of the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles in former times, 
did much differ from that which is ufed at this 
day, as appears by the Parliament Rolls in the 
Tower: for in av. 7 R.2. the Knights and Bur- 
gefies were called by name, in prefence of the 
King, which fhews they ftaid without till then 5 
And in av.2 H. 4. & an. 4 H.4. they were cal- 
led by name,in the Chancery at Wef?min/ter-Hal, 
before the Chancellor and the Steward of the 
Kings Houfe. And in av. 13 H.4. the faid Knights 
and Burgefles were called at the Door of the 
Painted Chamber, in prefence of the Steward of 
the Kings Houfe, as the manner is. Only one 
Prefident differs from all the latter, which ts 
found in the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houfe, de Axxo 33 H.8. where the Duke of 
Suffolk, Lord Steward, commanded the Clerk 
of the Parliament , to read the Names of the 
Commons, unto which every one an{wered, they 
being all in the Upper Houfe below the Bars and 
then the King came. , 

But at this day they are called by their names 
by the Clerk of the Crown, in prefence of the 
Lord Steward, in the Court of Requefts : and 
now fince the firft Year of Queen Eliz. and from 
the fifth, the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of 
the Houfe of Commons (as hath been before 
obferved) do take the Oath of Supremacy, and 
fince the feventh of King ‘fames they ae ne 

at 
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Oath of Allegiance alfo, which the Lord Steward 
adminifters to fome, and appoints certain of 
them his Deputies, to give the fame unto the 
reft. 7 Fac. cap. 6. 

Thefe paflages touching the Antient and Mo- 
dern calling of the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gefles of the Houfe of Commons , being not at 
all touched in the Original Journal-Book of the 
fame Houle, but fupplied from other Authority 5 
now follows the refidue of this days paflages out 
of the forefaid Journal-Book, with fome Addi- 
tions. 

Upon the already named. 25** day of Faxuary, 
her Maje(ty came to the Parliament Chamber, 
commonly called the Upper Houfe, and. being 
there (et, and attended by Sir Nicholas Bacon, 
Lord Keeper, and divers Lords Spiritual and 
Tempordl, in their Parliament Robes, the Houfe 
of Commons had notice thereof, and repaired 
thither. And being (as many as conveniently 
could) let in, and filence made, the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, after an Excellent Ora- 
tion by him made, containing the urgent caufes 
for the Calling of this Parliament, declared the 
Queens pleafure to be, that the Commons fhould 
repair to their accuftomed place , and there to 
chufe their Speaker. 

Whereupon, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geffes departing to their own Houfe, did there 
take their feveral places, and moft remaining fi- 
lent, or {peaking very fubmiflively, M' Treafu- 
rer of the Queens Houfe, ftanding up uncovered, 
did firft put the Houfe in remembrance of the 
Lord Keepers late Speech, and of his Declaration 
of her Majefties pleafure, that .they fhould 
chufe a Speaker, and therefore in humble Obedi- 
ence to her Majetties faid pleafure, feeing others 
remain filent, he thought 1t his Duty to take that 
occafion to commend to their Choice, Sir Tho- 
mas Gargrave Knight , one of the Honourable 
Council in the North Parts, a worthy Member 
of the Houfe , and Learned in the Laws of this 
Realm: By which Commendations of his, of 
the aforefaid worthy Member of the Houle to 
their Confideration, he faid he did not intend to 
debar any other there prefent , from uttering 
their free opinions , and nominating any other 
whom they thought to be more fitting, and 
therefore defired them to make known their opi- 
nions, who thereupon did with one confent and 
voice, allow and approve of M' Treafurers no- 
mination, and Ele¢ted the faid Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave, to be the Prolocutor, or Speaker of the 
{aid Houte. 

The faid Sir Thomas Gargrave being thus Eleé- 
ed Speaker, after a good paufe made, ftood up 
uncovered, and having in all humility difabled 
himfelf, as being unfurnifht with that Experi- 
ence, and other qualities, which were required 
for the undertaking and undergoing of fo great 
a Charge, did conclude with an humble Requeft 
to the Houfe, to proceed to the New Election 
of fome other more able and worthy Member 
amongtt them. 


But the Houfe ftill calling upon him to take 
his place of Mt Speaker, the before-mentioned 
M: Treafurer, and Mt Comptroller of her Ma- 
jefties Houfhold (as may very*well be gathered) 
did rife from their places, and going unto the 


faid Sir Thomas Gargrave, unto the place where 


he fate, did each of them take him, one by the 
right Arm and the other by the left, and led 
him to the Chair at the upper end of the Houfe’ 
of Commons, and there placed him, where ha- 
ving fate a while covered, he arofe, and fo ftand- 
ing bare-headed, he returned his humble Thanks 
unto the whole Houfe, for their good opinion 
of him, promifing his beft and uttermoft endea- 
vour, for the faithful difcharge of that weighty 
place, to which they had Elected him. And foon 
after Mt Treafurer, and Mt Comptroller repaired. 
to the Queen, to know her Highnefles pleafure, 
when M« Speaker fhould be prefented to her Ma- 
jetty, for Confirmation of this Election; and foon 
after they returned, fhewing her pleafure was 
that to be done on Saturday next, at one of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Here it fhall not be amifs to add fomewhat 
touching the Election of the Speaker, which, 
becaufe I find it ready penn’d to my hand, in 
that elaborate MS. Intituled, Modws tenendi Par- 
liamentum apud Anglos, Written by my kind 
Friend Hezry Elfinge Efq, Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe this prefent Year 1630. Libr. 1. cap. 7.§.1. 
¢ 2. Therefore I fhall without any great alte- 
ration here, add it in the next place 5 and firft 
touching the Antiquity of the Speaker, it is moft 
likely that he began to be when the Houle of 
Commons firft fate. 

For it may clearly be gathered ex Lib, Sanéti 
Albani fol. 207. in Bibliotheca Cottoniana, that in 
the Parliament de av. 44.H.3. The Houfe of 
Commons had then a Speaker. For there Pope 
Alexander labouring to have Adomar, the Elect 
Bifhop of Winche(ter, recalled from banifhment 5 
the Anfwer. of the Parliament was as followeth : 
viz. Si Dominus Rex, & Regni majores hoc vel- 
lent, communitas tamen, ipfins ingreffum in Angli-. 
am, jam nullatenus fuftineret. Which is Signed 
and Sealed by all the Lords, and by Petrus de 
Mounteforti vice communitatis,which fhews plainly 
that he was thire Speaker, for the very fame 
words did Sir Fohx Tiptofte their Speaker Sign and. 
Seal to the Entaile of the Crown, Parl. az. 7 c 
8; Eva! 

But it istrue, that the firft Speaker who is di- 
rectly named in Record, was in the Parliament 
Rolls inthe Tower de az.51E.3.N.87.The laft day 
of the Parliament (faith the Records) Sir Tho- 
mas Hungerford Knight, Speaker, declared to 
the Lords, that he had moved the King to Par- 
don all fuch as were unjuftly Convicted in the 
Laft Parliament. And that the King willed him 
to make fpecial Bills for them, which he had 
done for feven, ec. And therefore it can be no 
Argument, that the Houfe of Commons had no 
Speaker, before the 51°" year of E. 3. becaufe 
no former Records mention him. For this is to 
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be noted, that the Antient Parliament Rolls did 
record only what Aéts pafled between both 
Houfes, and what Laws were made, and omit- 
ted matters of Form and Ceremony. 

There are alfo divers Parliament Rolls tempore 
R.2. that do mention the Prefentment of the 
Speaker, prout in an. 1 Richrnm.  an.2R. 2.0. 
18. 20, 22, @ 23 av. 4 R. 2. 2.10, 12, & 13. 
an. R.2. 7. 10,016. an. 21 R. 2. 2.8, 9, 14, 
€ 15. So alfu the Speaker is mentioned in the 
Parliament Rolls, de amis 1, 2, 4,5,6,@ 1 
H. 4. and inthe Parliament Rolls of H.5. H.6. 
and E. 4. remaining in the Zower, and in the 
Parliament Rolls of R. 3. H. 7. remaining in the 
Chappel of the Rolls in Chancery-lane 5 and fince 
H. 8. time, the Original Journal-Books of the 
Upper Houfe of divers of his Years , remain in 
the Parliament Office, fcituate and being in the 
Palace-Yard at Weftminjter , at the South Corner 
thereof; as alfo the Original Journal-Books 


downwards to this time; and from the firft Year | 


of Ed. 6. to this day, the Original Journal-Books 
of the Houfe of Commons, are in the Cultody, 
or at the difpofing of my kind Friend Fob 
Wright E{g3 Clerk of the fame Houfe. this prefent 
Year 1630. 

And now here do, in the next place, follow 
certain Obfervations upon the EleGion of the 
faid Speaker, tranfcribed alfo, with very little 
alteration, out of the before-mentioned Treatife 
of Mt Elfinge, Lib. & Cap. eodem, & §. 2. in 
which two Queftions are moved. 

Firft , Whether the Commons might chufe 
their Speaker if the King Commands them not? 

Secondly, Whether the EleCtion be in their 
own abfolute choice ? 

For to clear thefe two we muft view the An- 
tient Records; thofe of R. 2. are the firft, that 
frequently mention the Speaker. 

It doth not appear by any of them, that the 
Commons had ever any fuch Commandment to 
chufe their Speaker. Neither'is there a word of 
it inany Record of E. 3. which have the Speeches 
at large, touching the Caufe of Summons; moft 
of them concluding with a Charge to the Com- 
mons, to confider and advife thereof amongft 
themfelyes; but nothing touching the Election 
of their Speaker: yet ont of doubt they did 
firft chufe their Speaker, before they entred into 
any Debate of their Charge. 

The firft Charge to chufe their Speaker is in 
an.2H.4. and yet it is omitted again in the Par- 
liament 7 & 8 H.4. but (that only excepted) 
it is continued from the 2 H. 4. until this day: 
and the long ufe hath made it fo material, that, 
without the Kings Commandment or leave, they 
cannot chufe their Speaker, which appears by 
this, that in 2.31 H 6. the Parliament being 
Prorogued, and the Speaker arrefted in Execu- 
tion, in the interim, before the accefs, the Com- 
mons prayed his Enlargement, which, after long 
Debates of the Priviledges of Parliament, was 
denied. And then certain of the Lords were 
fent to the Houfe of Commons, and Comman- 


ded them, in the Kings name, to chule a new 
Speaker; and thereupon they did fo. Vid. An 
Account of this Prefident at the end of this Set 
fion, out of Rot. Parl. 31 @& 32 H. 6. 

And of late Years, in the time of Queen Efiz, 
the Parliament being Prorogued at two feveral 
times, and the feveral Speakers dead in the in- 
term, before their fecond accefs (as {hall be 
more largely declared hereafter in thefe Jour- 
nals) the Commons, before they proceeded to 
any bufinefs , acquainted the Lords therewith, 
and defired them to intimate the fame to the 
Queen: and fo were commanded by her Majefty 
to chufe new Speakers, Ut vide in an.8 Regin. Eliz. 
die 1 OG. & in an. 23 Regine ejufdem die 18 Fan. 

But as touching the fecond Queftion , furely 
the Election of the Speaker was antiently free 
to the Commons, to chufe who they would of 
their own Houfe, which appears in this, that the 
King never rejeCted any, whom they made 
choice of. 

Vide 5 R. 2. The Parliament began 4 Novemb. 
and the 18t* of Novemb. the Commons came, 
and prefented Sir Richard Walgrave, whom they 
had chofen for their Speaker, who excufed him- 
felf, defiring to be difcharged. But the King, Lyi 
chargeaft del faire fur fa ligeaunce, in as much as 
his Companions had chofen him; whereby it 
appears plainly, that the choice was abfolutely 
in their own power. 

Thefe Animadverfions touching the Antiqui- 
ty and Election of the Speaker of the Houfe of 
Commons, being thus inferted from feveral Au- 
thorities 3 Now follows the Prefentment of the 
Speaker, and her Majefties allowance of him, out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons , in which many things of Form are 
alfa added by my felf, and divers Animadverfi- 
ons out of that before-mencioned elaborate MS. 
Treatife of M' Elfzge's penning , Lib. 1. cap. 7. 
with fome {mall Additions, or Alterations. 

On Saturday, the 28 day of Fax. about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon (to which day 
and hour the Parliament had been Jaft Adjourn- 
ed, or continued on Wednefday the 25°" day of 
this inftant Fav. foregoing) her Majefty, Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon, and divers Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral were prefent in the Upper Houfe 5 which 
faid Lords, as alfo her Majefty, had on their fe- 
veral Parliament Robes, of which the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeffes and Barons of the Houfe 
of Commons having notice, they repaired thi- 
ther. Sir Thomas Gargrave was led up to the 
Rail or Bar, at the lower end of the faid Upper 
Houfe, who (ubmiffively excufing himfelf, he 
humbly defired the Queens Majefty to free him 
from that Imployment , and to Command her 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe of 
Commons, to Elect among({t themfelves fome 
other more able Member , for the difcharge of 
the faid place 3 But notwithftanding thefe rea- 
fons her Majefty fignified his allowance by the 
Mouth of the Lord Keeper. 

Nota, That the excufe of the Speaker is at 
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this day meerly formal, and out of modefty. For 
he firft excufeth himfelf unto the Commons when 
they Elect him , and afterwards to the Sove- 
raign when he is prefented: But antiently, it 
feemeth they were both hearty and real, or elfe 
no excufe at all was made. And the firft Prefi- 
dent of this nature, that is found in Record, is 
sn the Parliament Rolls de am.5 R. 2. 2. 9. die 
4 Novembris, where Sir Richard de Waldgrave 
Knight (the Lineal Anceftor in the Male Line of 
the teveral Families of Waldegrave in Suffolk ) 
bei. choter. Spedker of the Houfe of Commons, 
did cxcuie uimflf unto the faid King, but was 
charged anon his Allegiance to undertake it, fith 
he was Cho‘en by the Commons. 

The next is ina. 1 A. 4. of Sir Fohn Cheny, 
who made no excufe at his Prefentment. But the 
next dav after, he and they came before the 
King, and declared his difability to ferve , by 
reafon of a fudden ficknefs, and that the Com- 
mons had chofen Sir ‘Joh Dorewood in his place, 
beiceching his Majefty to allow thereof; which 
the King did, and Commanded Sir fobs Dore- 
wood to be their Speaker. And then the faid Sir 
Fob Dorewood made the common Proteftation 
tor himfelf and the Commons, but no excufe, 
N. 63. 

The next excufe ts in av. 5 4.7.8. of Sir Ar- 
rold Savage, which the King would not allow of. 
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fire Liberty of accefs, for the Members of the 
{aid Houfe to her Majefties prefence, upon all ur- 
gent and neceflary occafions. Secondly, that if 
in any thing he fhould miftake, or mifreport any 
thing, which fhould be committed unto him to 
declare, that his unwilling mifcarriage therein 
might be pardoned. Thirdly, That they might 
have Liberty and Freedom of Speech, in what- 
foever they had occafion to propound, and de- 
bate in the Houfe. And laftly, that all the Mem- 
bers of the Houfe, with their Servants, and ne- 
ceflary Attendants, might be exempted from all 
manner of Arrefts, and Suits, during the conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, and the ufual fpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 
thereof, as in former times hath always been ac- 
cuftomed. 

To which Speech of the faid Speaker the Lord 
Keeper, by her Majefties Commandment, made 
a large Anfwer (which 1s verbativ, fet down in 
the Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe upon this 
inftant Saturday the 28 day of Fax.) in which 
he intimated at large, among other things, that 
her Majefty did gracioufly allow of thofe Liber- 
ties and Priviledges, for which the faid Speaker 
had Petitioned , fo as they were difcreetly and 
modeftly ufed. 

In which Speech of the Speaker's in general, it 
may firft be obferved, that at this day itis in the

excufed , and fome others did not, for it was 
not conf{tantly obferved: but from thefixth year 
of H. 6. fince which time they have all (except 
two) defired to be excufed 5 yet none were ex- 
cufed, fave only Sir fohx Popham Knight, az 28 
H.6. whom the King difcharged, and thereupon 
the Commons chofe and prefented Wiliaz ‘Tre- 
fharz Efg, who made no excufe, neither did Sir 
Wilfias, Oldham an. 29 H. 6. defire to be ex- 
cuted. 

Thefe Animadyerfidns upon the Speakers 
Speech, which he firft makes unto her Majefty, 
cunitaining his excufe, being thus inferted as a- 
forefaid 3 now follows the fecond Speech of the 
{aid Speaker, upon his allowance by her Majefty. 
The fubftance of which, being not found in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, I have fupplied 5 according to the ufual 
Form. 

The faid Sir Thomas Gargrave being allowed 
and confirmed Speaker of the Houfe of Com- 
mons by her Majefty, having tendred his humble 
thanks for her Highnefs gracious Opinion of 
him, and added fome Expreflions in honour of 
her Majefty, in the end of his Speech 5 He came 
according to the ufual Form, to make certain 
Petitions in the behalf of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and of himfelf : in which he did firft de-

an.10 H, 4. and in divers other Parliaments in 
the times of A. 5.

And for thofe three Priviledges before mentio- 
ned,which Sir Tho. Gargrave the Speaker, did in 
his foregoing Speech defire of her Majefty, in the 
name and on the behalf of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, they were no other, than the faid Houfe 
did doubtlefs enjoy in antient time 3 although 
they were never defired by the then Speakers of 
the fame Houfe, nor were any of them ever Pe- 
titioned by any Speaker, until in the Parliament 
dean.28

And as to the firft Petition , which he made 
in the name of the Houfe of Commons, for free 
accefs to her Majefty , it is plain, that the faid 
Houfe enjoyed it during the Reign of K. E. 3.

And after the affirmative 
voice given, as many as fhall think the contrary, 
fay, Nos and then (as it fhould feem) the Speak- 
er judging that the affirmative voice was the 
greatelt, did put the Houfe in mind to name 
Committees. And thereupon every one of the 
Houle that lifted, did name fuch other Members 
of the fame, to be of the Committee, as they 
thought fit; and the Clerk either did, or ought 
to have written down as many of them, as he 
conveniently could; and when a convenient 
number of the Committees named, were fet down 
by the Clerk , then did the Speaker move the 
Houfe to name the time and place, when and 
where they fhould meet, which the Clerk did 
alfo doubtlefs then take a note of} and did alfo 
(Silence being made in the Houfe) read out of 
that Book or Paper (in which he entred them) 
the Committees names, with the time and place 
of their meeting. 

And it is moft probable, that the Clerk of the 
Houfe of Commons himielf, or his fervant, in 
the tranfcribing out of the forefaid notes into 
that Book , which now remaineth the Original 
Journal of the faid Houfe , for this prefent Par- 
liament, did there wittingly and knowingly for- 
bear to infert the names of the other Committees, 
appointed in the foregoing Bill, with the time 
and place of their meeting, as matters of Form 
and not effential to the faid Journal.

The faid Mt Attorney and Sollicitor, being ad- 
mitted into the faid Houfe, came up clofe to the 
Table, where the Clerk fate , and made three 
Congies, and then acquainted Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave the Speaker, that the Lords had fent unto 
the Houle {uch a Bills of which one of them 
read the Title, and fo again departed the Houfe, 
having made three other Congies. 

It was Ordered by the Houfe, that Mt Speaker 
with all the Privy-Council, and thirty other 
Members of the fame, fhould attend upon the 
Queen this Afternoon, to petition her Majefty, 
touching her Marriage,in fuch manner and Form, 
as had been on Saturday laft agreed upon; but 
whether they were admitted to her Majefties 
prefence, doth not appear, nor can poflibly be 
gathered out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons; neither in what man- 
ner their Petition was framed, although it is 
plain by her Majefties Anfwer, inferted at large, 
on Friday the 10t day of this inftant February 
enfuing, that it was only general, to perfwade 
her Majefty , for the welfare of her State and 
Kingdom, to be pleafed to marry, without li- 
miting the time, Perfon or place. And howfo- 
ever, whether this aforefaid Petition were deli- 
vered this Afternoon or no, moft likely it is, 
that her Majefty deferred, and took time to give 
an Anfwer in fo weighty a bufinefs, until the faid 
10 day of February aforefaid, which I do the 
rather gather , not only from the above-menti- 
oned Original Journal-Book it felf,in which there 
is no report or mention of her Majefties Speech, 
made unto the Houfe by the Speaker , until in 
the Forenoon of the faid day 5 but alfo from an 
antient written Copy of her Majefties faid An- 
fwer, which I had by me, in which it is referred 
unto the faid 10% day of February, as then ut- 
tered by her, which will alfo more fully appear 
in the paflages of the faid day, where it is at 
large fet down.

Title and the Bill aforefaid, and kiffing his hand, 
delivered the fame unto the Speaker, who ftand- 
ing up uncovered , read again the Title of the 
faid Bill, and opened fhortly the effects thereof 5 
and then faid, [hisis the third reading of this 
Bill; and told them further, that with their fa- 
vour he would now put it to the Queftion, for 
the pafling; but paufed a while to fee, if any 
Member of the Houfe would {peak unto it 
(which at this day is commonly moft ufed upon 
the third reading of a Bill) and whether any of 
the faid Houle fpake unto the faid Bill or no, doth 
not appear.

The Houfe was Adjourned until Thurfday 


next, becaufe the Morrow following, being A//- 


Wednefday , there was a Sermon to be Preached 


at the Court, before the Queen, at which (as it 
fhould feem) the greateft part of the Houfe de- 
fired to be prefent. 


On Thurfday February the gt. the Bill for 
Melcomb Regis in the County of Dorfet,to be for- 


tified, was read the firft time 5 And the Bill alfo 
to reftore the Supremacy of the Church of Exg- 
land, to the Crown of the Realm, was read the 


firft time, and committed to Mt Cooke, as he is 
there termed, and elfewhere Sir Azthony Cooke, 
and as is very probable, alfo to fome others not 
named. ’ For it may be here noted, that in the 
firft Journals of her Majelties time, the title of 
M only, is ordinarily given to Knights. 

Mr Sollicitor and M' Martin , brought from 
the Lords the Bill for the Queens Title to the 
Crown, which was delivered in fuch order and 
manner, as was the Bill for the Reftitution of 
Tenths and Firft-Fruits, on Monday the fixth

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day of this Inftant February foregoing. 

Friday 10 Feb. the Bill for one Subfidy, and 
two Fifteens and Tenths, was read the third time 
and paft. as 

M' Speaker declared the Queens Majefties An- 
{wer to the Meflage, which was read to the 
Houfe by M' Majoz, to the great honour of the 
Queen, and the contentation of this Houfe; 
which is all that is contained in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, touch- 
ing this great bufinefs of their Petition, preferred 
to her Majefty, to induce her to marry; and 
therefore it fhall not be amifs to leave fome lar- 
ger memorial thereof; for this bufinefs, having 
been firft propounded and refolved on in the 
faid Houfe, on Saturday the 4° day of this in- 
{tant February foregoing, and preferred to her 
Majefty (as it fhould feem_) on the Monday fol- 
lowing in the Afternoon, was not anfwered by 
her Majefty until this Morning , and was then 
alfo read in the faid Houfe; as appeareth by the 
foregoing imperfect mentioning thereof. And I 
am the rather induced to conceive, that her Ma- 
jefty gave not her Anfwer until thisMorning, to 
the {aid Petition of the Commons, from a Copy 
of the faid Anfwer, which I have by me, written 
by Alexander Evefhan, which faid Anfwer out of 
the faid Copy (in which it 1s referred to this in- 
fiant rot" day of February) with the title and 
fubfcription thereof, do now in the next. place 
follow, verbatim.

S Ihave good caufe, fo do I give you all 

my hearty thanks, for the good Zeal and 

loving Care you feem to have, as well towards 

me, as to the whole Ettate of your Country. 

Your Petition perceive confifteth of three parts, 

and my Anfwer to the fame fhall depend of 
two. 

And to the firft part, I may fay unto you,that 
from my Years of Underftanding, fith I firft had 
confideration of my felf to be born a Servant of 
Almighty God, I happily chofe this kind of life, 
in the whichI yet live: which, Laffure you, for 
mine own part, hath hitherto beft contented my 
felf, and I truft hath been moft acceptable unto 
God: from the which, if either Ambition of 
high Eftate, offered to me in Marriage, by the 
pleafure and appointment. of my Prince (whercof 
I have fome Record in this prefence (as you our 
Treafurer well know) or if efchewing the dan- 
ger of mine Enemies, or the avoiding of the 
peril of Death,whofe Meffenger, or rather a con- 
tinual Watchman, the Princes indignation, was 
no little time daily before mine Eyes (by whofe 
means (although! know, or juftly may fufped) 
yet E will not now utter, or if the whole caufe 
were in my Sifter her felf, I will not now burthen 
her therewith,becaufe I will not charge the Dead)

if any of thefe, I fay, could have drawn, or 
diffwaded me from this kind of life , I had not 
now remained in this Eftate, wherein you fee 
me. But fo conftant have I always continued in 
this determination , although my Youth and 
words may feem to fome hardly to agree toge- 
ther, yet is it moft true, that at this day I f{tand 
free from any other meaning, that either I have 
had in times paft, or have at this prefent; with 
which Trade of Life I am fo throughly acquain- 
ted, that I truft, God, who hath hitherto therein 
preferved and led me by the hand, will not of 
his goodnefs fuffer me to go alone. 

For the other part, the manner of your Peti- 
tion I do well like, and take it 1n good part, be- 
caufe it is fimple, and containeth no limitation 
of place or perfon 5 if it had been otherwife, I 
muft needs have mifliked it very much, and 
thought it in you a very great prefumption, be- 
ing unfitting and altogether unmeet for you to 


_require them, that may command; or thofe to 


appoint whofe parts are to defire, or fuch to bind 
and limit, whofe Duties are to obey, or to take 
upon you to draw my Love to your liking, or 
to frame my willto your fantafie: For a Guer- 
don conftrained , and gift freely given,- can 
never agree together. Neverthelefs, if any of 
you be in fufpect, whenfoever it may pleafe God 
to incline my heart to another kind of Life, you 
may very well aflure your felves, my meaning is 
not to determine any thing,wherewith the Realm 
may or fhall have juft caufe to be difcontented. 
And therefore put that clean out of your heads. 
For [affure you (what Credit my aflurance may 
have with you, I cannot tell , but what Credit 
it {hall deferve to have, the fequel fhall declare) 
[ will never in that matter conclude any thing 
that fhall be prejudicial tothe Realm. For the 
well, good and fafety whereof, I will never fhun 
to {pend my Life, and whomfoever my chance 
fhall be to light upon, I truft he fhall be fuch, 
as fhall be as careful for the Realm, as you; I 
will not fay as my felf, becaufe I cannot fo cer- 
tainly determine of any other, but by my defire 
he fhall be fuch as fhall be as careful for the pre- 
fervation of the Realm, and you, as my {elf 
And albeit it might pleafe Almighty God to 
continue me {till in this mind, to live out of the 
State of Marriage, yet is it not to be feared but 
he will fo work in my Heart, and in your Wit 
dom, as good Provifion by his help may be made, 
whereby the Realm fhall not remain deftitute of 
an Heir that may be a fit Governour, and perad- 
venture more beneficial to the Realm than fuch 
Off-{pring as may come of me. For though I be 
never fo careful of your well doing, and mind 
ever foto be, yet may my Ifiue grow out of 
kind, and become perhaps ungracious, and in the 
end , this fhall be for me fufficient, that a mar- 
ble {tone fhall declare, that a Queen having 
Reigned fuch a time, lived and died a Virgin. 
And here iend, and take your coming to me in 
good part , and give unto you all my hearty 
thanks, more yet for your Zeal and good mean-

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ing, than for your Petition. And under her Ma- 
jefties Anfwer aforefaid , was fubfcribed in the 
fame hand, as followeth 5

On Saturday the ri of Feb. the Letany was 
faid by the Clerk kneeling, and anfwered by 
the whole Houfe on their Knees with divers 
Prayers. 

The Bill touching Tanners,Curriers,and Shoe- 
makers for Tann’d Leather, And the Bill for fel- 
ling of Tann‘d Leather in Markets, were each 
of them read the firft time. As alfo the Bill for 
the Recognition of the Queens Majefties title

ral written Copies, or Anonymous Memorials of 
them I had by me; efpecially the Jatter paflages 
and Speeches, both whien the Speaker was pre- 
fented on Friday the .15** day of ‘faxuary, and 
when this Seffion of Parliament was Prorogued, 
on Saturday the 10'* day of April, then next 
following, together with the Solemn and Royal 
manner of her Majefties paffing to the Houfe of 
Lords, on either of the faid Days, are for the 
moft part tranfcribed out of feveral Anonymous 
Memorials thereof, I had in my Cuftody, being 


doubtlefs the very Original Draughts or Auto- . 


graphs, fet down by fome obfervant Member of 
one of the Houfes, or by fome other perfon then 
prefent in the Upper Houfe, for 1t was written 
in a hand of that time, and much interlined. 
The Parliament was Summoned to begin at 
Weftminfter, on Monday the 11'® day oF Fan.

Sit Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of Exgland, with divers other Lords, 
repaired to the Parliament Chamber, commonly 
called the UpperHoufe,and then and there in pre- 
fence of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
of the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles, Sum- 
moned to the fame Parliament, the Lord Keeper 
declared, that the Queens Majefty, by reafon of 
the evil difpofition of her Health, could not be 
prefent this rit" day of Faxuary, and that the 
hath therefore been pleafed to Prorogue the 
fame, until to Morrow, being the 12° day of the 
ame.

This day, although the Parliament began not, 
nor any Peers fate in the Upper Houfe , but the 
Lord Keeper, and fome others of either Houfe, 
met only in the Parliament Chamber, to Prorogue 
the Parliament unto the 12. day of this Inftant 
Month, as aforefaid, were divers Proxies retur- 
ned, from many of the Lords, both Spiritual and 
Temporal , who in their abfence did conttitute 
others to give their Voices for them. 

Nota, That the Duke of Norfolk was Contti- 
tuted the fole or joint Proctor of four feveral 
Peers , and Francis Earl of Bedjord was nomi-

Then the Earls, but nineteen prefent,the Earl 
of Hertford, the Earl of Pembroke, Bedford, 
Southampton, Warwick, Bath, Huntington, Suffex, 
Cumberland, Rutland, Worcefter, Darby, Shrewf- 
bury, Weftmoreland, Northumberland, Oxford, and 
Arundel their Robes of Scarlet , with their 
Rows of Miniver. 

Then the Marquefs of Winchefter, but now as 
Lord Treafurer, and the Marquefs of Northamp- 
ton ; the Duke of Norfolk went as Ear] Marfhal. 
Then the Lord Keepers Serjeant, and Seal, and 
after Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the 


Great Seal, in his Gown. 


Here Clarencenx and Norroy. 

Then the Queens Serjeant at Arms, and after 
Garter, 

Then the Duke of Norfolk, with the gilt Rod 
as Marfhal ; the Lord Treafurer with the Cap 
of Eftate, and the Earl of Worcefter with the 
Sword. 

Then the Queens Majefty on Horfeback, a

Chamberlain; her Grace Apparelled in herMan- 
tle, opened before, furr'd with Ermines, and 
her Kirtle of Crimfon Velvet, clofe before, and 
clofe Sleeves, but the Hands turned up with Er- 
mines, and a Hood hanging low , round about 
her Neck, of Ermins. Over alla rich Coller, fet 
with Stones and other Jewels, and on her Head 
a rich Caul. And the next after Her , the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Mafter of the Horfe , leading 
the fpare Horfe. And after all,other Ladies, two 
and two, in their Ordinary Apparel. By fide the 
Queen went her Footmen, and along on either 
fide of her went the Penfioners, with their Axes; 
after the Ladies followed the Captain of the 
Guard , Sir Wiliam St. Loe, and after him the 
Guard. 

In which Order Her Majefty proceeded to the 
North Door of the Church of Wejtmin/ter, where 
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ter, holding the Cap of Eftate, on the right 
hand before the Queen, Garter {tanding by him, 
and on the left hand ftanding the Earl of Wor- 
cefter, with the Sword, and by him the Lord 
Chamberlain. 

The Duke of Norfolk began the firft Form, 
and the Vifcount Mountague (for that the Vi- 
fcount Bizdon was not there) ended it. 

The Lord Clizton , the Lord Admiral, began 
the Form behind that of Barons, and the Lord 
St. Fobx of Bletfoe ended it. 

The Archbifhop of Cazterbury began the Bi- 
fhops Form, and the Bifhop of Gloceffer ended 
the fame, |

wards Staff,with the Inlet in the top,was deliver- 
ed unto her; her Arm, for the bearing thereof, 
affifted by the Baron of Hunjdon 5 the Canopy 
born over her by Charles Howard Efq3 Sir George 
Howard,Sit Richard Blunt,Si Ed.WarnerSir ohn 
Perrott, and Sir Wiliam Fitz-Williams,Knights 5 
her Graces Train born up and aflifted, for the 
weight thereof, from her Arms by the Lord Ko- 
bert Dudley, Matter of the Horfe, and Sir Francis 
Kzxowles, Vice-Chamberlain; and {o orderly pro- 
ceeded to the Travers befide the Table of Admi- 
niftration. Although other Princes have ufed to 
be placed in the Quire till the Offering, but not 
now becaufe there was neither Communion nor 
Offering; and fo, fhe being placed, all the Lords 
fate down on Forms, befides the Travers; the Spi- 
ritualty on the North fide, and the Temporalty 
on theSouth fide; the Sword and the Cap of Eftate 
laid down on the Table. Then the Quire {ung the 
Englith Proceflion; which ended, Mt Noe Dean 
of Pauls began his Sermon, and firft made his 
Prayer orderly for the Queens Majefty, and the 
Univerfal Church,and efpecially for that Honour- 
able Affembly of three Eftates there prefent, that 
they might make fuch Laws, as fhould be to Gods 
Glory, and the good of the Realm. 

The Sermon being ended, and a Pfaim fung, 
her Majefty and the reft orderly on foot pro- 
ceeded out of the South Door, where the deli- 
vered the Dean the Scepter , and fo proceeded 
into the Parliament Chamber, where the Queen 
ftayed a while in her Privy Chamber, till all 
the Lords and others were placed, and then her 
Highnefs came forth, and went, and fate her 
down in her Royal Place, and Chair of Eftate 
(the Sword and Cap of Maintenance born before 
her) and when fhe {tood up, her Mantle was af- 
fitted and born up from her Arms, by the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Matter of the Horfe, and Sir 
Francis Knowles Vice-Chamberlain. 

The Lord Keeper fate alone upon the upper- 
mot Sack, until the Queen was fate, and then 
went and {tood without the Rail, on the nght 
hand the Cloth of Eftate; and the Lord Treafu- 


On the Sack on the left hand and Southfide, 
fate Sir Wiliam Cordall, Mafter of the Rolls, Sir 
Edward Saunders Chief Baron, Juftice widdon, 
Serjeant Carus, and Mt Rue the Queens Solli- 

icitor, and at their Backs fate Sir Richard Read, 
Doétor Yale, and Dottor Vaughan. 

On the other Sack fate Doctor Huicke,Spilaan 
Clerk of the Parliament, and M' Martiz Clerk 
of the Crown; and behind them kneeled M* 
Swmith,Allen, Dyeter, Nicafius, Cliffe and Per mitter. 

At the fide hand of the Queen fate on the 
ground three or four Ladies, and no more; and 
at the back of the Rail, behind the Cloth of 
Eftate, kneeled the Earls of Oxford and Rutland 
under Age, the Earl of Defizond, the Lord Roos, 
the Lord Herbert of Cardiffe, and divers other 
Noblemens Sons and Heirs. 

Nota, That thefe foregoing pafiages, touching 
the folemn manner of her Majefties coming to 
the Upper Houfe, are not at all found in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the fame, but are tran- 
{cribed out of a written Copy or memorial of 


them, I had by me, as doth alfo the Lord Keepers 
Speech follow, out of the fame,in the next place, 

The Queens Majefty (being fet (as aforefaid) 
under the Cloth of Eftate) the Houle of Com- 
mons had notice thereof; and thereupon the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefies of the fame, re- 
paired to the Upper Houfe, and being, as many 
as conveniently could, let in, fhe Commanded 
Sir Nicholas Bacon the Lord Keeper, to open the 
caufe of Calling and Affembling this Parliament, 
who thereupon {pake, as followeth. 


My Lords and others of this Honourable Affembly, 


OU fhall underftand, that my moft Dread 

and Sovereign Lady the Queens Majefty, 

here prefent, hath Commanded me to declare 
the occafion of this Aflembly, which I am not 
able (but unmeet) to do, as it ought to be done, 
among fuch a noble, wife and difcreet Company. 
Howbeit, knowing the Experience of her Ma- 
jefty, bearing with fuch as do their good wills, 
and your Honours Patience, in bearing with me 
in the like, afore this time 5 it encourageth me 
[2 the 
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the better herein, not doubting of the like at 
this prefent. Therefore my Lords, the occafion 
is, that neceflary matters be provided for, pro- 
pounded and {canned , and after agreed upon, 
and ended , which afterwards fhall remain and 
continue ; which matters in my Judgment, may 
well be divided into two parts, one touching 
Religion for the fetting forth of Gods Honour 
and Glory , and the other concerning Policy, 
for the Common-Wealth, as well for provifion 
at home, as to provide for the Foreign Enemy 
abroad: Which faid matters of Religion , may 
again be divided into two parts 3 for Gods caufe 
being fincerely weighed, confidered and follow- 
ed, bringeth forth good fuccefs in all Affairs, and 
being ndt followed, but negleCted, and made 
light of, how can any thing profper, or take good 
effect? And the greater the Perfonagesbe,which 
fo abufe the fame, the greater the fault ts, to the 
damage of the whole Common-Wealth 5 for all 
mens Eyes be fixed on thofe who be in Autho- 
tity ; for as the Head is, even fo is the Foot 3 and 
after the Superior followeth the Inferior. For as 
Gods Law it felf is perfect, fo there is no im- 
perfection therein, but that which cometh of our 
felves, wherein I cannot excufe either the {piri- 
tualty or laiety. For as the Preachers be not fo 
diligent in their Vocation of Preaching, .as they 
ought to be, even fo we of the Laiety be neither 
fo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as we 
fhould be. And thirdly, fome of the Laiety in 
not giving credit unto it, as it ought for to be. 
For as all in Authority ought to be credited,and 
their doings taken in the beft part , yet I would 
with the fame fhould continue no longer than 
they do well. 

And where at this prefent there is great want of 
Minifters, and fome of them that be, be much 
infufficient ; which, confidering the time, are to 
be born withal,not doubting the Circum{pection 
of the Bifhops, in well looking to the placing 
of fuch, which fhall be appointed hereafter ; 
and thofe which be, and will not be reformed, 
to have fharp punifhment. For as heretofore the 
Difcipline of the Church hath not been good, 
and again, that the Minifters thereof have been 
flothful , even fo for want of the fame hath 
{prung two Enormities 5 the firft is, that for 
lack thereof, every man liveth as he will, with- 
out fears; And fecondly, many Ceremonies a- 
greed upon, but the right Ornaments thereof, 
are either left undone, or forgotten. As in one 
point, for want of Difcipline it is that fo few 
come toService,and the Church fo unreplenifhed, 
notwith{tanding that at the laft Parliament, a 
Law was made, for good Order to be obferved 
in the fame; but yet as appeareth not Executed. 
Therefore if it be too eafie,let it be made fharper, 
and if already well, then fee it Executed. For 
the want of Difcipline caufeth obftinacy, con- 
tempt and growing of Herefie 5 therefore bet- 
ter to be winked at and unfpoken, than bruted 
abroad and unperformed: Therefore, in mine 
opinion, the device is good,that in every Diocefs 
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there be Officers appointed and devifed, as hath 
been thought good , to fit for redrefs of thefe 
and fuch like Errors, twice or thrice a Year, till 
the faults be amended. In which well doing, 
the Head-Officers are to be born withal , and 
maintained 5 and Laws to be made for the pur- 
pofe: the chief Care of which faid former mat- 
ters pertaineth to you, my Lords of the Spiri- 
tualty , wherein you muft take pains to travel, 
whereunto be Laws to be joined , not only for 
the more perfe@ing of the fame , but for the 
maintenance, as well of the Heads, as the Mini- 
{ters thereof. 

Now to the fecond part , of Policy for the 
Common-Wealth ; for as there be faults for 
want of Difcipline, fo are there faults in the im- 
perfection , and want of Execution , which im- 
perfection muft be looked unto 5 and want of 
Laws which needeth to be provided for and 
made ; and to confider, ifthere be not too many 
Laws for one thing, and thofe fo large and bu- 
fie, that neither the Commons can underftand 
the fame, nor yet well the Lawyer,which would 
be brought inte fome briefer and better Order, 
and there Executed. For which purpofe, it is 


neceflary to take care , to have good Minifters 


thereof , and fecondly, to banifh all fearfulnefs 
for profecuting the fame 5 and over and befides, 
that to appoint proved men to inquire of thefe 
Minifters, whereby they may have the better re- 
gard to their Duty : For, even as the Vifitation 
of the Church is and was well appointed for 
the Church, fo now is the like to be appointed for 
the Temporalty. For if the Laws be not well 
Executed, my part is not the leaft thereof, which 
Yearly I would be glad to hear of The third 
for the Enemy , as well here bred amongft us, 
as abroad : for whereas the Queens Majefty at 
her entrance found this Realm in War with Fo- 
reign Power, at which time lack of Treafure, 
Artillery, Force and other things, caufed her to 
agree to a Peace, although not the beft, how- 
beit fox our furety the {pared no coft to bring it 
to pafs ; which notwithftanding, of later time, 
certain old cankered Enemies of this Realm, at- 
tempted to put in Execution to bring the Scots 
to the Governance of Frazce, and fo being a 
firm Land to ours, to have been our utter Ene- 
mies; which danger the Queen forefeeing, fought 
by all means, as well by her Ambafladors as o- 
thers, to ftay the Enterprife, but could not 5 
and therefore helped her Neighbours of Scotland, 
and fo difappointed that attempt 5 or elfe afore 
this time I doubt the Scottifh Territories would 
have been too little to have holden them , but 
that they would have troubled us, not only at 
Barwick, but at the Walls of Yorks which faid 
attempt, being by the means of her Majefty 
{tayed and letted, the faid bent Enemies have 
attempted the fame in France , to the whole di- 
{turbance of all Chriftendom, and all done for 
the mifchief of this Realm, (joined with a de- 
vilifh Confpiracy within our felves, tending to 
the aiding of the Foreign Enemy, and by their 

own 
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own Confeffion , to have raifed a Rebellion in 
this Realm) And for that by none of her Graces 
Travels or means, fhe could there ftay their En- 
terprife, or make them agree, fhe was forced the 


rather to ftay the fame, for the furety of this 


Realm, to the no little charge of her Majefty : 


for in thefe proceedings , and in repairing of 


thefe, and other like faults, I dare be bold to 
fay (for that I am thereof affured) it hath coft 
her Majefty as much as two of the beft Subfidies, 
which at any time hath been within this Realm ; 
and all at her own proper Charges, without ei- 


ther {training of her Subjects, or having aid of 


them, towards the fame. Howbeit fhe yet think- 
eth it well fpent, for often it chanceth, that 
money is better fpent than {pared 3 as the com- 
mon faying is, That a penny is well {pent which 
afterwards faveth a pound. And fo in this, if 
that money had not been fo fpent in ftaying in 
time their attempted Enterprifes, it would after- 
wards have turned to no little prejudice, nor 
yet {mall Charge of this Realm. And where 
afore this time Princes commonly have had fome 
vein or delight to {pend Treafure upon ‘or their 
pleafure, which the Queen hath none, but only 
for the Common-Wealth and furety thereof, fo 
that we may moft juftly and fortunately fay to 
her great Praife, that the relieving of the Realms 
neceffities is our Princes whole delight : And 
notwithftanding all the disburfements of thefe 
her great Charges, yet fhe was (as I right well 
know) very hardly brought to, and perfwaded 
to call this Parliament, in which fhe fhould be 
driven to require any aid, or by any means to 
charge her Subjects , if by any other means it 
might have been holpen: and fo her Majefty 
her felf Commanded to be declared. And I for 
my part, and fo do others very well know 5 for 
the Commons little think or confider what a 
trouble want is to her, whereby fhe is forced to 
ask of them (which furely is again{t her nature) 
but that fhe is thereunto forced, for the furety 
of this Realm. 

And for that the nether Houfe cannot, being 
fo many together, but of neceflity muft have 
one to be a Mouth, Aijder or Inftructer unto 
them, for the opening of matters, which is cal- 
led the Speaker, Therefore go and Affemble 
your felves together and Elec one, a difcreet, 
wife, and Jearned Man, to be your Speaker, and 
on Friday next the Queens Majefty appointeth 
to repair hither again, for to receive the Pre- 
fentment of him accordingly. 


The manner of her Majefties coming to the 
Upper Houfe, with the Lord Keepers Speech, be- 
ing fupplied out of that written Copy or Ano- 
nymous Memorial, I had by me, as aforefaid, 
now follow the Names of the Receivers and 
Tryors of Petitions, out of the Original Journal- 
Book it felf of the Upper Houfe.

In this third and laft rank are placed the Ba- 
rons names, of which the two firft precede, in 
refpe& of their Offices, the reft follow accord- 
ing to their feveral rights. 

The prefence of the Lords being thus tran- 
{cribed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe, there is nothiag worthy the fur- 
ther obfervation therein, but only that the Ab- 
bot of Wefiminfter , who fat all the jaft Parlia- 
ment, is not here at all mentioned, and the rea- 
fon was, becaufe himfelf, with five other Abbots 
and Abbefies, and many other of the Popith 
Clergy, were deprived of their Eccleftaftical 
Promotions, in dz, Dow. 1559. at the end of 
the laft Parliament. And now in the next place 
follows the manner of the Prefentment of the 
Speaker, with his feveral Speeches, and the Lord 
Keepers Anfwers at large,out of a Memorial there- 
of I had by me,which | conceive for the moft part 
to be the very Autography, or Original Copy 
thereof, taken by the hand of fome induftrious 
Member of one of the Houfes, or at leaft fome 
other Hearer, at this time prefent in the Upper 
Houfe: [t being fet down ina hand at that time, 
and full of interlinings and amendments. 

_ The Queens Majefty being fet under her Cloth 
of Eftate , and the Lords having placed them- 
felyes according to their feveral Ranks, in their 
Parliament Robes, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gefles of the Houfe of Commons had notice 
thereof, and thereupon repairing to the Upper 
Houfe, with Thomas Williams Eqs their Speaker 
Elect, were (as many of them as conveniently 


could) Jet in; and theSpeaker was led up unto 
the Baror Rail, at the lower end of the faid 
Houfe, between Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold , and 
Sir William Cecill Knight, her {aid Majefties Prin- 
cipal Secretary ; all of them making, in their 
proceeding up thither , three Obeyfances 5 and 
the faid Speaker , being placed there, after he 


had made three other hike Obeyfances, began as 
followeth. 


| rete Excellent and moft Vertuous Prince, 
ourRenowned and Dread Soveraign Lady, 
on Tuefday laft it pleated your Highnefs by the 
Mouth of the Right Honourable , the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, for the more eafe of 
the nether Houfe of this Parliament , to Come 
mand them to go and Aflemble themfelves, and 
to Elect one, being wife, difcreet and learned, 
ta be their Speaker; who after a Confultation 
had (with one Voice) did Ele& me, being in- 
deed infufficient , as by, and for divers Caufes 
I did then to them declare; Howbeit, whether 
it were that they, being fo many wife men to- 
gether, at the Electing of me, and therefore 


| would not feem to {peak again{t their own Ele- 


éion, or for what other caufe I know. not, but 
they refufed my denial, and ftood to their faid 
Choice, and now prefent me here , to be at 
your Graces Appointment: I therefore, know- 
ing my own imbecillity, and yet not arrogantly 
refufing the fame; as one amohg{t the Romans 
chofen from the Plough to a place of Eftimati- 
on, and after to the Plough again; even fo, [a 
Countryman, fit for the fame, and not for this 
place, moft humbly defire your Majefty, to dif- 
charge me hereof, and to appoint {ome other 
more able; and I, asfam bounden, will not 
only pray for your Highnefs, but alfo ierve your 
Highnefs , and my Country, to my power, in 
the place of a Citizen, whereunto firft I was 
Ele& and appointed. 


Then the Queen Called the Lord.Keeper to 
her, declaring to him her Opinion, for the An- 
{wering of him; whereupon he returned to his 
place, and Anfwered as followeth. 


M Williams, The Queens Majefty hath well 
heard and pondered your Speech, and doth well 
perceive your modeft and humble manner, in 
the difabling your {elf to that place, whereunto 
her well-beloved Subjects have Elected and Cho- 
fen you , and now accordingly prefented you, 
and hath alfo heard your Suit for difcharge of 
the faid Room ; and for Anfwer, fhe hath Com- 
manded me to declare unto you, that fhe com- 
mendeth well your mode{t and humble manner, 
in fo difabling your felf, knowing that Judgment 
appertaineth to the Caller, and not to the party 
Called; And, forafmuch as her Majefty is credi- 
bly informed, as well of your knowledge and 
experience in other Parliaments, as in other great 
and weighty matters. fhe thinketh now aly 

ore, 
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fore, fhe cannot difable you, without fome peril 
to the Realm; and the rather, for that the wife 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes have nomina- 
ted and Chofen you, fhe cannot grant your Pe- 
tition ; And befides, that your modeft Order in 
difabling your felf, doth right well declare your 
ability to furnifh the place 5. for which caufe fhe 
doth allow this Eleétion,andPrefentation made of 
you; not doubting your care to be fuch,but that 
the good Opinion her Majefty and the Burgeffes 
have of you, fhall be augmented and increafed, 
and the Burgefles not to repent their Election. 
Therefore your Office is to take it upon you. 


Whereunto the Speaker Anfwered as follow- 
eth. 


Moft Honourable, 
Lthough afore this time , the place hath 
been furnifhed with Orators , and there- 
fore their matter entreated of worthily called 
an Oration; yet Inow, void of any fuch know- 


ledge, require that name may be left, and that | 


it might bear the name of an Epiftle with a Re- 
queft. And for the better underftanding thereof, 
I will divide the matter into three parts; one 
for time paft, and the fecond, time prefent, and 
the third, time to come. But. fearing to fall be- 
tween two Mountains, as to be counted either 
ungrate, or diffembling , I know not what to 
fay 5 but yet {eeing Savage Beafts forget not them 
who do well unto them, as ‘appeareth by the 
{tory of a Lyon , out of whofe foot a certain 
Man took a Thorn, which faid perfon, being af- 
terwards caft to the fame Lyon to bedevoured, 
the Lyon not forgetting, but remembring the 
former kindnefs fhewed unto him, would not 
devour him, but ever after followed the fame 
Man; even fo, without too much ingratitude, 
can I not let pafs your Majefties manifold benefits 
extended upon us 3 which although worthily to 
be declared, they pafs my Capacity now to ex- 
prefs, yet think ic Blafphemy to fuffer it clean 
to be untouched, and therefore in fome part will 
put in remembrance the fame 3 whichI will di- 
vide into two parts; the one fpiritual, the other 
temporal. For the firft, When God planted your 
Highnefs in this place , you found it not fo fur- 
nifit with Treafure, as other your Predeceffors 
have, although, if you had, yet occafions enough 
to employ its which notwithftanding, you did 
not take the extremity of Penal Statutes, and 
other forfeitures, due unto you, but pardoned 
all fuch, as in time convenient required it. Alfo 
your Majefty did vouchfafe to take upon you 
the Charge of both the States, as well Spiritual 
as Temporal, and fo purged this Church of all 
il] Service, and placed therein Service to Gods 


Honour: Further, what great Plague and Dearth. 


happened by ill money this twenty Years laft 
pa{t, which within one Year is brought to good 
again, with little lofs of your Subjeéts? Your 
Majefty prevented alfo, as well the Attempt in 
Scotland, made by your Common Enemy there, 
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as now of late againin Praxces which other- 
wife, if it had not been forefeen, would have 
turned to the no little peril , and lofs of this 
your Realm, and Subjects thereof: Alfo your 
Highnefs hath been Author of good Laws, as 
appeareth by thofe made, both at the laft Par- 
liament, and by your other Proclamations fince. 
Further, finding this Realm at your Entrance in 
Wars, you brought it in Peace: All which for- 
mer Proceedings have been a great Charge unto 


your Majefty, which although the Revenues of 


the Crown be fmall, yet hath it hitherto only 
been done of your own Charge, as the laft day 
by the Lord Keeper it was declared. And, for 
the laft part and principal point ofall other, your 
Highnefs hath brought and reftored again Gods 


‘Doétrine into thisRealm ; for which your hum- 


ble Subjg&s moft heartily give thanks to God, 
and yourNgy the Mouth of me, their appointed 
Speakety 

For the fecond point, being time prefent 5 your 
Majefty is the Head,and the Body the Spiritualty 
and the Temporalty, which Body is to be divi- 
ded into three Eftates, The Lords Spiritual, and 
the Lords Temporal, and the Commons, whofe 


Mouth I am; which by no means can profper, 


the one without the other : for as any Eftate di- 
vided cannot well continue, fo inthis; and 
therefore fay, Nojce teipfum , not minding to 
{peak thefe words only to your Highnefs, but to 
the whole Body 5 for although the Head may 
lack a Member of the Body, and yet contimes 
yet fo the Member cannot want the Head, nor 
yet the Head the whole Body , but the want 
of the one of thefe laft two fhall be the ruine of 
the other ; and therefore of neceffity, for the 
fure prefervation of the whole, it behoveth them 
firmly to join together; for though your High- 
nefs be the Head , and therefore the chief care 
pertaineth to you, yet your Majefty cannot 
throughly redrefs the fame, without knowledge 
of the faults, nor yet well underftand the whole 
State, except the other parts of the Body join 
with you, and put to their helping hands. I find 
in divers Hiftories great Commodities grow to 
Princes, by fearching out, not only the wants 
of their Subjects, but knowledge of their talk; 
whereby they better both underftand their own 
faults, and the Flatterers they have about them 5 
which Order the wife and prudent Marcus Aure- 
lins ufed , and long time Reigned Honourably. 
The noble Conqueror Alexander,in the beginning 
of his Reign, ufed the fame 5 but leaving that 
Order, and having no regard to his living, was 
deftroyed; which like Example was feen by that 
notable and Valiant Warrier Julius Cefar. And 
being encouraged by thefe like Examples, and 
others , to enter into fome abufes ufed in this 
Realm, I will only {peak of three, being all three 
notable Montters, Neceffity, Ignorance and Er- 
ror. Neceflity is grown amongft our felves, fo 
that no Man is contented with his Degree,though 
he hath never fo much 5 but where fhe is (as 
the Proverb faith) fhe hath no Law; for how 
now 
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now be all Schools, Benefices, and other like 
Rooms furnifhed, and yet thofe for Schools fo 
few, that I dare fay a hundred Schools want in 


Exgland, which before this time have been. And 
if in every School there had been but an hundred 


Scholars, yet that had been ten thoufand; fo 


that now I doubt whether there be fo many 


learned men in Exgland, as the number waits of 


thefe Scholars. 

The fecond Monfter is her Daughter Igno- 
rance ; for want of ten thoufand Scholars, which 
thefe Schools were the bringers up of, and want 
of good School-mafters , bringeth Ignorance ; 
but the occafion of thefe two Montters, is for 
want.of Livings and Preferments; for Covetouf- 
nefs hath gotten the Livings, as by Impropriati- 
ons, which is a decay of Learning. For by it 
the Tree of knowledge groweth downwards, 
and not upwards, as it was firft meant, and 
made for; and groweth thereby greatly to the 
difhonour both of God and this Common- 
Wealth. The Univerfities are decayed, and 
great Market Towns, and others without either 
School or Preacher 3 for the poor Vicar hath but 
only twenty pound, and the reft, being no {mall 
fumm, is Impropriate; and fo thereby no Preacher 
there, but the people being trained up and led 
in Blindnefs, for want of in{tructions, become ob- 
ftinate. And therefore to {ee to it, and that Im- 
propriations may be redreffed, notwithf{tanding 
the Laws already made. 

The third Monfter ts Error, a Serpent with 
many Heads, many evil opinions, and much 
evil Life, as Pelagians, Libertines, Papifts, and 
fuch others, leaving Gods Commandments,to fol- 
low their own Traditions, affections and minds. 
But if the Papift be, as indeed he is, in error, let 
us feek the redrefs thereof; for that the poor 
and ignorant be thereby abufed. Until which 
redrefs be had, you nor your Realm, neither at 


home nor abroad, fhall ever be well ferved of 


fuch people, which be fo divided ; and therefore 
fpeedily look to it, and weed out this wicked- 
nefs and error within thefe our days, which is 
too much known now adays; for if your Godly 
Proclamations were not fo foon forgotten, they 
would be amended. In the Country [heard tell, 
but fince I came hither, walking in the ftreets, I 
have heard oftentimes more Oaths than words, 
a pitiful hearing ! for if the Egyptians, by whofe 
Laws the people loft their hands,and amongft the 
Barbarians loft their Lives, for {wearing, and ef- 
pecially if it were a lie; if it were fo punifhed 
among{t them, being Infidels, what, fhall there 
be no punifhment amongft us being Chriftians ? 


Is truth further from us profefling the name of 


Chrift, and being Chriftians, than from them be- 
ing Infidels? But even as Tantalus was Plagued, 
fo are we 5 for although he had Apples even 
hanging at his Mouth, yet could he not eat any 
ofthem, and having a River of Water even as 
it were running by his Lips, yet could he not 
drink, but died for hunger and thirft: even fo 
are we Plagued 5 for having Gods word, and his 
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name even in our Mouths, yet we live as Infi- 
dels, or as them that are furtheft from the fame, 
and fo having enough, there is fcarcity. And 
that we may avoid this Blafphemy,and the other 
Montters , your humble Subjects defire your 
Highnefs to fee to the lamentable Eftate of this 
Common-Wealth, and the redrefs of the fame. 
Having perufed times paft, and times prefent, 
let us go to, and well remember the time to 
come. For Cato faith, A thing well begun fhall 
be well ended 5 fo then followeth of a good be- 
ginning a good ending. For that Noble Captain 
Hannibal, environed with his Enemies, ina 


ftrange Country, founded his Trumpet to Coun- 
cil, and thereby profpered. So your Majefty 
hath now called the Prelates, Nobles and Com- 


mons to Council for furety of the Realm. We 


now fo therefore Affembled, as diligent in our 
Calling, have thought good tomove your Ma- 
jefty with the affent of this Aflembly, to build 
a {trong Fort for the furety of the Realm, to the 
repulfing of your Enemies abroad; which muft 
be fet upon firm ground, and ftedfaft, having 
two Gates, one commonly open, the other as a 


Poftern, with two Watchmen at either of them, 


one Governor, one Lieutenant, four Souldiers, 
and no good thing there wanting. The fame to 
be named The fear of God3the Governor thereof 


to be God, your Majefty the Lieutenant , the 


Stones the Heart of faithful People, the two 
Watchmen at the open Gate, to be called Know- 
ledge and Virtue, the other two at the Poftern 


to be called Mercy and Truth; all being Spiri- 
tual Minifters. 

This Fort is Invincible, if every man will fear 
God ; for all Governours Reign and Govern by 
the two Watchmen, Knowledge and Vertue; and 
if you, being the Licutenant, fee Juftice with 
Prudence her Sifter executed, you fhal! then 
rightly ufe the Office of a Lieutenant; and for 
fuch as depart out of this Fort, let them be let 
out at the Poftern by the two Watchmen, Viercy 
and Truth; and then you fhall be well at home 
and abroad. The Charge of this Fort 1s yours, 
being Lieutenant. By Juftice your place 1s fet- 
led, whereunto Obedience ought to be taught 
and done; which your Majefty ought to look 
to. And fo now the fear of God to be a fure 
Fort, the Subjeéts Hearts the Stones, Know- 
ledge, Virtue, Mercy and Truth, the four Watch- 
men, God the Governor, and your Majelty the 
Lieutenant, is well proved. Therefore to build 
upon this Fort, the fear of God, is nothing lack- 
ing toa happy Lifes for by God are all Princes 
appointed. Who put down Sau ¢ Who made 
David King, who fought only Gods Glory and 
fo profpered ? as did Fofaphat, Fofias and Heze- 
chias,and alfo Abas, as long as they fought Gods 
Glory, profpered 5 but forgetting God, were 
overthrown: Therefore firft of all, and cunti- 
nually vouchfafe to feek Gods Glory, and his 
true Honour, and then you fhall have this Fort 
well built, and by you well Governed. 

Further I am to be a Suitor to your Majefty, 

K that 
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that when matters of importance fhall arife, 
whereupon it fhall be neceflary to have your 
Highnefs Opinion, that then I may have free ac- 
cefs unto you for the fame; and the like to the 
Lords of the Upper Houfe. 

Secondly, That in repairing from the nether 
Houfe to your Majefty, or the Lords of the Up- 
per Houfe, to declare their meanings, and I mi- 
{taking on uttering the fame contrary to their 
meaning, that then my fault or imbecillity in de- 
claring thereof be not prejudicial to the Houle, 
but that I may again repair to them, the better 
to underftand their meanings, and fo they to 
reform the fame. 

Thirdly, That the Afflembly of the Lower 
Houfe, may have frank and free Liberties to 
fpeak their Minds, without any Controulment, 
Blame, Grudge, Menaces or Difpleafure, accord- 
ing to the old antient Order. 

Finally, That the old Priviledge of the Houfe 
be obferved, which is, that they and theirs might 
be at Liberty, frank and free, without Arreft, 
moleftation , trouble or other damage to their 
Bodies, Lands, Goods or Servants, with all other 
their Liberties, during the time of the faid Par- 
liament 5 whereby they may the better attend, 
and dotheir Duty 5 ail which Priviledges J de- 
fire may be Inrolled, as at other times it hath 
been accuftomed. 

And thus having been tedious unto you with 
my Speech, void of Eloquence, 1 crave your 
Pardon, and defire your Majefty to accept of 
my Heart, and good Will, as weil at this time as 
after, and I will pray as 1am bounden, for your 
Honour long to Reign over us. 

Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper, de- 
claring her Opinion for Anfwering him, which 
he did as followeth. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majefty hath heard 
and very well weighed your Eloquent Oration, 
which you in the beginning required might not 
be fo called, but that it might bear the name of 
an Epiftle, with a Requeft, full of good mean- 
ing, and good matters, gathered, divided and 
fet ; which you divided, as I gather, into four 
parts. Three by you applied unto three times, 
paft, prefent, and to come 5 and the fourth for 
your Petitions. 

For times paft, being the firft, you opened 
the benefits received by us all from the Queens 
Majefty, fince her entrance tothe Crown, which 
you divided into two, the one Spiritualy and the 
other Temporal, and fo in fome part related the 
fame 5 and thus pafled with times paft. 

The fecond part for time prefent; after you 
had therein declared many notable Examples of 
Princes, which fearched privily to underf{tand 
the Commons talk and Opinion, and the benefit 
thereof arifing, you declared to be in this Com- 
mon-Wealth three Notable Monfters, viz. Ne- 
ceffiry, Ignorance and Error, which to redrefs, 
you defired the Princes Aid. 

And in the third part for time to come, you 
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ons, which be alfo fours for the 


declared how the Queens Majefty and this Par- 
liament in your Opinion, by building aFort, 
named the fear of God, might take Order and 
live furely in time to come. 

And in the fourth part, made four Petitions, 
the firft for free accefs to her Perfon, and Upper 
Houfe, the fecond for well taking your mean- 
ing, and the third and fourth for free Liberty of 
Speech and Perfons. 

Now for the Anfwering of them, her Majefty 
hath Commanded me to fay, That for the firft 
part fhe commendeth much thofe Godly Virtues 
that you opened to be in her, and alfo thofe 
beautiful budding benefits which you declared to 
come fromher, and doubteth not the rather by 
this your remembring of them, but they fhall be 
on her part hereafter performed , for which fhe 
thanketh you, thinking all things well beftowed, 
when they are well remembred. 

In the fecond part you declare certain Mon- 
{ters, which trouble this Region, and would be 
redrefied; the Remedy whereof you declared in 
your third part , wherein fhe defireth you to 
travel for the bringing of it to pafs. 

And for the fourth part, being your Petiti- 

Firft being for 
free accefs to her Perfon, fhe granteth it, not 
doubting of your difcretion to ufe it, as rath as 
may be, not out of time, nor yet without they 
be matters of great importance. 

For the fecond , that if you miftake their 
meanings, that they may notwithftanding re- 
drefs the fame, without prejudice to them 3 this 
alfo fhe granteth, although unneedful, for that 
the trufteth you will not offend therein; And 
for the third , to have free Speech fhe granteth 
alfo, fo that it be reverently ufed. 

And to the laft point, for them and theirs to 
be free , without difturbance, fhe is pleafed 
therewith 5 howbeit great regard would be 
therein had, not thereby to avoid or delay their 
Creditors, but to be well ufed, according tothe 
meaning of the firft grant thereof. 

Now a word or two more, I would advife 
you, to make your Laws as few, andas plain as 
may.be , for many be burthenous, and doubtful 
to underftand ; and fo accordingly to make them 
as brief; as the matter will fuffer 5 and thirdly, 
that you proceed to the great and weighty mat- 
ters firft, and then to others of f{maller impor- 
tance, and that fo {peedily as can be, whereby 
oe Affembly may be again at their Liberties, and 
o end. 


Then the Speaker and nether Houfe did their 
Reverence, and departed, and the Queen re- 
turned into her Privy-Chamber, and fhifted her, 
and the Lords likewife, and then fhe repaired to 
her Barge, and fo to Whiteball, unto which place 
the Sword was born; the Officers of Arms waie 
ted to and fro. 


On Monday the 18** day of Fazwery, three 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading, 


reading, of which the laft, being the Bill for 
the punifhment of Clipping, and wafhing of the 
Queens Majefties Coin, and other Moneys Cur- 
rant within the Realm, was read the firft time.

wathing of the Queens Majefties Coin, was read 
tertia vice, @» commifja Archiepifcopo Ebor., Duci 
Norfolcie; Marchion. Northampton, Epifcopo He- 
reford, Domino Wentworth, Domino Willoughby & 
Domino Haftings de Loughborough. 

On Wednefday the 20" day of Faxuary, the 
Bill touching the Government of the Garrifon of 
Barwick, was read tertia vice @& conclnf. and {ent 
to the Houfe of Commons by Serjeant Carus, and 
the Queens Attorney. 

On Thurfday the 21'* day of January , two 
Bills had each of them one reading ; of which one 
was the Bill to repeal a Branch of a Statute, 
made Avno primo Edwardi 6%, touching the Con- 
veying of Horfes out of the Realm, and being 
read tertia vice , was concluded, and fent down 
to the Houfe of Commons. 

On Saturday the 23°* day of Fanuary, the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal Aflembled, but 
nothing was done, fave only the Parliament con- 
tinued by the Lord Keeper, in ufual Form, 2/75 
in diem Martis prox. hora nona. 

On Tuefday the 26° day of Fanuary, the Bill 
for fulling and thicking of Caps, was read prima 
vice, & commifja to the Earl of Shrewsbury, the 
Earl of Rutland, the Earl of Bedford, the Bifhop 
of Winchefter, the Bilhop of Exeter, the Lord 
Wentworth, the Lord Willoughby, and the Lord 
Shandois; And the Bill alfo againft forging of 
Evidences and Writings, was upon the fir{t read- 
ing, Committed to the Archbifhop of York, the 
Duke of Norfolk, the Marquefs of Northampton, 
the Earl of Rutland, the Earl of Huntington, the 
Bifhop of London , the Bifhop of Durham, the 
Bifhop of Winchefter, the Lord Clizton, the Lord 
Wentworth, the Lord Rich, the Lord Walloughby, 
the Lord Haftings of Loughborough, the Lord 
Chief Juftige of the Kings Bench, the Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer, and the Queens Sol- 
licitor.

73 
Queens Majefty her felf, with the Lords both Spi- 
ritual and Temporal was prefent in her Robes, 
and gave her Royal Affent to fuch Acts as paf- 
fed; Although no prefence of any of the Lords 
or her Majefty, be at all marked in the faid Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book. And therefore I have cau- 
fed the folemn and ftately manner of the Queens 
coming to the Upper Hovfe, with the feveral 
Interlocutory Speeches of the Speaker of the 
Houfe of Commons, and the Lord Keeper, to 
be inferted at large out of a written Copy; or 
Anonymous memorial thereof, I had by me, be- 
ing doubtlefs the very Original Draugt:t , fet 
down by fome Member of one of the two Héu- 
fes, or at leaft by fome other obfervant perfon, 
then prefent, while the {aid Speeches pafied in the 
Upper Houle; for it is written in a hand and 
language of that very time, and in many places 
amended and interlined. 

About three of the Clock (this prefent Sz- 
turday in the Afternoon) the Queens Majefty 
came by Water from Whitehall, and landed 
on the backfide of the Parliament Chamber; 
and fo the Earl of Northumberland, bearing the 
Sword afore her , the Dutchefs of Norfolk the 
Train, fhe proceeded up into her Privy-Cham- 
ber, and there Apparell’d her felf in her Par- 
liament Robes 3 during which time the Lords 
likewife put on their Robes, and took their 
Places.

moft to be preferred; for Antient Law-makers, | 


and Authors of good Laws, be worthy to be 


praifed,and had in perpetual remembrance ; and 
fuch are the Laws that we have made in this: 
Common-Wealth, as (in mine Opinion) do ex- 
| That his Treafure was innumerable 3 and ap- 


cel and pafs all other hurnane Laws. 

Amongft divers Authors of good Laws, we 
have fet forth unto us , to the end they fhould 
not be forgotten,three Queenss the firlt Paleftina 
the Queen, Reigning before the Deluge , who 
made Laws as well concerning Peace as War. 

The fecond was Ceres the Queen, which made 
Laws concerning evil doers; And the third was

the King, who ena¢ted Laws for the maintenance 
and prefervation of the good and well-doers. 

And fince that time, Etheldred a King in this 
Realm, Eftablifhed Laws, and fet in moft beaten, 
high, and crof§ ways, a Crofs, and therein a 
Hand, with’ a Ring of Gold, pointing to the 
moft ufual way, which alfo ftood untaken away 
or diminifhed during his Life. 

And fo you are the fourth Queen, Eftablither 
of good Laws, our moft dread Soveraign Lady, 
for your time as happy as any of the three,which 
happinefs for the prefent I let flip, and defire, as 
all our hearts do, that fome happy Marriage to 
your contentation might fhortly be brought to 
pafs; your Majefty finding this Realm out of 
Order, and full of Abufes, have continually had 
a {pecial care to reform the faid Abufes 5 and for 
the more expelling thereof , have Congregated 
together this Afembly, whereby partly to your 
Contentation, for Reformation of the fame, to 
its old priftine Eftate, and for Money and Peace, 
is all that chiefly we have done 3 for which pur- 
pofes we have agreed upon and made certain 
Laws, which until your Majefty’have granted 
your Royal Affent, and fo given Life thereunto, 
cannot be called Laws. 


And herein requiring of your Majefty three 
Petitions, two for i eee ie ba for 
my felf; the firft for fuch Laws as they have 
made , being as yet without Life, and fo no 
Laws,that it would pleafe your Majefty to grant 
your Royal Affent unto them ; Secondly, that 
your Highnefs would accept their doings in good 
part, that the imperfections of their Labours, by 
your acceptance may be fupplied;' for, as ap- 
peareth in fundry Hiftories, the perfons of thofe 
Princes and Subjects have long continued, which 
have well ufed themfelves one toward th’other 5 
which without neglecting of my duty, I cannot 
in your prefence fo let flip 5 for, as it appeareth 
in divers Hiftories, the Noble Alexander havin 
prefented-unto him by one of his poor Souldiexs 
the Head of one of his Enemies, he, not for- 
getting the Service of his Souldier, although 
herein he had done but his Duty, gave unto him 
a Cup of Gold, which firft the Souldier refufed ; 
but after that Alexander had Commanded it to 
be filled with Wine, and delivered him, he re- 
ceived it, whereby appeareth the Noble and Li- 
beral Heart of the faid Alexander. 

Aifo Xenophon writing of the Life of Cyrus, 
who being liberal of Gifts, having vanquifhed 
Crefus, and he marvelled at his liberality, faid, it 
were better to keep it by him, than fo liberally 
to depart from it 5 unto whom Cyrws anfwered, 


pointed Crefus a day, to fee the fame; and there- 
upon took Order, that his Subjects flrould before 
that time bring in their Treafure 5 which being 
innumerable, and more than Cyrxs by any other 
means could have given, Crejzs much wondred 
thereat 5 Cyrus faid, thou caufeft me to take of 
my Subjedts, and retain the fame; but what need 
I to take, when they fo frankly will bring it un- 
to me? and fo as occafion ferveth, ready con- 
tinually to fupply my want ? therefore how can 
Ibe but rich, having fuch Subjects ? but if they 
by my means or any other were poor, then were 
I poor alfo. 

Whichtwo worthy Examples of Alexander and 
Cyrus, your Majefty hath not forgotten to enfue; 
but with the like zeal have hitherto always ufed 
us, and now efpecially at this prefent, by your 
moft gracious and free Pardon; for the which, 
and all other, they by me their Mouth, do moft 
humbly thank you; knowledging fuch, and fo 
much love and zeal of their parts towards your 
Majefty, as ever any Subjects did bear towards 
their Prince and Governour. And in token 
thereof, with one Affent do offer to your High- 
nefs, one Subfidy and two Fifteens, moft hum- 
bly befeeching your Majefty to accept it, not in 
recompence of your benefits, but as a Token 
of their Duty, as the poor Widdows Farthing 
was accepted, asappeareth in the Scripture. 

Thirdly, That it may alfo like your Majefty, 
to accept my humble thanks in allowing, and 
admitting me, being unworthy of this place, and 
bearing with my unworthy fervice 5 and laft of 
all, my unfitting words, uplandifh and rude

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Speech; befeeching God to incline your Majefties 
Heart to Marriage , and that he will fo blefs, and 
fend fuch good fuccefg thereunto, that we may 
fee the Fruits and Children, that may come 
thereof, fo that you, and they, may profperoufly, 
and as long time Reign over us, as ever did any 
Kings or Princes, whichGod for his Mercies fake 
grant unto us. And fo he ended, making his 
Obeyfance. 


Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper unto 
her, Commanding him, in her Name, to Anfwer 
him, as fhe then declared unto him which fol- 
loweth. 


Mr Speaker , The Queens Majefty hath heard 
how humbly and difcreetly you have declared 
the Proceedings, and for Anfwer hath Com- 
manded me, that I fhould utter three or four 
things, the firft for her Royal Affent to the Ads 
made at thisParliament; Secondly, How com- 
fortably , and alfo thankfully, her Majefty ac- 
cepteth your Liberality; And thirdly, For the 
Executing of the Laws. 

Here my Lords and Mafters, although I can- 
not declare, or openit unto you, as her Majefty 
hath Commanded me; and therefore willingly 
would hold my Tongue, if I might, which, for 
that I cannot be fo excufed, fay unto you as fol- 
loweth 5 not doubting of her Highnefs Clemency 
in bearing with me herein. 

Firft, Her Majefty confidereth how wifely 
you have done, for the abolifhing of the Romifh 
Power, the Common Enemy of this Realm 5 
remembring your care for the defence of the 
fame Realm, your refpects for the maintenance 
of Victual, the banifhment of Vagabonds, and 
relief of the Poor, with other: And. therefore 
alloweth your worthy: Proceedings herein. 

Secondly, Your Liberality and Beneyolence, 
wherein your wife Confiderations towards her 
Charges , is by her Majefty taken in thankful 
part; andI take it to be my Duty,to put you in 
remembrance,that although this Subfidy is made, 
and to be bora by Subjects, not daily accuftomed 
thereunto; but that at her firft entrance fhe had 
the like ; and that the grant thereof is more li- 
beral than afore hath been accuftomed, and that 
it isof your neceffity, yet it is to withftand a 
greater neceffity , that for faule thereof would 
elfe have enfued 5 and therefore that penny is 
well {pent that faveth a groat ; which alfo hath 
been granted, neither with per{wafions, threats, 
nor fharp words, which afore this time hath been 
accuftomed, but by one general confent of you 
all ; wherein appeareth your good wills, and 
benevolent minds, you bear to her Majefty, 
which zeal fhe moft accepteth 5 and as fhe hath 
caufe, thanketh you. 

Again, by her Majefties Commandment, fhe 
remembring by whom, why, and to whom this 
was granted, doth think as freely as you have 
granted the moft part whereof hath been accep- 
ted, and left thofe that have fo freely offered 


fhould not be fo ready towards the gathering, 
thinketh it much better to lof the fum granted, 
than to lofe your benevolent minds. 

Preys To the Execution of Laws, I have 
little to fay, although the whole fubftance con- 
fifteth therein; becaufe I did in the beginning of 
this Parliament declare my Opinion in that mat- 
ter; and therefore, asnow you have to your 
Charges taken pains in making good Laws, fo 
put to your helps, to fee thefe and all other Ex 
ecuted 5 for as it isinfallible, that a thing done 
unconftrained , is much better than when they 
be conftrained thereunto, even fo her Majefty 
willeth you to look well, without more words,to 


the Execution, left her Grace fhould be driven 


to do, as fhe doth in her Eccleftaftical Laws, 
make Commiflions to inquire, whether they be 
done or no; whereby fhe fhall know thofe Ju- 
{tices and Officers, who have done their Duty, 
and are to be ufed in fervice of Juftice, whereof 
her Majefty defireth to have many 3 and again 
fhe hall underftand who are to be barred from 
the like rooms, and the penal Statutes to be on 
them Executed, after this gentle warning : which 
inquiry I know is like to fall on me, as well as 
another. Howbeit, if Juftice be not Executed, 
I fhall be glad to fee this Order taken. Notwith- 
ftanding, her Majefty hopeth that this her ad- 
monition fhall not need, for that you fee Laws 
without Execution, be as a Torch unlighted, or 
Body without a Soul: therefore look well to 
the Executing. Here endeth the three things, 
which her Majefty commanded me to fay unto 
you. 

Befides this, her Majefty hath to Anfwer your 

Petitions, and as to the frit, in which you de- 
fire her Royal Affent to fuch matters as you have 
agreed upon; to that fhe faith, how at this pre- 
fent fhe is come for that purpofe. 
_ And for your other Petitions, to accept in 
good part, as wel! your fervice as the travails 
and doings of the nether Houfe, this Parliament; 
and to that fhe Anfwereth, how that fhe doth 
not only accept.them in good part,but alfo thank- 
eth both you, and them for the fame. 

And touching your requeft before this made 
unto her, for-her Marriage and Succeflion, be- 
caufe it is of fuch importance,whereby I doubted. 
my own opening thereof, and therefore defire 
her Majefty, that her meaning might be written, 
which fhe hath done and delivered to me, to be 
read as followeth. 


Ince there can be no duer Debt than Princes 
words, which I would obferve, therefore I An- 
fwer to the fame thus it is. The two Petitions which 
you made unto me, do contain two things 5 my Mar- 
riage, and Succelfion after me. For the firft, If I 
had let flip too much time, or if my ftrength bad 
been decayed, you might the better have poke there- 
in 5 or if any think never meant to try that Life, 
they be deceived 5 but if I may hereafter bend my 
mind thereunto, the rather for fulfilling your requeft, 
I hall be therewith very well content.

Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper, Commanded 
the Clerk of the Crownto read the Acts ; where- 
upon M' Thomas Powle, as Joint-Patentee, and 
in the abfence of M' Martiz, Clerk of the Crown, 
{tood up before the little Table , fet before the 
Wooll-facks, and after Obeyfance made, beganto 
read the Titles of the fame, as followeth.

Then Francis Spilman Elq, Clerk of the Up-

The faid Clerk, having read the Queens Ac- 
ceptance and thanks for the Subfidy given as 
aforefaid, did then, upon the reading of the Ti- 
tle of her Majefties Pardon, by the Clerk of the 
Crown as aforefaid, pronounce in thefe French 
words following , the thanks of the Lords and 
Commons for the fame.

cA Fournal of the Paffages of the Houfe of Commons in the Seffion of 
Parliament bolden at Weftminfter, An. Dom. 1562. which began 
(after one Prorogation of the fame) on Tuelday the 12“ of January, 
and then and there continued until the Prorogatton thereof upon Satur- 


day the 10% day of April, An. D. 1563. 


HE Journal of this prefent Seffion 
of Parliament , is not only fur- 
nifhed with many good Ordinary 
paflages, touching the reading, in- 
grofling, and paffing of Bills; but 

alfo with fome unufual and remarkable matter, 
concerning the Priviledges of the Houfe it felf, 
and with the return of divers Burgefles from 
certain Burrough-Towns,who had for fome time 
before difcontinued that their Priviledge. And 
although that Seymour Efg; continued ftill 
Clerk of the Houfe of Commons, by which means 
the agitations of the faid Houfe were, for the 
moft part, very imperfectly recorded by him in 
the Original Journal-Book of the fame, fo that 
the referring of a Bill to Committees is fcarce 
difcoverable, in refpect that the name only of 
one of them is for the moft part mentioned ; 
yet the manner of the Burgeffes taking the Oath 
of Supremacy (which was never in ufe before 
this Seflion of Parliament, it having been en- 
joined by Statute in the firft year of her Maje- 
{ties Reign) together with the manner of the 
EleCion and Prefentment of theSpeaker, is very 
Methodically and Orderly entered. And laftly, 
whereas there is mention made in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons afore- 
faid, that the Speaker with the whole Houfe did 
exhibit their Petition to the Queens Majelty, on 
Thurfday 23. day of Fanuary, in the Afternoon, 
touching her Marriage, and the Limitation of 
the Succeffion of the Crown, which faid Petition 
is there omitted , I have therefore caufed it to 
be inferted at large, out of aCopy thereof I had 
by me, which I gather by all concurring circum- 
ftances, to be the very fame, which is only ge- 
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nerally remembred in the faid Original Journal- 
Book, as aforefaid. 

The fecond Parliament of the moft Noble 
Princefs Elizabeth, by the Grace of God Queen 
of England,&c. begun at Weftminfter on Monday 
the 11. day of Fsbxary, in the fifth Year of her 
Gracious Reign; By her Highnefs Commiffion 
directed to the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
the Lord Steward, the Lord Treafurer, the Duke 
of Norfolk, &c. to Prorogue the fame Parlia- 
ment until the 12. day of the fame Month, zz. 
the Morrow following; And the Knights and 
Burgeffes, being fent for to come unto the Lords 
in the Upper Houfe, without any appearance of 
their names taken then by the Lord Steward, and 
Lord Treafurer, the Lord Keeper fhewed in few 
words, that the Queens Majefty was fomewhat 
fick of a Stitch; wherefore (he had fent her Writ 
for the Prorogation, until the Morrow, which 
was done accordingly. 

And on the Morrow, being the 12. day of 
January, about ten of the Clock, the Queens 
Majefty, with the Lords and Bifhops in Parlia- 
ment Robes, did ride from the Palace to We/t- 
utinfter-Church, and there heard a Sermons du- 
ring which the Earl of Arundel, being Lord 
Steward, repaired unto Whitehall, and there Re- 
corded the Appearance of the Knights and Bur- 
gefles ; at which time alfo (as may very well be 
colle&ted by comparing this inftant days pafia- 
ges, with thofe of Thurfday the third day of 
Ogober, in the Journal ef the. Houfe of Com- 
mons, de an. 8, 9 Regin. Eliz. following) the 
{aid Lord Steward did doubtlefs, either in his 
own perfon, or by his Deputies adminifter the 
Oath of Supremacy (according to the Sa 
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de an. 1 Eliz.Cap. 1.) to fach Knights, Citizens 
and is oe as were at this time prefent, and 
appeared. 

And after,the Queen coming from the Church, 
and being fet in her Royal Seat in the Upper 
Houfe, and the Commons {tanding at the lower 
end of the Chamber 5 The Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, with great Eloquence, declared this 
Parliament to be called for Religion, Difcipline, 
and Aid to the State in defence of Enemies, with 
Excellent Dilation of thofe Caufes s And im the 
end willed the Commons to repair to their Houfe, 
and there to chufe a difcreet, grave, and wife 
man, to be their Speaker, and to prefent him to 
the Queens Majefty , on Friday next in the Af 
ternoon; immediately the Commons reforted to 
their Common Houfe, where after they were fet, 
M Comptroller ftanding up, rehearfed the Lord 
Keepers Oration , for the Election of a Speaker, 
and faid, that in hisOpinion, Mt Thomas Wili- 
ams Efg;, one of the Fellows of the Izmer-Tem- 
ple, being grave, learned and wife, was very 
meet to that Offices whereupon the whole Houle 
with ofie intire Voice, cried M' Williams, Mt 
Williams 5 And then M' Wilkams ftanding up, 
and reverently difabling himfelf, required the 
Houfe to proceed to a new Election ; unto 
whom Mt Secretary Cecil Anfwering that the 
Houfe had gravely confidered of him 5 and there- 
fore required him to take the places and he ap- 
proaching was led and fet inthe Chair by Mr" 
Comptroller 5 and it was agreed by the Houfe to 
mect all there again on Friday next, at one of 
the Clock in the Afternoon, to prefent M' 
Speaker to the Queens Majetty. 

On Friday the 15** of fanuary, in the After- 
noon, Mr’ Speaker, with the reft of the Houfe 
of Commons, went before the Queen in her 
Royal Seat, where Mr Speaker moft humbly dif- 
abled himfelf, requiring that a new Election 
might be made, to the which the Queens Ma- 
jefty,confirming the fame Election, by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper , Mt Speaker made an Ex- 
cellent Oration , and in the end made the accu- 
ftomed Petitions; which being granted , the 
Lord Keeper willed him with the reft, to refort 
to the Houfe of Commons, there to deliberate 
upon matters neceflary ; which being done, 

The Bill for increafe of Woods in Champain 
Grounds, and faving of Bark of Timber to be 
felled, was read the firft time. 

On Saturday the 16. day of January, TwoBills 
of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading 5 of which one was touching Servants 
to ferve their Mafters; And the other to put 
down an Iron-Mill near Guilford, and were each 
of them read the firft time. 

A motion was this day made by a Burgefs at 


Jength, for the Succefiion of the Crown; of 


which fee more, ‘on Thurfday the 28" day of this 
Inftant Fannvary enfuing. 

January the 17% day Sunday. 

On Monday the 18° day of Fanuary, Five 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 


eAn. 5 Reg. Eliz. eAnno Dom. 1562, & 1563. 
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and the firft reading; of which the fecond was 
the Bill for the affurance of the Mannors of 
Whiteacre, and Whiteacre Burgh, to Richard Ber- 
tie and Katherine Duchels of Suffolk his Wife, 
from Walter Herenden, being a Feoffee in Truft. 

Certain Arguments were this day had in the 
Houfe, by divers wife Perfonages, for motion to 
be made for the Queens Matriage, and Succeffion 
of the Crown. 

On Tuefday the 19% day of Fanuary, the Bill 
for allowance to Sheriffs upon their Accompts, 
for Juftices Diets, was read the firft time. 

M' Speaker with the Counfel, and twenty four 
more of the Houfe, were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon, to draw Articles of Petition for the 
‘Queens Marriage, and Succeflton. Vide Concern- 
ing this bufinefs, on Thurfday the 28. day of this 
Inftant Faxnary following; Mt Comptroller is 
nominated one of them. 

For that it feemed to the Houfe, being very 
full, that they were a greater number than were 


| returned 5 therefore the names were immediately 


called,and as they were called, they departed out 
of the Houfe, and: in the end ten or eleven re- 
mained, who faid they were returned, and would 
bring Warrants thereof 

On Wednefday the 20.day of Fanuary, Two 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 


reading 3 of which the fecond, being the Bill for 


allowance to Sheriffs, upon their Accompts for 
Juftices Diets, was read the fecond time 5 and as 
it fhould feem Committed to Mt Sackvil/, and 
others ; fee a like Prefident on the day fol- 
lowing. 

A motion was made by aBurgefs for a Subfidy. 

The Queens Serjeant and Attorney brought 
a Bill from the Lords, touching the Garrifon of 
Barwick. 

An Excellent Declaration was this day made 
by M'Secretary Cecil/, of the great Charges de- 
frayed by the Queens Majefty, and of the Caufes 
of the Warsin France, for not keeping the Edict 
there made by the Parliament, and alfo touching 
the Charges at Barwicke, and New-haven, the 
Provifion of Armour, and the Navy, the Cavil- 
lation of the French for Calice, concluding to 
confider for the Aid. 

The Bill laftly, for the Government of the 
Garrifon, and Souldiers of Barwick, was read the 


fir{t time. 


On Thurfday the 21.day of Fanuary. For that 
it is faid, that M' E/rimgton hath intereft in the 
Iron-Mill in the Town of Shere in Surrey, whereas 
the Bill is to put down the fame : It was refolved, 
that Mt Speaker fhould direc his Letter to him,in 
the name of the Houfe, to come and fhew, if he 
will, for faving his Eftate therein ; Vide touch- 
ing this bufinels, on Saturday the 30. day of this 
Inftant Faxuary enfuing. 

The Bill againft breaking of Ponds, and Steal- 
ing of Fifh and Conies, was read the firft time. 

A like Letter was fent alfo to the Heir of /Val- 
ter Herenden, for the Lands claimed by M' Barty, 
and the Duchefs of Suffolk. ti 
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The Bill to revive divers A&ts to be Felony. 
Mt: Siduey. 

By which manner of Entring the Title of the 
faid Bill, it may plainly be collected, that the 
Bill it (lf, had at this time its fecond reading, 
and was thereupon committed to M' Sidney 
aforefaid (to whom it feemeth the Bill was de- 
livered) and others, whofe names are omit- 
ted. 

The Queens Serjeant and others brought a Bill 
from the Lords, touching the Repeal of a branch 
for conveying of Horfes; which Bill was pre- 
fently read the firft time. 

On Friday the 22° day of Fazuary, Mr El- 
rington, Owner of the Iron-Mill in Shere 5 for 
the fupprefling of which, a Bill was put into 
this Houfe; defired a Copy of the Bill, and a 
day to Anfwer with his learned Counfel, two 
in number; and to bring his Anfwer on Friday 
next. 

Three Bills of no great moment, had each 


of them one reading 3 of which the fecond be-- 


ing the Bill againft carrying of Horfes out of the 
Realm, was /ecunda vice le.5 but no mention 
is made, that it was either Ordered to be in- 
grofied , or referred to Committees, becaufe it 
had been formerly fent down from the Lords. 
And the laft, being the Bill for the Government 
of che Garrifon and Souldiers of Barwick , was 
read the fecond time , and (as it fhould feem) 
was committed to Mt Fitz-Chameberlaiz (mitta- 
ken for Mt Vice-Chamberlain and others 5) Vide 
a like Prefident on Thurfday the 21‘ day of this 
inftant Faxuary foregoing. 

For that Burgefles be returned of divers Bo- 
roughs, not lately returned in the Chancery 5 viz. 
the Burgefs of Tregony , St Fermynes, and Maws 
in Cornwall, the Borough of Mizked in Somer fet- 
hire, the Borough of Tamworth in Stafford, and 
the Borough of Stankbridge in Southampton, M 
Speaker declared to the Houfe , that the Lord 
Steward agreed they fhould refort into the Houfe, 
and with convenient {peed to fhew Letters Pa- 
tents, why they be returned into this Parlia- 
ment. 

Nota, That it was very common and ordinary 
in former times to avoid the Charges of their Bur- 


geffes allowance, in time of Parliament (when. 


the Town grew into any poverty or decay) that 
the Boroughs did either get Licence of the Sove- 
reign for the time being, to be difcharged from 
fuch Election and Attendance, or did by degrees 
difcontinue it themfelves; but-.of later times, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe 
of Commons, for the moft part bearing their 
own Charges, many of thofe Borough-Towns, 
who had difcontinued their former priviledge, 
by not fending, did again recontinue it (as thefe 
Towns here) both during her Majefties Reign, 
and afterwards in the Reign of King James her 
Succeffor. 

On Saturday the 234 day of Faxuary, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the third being :he Bull for levying of Fines in 
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the County Palatine of Durham, was read the 
fecond time, and Ordered to be engroffed. 

The Bill to repeal the branch for carrying of 
Horfes out of the Realm, wasread the third time 
and paffed upon the Queftion. 

Three other Bills had each of them one read- 
ing, of which the laft being the Bill to avoid 
Aliens, not bejng Denizens, nor being here for 
Religion nor Confcience fake , was upon the {e- 
cond reading rejected, and the Bill torn. 

On Monday the 25°" day of Fanuary, Two 
Bills of né great moment, had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the firft being the Bill for Oak- 
Timber, prefervation of Bark, was read the {e- 
cond time, and thereupon rejected and torn. 

Certain Articles in writing, were objeGed by 
the Burgefies of Barwick, againf{t the Bull of Bar- 
wick , which was fent down by the Lords.

Thefe foregoing Prorogations of this prefent 
Seflion of Parliament , being thus at large, or 
abftractedly tranfcribed , now- follows in Order 
the Aflembling and Meeting of both Houfes in 
their feveral places, on Monday the 30% day of 
September, to which day it had been laft Proro- 
gued, fo that either Houfe going on where they 
laft left, there was no Meeting in the Upper 
Houfe at all of both Houfes, nor the Queen came

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not in Perfon, as fhe ufed to do when a new 
Parliament began, nor hath it ever been ufed in 
latter times upon a meer Prorogation ; but yet 
on Wednefday the fecond day of Ootber follow- 
ing, by reafon of the Choice of a new Speaker 
in the Houfe of Commons, which was occafion- 
ed by the Death of the former, the Queens Ma- 
jefty came in her accuftomed Royalty, as at the 
beginning of a Parliament is ufual, and there ad- 
mitted of their new Speaker, prefented unto her, 
whom they had Chofen but the day before , by 
vertue of her Majefties Commiffion, all which in 
due Form and Order follows. 

On Monday the 30.day of September, to which 
day this prefent, Seflion of Parliament had been 
laft Prorogued, there Affembled in the Upper 
Houfe according to the ufual form and courfe 
(asalfo the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
Houfe of Commons did in their own proper 
place) Sir Nicholas Bicon Knight, Lord Keeper 
of the great Seal of Ezgland,the Lord Archbifhop 
of York, the Lord Marquefs of Winchejter Lord 
Treafurer of Exgland, the Duke of Norfo/kEar] 
Marfhal of Exgland, the Marquef$ of Northamp- 
ton, with divers Earls, Vilcounts, Bifhops and 
Barons; the particular fetting down of whofe 
names is purpofely omitted here (although it 
were the firft day of their Afiembling together) 
becaufe they are at large fet down on the fecond 
day of OGober following,being Wedzefday when 
by reafon of her Majefties coming in Perfon to 
the Upper Houfe, the prefence of the Lords 
was fomewhat greater than upon this inftant

This day Sir Edward Rogers Knight , Comp- 
troller of her Highnefs Houfhold , Sir Francis 
Kuolles Knight, her Highnefs Vice-Chamberlain, 
Sir William Cecil Knight, her Highnefs Principal 
Secretary, and Sir Avbrofe Cave Knight, Chan- 
cellor of her Highnefs Dutchy of Laxcafter, four 
Chief Members of the Houfe of Commons, and 
divers others of that Affembly to the number of 
twenty perfons, being fent up tothe Lords from 
that Houfe upon fome urgent and weighty oc- 
cafions, defired to be admitted into the Upper

On Tuefday the firft day of Ofober, the Bill for 
the making void of fraudulent Gifts and Aliena- 
tions, was read primé vice. 

The Queen, having been moved as it feem- 
eth the day paft about the Death of the former 
Speaker,and the Choice of a new onein theHoufe 
of Commons, by thofe eight Right Honourable 
Perfonages, who were then and there named to 
move her Highnefs in it; did give Order, that 
this prefent Tve/day, both the Lords and Com- 
mons fhould Affemble, and meet together in the 
Parliament Chamber, there to receive her Maje- 
{ties Anfwer. Where being Affembled, the Lord 
Keeper fhewed forth a Commifiion from her 
Highnefs, under the great Seal of Ezgland, which 
was directed unto him only 5 the tenor whereof 
is fet down at large in the Journal of the Houfe 
of Commons, de An. ifto 8 Regin. Eliz. (to which 
Houfe it properly belonged) viz. That in refpect 
Thomas Williams E{g; the former Speaker was 
dead , therefore the Lord Keeper was for her 
Majefty, and in her Name, to will and Com- 
mand the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
faid Houfe of Commons, to refort unto their 
accuftomed place, and there to Elec& and chufe 
amongtt themfelves , one able and fufficient per- 
fon, to be their Speaker, for the reft of this pre- 
fent Parliament, yet to come. And after they 
fhould have made their Election, that then three 
or four of them, for, and in all their names, 
fhould fignifie the fame unto her Majefty, and 
thereupon her Highnefs would further fignifie her 
pleafure unto them, what day and time they 
fhould prefent him fo Elected before her, as it 
had been ufed formerly in like Cafes to be 
done. 

There was this day no other Bill,or other buti- 
nefs agitated in the Upper Houfe; for immediate- 
ly upon the reading of the laft above-mentioned

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Commiffion, the Continuance of the Parlia- 
iment is Entred in the Original Journal-Book of 
the faid Houfe, m manner and form follow- 
Ing, Viz.

is ufual in other continuations of it, But the 
reafon why they met not till the Afternoon, feem- 
eth to be, becaufe then the Queens Majefty her 
felf came thither; to whom Richard Onflow E{q; 
her Majefties Sollicitor , having been Chofen 
Speaker for the Houfe of Commons the day patft, 
was prefented, and admitted by her, in manner 
and form as followeth. 

About three of the Clock in the Afternoon 
this prefent Wednefday, the fecond day of Ogo- 
ber, the Queens Majefty took her Barge, and 
Landed on the back-fide of the Parliament- 
Chamber ; and fo the Earl of Northumberland 
bearing the Sword, the Lady Strainge her Trayn, 
with the Lords in their daily Apparel, and the 
Heraids attending on her, fhe proceeded up in- 
to the Privy-Chamber, to prepare her felf 5 du- 
ring which time the Lords and Juftices put on 
their Parliament Robes, and took their places in 
manner and form following. In which it is tobe 
noted, that no part of this days paflages already 
fet down, is found in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe 5 but is either tranfcribed 
out of a certain Anonymous memorial I had by 
me, in which the prefentment of the Speaker 
this day, is fomewhat exactly fet down, or was 
fupplied by my felf, upon the comparing of fe- 
veral things together.

Then the Queens Majefty being Apparelled 
in her Parliament Robes, with a Caul on her 
Head, came forth, and took her Seat 5 the Mar- 
ques of Northampton carrying the Cap of Main- 
tenance 5 and after {tood on her right hand the 
Duke of Norfolk, carrying his Marfhals Rod, 
and on her left hand the Karl of Northumberland, 
with theSword, the Heralds alfo andSerjeants at 
Arms being before her; her Majelties Mantle was 


born up on either fide from her Shoulders, by 
the Lord Chamberlain and the Lord of Hun/don, 
who alfo f{tood {till by her, for the affifting there- 
of; when fhe ftood up, her Train was born by 
the Lady Strange, affifted by Sir Francis Kuolles 
Vice-Chamberlain ; at the left hand of the 
Queen, and on the South-fide, kneeled the La- 
dies, and at the Rail at the Queens back, on the 
right hand, ftood the Lord Keeper 5 and on the 
lett hand the Lord Treafurer. 

Then the Queen (as aforefaid) being placed 
at the South Door, came in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, bringing in between Str Edward Rogers 
Comptroller of the Queens Houfe and Sir Fran- 
cis Kuolles Vice-Chamberlain, M' Richard On- 
flow Efg3 the Queens Sollicitor, whom they had 
Chofen for their Speaker, and aftera Reverence 
done, proceeded after down tothe Wall, and 
from thence came up to the Rail; in the way do- 
ing three Reverences, and then began the faid 
Speaker to fay, as followeth. 


F’ it pleafe your Royal Majefty, moft Vertu- 
ous and moft Excellent Princefs, At the hum- 

ble Suicof the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of 
your nether Houfe of Parliament, now Affem- 
bled, was fignifiea from your Majefty, by the 
mouth of the Lord Keeper, by force of your 
Highnefs Letters of Commiffion, your pleafure 
and grant of free Election to the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgefles, to chufe a fit, and learned 
man, to be their Speaker, inftead of Thomas Wil- 
liams Eqs their late Speaker, whom it hath plea- 
fed God to call to his Mercy. For which they 
have Commanded me, in their Names, to render 
unto your Majefty moft humble thanks ; And 
have Commanded and forced me , to my great 
ericf, to fignifie to your Majefty , how accord- 
ingly they have proceeded toan Election , and 
chofen and affigned me (as I may fay) being 
mo{t unworthy to fpeak in this place, for this 
Parliament 5 and for that I would not be obfti- 
nate, I am forced to wound my felf with their 
Sword, which wound yet being green and 

(> new, your Majefty being the perfect Phy- 
fician, may Cure in difallowing that which 

they have allowed ; for that, without your con- 
fent it isnothing. And although I being very 
loth to trouble your Highnefs, have made Suit 
and ufed all ways and means to avoid it, yet 
could I find no remedy 5 and therefore am dri- 
ven to feek remedy at your hands 5 for though 
[ have the experience of their uprightnefs, wil 
dom and knowledge,which chofe me, who if they 
would have found any fault in me wouldlightly 
have believed them (notwithftanding that we are 
for the moft part given to think too much of our 
felves) but in this day, that they feem to enable 
me to this calling, whereof I know my {cif un- 
able, I cannot credit them, no more than the 
fimple Patient grievoufly tormented with fick- 
nefs, will believe the Phyfician, nay the whole 
Colledge of them, if they fay he hath no grief, 
pain or ficknefs. I therefore do not attempt this 
| rcleafing 
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releafing of me for any eafe of my felf, but 
would be glad to ferve your Majefty, to the ut- 
termoft of my Power, in the Office of Sollici- 
torfhip, whereunto I am appointed , and not in 
this, being unfit for the fame; and that for di- 
vers Caufes. For firft, 1 confider, I have to deal 
with many weil Learned, the Flower and Choice 
of the Realm , whofe deep underftanding my 
Wit cannot attain to reach unto. No, if they 
for great carefulnefs would often inculcate it in- 
to my dull Head, to fignifie the fame unto your 
Highnefs, yet my Memory is fo {lippery by Na- 
ture and Sicknefs, that I fhould likely lofe it 
by the way; yet if perhaps I kept part thereof, 
I have no other knowledge to help my felf with- 
al], but a little in the Law, far inferiour to di- 
vers in this Houfe ; and fo fhould want Learning 
and Utterance to declare their meanings, as it 
requireth 5 {pecially when Iconfider your Royal 
Majefty, a Princefs endowed with fo many Ver- 
tues, Learning and flowing Eloquence, it will 
aba(h and aftonifh me; and therefore finding 
thefe infirmities, and other in me , [ think my 
felf mo(t unworthy of this place. I truft there- 
fore only in your Highnefs, that you will dif- 
allow this Election 5 and thd rather, for that by 
the true intent of your faid vetters, 1t may not 
be gathered that they fhould elect any of your 
Majefties Officers 5 for although the words be to 
have their free Election, yet the Law may re- 
{train them in fome meafure: As for Example, 
we find in the Law, that if it would pleafe your 
Majefty , to grant Licence to a Dean and Chap- 
ter, to purchafe to them and their Succeffors, a 
hundred pound yearly ; which words be gene- 
rally ; yet if the purchafed Lands be holden in 
Capite, this grant is void. And again, if you 
grant the Fines and Amerciaments of all your 
Tenants to one , who after chanceth to be She- 
riff of aShire, yet being a Sheriff he cannot have 
them. So this (me feemeth) if it pleafe your 
Highnefs, ferveth my Cafe. Another Caufeis for 
want of fubftance to maintain this my Counte- 
nance; but yet your Majefties goodnefs in this 
point {toppeth my Mouth, for that I have none 
other living, but in manner by you. So for all 
thefe confiderations, and divers others, as it (hall 
pleafe your Majefty to confider, I humbly defire 
your Highnefs to difallow this Election , Com- 
manding them to repair again together, and to 
chufe another more fit, to ferve the fame. And 
fo he ended, and did his Reverence. 


Then the Queen called the Keeper, declaring 
her opinion in Anfwering him, who returning 
to his place, {aid as followeth. 


M' Onflow, The Queens Majefty hath heard 
and well underftood this difabling your felf to 
this Offices; and doth well perceive your. earneft 
Suit to be difcharged of the fames and for An- 
{wer, hath Commanded me to fay , that fhe 
doubteth not , but you very well underftand, 


that when one is chofen to ferve the Common- | 


‘Wealth, it is not in him which is called , who 


hath appointed him thereunto. Alfo there is an 
old fimilitude, that like as it appertaineth to the 
head , to difpofe every inferior member in his 
place, fo it pertaineth to the Queens Majefty, 
being the Head, to appoint every one in the 
Common-Wealth; This being truth, and her 
Majefty withal remembring your Fidelity and 
long Experience in Parliament matters, and a- 
gain being chofen by fo learned and expert men, 
thinketh therefore your fitnefs needeth not to 
be difputed here, and therefore they giving unto 
you fuch Faith and Credit, according to an An- 
tient Cuftom , fhe cannot but do the Jike; and 
alfo you in difabling your {elf have abled your 
felf, and therefore fhe doth allow and approve 
this their Ele@ion , nothing doubting her opi- 
nek a your ability to ferve this turn 5 and fo 
ended.

G Feng that it hath pleafed your Majefty to 
ratify this Eletion , I to the uttermoft of 
my power fhall ferve your Highnefs, and this 
Common-Wealth 5 but firft my humble fuit is, 
that it would pleafe your Majefty, to accept my 
good will: and the better to difcharge my Duty 
towards them which have Chofen me, that in 
great matters fent from them, I may have accefs 
to your Majefty at times convenient, as the 
weight fhall require. Secondly, If by weaknefs 
I fhall miftake the effe& and meaning of the 
matters committed to me, by the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgeffes, and thereby again{ft my will 
mifreport them 5 that then thereby this Com- 
mon-Wealth may take no detriment; but that 
I may confer again with them, the better to un- 
derftand their meaning, and fo with more words 
to utter the fante unto you; And I fhall pray, 
as lam bound, to God, for your long and prof- 
perous Reign over us. 


Then her Majefty called the Lord Keeper, and 
Commanded him to Anfwer him, which he did 
as followeth. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majefty hath heard 
your humble Petitions , and requeft made unto 
her, the effect whereof fhe gathereth to ftand 
in two points; firft, for accefs to her perfon 5 
and fecondly , for good interpretation of your 
meaning, and alfo larger Declaration thereof, if 
need be. For the former, her Highnefs (as her 
Noble Progenitors havealéne) is well contented, 
that in convenient time, and for convenient 
Caufes, in convenient place , and without im- 
portunity (for that thefe partsnow touched, have 
not been afore this time fo well handled, as fhe 
trufteth now it fhall be) which confidered, as 
free accefs fhe granteth you, as any other hath 
had, For the fecond point, becaufe no man at 
all times may do fo well, but fometimes things 
may be uttered, which may be mifpoken 30

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which caufe, in that time alfo you fhall have her 
intreatable; but fhe thinketh your. circumfpe- 
ction tobe fuch as fhe fhall not therein need. And 
fo ended. i Prine: 

Now a word or two to remember you here 
prefent of both the Houfes ; firft, this.it is that 
I would advife you in this. your proceeding, to 
prefer the moft weighty matters firft , and not 
trouble your felves with fmall matters, and of 
no weight; and therein alfo, that all be done to 
underftand the truth, and to avoid all fuperflu- 
ous matters, and lofing or driving away of time. 
Secondly, It is profitable that you my Lords,and 
all others that be here , confider that long time 
requireth great expences, and therefore.wifh you 
to make Expedition the rather , to avoid: the 
fame. And yet not medning fuch Expedition,

Nota, That this days paffages are wholly tran-

before-mentioned Anonymous memorial, touch- 
ing the Speakers prefentment and allowance, 
which I had by me.

But there is no mention at all in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, to what end 
or purpofe the Lords above-mentioned , with

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{ties Marriage, and the Declaration of a certain 
Succeflor, were agitated in the Houfe of Com- 
mons in the firft Seflion of this prefent Parlia- 
ment, in Av. 5 Regiz. Eliz. and thereupon the 
greateft part of the faid Houfe, with Thomas Wil- 
liams their Speaker, did prefer a Petition to her 
Majefty, upon Thurfday the 28'* day of Fanuary, 
in the faid fifth Year of her Majefties Reign, by 
her Allowance 3 in which having humbly fup- 
plicated her Majefty, to Marry, or in default of 
Iffue of her own Body, to declare a certain Suc- 
ccflor, they received a gracious Anfwer. But 
now the fame Parliament reaflembling again to 
this fecond Seflion thereof in the eighth year of 
the Reign of the Queen, and finding nothing to 
have been acted by her Majefty in either kindsbut 
that fhe remained ftill a Virgin, without all like- 
lyhood of Marriage, and that the Succefflion of 
the Crown depended upon great uncertainties ; 
fome holding the Queen of Scots to have beft 
Right, others the Countefs of Lezox, being the 
Daughter of Margaret of England, by Archibald 
Douglass Earl of Anguiffe, her Second Husband ; 
and others alfo argued very {trongly for Cathe- 
rine Countefs of Hartford, being the Daughter 
and Coheir of Henry Grey Marquefs Dorfet, and 
Frances his Wife, the Eldeft Daughter and Co- 
heir of Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, by 
Mary the French Queen, being the youngeft 
Daughter of Hexry the Seventh 5 and efpecially 
feeing that the Queen of Scots, having Married 
the Lord Darley, (whom fhe had Created Duke 
of Albany, and had by him Iffue a Son born be- 
fore the beginning of this Seffion of Parliament, 
who afterwards was Monarch of Great Britain } 
and duly confidering alfo,that the Scottifh Queen 
had , during the Life of the French King her 
Husband, by his means pretended a right to the 
Kingdom of Exgland, before the Queen her 
felf, in refpe&t of the Popes Authority 3 and that 
fome alfo did not ftick to fet a broach the Title 
of the Lady Elianor, being the younger Silter 
and Coheir with the Countefs of Hartford, 
Married to the Earl of Cumberland: therefore I 
fay all thefe faid premifles being duly weighed by 
both the faid Houfes of Parliament, it made them 
to be more earneft in Petitioning her Majefty at 
this time, to the fame effect; although it feem- 
eth that the Petition delivered at this tme, was 
chiefly preferred in the name of the Lords of the 
Upper Houfe, as that other Petition had formerly 
been preferred in the Name of the Commons, in 
the firft Seffion of this Parliament, zz Av.5 Re- 
gin. Eliz. whence it hath come to pals, that nei- 
ther of thefe Petitions being fet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe of Com- 
mons, in either of thefe two Seffions of Parlia- 
ment, the times of their delivery have been ex- 
ceedingly confounded together, in all fuch fe- 
veral Copies as I have perufed of them; in 
which, as alfo in Sir Robert Cotton’s firft Volume 
of the Journals of Parliament of the Queens 
time (which are very imperfect and fragmentary) 
they are erroneoully Entred to have been both 
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delivered in Az. 1563. in which Year, as alfo in 
part of the Year 1562. the Seffion in Az 5 Re- 
gin, Eliz. was continued. |

The Archbifhop of York, the Lord Treafu- 


rer, and the other Lords, whofe names are men- 
tioned in the former part of this day, with Sir 
Edward Rogers Knight,Comptroller of her High- 
nefs Houfhold, and Sir Wiliam Cecil Knight, her 
Majefties Principal Secretary, and divers other 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, repaired 
to her Majefty this Afternoon, being at her Pa- 
lace of Whitehall, to receive Anfwer from her 
Highnefs, touching thefe :wo great bufinefles of 
her Marriage, and the Declaration of her Suc- 
ceffor, as appeareth plainly by the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, fol. 266. 2. 
where the report of her Majefties Anfwer is fet 
down, which fhe gave this Afternoon; although 
there be no,mention at all thereof in the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe. And 
that this was the caufe and ground of their at- 
tending upon her Majefty at this time, appear- 
eth alfo plainly by a certain Manufcript Memo- 
tial, or Diary, kept and fet down by Sir Wiliam 
Cecil, her Highuefs Principal Secretary (and af- 
terwards Lord Treafurer of Exgland) of the paf- 
fages of the greateit part of her Majefties Reign: 
in which the words are as followeth. 

Nov. 5. The Queen had before her thirty 
Lords and thirty of the Commons of the Par- 
liament, to receive her Anfwer concerning 
the Petition for the Succeflion, and for Mar- 
riage, | 
But whether the Lords preferred their faid 
Petition this Afternoon, or whether they had 
fupplicated her Majefty any time before , doth 
not any where certainly appears. neither can I 
poffibly gather further than by conjecture: and 
fo it is moft probable , that though her Majefty 
had notice before, what their Petition was, yet 
it was not preferred till this Afternoon. For but 
on Saturday Morning foregoing, which was the 
fecond day of this inftantNovember,it is plain,that 
the Committees of the Houfe of Commons (as 
appeareth by the Original Journal-Book of the 
fame Houle, on Thurfday the 31% day of Ogober, 
fol. 264. 6. on which day the faid meeting of the 
Committees was appointed) did then meet to 
confider and agree upon fuch reafons , as they 
fhould fhew to the Committees of the Lords 5 
whereby they might induce her Majefty , both 
to encline to Marriage, and to declare a Suc- 
ceffor. 

And however Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal , be not nominated in 
either of the Original Journal-Books of the Up- 
per Houfe, and Houfe of Commons, to have been 
prefent with the before-mentioned Lords and 
others; yet itis plain, that if the faid Petition 
was preferred this Afternoon, or whenfoever 
elfe, it was delivered from his mouths as may be 

gathered 
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gathered from the very Petition it felf enfuing 5 
and is fo alfo exprefly fet down by Mt Camden 
in Annal Regin. Eliz. edit. Lugdun. Batav. A. D. 
1625. pag.99. and though he had abftained a 
while about this time from the Upper Houfe, 
by reafon of his infirmity of the Gout, yet he 
was now in the way of amendment and reco- 
very , repairing again to the faid Houfe on 
Saturday the 9. day of this inftant November en- 
fuing; and therefore might very well meet the 
before-mentioned Lords , and other the fele¢ted 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, at the Court 
this Afternoon. 

So then, it being moft probable that the Lords 
did both prefer their Petition this Afternoon to 
her Majefty, touching thofe two great matters 
of the Marriage and Succeffion, and alfo received 
her Majefties Anfwer; Therefore the faid Peti- 
tion doth here firft enfue, which the Lord 
Keeper pronounced in thefe or the like words 
following. 


OST humbly befeecheth your Excellent 
nls ~Majefty, your Faithful Loving and Obe- 
dient Subjedts, all your Lords both Spiritual and 
Temporal Affembled in Parliament in your Up- 
per Houfe, to be fo much their good Lady and 
Soveraign, as according to your accuftomed be- 
nignity, to grant a Gracious and Favourable 
Hearing to their Petitions and Suits, which with 


all Humblenefs and Obedience, they are come’ 


hither to prefent to your Majefty, by my Mouth, 
in matters very nearly and dearly touching your 
mott Royal Perfan, the Imperial Crown of this 
your Realm, and Univerfal Weal of the fame ; 
which Suits, for that they tend to the furety and 
prefervation of thefe three things, your Perfon, 
Crown and Realm , the Deare(t Jewel that my 
Lords have in the Earth 5 therefore they think 
themfelves for divers refpedts greatly bound to 
make thefe Petitions 5 as firft by their Duty to 
God, then by their Allegiance to your Highnefs, 
and laftly, by the Faith they ought to bear to 
their natural Country. 

And like as, moft Gracious Soveraign, by thefe 
Bonds they fhould have been bound to make 
the like Petition upon like occafion to any 
Prince, that it fhould have pleafed God to have 
appointed to Reign over them; fo they think 
themfelves doubly bound to make the fame to 
your Majefty, confidering that befides the Bond 
before-mentioned , they {tand alfo bound fo to 
do, by the great and manifold benefits they have 
and do receive daily at your Highnefs hands ; 
which, fhortly to fpeak, be as great as the Fruits 
of Peace, common quiet and Juftice can give 5 
and this with great care and charge to your Self. 
Andthus, my Lords diverfly bound , as your 
Maje(ty hath heard, are now to open to your 
Highnefs their humble Petitions and Suits, con- 
fifting in two points chiefly;which not fundrily,or 
the one without the other, but both jointly they 
defire your Highnefs to aflent to 5. The Former 
is, that it would pleafe your Majefty to difpofe 
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your felf to Marry , where it thall pleaf you, 
with whom it fhali pleafe you, and as foon as 
it {hall pleafe you. The fecond, that fome fuch 
limitation might be made, how the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm fhould remain, if God 
call your Highnefs without Heirs of your Body 
(which our Lord defend) fo as thefe Lords and 
Nobles, and other your Subjects then living 
might fufficiently underftand, to whom they 
fhould owe their Allegiance and Duty due to be 
done by Subjeéts, and that they might by your 
Majefties Licence, and with your Favour treat 
and confer together this Parliament time, for 
the well-doing of this. The former of thefe two, 
which is your Marriage, they do in their hearts 
moft earneftly with, and pray, as a thing that 
muft needs breed and bring great and fingular 
comfort to your Self, and unfpeakable joy and 
gladnefs to all true Englifh Hearts. But the fe- 
cond carrieth with it fuch neceflity, that with- 
out it they cannot fee how the fafety of your 
Royal Perfon, the prefervation of your Impe- 
rial Crown and Realm, fhall be, or can be fuf- 
ficiently and certainly provided for. 

Moft Gracious and Soveraign Lady , The La- 
mentable and pitiful E{tate andCondition, where- 
in all your Nobles and Councellors of late were, 
when it pleas'd God to lay his heavy band upon 
you, and the amazednefs that moft men of un- 
derftanding were by the Fruit of that Sicknefs 
brought into, is one caufe of this their Petition 5 
The fecond the aptnefs and opportunity of the 
time , by reafon of this Parliament , whereby 
both fuch advice, confideration and confent, as 
is requifite in fo great and weighty a caufe, may 
be better heard and ufed, than at any other 
time, when’no Parliament is. The third,for that 
the affenting and performing of thefe Petitions, 
cannot as they think but breed great terror to 
our Enemies, and therefore mutt of neceflity 
bring great furety to your Perfon, and efpecially 
by addition of fuch Laws, as may be joined with 
this limitation for the certain and {ure obferving 
of it , and preferving of your Majefty againtt 
all practices and chances. The fourth Caute, for 


‘that the like (as it is fuppofed}) hath been done 


by divers of your Noble Progenitors, both of 
old time and of late days; and alfo by other 
Princes your Neighbours of the greateft Eftate 
in Europe, and for that Experience hath taught, 
that good hath come of it. The fifth, for that 
it appeareth by Hiftories, how that in times paft, 
perfons Inheritable to Crowns being Votaries 
and Religious, to avoid fuch dangers as might 
have hapned for want of Succeffion to King- 
doms, have left their Vows and Monafteries, and 
taken themfelves to Marriage, as Conftantia a 
Nun, Heir to the Kingdom of Sicily , Married 
after fifty Years of Age, to Henry the Sixth Em- 
perour of that name, and had Iffue Frederick, 
the Second. And likewife Peter of Aragon, be- 
ing a Monk, Married, the better to eftablifh and 
pacify that Kingdom. Again, Axtonins Pius is 
as much commended, for that not two ae 
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fore his Death, he faid to his Council, Leto ani- 


mo morior, quoniam filinm vobis relinquo. Pyrrhus 
is of all Godly men detefted, for faying he 
would leave his Realmto him that had the 
fharpeft Sword. What but want of a Succeflor 
known, made an end of fo great an Empire as 
Alexander the Great did leave at hisDeath? The 
fixth caufe is, for that my Lords do judge the 
performing of this will breed fuch an untverfal 
gladnefsin the Hearts of all your true and (or 
Subjeéts, that likely and probably you thall fin 
them in all Commandments ready and glad to 
adventure their Goods, Lands and Lives in your 
Service, according to their bounden Duties, 
which of neceffity muft breed great furety alfo 
to your Majefty. 

The feventh caufe, becaufe the not doing of 
this (Gif God fhould call your Highnefs without 
Heir of your Body (which God grant never be 
feen, if it be his Will) and yet your Majefty 
right well knoweth, that Princes and their Off- 
fpring, be they never fo great, never fo {trong, 
never fo like to live, be yet Mortal, and fubjeé& 
every day, yea every hour to Gods Call) my 
Lords think, this happening, and no limitation 
made, cannot, by their Judgments, but be the 
occafion of every evident and great danger and 
peril to all Eftates and forts of men of this Realm, 
by the Factions, Seditions and Inteftine War, that 
will -grow through want of underftanding to 
whom they fhould yield Allegiance and Duty 5 
whereby much innocent blood is like to be fhed, 
and many of thofe to lofe their Lives, that 
now would gladly beftow them for your fake, 
in your Majefties Service. The eighth, for that 
the not performing ofthis, the other happening, 
doth leave the Realm without Government, 
which is the greateft danger than can happen to 
any Kingdom. For every Prince is aninea Legis, 
and fo reputed in Law 3 and therefore upon the 
Death of Princes the Law dyeth 5 all the Offices 
of Juftice, whereby the Laws are to be Execu- 
ted, do ceafe ; all Writs and Commandments to 
call parties to the Execution of Juftice, do hang 
in fufpence; all Commiffions for the Peace and 
for the punifhment of Offendors do determine, 
and lofe their force; whereby it followeth con- 
fequently , that Strength and Will muft Rule, 
and neither Law nor Reafon, during fuch a Va- 
cation and i#ter-Reign 5 wherein fuck an incer- 
tainty ofSucceffion is like to laft fo long,as it is to 
be feared (if Gods mercy be not the greater) 
that thereby we may become a prey to Strangers 
(which our Lord defend) or at leaft lofe the 
great honour and eftimation that long time hath 
pertained to us. 

And like as, moft Gracious Soveraign , my 
Lords have been moved for the Worldly refpec& 
aforefaid, to make thefe their humble Petitions 
to your Majefty, fo by the Examples, Counfels, 
yea and Commandments, that they have heard 
out of the facred Scriptures, and for Confcience 
fake they feel themfelves conftrained, and enfor- 
ced to do the like. God, your Highnefs know-

eth, by the courfe of theScriptures hath declared 
Succeffion and having of Children to be one of 
the principal Benedictions in this Life 5 and on 
thecontrary he hath pronounced contrary wife 5 
and therefore Abraham pray'd to God for Iffue, 
fearing that Eliazar his Steward fhould have been 
his Heir; and had promife that Kings fhould 
proceed of his Body. Hannah the Mother of Sz- 
muel, pray'd to God with tears for Iffue. And 
Elizabeth (whofe name your Majefty beareth) 
Mother to Fobx the Baptifi, was joyful when 
God had bleifed her with Fruit, accounting her 
felf thereby to be delivered from reproach. 

And as this is a blefling in private Houfes, fo 
is it much more in Kingdoms, as it plainly ap- 
peareth by the two Kingdoms of Ifrael and Fu- 
dah.Unto the Kingdom of judah,containing but 
two Tribes or thereabouts, God gave Lineal 
Succeflion by Defcent of Kings; and therefore it 
continued a long time. The Kingdom of I/rael, 
containing ten Tribes or thereabouts, often de- 
{titute of lawful Heirs, the one half of the peo- 
ple following the one , and the other half fol- 
lowing the other, by Warsand Seditions being 
weakned, came foon to ruine, as plainly appear- 
eth by the third and fourth Book of Kings. 

And again in the time of the Judges, becaufe 
there was no ordinary Succeflion , the people 
were often-times overcome , and carried into 
Captivity. Befides, it is plain by the Scriptures, 
that Godly Governors and Princes (as Fathers 
of their Countries) have always been careful to 
avoid the great evil that might enfue, through 
want of limitation of Succeffion, therefore Mofes 
did enjoin Fofbua to be his Succeffor,and David 
his Son Solomon, whereby a Sedition was appea- 
fed, begotten by Adowijahs of this there be many 
Examples. 

Further, feeing it may be eafily gathered by 
Experience of all Ages paft, that Civil Wars, ef- 
fufion of Chriftian Blood, and confequently ru- 
ines of Kingdoms, do follow, where Realms be 
left without a certainty ofSucceffion 5 and your 
Majefty is alfo informed of the fame, and fued 
unto for redrefs; 1f therefore now no fufficient 
remedy fhould be by your Highnefs provided, 
that then it fhould be a dangerous burthen be- 
fore God to your Majefty, and you were to 
yield a f{tri&t account to God for the fame 5 con- 
fidering you are placed, as the Prophet Ezechiel 
faith, 22 Altiffimo fpeculo of this Common-Wealth, 
and fee the Sword coming , and provide no re- 
medy for the defence of it. Laftly, The Spirit 
of God pronounceth by the Mouth of St Paul 
to Timothy, that whofoever maketh no due Pro- 
vifion for his Family, is in very great danger to 
Godward 5 and alfo by the Mouth of S* Fohz, 
that whofoever feeth but one Brother in necef- 
fity , and doth fhut up the Bowels of Pity and 
Compaflion from him, hath not the Love of 
God remaining in him; whereby it is plain and

A Bill was brought from the Houfe of Commons, 
for Tonnage of Wares brought from beyond the 
Seas, which was prima vice Ie#., as {oon as it 
came5 and now read fecunda vice, @» commiffa 
Domino Norfolcie, Comitibus Suffex & Leicefter, 
Vice-Comiti Mountague, Domino Clinton, Domino

On Saturday the 21. day of December, Nine 
Bills were brought up to the Lords from the 
Houfe of Commons; of which the two firft 
were, one for the Bowyers of Weffwinfter re- 
turn’d expedit. And another for Affurance of the 
Lady Warwick's Jointure. 

Four Bills alfo had each of them one reading 5 
of which the firft being the Bill for uttering of 
Caps and Hats, and for the true making of Caps 
and Hats, was read tertia vice C expedit. 

The Bill concerningTonnage of Wares brought 
from beyond the Seas; And the Bill for Confir- 
mation of Letters Patents, were each of them 
read fecunda vice. 

The Bill laftly touching Cloth-Workers, and 

Cloths ready wrought to be Shipped over the 
Seas, was read tertia vice, G» communi omninum 
Procerum affenfu conclufa. 
_ Inthe Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houfe is no entrance or mention made of the 
continuance of the Parliament. But it appeareth, 
that the Houfe did fit in the Afternoon, for 
without entrance of the prefence of any Lord 
in particular, it appeareth, that in the After- 
noon two Bills were read 3 viz. 

The Bill for the Almefhoufe at Plyzcouth, And 
the Bill for the Provifion of Grain, were each of 
them read primé vice. : 

On Monday the 23't day of December, the Bill 
for the Confirmation of Fines and Recoveries, 
notwithftanding the default of the Original 
Writs, was read primd vice, cum additione 
provifione annex. ©» cum quadane reformatione ci- 
dem annex. 

Two Bills were brought up to the Lords from 
the Houfe of Commons, of which one being the 
Bill for Sea-Marks, and Mariners ; And another 
againft carrying over the Sea, Rams, Lambs, or 
Sheep, being alive, were read each of them pri- 
mh vice. 

The Bill laftly concerning Tonnage of Wares 
brought from beyond the Seas, was read terti2 
vice, & communi omninum Procerum ajfenfu cone 
clusfa. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continuavit pre- 
fens Parliamentuus ug; ad boram fecundant in Po- 
meridiano. 

About which hour the Lord Keeper, and di- 
vers other Lords, both Spiritual and Temporal, 
meeting, the Bill concerning Sea-Marks, and Ma- 
riners; And the Bill againft the carrying over 
the Sea, Rams, Lambs, or Sheep alive, were each 
of them read fecunda & tertéia vice, and there- 
upon concluded. 

Two Billsalfo were fent from the Lords to the 
Houfe of Commons; of which the firft was the 
Bill of her Majefties Free and General aaa f 
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The Bill for making of Salt within her Maje- 
{ties Dominions; and the Bill for keeping a 
Market in the Mannor of Battel/ in Suffex upon 
Thurfday, were each of them read prima & fe- 
cunda vice. 

Two Bills laftly had each of them their firft 
reading 5 of which the fecond was the Bill for 
the Inning of Plum/tead-Mar/h. 

On Tue/day the 24°" day of December, the Bill 
touching the tranfporting of Tann’d Leather 
made of Sheep-Skins, and the Bill for Inning of 
Plumftead-Marfh, being {urrounded, were each 
of them read fécundd c tertid vice, and there- 
upon concluded. 

Three Bills alfo had each of them one reading, 
of which the firft being the Bill for keeping the 
Market in the Mannor of Battel/ in Suffex upon 
Thurfday, was read tertia vice, & conclufa. 

The Bill finally for continuance of certain Sta- 
tutes, was read prima, fecundi @ tertia vice. 
Quod nota, that it had three readings toge- 
ther. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continuavit pre- 
fens Parliamentum ufq, ad diem Lune tricefimum 
diem Decembris. 

On Monday the 30%" day of December, the 
Lord Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, met, but nothing was done, 
fave only the continuance of the Parliament by 
the Lord Keeper unto Thurfday the 24 day of 
January following 3 upon which day in the Af- 
ternoon the Parliament was Diffolved. 

On Thurfday the 24 day of Fanuary, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, were prefent (although through 
the negligence of Francis Spilman Efg3, at this 
time Clerk of the Upper Houfe, it doth not 
certainly appear who they were in the Original 
Journal-Book of the fame Houfe) but no Bill (as 
it feemeth) wasread, or any thing elfe done ; 
but only the Parliament continued by the Lord 
Keeper , which is there Entred in manner and 
form following, viz. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continuavit pre- 
fens Parliamentum nfq; ad horam primam in Pome- 
ridiano. 

Nota, That it appears in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, that after the 
Parliament had been continued , as aforefaid, 
Doétor Huick was fent down to the faid Houfe, 
from the Lord Keeper , to give them notice 
thereof. 

Nota alfo, That in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe, there is no mention made 
of any thing that was done, or of any Speech 
ufed, nor touching the Diffolution of this pre- 
fent Seffion of Parliament, but only that her 
Majefty was there prefent, with divers Lords 
both Spiritual and Temporal; and therefore I 
have fupplyed the whole Proceedings of this Af- 

ternoon at large , Gut of a very Copious and 
Elaborate Anonymous Memorial thereof, I had 
by me; which alfo I have in fome placesfupplyed 
out of the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 


of Commons, although it be fo little and fhort, 
as it may rather be called matter of Confirmation 
than Enlargement 5 in which alfo it hall laftly 
fuffice to touch briefly; that I have always ob- 
ferved, contrary to the ordinary courfe, to in- 
fert all fuch Speeches and other paflages (as large- 
ly as by any good Authority I might) into the 
Journal of the Upper Houfe, in which Houfe 
they were agitated and uttered, and to the Jour- 


nal of which Houfe they do moft properly be- 


long, and do only for Order fake add fome fhort 
expreffions thereof in the Journals of the Houfe 
of Commons. The faid Paffages of this After- 
noon do now next enfue out of the above-men- 
tioned Manufcript Memorial. 


The Queens Majefty between two or three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon (of this prefent 
Thurfday being the fecond day of Fazuary, in the 
ninth year of her Reign) came by Water from 
Whitehall, and Landed on the backfide of the 
Parliament-Chamber. And fo the Earl of We/t- 
morland bearing the Sword afore her, the Lady 
Strange the Train, with the Lords in their daily 
Apparel, and Heralds attending on her, the pro- 
ceeded up into the Privy-Chamber, to prepare 
her felf in her Parliament-Robes, during which 
time the Lords and Juftices put on their Parlia- 
ment-Robes, and took their places. 

And upon the upper Woollfack fate the Lord 
Keeper, till the Queen came, and then went to 
his place , at the Rail on the right hand of the 
Cloth of State. 

On the Woollfack on the Northfide , fate Sir 
Robert Catlin, and Sir Fames Dyer, the two Chief 
Juftices, and Richard Read under, and M' Ger- 
rard the Queens Attorney. 

On the Sack onthe Southfide, fate Sir Wiliam 
Cordall Matter of the Rolls, Juftice Browz, Juttice 
Welfh, and Serjeant Carus. 

On the Weltfide fate Vaughan and Yale, Ma- 
{ters of the Chancery, M' Spi/wan Clerk of the 
Parliament, M' Powle Deputy and Joint-Patentee 
with M' Martiz, Clerk of the Crown 3 afore 
which Sack ftood a little Table. 

Then the Queens Majefty being Apparelled in 
her Parliament-Robes, with a Caul on her Head, 
came forth, and proceeded up and took her Seat 5 
the Marquefs of Northampton carrying the Cap 
of Maintenance, and ftood on her right hand, 
and the Earl of We/tmorland the Sword at her 
left hand, with the Heralds and Serjeants at Arms 
before her; the Queens Mantle born up on either 
fide from her Arms, by the Earl of Lezceffer, and 
the Lord of Hunfdox, who always ftood ftill by 
her for the affifting thereof, when the ftood up 5 
her Train born by the Lady Strange, aflifted by 
the Lord Chamberlain, and Vice-Chamberlain. 
At the left hand of the Queen, and Southfide, 
kneeled the Ladies 5 and behind the Queen, at 
the Rail, ftood the Lord Keeper on the right 
hand, the Lord Treafurer on the left hand, with 
divers young Lords, and Peers Eldeft Sons. 

Then all being placed, Mt Ox/low the Speaker 
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was brought in, between Sir Francis Kuolles 
Vice-Chamberlain, and Sir Avbroje Cave Chan- 
cellor of the Dutchy; and after Reverence 
done, proceeded down tothe Wall, and from 
thence came up to the Rail, in the way making 
three Reverences; and f{tanding there, made 
other three like Reverences, and then began his 
Oration, as followeth. 


OST Excellent and Vertuous Princefs, 
ec. Where I have been Elected by the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes of this your ne- 
ther Houle to be their Mouth, or Speaker, and 
thereunto appointed and allowed by your Ma- 
jefty, to fupply the fame room, to the bewray- 
ing of my wants, {pecially, that thereby I fhall 
be forced utterly to difcover the barrennefs of my 
learning before this Noble Aflembly, which not 
alittle grieveth me, and would gladly be excu- 
fed, confidering the true faying , How there ts 
no difference between a wife Man and a Fool, if 
they may keep filence 5 which I require. But 
again, confidering your Majefties Clemency, ta- 
king in good part the good will of the party, for 
want of ability, which putteth me in remem- 
brance, and good hope perfwading me, that you 
will not take your faid Clemency from me, con- 
trary to your Nature. : 

Again, when I confider my Office, as Speaker, 
it is no great matter, being but a Mouth, to ut- 
ter things appointed me to fpeak unto you, and 
not otherwife 5 which confifteth only in Speak- 
ing, and not in any other Knowledges whereby 
I gather how it is neceffary, 1 {peak fimply, and 
plainly, according to the truth and truft repofed 
inme. And thus, confidering whofe Mouth I 
am, which chofe me to fpeak for them, being 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles , who were 
not alfo by the Commons chofen for their Elo- 
quence, but for their Wifdom and difcretion, by 
this means being fit men to whom the Commons 
have committed the care and charge of them- 
felves, Wives and Children, Lands and Goods, 
and fo in their behalf to forefee, and take order 
for all things neceflary. Thus they being Chofen 
by the plain Commons, it is neceffary they Elect 
a plain Speaker, fit for the plain matter, and 
therefore well provided at firft to have fuch a 
one as fhould ufe plain words, and net either fo 
fine that they cannot be underftood, or elfe fo 
Eloquent, that now and then they mifs the 
Cufhion. 

But now upon occafion of beholding your 
Grace and this Noble Aflembly, I confider the 
manifold and great benefits, which God fuddenly 
hath fent unto this Country 5 for although God 
hath granted the benefit of Creation and Con- 
fervation, with many other Commodities, to 
other Nationsof the World, yet this our Native 
Country he hath bleffed, not only with the like, 
but alfo with much more fruitfulnefs than any 
other 5 of which great and ineftimable benefit of 
Gods preferment, which appeareth better by the 
want that others have of the fame, I am occa- 
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fioned now to fpeak , the rather to move and 
ftir up our hearts, to give moft hearty thanks 
to God for the fame. 

Now to fpeak of Government by Succeffion, 
Election, Religion, or Policy; Firft, if the Body 
fhould want a Head , it were a great Monfter ; 
fo it is likewife, if it have many Heads, as if upon 
every feveral Member were a Head.And to fpeak 
of one Head; although in the Body be divers 
Meinbes, which be made of Flefh, Bones, $i- 
news and Joints , yet the one Head thereof go- 
verneth wifely the fame; which if it fhould 
want , we fhould be worfe thin wild Beafts, 
without a Shepherd, and fo worthily be called a 
Monttrous Beaft. 

Again , If the Body fhould be Governed by 
many Heads, then the fame would foon come to 
deftruction,by reafon of the Controverfy amongft 
them, who would never agree, but be deftroyed 
without any Foreign Invafion; therefore God 
{eeth it is needful, that the people have a King, 
and therefore a King is granted them; and fo 
therefore the be{t Government is to be ruled by 
one King, and not many, who may maintain 
and cherifh the good and Godly, and punifh the 
Ungodly and Offenders. 

As for Government by Election, in that is 
great variance, partiality, {trifes and part-takings, 
As for Examples, amongft the reft take out one, 
which is called the moft Holy , as that of the 
Pope 3 and weigh how holily and quietly it is 
done, called indeed holy and quiet, but utterly 
unholy and unquiet , with great part-takings 
and {trifes. 

Now touching Religion. To fee the Divine 
Providence of God, how that many Nations be 
Governed by one Prince, which were impoffi- 
ble, but that God Ordereth it fo, by whom the 
Order of Regiment is appointed, and that in his 
Scriptures; wherefore the Subjects ought to o- 
bey the fame, yea although they were evil, and 
much more thofe that be good. So God hath 
here appointed us, not a Heathen, or unbelieving 
Prince, ashe might, but a Faithful, and one of 
his own Children, to govern us his Children : in 
which Government the Prince ferveth God two 
ways asa Man, and asa King. Inthat heisa 
Man, he ought to live and ferve God, as one of 
his good Creatures ; And in that he is a King, 
and fo Gods fpecial Creature, he ought to make 
Laws whereby God may be truly worfhipped, 
and that his Subjects might do no injury one to 
another, and {pecially to make quietnefs amongft 
the Minifters of the Church 5 to extinguifh and 
put away all hurtful and unprofitable Ceremo- 
nies in any Cafe contrary to Gods word; in 
which point we have in your Majefties behalf 
great thanks to give unto God, in fetting forth 
unto us the Liberty of Gods word, whereof be- 
fore we were bereaved , and that you have re- 
formed the State of the corrupt Church, now 
drawing Souls out of dangerous errors, which 
afore by that Corruption they were led and 
brought unto. 

And 
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And concerning Policy, God hath Commit- 
ted to your Highnefs two Swords; the one of 
which may be called the Sword of War, to pu- 
nifh outward Enemies withal, and the other the 
Sword of Juftice, to Correct offending Subjects: 
in which point of Policy your Majefty is not 
behind your Progenitors 5 for although at your 
Entrance you found this Realm in War, and un- 
garnifhed with Munition , and thae with fach 
{tore as never was before; yet you have dillodg- 
ed our antient Enemies which were planted and 
placed even upon the Walls of this Realm. And 
concerning Policy in Laws, as Bones, Sinews and 
Joints be the force of a Natural Body, fo are 
good Laws the {trength of a Common-Wealth : 
And your Laws be confifting of two points, the 
Common Laws, and the Statutes, 

And for the Common Law, it is fo grounded 
on Gods Laws and Natures, that three feveral 
Nations governing here have all allowed the 
fame; which is not inferior, but rather fuperior, 
and more indifferent than any other Law. For 
by our CommonLaw, although there be for the 
Prince provided many Princely Prerogatives and 
Royalties 5 yet it isnot fuch, as the Prince can 
take money, or other things, or do as he will at 
his own pleafure without order: but quietly to 
fuffer his Subje@s to enjoy their own, without 
wrongful oppreffion, wherein other Princes by 
their Liberty do take as pleafeth them. 

Ariftotle faith, That the Life of the Prince is 
the Maintenance of the Laws, and that it is bet- 
ter to be governed by a good Prince , than by 
good Laws; and fo your Majefty, as a good 
Prince, is not given to Tyranny , contrary to 
your Laws 3 but have and do pardon divers of 
your Subjects offending againft the Laws. As 
now for Example, of your fpecial Grace you 
have granted a general Pardon, either without 
our feeking, or looking for; whereby it is the 
better welcom. Again your Majefty hath not 
attempted to make Laws contrary to Order, but 
orderly have called this Parliament , who per- 
ceived certain wants, and thereunto have put 
their helping hand, and for help of eyil manners, 
good Lawsare brought forth; of the which we 
befeech your Excellent Majefty, fo many as you 
fhall allow, to infpire with the breath of your 
Majefties Power 5 whereby they may be quick- 
ned, which now want Life, and fo be made 
Laws. 

Furthermore concerning Payments to be made 
to the Prince, it is as to deliver the fame to Gods 
Minifters, who are appointed always for our de- 
fence; wherefore your humble Subjects do offer 
a Subfidy, to be put into: your Majefties Trea- 
fure; which although it be but as a Mite, or a 
Farthing, yet is the good will of them io be re- 
puted as the poor Widows was in the Gofpel ; 
wherein] muft.not omit'to- do that which never 
Speaker did before; vx. to defire your Majefty 
not to regard this fimple offer of ours, but there- 
in to accept our good will,wherein your Highnefs 
hath prevented me in taking in the beft part our 
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good will; and required us to retain in our 
hands part of our gift, and accounting it to be 
in our Purfes as in your own; and fo is our Duty, 
befides the Policy thereof, it being for our own 
Defence: and alfo honefty, for that we have 
received many benefits by your Majefty ; for he 
that doth a good turn, deferveth the praife, and 
not he which afterwards goeth about to reward, 
or doth reward the fame. Alfo giving moft hearty 
thanks to God, for that your Highnefs hath fig- 
nified your pleafure of your inclination to Mar- 
riage 3 which afore you were not given unto, 
which is done for our fafeguard; that whenGod 
thall call you, you fhall leave of your own Body 
to fucceed you , which was the greateft promife 
that God made to David, and the greateft re- 
queft that Abraham defired of God, when God 
promifed him exceeding great reward: Who 
faid, Lord, what wilt thou give me, when I go 
Childlefs , and he that is the Steward of mine 
Houfe, is mine Heir? Therefore God grant us, 
that, as your Majefty hath defended the Faith 
of Abraham, you may have the like defire of 
Iffue with you. And for that purpofe, that you 
would fhortly imbrace the holy State of Matri- 
mony, to have one, when and with whom God 
fhall appoint, and beft like your Majefty 5 and 
fo the Iffue of your own Body, by your Exam- 
ple, Rule over our Pofterity 5 and that we may 
obtain this, Jet us give our moft humble thanks 
to God for his manifold benefits beftowed upon 
us, and pray for the Reign of your Majelties 
Iffue, after your long defired Government 3 and 
fo ended and did his Obey{ance. 


Then the Lord Keeper (after the Queen had 
called him, and told him her mind) Anf{wered 
to M' Speaker, and faid. 


M' Speaker, The Queen hath heard and un- 
derftood your Wife and Eloquent Oration, 
whereby principally I gather four things 5 Firft, 
Difabling your felf Secondly, Concerning Go- 
vernance, The third, touching the Subfidy. And 
laftly, In giving thanks; which alfo was inter- 
mingled very wifely in all parts of your Ora- 
tion. 

And for the firft, In difabling your felf, you 
have therein contrarily bewrayed your own 
ablenefs, 

For the fecond, Concerning Governance, as 
well by Succeflion as Election, of Religion and 
Policy , in which Difcourfe you have dealt well, 
I therefore leave it, and mean to {peak only a 
few words, as to your laft word Policy. 

Politick Orders be Rules of all good Ads, 
and touching thofe that you have made to the 
over-throwing of good Laws, they deferve re- 
proof as well as the others deferve praife 5 in 
which like cafe you err, in bringing her Majefties 
Prerogative in Queftion , and for that thing, 
wherein fhe meant not to hurt any of your Li- 
berties. And again, the grant of her Letters Pa- 
tents in Quettion is not a little marvail, for that

therein you find fault ; which is now no new 
devifed thing , but fuch as afore this time hath 
been ufed and put in practice, howbeit her Ma- 
jeties nature is mild and full of Clemency 3 fo 
that fhe is loth herein to be aufteresand therefore, 
though at this time fhe fuffer you all to depart 
quietly unto your Countrics for your Amend- 
ment, yet as it isneedful, fo fhe hopeth that the 
Offenders will hereafter ufe themfelves well. 

Again, touching the good Laws, which you 
have taken great pains in making 5 if they be 
not Executed, they be not only as Rods without 
Hands to execute them, or as Torches without 
Light, but alfo breed great contempt : therefore 
look well to the Execution; for if it be not 
done, the fault is in fome of us, which the put- 
teth orderly in truft to fee it done. 


For the third point , concerning the prefent- 


ment of the Subfidy , her Majefty biddeth me 
fay, that when the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral granted it unto her, fo the trufteth you will 
be as careful in gathering of it; which I, and 
others be witnefs, how very unwilling and loth 
fhe was to take, but to avoid further inconve- 
nience. 

And laftly , Concerning knowledge of bene- 
fits, and giving of thanks, which you have well 
declared be many, yet one in comparifon above 
all, yeaa fruit above all other,and whereby you 
may enjoy all the other, which is her Marriage 5 
whereof fhe hath put you in good hope. 

Further, I have to put you in remembrance 
of three things; the firft is, that where now you 
acknowledge benefits, and as you have caufe to 
give thanks , fo fecondly, that you be not un- 
mindful hereafter to do the like; And thirdly, 
that in all your doings hereafter, you fhow your 


felves, that all thefe benefits be had in remem- | A& 


brance, and not forgotten; for that it fhould 
be a thing againft reafon in humane Creatures ; 
{pecially therefore now it behoveth you all, as 
you have acknowledged benefits, and for them 
given thanks in the firft point , fo that you fee 
the other two obferved. And then her Majefty 
will not fail likewife thankfully to accept the 
fame; and fo ended. f

Nota, That here to the Subfidy Bill, becaufe 
it is the meer gift of the Subject, the Queens

but as it is joined with her thankful acceptance. 

Nor to the Bill of Pardon, becaufe it is ori- 
ginally her free gift , is any other circumftance 
required , than that the thankful acceptance 
thereof by the Lords and Commons be likewife 
exprefled; it being but once read in either 
Houfe, before it come thus at laft to be expedi- 
ted. Now to all other Bills, either private or 
publick, the Queens exprefs confent, though in 
different words, is always requifite, as follow- 
eth, viz. 

The Bills of Subfidy and Pardon being paffed 
in manner and form as aforefaid, then were the 
publick Aéts reads to every one of which allow- 
ed by the Queen, the Clerk of the Parliament 
read in French thefe words following , viz.

But alas they began to pierce the Veffel before the 
Wine was fined, and began a thing not forefeeing 
the end, how by this means I have feen my well- 
willers from mine Enemies, and can, as me feem- 
eth, very well divide the Honfe into four.

advice, made Proteftation and caufed it to be 
entred,upon the Parliament Roll 3 but tt appears 
the Commons agreed to it, by the Petition which 
they put up to the King, whereby they recom- 
mended by the Chancellors Intereft, his Services 
and Attions , praying his Grace to accept him 
to his gracious favour and good acceptance, and 
that he was a great inftrament of the intended 
Peace and Marriage, which the Commons well 
liked of, though the Lords did not.

11. The Marriage of King Philip and Queen 
Mary, it is true, was treated on before, yet no- 
thing could abfolutely be concluded till the 
whole Treaty and Articles of Marriage were fo- 
lemnly and folidly debated in Parliament,° which 
being agreed to, they confirm and eftablifh 
them by a Lam. 

12. We your Majefties moft humble Subjeéts, 
cannot forbear, but with all humblenefS moft 
thankfully to fet before the fame, our moft 
lowly thanks for three {pecial matters proceed- 
ing from your Majefty to our benefit, joy and 
comfort in this prefent Aflembly. 

_Firft, For the more Princely confideration 
had of us in the forbearing at this time fome 
portion of that, which according to the great- 
nefs and neceflity of your Affairs, we of Duty 
meant and intended to have yielded unto your 
Majetty. 

Secondly, For the moft comfortable affurance 
and promife by your Majefty made and decla- 
red unto us, that for our Weal and Surety, your 
Majefty would, Merry as foon as God fhould give 
yOu opportunity to accomplifh the fame, where- 
of we have received infinite comfort, and fhall 
pray to Almighty God to further and profper all 
your Majefties Actions tending thereunto, that 
we your moft natural Subjects may {peedily fee 
fome noble Iffue of your Body, to continue 
perpetually by Defcent the Succeffion of this Im- 

erial Crown. 

Thirdly, For the great hope and comfort we 
have conceived by the means of your Majefties 
moft Honourable Speech, uttered and declared 
unto us, of your moft Gracious and Princely 
Difpofition and determination, when time there- 
unto fhall ferve conveniently, with the Surety of 
your Majefties Perfon, and the Weal and Tran- 
quillity of your Realm, to have due regard to 
the further eftablifhing of the Succeffioz of your 
Imperial Crown.

the 30" of September, and then and there continued until the Diffolu- 
tion thereof on Thurfday the 24 day of Jan. An. 9 Reg. ejufdem. 


HIS Journal of the Houfe of Com- 
mons in this prefentSeffion of Par- 
liament de Az. 8 Regin. Eliz. is not 
only replenifhed with excellent 
matter, touching the ufual Orders 

and Liberties of the Houfe, but alfo enriched 
with the unufual Election of a new Speaker, and 
with the extraordinary agitation of thofe two 
great bufineffes, touching her Majefties Marriage, 
and Declaration of her next Succeffor, in default 
of the Iffue of her own Body. Which having 
been moved in the firft Seffion of this Parlia- 
ment, in Av, 5 Regin. Eliz. and been then well 
accepted by her Majefty , gave her now much 
diftaft , being again too earneftly and plainly 
prefled by them, as her Highnefs did fully inti- 
mate upon the laft day of this prefent Scflion, 
before the Diflolution thereof; in which alfo it 
is to be noted, that Seymour Eq3, being 
ftill Clerk of the Houfe of Commons, although 
this were the laft Parliament in which he ferved, 
the paflages thereof are recorded in the Original 
Journal-Book of the faid Houfe, far more imper- 
fe@ly and briefly, than in the enfuing Parlia- 
ments of her Majefties Reign, when Fulk Ov flow 
Efq; fucceeded him in the faid place. 

There were finally between that Seffion in A. 
5 Regin. Eliz. and this now folowing in Az. 8 
Regin. ejufdem, fix feveral Prorogations ; of 
which the firft was had on Suturday the 10" day 
of April in the Afternoon (when the {aid firft 
Seffion in the fifth Year of her Maiefty ended ) 
and by it the faid Parliarsent was Prorogued un- 
to the fecond day of Oéfober next enfuing, and 
on the faid fecond day of Ofober, in refpe&t that 
the Plague and Peftilence was very rife in Lon- 


don and Weftminfter , it was further Prorogued 
unto the fifth day of O@ober, whieh fhould hap- 
pen to be in the Year of our Lord 1564. (which 
fell ous to be in Av. 6 Regin. Eliz.) and on the 
faid fifth day of Ocfober, in Anno prediffo, it was 
further Prorogued unto the 30%" day of April 
next enfuing, which fell out to be in Axxo 7 Re- 
gin, Eliz. An. Dom. 1565. Andon the 30" day 
of April in Anno prediéo, it was further Proro- 
gued unto the 4'* day of Ofober then next en- 
fuing, which fell out to be in the fame Year. And 
on the faid 4t* day of Ofober, in Anno preditto, 
it was again Prorogued unto the 7° day of Fed, 
nextenfuing (which fell out tobe in the eighth 
Year of her Majefties Reign.) And on the 7" 
day of February in Anno predifo , it was laftly 
Prorogued unto the 30% day of September being 
Monday in Anno fipra memorato Regin. Eliz, An- 
nog; Dow. 1566. in which it is to be noted, that 
Thomas Williams Efg; the Speaker of the faid 
Houfe of Commons , in the firft Seffion of this 
Parliament, in Anno 5 Regin. Eliz. was not pre- 
fent at any of the faid five Prorogations (except 
at the firft only , as is {pecially fet down in the 
Original Journal-Book of that Houfe, de Az. z/to 
5 Ehz. prafito) although , it fhould feem, he 
were then living, and died not until after the 
faid fifth Prorogation, and before the faid fixth 
and laft ; after which this prerent Seflion in Av. 
8 Regin. Eliz. began on the forefaid 30"* day 

of Septevber, in manner and form following. 
On Monday the 30° and laft day of September, 
this Seffion of Parliament in Av. 8 Regine Eliz. 
held, according to the fixth Prorogation thereot 
on the 7" day of February foregoing 5 where- 
upon both the Lords and Commons did aa of

them affemble and meet in chit feveral Houfes, | Honourable Privy-Council, fhould in the name 


as at any other ordinary time, without Pomp or 
Solemnity ; this being, as hath been obferved, 
no new Parliament, but only the laft Seflion of 
that Parliament, which had been firft begun at 
Weftminster, on Tuefday the 12"* day of Fanuary, 
in Av.5 Regin. Eliz. Anno Dom. 1563. and con- 
tinued by many feveral Prorogations, unto this 
prefent Monday, being the laft day of September 
as aforefaid. 

But as foon asthe Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gefles had Affembled themfelves in the Houfe of 
Commons,and neither unmindful of the weighty 
Charge committed unto them., nor letting flip 
the opportunity of the time offered, had begun 
to make entry (as it were) to treat of that they 
had in hand, they immediately found their de- 
fect, and want of their Mouth and Speaker, 
Thomas William ¥{g3, \ately from them by Death 
bereft, Which was there openly and manifeftly 
made known unto them, by Sir Edward Rogers 
Knight, Comptroller of her MajeftiesHoufhold. 
For remedy of which defe&, they fell to Con- 
fultation, what was moft meet to be done, in 
that fo needful, unexpected, and unexperimen- 
ted Caufe. In which Deliberation,it was thought 
good, and wholly agreed upon, that the faid 
Sir Edward Rogers Knight , a chief Member of 
that Affembly and Fellowship, accompanied 
with Sir Fraxcis Kuolles Knight , her Highnefs 
Vice-Chamberlain, Sir !Villiam Cecill Knight, her 
Majefties Chief Secretary, Sir Avbrofe Cave Kt, 
Chancellor of her Highnefs Dutchy of Laxcafter, 
four chief Members of that Affembly and Fel- 
lowfhip, and divers others, to the number of 
twelve perfons, fhould (as fent from and with 
the mind of the whole Houfe) make their rela- 
tion of this fo happened, unto the Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal, and unto all the forefaid 
Lords, at that time likewife being in their Court, 
in mindful attendance to their Charge; And 
therewith alfo in humble wife fhould requeft 
them, to have their Aid and Conjun@ion, both 
for the intimation of the matter unto the Queens 
Highnefs, and alfo for knowledge of her Graci- 
ous good Pleafure and Will therein 5 all which 
matter and Petition, the faid Mt Comptroller, 
affifted with the Perfonages and Company as 
aforefaid appointed, did in comely order, and 
difcreet modefty, make manifeft and known un- 
to the faid Lords. After which the Lord Keeper, 
firft requiring the faid Perfonages a while to 
withdraw themfelves, then commended the 
Order of the matter unto the faid Lords, fitting 
in Confultation for the fame ; by whom, upon 
confidered advice therein had , it was by them 
all thought feemitg,to fignifie unto the faid Com- 
mons , by the Perfonages aforefaid fent, that 
they thought it expedient and good, the faid 
Lord Keeper, the Lord Treafurer of Exgland, 
the Duke his Grace of Norfolk, and the Lord 
Marquefs of Northampton , Accompanied with 
the four before-recited Perfonages of the faid 
Commons Houfe, being all of her Highnefs moft 


of .both the Affemblies, with all humblenef§ and 
due celerity, make intimation of their faid Eftate, 
and the Petition thereupon depending, unto her 
faid Highnefs. To which advice the faid Com- 
mons, upon knowledge had of the fame, wholly 
affented. And then it was agreed, that the Houfe 
fhould meet again on the Morrow following at 
nine of the Clock. 

OnTuefday the firft day of Ofober,the Knights, 
Citizens , Burgefies and Barons of the Houfe 
of Commons, being Affembled together in their 
own Houle, about nine of the Clock in the Fore- 
noon, report was made unto them (by Sir Ed- 
ward Rogers Knight, Comptroller of her Maje- 
{ties Houfhold, as is moft probable, in refpe@ 
that he was the Chief Privy-Councellor of the 
Houfe) that her Majefty had been moved ac- 
cording to the former Order, for her Licence to 
chufe a Speaker, and that they fhould receive 
Anfwer thereof this day in the Upper Houfe ; 
and thereupon, as foon as they had notice, that 
divers of the Lords, Spiritual and Temporal, with 
Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of England, were Affembled in the 
Upper Houfe, and expected their repair thither, 
they prefently went up unto the Lords, where 
thet Lord Keeper fhewed forth a Commiffion 
from her Majefty under the Great Seal of Exg- 
land, directed unto him, which he Commanded 
the Clerk openly to read. 

Which faid Commiflion , as alfo the greateft 
part of the foregoing days paflages, are tran{cri- 
bed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe, and inferted here, as into the due 
and proper place. Which very things were in 
part alfo mentioned in the Original Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, with the paflages of this 
prefent Tvefday, although in both I have not 
omitted to fupply fome things my felf, which 
might eafily be gathered by the comparing of fe- 
veral things together. The Tenor of the faid 
Commiffion enfueth verbatim.

zens and Burgeffes have declared unto us, that the 
faid Thomas Williams fizce the /aft Selfion of this 
prefent Parliament, is dead. And thereupon have 
made their humble Suit and Petition unto us, that 
they might have Licence and Commandment from 
ins, to proceed to elect among themfelves, one other 
to be their Speaker for the reft of this prefent Par- 
liament yet to come. Wherefore We, having certain 
and perfect knowledge, that the faid Thomas Wil- 
liams is dead, as they have alledged, and conftder- 
ing their humble Petition and Requeft , very meet 
and necefjary to be granted , have appointed and 
Conftituted you, aud by thefé Prefents, We do Will, 
Comutand, Conflitute and Appoint you, for us and 
in our Name, to call the faid Kuights, Citizens 
and Burgeffes before you, and other the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal, Affembled in this our prefent 
Parliament, in the Higher Houle of our Parliament 
at Weltminfter , avd there for us, and in our 
Name, to Will ‘and Command the faid Kuights, 
Citizens aud Burgeffes, to refort to their accuftomed 
place, and there to Ele .and chufe amongst them- 
felves, one fufficient and able perfon ,. to be their 
Speaker for the reft of this prefent Parliament to 
come , And after they have fo made their Election, 
that then three or four of them, for andin all their 
names, fhall fignifie. the fame unto us. And there- 
upon we will further fignifie our pleafure unto then, 
what day and time they shall prefent the perfon E- 
lected before us, as heretofore hath been in like cafes 
accuftomed to be done; wherefore our Will and 
Pleafure is, that you do diligently attend about the 
doing of the premifes, and execute the fame with 
fea. In Witnefs whereof we have caufed thefe our 

etters of Commilfion to be Sealed with cur Great 
Seal of England. Witvefs our Self at Weftmin- 
fter, the firft day of Otober, in the Eighth Tear 
of our Reign, The refidue of this Days Paffages 
follows out of the Journal of the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

As foon as the faid Commiffion had been read, 
the Knights, Citizens and.Burgefles, and Barons 
of the Houfe of Commons , departed into their 
own Houfe ; where Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold, declared 
unto them , that for as much as Richard Onflow 
Efq;, her Majefties Sollicitor General , was a 
Member of their faid Houfe , being Elected a 
Burgefs for the Borough of ....... in the County 
of Sufex, they would ufe fome means to have 
him reftored unto them (who as yet attended in 
the Upper Houfe) to join with them in their E- 
lection of a Speaker. And thereupon, notice 
thereof being given to the Lords of the Upper 
Houfe, upon Confultation had amongtt them, 
the faid Mt Oxflow was fent down with the 
Queens Serjeant at Law, Mt Carus, and M At- 
torney General, to fhew for himfelf, why he 
fhould not be a Member of this Houfe, who al- 
ledging many weighty reafons , as well for his 


Office of Sollicitor, as for his Writ of Attendance 
in the Upper Houfe, was neverthelefs adjudged 
to be a Member of this Houfe. And thereupon 
proceeding to the Election, Mt Comptroller no- 
minated M' Oxflow to be Speaker, who humbly 
difabled himfelf, as well for non-ability of fub- 
ftance meet for that place, as alfo for his Oath 
made to the Queens Majefty, and required them 
to proceed to a new Election; upon whofe Ar- 
guments the Houfe was divided , and the num- 
ber to have him Speaker was eighty two, and 
the contrary was fixty. And immediately M* 
Comptroller, and M‘ Vice-Chamberlain, brought 
him from his place, to the Chair, and there fet ° 
him down. 

On Weduefday the fecond day of Ofober, be- 
tween three and four of the Clock in the After- 
noon, the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
Houfe of Commons, repaired to the Upper 
Houfe (having notice that her Majefty with the 
Lords and divers others were already fet in the 
faid Houfe, expecting their coming) where 
Richard Onflow E({g:, their Speaker Ele , was 
led up to the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the 
faid Houfe, between Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold, and Sir 
Francis Kuolles Knight, her Highnefs Vice- 
Chamberlain, andfo prefented unto her Majetty 5 
where having difabled him(felf in many refpects, 
he was notwithftanding allowed by her Majefty, 
by the Mouth of the Lord Keeper. After which 
having defired free accefs to her Highnefs, and 
pardon for himfelf, if he fhould in any thing 
unwittingly fail or miftake 5 the Lord Keeper, by 
her Majefties Commandment , declared her full 
Affent to the faid particulars. And thereupon 
the faid Speaker , being now compleatly and 
perfectly invefted in his place, departed back 
with the refidue of the Houle of Commons, un- 
to their own Houfe; where according to the 
ufual Form, one Bill had its firft reading 5 272. 
The Bill how Sanctuary-perfons fhall be com- 
pellable for payment of their Debts, 

Nota, That the Paffages of this Afternoon, 
containing in them the manner of the Prefent- 
ment and Allowance of the Speaker, were in 
part tranfcribed out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, and in part 
out of a certain Anonymous Memorial I had by 
me, containing the forefaid matters at large; in 
both which , it doth appear directly , that the 
faid Richard Oxflow Efg3, her Majefties Sollicitor 
General, now Speaker of the faid Houle, did 
contrary to all former and latter Prefidents,only 
Petition her Majefty in behalf of the Houfe, for 
free accefs; and did very ignorantly omit , or 
carelefly forget to mention thofe two other an- 
tient and undoubted Priviledges of the fame 
Houle; viz. Liberty of Speech, and Freedom 
from Arrefts for themfelves and Followers 5 or 
elfe perhaps he thought and conceived, that thofe 
faid rights of the Houfe were fo evident and un- 
queftionable, as they needed no further Con- 
firmation. And doubtiefs, whatfoever the faid 
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M' Onflow conceived, yet the Event at this Sefli- 
on of Parliament, notwithftanding his omiflion, 
made it moft clear, for thofe two great bufineffes 
of her Majefties Marriage , and declaring a Suc- 
ceffor, comin 
Mounfon, M' Bell, Mt Paul Wentworth , and o- 
thers ufed fo great Liberty of Speech, as (I con- 
ceive) was never ufed in any Parliament, or Sef- 
fion of Parliament before, or fince. Nor were 
they any lef zealous to maintain and preferve 
that their other priviledge of freedom from Ar- 
re{ts (omitted likewife by the faid M' Ozflow ) 
when occafion was offered , than at any other 
time.

Upon Complaint made by M' Grafton again 
one PAi/pot, a Purfaivant in the Court of Wards, 
touching two Promoters for Extortion, the faid 
Purfuivant was fent for. 

On Tuefday the 15° day of Oober, the new 
Bill touching Apparel to be worn by the Laity, 
and Clergy, was read the fecond time 5 and, as 
it fhould-feem , was thereupon committed to 
Mt Vice-Chamberlain and others. 

Two Bills were brought from the Lords to 
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Two Bills had each of them one reading, of | the Houfe of Commons, by M* Serjeant Carns, 
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and M' Attorney ; of which the firft was the Bill 
touching Fines and Recoveries; and the fecond 
was the Bill to take away Clergy from Offenders 
in certain Cafes, 

On Wednefday the 16" day of Odober, Two 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the fecond being the Bill for 
Affurance of Fines and Recoveries to be good, 
from the beginning of the Reign of Queen Eiiz. 
although the Original be imbezelled,was read the 
firft time. 

This Morning finally the Dean of Weftminfter 
(according to the appointment of the Houfe on 
Thurfday \aft, the ro day of this inftant Odo- 
ber foregoing) was prefent at the Bar, with his 
Councel; zz. Mr. Edmond Plowden of the Mid- 
dle-Temple, and Mr. Ford a Civilian. The Dean 
himfelf made an Oration in defence of the San- 
ctuary, and alledged divers Grants by King Lw- 
cing and other Chriftian Kings, and Mr. Plowden 
alledged the Grant for Sanctuary there by King 
Edward five hundred years agos viz. Dat. in 
Az. 1066. with great reafons in Law and Chro- 
nicle ; ‘and Mr. Ford alledged divers Stories and 
Laws for the fame; and thereupon the Bill was 
committed to the Mafter of the Rolls, and o- 
thers (not named) to perufe the Grants, and 
to certifie the force of the Law now for San- 
Ctuaries. 

On Thurfday the 17%" day of Ogober, the Bill 
affirming the Confecration of Archbifhops and 
Bifhops within this Realm, was read the fecond 
time, and Ordered to be ingroffed. 

Sir Edward Rogers Knight, Comptroller of her 
Majefties Houfhoid , moved the Houfe to have 
confideration of the Queens Majefties late great 
and extraordinary expences, to proportion out 
fome fupply accordingly. And thereupon Sir 
Willian Cecil Knight, her Highnefs Principal Se- 
cretary, made an Excellent Declaration of the 
Queens great Charges in defending New-Haven 
in Fravce, in repairing and increafing the Navy 
and Munition , her Charges alfo againft Fobx 
Oneyle in Ireland and immediately thereupon, 
all the Privy-Council being Members of this 
Houfe, the Mafter of the Rolls, and forty others 
of the Houfe, whofe names are omitted through 
the negligence of the Clerk, were nominated 
and appointed to confider of the rate and pay- 
ment of fome fupply and aid to be given to her 
Majefty, and Ordered to meet to Morrow in the 
Afternoon, in the Star-Chamber. 

On Friday the 18° day of Odober, Four Bills 
had each of them one reading, of which the laft 
being the Bill touching prices of Barrels and Kil- 
derkins, was read the third time. 

A Motion was made by Mr. Molineux, for the 
reviving of the Suit touching the Declaration of 
a Succeffor, in cafe her Majetty thould die with- 
out [flue of her own Body 3 which Suit had 
been firft moved by the Houfe , and their Peti- 
tion preferred therein, in the firft Seffion of this 
Parliament, in Azno 5 Regin. Eliz. and that the 
faid bufinefs touching the Declaration of a Suc- 
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ceffor , and the Subfidy Bill might proceed to- 


gether, which Motion was very well approved 
by the greater. part of the faid Houfe. 

And thereupon divers Propofitions and Rea- 
fonings enfued , this great bufinefs being once 
moved, although it fhould feem in the conclu-. 
fion thereof, that the greater part of the Houfe 
were refolved to recontinue the faid Suit, and 
to know her Highnefs Anfwer: Although Sir 
Ralph Sadler Knight Banneret, one of her Privy- 
Council, had declared and affirmed unto the 
Houfe, that he had heard the Queen fay, in the 
prefence of divers of the Nobility, that for the 
Wealth of the Realm, her Highnefs was minded 
to Marry. Vide plus concerning this matter on 
Monday the 25** day of November following, 
whither all the days are referred, on which this 
bufinefs was agitated. 

On Saturday the 19 day of Ofober, the Bill 
touching Fines and Recoveries to be good from 
the beginning of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
although the Originals be loft, was read the {e- 
cond time, and, asit fhould feem, was commit- 
ted toM' Seck ford and others. 

Three Bills finally were brought down to the 
Houle from the Lords, of which one was the 
Bill for the Indenization of John Stafford, born 
beyond the Seas; and another for prevention 
of fraudulent gifts in Bankrupts. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil/, and Sir Francis Kuolles, 
her Majefties Vice-Chamberlain , declared unto 
the Houfe , that the Queens Majefty was, by 
Gods {pecial Providence, moved to Marriage, 
and that fhe mindeth for the Wealth of her 
Commons, to profecute the fame. 

Sir Ambrofe Cave Chancellor of the Dutchy, 
and Sir Edward Rogers Comptroller of her Ma- 
jefties Houfhold, affirmed the fame , and there- 
upon perfwaded and advifed the Houfe to fee 
the fequel of that, before they made further 
Suit touching the Declaration of a Succeffor. 

But againft this Opinion divers Lawyers of 
the Houfe (although their names are negligent- 
ly omitted, the chief of them being Moun/on,. 
Bell, and Kizgfmill) did argue very boldly and 
judicioufly. And fo prevailed with the greateft 
part of the Houfe, as that it was refolved,.con- 
trary to the foregoing Motion of thofe of her 
Majefties Privy-Council , to recontinue their 
Suit touching the Declaration of a Succeffor, and 
to get the Queens Anfwer. And to that end it 
was Ordered , that all the Privy-Council being 
Members of this Houfe, with forty four others 
(whofe names are omitted in the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the faid Houfe) fhould meet to Mor- 
row, to confult and advife in what manner they 
might move the Lords of the Upper-Houfe, to 
join with them in this matter. 

This is the fecond day in which this great bu- 
finefs was agitated in the Houfe of Commons, up- 
on which doubtlefs thofe four Privy-Councellors, 
who firft moved’ to havea {top made of it, did 
it not without her Majefties {pecial Direction 
(who, as it is very probable, forefaw even i 
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the great inconveniencies, which the further pro- | 


fecution thereof would produce) as fee more at 
large,that it did indeed {o fall out, upon Monday 
the 25" day of November enfuing. 

Mt Secretary Ceci// ({eeing his former Motion 
could not prevail to {top the foregoing refoluti- 
on of the Houfe, partly, as may be conjectured, 
to divert it, and partly that the matter of fup- 
ply might preceed it) made a Declaration of the 
Rates ofone Subfidy,and one fifteenth and tenth, 
according to the proportion of that Subfidy 
which had been given in the firft Seflion of this 
Parliament (in av. 5 Regin. Eliz.) but withal 
propofed further days of payment. 

Oéfober the 20° Sunday. 

On Monday the 21% day of Ofober, fome 
Addition, which had been annex’d to the Bill 
touching Coopers (as it fhould feem) after the 
third reading thereof (which was on Friday the 
18. day of this inftant Oifober foregoing) was

On Wednefday the 23. day of Ofober, Mr. 


Comptroller and the other Committees (ap- 
pointed on Saturday the 19. day of this inftant 
OGober foregoing) were fent up to the Lords, 


with the Bill for declaring the manner of making 


and Confecrating of Archbifhops and Bifhops 
within this Realm to be good, lawful and perfects 
and, as it fhould feem, had Order likewife to 
defire of the Lords their refolution touching 
thofe two great bufinefles of her Majefties Mar- 
riage, and Declaration of a Succeffor 5 and that 
Mr. Bell, Mr. Mounjon, and Mr. King /mill, three 
others of the faid Committee, fhould make De- 
claration of the faid matters unto their Lord- 
fhips. For upon the return of the fame Commit- 
tees from the Lords, towards the end of this Fore- 


read the firft , fecond and third time, and fo 
pafled with the Bill. 

Three other Bills had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft being the Bill to take

ber enfuing. ) 


Three Bills had each of them one reading, of 


which the firft being the Bill for Sealing of 
Cloaths by the Alneager of Lavcafter, was read 
thefecond time, and (as it fhould feem) com- 
mitted to Mr. Southerly and others. 

The Committees brought word from the 
Lords, upon their requeft, that they coming a- 
gain to the Lords on the Morrow following, 
fhould have Anfwer. 

On Tuefday the 22. day of Ofober, the Bill 
Confirming the Confecration of Archbifhops, and 
Bifhops within this Realm , was read the third 
time, and pafled upon the Queftion. 

Dottor Vaughan and Mr. Martin brought word 
from the Lords, that their Lordfhips defired the 
Committees of this Houfe, to defer their coming 
unto them until to Morrow.

On Thurfday the 31. day of O@ober, upon the 
report of the Bill for Sanctuaries, it was agreed 
to be ingrofled : but what the effect of the faid 
report was, or by whom it was made, appeareth 
not in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 
of Commons; but may eafily be collected by

The Names of thefe Committees being thus 
tran{cribed out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houfe, now follows the Iffue of their 
faid meeting and Conference with the Lords, out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons; which was, that after they had re- 
turned thanks unto their Lordfhips for their 
readinefs to join with them in their Suit unto 
her Majefty touching thofe two great bufineffes

On Wednefday the 6" day of November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the fecond being the Bill for the Cloth-Workers 
of London to have fearch, was read the fecond 
time, and (as it fhould feem) committed to M" 
Chancellor, and others. 

The Bill touching Informers for better Execu- 


tion of penal Laws, was read the third time, and 


paffed upon the Queftion. 

M' D' Vaughan, and M* Yale, brought from 
the Lords, the Bill for Hexamfhire , and a Pro- 
vifo in the Bill for Bifhops. 

Sir Edward Rogers Knight,Comptroller of her 
Highnefs Hotifhold,and Sir William Cecil! Knight, 
her Majefties Principal Secretary, read in writing 
notes of the Queens Majefties faying, before the 
Lords and Committees of this Houfe; tending 
that her Grace had fignified to both Houfes, by 
words of a Prince, that fhe by Gods Grace would 
Marry, and would have it therefore believed 5 
and touching limitation for Succeffion, the ee 
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be {o great to her Perfon, and whereof fhe hath 
felt part in her Sifters time,that time will not yet 
faffer to treat of it. Whereupon all the Houfe was 
filent. Vide plus concerning this matter on Moz- 
day the 25° day of this inftant November fol- 
lowing. 

The Provifo added to the Bill for Archbifhops 
and Bifhops, was read the firft time. 

On Thur{day the 7** day of November, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the laft being the Bill for Confirmation of the 
Hofpital of St Bartholomews in Gloucefter , was 


read the third time , and paffed upon the Que- 


{tion. 

On Friday the 8 day of November , Two 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the firft being the Bill for wearing of Caps on 
Holy-days, and not Hats, was read the firft 
time. 

M® Lambert began a Learned Oration, for 
iteration of the Suit to the Queens Majelty for 
limitation of Succeflion; and thereupon ftrong- 
ly reafoned for both parts: whence it appeareth 
plainly, that though her Majelty fatisfied the 
Lords by her former Anfwer on Tuefday the 5'4 
of this inftant November preceding (the effe& of 
which was, that fhe was defirous to incline her 
mind to Marriage 5 but could not declare a Suc- 
ceffor, in refpect of the great danger thereof) 
yet thofe of the Houfe of Commons refted not 
contented therewith, but only refting upon her 
Majefties promife touching her Marriage , they 
{till difcourfed of, and refolved to prefs further, 
that other part of their former Suit touching the 
Declaration of a Succeflor 5 as appeareth by this 
foregoing Motion of M' Lambert, and by the fe- 
quel afterwards 5 touching all which, fee more 
fully on Monday the 25™ day of this inftane 
November enfuing. 

On Saturday the gt" day of November, Two 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading ; of which the firft being the new Bill 
for carrying of Rams, or Sheep, over Sea, to be 
Felony, was read the firft time 5 And the fecond 
being the Bill to avoid delays upon Verdiéts and 
Demurrers in Law, was read the third time, and 
pafled upon the Queftion. 

Sir Francis Kynolles Knight,her Majefties Vice- 
Chamberlain, declared the Queens Majefties Ex- 
prefs Commands to this Houfe, that they fhould 
no further proceed in their Suit, but to fatisfie 
themfelves with her Highnefs Promife of Marri- 
age. After whom Mr' Secretary Ceci, and M* 
Comptroller, feverally rehearfed the like matter. 
So that by this it may be gathered, that her Ma- 
jefty underftanding of M' Lambert's Motion made 
Yefterday, and fearing that the Houfe fhould 
fall a frefh upon the difcuffion of this bufiness, 
did now fend her Exprefs Inhibition to prevent 
it, by thefe forenamed honourable Perfonages ; 
of which matter fee more at large on Monday the 
25 day of this inftant November following. 

The Bill for two Sheriffs to be feveral of Oxon 
and Berks, was read the firft time. 
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It is Ordered, That if after the reading of the 
firft Bill, any of the Houfe depart before the ri- 
fing of M‘ Speaker, without Licence of Mt 
Speaker, that then he (hall pay to the poor Mans 
Box four pence. 

Sunday November the 10* day. 

On Monday the 11° day of November , Two 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the firft being the Bill for Confirmation of Let- 
ters Patents, made to the Cordwayners of Loz- 
don, was read the firft time. 

Paul Wentworth a Burgels of the Houfe, by 
way of Motion, defired. to know whether the 
Queens Command and Inhibition, that they 
fhould no longer difpute of the matter of Suc- 
ceffion (fent Yefterday to the Houfe) were not 
again{t the Liberties and Priviledges of the faid 
Houfe ? And thereupon arofe divers Arguments, 
which continued from nine of the Clock in the 
Morning till two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 
But then, becaufe the time was far fpent , all 
further debate and reafoning was deferred until 
the next Morning. And, as it fhould feem, no 
certain refolution of the Houfe given therein; 
neither doth it appear in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, either what the 
effec of thefe Arguments were, or by whom 
uttered, which with many other defects and im- 
perfections, happened therein, through the great 
negligence of M' Seymour, at this time Clerk of 
the fame Houfe. 

On Tuefday the 12*8 day of November , M® 
Speaker being fent for to attend upon the Queens 
Maiefty, at the Court, about nine of the Clock, 
fent word to the Houfe, where he was, requiring 
the Houfe to have Patience; and at his coming, 
after ten of the Clock, began to fhew , that he 
had received a {pecial Command from her High- 
nefs to this Houfe , notwithftanding her firft 
Commandment, that there fhould not be fur- 
ther talk of that matter in the Houfe (touching 
the Declaration of a Succeflor, in Cafe shat her 
Majefty fhould die without Iflue) and if any 
perton thought himfelf not fatisfied, but had fur- 
ther reafons, let him come before the Privy- 
Council, and there fhew them. Vide plus con- 
cerning this bufinefs, on Mozday the 25" day of 
this inftant November following. 

On Wednefday the 13°" day of November, Six 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the fourth being the Bill for 
Thomas Browns Lands to be altered from Gavel- 
kind, was read the fecond time, and Ordered to 
be ingrofled. 

Three Bills were fent up to the Lords, from 
the Houfe of Commons 3 of which one was the 
Bill for the betterExecution of penal Laws 3 And 
another to avoid delays upon Verdicts and De- 
murrers in Law. 

The Bill touching two Branches in the Statute 
made for Chauntry-Lands, was read the fecond 
time, and committed to M' Marfh. 

Mr! SerjeantCarus, and Mt D* Auick, brought 
from the Lords two Bills; one for the Join-

' Grey Anfwered at the Bar , that he had di- 
vers times claimed a Debt due by his Father, to 
the which he had reafonably Anfwered. Where- 
upon the hearing of the matter, for the Surety of 
Jones, was committed unto Sir Thomas Wroth, 
and four others of this Houfe. Vide plus touch- 
ing this matter on Tuefday the 3° day of Decem- 
ber following. 

The Bill to avoid excefs in Apparel in divers 
Degrees, was read the third time, and pafled 
upon the Queftion. 

Leonard Darnet , Burgefs for Marlborough in 
the County of Wilts, is for his great Affairs Li- 
cenfed by the Houfe to be abfent. 

On Saturday the 16" day of Novewber, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the third and laft, being the Bill touching Cut- 
ters of Tann’d Leather , was read the fecond 
time; but no mention is made, either of commit- 
ting, or ingrofling of it. 

The Bill for feveral Sheriffs to be in feveral 
Counties; And the Bill to avoid excefs in Appa- 
relin divers degrees, were fent up to the Lords 
by Mr Vice-Chamberlain. 

Robert Ireland, Burgefs for the Borough of 
Salop, Edward Leighton ¥:{q3, one of the Knights 
for the County of Sz/op, were each of them Li- 
cenfed by the Houfe for their fpectal Affairs to 
be abfent, until ........ and fo this matter,with- 
out exprefling the certain time, breaks off ab- 
ruptly in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 
of Commons, through the great negligence of 
M! Seymour, Clerk of the faid Houfe 5 although 
it may very probably be conjeGtured, that this 
Licence was not granted unto them abfolutely, 
but upon condition to return again and attend 
the fervice of the Houfe, at fome certain day 
prefixed. Vide con(imile December 7" poftea. 

Upon divers Arguments made, that Edmard 
Jones might be fent to the Tower for fo ufing 
Grey, in attaching his Goods, tending to the 
breach of the Priviledge of this Houfe, the mat- 
ter was eftfoons committed to Mt Wroth and 


others, as well to provide Surety of Foxes againtt 
the faid Grey, until Saturday next, and then fur- 
ther to report, as alfo touching an Informer fent 
to Ward by M' Grafton, and removed by Habeas 
Corpus into the Kings-Bench. Vide on Tue/day the 
34 day of December following.

Fones, when he {hould come next to the Houfe, 
being now fick of the {mall Pox, and the Re- 
cognizance taken not to be certified : Vide con- 
cerning this matter on Txefday the 34 day of De- 
censber following. 

On Ménday the 25%" day of November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the firt being the Bill for the Jointure of the 
Lady Cobham, was read the fecond time. 

The Provifo to the Bill for Bifhops in lieu of 
the Lords Provifo, was read the fecond time, and 
Ordered to be ingroffed. 

Mr Speaker coming from the Queens Majelty, 
declared her Highnefs Pleafure to be, that for 
her good will to the Houfe, fhe did revoke her 
two formerCommandments, requiring the Houfe 
no further to proceed at this time in the matter. 
Which Revocation was taken of all the Houfe 
moft joyfully , with moft hearty Prayer and 
thanks for the fame. 


ER Majefty having found by Experience, 

that the defire of the Houfe of Com- 

mons in that great bufinefs touching the Decla- 
ration of a Succeffor, in Cafe fhe fhould die 
without Iffue, was like other Paflions, more 
eafily calmed and quieted by following than re- 
fifting, did now at length remit unto them (as 
appeareth by this Meflage brought by the Speak- 
er) that freedom of Speech, and liberty of dif- 
cuffion, which they had formerly made ufe of, 
without any fuch allowance, and by that means 
did fooner fatisfie their difcontent, and procure 
their filence, than by any former fecret diverfi- 
ons, or open inhibitions. And though that bufi- 
nefs only touching the Declaration of a Succef- 
for, be mentioned here, yet both in the firft 
Seffion of this Parliament, in a. 5 Regin. Eliz. 
and in the greateft part of this prefent Seffion, 
de an.8, & 9 Regina ejufden, it was joined with 
the other great matter of her Majefties Marriage. 
For the Houfe of Commons , having in the faid 
fifth Year of her Majeftie, Petitioned her in 
their own name only, on Tharfday the 28" day 
of Fanuary in the Afternoon, both to incline her 
Royal Perfon to Marriage, and to make Decla- 
ration of her next and rightful Succeflor, in de- 
fault of her own Iffue, they received from her a 
Gracious Anfwer; but finding now in this fe- 
cond Seffion of that Parliament begun and con- 
tinued above three Years after, that there fol- 
lowed no Iflue, or effec thereupon, in refpect 
that her Majefty remained ftill as far from any 
likelihood of Marriage, as then; and that the 
State of the Kingdom, in Cafe fhe fhould die, 
grew every day more dangerous than other, in 
refpect of the feveral pretended Rights to the 
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Crown, which now began openly to be difpu- 
ted and maintained , according to the feveral 
inclinations and opinions of men; Therefore (I 
fay) on Friday the 18** day of Odober, in this 
prefent Seffion , de Az. 8, ¢> 9 Regin. Eliz. Mt 
Mollinenx firft moved it in the Houfe, that they 
might again revive their former Suit to her Ma- 
jefty , to declare a Succeffor, but mentioned 
not her Marriage ; whereupon Sir Ralph Sadler 
Knight Banneret , one of her Majefties Privy- 
Council, ftayed the Houfe from further pro- 
ceeding at that time, by making Declaration of 
her Majefties own Speeches, tending to the ex- 
preffion of her good Inclination unto Marriage 5 
and that therefore the Houfe fhould expe& the 
timely Iffue of that a while, and not intermed- 
dle with the matter of Succeflion. Which report 
and advice of Sir Ralph Sdlers, being feconded 
again the next day being Saturday the 19th day 
of the fame Month, by others of her Majefties 
Council, was then oppofed by divers of the 
Houfe. And it was at laft concluded, that they 
fhould renew. their faid Suit to her Majefty, 
touching the Declaration ofa Succeflor; accord- 
ing to which refolution , they not only debated 
it themfelves, on Monday the 21% day, and on 
Tuefday the 22% day of Ogober foregoing, but 
alfo afterwards with the Lords on Wednefday the 
23'" day, on Thurfday the 24° day, and on Wed- 


‘nefday the 30% day, and on Thurjday the 31°! 


day of the fame Month ; joining alfo unto it that 
other great bufinefs of her Majefties Marriage 
(which I conceive was only colourably added, 
that the other Motion touching Succeffion, might 
be the lefs diftaftful to her Majefty) who ‘having 
appointed thirty of either Houfe to attend her 
on Tuefday the 5‘ day of this inftant November 
foregoing, inthe Afternoon, did there Anfwer 
the Lords Petition (who doubtlefs preferred it 
by themfelves in this Seffion, de Az. 8, & 9 Re- 


gin. Eliz. asthe Commons had Petitioned her in 


the fame matters by themfelves, in the firft Sef- 
fion of this Parliament in av. 5 Regine ejufden) 
but the Commons refting not fatistied with the 
faid Anfwer (wherein her Majefty did only in 
general intimate her inclination to Marriage, but 
abfolutely denied to make any Declaration of 
her Succeffor, which they chiefly aimed at, in 
refpect of the danger) did notwithftanding fe- 
veral inhibitions and reftrictions, further profe- 
cute the fame matter, plainly and fingly, with- 
out the leaft mention any more of her Marriage, 
on Weduefday the 6% day, Friday the 8° day, 
Saturday the gt" day, Monday the 11‘ day, and 
on Tuefday the 12°* day of this inftant Novem- 
ber foregoing , until this prefent Monday the 
25¢4 day of the fame Month, when upon her 
Majefties Gracious Permiffion of freedom of 
Speech, they ceafed further to treat thereof, as 
appeareth by the following filence of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons 
therein, until the laft day of this Seffion, being 
Thurfday the fecond day of Fanuary following, 
when her faid Majefty did mildly reprove the 

violent 
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violent profecution of the fame, by the faid 
Houfe. 

On Tuefday the 26" day of November, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the third being the Bill for the Corporation of 
Merchants, far difcovery of new Trades in 
Ruffia, was read the third time, and Ordered to 
be ingrofled. 

M Serjeant Carus and M' Vaughan, brought 
from the Lords two Bills, one for the Expedition 
of Juftice in Lancafter, and another for the Join- 
ture of the Lady Stafford. 

It was Ordered this day,that the Houfe fhould 
be called upon Tuefday next. 

On Weduefday the 27°" day of November, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the fecond being the Bill for the Almefhoufe at 
Plymouth in the County of Devon, And the 
third to avoid vexations upon the Writ of 
Latitat, @c. were each of them read the firft 
time. 

M' Secretary declared from her Majefty, that 
for the gpod will fhe beareth to her Subjects, her 
Highnefs doth remit the third payment of the 
faid Subfidy, before rated 5 for which her great 
Clemency, moft hearty thanks was given by the 
Houfe; and immediately was read 

The Bill for the grant of one Fifteenth, and 
a Subfidy at two payments the fecond time, and 
committed (as it fhould feem) to M* Seckford 
and others. 

Nota, That here her Majefty (as is very pro- 
bable) did remit this third and extraordinary 
payment of the Subfidy, the more yet to with- 
draw them from the further profecution of that 
great bufinefs touching the Declaration of a Suc- 
ceffor, (mentioned at large on Monday the 25" 
day of this inftant November foregoing) in which 
thofe of the Houfe of Commons had proceeded 
with great violence: and that her Majefty had 
this intent in remitting the faid third payment, 
isthe more apparent, becaufe it had been for- 
merly given by the faid Commons, thereby the 
rather to induce her Majefty to the faid Decla- 
ration of a Succeflor, as is plainly fet down by 
M' Cambden, in Annal.

Five other Bills were each of them read the 
firft time, and paffed upon the Queftion 5 of 
which one was the bill for the Jointure of the 
Lady Cobham , and another to avoid long Suits 
in Civil and Marine Caufes. 

The Bill laftly for Confirmation of Letters 
Patents, was read the fecond time, and (as it 
feemeth) was committed to Mt Gargrave, and 
others, whofe namelI conceive fhould have been 
written, Sir Thomas Gargrave 3 for it is ufual in 
west bra of the Houfe of Commons, in this 
prefent Seflion de Az.8,c% 9 Regin. Eliz. accord- 
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ing to the ufe of former times, to ftile Knights 
by the term of M' prefixed only to their Sur. 
names.

On Friday the 6% day of December, Eight 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the third being the Bill for 
the punifhment of Offenders,in Swearing, Drunk- 
ennefs, cc. was read the fecond time, and (as 
it fhould feem_) committed to M‘ Vice-Chamber- 
Jain, and others; And divers Bills touching Re- 
ligion, of which fee fully on Thurfday May the 
17" in a. 13 Eliz. in the Journal of the Houfe 
of Commons. 
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On Saturday the 7** day of December, Three 


Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading; of which the third being the Bill for 
the finifhing of the Port of Hartloud in Devon 
was read the fecond time, and Ordered to be 
ingrofied.

Walter Strickland Efq3, Knight for the County 
of Cumberland , being difeafed with the Gout, 
was Licenfed to be abfent. 

On Monday the 9t* day of December , Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the fecond being the Bill to avoid fraudulent 
Gifts, and alfo Order for Bankrupts, was read 
the fecond time, and (as  fhould feem) com- 
mitted unto M' Seckford s and the third for Ex- 
planation of the A&t of 37 Hew. 8. touching 
Colledges and Free-Chappels for Leafes, with a 
Provifo for Judgments given, was read the third 
time, and pafled upon the queftion. 

On Tuefday the 10° day of December , Two 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the Bill with a little Book Printed 4x.

HIS Journal of the Upper Houfe 

continuing about the {pace of two 

Months, was very carelefly entred 

in the Original Journal-Book of 

the Upper Houfe, by the Clerk 

thereof, who (as it feems) was Azthony Majon 
Efq;, fucceeding about this time in the faid Of- 
fice of Clerk of the Upper Houfe, unto Francis 
Spilman E{q;, who had formerly fupplied that 
place, But yet by means of a Copious Journal 
Thad by me, of the Paflages of the Houfe of 
Commons in this Parliament, taken by fome 
Anonymous Member thereof, and alfo of fome 
Copies I had of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Ba- 
con, Lord Keeper, at the beginning and conclu- 
fion of this faid Parliament, this enfuing Journal 
is much enlarged. And therefore to avoid con- 
fufion , whatfoever is here inferted out of the 
faid private Journal, is particularly diftinguifhed 
from that which is taken out of the above-men- 
tioned Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, by 
fome Animadverfions or Expreffion thereof, 
both before and after the inferting of it. Nei- 
ther doth the Original Journal-Book it felf of 
the Upper Houfe, want fome matter of variety, 
befides the ordinary Reading, Committing and 
pafling of Bills, in refpect that Sir Robert Catlyx 
Knight, Lord Chief Juftice of the Kings Bench, 
was appointed by her Majefties Commiffion, un- 
der the Great Seal, to fupply the Lord Keepers 
place (upon occafion of his ficknefs during fome 
part of this faid Parliament) in the firft entry 
whereof is fet down out of the forefaid Anony- 
mous Journal of the Houfe of Commons, her 
Majefties coming to the Upper Houle, with the 
Order and manner of it , the fubftance alfo of 


which is found, though fomewhat more briefly 
fet down , in the Original Journal-Book of the 
fame Houfe. 

On Monday the fecond day of April, the Par- 
liament beginning (according to the Writs of 
Summons fent forth) her Majefty about eleven 
of the Clock came towards Weftminfter , in the 
antient accuftomed moft honourable Paflage, 
having firft riding before her the Gentlemen 
Sworn to attend her Perfon , the Batchellors 
Knights, after them the Knights of the Bath, then 
the Barons of the Exchequer, and Judges of ei- 
ther Bench, with the Mafter of the Rolls, her 
Majefties Attorney General, and Sollicitor Gene- 
ral ; whom followed in Order, the Bifhops, 
and after them the Earls, then the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury. 

The Hat of Maintenance was Carried by the 
Marques of Northampton , and the Sword by 
the Earl of Su/fex. The place of the Lord Stew- 
ard for that day, was {upplied by the Lord Ciiz- 
ton, Lord Admiral of Exgland; the Lord Great 
Chamberlain was the Earl of Oxenford. And the 
Earl Marfhal, by Deputation from the Duke of 
Norfolk, was the Earl of Worcefter. 

Her Majefty fate in her Coach in her Imperial 
Robes, and a Wreath or Coronet of Gold, fet 
with rich Pearl and Stones, over her Head 3° her 
Coach drawn by two Palfries, covered with 
Crimfon Velvet, drawn out, imbofled and im- 
broidered very richly.

InWeftminfter Church, the 
Bifhop of Lincoln Preached betore her Majetty, 
whofe Sermon-being done,her Majefty came from 
the Church,the Lords all on foot, 1n order as afore; 
and over her Head a richCanopy was carried all 
the way.She being entred into the UpperHoufe of 
Parliament, and there fate in Princely and feem- 
ly fort,under a high and rich Cloth of Ettate; her 
Robe was fupported by the Earl of Oxeford,the 
Earl of Suffex kneeling , holding the Sword on 
the left hand, and the Earl of Humtizgdon hold- 
ing the Hat of Eftate, and the Lords all in their 
Rooms on each fide of the Chambers that isto 
fay, the Lords Spiritual on the right hand, and 
the Lords Temporal on the left. 

Nota, That whereas the prefence of thefe 
Lords ought here, according to the ufual courfe, 
to have been inferted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houle, it mult of necef- 
fity be omitted, in refpect that through the great 
negligence of Axthony Mafon Efg3, at this time 
(as it fhould feem) Clerk of the faid Houfe, there 
are none of the faid Lords noted to have been 
prefent 5 yet it may be probably guefled who 
they were, by thofe who attended on Wedzefday 
of this inftant Apri enfuing.

The Judges and her Learged Councel, being at 
the Woollfacks in the midft of the Chamber,and 
at her Highnefs Feet, at each fide of her kneel- 
ing one of the Grooms, or Gentlemen of the 
Chamber, their Faces towards her, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefies all {tanding below the Bar, 
her Majefty then ftood up in her Regal Seat, and 
with a Princely Grace, and fingular good Coun- 
tenance, after along ftay, fpake a few words to 
this effect, or thus. 


Y right Loving Lords, and you our right 
ae fuithful, and Obedient Subjects, we in the 
name of God, for bis Service, and for the fafety of 
this State, are now here Affembled , to bis Glory I | 
hope, and pray that it may be to your Comfort, and 
the coninin quiet of our, yours, and all ours for 
ever. And then looking on the right fide of her, 
towards Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal of England, ftanding a Jittle 
befide the Cloth of Eftate , and fomewhat back 
and lower from the fame,fhe willed him to fhew. 
the caufe of the Parliament, who thereupon 
fpake, as followeth. 


HE Queens moft Excellent Majefty , our 

moft Dread and Gracious Soveraign, hath 
Commanded me to declare unto you, the Caufes 
of your Calling and Aflembly at this time, which 
I mean to do as briefly as I can, led thereunto 
as one very loth to be tedious to her Majefty, 
and alfo becaufe to wife men, and well-difpofed 
(as I judge you be) a few words do fuffice. The 
Caufes be chiefly two, The one to eftablifh or. 
diffolve Laws, as beft fhall ferve for the Gover- 
nance of the Realm. The other, fo to confider 


of the Crown and State, as it may be beft prefer- 
ved in time of Peace, and beft defended in the 
time of War, according to the Honour due unto 
it. And becaufe in al] Councils and Conferences 
firft and chiefly there fhould be fought the Ad- 
vancement of Gods Honor and Glory, as the 
fure and infallible Foundation , whereupon the 
Policy of every good Publick Weal is to be E- 
rected and built; and asthe ftreight line, where- 
by it ‘is principally to be directed and governed, 
and as the chief Pillar and Buttrefs, wherewith it 
is continually to be fuftained and maintained 5 
Therefore, for the well-performing of the for- 
mer touching Laws, you are toconfider 5 firft, 
whether the Ecclefia{tical Laws concerning the 
Difcipline of the Church, be fufficient or no > 
and if any want (hall be found, to fupply the 
fame; and thereof the greateft care ought to de- 
pend upon my Lords the Bifhops, to whom the 
Execution thereof efpecially pertains, and to 
whom the imperfections of the fame be beft 
known. 

And as to the Temporal Laws, you are to Exa- 
mine whether any of them already made, be too 
{harp or too fore, or over-burthenous to the Sub- 
jets or whether any of them be too loofe or too 
{oft, and fo over-perillous to the State. For like 
as the former may put in danger many an Inno-~ 
cent, without caufe, particularly 5 fo the fecond 
may put in peril both the Nocent and Innocent, 
and the whole State untverfally. You are alfo 
to examine the want and fuperfluity of Laws: 
you are to look whether there be too many Laws 
for any thing, which breedeth fo many doubts, 
that the Subject fometimes is to feek how to ob- 
ferve them, and the Councellor how to give ad- 
vice concerning them. 

Now the fecond, which concerns a fufficient 
provifion for the Crown and State; herein you 
are to call to remembrance, how the Crown of 
this Realm hath been many ways charged extra- 
ordinarily of late; not poflibly to be born by 
the ordinary Revenues of the fame , and there- 
fore of neceflity to be relieved otherwife 5 as 
heretofore it hath commonly , and neceflarily 
been. For likeas the ordinary charge hath been 
always born by ordinary Revenues, fo the ex- 
traordinary charge hath always been fuftained by 
an extraordinary relief. This to thofe that be of 
underftanding is known, not only to be proper 
to Kingdoms and Empires, but alfo is, hath been, 
and ever will be a neceflary peculur pertaining 
to all Common-Wealths, and private States of 
mei, from the higheft to the loweft 5 the rules 
of reafon hath ordained it fo to be. 

But here I reft greatly perplexed, whether I 
ought to open and remember unto you, fuch 
reafons as may be eafily produced, to move you 
thankfully and readily to grant this extraordi- 
nary relief orno: I know the Queens Majelty 
conceiveth fo great hope of your prudent fore- 
feeing what is to be done, and of your good 
wills and readinefs to perform that, which by 
Prudence you forefee, that few or no perfwafi- 
‘ T ons 
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ons at all are needful for the bringing this to 
pas. Neverthelefs, becaufe by the antient order 
heretofore ufed, itis my Office and Duty fome- 
what to fay in this Cafe, and likewife ali men 
alfo that be prefent, neither underftand alike, 
nor remember alike; Therefore I mean, with 
your favour and patience , to trouble you with 
afew words , touching this point. True it 1s, 
that there be two things that ought vehemently 
to move us, frankly, bountifully, and readily to 
deal in this matter. The former ts the great be- 
nefits, that we have received; the fecond is the 
neceffity of the Caufe. If we fhould forget the 
- former , we are to be charged as moft ungrate 
and unthankful; and the forgetfulnefs of the fe- 
cond doth charge us, as uncareful of our own 
Livings and Liberties, and of our Livess the 
former moveth by Reafon,and the fecond urgeth 
by Neceflity. And here, to begin with the for- 
mer, albeit that the benefits that the Realm hath 
received by Gods Grace, and the Queens Maje- 
{ties Goodnefs, both for the number and great- 
nefs, are fuch as may be more eafily marvelled 
at, than worthily weighed and confidered; Yet 
mean I to remember briefly three of them,where- 
of the firft and chief is reftoring and fetting at 
Liberty Gods holy Word amongft us 5 the great- 
eft and moft precious Treafure that can be in this 
World : for that either doth, or fhould benefit 
us in the beft degree 5 to wit, our Minds and 
Souls; and look how much our Souls excel our 
Bodies, fo much muft needs the benefits of our 
Souls excel the benefits of our Bodies 5 whereby 
alfo, as by aneceflary confequent, we are delt- 
vered, and made free from the Bondage of the 
Roman Tyranny 5 therefore this 1s to be thought 
of us the moft principal benefit. 

The fecond is the ineftimable benefit of Peace 
during the time of ten whole years together, and 
more ; and what is Peace? 1s it not the richeft 
and moft wifhed for Ornament that pertains to 
‘any publick Weal? Is not Peace the mark and 
end that all good Governments direct their actt- 
ons unto ? Nay, is there any benefit, be it ne- 
ver fo great, that a man may take the whole 
Commodity of, without the benefit of Peace ? Is 
there any fo little Commodity,but through Peace 
a man may have the full fruition of it? By this 
we generally and joyfully poffefs allsand without 
this generally and joyfully we poffefs nothing. 
Aman that would fufficiently confider all the 
Commodities of Peace, ought to call to remem- 
brance all the miferies of War 5 for in reafon it 
feems as great a benefit in being delivered of 
the one, as in the poflefling of the other, Yet 
if there were nothing, the common and lament- 
able Calamities and Miferies of our Neighbours 
round about us, for want of Peace, may give us 
to underftand what bleffednefs we be in that 
poflefs it. There bethat never acknowledge be- 
nefits ro their value, whilft they poflefs them, 
but when they be taken from them, and fo find 
their want; marry fuch be not worthy of them. 
Now is it poflible, trow you, that this blefled 
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benefit of Peace could have been from time to 
time thus long conferved and conferred upon us, 
had not the mind , affection and love, that our 
Soveraign bears towards us her Subjects , bred 
fuch care over us in her Breaft, as for the well 
bringing of this to pafs, fhe hath forborn no care 
of Mind, no travel of Body, nor expence of her 
Treafure, nor fale of her Lands; no adventu- 
ring of her Credit, either at home or abroad? a 
plain and manifeft Argument, how dear and pre- 
tious the fafety and quiet of us her Subjects be to 
her Majefty. And can there be a greater perfwa- 
fion to move us to our power to tender the like? 

The third is the great benefit of Clemency 
and Mercy. I pray you, hath it been feen or 
read, that any Prince of this Realm, during 
whole ten years Reign, and more, hath had his 
hands fo clean from Blood? If no offence were, 
her Majefties Wifdom in Governing was the 
more to be wondred at 5 and if offences were, 
then her Majefties Clemency and Mercy the 
more to be commended. Mafericordia ejus fuper 
omnia opera ejus. Befides, like as it hath pleafed 
God ten years and more, by the Miniftry of our 
faid Soveraign , to blefs this Realm with thofe 
two ineftimable benefits of Peace and Clemency, 
fo there is no caufe but the fame might by Gods 
Grace have continued twenty Years longer, 
without intermiffion , had not the Raging Ro- 
manift Rebels entertained the matter. And here 
it is to be noted, that this Merciful and Peace- 
ful Reign of ten Years and more, hath hapned 
in the time of Chrifts Religion now eftablifhed. 
I cannot think that any man can follow me in 
this, inthe time of the Romifh Religion fince 
the Conqueft. Nay a man might affirm, that this 
is an Example for times to come , without any 
like in times paft; comparing Singula fingulis, 
what fhould I fay > thefe be the true Fruits of 
true Religion. I could further remember you of 
the Fruits of Juftice, the benefit of reftoring 
your Money to Finefs 3 yea, I could put you in 
mind, but I think it needs not, it happened fo 
late, of a Subfidy granted, whereof the Queens 
Majelty of her own bountifulnefs, remitted the 
one half; was the like here in Exgland ever feen 
or heard of ? But being out of doubt, that 
thefe benefits already remembred be fufficient 
of themfelves to move you to be thankful to 
your Power, I leave any longer to detain you in 
this point. 

And albeit a Subje& cannot yield any benefit 
to his Soveraign in the fame nature that he recei- 
veth it ; becaufe every benefit is more than Du- 
ty, and more than Duty a Subject cannot yield 
to his Soveraign: Yet can it not be denied, but 
a Subjects acknowledging of benefits received, 
joined with good will to yield as far as Liberty 
will reach, doth fufficiently fatisfie for the Sub- 
ject, for ultra poffe non eft de To your beft actions 
therefore addrefs ye. And thus much concerning 
benefits. 

Now to the fecond part , concerning urging 
by Neceffity, true it is, that the extraordinary 

matters 
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matters of Charge, happened fince the laft Af 
fembly here, urging to have by neceflity a relief 
granted, among{t many others be thefe.  Firft, 
The great Charge in fupprefling the late North+ 
ern Rebellion, with Charges alfo in reforming 
thofe the Queens Majefties Enemies in Scotland, 
that affifted the Rebels,and madeRodes into Exg- 
land. The continual growing Expences, by rea- 
fon of Ireland, as in fubduing the Rebels within 
that Realm, and withftanding the Scots North- 
ward, and other Foreign Forces, intending In- 
vafion Southward. To thefe three Charges by 
Land, you may add a fourth by Sea; as the 
preparation and fetting forth of Ships, partly for 
the defence againft all Foreign Forces, fufpected 
and intended, partly for the fafe condudting of 
the Wares and Merchandizes in greater ftrength 
and longer cut than heretofore hath been ufed. 
Thefe and fuch like extraordinary Charges, 
whereof there be fundry , with the remains of 
old Charges not poflible to be born by the ordi- 
nary Revenue, and yet of neceflity to be ex- 
pended, do greatly exceed any extraordinary 
aid therefore commonly granted. Again, the 
great decay of the Queens Majefties Cuftoms, by 
reafon of {tay and alteration of Traffick (albeit 
upon juft occafion) hath bred no {mall want ; 
for although in time it is not to be doubted, but 
that will grow again to his old courfe, and con- 
tinue with great Surety 5 Yet in the mean time, 
this want mutt fome way be fupplied 5 for you 
know the Horfe muft be provided for, whilft the 
Grafs is in growing. At the leaft let us do fo 
much for our felves , as we do for our Horfes. 
For our {elves it is that are to be relieved in this 
Cafe. This I muft needs fay, that if the Queens 
Majefty did ufe in matters of Expence, to do 
as commonly Princes heretofore have ufed to do, 
then with the more difficulty might fuch extra- 
ordinary aid be aflented unto, and yet of necef- 
firy to be had, to with{tand a greater neceffity. 
It hath been ufed in times paft, that Princes plea- 
fures and delights have been commonly followed 
in matters of Charge, as things of neceflity. And 
now, becaufe, God be praifed, the relieving of 
the Realms neceflity 1s become the Princes Plea- 
fure and Delight, a noble Converfion (God con- 
tinue it, and make us as we ought to be, earn- 
eftly thankful for it!) A Princely Example fhew- 
ed by a Soveraign for Subjects to follow. To de- 
fcend in fome particulars:What need I to remem- 
ber unto you, how the gorgeous, fumptuous, 
fuperfluous Buildings of time paft be for the 
Realms good, by her Majefty in this time turned | 
into neceflary Buildings, and upholdings? The 
chargeable, glittering, glorious Triumphs, into 
delectable Paftimes and Shows >? Embafiadors of 
Charge into fuch as be void of excefs, and yet 
honourable and comely? Thefe and {uch like are 
dangerous dams, able to dry up the flowing 
Fountains of any Treafure; and yet thefe im- 
perfections have been commonly PrincesPeculi- | Bifhop of Winchefter, the Bifhop_of ee 
ars, efpecially young. One free from thefe was | the Bifhop of Lixcolz, the Lord Howard of Ef- 
accounted Rara avis, Gc. and yet (God be | fixgham, ‘iismeae a the Queen, ati ae 
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thanked) a Phevix, a Blefled Bird of this kind 
God hath bleffed us with. I think it may be af- 
firmed, and that truly, that there hath not been 
any matter of great Charge taken in hand by 
her Majefty in this happy Reign of twelve Years 
and more, that hath not been thought before 
converiient to be done for the Weal:and profit 
of the Realm; fo far her Highnefs is from {pend- 
ing, of Treafure in vain matters, and therefore 
the rather how can a man make any difficulty to 
contribute according to his Power? fpecially, 
in maintaining of his Sovereign , his Country, 
his Self, his Wife and Children, and what not? 
having fo long a proof by experience, of fuch 
an imployment ? Here [ would put you in mind 
of extraordinary Charges to come; which in rea- 
fon feems evident, but fo I fhould be over tedi- 
ous unto you, and frujira fit per plura quod freri 
potefé per pauciora, And therefore here [ make 
an end, doubting that I have tarried you longer 
than I promifed or meant, or perchance needed, 
your wifdoms and good inclinations confidered. 
But you know things are to be done both in form 
and matter. And my truft is, that if I had 
{tayed , I may be warranted by either, or by 
both, that you will take it in good part. Thus 
far out of the Copy of this foregoing Speech.

Her Majefty andthe Lords being thus fet, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefies of the Houfe of 
Commons, had notice thereof, and thereupon re- 
paired to the Upper Houfe, with Christopher 
Wray Serjeant at Law,their lately Eleted Speaker, 
whofe prefentation to her Majefty , and allow- 
ance by her, being not mentioned in the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the faid Houfe, are there- 
fore wholly tranfcribed out of that before-cited 
Anonymous Journal, more particularly men- 
tioned at the beginning of this prefent Journal, 
the fame alfo in effect being contained in theOri- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
fal. 10. a. 


The faid Speaker being led up to the Rail or 
Bar, at the lower end of the Upper Houfe, by 
two of the moft Honourable Perfonages of the 
Houle of Commons, did there, after three Re- 
verences made, humbly befeech her Majefty, ac- 
cording to the ufual courfe, that albeit he could 
not obtain of the Commons (who had Elected 
him to be their Speaker) for fuch caufes, as he 
had alledged, to be disburthened of that place, 
that fo fome other more fit and able might be 
chofen, that yet her Highnefs would vouchfafe 
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that ‘all three muft be conjoined, Men, Armour 
and Mony. 

Laftly for Laws, the third ftay of the Com- 
mon-Wealths; he faid there muft be confidera- 
tion in making them , and care in Executing of 
them 3 in making fuch, as by the providing for 
one part of the Common-Wealth, the reft fhould. 
not be hindred, which were indeed a matter 
moft pernicious; and this he vouched out of Plato 
de legibus. For Execution, he faid, that fince the 
Law of it felf is but Mute, fet in Paper, not able 
todo ought, the Magiftrate (except he will be 
alfo Mute.) muft be the Doer, and then isa good 
Law {aid to be well made, when it is well Exe- 
cuted 5 for anima legis eft executio. 

Hereupon he faid fomething in commendation 
of her Majefty , ‘who had given free courfe to 
her Laws, not fending or requiring the ftay of 
Juftice, by her Letters or Privy-Seals, as here- 
tofore fometime hath been by her Progenitors 
ufed. Neither hath the pardoned any , without 
the advice of fuch, before whom the Offendors 
have been Arraigned,and the Caufe heard. 

His Oration being ended, he then made four 
Petitions; the firft, that the Perfons, Servants 
and Goods of all coming to that Affembly,might 
be free from all Arrefts. Secondly, That for 
Caufe of Conference , they might have accefs to 
her Majefty. Thirdly, If any fent fhould not 
truly report, or in part miftake the meaning of 
the Houfe, that the fame fhould be by her High- 
nefs favourably heard. And Jaftly, That in the 
Houfe all men might have free Speech. 


to have confideration of the greatnefs of the 
Service, and therefore to require them eftfoons 
te return to the Houfe, and to make a new 
Choice. To which his Petition, the Lord Keeper, 
by her Majefties Commandment, Anfwered and 
faid. 


- That as well for that her Highnefs had under- 
{tood of him, as for that theCommons had cho- 
fen him, his Requeft could not be granted. 


Whereupon the faid Speaker being allowed, 
he defired to be heard to fay fomewhat concern- 
ing the orderly Government of a Common- 
Weal, which to be duly done, he faid, there 
were three things requifite, Religion, Authority, 
and Laws. By Religion, he faid, we do not 
only know God aright , but alfo how to Obey 
the King or Queen, whom God {hall affign to 
Reign over us; and that, not in Temporal Cau- 
fes, but in Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical 5 in which 
wholly her Majefties Power 1s abfolute. And 
leaving all proofs of Divinity to the Bifhops, and 
Fathers (as he faid he would) he provd the 
fame by the pra@ice of Princes within this Realm; 
and firft, made remembrance of Lucius the firft 
Chriftian King, who having written to Eluthe- 
rius the Pope, 1300. Years paft for the Ro- 
man Laws, he was Anfwered, that he had the 
Holy Scriptures, out of the which he might draw 
to himfelf, and for his Subjects, Laws by his own 
good difcretion; for that he was the Vicar of 
Chrift over the People of Brittain. The Con- 
queror (he faid) in the Erection of Battell- Abby, 
granted that the Church (hould be free from all 
Epifcopal Jurifdidion. 

Henry the Third gave to Rawulph Bifhop of 
London, the Archbifhoprick of Canterbury , by 
thefe words, Rex,exc. Sciatis quod dedimus Di- 
le. uoftro Ranulpho Archiepifcop. Cantuarien. 
quem inftituinus Anulo & Baculo. The Ring, he 
faid, was the fign of perfe&tion 5 The Staff the 
fign cf Paftoral Rule, which he could not do, if 
thefe Kings had not had and ufed the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Powers. {n the Reports of the Law, we find 
that an Excommunication of a certain perfon 
came from the Pope under his Leaden Bull 5 and 
was fhewed in abatement of an Action brought 
at the Common Law ; which, befides that it was 
of no force, the King and Judges were of Mind, 
that he who brought it, had deferved Death, fo 
to prefume on any Foreign Authority 5 which 
Authority being now by Gods Grace , and her 
Highnefs means, abolifhed, and the freedom of 
Confciences, and the truth of Gods word efta- 
blifhed 5 we therefore ought greatly to thank 
God and her. 

For Authority , or the Sword, whereby the 
Common-Wealth is {tayed , three things he faid 
are requifite; Men, Armour and Money. For 
Men, their good wills he faid were moft, being 
of itfelf a {trong Fortrefs. For Armor, the ne- 
ceflity he thewed in part,and how requifite Trea- 
fure was, he a little declared. And concluded, 


This Oration being ended, by direction from 
her Majefty, and inftructions given what fhould 
be faid, The Lord Keeper Anf{wered thus 5 divi- 
ding hisSpeech into three parts, the firft, where 
he had fometimes inferted commendations of her 
Majefty, he faid, her Highnefs would not ac- 
knowledge fo great perfections to be in her 5 
but faid, that they fhould be inftruétions for her 
better proceedings in time to come. The fecond 
part of his Oration, he faid, concerning the Rule, 
for ordering of the Common- Wealth, fhe well 
liked of, and wifhed, that as he had well con- 
ceived of it, and well uttered the fame, fo he 
and others would endeavour the Execution 
thereof. 

For his Petitions, he faid, her Majefties Plea- 
fure was, that the firft fhould be granted, with 
\this caution, thatno man fhould under their 
fhadows, untruly protec any others. For the 
fecond , he faid, at time convenient, her Plea- 
fure was, they fhould come freely. Touching 
the third part, he faid, fhe could not imagine 
that among fo many wife men it could happen 5 
but if it fhould, her Grace would be content to 
remit it. The fourth was fuch, that her Majefty 
having Experience of late of fome diforder, and 
certain Offences, which though they were not 
punifhed , yet were they Offences ftill, and 
fo muft be accompted 5 therefore faid , they 
fhould do well to meddle with no sina of 
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State, but fuch as fhould be propounded unto 
them, and to occupy themfelves in other mat- 
ters, concerning the Common-Wealth. 


The Prefentment and Allowance of theSpeaker

{cribed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons , and the Speech of Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon the Lord Keeper , was tranfcribed 
out of a Copy thereof which I had by me 5 as 
was alfo the manner of her Majefties pafling the 
feveral Acts fupplied by my felf, according to 
the ordinary ule of a former Prefident thereof. 
None of all which paflages (excepting that only 
touching the entrance of the Diffolution of the 
faid Parliament) are at all found in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe: But do now 
come to be fupplied out of thofe other above- 
mentioned Manufcript Monuments; and in the 
firft place out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

About four of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
the Queens Majeftie being fat in her Royal 
Seat, inthe Upper Houfe, M' Speaker made his 
Oration, prefented unto her Majefty the Book of 
the Subfidy, and in the name of the whole 
Houle, gave her Majefty moft humble thanks 
for her Highnefs general and free Pardon, and 
prayed her Majefties Royal Affent unto fuch Aas 
and Laws, ashad pafled both the Houfes in this 
Seffion. 

This being thus tranfcribed out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, fel. 
39. 4. now follows the Anfwer of Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, at large, 
which he made unto the Speakers Speech, being 
tran{cribed out of a Copy I had by me. 


Mr’ Speaker, The Queens Majefty hath heard, 
and doth very well underftand, how difcreetly 
and wifely you have declared the Proceedings of 
this Seflion in the Nether Houfe; for Antwer 
whereof, and for the better fignification of what 
her Majefties opinion 1s, both of Parliament men 
and Parliament matters; this is to let you under- 
ftand,herMajefty hathCommanded me to fay un- 
to you, that, like as the greate{t number of them 
of the Lower Houfe , have in the proceedings 
of this Seffions fhewed themfelves modeft, dif- 
creet and dutiful , as becomes good and loving 
Subjects, and meet for the places that they be 
called unto: So there be certain of them, al- 
though not many in number, who in the pro- 
ceeding of this Seflion, have fhewed themfelves 
audacious , arrogant and prefumptuous, calling 
her Majefties Grants and Prerogatives alfo in 
queftion, contrary to their Duty and place that 


they be called unto; And contrary to the ex- 
prefs Admonition given in her Majefties name, in 
the beginning of this Parliaments which it might 
very well have become them to have had more 
regard unto. But her Majefty faith, that feeing 
they will thus wilfully forget themfelves, they 
are otherwife to be remembred: and like as her 
Majefty allows and much commends the former 
fort, for the refpets aforefaid, fo doth her High- 
nefs utterly difallow , and condemn the fecond 
fort, for their audacious, arrogant and prefump- 
tuous folly, thus by fuperfuous Speech {pending 
much time in medling with matters neither per- 
taining to them, nor within the capacity of their 
underftanding. 

And thus much concerning the Parliament of 
the Lower Houfe. 

And as to the Lords here of the Upper Houfe, 
her Majefty hath Commanded me to let you 
know, that her Highnefs taketh their diligence, 
difcretion and orderly Proceedings, to be fuch, 
as redoundeth much t@ their Honour and Com- 
mendations, and much to her Comfort and Con- 
folation. And heré an end touching Parliament 
men, 

Now as to the Parliament matters, her Maje- 
{ty hath Commanded me to open and declare 
unto you, her Opinion conceived therein, touch- 
ing two things; the one is concerning the Sub- 
fidy and benevolence , the other is concerning 
the Execution of the Laws. As to the former, 
which concerneth the Subfidy and benevolence, 
her Pleafure is, that I fhall fay unto you, that in 
your dealings in that matter, fhe hath noted 
three things principally 5 every of them tending 
much to the fetting forth of your benevolences, 
and good wills; The firft is, who it was that 
granted, the fecond the manner of the granting, 
the third what it was that was granted. As to 
the firft, her Majefty forgetteth not, that it is a 
grant made proceeding from the earneft affecti- 
ons, and hearty good wills of her good, dutiful 
and obedient Subjects, for the greateft part. And 
therefore hath Commanded me to fay unto you, 
that fhe maketh a greater accompt of the great 
good wills and benevolent minds of her good 
and loving Subjects, than fhe doth of ten Subfi- 
dies ; which as it ought to bring and breed in 
us great comfort and delight, fo in reafon it 
ought to move us (as I doubt not but it doth) 
to be and continue fuch as be worthy fuch an 
e{timation and accompt. Again, her Majefty 
forgetteth not, that befides this is not a Grant by 
good and loving Subjects, that never made like 
Grant heretofore 5 but by fuch as have contri- 
buted from time to time, as the neceffary Char- 
ges of the Realm, and their own Sureties have 
required 3 which doth much commend and fet 
forth this benevolence of yours. And thus much 
concerning the perfons that have granted. 

And as to the fecond, which is the manner of 
granting, her Highnefs knoweth very well, that 
before her time thefe manner of Grants have 
fundry times paft, not without difficulties, fase 

ong 
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long perfwafions , and fometimes not without 
tharp Speeches,but this contrariwife without any 
fuch Speeches.or other difficulty hath been freely 
and frankly offered and prefented 5 and like as 
the former did much extenuate their benevo- 
lence, fo is this of yours greatly extended. It 1s 
written and very truly , concerning Benevolen- 
ces, Qui din diftulit diu noluit , and therefore 
juftly concluded, Bis dat qui cito dat 3 which 
fayings fhe cannot but apply to you, in the pro- 
ceedings of your Grant. 

Again, Univerfality in confent doth greatly 
commend alfo your dealings in this matter 5 for 
a more univerfal confent than was in this, will 
hardly be had in any 3 and therefore much the 
more commendable. And thus much touching 
the manner of the Gift. 

And asto the third , which concerneth the 
thing given, her Majefty faith, that fhe thinketh 
it to be as great as any heretofore hath been 
granted, and therefore you are to receive con- 
dign thanks for it. And hath further willed me 
to fay, that if the Service of the Realm and your 
Sureties would fo permit and fuffer, her Ma- 
jefty would as gladly, as readily, and as frankly 
remit this Grant,as you have freely and liberally 
granted it. Thus I have remembred unto you 
the three Princely Obfervations, that her Maje- 
{ty hath conceived of this benevolence of yours, 
much to your Comfort, and greatly to her Ma- 
jefties Honour 5; to your. Commendation for 
granting, and to her Highnefs for this honour- 
able accepting 5 for her Majefty fhall by this 
Grant receive no Commodity or benefit, but ra- 
ther a continual care in difpending and imploy- 
ing of it, about the neceflary Affairs and Ser- 
vice of the Realm, and your Sureties5 and yet 
it is a great Comfort to her Majefty, to fee you 
thus frankly and freely join with her Self, the 
Realm, and You. 

Now to the fecond and laft part, which con- 
cerneth the Execution of Laws, which I mean 
to divide into two parts; the firft is the Execu- 
tion of your Grant, the fecond is the Execution 
of Laws, now made by you, and of the reft 
made before of others. As to the former, I am 
to remember you, that like as it hath pleafed the 
Queens Maje(ty thus Princely, Honourably and 
thankfully, to think of and accept this free and 
liberal Grant of yours; fo certainly, if the like 
diligence and endeavour be not ufed, by fuch of 
you as Choice fhall be made of by her Majefty 
for the due putting in Execution of this Grant, 
then furely thofe that fhall be thus remifs, or neg- 
ligent, as by that means her Majefty and the 
Realm fhall be defrauded of any part of that 
which hath been thus freely granted, fhall there- 
by minifter juft occafion to her Highnefs to have 
their fidelity and truth towards her Majelty, 
much to be fufpected and charged; which would 
touch them very near. Neither is it an offence 
that would be pretermitted , but feverely pu- 
nifhed. Why, ifthe Cafe were between com- 
mon perfons, can there be a greater untruth and 
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unthankfulnefs , than for a man to make a grant 
in appearance willingly and readily , and then 
to feek wilily and craftily to defraud the fame 
Grant? This amongft honeft perfons, is utterly 
detefted, and if fo, how then might it be thought 
of between the Prince and his Subjects? where for 
divers refpeéts this bond is thrice as great; for as 
the Subjeé& by the Duty of his Allegiance, is. to 
ferve the Prince truly, even fois he by his Oath, 
and fo is he by the great truft, that by the Prin- 
ces Choice is committed unto him, as a Com- 
miflioner in this matter, above others. Plainly 
to f{peak, it may be affirmed, and that juftly, that 
fuch asbe in Commiffion for the Execution of 
this Grant, and fhall deal partially, either for 
favour, or for fear, or for love to themfelves, or 
their Friends, or negligently or remifly, of pur- 
pofe whereby her Majefty thall not be Anfwered 
of that that is due unto her, {uch I fay, may juftly 
be charged as men forgetting their Duty towards 
God, and their Soveraign, and to their Country. 
It cannot be denied, that numbers refpect only 
their private profit, and not the univerfal profit 
of the Realm, which is their furety and defence; 
they refpect themfelves, as private perfons, and 
not as Members of the Univerfal Body 5 but their 
imperfection would be fupplied by the wifdom 
and perfwafion of fuch, as the Queens Majefty 
fhall commit truft unto by her Commiffion, to 
fee this Subfidy well and truly levied. 

And thus much for the Execution of the Grants 


‘Now tothe Execution of Laws, made by you, 


and the reft made heretofore by others. I am to 
remember you, that all thefe labours, travels and 
pains taken about the Laws now made, and be- 
fore time taken about the reft heretofore made, 
and all the Charge fuftained by the Realm about 
the making of them , is all in vain, and labour 
loft, without the due Execution of them. For, 
as it hath been faid, a Law without Execution, 
is but a Body without Life, a Caufe without an 
Effeét, a Countenance of a thing, and indeed 
nothing; Pen, Ink, and Paper,are as much towards 
the Governance of the Common-Wealth, as the 
Rudder or Helm of a Ship ferveth to the Go- 
vernance of it without aGovernour,and as Rods 
ferve for Correction without hands. Were it not 
a meer madnefs for a man to provide fair Torches 
to guide his going by Night,and when he fhould 
ufe them in the dark, to carry them unlight? or 
for one to provide fair and handfome Tools to 
prune or reform his Orchard, or Garden, and to 
lay them up without ufe ? And what thing elfe 
is it to make wholefome and provident Laws in 
fair Books, and tolay them up fafe, without fee- 
ing them Executed? Surely in reafon there isno 
difference between the Examples, faving that the 
making of Laws, without Execution, isin much 
worfe Cafe, than thofe vain provifions before 
remembred 3 for thofe, albeit they do no good, | 
yet they do no hurts but the making of Laws 
without Execution , does very much harm ; for. 
that breeds and brings forth contempt of Laws, 
and Law-makers, and of all Magiftrates; which 
is 
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is the very foundation of all mifgovernance, and 
therefore muft needs be great and hainous in 
.thofe, that are the Caufers of this; indeed they 
are the very occafions of all injuries and injuftice, 
and of all diforders and unquietnefs in the Com- 
mon-Wealth. For certain and evident it 1s, that 
the Queens Majefty , that is Head of the Law 
doth all meet for her Majefty to do, for the due 
Execution of them. Firft, She giveth her Royal 
Affent to the making of them, the moft materia] 
of them fhe Commandeth to be Proclaimed, and 
publifhed; and yet ceafeth not there, but the 
granteth out her Commiflion into every of her 
Shires, to men whichare or fhould be of greateft 
confideration within the limits of their Charge, 
which for the better Executing of them are 
Sworn to fee the Execution of her Laws to them 
Committed , within the Limits of their Com- 
miffions: and yet befides all this, by her Maje- 
{ties Commandment, a number of thefe Juftices 
are Yearly once at the leaft called into her High- 
neffes Star-Chamber, and there in her Majefties 
Name, Exhorted, Admonifhed and Commanded, 
to fee the due Execution of their Charges. 

And thus you fee her Majefty Enacteth, Pro- 
claimeth, Committeth , Exhorteth, Admonifh- 
eth and Commandeth from time to time; yea, 
what can be devifed meet for her Majefty to do, 
for help if this, that is left undone? Surely no- 
thing, to her Majefties Honour and Renown. 
Whereupon it followeth neceflarily and confe- 
quently, that the whole burthen of the offence 
and enormity mutt light upon us, that are put 
in truft by her Majefty, to fee thofe Laws Exe- 
cuted 3 and certainly this offence groweth great 
or little, as the tru{t Committed for the Execu- 
tion of Laws, is great or little; and therefore 
it ftandeth us greatly upon, to ufe our whole 
Cares and Endeavours, for the help of this here- 
after.. Were it poflible, trow you, that if Jufti- 
ces being difperfed through the whole Realm, as 
they be, did carefully and diligently endeavour 
themfelves, according to the [ruft committed 
unto them, by their Soveraign, duly and truly 
to Execute their Charge, as they be bound by 
their Oath to God, and by their Allegiance to 
their Soveraign, and by Duty to their natural 
Country, and rightly confidered , by the love 


they fhould bear to themfelves and their Pofte- . 


rity (for if their Country do not well, they thall 
fare but illfavouredly) were it poffible, I fay, if 
this were fo done, that Laws fhould be thus re- 
mifly and negligently Executed ? No, doubtlels. 
Is it not (trow you) a monftrous difgusfing, to 
have a Juftice a Maintainer; to have him that 
fhould by his Oath and Duty fet forth Juftice 
and Right, againft his Oath offer Injury and 
Wrong; to have him, that is {pecially Chofen 
among(t a number by a Prince to appeafe all 
Brawlings and Controverfies, to be a Sower and 
Maintainer of Strife and Sedition, by fwaying 
and leading of Juries according to his will 5 ac- 
quitting fome for gain, IndiGing others for Ma- 
lice, bearing with them, ashis Servant or Friend,

-Oover-throwing others as his Enemy ; procuring 


the Queftmonger to be of his Livery, or other- 
wife in his danger 5 that his winks, frownings, 


and Countenances may direct all Inquefts ? Sure- 


ly, furely, thefe be they that be Subverters of all 
good Laws and Orders; yea, that make daily 
the Laws, which of their nature be good, to be- 


come Inftruments of all Injuries and Mi(chiefs 


thefe be they indeed of whom fuch Examples 
would be made, as of the Founders and Main- 
tainers of all Enormities; and thefe be thofe, 
whom, if you cannot reform for their greatnefs, 
you ought to complain of them ; and like as this 
is not faid of thofe that be Good, fo is this and 
ae more to be faid and done againft thofe that 
e Evil. 


But here it may be faid, The mifchief appears 5 


what ts the remedy > to make all Laws prefently 
Executed? [ can hardly hope to make them in 


better Cafe, than now they be, and although I 
had fuch hopes, I could find no more helps but 
thefe. 

The firft is having great Care in the choice of 
the Officers. The fecond by tharp Correétions 
impofed upon fuch Offenders. There fhould be 
throughout the Realm a Triennial or Biennial Vi- 
fitation in this nature, made of all Temporal Of- 
ficers, and Minifters, that by Vertue of their OF 
fice have in Charge to fee Execution of Laws. 
By this, I mean, that the Queens Majefty fhould 
make choice every fecond or third year, of cer- 
tain expert and approved perforts,to whom Com- 
miffion fhould be granted, to try out and exa- 
mine by all good means and ways the offences of 
all fuch as have not feen to the due Execution of 
the Laws, and according to the offences fo found 
and certified , to be fharply punthhed without 
Omifiion or Redemption. 

Of effect like unto this, and to the like end, 
was the Vifitation of the Church firft devifed, 
whereof came in the beginning great good 
doubtlefs ; and reafon I fee none, but that a 
like good ought to follow upon a like Vifitation 
made among{t Temporal Officers. Now to find 
out the faults feemeth not hard , for amongtt 
many other ways, there is one plain, evident and 
eafie; and that is where offences do abound in 
any Country, contrary to the Laws, which the 
Juftices fhould fo reform, and there be nothing 
done by them for the Reformation of thofe of- 
fences 3 I do not fee but this makes a full charge 
of their uncarefulnefs and negligence, whereby 
they are well worthy, upon Certificate made, as 
is aforefaid, to be removed of all Governance, to 
their perpetual ignominy, and to the Commen- 
dation of all thofe that remain as good Ofh- 
cers, 

And befides, to fet forth other pains upon 
them, as by Law may be juftified 5 if this were 
once or twice done, I doubt not but the Exam- 
ples following of the doing of it would caufe 
greater diligence to be ufed in the Execution of 
Laws, than now there is. And the better to un- 
derftand which be thofe Juftices that do offend, 

x why 
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why might there not be order taken, that the 
name of every Juftice that hath not profecuted 
any Offender, for any offence committed con- 
trary to any Law, which by the Commiffion that 
he is in, he is authorized to fee punifhed, might 
be entred into fome Rolls; and alfo how often, 
and how many of thofe kind of offences he hath 
alfo profecuted for a declaration of his diligence, 
whereby it might appear when fuch Vifitation 
fhould come, who hath been careful, and who 
hath been negligent , to the end that the floth- 
ful, drowzy Drones, might be fevered from the 
diligent and careful Bees. And like as I could 
wifh this to be done concerning Offices of mean 
degree 3 fo do I defire that the fame courfe 
might be taken with the great and greatelt 5 
for fo it fhould be Equable. But if there be 
nothing done therein, but things left as they 
have been, then muft you look to have your 
Laws Executed as they have been , if not 
worfe; for words will not reform thefe matters, 
as I have feen by proof. And this is the fum of 
what I have to fay at this time , concerning the 
Execution of Laws.

On Wednefday the 4t* day of April in the Af- 
ternoon, Chriftopher Wray Efquire, one of the 
Queens Majefties Serjeants at Law, the Speaker 


Elect of the Houfe of Commons, was prefented | 
unto her Highnefs; who fitting in her Royal | 


Seat, and allowing and affirming the Election, 
after his Oration made, and ordinary Petitions 
granted, the faid Lord Keeper willed him with 
the refidue to repair to the Houfe of Commons, 
there to deliberate and confult upon the making 
of fuch good and wholefome Laws, as might 
tend to the advancement of Gods Glory, and 
prefervation and fafety of the Queens Majetty, 
and the Common-Wealth of this Realm of Exg- 
land. And thereupon the faid M' Speaker, and 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe 
of Commons, returned back unto their own 
Houfe; and being there fat, one Bill (accord- 
ing to the ufual Courfe) had its firft reading, 
which was 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving the Communion. 

It was this day finally agreed, upon the Mo- 
tion of Mt Speaker, that the Letany fhould be 
read every day in the Houfe, during this Parlia- 
ment, asin the laft was ufed 5 and alfo a Prayer 
by Mt Speaker, fuch as he fhould think ficteft 
for this time, to be begun every day at half an 
hour after eight of the Clock in the Morning, and 
that each one of this Houfe then making default 
fhould forfeit every time four pence to the poor 
Mans Box. 

On Tharfday the 5t* day of April, Thomas 
Clark and Anthony Bull of the Inner-Temple Lon- 
don Gentlemen, were by this Houfe committed 
to the Serjeants Ward, until further order fhould 
be taken with them, for that they prefumed to 
enter into this Houfe, and were no Members of 
the fame, as themfelves at the Bar confefled. 

This day the Houfe was called, and thereup- 
on Edward Lewkenor , Fohn Bullock, Nicholas 
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Plumtree, Edward Goodwyn, and Fohn Garnons, 
were Commanded to attend the order of this 
Houfe to Morrow next, for that the Houfe being 
this day called, they had entred into the Houfe, 
and had not as then been returned by the Clerk 
of the Crown,except Garnons,whofe Cafe is, for 
that he 1s faid to be Excommunicate. 

On Friday the 6" day of April, It was Order- 
ed that the Burgefles tor Eftring/ted, fhall remain 
according to the return. 

This day M* Treafurer, M* Serjeant Manwood, 
Geffrie and Lovelace, M' Fletman, M' Bell, and 
M' Monnjon, were appointed to confer with Mr 
Attorney, and M' Sollicitor, about the return of 
the Burgeffes following ; for that the fame 
Towns returned no Burgeffes the laft Parlia- 
ment, v7z.

M Strickland, a grave and ancient Man of 
Great Zeal, {tood up, and made a long Difcourfe, 
tending to the remembrance of Gods Goodnefs, 
giving unto us the light of hisWord,together with 
the gracious difpofition of her Majefty, by whom 
as by his Inftrument,God hath wrought {o great, 
things, and blaming our flacknefs and carelefnefs, 
in not efteeming and following the time and 
blefling offered; but ftill as men not fufficiently 
inftruGed what istruth, or fo that we think it 
not convenient to publi(h and profefs it openly, 
and that, all reproachful Speeches of the flander- 
ous might be {topped, the draw-backs brought 
forward, and the Over-runners, fuch as over-run, 
and exceed the rule of the Law, reduced to 2 
certainty, he thought it Opere pretium, to be 
occupied therein 5 for which purpofe he faid, the 
Profeffors of the Gofpel in other Nations, had 
writ and publifhed to the World the Confeffion 
of their Faith, as did thofe of Strasburgh and 
Franck ford, &c. for which purpofe alfo great 
Learned men in this Realm had travelled, as 
Peter Martyr, Paulus Fagius, and others, whofe 
works hereupon were Extant. 

And before this time an offer thereof was made 
in Parliament, that it might be approved 5 but 
either the flacknefs or fomewhat elfe of {ome men 
in that time, was the lett thereof,or what elfe, he 
faid, he would not fay. This Book, he apa 
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{ted in the Cuftody of M* Nortox, as he guefied, 
a man neither ill difpofed to Religion, nor a neg- 
ligent Keeper of fuch matters of Charge, and 
thereupon requefted that M' Nortox might be 


required to produce the fame; he addedalfo, 
that after fo many Years, as now by Gods Provi- 
dence we had been learning the purity of Gods 
truth, we fhould not permit for any caufe of 


Policy, or other pretence, any errors in matters 
of Doétrine to continue amongft us. And there- 
fore, faid he, although the Book of Common- 
Prayer is (God be praifed) drawn very near to 
the fincerity of the truth, yet are there fome 
things inferted more fuperftitious , than in fo 
high matters be tolerable; as namely, in the Ad- 
miniftration of the Sacrament of Baptifm, the 
fign of the Crofs to be made with fome Ceremo- 
nies, and fuch other Errors, all which, he faid, 
might well be changed, without note of chop- 
ping or changing of Religion, whereby the E- 
nemies might flander us; it being a Reformation 
not contrariant , but directly purfuant to our 
Profeflion, that is, to have al] things brought to 
the purity of the Primitive Church, and inftitu- 
tion of Chrift. He {pake at large of the abufes 
of the Church of Exgland, and of the Church- 
men; as firft, that known Papifts are admitted 
to have Ecclefiaftical Government, and great 
Livinys ; that Godly, honeft and Learned Pro- 
teftants, have little or nothing 5 That Boyes are 
difpenfed with to have fpiritual Promotions ; 
That by Friendfhip with the Mafter of the Fa- 
culties, either unable men are qualified, or fome 
one man allowed to have too many feveral Li- 
vings 5 Finally, he concluded with Petition, 
that by Authority of the Houfe, fome conveni- 
ent number of them might be afligned, to have 
Conference with the Lords of the Spiritualty, for 
confideration and reformation of the matters by 
him remembred. Vide Apr.26. Tue/day poftea. 
M' Norton, a man wife, bold and Eloquent, 
ftood up next, and faid , he was not ignorant, 
but had long fince learned what it was to {peak 
on afudden, or firft, before other men in Par- 
liament. Yet being occafioned by M* Strickland, 
he faid, that truth it was, he had a Book tend- 
ing to the fame effe& 5 but (quoth he ) the Book 
was not drawn by thofe whom he named, but 
by vertue of the A@ of 32. at the affignation, 
or by the Advice of eight Bifhops , eight Di- 
vines, eight Civilians, and eight temporal Law- 
vers, who having in Charge, to make Eccle- 
fiaftical Conftitutions , took in hand the fame; 
which was drawn by that Learned man, M' Do- 
&or Haddon, and penned by that Learned Man 
M' Cheeke 3 whereupon he faid, that confidera- 
tion had been, and fome travel beftowed by Mr 
Fox of late, and that there was a Book newly 
Printed, to be offered to that Houfe; which he 
did then and there, prefently fhew forth. And 
for the reft of Mt Stricklands Motions, he {aid he 
was of his mind, chiefly for the avoiding and 
fupprefling of Simoniacal Ingrofsments. 
Whereupon were appointed for that purpofe 
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for redrefs of fundry defeétions in thofe matters, 
thefe following; viz. All the Privy-Council be- 
ing Members of this Houfe, Sir Henry Nevill, 
Sir Thomas Thinne , Sir Thomas Lucy, Six Henry 
Gate, the Mafter of the Requefts, Mt Heneace, 
Mr’ Recorder, Mt Bel’, M' Hexry Kxuolles Sen., 
M? Mounfox, Mt Norton, M® Strickland, M' Go- 
dier, Mt William More, and Mt Door Berkley. 

Thefe names being thus tranfcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, as were thofe two foregoing Speeches of 
Mt Strickland, and Mit Nortom, out of that before- 
cited Anonymous Journal of the fame Houfe, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning @f 
this prefent Journal, now follow other paflages 
of this day out of the fame. 

The Bill concerning coming to the Church,and 
receiving the Communion, was read the fecond 
time 3 and thereupon Sir Thomas Smith {peak- 
ing for the maintenance thereof, argued 3 and 
in part wifhed the Bifhops to have confideration 
thereof. 

After whom M' Fleetwood moved, that the 
penalty of that Statute fhould not go to Promo- 
ters, and faid it was a device but of late brought 
in, in the time of King Hevry the Eighth, the 
firft year of his Reign, and fhewed the Evils and 
inconveniences that did grow by thefe mens do- 
ings 5 wherein no reformation was fought, but 
private gainto the moft of men. He faid alfo, 
that matter of going to the Church,. or for the 
fervice of God, did direétly appertain to that 
Court 5 and that we all have as well learned 
this Leffon, that there is a God, whois to be 
ferved, as have the Bifhops. And thcreupon he 
undertook to prove by the old Laws, vouched 
from King Edgar, that the Princes in their Par- 
liamtents have made Ecclefiaftical Conftituticns : 
asthefe; That if any Servant fhall work upon 
the Sabbath day by the Commandment of his 
Mafter, he fhould be free; if of himfelf, he 
fhould be whipped 5 if a Freeman fhould work, 
he fhould be bound,or grievoufly amerced. Then 
he concluded upon requeft, that ic might be 
committed to fome of the Houfe, without the 
Bifhops, who perhaps would be flow. 

Sir Owen Hopton moved very orderly, that 

the Prefentation of fuch defaults fhou!d not only 
depend upon the relation of the Church-War- 
dens , who being for the moft part fimple, and 
mean men, and fearing to offend, would rather 
incur danger of Perjury, than difpleafe fome of 
their Neighbours 5 he fhewed for proof, Expe- 
rience, 
It may be gathered by thefe foregoing Speeches 
tranfcribed out of that Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this prefent Journal , that Mt Fleetwood moved 
to have this Bill referred to Committees; but 
their names being there omitted, are therefore 
wholly tranfcribed out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, in manner and 
form following 3 vz. 

Sit Thomas Smith, Sir Owen Hopton, Sir paeetes 

cot, 
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Scot, the Matters of the Requefts, M* Serjeant 
Manwood, M' Serjeant Geoffry, M' Fleetwood and 
M' Sands, who were appointed to meet in the 
Star-Chamber, at two of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon. 

The Bill for prefervation of Woods, was read 
the firft time. 

On Saturday the 7** day of April, the Bill con- 
cerning Religion was read , and the firft of the 
faid Bills was delivered to the Commiffioners, and 
the refidue read, and appointed to remain in the 
Houfe, and this not to ftand for any reading. 
Vide what Bills thefe were, on Tuefday May the 
1¥> enfuing. 

It fhould feem that the firft of thefe Bills here 

mentioned, is that which is tiled the Bill A, and 
the other Bills thofe which were then alfo offered 
to the Houfe, and thereupon referred to certain 
fele& Committees, to be confidered of, before 
they were fuffered to be read in the Houfe; 
which being admitted of this day , was not al- 
lowed by the Houfe for any reading, but only, 
as may very well be gathered, for the faid Houfe 
it felf to confider of them, before they were fur- 
ther entertained. 
_ But there can be no abfolute certainty fet 
down hereof, in refpect that through the negli- 
gence of Fulk On flowE{q3at this time Clerk of the 
Houfe of Commons, it 1s fo confufedly or briefly 
fet down; although in the general it is very 
probable, that this proceeding in Ecclefiaftical 
matters with fo much caution and deliberation, 
was becaufe they defired to give no occafion of 
diftafte to her Majefty: who ever, for the moft 
part, fhewed her {elf very averfe to their inter- 
medling with any thing concerning Church mat- 
ters. Now follow other of this days pafiages, 
out of the before-cited Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of. 
this prefent Journal ; but it is fully difcovered 
what thefe Bills were, on May the 17°" Thur/day 
enfuing. 

M Strickland firft moved, that M* Norton 
might be required to deliver fuch Books, as he 
had. Mt Newdigate moved, that where one of 
the caufes for the Calling of the Parliament, and 
perhaps the chiefeft,was for a Subfidy, he thought 
it not amifs to make offer of a Subfidy, before it 
fhould be required, which Speech was not liked 
of by the Houfe. 

Sir Francis Kuolles made a long needlefs dif- 
courfe concerning the Subfidy. 

Mr Bel// faid, that aSubfidy was by every good 
Subject to be yielded unto ; but for that the 
People were galled by two means,it would hard- 
ly be levied 5 namely, by Licences and the abufe 
of Promoters; for which, if remedy were pro- 
vided, then would the Subfidy. be paid willing- 
ly; which he proved, for that by Licences a few 
only were enriched , and the multitude impo- 
verifhed 5 and added, that if a burden fhould 
be Jaid on the back of the Commons, and no 
redrefs of the common evils , then there might 
happily enfue , that they would lay down the 
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burden in the midft of the way, and turn to the 
contrary of their Duty. 

Mr’ Popham affirmed M' Bells Speech, and ad- 
ded to the former abufes, that of the. Treafurers 
of the Crown; who having in their hands great 
Mafles of Money, with the which either they 
themfelves, or fome Friends of theirs, do pur- 
chafe Lands to their own ufe, and after become 
Bankrupts , and fo caufe or practife an enftal- 
ment of their Debts, as of late fome one hath 
inftalled a Debt of thirty thoufand pounds: 
which occafioned the lack in the Princes Coffers. 

M' Serjeant Lovelace argued, that every Loyal 
Subject ought to yield to the relief of the Prince, 
and that without any condition or limitation ; 
notwithftanding he did not diflike of the for- 
mer motions; and thought it very requifite, that 
thefe evils might be provided for, to the ends 
aforefaid ; untothe which he added three abufes 
more; firft, the abufe of Purveyors, wherein he 
had to defire the Council, and the Mafters of the 
Houfhold, to confider of it, and to be willing 
to yield to Reformation; and, in his Opinion, 
it fhould not be amifs to take away the Purvey- 
ors, and to limit every Country to a proportion: 
able rate 3 {0 thould her Majefty be better fer- 
ved, and the Kingdom eafed. Secondly, The 
Reformation of the Exchequer, for the Charge 
which groweth by refpite of Homage 5 which 
he wifhed might be paid on fome other fort, 
ina fumcertain. Thirdly, Another Reformation 
which is updn a great abufe in the Exchequer, 
by fending out upon every Fine levied, the Writ 
Quo titulo ingreffus eft. 

M' Comptroller in few words faid, that he be- 
ing one of the Mafters of the Houfhold, would 
do his endeavour for Reformation of all things 
arifing by the Purveyors. 

M' Sampoole fometimes of Lincolns-Inn, liked 
well of the Motion of the Subfidy , and com- 
mended the Motions of the Gentlemen before ; 
affirming, that they were very neceflary to be 
thought of; unto which he was to add one 
more; vz. the abufe of Collectors. He fhewed, 
that they do retain their Charge fometimes a 
Year, fometimes more in their own hands. And 
for that they are but mean men, appointed to 
that Office, they oft times convert it to their 
own ufes, and are perhaps never able to fatisfie 
the fame; ‘whereby the people are unwilling to 
pay ; for if they fhould underftand her Majefty 
fhould have it prefently, they would more wil- 
lingly pay it; and therefore wifhed the better 
fort of every Country fhould be affigned to that 
charge. 

M! Goodier faid , that every man ought to 
yield to the Subfidy, and rather offer it, than to 
{tay till it fhould be demanded 5 defiring, that 
the Subfidy might prefently, and only go for- 
ward, without the hearing of any more com- 
plaints: for that they might be Infinite, and al- 
ready more were remembred, than in one Par- 
liament could be reformed. Wherein he fhewed 
a great defire he had to win favour, ; 
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In the conclufion of thefe aforefaid Speeches, 
tranfcribed out of that often before-cited Ano- 
nymous Journal, more particularly mentioned 


at the beginning of this prefent Journal 5 it. 


fhould feem that a Committee was appointed to 
confider of the proportion, and time of yielding 
fome relief unto her Majefty 5 whofe names be- 
ing fet down in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons , are thence tranfcribed 
at large in manner and form following.

For Motions of Griefs and Petitions were ap- 
pointed Sir Owen Hopton , Sir Thomas Scot, Sir 
William Buts, M* Manwood, M' Bell,M' Popham, 
Mr’ Fleetwood, Mt Mounfon, Mt Mohuz, Mt Grin- 
fron, Mt Merfh and Mt Wixchcomb , to meet in 
the Temple Church on Monday next, at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Upon a Motion by the Committees for mat- 
ters of Religion (whofe names fee on Friday the 
6 day of this inftant Apri foregoing ) It was 
Ordered, that M' Grim/fon and Mt! Strickland 
fhould move the Lords of the Clergy, to know 
their pleafure concerning the motions, to be to 
them made to Morrow in the Afternoon,in matters 
of Religion. Vide Apr. 26. poftea & Maii 17. 

M? Mownfon brought report, that M' Attor- 
ney General prayed, that meeting may be made 
to Morrow in the Afternoon , at M' Treafurers 
Chamber, for Conference touching the validity 
of Burgefles. 

April the 85 Sunday. 

On Monday the 9° day of April, report was 
made of the validity of Burgefles, and Ordered 
by Mr Attorneys Affent, that the Burgefles hall 
remain according to the returns; for that the 
validity of the Charters of their Towns, is elfe- 
where to be Examined, if caufe be. 

The Bill concerning coming to the Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was brought 
in again by Sir Thomas Smith , one of the frid 
Committees. 

The names of the Committees for the Subfidy, 
and for Motions and Petitions (which fee on 
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Saturday immediately foregoing) were read 
again, and they appointed to keep theit’ former 
hour of meeting. 

For that Sir thes Perry Knight, being retur- 
ned Knight for the Shire of Cumberland, and 
likewile of Northumberland , hath chofen to ap- 
pear for Northumberland 3 it was Ordered, that 
a new Writ fhall go out to chufe another Knight 
for Cumberland. 

The Bill touching certain Offences to be made 
Treafons, was read the firtt time. 

M' Nortoz Exhibited an Addition, which was 
received by the Houfe; and after fundry Argu- 
ments, and fome Motions touching the feverance 
or uniting of the Bills, it was aleve that the 
Bill be read again upon Thurfday next. 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving of the Communion; was read the firft 
time. 

Sir John S* Leger, moved the Houfe for his 
Mans Priviledge, and it ws committed to M* 
Recorder, M' Bedol/, and M' Dalton, and they 
to meet this Afternoon at M*' Recorders , and 
make report to Morrow. 

On Tuefday the 10t day of April, M* Speaker 
recited a Commandment from the Queens Ma- 
jefty, to {pend little time in Motions, and to 
avoid long Speeches. The reafon whereof being 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, itis therefore fupplied out 
of that often before-cited elaborate Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this prefent Journal , in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

That this Advertifement grew of fomewhat 
fpoken by Mt Be// the 7% day of this inftant 
April, concerning Licences granted by her Ma- 
jefty, to do certain matters contrary to the Sta- 
tutes, wherein he feemed (as was faid) to {peak 
again{ft her Prerogative: but furely fo orderly 
did he utter what he {pake, as thofe who were 
touched might be angry 3 but juftly to blame 
him might not be. 

This Advertifement being thus tranfcribed out 
of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal, now fol- 
lows the refidue of this days paflages out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons 
it felf, in form following. 

Sir Owen Hoptox moved for the Commiffion of 
Motions and Petitions, to have the Council ad- 
ded unto them , and alfo a greater number of 
others; and delivered a Paper of Notes of the 
Motions made.

Six Bills of no great moment, had each of 
them one reading; of which the laft being the 
Bill touching Monafteries, was read the firft time. 

M® Treafurer made report of the Committees 
doings for the Subfidy, whofe names {ee on Sa- 
turday the 7% day of this inftant Apri! foregoing, 
and brought in Articles, which were well liked, 
and thereupon the fame Commiflioners were ap- 
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pointed to proceed with the’ drawing of the 
Book. 

Two Bills alfo had each of them their firft 
reading, of which the firft was the Bill for the 
validity of Burgeffes not refiant. 

Touching matters of Religion, Mt Mourfox 
brought report, that the Bifhops pray to have 
the Lords moved by this Houfe, to aflign aCom- 
mittee to confer with this Houfe. And there- 
upon it was Ordered prefently , that the fame 
Commiflioners do immediately go to the Lords, 
with this Meflage, to know their pleafure for ap- 
pointing fome to confer about the Book for Do- 
ctrine. 

Mr Treafurer returned report, that the Lord 
Keeper hath Anfwered , he will open it to the 
Lords. 

Four Bills of no great moment, had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the fecond being 
the Bill for Cloth-workers, was read the fir{t 
time: And the therd being the Bill B. had its 
firft reading.

Sir Richard Read and M' Dotter Yale, did 
bring an Anfwer to the Meflage 5 772. that the 
Lords have appointed twenty of themfelves, 
whereof ten of the Clergy, and ten of the Tem- 
poralty, to meet at two of the Clock this After- 
noon, in the Star-Chamber. And thereupon 
were added by the Houfe to the former Com- 
miffioners, the Mafter of the Rolls, Sir Henry 
Norrice, Sir William Buts, M* Auftley , Mt Ser- 
jeant Maywood, M* Stooks, Mt‘ Fleetwood, M' 
Carleton, Mt Eglenby, M' Yelverton, M‘ Dalton, 
and M' Robert Snagg, which meeting was about 
matters of Religion. Vide abunde Mazi 17. 
poftea. 

On Wednefday the 11" day of April, the Bill 
for Leféwithiell was read the firft time. 

M: Fleetwood brought in a Bill againft 
Rogues. 

The Bill againft fraudulent Gifts and Convey- 
ances, ‘was read the fecond time , and was delt- 
vered to certain of the Houfe to amend prefently, 
upon a Motion made by Mt Daltoz to have it to 
extend to the defrauding of Heriots. 

Three Bills of no great moment, had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the fecond being 
‘the Bill: for Sewers, was read the fecond time, 
and Ordered to be ingrofled. And the Bill D. 
had its firft reading. Vide Maii 17. post. what Bill 
D. meaneth. 

M’ Seck ford Mafter of the Requefts, prayed 
longer time to confider of the Bill of fraudulent 
Gifts and Conveyances; and that the Commit- 
tees may be Sir ‘FohnWhite, M' Seck ford Matter 
of the Requefts, M' Serjeant Manwood, Geoffry 
Loveland, M* Mounfon, M* Bell, M* Fleetwood, 
M! Thomas Suagg, M' Barber, and Mt Dalton, to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Temple 
Church. 

The Bill for not returning perfons of the 
Queens Majefties Houfhold on Juries, was read 
the firft time. 
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The Bill for Briffol was read the fecond time, 
and Ordered to be ingroffed. Whereupon fol- 
lowed divers longSpeeches and Arguments touch- 
ing the fame Bill; which being omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
are here fupplied out of that often before-cited 
Anonymous Journal of the fame Houfe , more 
particularly mentioned at the beginning of this 
prefent Journal, in manner and form follow- 
ING 5 Vz. 

M' Comptroller firft moved, that before fome 
Committees were appointed, both parties might 
be heard, and the Controverfy appeafed. 

Mt Fleetwood argued, that there might appear 
rafhnefs or indifcretion in them, who fhould now 
reverfe what of late they had done; but leavin 
to {peak thereof,he entred into a good Difeourt. 
of the Prerogative, which might thereby be 
touched, if they fhould endeavour to overthrow 
her Majefties Letters Patents, to whom by Law 
there is power given to Incorporate any Town, 
and fhe is Sworn to preferve her Prerogative 5 
he vouched the Clerk of the Parliaments Book to 
be,that noman might talk of the Statute of Wills, 
ec. but that the King firft gave Licence; for 
that his Prerogative in the Wards was hereby 
touched. He fhewed likewife the Statute of Ed, 
1. Ed. 3. and H. 4. with a faving of the Prero- 
gative. In King Edward the Sixths time Licence 
was fued for tothe Lord Protector, to talk of 
matters of Prerogative, he remembred the Book 
of 2 Edm. 6. for the Parliament of Ireland, cal- 
led by the Chief Judge , as is for him lawful 5 
where it was queftioned , what by Parliament 
might bedone; whether they might depart with 
any of the Kings Towns, Forts or Piers; it was 
agreed they might not, and fo he concluded,that 


to talk thereof (for as much as her Majefties 


Letters Patents, and Prerogative were touched) 
Rege non confulto , was perillous. He alfo made 
mention of the Statute , which authorizeth all 
Merchants to Traffick by Sea, Nifé publice prohi- 
bentur, he faith, others were prohibited. 

Mt Young of Briffol, in the behalf of the Com- 
mons, reafoned to this effect; Firft, Shewed the 
lofs to the Queen of her Cuftom, then the pri- 
vate Monopoly wrought and occafioned by the 
Merchants, the Controverfies which have enfued 
by this means amongft them , and the fubtile 
means whereby the Statute was procured, with- 
out the confent of the Major or Commons, by 
fuch as were put in Truft. 

M Alford faid, that he might not {peak of the 
Prerogative aptly, for that he was not Learned 
in the Law; but made fome remembrance of 
what he had there feen, concerning the Aé& of 
Parliament for Southampton, where it appeareth, 
that without an A@of Parliament, her Majefties 
Letters Patents were not fufficient; and there-. 
fore he prayed convenient confideration might 
be, and that the fame (if it fhould fo feem good 
to the Houfe) might be conjoined to the former 
and other Bill, Ge. 

Then fpake M® Cleere, Sir Francis Knoles, 

Sir 
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Sir Nicholas Arnold , Sic Henry Norris, and M*‘ 
Chriftopher Yelverton of Grays-Inn, feverally to 
the faid Bill: whofe Speeches being fomewhat 
imperfectly and uncertainly fet down in the be- 
fore-mentioned Anonymous Journal, are there- 
fore omitted; although from them , and the re- 
fidue foregoing , the effect of this Bill may be 
Collected to have been for the Diffolution of 
certain Companies of Merchants in Bré/fol,whom 
her Majefty had Incorporated by her Letters Pa- 
tents, and authorized them to Trade to certain 
places, by which it was pretended that the pub- 
lick and free trading of others was reftrained 5 
and at laft upon the Motion of M* Fleetwood, 
That the Bill being of great weight, might be 
further confidered of by the Houfe, and the 
Committees be appointed at fome other time, it 
was thereupon Ordered, that they fhould be ap- 
pointed on the day following, which was done 
accordingly. 

Then was read the Bill for coming to Ser- 
vice, but what reading it was appeareth not by 
the aforefaid Anonymous Journal , nor by the 
Original Journal Book it felf, in which this 
faid Bill is not at all mentioned: but it fhould 
feem that it was the fecond reading, becaufe di- 
vers Speeches enfued thereupon; which in re- 
fpect that they concern a matter of fo great 
moment, are therefore tranfcribed out of the 
Anonymous Journal, in manner -and form fol- 
lowing. 

M' Sxagg fhewed at large the inconveniencies 
of the old Law, for coming to Service: for, 
faid he, by the former Law it was Enacted, that 
the Service fhall not be faid, or Sacrament mini- 
ftred, in other fort than in the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer is prefcribed 5 he fhewed, how dif- 
ferently the fame was ufed in many places, from 
the prefcribed Rule; as where no part of thofe 
Prayers were obferved, but a Sermon, and fome 
fuch other Prayers only as the Minifter fhali think 
good, in place thereof; whereupon have great 
divifions, difcords and diflikes grown amongft 
and between great numbers. And fince it is 
Law, that in this fort Service fhall be ufed, and 
that whofoever fhall be at any other form of Ser- 
vice, fhall incur the penalty prefcribed, and that 
the Minifters neither do, nor will do herein, as 
they fhould, and as is by the Law prefcribed and 
commanded ; he thought the proceedings in this 
kind, fhould occafion a Dilemma in mifchief ; 
for by this Law, if he come not, he fhall lofe 
twelve pence; and if he come and be prefent, 
and the Service be not faid according to the pre- 
{cribed Rule of the Book, he fhall lofe a hun- 
dred Marks. 

M' Aglionby Burgels of the Town of Warwick, 
moved the Law might be without exception or 
priviledge for any Gentlemen in their private 
Oratories 5 this did he prove tobe fit out of Plato 
his Laws, and Czcero, both prefcribing for the 
obfervation of the Law an equality between the 
Prince and the poor Man, not giving {cope to 
the one above the other. Alfo he remembred 


the Authority of Laéantins Firmianus, makin 
this only difference betwixt Man and Beaft, that 
all men do know and acknowledge that there is 
a God, and in this refpect there fhould be no 
difference between Man and Man. Withall, he 
faid, the more noble the Man , the more good 
his Example may do. He therefore concluded, 
that for fo much of the Law,fo the fame might be 
general,he was of good liking that it fhould pafs. 

But for the other matter, concerning the re- 
ceiving of the Communion, he argued, that it 
was not convenient to inforce Con{ciences. And 
to that purpofe, he fhewed the Authority of D's; 
which he vouched without quoting the place, or 
fentence. He'faid alfo, that it was the Opinion 
of Fathers, and Learned Men of this Land ; and 
therefore wifhed they might be confulted with. 
Finally, he concluded, that bowe Leges é malis 
moribus proveniunt : but no good Laws may make 
a good man fit to receive that great Miniftry of 
God above. This whole Speech he tempered 
with fuch difcretion, as in fuch Cafe was feemly. 
And whatfoever he {pake, he {pake the fame un- 
der Correction. 


M* Strickland ftanding up, firft prayed he 
might be excufed, for that he was to {peak.on a 
fudden and unprovided. For the firft, He ap- 
proved what M' Aglionby had faid: For the f{e- 
cond, he faid, he could not be of that mind; 
and he vouched out of E/dras, that the Church, 
yea the Confciences of men , were by the Pro- 
phet reftrained 5 withal he faid, Confcience 
might be free, but not to difturb the common 
quiet. He fhewed the practice and doings of the 
Pope, the banifhment of the Arrians, cc. That 
the word of the Prince, for lack of Law, muft 
not be tied. The Jfraelites, he faid, were con- 
{trained to eat the Pafs-over. And finally he 
concluded, that it was no ftraitning of their 
Confciences, but a Charge or lofs of their Goods, 
if they could not vouchfafe to be, as they 
fhould be, good men and true Chriftians. 

M: Daltox reafoned to this effet, that there 
could enfue no inconvenience by thofe two 
Laws, which were intended to be contrary ; his 
reafon was, except the Service be according to 
the Law, no man is bound to ftay there, no 
more, than if he be bound to come and hear 
Service, if there be noService, he is to forfeit his 
Bond. 

For Anfwer to M'‘ Aglionby he faid, the mat- 
ters of Confcience did not concern the Law-ma- 
kers, neither were they to regard the error, cu- 
riofity, or ftiff-neckednefs of the evil, ignorant 
or froward perfons. For be it they did proceed 
orderly to the difcharge of their own Confcien- 
ces, in making the Law, let them care for the reft 
whom it behoveth. He was of mind that Gen- 
tlemen fhould not be excepted, for the caufes 
aforefaid ; but he wifhed provifion might be 
made for fuch as be imprifoned, or cannot come 
for fear of Arrefts. He wifhed alfo, that the Law 
might have continuance but till the end of the 
next Parliament. 

Thefe 
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Thefe foregoing Speeches being thus tranfcri- 
bed out of that often before-cited Anonymous 
Journal, more particularly mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this prefent Journal , and two other 
Speeches of M' Fleetwood, and M* Popham, of no 
great moment , being omitted; now follows 
fome part of the next days paflages out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

On Thurfday the 12" day of April, Mt Com- 
ptroller, upon a Motion made by himfelf, that 
the Bill touching Byi/tol might be proceeded in, 
was appointed a Committee in the fame , and 
with him were nominated Sir Nicholas Points, 
Sir Nicholas Arnold, Six ‘fohn White, M' Newton, 
Mr. bs Younge, Mr. Popham, Mr. Fleetwood, 
Mr. Nortox, Mr. Alford, Mr. Hall of York, and 
Mr. Hooker, to whom the hearing of both par- 
ties touching the faid Bill, was referred 5 and 
thereupon to make report thereof to the Houfe, 
and to meet in the Star-Chamber , on Monday 
next at three of the Clock in the Afternoon. 
Vide in die precedente concerning this bufinefs. 

It is Ordered, that the Houfe do fit to Morrow 
till ten of the Clock,and then to goto the Court 
to hear the Sermon. 

Two Bill of no great moment, had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the fecond touch- 
ing certain offences to be made Treafons , was 
read the fecond time. 

The Addition to the fame Bill was read the 
firft time. 

After the reading of which faid Bill, and Ad- 
dition as aforefaid, fundry Motions and Argu- 
ments enfued 5 which being omitted in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
are therefore fupplied out of that often before- 
cited Anonymous Journal, in manner and form 
following. 

Mr. Goodier with fome fhew of former Care 
for that Caufe, entred into the utterance of a 
long Speech, and fpake to this effe@: Firft, He 
made a folemn Proteftation of his fincerity, truth 
and Loyalty to her Majefty, to the State, and to 
the Houfe. Then he fhewed many fingular and 
true bleffings , which we have by her Highnefs 
means, and religioufly prayed for her preferva- 
tion 5. but his whole difcourfe {tood upon thefe 
three points, what he thought of the perfons 
there Affembled, what he difliked in the mat- 
ter of the Bill propounded , and why he 
did fo. 

Of the perfons, he faid, he heartily believed 
the whole Company in truth and true mean- 
ing to have a care and hearty well-withing 
for her Majefties fafety, acknowledging and re- 
pofing in her the very Anchor of our Safety 5 but 
whether all were with a fincere meaning to the 
{tate of the Crown, he knew not; but rather 
thought the clean contrary: but yet of the moft 
and moft honourable he thought nothing amifs, 
but fome furely, he faid, were doubly difpofed, 
and with a favourable affection bent for fome 
{pecial body. 
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For the fubftance of the firft Bill, he faid he 
was of clear mind, well liking and approving 
the whole courfe thereof; except, quoth he, 
that the fame be not already by former Laws 
provided for; and hereunto he further added, 
that if any man fhould fay, that the Papifts do 
not err in faying or {peaking fo flanderoufly of 
her Majefty ; the fame to be taken alfo as Trea- 
fon. For the Additions which concerned the 
firft, which did clearly refpe@ the time paft, as 
to make Treafon of a fault already committed, 
which at the time of the perpetrating of the fame 
offence, was not inthe fame Degrees it was a 
Prefident moft perilous, which might occafion 
fuch and fo great Evils, as eafily might not be 
conceived. Of prefent time, mans wifdom might 
judge ; Future time mans Policy may reach to: 
but to call again the time paft, or to raife what 
is dead in any kind, Man may not ; nor in rea- 
fon is it to be prefumed. The like he faid had 
not been feen ; and where he hath read thou- 
fands of Laws, yet did he never find fuch a Pre- 
fident.* An extremity, rare, and never practifed, 
no not in thefe the greateft matters of Faith 
and Religion, that we do now {fo ecarneftly 
treat of. 

The Enemy to God and our State (the Pa- 
pifts, I mean_) is moft hateful. Yet isno man fo 
hardly bent, as to have them punifhed, much 
lefs to fuffer Death, for what is paft. Whether 
her Majefty hath pardoned what is paft, we do 
not know , and whether her Highnefs pleafure 
be that it fhould be talked of, no man yet hath 
made a report. Withal, it may happily occafion 
diflike between herMajefty and the Houfe,which 
were odious and hateful s but doubtlefs, he pro- 
phefied,it would occafion peril, fuch and fo great, 
that the greateft Speakers therein, yea thofe who 
fhould give them moft or beft words, could 
give no Warranties. Neither is it that the {e- 
quel thereof may be warranted for the right of 
a Crown, which words may not be {trained or 
{traitned. 

Thus much confidered, and the Prince being 
herein not as yet determined, he therefore ad- 
vifed, and more than fo by words of vehemency 
urged ftay. He farther faid, that the penning 
of the firft Article of the Additions was clou- 
ded and involved with fecret underftandings, 
not to be underftood but by fuch as more curi- 
oufly could, and more cunningly would, look 
thereinto thanhe. For matters of Title of the 
Crown, he faid, he neither knew any, nor durft 
to intermeddle or take knowledge of any ; and 
concluding , he faid , that for obfcurity of the 
fence, he muft needs condemn the fame, fince 
that Veritas eft nuda, fimplex & plana. 

Sir Thomas Smith her Majefties Principal Se- 
cretary, neither condemning nor approving of 
what had before been fpoken by M‘ Goodier, 
made motion, that the Bill might be divided, 
left the one might be the hindrance of the 
other. 

Mr Nortox in his accuftomed manner of ait

ral Eloquence 5 firft fhewed. that that Aflembly 
fhould be free of Speech, fo that the fame did 


not exceed the Bounds of Loyalty 5 and as in} 


Speech free, fo ought it alfo to be free of unjuft 
flanders, and undeferved reproaches. For fo 
much as might concern him , he protefted that 
he neither thought, nor meant any other title 
than the fole prefervation of her Majefty, and to 
this end was he and the whole Houfe (as he fup- 
pofed) fetled and bent; the being of this Realm, 
not only in refpect of our goods and ‘lives the 
fingular {tay, but for Truth and Religion , yea 
of all Chriftendom not Maga, but in all the 
world Speciofa. And fince that Confultation is no 
other than Confultare in Commune, he wasas well 
to remove the furmife of Ambiguity, as the 
flander raifed of any doublenefs in him; the 
words (quoth he) are plain, thefe and no other 5 
that whatfoever perfon during the life of her 
Majefty , hath or fhall imagine , intend or go 
about, the depofing, @c. them and their Heirs 
to be barred of any title. 

And, faith he, where Ambition hath once 
entred, fuch is the nature of the fame, that ne- 
ver it will be fatisfied: and the thirft for a King- 
dom is unquenchable. Withal in common Expe- 
rience we fee, that betweentwo, for a {mall 
matter in Suit, when it fhall pafs againft the one, 
though by perfect Tryal , yet will he who lo- 
feth never acknowledge that he had either offer- 
ed, or defended an injury. He faid, for working 
of great matters great time is required 5 and fuch 
a mifchief, asto overthrow a Crown 1s not ina 
day compafled ; and therefore what hereafter 
is thought, or meant to be Executed, is already 
begun, compalled and devifed. Time muft 
therefore be taken, and therefore in time, and 
at all times it isto be prevented. 

Where it is faid, the like hath not been feen, | 
and a Miracle made of it, as if there were ne- | 
ver former Prefidents ever feen of the like, or 
ever heard of before. It is no longer fince 
than in Queen Maries time, when to the Par- 
liament it was fuggefted, that the Congrega- 
tions in the City of Lo#dow Aflembled , did 
ufe this kind of Prayer to God, either to con- 
vert her, or confound her. Whereupon it was 
Enacted, that every perfon who fo, and in 
fuch fort, had prayed, or who fo after fhould 
pray , fhould be taken for a Traytor. The 
Cafe of Bennet Smith is not fo ftrange , nor fo 
long fince, but it may be remembred ; his tranf- 
grefiion was not fuch, nor fo to be adjudged at 
the time of the. offence perpetrated, as it was 
afterwards; yet by Authority of Parliament the 
offence precedent was from the old nature alter- 
ed, and he, who before at the time of the of- 
fence, until the making of the Law, was not to 
be priviledged but ‘by his Clergy, was now by 
an Act made after, by Judgment Executed. And 
fince in the Cafe of a private man, as was this of 
Bennet Smith, fuch confideration, and fuch good 
difcretion was ufed, who can imagine it tobe 
odious? Nay, who is it, that would not the like 


or greater care to be had of a Prince, and efpe- 
cially of fo good and virtuous a Prince, as fhe, 
for whom our Conference is now? But yet we 
are charged with partial affection,unfetled minds, 
and doublenefS. Whether this Speech now be 
an offence to the Houfe, he earneftly craved the 
Judgment of the Houfe. For that it might feem 
by the Gentlemans earneftnefs who fpake, that 
fome one his Friend, whom he was bent to ferve, 
would be touched. Whereupon, for his own 
part he eft-foons protefted , he had no certain 
refolution with himfelf of any title, but was to 
be fatisfied with the confent of that Aflembly 5 
howfoever adding further, if his Motions might 
fo fort, as they were liked, he offered this Pro- 
vifo to be added ; That ifany fuch perfon, who 
had made any fuch claim, fhall difelaim and re- 
nounce all Title during her Highnefs Life, the 
fame perfon,¢*c. to be then reftored to the old 
Eftate. 

Mt Comptroller after fome Declaration of 
grief, perceiving the matter grow to heat, as ve- 
rily the greate{t number of the Houfe were more 
than moved with the vehemency of Mt Goo- 
diers Speech , and that men were difpofed to 
talk at large of matters contrary or repugnant 
to the Bill, moved that it might be fevered 5 be- 
caufe the firft part came in, and was exhibited 
to that Houfe by her Majefties Learned Councel; 
the other was but the advice of a private man, 
which advice, though it juftly deferved Com- 
mendation, yet was it not, in his fancy, to be 
joined with that which came in other foft. 

M' Swagg argued to this effe& , that in ma- 
king of Laws, plainnefs of Speech fhould be ufed, 


| all intrapments to be fhunned and avoided. And 


here he moved , why the Statute of Edm. 3. 
whereby it is Enacted, that all fuch, who thall 
endeavour, compafs or imagine the Death of the 
King,c>c. fhould be Traytors, &c. fhould not be 
faid {ufficient, reaching as far, and comprehend- 
ing asmuch, asthis latter advice. For the regard 
of the time paft, he faid, he could have no good 
liking thereof, and what was practifed in Queen 
Maries time (under Correétion) he took to be 
no Charitable Prefident 5 concerning the Au- 
thority of the Parliament, he did conclude no- 
thing, but faid it was a prevention. 

Sir Francis Knolles fhewed, that he could not 
utterly diflike the conjoining of the Additions, 
fith that they rife all of one ground,and that they 
both are good and charitable; whereof he ac- 
knowledged her Highnefs to have Intelligence, 
and the caufe already to have been in Conference 
by her Councel. And for the word (hath) he 
faith it contained no fuch abfurdity , but with 
good zeal it might be maintained. And there- 
fore fuch vehemency and fharpnefs of Speech, he 
faid was more than requifite, yea more than con- 
venient. And as for the obfcurity, be faid of 
men that would mean well, it could not be mif- 
conftrued; and to {tay or prevent devices paft, he 
thought it but honeft Policy, which being other- 
wife ufed in a Princes cafe, is not to be difliked. 

Y 2 He 
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He remembred her Highnefs unwillingnefs to pu- 
nith fuch offences, and therefore though the 
Law be fharp , yet fuch is her Mildnefs, that if 
any have offended for fo much as may concern 
her perfon , furely he thought it would not be 
Executed; and her Clemency tempered with 
Authority, could never grow to Cruelty, where- 
in what his Confcience was, he thought not fit 
to make further fhew thereof; but fimply and 
plainly he would deal herein, not meaning to 
treat in fuch fort, as if he thought to deferve 
thanks, or any thing of her Majeftys for what he 
did, he did it alfo as mindful of his own fafety. 

Another then fpake (whofe name is not ex- 
preffed in the aforefaidAnonymous]Journal )fhew- 
ing the weight of the matter, which was then 
in hand, to reft as well on the general fafety of 
the Subjects, as on the prefervation of her Maje- 
{ties Perfon, and therefore he could not but ap- 
prove the effect of the whole, both in Bill and 
Addition 5 albeit for the pains in the Bill he was 
fomewhat variant from that which was there of- 
fered, and in the underftanding of fome words 
he was doubtful 5 as for the word compaffing, 
he made fome queftion; of this (bodily burt) 
he had no perfect Intelligence, fince the hurt of 
body may grow by grief of mind, and grief of 
mind perhaps by {mall caufe. He alfo faid, that 
faving in the Statute of 27 H. 8. he hath not 
read it. But further, he faid, that he that would 
not allow her for lawful Queen, 1n his conceit 
fhouldalfo be called a Traitor; but for the {peak- 
ing of thofe moft {landerous words of Heretick, 
Infidel, Schifmatick, he would not any man, to 
be for the firlt offence taken asa Traytor; for 
that the not acknowledging of the Supremacy, 
being a far greater offence , is but the pain of 
Pranzunire. And therefore, except the fame of- 
fence alfo might be made Treafon, he could not 
like thereof. But if it fhould fo feem to them 
good,that it fhould be ashe indeed withed, then 
was he well pleafed to put them both to one Pre- 
dicament. 

And for the word Heretick, he faid, that the 
Papifts all, of force muft be forced to fay, her 
Majefty is one 5 or that they themfelves muft be 
content to carry the name, and to be noted No- 
wine, as they are re @ veritate Hereticks, which 
name they willingly will not bear. He further 
faid, that with the reft of thofe words of {lan- 
der, he thought it might do well to infert the 
name Papift. That if any man fhould fay her 
Majefty to be an Infidel, Papift, or Heretick, ec. 
to be a Traytor; for that fome fay, there are in 
thefe days that do not {pare to fay, her Majefty 
is of another Religion, than is publifhed; and 
that it isthe fole doing of the Councellors,where- 
by the DodGrine (an fort as it is) is thus publith- 
ed, and nothers. He alfo added, that his wifh 
was, that no man might be attainted of thefe 
words, except the Speech or Publication might 
be teftified by two Witnefles. For the Additions, 
he faid, afluredly they might not be fevered 
from the firft Bill, not only as they are matters 
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material depending on the firft, but. {tretching 
fo far to the maintenance of the firft, that with- 
out them the firft may feem to be nothing. For 
(faid he) there can be no remedy provided, ex- 
cept the caufe of the grief be known, and the 
fame caufe removed 5 wherein the Rebels of 
the North gave clear Experiment: for doubtlefs, 
when they pretended Reformation of Religion, 
they thought to rend up the ground, and to fub- 
vert the {tay thereof, which was her Majefties 
Perfon 5 and by them he wifhed us to learn at 
laft, and to wax wifer. He faid, the Court of 
Chancery will ftraitly Decree for faving and 
quiet keeping of a quiet pofleffion, often look- 
ing to ordering things before paft, and fhall not 
the Court of Parliament do the like for the Title 
of the Crown? And the ancient Laws of the 
Realm (he faid) do maintain the fame, as long 
before the 35 H.8. theStat. 5 E. 3. in fuch like 
Cafes hath ordained, that the Heir for the Fa- 
thers offence fhall be punifhed : confule locum 
citatun. 

M' Mounjon {aid, it were horrible to fay, that 
the Parliament hath not Authority to determine 
of the Crown; forthen would enfue, not only 
the annihilating of theStatute 35 H.8. but that 
the Statute made in the firft year of her Majetties 
Reign, of Recognition, fhould alfo be laid void 5 
a matter containing a greater confequent , than 
is convenient to be uttered. 

M' Heneage moved the Houle to this effect, 
that either the Bill for Addition fhould be feve- 
red,or both to be referred to the Queens Learned 
Councel, to confider of the conventency thereof; 
and then by them to be exhibited, @c. but of 
his Opinion he yielded no further reafon. 

Mr: Long a young Gentleman,would have pro- 
ved the word (have) and a regard of the time 
paft, not to be amifs, for that at the time of the 
offence the malice of the Offendor was as great, 
as it is at this prefent. 

Mt Fleetwood endeavoured to prove the over- 
charging of the Bill with larger words than were 
convenient, and more Provifoes than were to 
the purpofé, to have been the overthrow of 
that which was truly meant; wherein the cun- 
ning Adverfary, when he knoweth not how to 
fubvert direétly , will by this means eafily and 
fubtilly infert more, pretending a face of more 
forwardnefs than the reft, when indeed his heart 
is bent to the hindrance of the whole. For proof 
and experience hereof, he remembred the cun- 
ning Prelats in Henry the Fourths time, and af- 
terwards in Edward the Fourths time, when 
King Edward required the fupprefling ofall fuch 
Abbies, as King H. 6. had EreGed 5 To hinder 
this, contrary to the Kings meaning, {ome would 
needs add the Colledges in Cambridge, which by 
him were alfo Founded ; to which when by no 
means the Houfe could be induced, as well the 
intent of the firft, as of the laft, was fub- 
verted. 

The like he remembred alfo of the fecond 
year of H. 7. in matter of Treafcn, which all 
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men would have yielded unto, the Counterfeit 
Friend heaped in, to give the King free Liberty 
of Reftitution to whom he would, of all both 
goods and poffeflions , whereof the inconveni- 
ency being feen, {tay was made of the whole. 
So that, what men may not do direély, with 
face of further Friendfhip they docovertly. He 
concluded therefore, it were well and moft fafe, 
to make two Bills, and to be referred to the 
Queens Learned Councel , as M' Heneage had 
well divided. 

Mr’ Serjeant Manwood , firft Anfwering the 
meaning of the words (bodily hurt ) faid, it 
mutt be intended when violence or force is done 
or offered to the Body, and not otherwife, nor 
elfewhere. And whether the words of {lander 
fhould be Treafon, he thought that there was 

reat reafon they fhould be ; for (quoth he) who 
ie fhal] affirm her Highnefs to be an Heretick, 
doth doubtlefs with her the pains ofan Heretick, 
viz. to be burnt, ec. He further would have to 
be added to thefe words of the Bill, That who 
fo fhall imagine, go about, claim, @c. thus much 
more, that whofoever fhall affirm himfelf to 
have Title, Gc. to be a Traytor. He was of 
further Opinion , that it fhould be no clogging 
to the Bill, to have matter of the fame nature 
added; being alfo provided for the fame pur- 
pofe, as good, confequent and neceflarily con- 
curring with the effect of the Bill. And for the 
Authority of the Parliament , he faid it could 
not in reafonable conftruction be otherwife, for 
who fo fhould deny that Authority, doth deny 
the Queen to be Queen, and the Realm to bea 
Realm. 

After which, M' Alford and Mt Dalton {pake 
feverally to the faid Bill, touching certain of- 
fences to be made Treafons. Whofe Speeches 
containing no new matter at all in them, more 
than hath been formerly {poken, are omitted in 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, out 
of which all thefe foregoing Speeches are tran- 
{cribed. After all which, the bufinefs was at 
length drawn to this Head, to be referred toa 
Committee , whofe names being there likewife 
omitted, are therefore all of them fupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons it felf, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

All the Privy-Council being Members of this 
Houfe, Sir Chriftopher Heyden, Sir Henry Nevill, 
Sir Nicholas Arnold, M' Serjeant Manwood, M 
Serjeant Feoffry, M' Heneage, M' Stoaks, M* Fohn 
Vaughan, Mt Bell, M* Mounjfon, Mt Popham, M* 
Norton, M* Dalton ,.M* Fleetwood, M' Yelver- 
ton, M' Goodier, Mt ‘Alford, and M' Long, were 
appointed to meet to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, inthe Star-Chamber. 

M' Doétor Lewes, and M* Doétor Huick, 
brought from the Lords a Bill touching the un- 
true demeanors of Tellors, Receivers, Treafu- 
rers and Collectors. 

On Friday the 13° day of April, Five Bills had 
cach of them une readings of which the laft being 
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the Bill for fupprefling of Simony in Prefentati- 
ons to Benefices, was read the firft time; to 
which, becaufe M' Szagg {poke upon the firlt 
reading, being a thing not altogether ufual, his 
Speagh is therefore tranfcribed out of that.often 
before-cited Anonymous Journal. 

M' Thomas Snagge treated hereupon, viz. af- 
ter the reading of the faid Bill of Simony, faying 
that the .caufe of the {landers, which the Pa- 


| pilts have againft the Church of Exgland, in 


that. they fay Coblers, Taylors Tinkers, Millers, 
c. are of the Miniftry, groweth thereby, that 
the Livings are detained by the Patrons from 
the Spiritual, in their own hands, to their own 
private ufes; whereas the firft original of the 
creation of Patronages, being confidered, it ap- 
peareth that nothing is left to the, Patron of 
right. The manner of their original he fhewed at 
large, and that the fame was granted Deo & 
Ecclefie, and concluded that the Patron had no- 
thing of worth or value, but a bare nominati- 
on, if it be truly ufed; fince that dealing fin- 
cerely, he is neither to re{pect Commodity,Blood, 
Affection, Friendfhip, nor any thing elfe, but 
the worth and fufficiency of the Man, ec. 

The Bill againft Vagabonds was read the firft 


| time; after which enfued divers Speeches, which 


Is not commonly: ufed, until after the fecond 
reading, and therefore they are the rather tran- 
{cribed out of the aforefaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal. 

Mr St. Fohz moved , that an old Bill before 
this time exhibited into the Lower Houfe con- 
cerning this matter, might be perufed. 

Mt Sands endeavoured to prove this Law for 
Beggars, to be over {harp and bloody , ftanding 
much on the care which is to be had for the Poors 
faying, that it might be poflible with fome travail 
had by the Juftices, to relieve every man at his 
own houfe and to {tay them from wandring; this 
experience he fhewed, and what was done in 
the County of Worceffer. M' Treafurer talked 
to this effet, that he would have a Bridewel in 
every Town, and every Tipler in the County 
to yield twelve pence yearly to the maintenance 
thereof. 

M' Wilfon a Matter of the requefts, argued 
thus ; that poor of neceflity we muft have, for fo 
Chrift hath faid, until his latter coming: and 
as that istrue, {fo faid he alfo, that Beggars by 
Gods word might not be amongf{t his People: 
Ne fit mendicus inter vos. His Experience he 
fhewed through the greateft part of Chriften- 
dome , concluding that fuch loofenefs and lewd- 
nefs was no where, as here; he faid 1t was no 
Charity, to give to fuch a one, as we know 
not, being a ftranger unto us. Thus, {aid he, 
did the Locrenfes con{titute by their Laws. E- 
ven as of Thieves did the Grecians judge of 
them. To the pain of the Conftables for their 
remifs dealings, he wifhed might be conjoined 
Imprifonment. 

On Saturday the 14% day of April , the Bill 
for one William Skevington was read 3 where- 
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by was fuppofed a deceit prattifed by one Sa 
cheveril, for conveying of Land, contrary to 
the true meaning, by fubtile forging of a falfe 
deed, in place of the true deed: which being 
read it fhewed the confeffion of Sachevertra and 
prayed reftitution, with difcharge of all mean 
incumbrances during fuch time as it was in the 
pofleffion. of Sacheveril. 

Mt Fleetwood endeavoured to prove, that all 
fuch finifter, falfe, fraudulent or covenous deal- 
ings being opened in that place, albeit that the 
party pray not redrefs, yet being made apparent 
to that High Court, ought not to be preter- 
mitted without due confideration and convenient 
punifhment to be by the Houfe afligned, and the 
party to be brought to the Bar of that Houfe 5 for 
proof thergof, he fhewed in the time of King 
Henry the Fourth , that the abufing of one of 
that Houfe, coming home into his Country, for 
what he had done or fpoken in the Houfe, was 
afterwards adjudged of in that place, and a Law 
prefently made for what betore was not thought 
upon ; the like he fhewed to be done in Henry 
the Eighth his time, concerning an Excommu- 
nication had at Serjeants- Inn, &c. He alfo remem- 
bred a Prefident of one Fohz Rue, who for that 
he meaning to have deceived a Merchant of 
London in fale of certain fums of money due 
unto him, to be paid out of the Exchequer, as 
he pretended, whereas in truth the money was 
before received by him who fold the Debt; 
Judgment was given for the fubtilty of the lof 
of his goods, the profit of his Lands, and per- 
petual Imprifonment : For every Confpiracy, the 
Judgment is by Law (faid he) villanous, even 
as in the Cafe of Attaint, to have the Houfes 
turned up, the Meadows Eared, ec. He fhewed 
alfo, that in the time of Edward the Third, one 
meaning to caufe the price of Wooll to fall, gave 
out that there was likelihood of Wars to be be- 
tween the King of Ezgland, and the King of 
Denmark, by which means the Traffick of the 
Staple was like to be f{tayed: Whereupon it was 
prefently ordained, that he fhould be banithed, 
though for that purpofe there were no Law 
before. 

After this Speech, as it fhould feem, Commit- 
tees were appointed for this Bill 5 whofe names 
being not found in the aforefaid. Anonymous 
Journal, out of which the preceeding Speeches 
are tranferibed 5 they are therefore fupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book it felf of the Houfe 
of Commons, and were as followeths w/z. Sir 
‘Fohn Thinue, M* Stokes, Mt Bell, Mt Fleetwood, 
M* Bedel/, and M‘ Smith , to meet in the Star- 
Chamber, upon Wedwefday next at three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the Free Grammar-School in 
Southwark , was read the fir{t time. 

For the Bill of Treafons and Additions, it 
was Ordered, that fuch of the Committees, as are 
Learned inthe Laws, fhall have Authority to 
confer with the Queens Majefties Learned Coun- 
cel, touching the fame Bill and Additions. 
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The Bill for Reformation of the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer, was read the firft time, after which 
(the Bill being preferred by M' Strickland) en- 
fued divers long Arguments, which being omit- 
ted in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons, are therefore fupplied, with fome 
{mall alteration, where need required, out of 
that often before-cited elaborate Anonymous 
Journal of the fame Houfe, in manner and form 
following. 

Mr Treafurer (of her Majefties Houfhold) 
reafoned to this effect, That if the matters men- 
tioned to be retormed were Heretical, then ve- 
rily they were prefently to be condemned; but 
if they are but matters of Ceremony, then it be- 
hoveth us to refer the fame to her Majefty, who 
hath Authority, as Chief of the Church, to deal 
herein. And for us to meddle with matters of 
her Prerogative (quoth he) it were not expe- 
dient. Withal, he faid, what Caufe there might 
be to make her Majefty not to runand joinwith 
thofe who feem to be moft earneft. We are not 
to fearch, whether it be, for that in time and or- 
der fhe hopeth to bring them with her, or what 
other fecret caufe or {cruple there may be in the 
heart of Princes , it is not for all people to 
know. 

M' Comptroller argued to this effeé as afore, 
commending the Zeal , but that the place and 
time were not fit. And fince we knowledge her 
to be Supream Head , we are not in thefe petty 
matters to run before the Ball, which to do, and 
therein to offend , were great folly; how fore- 
warned we were herein, he did refer to our 
confideration, infinuating in fome fort, that our 
heady and hafty proceedings, contrary to and 
before the Law, did rather hinder than 
help. 

Hereupon one Piffor with a grave and feemly 
Countenance, and good natural Eloquence, 
fhewed how Contcience enforced him to {peak 3 
and rather to hazard his Credit than to the of- 
fence of his Confcience be filent. Albeit he 
would acknowledge willingly, that many hun- 
dreds of that Honourable and Worfhipful At 
fembly, were well able to teach him, and he in- 
deed willing to learn of them all: the matter 
of his grief was, that matters of importance 
ftanding us upon for our Souls, ftretching higher 
and further to every one of us than the Monar- 
chy of the whole World, were either not trea- 
ted of, or fo {lenderly, that now after more than 
ten days continual confultation , nothing was 
thereon concluded. This Caufe he fhewed to be 
Gods, the reft are all but Terrene, yea trifles in 
comparifon ; call you them never fo great , or 
pretend you, that they import never fo much 3 
Subfidies, Crowns, Kingdoms, he knew not, he 
faid, what they were in comparifon of this 5 this 
he faid, I know, whereof he moft thanked God, 
primum querite Regnum Dei ,  cétera omnia 
adjicientur vobis. This Rule isthe direction, and 
this defire thall bring usto the light, whereupon 
we may {tay , and then proceed unto the nt 

or 
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for in his word, and by him we learn, as faith 


St Paul, to correét, reform, ¢c. Our true home 
certainly isnot here, Now habemwus hic permanen- 
tem Civitatem: and the Juftice of God moved 
Terror unto all, which he feemed to mean con- 
cerning the Bill before-mentioned of Strickland’s 
Propofitions. And fo did fet it forth with vehe- 
mency, that there Jacked no modefty, and with 
fuch Eloquence, that it neither feemed ftudied, 
nor too much affected, but grave and learned 
throughout, and no whit too long, but very 
well approved of. 

And after him M' Swagge, and far after him in- 
deed , either for order, proof, or matter, he 
entred into the difcourfe of Strickland’s Articles, 
and feemed to maintain them 5 this namely, not 
to kneel at the receiving of the Communion, but 
rather , if a Law hereot fhould be made, to lye 
proftrate , to (hun the old Superftition ; or o- 
therwife to fet every man at liberty , and in this 
behalf to do according to his Confcience and 
Devotion, he judged it to be nothing deroga- 
tory or contrary to the Prerogative. And the 
directions he thought fit to be left out of the 
Book, which fhould be a Law, ec. 

After which Arguments it was upon the que- 
{tion agreed, That a Petition fhould be made by 
this Houfe unto the Queens Majefty, for her Li- 
cence and privity to proceed in this Bill, before 
it be any further dealt in. 

The Bill for the Commiffion of Sewers was 
read the third time, and after fome Arguments 
paffed upon the Queftion, and was fent unto the 
Lords by Mt Treafurer and others. 

The Bill againft Licences and Difpenfations, 
granted by the Archbifhop of Canterbury, was 
put to the queftion, Whether it fhould be read 
or no? It was over-ruled in the affirmative, and 
had thereupon its firft reading. After which 
Mt Alford (although a Bill be not ufually fpoken 
unto until after the fecond reading) {pake againft 
the Bill, and endeavoured to prove, that Licen- 
ces for Marriages in fome cafes might be needful, 
and that Difpenfations alfo for non-refidence 
might upon fome occafion be of great neceflity, 


as if a Minifter fhould be imployed upon fome 


Foreign Ambaflage, or other matter of great 
weight. 

M' Yelverton much difliked, as it fhould feem, 
Mr! Alford's Speech , and {pake very vehemently 
in maintenance of the Bill, alledging, that, as 
he thought , no good Chriftian could be againft 
it; in refpect that by the very words of the Bill 
it 24 sep that it was only framed for the fup- 
preffion of fuch Licences and Difpenfations , as 
were contrary to the Word of God. 

M: Dalton fpake next againft the Bill, and 
grounded his opinion only upon this vain fuppo- 
fition, That a Bifhop can do nothing contrary 
to the Word of God. 


Mr Beadle fpake next in maintenance of the- 


Bill 5 but the fubftance of his Speech is fo briefly 
and imperfectly fet down, as it carmot be gathe- 
red what his Reafori# were, 
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M* Manwood {pake very judicioufly and mo- 
derately, allowing well the fcope and meaning 
of the Law, but wifhed , that in refpect it men- 


tioneth the redrefs of many Grievances, thofe 
fame Grievances might firft be particularly made 
known to the Houfe, before the Bill were any 
further proceeded in. 


_M Fleetwood approved the Bill, yet {pake not 
direGtly for it; but very covertly guirded at the 


Ecclefiaftical Judges, and the Office of Faculties ; 


fhewing alfo in the conclufion of his Speech, that 
Livings are given to Minifters for the inftrudting 
the King and his People , and for the keeping of 
Houfe, and other deeds of Charity : all which, 
if they were abfent by difpenfation, he inferred 
mutt of neceflity be neglected. 


Serjeant Lovelace laftly, as it fhould feem, con- 


cluded further Speech in this bufinefs, fhewing 
the ufe and commodity of this Bill in queftion 5 


but doubted that there was not power enough 


given therein, nor fufficient remedy provided 
for redrefs of the mifchiefs thereby fuppofed to 


grow , by reafon of the Granting the aforefaid 
Licences and Difpenfations. Upon which (it 
fhould feem) that fome Members of the Houfe 
were appointed to confider of the faid Bill, but 


their Names are not found in the Original 
Journal-book of the Houfe of Commons, or in 


that before-cited Anonymous Journal, out of 
which both the preceding and enfuing Speeches 


are tranfcribed. 


M' Norton made a Motion by Warrant of this 


Court, by the wifdom and godly care which 


in matters of weight was to be imployed, That 
to avoid the fhameful and moft hateful ufage a- 
mongft the Ecclefiaftical Judges, for delivering 
of Clerks convict upon their Oaths, and the ma- 
nifeft Perjury there by their Law againft the 
Law committed , fome order might be taken. 
He proved it might not be faid a Liberty of the 


Church, except they will claim a liberty to fin 5 


wherein indeed their principal liberty hath {tood, 
and for the which they have not {pared to ha- 
zard , nay to give, both their bodies and Souls 
to become Traitors to God and Man. 

Thus did that Rebel Bifhop Becket , whofe 
principal quarrel and chief caufe of all his ftir, 
was, that the King would have punifhed one of 
his Mark, a Prieft, for an abominable Inceft com- 
mitted by him; which trifling fault (forfooth) 
this Holy Saint could not endure to be rebuked 
by a Temporal Judge. Et hinc ille ire. He thew- 
ed, it could not be termed a Priviledge, and 
incouragement to Learning, fince it was no. c- 
ther but a Cloak for their Naughtinefs, and for 
fuch as might be of the Popes Sect: as well ap- 
peared, in that it was allowed to none but to 
fuch as might enter their Holy Orders , and not 
to one that had two Wives. He fhewed at 
large the Circumftance of their practifed Order 
upon the purgation of fuch Clerks, declaring of 
truth fo difordered and hateful doings, that the 
whole Houfe refolved to take care for redrefs. 

There was then next after, by the ike. 

ty 
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Sir Humphrey Gilbert , a Motion made by one to 
have in talk the griefs which before had been 
uttered in the Houfe, .concerning the deceitful 
dealings of Treafurers and Receivers , the Re- 
formation ‘of the Exchequer for Homage, oc. 
and for the granting of Licences by the Queen, 
contrary to the form of fundry Statutes. 

Hereupon Sir Humphrey Gilbert ftanding up, 
and fome Introduction made to crave patience 
and toleration of the Houfe, he endeavoured to 
prove the Motion of M* Be//, made fome days 
before, to be a vain device to be thought of, and 
perillous to be treated of ; fince it tended to the 
derogation of the Prerogative Imperial 5 which 
who fhould attempt in his fancy, could not 
otherwife be accounted than an open Enemy. 
For what difference is to fay, the Queen 1s not 
to ufe the priviledge of the Crown, and to fay 
fhe is not Queen ? fince they are fo linked toge- 
ther, that the one without the other may not 
poflibly be, or fubfift> We are (faid he) to 
give to acommon Conftable the right and re- 
gard of his Office ; which if we fhould deny 
her, what is it other than to make her meaner 
than the meaneft? And albeit Experience hath 
fhewed fuch and fo great Clemency in her Maje- 
{ty, as might make us perhaps forfeit our felves ; 
yet it is not good to {port or venture too mach 
with Princes; yea, let be that our meaning be 
good , yet ifit be not fo thought of, how then ? 
He remembred the Fable of the Hare, which fled 
upon the Proclamation, that all Horned Beafts 
fhould depart the Court, left his Ears fhould be 
faid Horns; this did he further inculcate, with 
this further fignification, that if we fhould in any 
fort meddle with thofe matters, her Majefty 
might look to her own Power, and thereby 
finding her validity to fupprefs the {trength of 
the challenged Liberty , and to challenge and 
ufe her Power any way, todo as did Lewes of 
France, who (ashe termed it) delivered the 
Crown there out of Wardfhip, which the faid 
French King did upon like occafion. He alfo faid, 
that other Kings had abfolute Power , as Dew- 
mark and Portugal ; where as the Crown became 
more free, fo are all the Subjects thereby the ra- 
ther made Slaves. 

This Speech was difliked , as implying many 
occafions of mifchief, but for the prefent he was 
not anfwered further, than that it feemed he did 
miftake the meaning of the Houfe, and of the 
Gentleman that made the Motion; who would 
it otherwife to be taken, nor otherwife for the 
Houfe to deal in the matter, than to fhew their 
common griefs in due and feemly fort unto her 
Majelty. 

The Parliament was then by the confent of 
the Houfe, for that it was after Eve, Adjourn- 
ed until Thur day next; and it was agreed, that 
they fhould from thenceforth come to the Houfe 
at feven of the Clock in the Morning 5 during 
which faid time of EaS¥er, M' Strickland fo often 
before-mentioned for the Exhibiting the Bill for 
Reformation of Ceremonies, and his Speech 
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thereupon, was called before the Lords of the 
Privy-Council, and required to attend upon 
them, and to make ftay from coming to the 
Houfe in the mean feafon. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal of the Houfe of Commons. The entrance 
into the next days Paflages enfueth out of the 
Original Journal-Book it felf of the faid Houfe, 
in manner and form following. 

On Thurjday the 19° day of April, to which 
day the Houfe of Commons had been on Saturday 
the 14°" day of this inftant April foregoing, Ad- 
journed , The Bill for the reftraining of Keyt- 
ifh and Suffex Cloths to be fold at the Fairs at 
Maidfton, was read the firft time. 

The Bill for the validity of Burgeffes not refi- 
ant, was read the fecond time; upon which en- 
{ued divers Arguments, which being altogether 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, are therefore fupplied out 
of that often before-cited Anonymous Journal. 

The firft man that fpoke effectually to this Bill, 
was M' Warnecombe ot Hereford; who ftanding 
up, faid to this effect, That it behoveth all thofe 
which were Burgefles, to fee to that Bill; for 
(quoth he) this may touch and over-reach their 
whole Liberties, as not having whereunto to 
ftay; but that Lords Letters fhall from hence- 
forth bear all the fway : and to this effect was all 
that he faid. 

Mr Norton firft made Explanation of the mean- 
ing of the Bill, to be (he faid) to fhame the 
imperfection of Choice, which is too often feen, 
by fending of unfit men 3 and left happily any 
thing might be objected to the imperfection of 
the Parliament, which may feem tobe fcant fuf- 
ficient by reafon of the choice made by Boroughs, 
for the moft part of Strangers (whereas by the 
pofitive Law no man ought to be Chofen Bur- 
gefs for any Borough, but only Refiants and In- 
habitants) He faid further, that the choice 
fhould be of fuch as were able, and fit for fo 
great a place and imployment , without refpe@ 
of priviledge of place or degrees for that, by 
reafon of his being a Burgefs, it might not be in- 
tended or thought he was any thing the wifer; 
withal he argued, that the whole Body of the 
Realm, and the good Service of the fame, was 
rather to be refpected, than the private re- 
gard of Place, Priviledge, or Degree of any 
Perfon. 

Then Mr" Speaker moved the Opinion of the 
Houfe, whether they could like the Bill fhould be 
ingrofied 5 and coming to the Queftion, fome faid 
No; but the greateft number feemed to fay 
Yea. 

Whereupon one ftanding up, whofe name is 
not exprefled in the faid Anonymous Journal, 
faid thus, I run wholly with the pretence of the 
Bill, that Boroughs decayed may be eafed or re- 
lieved, knowing afluredly the fame Honourable 
for the Realm, and in many refpects profitable 
and commodious to thofe who do inhabit the 
Countries adjacent to fitch decayed Tees 

that 
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That it is fo, I will not ftand to perfwade. How 
far this Law may help them, I know not; if they 
be decayed, then it is moft fic for them, 
that of their own Company there.may be fome, 
who feeling the fmart, can beft make relation of 
their eftate ; and knowing the Country, may de- 
vile and advife of fuch helps, as without the 
hurts of other places may reftore the old ruines. 
All things are in change, and nothing fo fuppref- 
fed, but by God’s Grace the fame may in time by 
Policy be raifed up. But to open my meaning 
fhortly 5 the queftion is, What fort of men are 
to come to this Court, and publick Confultation 
in Parliament ? Whether from every Quarter, 
Country , and Town there fhould come (as I 
might fay) home-dwellers , or otherwife men 
chofen by dire¢tions, it forceth not whom ? Iam 
furely of mind, that neither for the good fervice 
of her Majeity, fafety of our Country, or ftand- 
ing with the liberty, which of right we may chal- 
lenge (being born Subjects within the Realm) 
this {cope is to be given, or fuch loofnefs in 
choice to be permitted. That the whole Land 
of this Realm, we know, 1s to be for three pur- 
pofes imployed , and thereby three forts of men 
are, asic were, created. The one part given in 
Frank Almoigne, or for Divine Service to be 
ufed , to the Glory of God and Miniftry of his 
Word. 

The fecond part to be holden for defence a- 
gain{t our Enemies by the Sword. 

The third for maintenance of our livelihood 
at home, and for neceffary imployments here. 
Of thefe three grounds, in the fir{t divifion there 
groweth to our knowledge three forts of men, 
the Minifters and Teachers of the Gofpel , of 
whom we mult have care, and with whom in 
making of Laws we muft conferr. if we will be 
Chriftians. The fecond are the Nobility, Knights, 
and Souldiers, the Defenders and Fortrefles a- 
gainft our Enemies. The third fore be the Pro- 
viders, Devifors. and Executors of all things ne- 
ceflary, commodious or feemly for a fetled Eftate 
(which hath the happinefs to live there where is 
Pax c Fuftitia) for increafe of our Wealths, 
fuftenance of our Laws, the governing of bodies, 
or what elfe foever is necellury for us: fuch are 
the Countellors, fuch are the Judges and Mint- 
{ters of the Laws, fuch be the Tillers of the 
Earth , fuch be Merchants, fuch be Victuallers, 
and in this degree be thofe, who do ufe Manual 
and Mechanical Arts. Of all thefe, in like fort, 
as of the others, regard, care, and refpect mutt 
be had 5 they throughly confulted with, the ge- 
neral and particular States are by them to be 
known, if we mean to proceed for the Publick 
Weal, or endeavour in the fame a true perfecti- 
on. Thefe laft fort making one kind are moft 
ample, and thereto moft effe&ual to be dealt 
with, as yielding to the reft fapplementum, confi- 
lium & anxilium. 

The fecond fort is likewife moft neceffary to 
be thought of The firft are beft, and firft to be 
followed; but thofeareall to be in one knot con- 


joyned , and as members of one body in one to 
be ufed. We may in regard of Religion lye in 
the Dike (as the Proverb is) long enough with- 
out our own aid, if we do nothing bat pray for 
the help of Hercules. We may not truft only to 
the Sword , left the common known Saying of 
Cicero Should turn to our fhame: Parva funt fo- 
ris arma , nit Conftlium Domi. Neither our 
Preaching, nor our praying to God are only fuf- 
ficient , but withal we mult do our endeavours, 
and help each other 3 fince for the driving away 
of a Dog there is (as the Country-man faith) fome 
virtue in a {tone, if it be conjoyned with St fohu’s 
Gofpel 5 I mean, that every part of the body 
fhould do his own part to the aid of the other 5 
the hand to help the hand, the foot to help the 
foot, @c. This hath moved our Forefathers, and 
on this ground hath it grown, that in this Court 
where we are to confider of all, and (as occafion 
may fervé) to alter , conftitute, or reform all 
things, as caufe fhali be, that we do know all 
forts of men, fo far as may be to help all. How 
may her Majefty , or how may this Court know 
the eftate of her Frontiers, or who fhall make 
Report of the Ports, or how every Quarter, 
Shire, or Country is in {tate? We who never 
have feen Berwick or St Michael's Mount, can but 
blindly guefS of them, albeit we look on the 
Maps, that came from thence, or fee Letters of 
Inftruétion fent; fome one. whom Obfervation, 
Experience , and due Confideration of that 
Country hath taught, can more perfe@ly open 
what fhall in queftion thereof grow , and more 
cffctually reafon thereupon, than the skilfulleft 
otherwife whatfoever. And that they (hould be 
the very Inhabiters of the feveral Councries of 
this Kingdom , who fhould be here in times cer- 
tain imployed, doubtlefs it was the true meaning 
of ancient Kings and our Forefathers, who firft 
began and eftablifhed this Court. But leaving 
what I cannot reach unto, the firft conftitution 
and freedom of this Court , the old Prefident of 
Parliament-Writs do teach us, that of ever 

Country their own Burgefles fhould be Elected, 
the Writ to the Sheriff and Burrough is diredtly 
fo; and the Writs to the Cities being Counties, 
are, &uod ex vobis iplis eligatis duos Cives, Ore. 
which do prove it to be fo3 the Statute in the 
1 H.5. for the Confirmation of the old Laws 
was therefore made, and not to create anew un- 
known Law ; and that other in the----H. 6. was 
made to redref: the mifchiet, which by breach of 
that old Law did grow. Thefe do conclude it 
without contradiction, that for that time it was 
thought fit to continue the ancient Ufe, Liberty, 
and conveniency of Service. We know that 
fuch as have fpent their whole time in Service, 
or have feen only the manner of Government 
of other Nations , and can tell you how the 
Crown of France is delivered out of Wardthip, 
or otherwife tell a Tale of the King of Ca/tile 
and Portugal ; how they in making of Laws do 
ufe gheir own difcretion, the King of Denmark 
ufeth the advice of his Nobles only, and Ses 
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of his Commons} nor can paint you out the 
mont{trous Garments of the common People in 
fome parts of Germany, or the mangled Com- 
mon-Wealth of the Allies, or fhadows of the 
great Cities, which now are to be feen in Italy 5 
furely all thofe men, except they know alfo our 
own homes, are not to be trufted to conclude 
for our own Home-Affairs. Doubtlefs the beft 
learned for matters of Commodity to be raifed, 
or to be wrought in his own Country, may hap- 
pily give place to his own Neighbours, even as 
wifely and learnedly a Gentleman faid of late, 
In every Commitment, according to the matter, 
there muft be a Declaration of men, as for Mer- 
chandize the Merchant and fo forth: Oxicuiqs in 
Jud arte perito credendum, we hold for a Maxime. 
And I mean this wholly to no other end,but fince 
we deal univerfally for all forts and all places,that 
there be here of all forts, and all Countries, and 
not (feeing you lift fo to term it) thus to eafe 
them of Towns and Boroughs, that they may 
chufe at libercy whom they lift 5 yet can I hard- 
ly call that a Liberty which is contrary to that 
which the King and the Queen commonly grant- 
eth asa free gift, and by thefe words, Eé de ma- 
jori gratia ned,Sxc. dedimus poteftatem,&c. quod de 
fe iplis eligant duos Burgenfes, or duos Civess we 
take it more fora man to have of his own, than 
to have (by any mans difcretion.) of another. 

It hath been of late oft and well faid , that to 
nominate another to a Benefice is nothing worth 
in value, but if ic be, that aman may take the 
benefit himfelf, that 1s both valuable and efti- 
raable: that cannot hurt, that ts ever good for 
me, if it be ever tied in neareft fort unto me 5 
and for this reafon we fay in Law, that the Eftate 
Tail, which mut continue in our own Blood, is 
better than the Eftate in Fee fimple, which may 
be got further from us, and is to be given to 
Strangers at pleafure 5 mifchiefs and inconveni- 
ences there may grow by this Liberty; but a 
mifchief it may be to me, and inconvenient alfo 
to utter the fame: I will not {peak thereof but 
dutifully, neither dol fee any thing that 1s amifs 
at this prefent; what was done a hundred years 
fince, I may fafely tell, and thus it was. 

A Duke of this Realm wrote his Letters to a 
City, which I know, to this effe@& 5 whereby he 
did fignify, that a Parliament was to be Sum- 
moned in fhort time, and that for great caufes 
he was to crave aid of all his Friends, and reck- 
oning them amongft the reft, he wifhed them of 
four under-nominated to chufe two; the Letter 
under the Dukes Seal is ftill preferved, but hear 
you the An{wer he was written to with due 
humblenefs, that they were prohibited by Law, 
they might chufe none of them. I will venture a 
little nearer. 

In Queen Maries time a Council of this Realm 
(not the Queens Privy-Council) did write to a 
Town, to chufe a Bifhops Brother, (and a great 
Bifhops Brother it was indeed) whom they affu- 
red to be a good Catholick man 5 and willed 
them to chufe to the like of him fome other fit 
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man. The Council was Anfwered with Law. 


And if all Towns in Exglayd had done the like 


in their Choice, the Crown had not been fo 
wronged, and the Realm fo robbed with fuch 
eafe at that Parliament , and truth banithed as 
it was; what hath been, may be, there is no im- 
poffibility. It will be faid, I miftake, it is not 
meant , but that Towns fhall be at liberty to 
chufe whom they lift. I fay, that Liberty is the 
lofs of Liberty 5 for when by Law they may do 
what they will, they may not well deny what 
fhall be required. It is too truly faid, Rogando cogit 
qui rogat potentior. And I have known one that 
to avoid a great mans difpleafure that dwelt near 
him, that was defirous (as he knew_) to buy his 
Land, did upon {mall occafion bind himfelf not 
to alienate his Land from his true Heirs: this be- 
ing known, I mean that he was bound as afore- 
faid; the great man was contented to let him 
keep his own quietly, which otherwife he would 
not have done. Surely Law is the only Fortrefs 
of the inferior fort of People, and ccntrary to 
the Law, the greater fort will not defire or ex- 
pect any thing. Though now at this prefent (God 
be praifed}) we need not to fear the greatnefs of 
any man, Juftice is fo well adminiftred: Yet 
hereafter, whatfoever hath been we may fear, 
either for maintenance of Faction, or mainte- 
nance of Mi(chief. Again, I fay, it may be, 
what heretofore was poflibly again may be. We 
{tand and have f{tood of late upon the notorious 
manifeftation of the Authority of Parliament : 
except withal you keep the ancient ufage of the 
fame , and withal endeavour the freedom there- 
of, in effect you do nothing, if I guefs aright. 

It is further faid , that in fome Towns there 
are not men of difcretion fitsthey be not the wifer 
(faid the Gentieman that {poke before,) for be- 
ing Burgeffes. I can never be perfwaded, but 
that either the Lord, whofe the Town ts, be the 
Town never fo little; or the Steward, if it be the 
Queens,or fome good Gentleman of the Country 
adjoinant , will either aflign them who know 
the Town and can be content to be free among 
them, and to ferve by their appointment, for 
their Country, and for them; or elfe for fome 
reafonable Fee, fuch as be of their Learned Coun- 
cel, and who know them, and the Country will 
deal forthem. I mean it not fo ftri@ly, that thofe 
who fhould be chofen, fhould of neceflity be 
dwellers in the Town 3 but to be either of the 
Town, or towards the Town , Borderers and 
near Neighbours at the leaft: and to this effet 
I would the Bil! were framed. I ftand too long 
hereon , and abundance of matter occafioneth 
confufion ; this is all, It was meant at the firft, 
and firft Conftitution of Parliament, that men 
of every quarter, and of all forts, fhould come 
to this Court, that they fhould be freely chofen. 
This in every Age hitherto hath feemed beft 5 to 
alter without caufe is not convenient; to give 
every Town liberty may offer in time inconve- 
nience. None fo fit for every Country.as thofe 
who know the fame. To chufe of their own, it 

is 
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is a Liberty; to lofe their Liberty, I think ita 
bad Commodity, call it as you pleafe ; by fuch 
kind of releafe in eafing men of their Wealths, 
or of fome good part of their Living, befhrow 
our Charity. And in like fort, and 1n like rea- 
fon, it feems to me this Law is inferred out of 
the Preface of the fame. For thus it is penned: 

Forafmuch as fome Towns are decayed, and 
have not of their own, therefore let every Town 
do what they lift. Of a particular Propofition to 
make a general conclufion , it is againft our 
Rules, and nothing (as faith the Philofopher) is 
more abfurd than xon caufam pro caufa. Some 
Towns cannot fend fit men, it ftandeth very 
ftrongly, if you feek to help, let the Plaifter be 
fit for the fore; let not the Salve be ftretched toa 
far, left the whole and found flefh by the broad 
{preading of the Salve, do either fmart, fret or 
fefter. The Medicine which healeth the fick man 
may be poyfon for the whole and found man. 
All Citizens and Burgefles fhould not be thought 
alike, and yet all provided for, as there is due 
caufe; let there be therefore convenient confi- 
deration, how to heal, how to hurt. And I could 
with, according to the weight of the matter, it 
might be rather f{taid on,than thus abruptly over- 
ruled; and while we fly Scy/a, we fall not into 
Charybdis; while we fay that Boroughs cannot 
fend to this High Court fo fit men as be conveni- 
ent, that by altering the ancient ufage, which 
is the only Warrant and fole {tay of freedom in 
Parliament, it may happily be faid we have no 
Parliament now within this Realm, nor Liberty 
at all for any fuch here to be holden. 

M: Bef in An{wer of this, did colle& the fub- 
ftance of what had been faid, and ina long Dif- 
courfe fhewed, that it was neceflary all places 
fhould be provided for, and not Boroughs only, 
being but one of the Members of the Common- 
Wealth, and that fome of them have neither 
Wealth to provide fic men , nor themfelves any 
in any fort convenient. He thought not amifs, if 
in refpect of thofe manifeft wants, convenient 
fupply fhould be ; but without the Warrant of 
Parliament, fuch alteration might not be. He 
then thought it not amifs to be advifed. And for 
the objection of the danger which may enfue by 
reafon of the Letters of Noblemen; he could 
not (he faid) but think it convenient to prevent 
the fame; and therefore wifhed, that there might 
be the penalty of forty pound upon every Bo- 
rough that fhould make fuch Election at the No- 
mination of any Nobleman. 

M’ Alford reafoned to this effect, That above 
all things, neceflary care ought to be for the chu- 
fing and having of fit men to fupply the place, 
that there be not imperfection.. And therefore 
noted one great diforder, that many young men, 
not experienced, for Learning fake, were often 
Chofen, through whofe default he knew not ; 
whether Letters of Noblemen, Love or Affeétion 
in the Country, their own Ambition, or the 
carelefs accompt of the Electors, or what elfc 
was the Caufe, he knew not; but it was to be 


feen: whereupon he would, none fhould be of 
that Houfe , not of thirty years of Age at the 
leaft. And for the Choice of Townefmen (he 
faid) he was of this mind, that Mojés and Aaroz 
fhould be conjoined together, and that there 
fhould be one of their own, or fome Gentleman 
near them, who had knowledge of the State of 
the Country; and the other a man Learned, and 
able to utter his mind and opinion, fince that 
knowledge locked up in the breaft, not being 
orderly opened, is to no purpofe; and this part 
(he faid) was as requifite for confultation as the 
other. So that he feemed to conclude the Law 
thould be in force for the one Burgefs, and at Li- 
berty for th other. 

After which Speeches the aforefaid Bill touch- 
ing the validity of Burgefles, ce. was Ordered 
to be committed,but the names of theCommittees 
being not found in the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal, are therefore tranfcribed out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons 
it felf; viz. Sir Thomas Hilton Knight, Mt Beil, 
M' Robert Bowes, M' Fleetwood, Mt Warxecomb, 
Mr: Bedle, M' Atkizs, Mt Alford, and Mt Gyxes 5 
and appointed to meet in the Temple-Church upon 
Saturday next at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

It was Ordered that the Wardens of the Fleet 
fhould bring M' Sacheveril into this Houfe to 
Morrow in the Morning, at nine of the Clock, 
touching M' Skeffington’s Bill. Vide concerning 
this Bill on Saturday the 14" day of this inftant 
April foregoing. 

The Bill againft Ufury was read the fecond 
time, whereupon enfued divers Arguments and 
Speeches, which being omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, are 
therefore tranfcribed cut of that often already 
cited Anonymous Journal-of the fame Houfe, in 
manner and form following. | | 

Firft one M' Clarke {poke to this effe@, That 
the referring of the punifhment in the Bill men- 
tioned , being put to the Eccleftaftical Judges, 
for fo much was nothing; for that they are to 
punifh by the Civil Law, by the Canon Law, 
or by the Temporal Law. The Civil Law would 
not avoid them, becaufe by that Law there is al- 
lowance of Ufury. The Canon Law is abolith- 
ed; and in that refpeét the Temporal Law {faith 
nothing 5 fo that the pretence may fecm to be 
fomewhat, but the effe& thereby wrought is no- 
thing 5 yet thatit wasill, neither Chriftian nor 
Pagan ever denied. Arifiotle being asked what 
Ufury was? he faid, it was preter Natuvram, and 
therefore could not be defined. And Plzto being 
asked the fame Queftion, he faid it was dem ae 
hominent occidere. St Auguftine the fame; And in 
the very words of the Pfalwis# an{wereth to the 
Queftion, Domine quis habitabit in Tabernaculo 
ino ¢ He faid, Qui curat proximo fuo, non decipit 
cum, C qui pecuniant fuam ron dabit ad ujuram. 

M' Mody firft Learnedly and Artificially ma- 
king an Introduction tothe matter, fhewed, what 
it might be thought on for any man to endea- 
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vour the defence of that’ which every Preacher 
at alltimes, following the Letter of the Book, 
did fpeak again{t; yet faith he, it is convenient, 
and being in fome fort ufed, it is not repugnant 
to the word of God. Experience hath proved 
the great mifchief which doth grow by reafon 
of exceflive taking, to the deftruction of young 
Gentlemen, and otherwife infinitely 5 but the 
mifchief is of the excels not otherwife. Since to 
take reafonably, or fo that both parties might do 
good, was not hurtful; for to have any man 
lend his money without any Commodity, hardly 
fhould you bring that to pafs. And fince every 
man isnot an Occupier who hath money, and 
fome which have not money may yet have skill 
to ufe money, except you fhould take away or 
hinder good Trades, bargaining and contracting 
cannot be 3 God did not fo hate it, that he did 
utterly forbid it, but to the Jews amongft them- 
felves only, for that he willed they fhould lend 
as Brethren together 5 for unto all others they 
were at large 5 and therefore to this day they 
are the greate(t Ufurers in the World. But be 
it, as indeed it is, evil, and that menare men, 
no Saints, to do all thefe things perfectly, up- 


rightly ‘and Brotherly 5 yet ex duobus ne.lis mi-- 


nus malum eligendums and better may it be 
born to permit a little , than utterly to take 
away and prohibit Traffick ; which hardly may 
be maintained generally without this. 

But it may be faid, it is contrary to the direct 
word of God, and therefore an ill Law; if it 
were to appoint men to take Ufury, it were to 
be difliked 5 but the difference is great between 
that and permitting or-allowing , or fuffering a 
matter to be unpunifhed. It may be fatd, that 
Nudum pattun non parit obligationem, but there 
mu{t be fomewhat given in confideration. Let 
be that there is nothing given of the Lenders, 
yet there is fomewhat fimile, ©» omne bonum ex- 
emplum, & omnis lex in fe aliquid habet mali 5 
for that fome body fhall fuffer thereby. We are 
not, quoth he, fo ftraitned to the word ofGod, 
that every tranfgreffion fhould be furely punith- 
edhere. Every vain word is here forbidden by 
God, yet the temporal Law doth not {o utterly 
condemn it. As for the words of the Scripture, 
he faith, the Hebrew foundeth thus in Anfwer 
of this Queftion ; Qui xox dat pecuniam fuam ad 
morfum: {o it is the biting and over-fharp deal- 
ing which is difliked and nothing elfe. And this, 
he faid, was the opinion and interpretation of 
the moft Famous Learned Man Beza, and in 
thefe days, of Be4armine and diversothers ; who 
fay, that the true interpretation of the Hebrew 
word is not Ofwra, but Morfus. 

Doétor Wilfon Mafter of the Requefts, aid, 
that in a matter of fo great weight he could not 
fhortly {peak , and acknowledging that he had 
throughly {tudied the matter, defired the pati- 
ence of the Houfe. And firft he endeavoured 
to prove, that the common State may be with- 
out Ufury; then he fhewed, how even men that 
have been ignorant of God or his Laws, finding 
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the evils thereof by their Laws, redreffed it; and 
utterly prohibited the ufe thereof. As the Athe- 
nians cauled all the Writings taken for intereft 
money to be burnt; and the like did Lycurgus 
by a Law which he made, and feeing the Fire, 
he faid, he never faw fo fair a Flame as thofe 
Books yielded. He then made a definition of U- 
fury, fhewing it was taking of any reward, or 
price or fum, over and above the due Debt. 
To make any thing of that which isnot mine, it 
is robbery. Forthwith upon the delivery of the 
Loan money, itis not mine. And the Law is, 
that Mutunm mult ever be free. And here he 
fhewed the difference between Location and 
Mutuum the one implying a contra¢t, the other 
none. He remembred out of Ezechiel and other 
the Prophets, fundry places of Scripture, and 
vouched S' Anguftines faying, that to take but a 
Cup of Wine, is Ufury and Damnable. This he 
feemed to fay in Anfwer to that which had been 
before pronounced, that it was not Ufury except 
it were Mor/us. 

He fhewed, that lofs may grow by Ufury ; 
Firft, to the Queen,then to the Common-Wealth. 
To the Queen in this, that men not ufing their 
own money, but finding great gain in Ufury, do 
imploy the fame that way 5 fo that her Cultoms 
muft decreafe: To the Common-Wealth , for 
that, who fo fhall give hire for money, is to raife 
the fame-in the fale of his Commodity. All 
Trades {hall be taken away, all occupations loft; 
for moft men feeking moft eafe , and greateft 
gain, without hazard or venture, will forthwith 
imploy their money to fuch ufe. He fhewed it 
to be fo hateful in the Judgment of the Com- 
mon Law, that an Ufurer was not admitted to 
be a Witnefs, nor after his Death to the common 
Sepulchre of Chriftians. And for that his Dif- 
courfe had been long, he inferted (as he faid) 
this Tale for recreation of the Hearers. 

In Italy, Quoth he, a great known Ufurer be- 
ing Dead, the Curate denied him the common 
place of Burial 5 his Friends made Suit, the Prieft 
would not hear 5 in fine, the Suitors bethought 
them of a Policy to bring it to pafs, that he 
might be Buried in the Church 3 which was this. 
The Parfon of the Church did accuftomably ufe 
tocarry his Books daily from his Houfe to the 
Church on his Afg5 and the Afs by often going 
needed not to be driven, but knowing meth 
ney, as foon as he was laden, would of himfelf 
goto the Church Door; they defired the Parfon, 
his AfS might.carry the dead Body, and where it 
fhould ftay, the Body to be Buried. To fo fond 
a requeft the Prieft agreed, the Body was laid 
on the Afs, who feeling a greater burthen than 
he was ufed to bear, did run towards the Town, 
never ftaying until he came to the common place 
of Execution. 

This Tale merrily told, he again entred to 
his matter, and proved the Condemnation of U- 
fury and Ufurers, by the Authority of the Nicene 
and divers other Councils : He fhewed, that the 
Divines do call Ufury a Spider,a Canker,an A (pis, 

a Ser- 
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a Serpent and a Devils he fhewed how in na- 
ture the offences of Homicide and Ufury are to 
be compared, and by Examples proved the ruins 
of divers Common-Wealths, when {uch praétices 
for gain are fuffered as that of the Common- 
Wealth of Rome, &c. The manner of Exchange 
now ufed in Lozdon,and how much abufe he fhew- 
ed, a thing in old time not practifed , but by 
the King, as in Ed. 3. time, when thereby the 
King obtained fuch Treafure, and fuch exceflive 
Wealth, that it was firft wondred at, then guef- 
fed that it grew by the Science of Alchymy. He 
here fhewed the practice of the Low-Countries, of 
Germany, and namely the doings of Fulchers to 
the very beggering of great and mighty Princes ; 
he vouched the authority of Sir ‘Fob Cheek in 
that place, concerning that matter; and the 
mind of the ancient Englifh Law-Writers, who 
fay that the offence of Ufury in Life the Bifhop 
is to punifh ; but after his Death his Exccutors 
fhall not have his goods, but they appertain ad 
Fifcum. We concluded that the offence in his 
Contcience fhould be judged Felony. 

M' Bell faid, This matter being fo ample had 
occafioned much Speech , and was for cunning 
men a fit Theme to fhew their Wits and skills up- 
on. Yet, faith he, 1t ftandeth doubtful what U- 
fury is; we have no true definition of it. And 
in our Laws we have little written thereon but 
this, Ofara non currat fuper Infantem. And not 
much more but to Anfwer the Objections, where 
it is pretended, that the not punifhing of it by 
the temporal Judge, may feem to be an appro- 
bation of it, or to leave it to the Church may 
feem as if we had no care concerning it 5 for that 
to put over an offence to another Judge, may 
not be fo faid , if to the Church it may apper- 
tain, and they may well correct it. He further 
fhewed, that the priviledge of the Church is by 
Statute upon this point to be exprefled, namely 
in the Statute de Articulis Cleri. He faid, we mult 
not curioully fearch Cicero's Paradoxes, and pro- 
nounce that Peccata funt equalia, hoc eft, quod 
omne peccatum est peccatum 5 and no further: but 
be every man according to his tranfgreflions, to 
make a reafonable pain 5 though he who fteal- 
eth two pence, doth as well fteal as he who 
{tealeth an hundred pounds; yet there are de- 
grees; we have Petit Larceny , and that which 
is greater ; both faults, both to be punifhed,both 
to be hated ; but difference there is in punith- 
ing, even according to the greatne(S and {mall- 
nefs of the offence 3 for the one there is Death, 
for the other not fo. 

In the Statute for punifhing of Perjury 5° of 
thisQueen, there are fundry degrees of Perjury : 
not for that there is lefs Perjury in the one than 
inthe other; but-that there is greater hurt oc- 
cafioned in the one than in the other. In Anfwer 
of the Scripture, he faid, the Law of God is, If 
thou be ftricken on the one Cheek, to turn the 
other; or ifthy Cloak be taken away, to give 
aifo thy Gown. The literal fence is not to be 
taken, and, as there is caufe, a reafonable con- 
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ftruction muft be. So he concluded, that though 
it were a fin, yet it was to be punifhed hereon 
Earth according to the good or bad, or rather 
according to the greater or lefler hurt which 
growcth thereby. 

After which one (whofe name is not exprefled 
in the faid Anonymous Journal) endeavour'd the 
Anfwer of Mt Wilfz, but with a Protefta:ion 
of his infufficiency , and then he fhewed, how 
the Divines have not agreed what is Ufury, but 
for his own part, he was to incline to the opinion 
of the Learned of thefe days, whofe interpreta- 
tion of litteral fence and skill of the Tongues do 
appear 5 which took that for no Ufury which is 
without grievance. He made a difference of the 
Law of God concerning the Divine Majefty 
contained in the firft Table, and what is con- 
cerning man in the fecond Table; faying, that 
nothing is to be faid in that degree fin in it felf, 
but by the circumftances; for fo it is known 
whether it be good or bad. To kill is prohibi- 
ted, yet fometimes not to kill is evil. Phineas 
killed, and was therefore commended. And 
Thefts at times have been in Scriptures approved. 
So likewife Ufury is allowed of inthe Scriptures 
but that it might be ufed to Strangers only : Al- 
beit the Chofen Children of God amongft them- 
felves might not ufe it. But let be, whether it be 
utterly unlawful, or in fome fort to betolerated, 
itis a queftion 5 and until it be determined for 
the common Commodity and maintenance, let 
it be as hitherto it hath been ufed. And for the 
common fort of Bargains of Corn for Cloth, Silk 
for Land, exc. what they be, whether Ufury or 
no, we know not. That all fhould be well, it 
is to be wifhed 5 that all may bedone well among 
men, it is beyond hope, for we are no Saints, we 
are not of perfection to follow the Letter of the 
Gofpel, Who fo ftriketh the one Cheek, gc. and 
this Text date nibil inde fperantes; Thefe are no 
exprefs Commandments. For the firlt, the Law 
of nature doth direét, and for the other alfo the 
fame Law in effect maketh defence; furely there 
can be no fin where there can be no breach of 
Charity. To do that therefore to another which 
we would to our felves (the ftate,*circumftance 
and cafe to our felves confidered) is commenda- 
ble, or not to be reproved 5 if we our {elves be 
to borrow, who is it that would not in extre- 
mity givea little to fave much money ? [is faid, 
the Ufurer doth or may grow rich: Who hath 
difliked in aCommon-Wealth, that there fhould 
be homines boni frugi? they may be confidered, 
and may be good, more than for one purpofe. 
He further {tood on this, that God did not ab- 
folutely forbid Utury, which furcly ifithad been 
utterly ill, he would have done. And he added, 
that the Common Laws were Cruel in their cen- 
fures,and wifhed that they {hould be no more re- 
membred than they are followed. 

Serjeant Lovelace argued to this effe@ , that 
Ufary was of money only , protefting that he 
hated all kind of Ufury, but yet the grea er 
the ill was,the more and more greatly did he Rte 
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the fame. But to prohibit it with fo (harp and 
extream a Law as to lofe all, he thought it 
would be the ground of greater Covetoutnefs 5 
withal he added, to prohibit the ill of Covetouf- 
nefs in generality, were rath, void and frivolous 5 
fince that the Speech and the Act it felf ts indefi- 
nite, comprehending all our actions and doings 5 
and therefore, as utterly vain to prohibit it, in 
vain words of generality. To prohibit Drunken- 
nefs, Pride, Envy, Surfeiting, cc. were fome- 
what in fome particular fort 5 to do it in genera- 
lity, albeit that we know that it 1s every way 
damnable by the direct and written word of 
God, it were but folly. Of thefe great Evils (to 
the which man of his nature is born and made 
prone, and too apt) when we may not reach to 
the beft, furtheft and uttermoft, we muft do, as 
we may fay, by degrees. As to fay there fhall 
be no deceit, or fleight in making of this or that 
kind of Wares; that the Husband-man {hall till 
his Arable Land,and that he fhall not keep above 
fuch a number of Sheep; that there fhall be no 
foreftalling, regrating, @c. and this in particula- 
rity 3 whereas otherwile, generally among(t finful 
men to prohibit this fin or that fin utterly on a 
pain, it may not be: but thus rather, he that 
{hall fo fin thall fuffer or lofe fo much ; where- 
upon he concluded, that there fhould be degrees 
in punifhing of Ufury 5 as he that fhould take 
fo much, to lofe, or be punifhed thus 5 he that 
fhall take more, more deeply. 

Mr’ Flectwood thewed,that all thefe Arguments 
long fince, with great skill, and very often have 
been opened in this place: He faid, it was Jxge- 
nui pudoris fateri per quem profeceris. M* Check, 
he faid, argued, and fo far forth explained this 
matter, as the Learner was thereby fufficiently 
informed , and the Learned fully fatisfied. His 
Papers of his Speech (he faid) he had not loft, 
and therefore could fhew as much cunning as the 
cunninge{t, which had bent or endeavoured 
himfelf thereunto. He faid he had read the Ci- 
vil Law, and of the Common Law fomewhat ; 
but how well he did underftand it, he would not 
promife ought: What Ufury was, he faid, he 
was not to learns; call it if we lift, Proxima ho- 
micidio, or how elfe by a defcription, he forced 
not much; for if there were not Civil Law, it 
were not much to be accounted of for any cer- 
tainty in this Cafe thereby to be had; and the 
moft ancient Laws of this Realm have taught us 
thereof fomewhat ; as the Laws of ......... do 
make to us mention of Ufury. So dothe Laws 
made in Lucius his time, and thofe of Athelred ; 
whereby it was ordained, that Witches and Ufu- 
rers fhould be banifhed. King Edward the Saint 
referreth and appointeth the Offenders herein to 
fufter ordalinm, Then was there a great kind of 
Ufury known, which was called Torus, and a 
lefier known by the name of ....... Glanvile, 
in the Book de legibus antiquis, maketh mention 
of an inquiry of Chriftian Ufurers. In the Tower 
(he faid) he had feen a Commiflion awarded to 
the Mafter of the Courts (he named not what 


T he Journal of the Houfe of Commons, 


Courts) to enguire of Ufurers, and the punith- 
ment of them (he faid}) was whipping 5 he faid 
further, by Scripture he knew it was damnable; 
and therefore, whether it was good or not good, 
it was no good Queftion. For the matter of 
Implication, whether by the pretence of the 
Law it might be intended that it was in any 
fort allowed 5 he faid it might be conftrued and 
compared there with the Statute of Tiths : where 
itis faid , that till for feven years after Heath 
ground broken up, no Tith fhall be paid; the 
ConftruGtion hereupon is clear: He fhewed alfo, 
that Ufury was malum in fe, for that of fome o- 
ther tranfgreflions, her Majefty may difpence a- 
fore with ; but for Ufury,or to grant that Ufury 
may be ufed, fhe poffibly cannot. He further 
faid, that the words of an A& of Parliament are 
not ever to be followed; for that fometimes the 
conftruction is more contrary to what is written, 
as in the Statute of Maga Chartas nift pris ho- 
magiune fecerit. And {ome Statutes are winked at 
by non-obfervation or otherwife, fo that they 
feem to be no Laws, even in thofe things which 
we practife moft, as the Statute of Gloc. for 
the Oath to be taken in Debt and Damages. 

M' Dalton endeavoured to prove, that M? 
Fleetwood miftook the Bill, but in fancy he mi- 
ftook his Arguments. 

M Norton fhewed , that all Ufury 1s biting; 
as in the word Steal is contained all kind of in- 
jurious taking away of a mans goods : and as 
flanderizing is faid to be murthering or homi- 
cide 5 fo is Ufury juftly ever to be faid biting, 
they being both fo correlated or knit together, 
that the one may not be without the other. He 
concluded, that fince it is doubtful what is good, 
we fhould be mindful of the old faying, Quod 
dubitas ne feceris, and for that Quod non ex fide 
cf? peccatum eft, therefore he withed that no al- 
lowance fhould be of it. 

After thefe Arguments (being tranfcribed out 
of the often before-cited Anonymous Journal) 
were ended, there is no other mention of any 
further proceeding in this Bill, but it doth plain- 
ly appear by the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, that this Bill having had its 
fecond reading as aforefaid, was now at the aft, 
after the preceeding Arguments were ended, 
Committed by M' Treafurer and others, whofe 
names are all omitted in the Original Journal- 
Book. 

On Friday the 20t* day of Apri, the Bill for 
the Affizes to be kept at Worce/fer, was read the 
firft time. 

The Bill alfo for impannelling of Juries, was 
read the fecond time, and rejected upon the 
Queftion. 

Thefe two Bills being thus tranfcribed out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, the greateft part of the refidue of this 
days paflages, do here next follow, out of that 


often already cited Anonymous Journal,in which 


there is one Bill touching Caps, which is not at all 
mentioned in the Original Journal-Book. it {elf 
aforefaid, 
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aforefaid, {et down in manner and form follow- 
INg, Viz. 

_ A Bil for Caps was read the fecond time, and 
ruled, that the fame fhould be ingroffed. 

This Bill (as is aforefaid) is not at all found to 
be fet down in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons; but that next énfuing is 
there mentioned, and the Arguments alfo touch- 
ing the Liberty of the Houfe , are there gene- 
rally remembred , which with the faid Bill do 
here at large follow, with fome {mall alteration 
only, out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal, in 
manner and form following. 

The Bill for fuch as be fled beyond the Seas 
without Licence , or fhall not return within a 
certain number of Dayes, after their Licences ex- 
pired,to lofe their Lands and Goods, and to avoid 
Covenous Gifts,was read the fecond time,and not 
then effectually fpoken unto by any man. 

Mt! Wentworth very orderly in many words re- 
membred the Speech of Sir Humpirey Gilbert, de- 
livered fome daysbefore : He proved his Speech 
(without naming him) to be an injury to the 
Houle, he noted his difpofition to flatter and 
fawn on the Prince, comparing him tothe Came- 
leon, which can change himfelf into all colours, 
faving white; even fo (faid he) this reporter 
can change himfelf to all fafhions but honefty ; 
he fhewed further the great wrong done to one 
of the Houfe, by a mifreport made to the Queen 
(meaning M' Be//;) ne fhewed hisSpeech to tend 
to no other end than to inculcate fear into thofe 
which thould be free; he requefted care for the 
credit of the Houfe, and for the maintenance of 
free Speech (the only means of ordinary pro- 
ceedings) and to preferve the Liberties of the 
Houfe, to reprove Lyers, inveighing greatly out 
of the Scriptures and otherwife, againft Li- 
ers, Asthisof David, ThowO Lord shalt deftroy 
Lyers, &e. 

M: Treafurer fignified his defire to have all 
things well; faying, he could not enter into 
judgment of any; but he faid, it was conveni- 
ent ii! Speeches fhould be avoided, and the good 
meaning of all mento be taken, without wrelt- 
ing or mifreporting 5 and the meaning of ali men 
te be fhewed in good fort without unfeemly 
words. 

Mr Speaker endeavoured an Agreement and 
unity in the Houfe, making fignification that the 
Queens Majefty had in plain words declared 
unto him, that fhe had good Intelligence of the 
orderly proceeding among us; whereof fhe had 
as good liking as ever-fhe had of any Parliament 
fince fhe came unto the Crowns and wifhed we 
fhould give her no other caufe than to continue 
the fame, and added further her Majefties plea- 
fure to be, to take Order for Licences; wherein 
fhe had been careful, and more careful would 
be 


Mr Carleton with a very good Zeal , and or- 
derly thew of Obedience, made fignification 
how that a Member of the Houfe was detained 
from them (meaning M' Strickland) by whole 
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Commandment, or for what caufe he knew not. 
But for as much as he was not now a private 
man, but to fupply the room, perfon and place 
of a multitude {pecially chofen, and therefore 
fent, he thought that neither in regard of the 
Country, which was not to be wronged, nor 
for the Liberty of the Houfe, which was not to 
be infringed, we fhould permit kim to be de- 
tained from us. But, whatfoever the intendment 
of this offence might be, that he fhould be fent 
for to the Bar of that Houfe, there to be heard, 
and there to Anfwer. 

Mr’ Treafurer in fome cafe gave Advertifement 
to be wary in our proceedings , and neither to 
venture further than our aflured Warrant might 
{tretch, nor to hazard our good opinion with 
her Majefty on any doubtful caufe. Withal he 
wifhed us not to think worfe than there was 
caufe. Forthe man (quoth he) that is meant, 
is neither detained nor mifufed, but on confide- 
rations is required to expect the Queens plea- 
fure, upon certain fpecial points: wherein (he 
faid ) he durft to afiure that the man fhould nei- 
ther have caufe to diflike or complain, fince fo 
much favour was meant unto him as he reafon- 
ably could wifh. He further faid, that he was 
in no fort ftayed for any word or {peech by him 
in that place offered ; but for the exhibiting of 
a Billinto the Houfe againft the Prerogative of 
the Queen; which was not to betolerated. Ne- 
verthelefs the conftruction of him was rather to 
have erred in his zeal and Bill offered , than ma- 
lictoufly to have meant any thing contrary to the 
Dignity Royal. And Jaftly, He concluded that 
oft it had been feen, that Speeches have been 
examined and confidered of. 

Sir Nicholas Arnold with fome vehemency mo- 
ved, that care might be had for the liberty of 
the Houfe; he was inforced, he faid, rather to 
utter, and fo to run into danger of offence of 
others, than to be offended with himfelf. 

M: Comptroller replied to the effec M' Trea- 
furer had before {poken. 

M: Cleere told , how the Prerogative is not 
difputable, and that the fafety of the Queen is 
the fafety of the Subjects. He added, how that 
for matter of Divinity , every man was for his 
inftruction to repair to his Ordinary, being a pri- 
vate man (where he utterly forgot the place he 
fpake in, and the perfon who was meant; for 
that place required and permitted free fpeech 
with authority, and the perfon was not himfelf a 
private man but a publick; by whom even the 
Ordinary himfelf was to be direéted)) Heconclu- 
ded,that for as muchas the caufe was not known, 
he therefore would the Houfe fhould ftay. 

Mi Telverton faid he was to be tent for, argu- 
ing in this fort. Firft, he faid, the Prefident was 
perillous, and though in this happy time of le- 
nity, among {0 good and honourable Perfonages, 
under fo gracious a Prince, nothing of extremity 
or injury was to be feared; yet the times might 
be altered, and what now is permitted, hereafter 
might be conftrued as of Duty, and ne 
eve 
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even on this ground of the prefent permiffion. 
He further faid, that all matters not Treafon, or 
too much to the Derogation of the Imperial 
Crown, were tolerable there, where all things 
came to be confidered of, and where there was 
fuch fulne of Power, as even the right of the 
Crown was to be determined, and by Warrant 
whereof we had fo refolved. That to fay the 
Parliament had no Power to determine of the 
Crown, was High-Treafon. He remembred how 
that men are not there for themfelves, but for 
their Countries. He fhewed, 1t was fit for Princes 
to have their Prerogatives 5 but yet the fame to 
be ftraitned within reafonable limits. The Prince, 
he fhewed, could not of her felf make Laws, 
neither might fhe by the fame reafon break Laws. 
He further faid, that the Speech uttered in that 
place, and the offer made of the Bill, was not to 
be condemned as evil; for that if there were any 
thing in the Book of Common-Prayer , either 
Jewith, Turkifh or Popifh, the fame was to be 
reformed. He alfo faid, that amongft the Papifts 
it was bruted ; that by the Judgment of the 
Council, Strickland was taken for an Heretick 5 
it behoved therefore to think thereof. 

Mr! Fleetwood firft fhewed the order of Civil 
Arguments from the caufe to this effect, that 
time muft be known and place obferved. He faid 
then, that of Experience he could report of a 
man that was called to account of his Speech in 
5° of this Queen 5 but he faid, he could not 
meddle wi.h fo late matters , but what he had 
learned in the Parliament Rolls, he thought con- 
venient fhould be known and confidered of In 
the time of H. 4. a Bithop of the Parliament was 
Committed to Prifon by Commandment of the 
King; the Parliament refolved to be Suitors for 
him. And in King H.5. the Speaker himfelf was 
Committed, @c. with him another of the Houfe; 
the Houfe thereupon ftayed , but remedy they 
had none, other than to be Suitors to the King 
for them; whereupon he refolved, that the only 
and whole help of the Houfe for eafe of their 
grief in this cafe, was to be humble Suitors to 
her Majefty, and neither fend for him, nor de- 
mand him of right. 

During which Speech the Council whifpered 
together, and thereupon theSpeaker moved,that 
the Houle fhould make {tay of any further Con- 
fultation thereupon. 

Thus far of thefe Speeches out. of the aforefaid 
Anonymous Journal, unto which for the intire 
making up of this prefent days agitations, thefe 
paflages following are tranfcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book it felf of the Houfe of 
Commons, in manner and form following. 

Mt Comptroller moved touching the bill for 
Briftol, that Licence might be granted to amend 
it in form, not changing the matter 5 which was 
aflented unto. 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving of the Communion, was read the fe- 
cond time. 

A Provifo to the Bill concerning coming to 
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Church, and receiving the Communion,was read 
the firft time. 

The Bill for Shrewsbury was read the fecond 
time, and ordered to be ingrofled. 

On Saturday the 21° day of April, an Addi- 
tion to the Bill for coming to Church, and re- 
ceiving of the Communion , was read the firft 
time. 

A Provifo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
firft time. 

The Bill for coming to Church, and receiving 
the Communion, with the Additions and Provi- 
foes, were Committed unto M' Treafurer, M« 
Chancellor of the Dutchy, Sir Thomas Smith, 
M' Moore, Mt Henry Kuolles Sen. M' Sampoole, 
M! Mounfon, Mt Bell, Mt Yelverton, M* Agmon- 
devon, M* Boyer, Mt Thomas Suagg, and Mt 
Strickland, who were appointed to meet in Mt 
Treafurers Chamber, at the Court, at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Thus far of this days Paflages out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
Now tollows an Obfervation upon M* Strick. 
lands coming to the Houfe this day 5 being no- 
minated the Jaft Committee in the Bill foregoing, 
out of that often before-cited Anonymous Jour- 
nal; becaufe ic doth conduce very much'to the 
Declaration and maintenance of the Liberties of 
the Houfe : for the faid M* Strickland having on 
Saturday the 14° day of this inftant Apri/, pref- 
fed very earneftly the reformation of the Book 
of Common-Prayer, and {ome Ceremonies of the 
Church, was, after the Adjournment of the 
Houfe of Commons on that day, being Eaffer 
Even, called before her Majelties Council, about 
the beginning of the Week following, and was 
commanded by them to forbear coming to the 
faid Houfe, in the mean feafon, and to attend 
their further pleafure ; whereupon, on Friday 
immediately foregoing, being the 20t* day of this 
faid inftant April, divers Speeches and Motions 
having paffed in the Houfe, touching the breach 
of the Liberties thereof, by reftraint of one of 
their Members from repairing thither (although 
he were neither imprifoned nor confined’) Mt 
Speaker did at laft defire them to forbear further 
Confultation in the faid matter. And the Houfe 
having at his{aid requeft, pafied over the refidue 
of the faid day in the Morning, in the agitation 
of other bufinefs, the above-mentioned M' Strick 
land did this Forenoon (upon an Advertifement 
(as it fhould feem) from her Majefties Council) 
repair again to the faid Houfe, foon after it was 
fet. And coming juft upon the time, when the 
foregoing Bill for coming to Church, and recei- 
ving the Communion, was in the referring to 
Committees; the faid Houfe did in witnefs of 
their joy for the reftitution of one of their faid 
Members, awhile from them reftrained, prefently 
nominate him one of the faid Committees, as ap- 
peareth plainly by their names immediately fore- 
going, being inferted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the faid Houfe , out of which thefe 
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next enfuing paflages do follow, in manner and 
form following. 

The Bill for William Skeffington Efg;, was read 
the fecond time, and Hezry Sacheverel being pre- 
fent at the Bar, andin open Court confefling the 
fraud, offered by way of excufe a Bill of caufes 
moving him thereunto, which was read alfo, and 
ordered to be ingrofied. 

The Provifo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
fecond time; upon which, as it fhould feem, di- 
vers Arguments enfued, although no mention 
thereof be made in the aforefaid Original Journal 
Book it felf; amd are therefore fupplied out of 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, in 
manner and form following 5 viz. 

M: Aglionby argued, that there fhould be no 
human pofitive Law to inforce Confcience, 
which is not difcernablein this World. Tocome 
to the Church, for that it is publick, and tend- 
eth but to prove a man a Chriftian, is tolerable 
and convenient; and not to come to Church may 
make a man feem irreligious, and fo no man; 
for that by Religion only a man 1s known and 
difcerned from Brute Beafts; and this is to be 
judged by the outward fhow. But the Confci- 
ence of maz is Eternal, invifible, and not in the 
power of the greateft Monarchy in the World, 
in any limits to be {traitned,in any bounds to be 
contained, nor with any policy of man, if once 
decayed, to be again railed. He fhewed, that 
neither Jew nor Turk, do require more than the 
fubmiffion to the outward obfervance, and a 
convenient filence, as not to diflike what is pub- 
lickly profeffed , but to inforce any to do the 
A&, which may tend to the difcovery of his 
Confcience, it is never found. He fhewed the 
difference betwixt coming to Church, and recei- 
ving the Communion 5 the one he allowed to be 
incomprehenfible in Law, the other he could not 
allow. And in An{wer of that which before had 
been faid, that the Confcience was not ftraitned, 
but a penalty of the lois of their goods only ad- 
judged ; whereof no doubt the Law of God and 
the Law of Nations had given to the Prince an 
abfolure Power ;, he faid to this out of Cicero de 
Legibus, that man out of his own nature is to 
care for the fafety of man, as being reafonable 
Creatures, and not the one to feek to bereave 
the other of his neceflary livelyhood , adding 
out of the fame Book, this faying of Txly, Qui 
Deum non curat hunc Deus ipfe judicabit. He 
fhewed out of St Pau! , that we muft not do ill 
that good may grow thereby 5 we muft not take 
from him that is his, to the end thereby to make 
him to do what is not in his power; to be fit for 
fo great a myftery God above of his free gift may 
make a man. 

To comeunworthily the penalty is appointed, 
St Paulhath pronounced it to be Death and Dam- 
nation, as guilty of the Blood and Death of

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our native Country. He faid, there was no Ex- 


ample in the Primitive Church to prove a Com- 
mandment for coming to the Communion, but 
an Exhortation; he faid, St Ambrofe did Excom- 
municate Lheodofius, and forbid him to come to 
the Communion, becaufe he was an evil man. 
And fot us to will and command ‘men to come, 
becaufe they are wicked men, it is too ftrange 
an inforcement, and without Prefident. 

M* Agmondefham without regard of any thing 
fpoken before, made mention of a Decree in the 
Star-Chamber made by nine of the Privy-Coun- 
cil, figned with their hands, and the hands of 
the Chief Juftices, concerning the receiving of 
the Communion by Gentlemen of the Tevple. 
This Decree made by fo grave and learned men, 
he thought for himfelf, and to his own Contfci- 
ence, was a ftay whatto judge, and a direction 
or prefident what tofollow: the tenor of which 
Decree, ‘for fo much as it did concern the refor- 
mation of the Houfes of Courts, and principal 
places to be thought and confidered of, he wifh- 
ed might be inferted into the Law. The motion 
was well liked, and he required to bring the 
fame the next day, which was done. 

M' Nortoz fhewed, that whete many men be, 
there muft be many minds, and in confultations 
convenient it is, to have contrary opinions, con- 
trary reafons and contradifions; thereby the 
rather to wreft out the beft ; but 'this by the rule 
of reafolfing, and reafon muft be fixe jurgiis : 
he then faid, that not only the external and out- 
ward fhow is to be-fought, but the very fecrets 
of the heart in Gods caufe, who is ferutator Cor- 
dium, mu{t come toa reckoning. And the good 
Seed fo fifted from the Cockle, that the one may 
be known from the other. A man Baptized 1s 
not to be permitted among us fora Jew. And 
here fomewhat {lipping from the matter inSpeech, 
he moved, that all fufpeGted for Papiftry might 
make this Oath, That they did acknowledge the 
Queen to be Queen, for any thing the Pope in 
any refpect might do, noting fome imperfection 
in the former Oath. To this end, quoth he, are 
the Bulls now fent to difcharge men of their Al- 
legiance , and to give free patdon of fins; fo 
that he, who thus fhould be pardoned, fhould 
from henceforth in no fort Comnmnicate with 
the Profeffors of the Gofpel 5 and now (quoth he) 
the very touchftone of trial, who be thofe Rebel- 
lious Calves, whom the Bull hath begotten, mutt 
be the receiving of the Communion; which who 
fo thall refufe, we may juftly fay, he favoureth, 
ec. And men are not otherwife to be known 
but by the external fign. To Anfwer and fatisfy 
the Dilemma objefted before in the firft day, 
made concerning the diforders of certain Mini- 
{ters, in faying of the Service contrary to the in- 
{truétion of the Book; he wifhed, this Provifo 
might be added, that miftaking of Chapters, mil- 
reading, ¢c. fhould be recovered as no offence, 
fo that there be no Mafs-Song, or Popifh Service 
‘ufed in Latin, @c. And thus the Bill refted to 
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Thefe preceeding Speeches being thus tranf{cri- 
bed out of the aforefaid Anonymous imperfect 
Journal, a great part of the refidue of this days 
paflages, do now next enfue, out of the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, in man- 
ner and form following. 

The Committees for the Bill of Treafons, were 
appointed to meet in the Star-Chamber, upon 
Tuefday next , betweea two and three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for Briftol was brought in by Mr 
Comptroller, corrected in form, but not in fub-

verton, {hall prefently repair unto their Lord- 
fhips: who fo did, and thereupon brought re- 
port to this Houfe from the Lords , that as the 
Seafon of the Year waxed very hot, and danger- 
ous for ficknefs, fo they defired, that this Houfe 
would {pend the time in proceeding with necef- 
fary Bills for the Common-Wealth, and@ay afide 
all private Bills in the meantime. Vide Apr. 26.

Which report was made by Mr’ Treafurer,and 
a Note brought from the Lords by him, of 
fuch Bills as they thought meeteft to be treated 
of, was read by the Clark 5 viz.

The Bill for Subfidy was read the firft time, 
to which there is nothing mentioned to have 
been fpoken by any Member of the Houfe of 
Commons, in the Original Journal-Book of the 
faid Houfe 5 and therefore, although that little 
that is fet down in the often already cited Ano- 
nymous Journal do there remain imperfed, yet 
in refpect it is the very laft thing which is con- 
tained in it, I have thought it worthy the tran- 
{cribing; it being as followeth,

fidy had been read the firft time) offered the

advifed them to expedite the more publick and 
neceflary Bills, and pafs by thofe of lefs mo- 
ment.

In the Afternoon the Bill for Councellors Fees 
(the third reading being yefterday accomplithed ) 
was now pafied upon the Queftion. 

All the Bills pafied were fent up to the Lords

manner of the Conclufion of the Parliament is 
Entredin the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 
of Commons Verbatim as.followeth: 


About four of the Clock this Afternoon the 
Queens Majefty being fet in her Royal Seat in 
the Upper Houfe, Mt Speaker made.his Oration, 
prrientns unto her Highnefs the Book of the Sub- 

dy, and in the name of the whole Houfe gave 
her Majefty moft humble thanks for her Highnefs 
General and free Pardon; And prayed her Ma- 
jetties Royal Affent set fuch Acts and Laws as 
had pafled both the Houfes in this Seflions. Where- 
upon her Highnefs gave her Royal Affent unto 
ded one Acts, and fo Diffolved this prefent Par- 

lament.

The Fournal of the Paffages of the Houfe of Lords, in the Parliament 
holden at Weltminfter, An. 14 Regine Eliz. A. D. 1572, which 
began there on Thurfday the 8" Day of May, and then and there 
continued until the «Adjournment thereof on Monday the 30" and 
laft Day of June next enfuing. 


HIS Seffion of Parliament held in | 
An, 14 Regine Eliz. although it 
lafted no long time , yet it con- 
taineth in it a great deal of extra- 
ordinary matter touching the Pro- 
ceding of the Houfe in the bufinefs of the Scot- 
ta Queen; and towards the Conclufion thereof 
puching the Priviledge of the Members of the 
ame: and that which doth yet fomewhat the 
nore enlarge and beautifie it, is the Addition 
of Sir Nicholas Bacon's Speech , being the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, on the firft day of this 
Seffion. But howfoever this faid Seflion were 
in it felf (hort in Continuance , yet confidering 
the two other following Seffions, which with it 
made but one and the fame Parliament , and 
that the longeft of any in this Queens time, it 
will not prove unworthy (although the afore- 
faid extraordinary paflages wanted). of a careful 
and methodical fetting down. For the fecond 
Seffion being held in Aw. 18 Regin. Eliz, and the 
third and laft Seffion in Av. 23 Regin. ejufdem, it 
was continued by many Adjournments and Pro- 
rogations (although the Houfe fate but a part of 
the time) until the final Diffolution thereof up- 
on the rgt* day of Apr# in An, 25 Regine pra- 
die, after it had lafted about the {pace of ele- 
ven years. 

On Thurfday the 8 day of May, according to 
the Writ of Summons that had been fent forth 
dated. at Greenwich the 5t* day of May, in the 
avail year of the Queen, the Parkament

Nota, That the Writ ef Summons is fet down 
in the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houfe to have born date the 5° day of Mzy in 


this fourteenth year, and the Parliament to have 
begun on the 8" day of Mzy in the fame year 
of the Queen, but three days after the Writ of 
Summons it felf, which is impoffiblesand it is plain, 
that the day of the beginning of the Parliament 
cannot be miftaken,becaufe according to that all 
the other days through the whole Journal-Book 
do follow in due form and order: and therefore 
it is very probable, that the date of the Writ is 
fet down contrary to the Originals themfelves, 
which were dated the 5" day of March,and that 
the Clerk might miftake. This is likewife very 
conjeCturable in refpe& that the name of the 
Month being fet down and perhaps abbreviated, 
it waseafily written May for March, and fo this 
incongruity is only the flip and error of the 
Clerk. 

The Queens Majefty was doubtlefs prefent her 
felf this day in the Upper Houfe, and was attert- 
ded by Sir Nicholas Bacon Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, and divers Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral; but in the Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houfe there isno mention made who were pre- 
fent this day, only it may be guefled by the names 
of fach as the faid Original Journal-Book fet- 
teth down to have been prefent on. Monday the 
1a" day of this mftant May following, which 
is the firft day om which the prefence of any 
Lords i¢ marked, according to.the ufual form by 
the Cierk of the Parliament. 

Neither can it poflibly be collected or gather- 
ed by the Original Joarnal-Book of the Upper 
Houfe, or Houfe of Commons, whether ber Ma- 
jefty was prefent or no. For as concerning the 
Journal of the Houfe of Commons it appeareth 
only, that divers of the Knights, Citizens and 

Burgelleg 
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Burgefles of the faid Houle of Commons did this 
day take the Oath in that Cafe accuftomed. And 
therefore the chief ground I had to conclude 
that her Majefty was this day perfonally in the 
Upper Houfe, was a Copy I had by me of the 
Lord Keepers Speech made there this day in the 
publick Affembly of both Houfes, in the end of 
which he gives direétion to the Houfe of Com- 
mons to Elect their Speaker 5 which fhews alfo 
that the faid Speech in divers Copies thereof is 
falfly attributed to the eighteenth Year of her 
Majefty , which was but the fecond Seffion of 
this Parliament, and no Speaker Elected in it 5 
and therefore this Error feemeth only to have 
grown through the fault of Tranfcribers and the 
ignorance of fuch as fuffered fo groundlefs an 
Error to ftand. 

The faid Speectr therefore of the Lord Keeper, 
pronounced by her Majefties Commandment,was 
as followeth, vz. 


HE Queens Majefty, our moft Dread and 
Gracious Soveraign Lady, hath given me 
Commandment to declare unto you the Caufes 
of the Summons of this Affembly for a Parlia- 
ment to be holden here at this time 5 wherein 
albeit I mean to imploy my whole endeavour to 
the uttermoft of my power and underftanding, 
yet I muft needs confefs, that neither fhall you 
have it done as the Majefty of this prefence, nei- 
ther as the gravity of the Caufe requireth it to be 
done. And yet the often Experience that I have 
divers and fundry times had of the Queens Maje- 
{ties great benignity and gentlenefs in bearing 
with and well accepting the doings of thofe that 
to her Service put their good wills and diligen- 
cess And befides all, the proof of your Patience 
in the like matter hath fo much encouraged me, 
that (as Itruft) it fhall be done although not 
cunningly nor eloquently, yet plainly and truly, 
fo as it may be well underf{tood and eafily born 
away, and therewith alfo as briefly as the great- 
nefs of fuch a matter will fuffer. True it 1s, the 
original and principal caufe is, that things there 
propounded may be orderly and diligently deba- 
ted, deeply confidered, and thereupon wifely 
concluded. And to the end alfo that thofe Con- 
clufions fo made, the rather for fuch an univer- 
fal Confent as in Parliament is ufed, remain firm 
and ftable. 

Now the matters that are in thisParliament to 
be proved , do confift altogether in two parts. 
The former is in matters of Religion, for the bet- 
ter maintenance of Gods Honour and Glory. 
The fecond in matters of Policy , for the more 
perfect upholding and eftablifhing of the Queens 
Majefties Royal Eftate , and the prefervation of 
the Common-Weal committed to her Charge. 
The Caufes of Religion are again to be divided 
into two, that is into matters of Dodtrine and Di- 
{cipline. The thing of Policy I mean alfo to partin- 
to other two, that is, into matter concerning the 
good Government of the Subjects at home, and in- 
to caufes of defence againft the Enemy abroad.

And thus by this Procefs you fee you are, as 
indeed you ought, 

Firft, To confider in this your Affembly of 
Gods caufe, which faithfully, fincerely and dili- 
gently done, like a8 it cannot but bring fuccef$ to 
all the reft, fo likewife lukewarm, deceitful and 
double-dealing therein cannot but breed, nou- 
rifh and bring forth Factions, Divifions, Seditions, 
ee. to the great peril and danger of all the reft. 
And the greater that the perfonages be in Autho- 
rity and Dignity that thus deal, the greater of 
neceffity muft be the danger of the Common- 
Weal. And becaufe Gods Law and Doftrine be- 
ing the firft Law and branch muft light upon our 
felves that ought to take the benefit of it, as firft 
and chiefly upon Minifters of this Doétrine, either 
for not preaching and teaching by word and exam- 
ple of life fo purely and reverently as they might, 
or elfe not fo diligently as they were bound. 

And fecondly upon us for not hearing it fo de- 
firoufly, or elfe hearing it and forgetting it, or 
not following it fo effectually as we fhould. 

Thirdly, For that many of us of the Laity do 
not yield and give that eftimation, countenance 
and credit to the Minifters of his Doétrine-which 
of right they ought to have, and that many 
greatly hurt the fetting forth of it: For this one 
thing may be holden firm by the Rules of good 
Government, that all Officers both Spiritual and 
Temporal that have Governance , during the 
time of their Offices , ought to be preférved in 
Credit and Eftimation. For how can any thing 
be well fet forth by them that want Credic ; 
Marry for my part let the time of their Offtes 
laft as their doings do deferve. 

Fourthly, Becaufe the want of the number € 
Minifters that ought to be and be not, and fo 
the infufficiency of thofe that be for diverfe re 
fpects. But therein the Queens Highnefs doubt- 
eth nothing but all that which the difficulty of 
time in fo great a {carcity of men meet to be Mi- 
nifters will fuffer to be done, fhall by my Lords 
the Bifhops be done in this behalf, and: that as 
fpeedily, diligently and carefully as can be. And 
if any perfon admitted or to be admitted to this 
Miniftry fhall hereafter either of Arrogancy or 
Ignorance, {how any {trange Doétrine contrary, 
or varying from that which by common confent 
of the Realm is publifhed, to the breach of U- 
nity, that he by thofe to whom it appertaineth, 
fharply and fpeedily be reformed, all favour-and 


| fear fet apart. 


Thus much for Doétrine. You are moft ear- 
neftly alfo to think and confider of the Difcipline 
of the Church as one of the {trong Pillars of Re- 
ligion, which doubtlefs at this time hath two 

reat lacks. The firft the imperfection of Laws 
or the countenance of it, ‘which hath grown ei- 
ther by reafon that fundry of the Ordirlances 
made for that purpofe, be difufed or otherwife 
have not their force; or elfe for that moft of 
the Laws that remain be fuch as for their foftnefs 
few men make account of. 

The fecond imperfection is the flothfulnefs, 


corruption

corruption and fearfulnefs of the Ecclefiaftical 
Minifters and Officers in the due Execution of 
thofe Laws that be good and yet continue. True 
and too true it is, that hereby at this prefent two 
great Enormities daily grow: The former that 
men of we¢alth and power given to be evil may 
in their Countries live what diffolute and licen- 
tious life they lift, and both Temporally and Spi- 
ritually offend daily in all the branches of Simo- 
ny, the very Canker of the Church without feel- 
ing of this Difcipline. 

The fecond, That many of the laudable Rites 
and Ceremonies of the Church, or pertaining to 
the Minifters of the fame agreed upon by com- 
mon confent, the very Ornaments of our Reli- 
gion are very ill kept , or at leaft have loft a 
great part of their E{timation. And here (through 
the many faults for want of Difcipline) to re- 
member you of one particular matter of great 
moment. How cometh it to pafs that the com- 
mon people in the Country univerfally come fo 
feldom to Common-Prayer and Divine Service, 


and when they do come, be many times {0 vainly | 


occupied there, or at Jeaft do not there as they 
fhould do, but for want of this Difcipline > 

And yet to the help of this there was at the 
Jaft Parliament a Law made, but hitherto no 
man, no, ne man or very few hath feen it Exe- 
cuted; as plainly to fpeak, Laws for the fur- 
therance.of this Difcipline unexecuted ‘be Rods 
for Correction without Hands. It cannot be de- 
nied but as Superf{tition 1s every way to be ab- 
horred for fear of Idolatry 5 fo certainly the lof 
of this Difcipline is always to be avoided, left 
elfe contempt (that neceflarily muft follow) may 
caufe Irreligion to creep fafter in than a man 
would think. For of all other it is the moft pefti- 
lent and pernicious thing, never fuffered nor al- 
lowed inanyCommon-Weal,nay not amongft the 
Heathens that were moft barbarous. But here it 
may be faid the mifchief appeareth, where is the 
remedy ? and that it were better not opened in 
fuch a prefence, than opened without the reme- 
dy both devifed and declared. 

In mine opinion the remedies may eafily be 
devifed : all the difficulty is in the well Executing 
of them. As firft, if the chief Parfonages of this 
Realm, both in Town and Country, would give 
good Example, it cannot be but it would be 
much to the remedying of a great part of this 
mifchief, 

Secondly, The dividing every one of the Dio- 
cefes according to their greatnefs into Deaneries, 
as I know commonly they be; and the commit- 
ting of the Deaneries to men well chofen, as I 
think commonly they be not: and then the keep- 
ing of certain ordinary Courts at their prefcript 
times for the well Executing of thofe Laws of 
Difcipline, as they ought to be, with a fure con- 
troulment of thofe inferior Minilters by the Bi- 
fhop or his Chancellor, not biennially or trienni- 
ally, but every year twice or thrice: which ufe 
of neceffity without very great difficulty may do 
much in very fhort time to the reformation of

this, the chief Officers Ecclefiaftical all being very 
well, and the Laws themfelves being firft made 
fufficient and perfe&t , which in this Parliament 
may very well be brought to pafs. 

And becaufe the procecdings of matters in Di- 
feipline and Dottrine do chiefly concern my 
Lords the Bifhops, both for their underftanding 
and Ecclefiaftical Function, therefore the Queens 
Highnefs looketh that they being called together 
here in Parliament, fhould take the chiefeft care 
to confer and confult of thefe matters. And ifin 
their Conference they found it behooful to have 
any Temporal Acts made for the amending and 
reforming of any of thefe lacks, that then they 
will exhibit it here in Parliament to be confider- 
ed upon, and fo Gladius Gladium, juvabit , as 
before time hath been ufed; forefeeing always 
that all Laws and Ordinances for this matter of 
Doétrine and Difcipline be uniform, and fo one 
fort throughout the whole Realm. And thus 
much concerning Religion, being the firft 
part. 

Now to the fecond, that is, matters of Policy. 
And herein firft for the good Government of the 
Subjects at home, the lacks and defaults whereof 
as in Difcipline fo in this ftand altogether in the 
imperfection of Laws, or elfe the fearfulnefs, 
flothfulnefs and corruption of Temporal Offi- 
cers, that ought to fee the due Execution of 
them. For the help of the former, you are to 
Examine whether any Laws already made are too 
fharp or too fore,and fo over-burthenfom for the 
Subject, or whether any of them are too loofe or 
too foft, and fo over-dangerous to the State 5 
for like as the former may put in danger many 
an Innocent particularly, fo the fecond may put 
in danger both the nocent and innocent, and the 
whole State univerfally. You are alfo further to 
Examine the want and fuperfluity of Laws, and 
whether crafty Covetoufnefs and Malice have de- 
vifed any means to defraud Laws already made, 
or how to do any injuries for which there is no 
Law that hath his being to reform it: or whe- 
ther the Common-Weal and State of this Realm, 
by reafon of any imperfection or caufe, is like to 
fall to any danger or peril 5 for the greater the 
danger is, the greater would the care and confi- 
deration be for the remedy of it. You arealfo 
to Examine whether there are too many Laws 
for any one thing, which breedeth fo many 
doubts, that the Subject is fometimes to feek how 
to obferve them, and the Chancellor how to 
give advice concerning them. 

As to the fecond imperfection , which is the 
want of the due Execution of Laws; becaufe I 
cannot perceive but all the reft and all Laws made 
and to be made is but a vain matter, therefore I 
have thought oft with my felf what might be 
the beft remedy , if not to make all Laws per- 
fe@ly Executed (for that I can hardly hope of) 
yet to make them in much better Cafe than now 
they be. And when I had confidered all things, 
[could find no help but this: The firft by having 
great care in the choice of thofe Officers that 
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have the Executionof Laws. The fecond, to do 
as much as may be for the banifhing of floth, 
corruption and fears from them. A third way 
there is which I leave to your judgments, this it 
is: there fhould be a triennial or biennial Vifita- 
tion in this nature, made of all the Temporal 
Officers and Minifters that by virtue of their 
Office have in charge to fee the Execution of 
Laws. By this I mean that the Queens Majefty 
fhould make choice every fecond or third year 
of certain expert and approved perfons, to whom 
Commiffion fhould be granted to try out and 
examine by all ways and means the offences of 
all fuch as have not feen to the due Execution of 
the Laws according to the offices and charges 
committed to them by the Prince. And the of- 
fences fo found and certified to be fharply pu- 
nifhed without remiflion or redemption. Of ef- 
fec& much like this, and to the like end was the 
Vifitation of the Church firftdevifed 5 whereof, 
in the beginning of it, came great good doubt- 
lefs3; and reafon I fee none but the like good 
ought to follow upon like Vifitation made a- 
mong{t Temporal Officers. And the old Commif- 
fion. of Oyer tended fomewhat to this end. 1 
doubt certainly if the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm fhould not indifferently, uprightly and 
diligently be put in Execution (as my truft is 
they fhall) efpectally in the great and open 
Courts of this Realm, then my burthen, [ con- 
fefs, is equal with the greateft, and yet for my 
part, I would gladly every year hear of , and 
yield to fuch a Comptroller. 

Now to the laft and greateft, which is the de- 
fence again{t the Foreign Enemy abroad and his 
Confederates brought up and bred amongft us 
our felves, becaufe thefe matters be by reafon 
now chiefly in hand , and that the dealings of 
the outward Enemy be matters that go to the 
whole, and that this prefence you know repre- 
fenteth the whole 5 Therefore in all congruity 
it feemeth reafon that all we for and in the name | 
of the whole confider carefully of this caufe, and | 
give prefent afliftance for the help ofit. And to 
the end you may be more able to give good 
Counfel and advice therein, it hath been thought 
meet I fhould fummarily and fhortly make you 
privy of thefe proceedings, which fhall be the 
aonb underltood if I begin at the root as I in- 
tend : 

This it is: The Queens Majefty at her coming 
to the Crown finding this her Realm ina ragged | 
and torn State, and yet in Wars with a mighty 
Enemy, the Chief Fortrefs of the fame loft, to 
the Realms great difhonour and weaknings her 
Frontier Towns not (fuflictently fortified , the 
Revenue of the Crown greatly {poiled,the Trea- 
fure of the Realm not only wafted, but the 
Realm alfo greatly indebted The Land of Ire- 
land much out of order 5 The Staple and Store 
of all kind of Munition for the Realms defence 
marvelloufly confumed; The Navy and Sea mat- 
ters nothing in the State they now be, was for- 
ced to give Ear to a Peace withfome other Con- 
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ditions than: elfe it is like her Highnefs would 
have come to, to the end that thefe dangerous 
defaults might be in the time of Peace fufficiently 
for the fecurity of the Realm provided for, 
Whereupon indeed her Highnefs (Peace being 
concluded ) entred into the reforming and fup- 
plying of moft of all thofe great lacks, and for 
the well-doing of them hath not forborn to 
take any care or pains, neither hath fhe fticked 
for the compafling of this both to fpend her 
own Treafure, to fell her own Lands , to prove 
her own Credit at home and abroad to the utter- 
moft, and all this for our Sureties and quiet. 
(Here want the Caufes why the Queens Highnefs 
fent her Forces to lie in affifting the Admiral and 
others againft the Guifes , anda Declaration of 
the great charges that grew thereby.) 

Thus have you heard the fum of thofe Pro- 
ceedings; whereby it is plain and evident, that 
as our moft Dear and Gracious Soveraign Lady, 
hath for the prefervation of common quiet, and 
for our own Surety again{t the common Enemy, 
forborn no care or travel in the devifing,no more 
hath fhe charge or expence in the performing. [ 
may fafely affirm it, becaufe I am well able to 
prove it, that the Charges of the managing of 
thefe Affairs, and that that hath been done fince 
the Queens Majefty came to the Crown in {up- 
plying the dangers aforementioned, amount to 
as much ds two of the greateft Subfidies that I 
can remember ; a matter not poflibly to be born 
for that which is paft, nor to be continued for 
that which is to come by the ordinary Revenue 
of the Crown, and yet of neceffity to be done, 
except all (which God forbid) fhould run to 
ruine: If when any part of the natural body 
happeneth to be in danger, the head and every 
part hafteth to the relief; what would then be 
done trow ye, when peril is offered, that the 
Head fhould take the whole care and bear the 
whole burthen, and all the Members remain un- 
careful and uncharged therewith? How light a 
burthen it is when it is born of many, is under- 
ftood of usall, But hereof I make a ftay, be- 
caufe there isno doubt your good wills and to- 
wardnefs upon thefe Confiderations be fuch, as 
this laft Speech of mine needeth not , and fo 
doubtlefs the Queens Highnefs taketh ir. And 
yet your Wifdoms well know, that the Office of 
this place which I occupy, craveth thus much to 
be faid at my hands, and for that purpofe chiefly 
could I truft you take it, and not for any necef- 
fity to draw them by perfwafion that otherwife 
of their own difpofition be forward enough. The 
Declarations of the Proceedings being uttered, I 
do aflure my felf to fuffice to men of your under- 
ftanding and inclination. For how can a man 
think that any is fo void of reafon, that he 
would not gladly offer any aid againtt a Foreign 
Enemy, that he were able to make for the fafery 
of hisown Country, hisSoveraign, himfelf, his 
Wife and Children; efpecially when by reafon it 
is plain, that the Queens Majefty hath already, 
and daily doth imploy her own Treafure, ye 

an

and her Lands and Credit , not in any Glorious 
Triumphs, fuperfluous and fumpruous Buildings 
of delight, vain and chargable Embaffages, nei- 
ther in-any other matters of will and pleafure; 
Imean, no Expence to be noted in a Prince of 
thirteen Years Reign, but as far as man can judge 
in the Service of her Realm and neceffary de- 
fence for her people, and for the annoyance of 
the Enemy. Yet hath it been {een ere this, that 
Princes Wills, Pleafures and Delights, have been 
followed in Expences as neceffities. And now 
God be thanked the doings have been fuch fince 
the Queens Highnefs Reign, that to the indiffe- 
rent man it will be probable and plain, that the 
relieving of the Realms necefflity is become the 
Princes Delight 3 a good Change, God continue 
it, a marvellous good Example for us to follow, 
and yet it is {cant credible how long it was, and 
in the end with what difficulty the Queens Ma- 
jefty came to agree that this Example fhould be 
followed by us, in being content that this Par- 
liament fhould be Summoned, that it might be 
moved that the Realm might contribute to the 
Realms defence, with fuch difficulty indeed, that 
if any other way could have been devifed (her 
Honour and Realms Surety faved) this had-ne- 
ver been attempted: So loth fhe is to any offen-. 
five matter by burthen or charge, that if any 
other way could have been devifed, this had not 
been: and fo from her own Mouth fhe Comman- 
ded me to fay unto you. 

Oh what a grief it is toa Prince (trow you ) 
when he findeth fuch want that he is not able fo 
to confider of the Service of his Servants and 
Subjects 5 this dangerous and neceffary Service, 
as their deferts do crave! knowing that moft 
commonly the very life and heart of the Ser- 
vant, and Souldier which fo often offereth him- 
felf to the Cannon, the Pike, the Fire, is either 
over-thrown or fet up as regard is had of his pe- 
rils. Except there be fome odd men (as they 
call them.) of that perfection, that virtue and 
well-doing is their mark , and not reward, who 
hold for firm, that Rec#i faci merces et feciffe 
tantum, but Rara avis in terris, &c. Yea, thofe 
are fo rare as counfel cannot be given that Prin- 
ces Service fhould hang on the help of {uch hope, 
and yet thefe be the perfec&teft and beft, but the 
World is not ferved by fuch. To give good 
words is a good thing, but often ufed, albeit ne- 
ver fo cunningly, without Deeds or Service, is 
reputed but as Wind, and is indeed dare verba, 
Marry, power ferving not, then it deferveth 
great Commendations ; for it is as much as can 
be done: for ultra poffe non eft efé. But hereof 
thinketh little the greateft number. But to,a 
Prince who thinketh thts much, and ‘daily. think- 

eth and feeleth of it, what a tormenting'trou- 
ble is fuch a want think ye > Thefe wants when 
they happen, would be, ought to be moft holp- 
en. But here Ihave troubled you further than 
I meant, or perchance needed. If I have fo 
done, I pray you apply it to the beft as I meant 
it, and fo there muft needs come good of it. 
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And thus no further to trouble you but to 
make an end. You have heard Firft, the caufes 
of this Affembly. Secondly, What! think meet 
to be remembred. Thirdly, What for tlie Go- 
vernance of the Subje& at home, and what hath 
been done for the defence of the Enemy abroad 5 
your Offices and Duties, to be careful to confi- 
der of thefe matters, which I have the rather 
fummarily remembred than effe@tually difcourfed 
upon. The former pertaineth to my Office as a 
Remembrancer. The fecond to you as Execu- 
tors of thefe remembrances. And becaufe you 
of the Nether Houfe cannot without a Head 
thus do, therefore it refteth, that you according 
to your antient Order, of your felves chufe fome 
wife and difcreet man , who after he hath been 
by you chofen and prefented, and that prefenta- 
tion by the Queens Majefty allowed, fhall then 
be your Speaker, and Day is given, Ge.

thing therein tothe contrary notwithftanding. 

In the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houfe is no entrance of any continuance of the 
Parliament which feemeth to have been omitted 
through the negligence of Avthony Major Efq; 
at this time Clerk of the fame Houfe; although 
it may very eafily be gathered that the Parlia- 
ment was continued unto fome hour in the Af- 
ternoon of this prefent day : and moft probable 
it is, that it was continued by the Lord Keeper, 
becaufe it appeareth without all queftion that he 
was prefent in the Afternoon. 


Poft Meridiem. 


In the Afternoon the Queens Majefty, as may 
eafily be gathered , was prefent with the Lord 
Keeper and divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
but their names through the great negligente of 
the above-named Axthony Majon Efq; are not at 
all noted with the mark of being prefent , nei- 
ther are.any of the paflages of this Afternoon 
there entred , faving only the Adjournment of 
the Parliament 5 although it be moft certain, that 
her Majefty being prefent this Afternoon did 
put an end to this Seflion of Parliament, by gi- 
ving her Royal Affent to thirteen publick Acts, 
and four private. But yet there pafled no Bill of 
her Majefties free and general pardon to the Sub- 
jet, nor of any Subfidies from them to-her Ma- 
je(ty; and the reafon of it is plain, becaufe this 
Seffion of Parliament (although fome Statutes 
did of courfe pafs in it) was doubtlefs convoca- 
ted chiefly for that great bufinefs touching the 
Scottifh Queen, of which there are divers pafia- 
ges in this proceeding Journal, which fee on 
Monday the 12" day, and on Wedue/fday the 28*4 
day of May, on Tuefday the 10° day, and’on 
Thurfday the 26" day of this inftant Fuze fore- 
going. 

And therefore now laftly , as touching the 
manner of her Majefties giving her Royal Affent 
to fuch Acts as pafled, in refpect that it is matter 
of form and feldom differeth, it is therefore fup- 
plied (omitting that only which concerns the 
Bills of Subfidy and Pardon) out of a draught 
thereof fet down in the end of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houfe in the Parliament 
de an. 39 Regin. Eliz. although it be omitted in 
that of this prefent Seflion of Parliament. 

To every publick AG that pafled, after that 
it had been read, the Clerk of the Upper Houfe 
{tanding up did openly pronounce her Majefties 
Allowance in thefe French words following.

February in the eighteenth year of her Majefties 
Reign, which was the fecond Seflion of this pre- 
fent Parliament, and held about four years after 
the determination of this firft Seffion by Ad- 
journment as aforefaid : {o that it is very proba- 
ble, that there are not lefs than twenty feveral 
Prorogations.

Reafons to prove the Queens Majefty bennd in Con- 
rience to proceed with Severity in this Cafe of the 
late Queen of Scots. 


HE Word of God which ts the only Di- 
rector of Comfciences, and a certain Rule 

for all Eftates and Offices, doth often and mott 
earneftly teach, that Godly Princes or Magiftrates 
not only in Confcience fafely may, but alfoin 
Duty 


Bae 


Duty towards God ought feverely and uprightly 
to adminifter Juftice. 

For this is one of the Principal Caufes for the 
which the Providence and Wifdom of God hath 
ordained Magiftrates in Common-Wealths, that 
they might by Juftice and punifhment accord- 
ing to the greatnefs of the offences reprefs the 
wickednefs of Mankind, whereunto by corrup- 
tion of nature they are inclined. 

The Magiftrate (as S' Paul faith, Rom. 13.) is 
the Minifter of God and the Revenger of wrath 
towards him that hath done evil,&c. And S' Peter, 
1 Pet. 2. Be fubjedt to the King as to the Chief, or 
to the Under-Rulers as fent of bim ad vindictam 
nocentium , to the punifhment or revengement of 
Offendors , and to the praife of them that do 
well, | 

If the Magiftrate doth not this, God threat- 
neth heavy punifhment. When you were (faith 
Wifdome to Princes, Sap. 6.) the Mainifters of his 
Kingdon, you have not Executed Fudgment right- 
ly, nor kept the Law, nor walked according to bis 
Will, Horrible therefore and right foon hall be 
appear unto you: for an bard Fudgment shall they 
have that bear rule. Potentes potenter tormenta 
patientur. ) 

‘Now then if the Magiftrate be the Minifter of 
God, in his name and authority to punifh the 
wicked according to the Mealure of their offen- 
ces, and are threatned grievous punifhment if 
they do not; and on the other Party, the late 
Scottifh Queen hath offended in two higheft de- 
grees both concerning Gods Religion and the 
difinheriting and deftruction of our Prince: we 
fee not but her Majefty muft needs offend in 
Confcience before God, if the do not punifh her 
according to the meafure of her offence in the 
higheft degree. 

Small punifhment for great offences in refpecé 
of any perfon is partiality and flack Juftice, which 
God above all things in Judgment forbiddeth. 
Confider not (faith God) the perfon of the poor, 
nor honour the Countenance of. the rich, Levit. 19.. 

It is not good (faith Solomon, Prov. 18.). to 
confider the perfon of tke wicked thereby to decline 
frow the truth of Judgment, . 

And Fefis Sirach, Make no labour to be a Fudge, 
except thou have that (toutnefs that thou mightaly 
mayeft put down wickednes: for if thou ftand in 
awe of the mighty, thou canft not but fail in giving 
Sentence. Ecclus. 7. 

Wherefore whether the late Queen. of Scots be 
Queen or Subje&, be Stranger or Citizen, be Kin 
or not Kin, by Gods word for fo great offences 
fhe fhould have the juft deferved punifhment, 
and that in the higheft degree. 

The fecond Reafon. When God by his juft Pro- 
vidence doth commit any grievous Offendor in- 
to the hands of a Prince or Magiftrate as to his 
Minifter to be punifhed,; he ought to fear the 
heavy difpleafure of God if by any colour he 
do omit the fame. Nox enim hominis Fudicium 
eft, fed Dei; c maledidus eft qui facit opus Do- 
mini fraudulenter vel negligenter : For God often 
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times brings Sinners to punifhment for other of- 
fences than thofe that are known and appear to 
the World. And therefore hath he fhewed him- 
felf grievoufly difpleafed when fuch by colour 
of Mercy and Pity in Princes have efcaped juft 
Judgment. 

Becaufe Saul {pared Agag,(1 Reg, 15.) although 
he were a King, God took front the fame Saw 
his good Spirit, and transferred the Kingdom ‘of 
Ifrael from him and from his Heirs for ever. 

When Achab {pared Benhadad the King of 
Syria by his unreafonable Clemency, though he 
were a great Prince, God willed the Prophet to 
fay unto him, Becaufé thou haft let efcape out of 
thy hands the man that I would have to die,thy life 
Shall be for his life, and thy people for his people. 

In thefe Examples great pretence might be 
made for Mercy for {paring of them, and great 
reproach of bloodinefs and Cruelty in the con- 
trary 5 but we fee how God judged them. 

The late Queen of Scots being a grievous Of- 
fendor divers ways both before fhe came into 
this Land and afterwards alfo, hath been by Gods 
{pecial and remarkable Providence put into the 
Queens Majefties hands to-be punifhed, and that 
far more notably than: Agag and: Bexhadad were 
put into the hands of Saul and Achab. 

Therefore it is greatly to be feared if fhe e- 
{cape as Benhadad did under pretence of mercy 
and favourable dealing., that Gods heavy dif- 
pleafure. will for the:fame, light both upon the 
Prince and the Realm, as it did upon Achab and 
the: Ijraelites fhortly after. 

This Sentence of the Prophet (as it is for cer- 
tain reported) was fpoken to the Lord fames 
now Regent in Scotland , when with too much 
lenity he proceeded therein; it hath followed 
too true.in him, the Lord turn it from our Gra- 
cious Soveraign. 

The third Reafon. Every good Prince ought 
by Gods Commandment: to. punifh even with 
Death all fuch:as do feek. to feduce the People of 
God from-his true worfbip unto Superftition and 
Idolatry. For that offence Gad hath always moft 
gricvoufly punifhed,as committed againft the firtt 
Table, Deut. 13. His words are thefe: If thy 
Brother the Son of thy. Mother, or thine own Son, 
on,thy Daughter, or thy Wife that lieth within thy | 
Bofom, or thy Friend which is as thine own Soul 
unto thee, fhall entice thee faying , . Let us go and 
Jerve ftrange Gods, &c. Thou fhalt not confent un- 
to him nor hearken unto bims. thine Eye fhall not 
pity hime, neither fhalt thou have compalfion upon 
him, nor keep hime fecret; but caufe biu.to be flain 5 
thine own hand fhall be firft upon bine. to kill him, 
&e. And afterwards addeth, :2zd all Irael fhall 
fear to-do any ntoroky! fitch wickednefs. 

The Refidue of that. Chaptet.afterwards con- 
taineth more grievous matter, \which we would 
with all them to. read that in great offences un- 
der thé colour of: pity are loth torhawe fharp pu- 
nifhment ufed. 

Here you mé@y perceive that .God willeth his 
Magiftrate not to {pare either Brother or oe 

on 
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Son ot Daughter, Wife or Friend, be he never 
fo nigh, if he feek to feduce the People of God 
from his true Worthip; much lefs is an Enemy 
and Traitor to be {pared. Yea, and he addeth 
the caufe why he would have fuch tharp punith- 
ment ufed in fuch Cafes, That Ifrael may fear to 
do the like. 

But the late Queen of Scots hath not only 
fought and wrought by all means fhe can, to fe- 
duce the people of God in this Realm from true 
Religion 5 but is the only hope of all the Adver- 
faries of God throughout all Exrope, and the In- 
{trument whereby they tru(t to overthrow the 
Gofpel of Chrift in all Countries. And therefore 
if (he have not that punifhment which God in 
this place aforementioned appointeths It is of all 
Chriftian hearts to be feared, that Gods juftPlague 
will light both upon the Magiftrates and Sub- 
jes : but that by our flacknefs and remifs Ju- 
{tice we give occafion of the overthrow ofGod’s 
Glory and truth in his Church mercifully refto- 
red unto us in thofe latter days. 

Conftantinus Magnus caufed Licinivs to be put 
Eufeb. Jj.2. to Death, being not his Subje& but 
devitaCon- his Fellow-Emperor, for that the faid 
eas Licinius \aboured to fubvert Chriftian 
Religion. And the fame Cox/tantinus is for the 
fame in all Hiftories highly commended. Much 
more fhali it be lawful for the Queens Majefty 
to Execute this Woman, who befides the Subver- 
fion of Religion hath fought the Life of the 
fame our Gracious Soveraign. 

The Fourth Reafon. it 1s dangerous for any 
Perfon being a Prince, both for his own State as 
alfo for that punifhment which may come from 
God’s hand, by flacknefs of Juftice in great of- 
fences to give occafion by hope of impunity of 
the increafe of like wickednefs. 

Joab being {pared of David for Murthering 
Abner, kiiled Amafa alfo. 

Becaufe Amnon was winked at by his Father 
for committing Rape and Inceft with his own 
Sifter, Abfalom under hope of like Impunity was 
emboldened to murther his Brother Avezon. 

But look, I pray you, how grievoufly God 
punifhed that flack Juftice of Dazd coloured 
with a tender heart towards his Children. Did 
he not fuffer, yea and by his juft Judgment raife 
one of his own Sons towards whom he ufed 
that exceflive tendernefs and pity to rebel a- 
gainft him and drive him out of his own King- 
dom ? 

The late Scottifh Queen hath heaped up to- 
gether all the Sins of the Licentious Sons of Da- 
vid, Adulteries, Murders, Confpiracies, Treafons, 
and Blafpemies againft God alfo 5 and if fhe e- 
{cape with {mall punifhment, her Majefty in Con- 
{cience ought, as alfo good and faithful Subjects 
to fear that God will referve her as an Inftrumeit 
to a her from the Royal Seat of this Kingdom, 
and to plague the unthankful and naughty Sub- 
jects. Quod omen ut Deus avertat precamur. Shall 
we think that God will not plague it? Surely 
our hearts do fear he will do it grievoufly. 
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The fifth Reafon. A Prince ought in Contci- 
ence before God by all the means he can to fee 
to the Quietnefs, Safety and good Eftate of that 
People over whichGod hath appointed him Go- 
vernour. 

For in the Prophets oftentimes under the 
names of Paftors and Watchmen he threatrieth 
great punifhment to Princes and Governours for 
thecontrary; efpecially in Ezechiel 33, and 34. 
And fignifieth, that if his People perith either in 
Soul or Body, by flacknefs in adminiftring juftice 
or by any other mif-government , God will re- 
quire their Blood at the Princeshands 3 which 
places as they may be applied to Prophets and 
Teachers, fo do they not exclude but principally 
comprehend Kings and Magiftrates, as Hierony- 
mus noteth in Ezechiel 33. the words of the 
Prophet are thefe, vz. 

Tf the Watchmen fee the Sword and blow not the 
Trumpet, fo that the people is not warned 5 If the 
Sword come then and take any man from among 
them, the fame fhall be taken away in his own fin 
from among them, but his Blood will I require at the 
Watchmans hand. Ezechiel 33. 

And again, Woe unto the Shepherds that deftroy 
and fatter my Flock, faith the Lord,&c. You fcatter 
and thruft out of my Flock and do not look upon 
them: Therefore will I vifit the wickednefs of your ima- 
ginations, &c. Jer. 23. By thefe and fuch other 
words in many places God fignifieth, if his Peo- 
ple perith either in Soul or Body by the flack or 
remifs Government of them that are appointed 
Rulers over them, and as it were Shepherds and 
Herdfmen to keep them from danger , that he 
will require the Blood of his people at their 
hands. 

But the late Scottifh Queen with her Allies by 
the pretenfed Title, and other wicked, devilifh 
and Traiterous devices and workings, is like to 
bring confufion to this Realm of Exgland and the 
People thereof, as evidently appeareth to all 
good and faithful Subjects. Therefore the Prince 
offendeth grievoufly before God, and is in dan- 
ger of the Blood of Gods People, if for the fafety 
of the fame the doth not cut her off. 

3 Reg. 2. Solomon a Wile and godly: Prince 
{pared not his own natural , yea and his Elder 
Brother Adonijah, for fufpition and likelihood of 
Treafon, and for a Marriage purpofed only but 
put him to Death for the fame, and that fpeedi- 
ly without courfe of Judgment, left by delay 
trouble and danger might haveenfued, not only 
to his own Perfon being Prince and Chief Mini- 
fter of God in that Land, but alfo to that People 
over which he had charge, and for fafety whereof 
in Confcience he was bound to deal, He would 
have thought it a great burthen to his Confci- 
ence if by the {paring of one mans Life, were he 
never fo nigh of Blood unto him, he would have 
hazarded the Seat in which God had placed him, 
and the Blood of many thoufands of his Peo- 
ple which by a Rebellion might have been 
{pent.

band, as fhe pretendeth, have put far more hai- 
nous mattersin Execution: wherefore her Cafe 
ftanding as it doth, there is no fcruple in Confci- 
ence to proceed with Severity, but great danger 
in Confcience for dealing too mildly and con- 
trary to Order of Juftice, making the punifh- 
ment lefs than the offence, with the danger of 
her Majefties own perfon, the hazard of the 
Realm, and the Subverfion of Gods Truth. 

The fixth Reafon. It is dangerous for any Chri- 
ftian Prince and contrary tothe word of God, with 


colour of Mercy and Pity, to do that whereby he | p 


fhall difcourage and kill the hearts not only of his 
own good Subjects and faithful Councellors, but 
alfo of all other Nations faithfully profefling 
Gods Religion and his true worfhip, as may well 
appear in the Example of David. 

David having this infirmity of too much Pity 
and Indulgency towards Offendors, which 1s not 
of any Prince to be followed, did forbid that his 
Traiterous Son Ab/olom fhould be {lain ; and when 
he was killed, effeminately he bewailed the fame 
to the difcouraging of his People: but he was 
fharply rebuked by Foeab his Councellor faying, 
Thon haft fhamed this day the faces of thy Servants | 
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Jofbua a worthy Prince and Governour put 
to Death at one time five Kings , and that as 
might appear rudely, caufing his Souldiers to 
fet their Feet on their Necks and flay them, and 
willed them to be {tout and not to fear to do 
it. Fofbua to. 

We find alfo in the Scriptures that in this Zeal 
of Juftice two wicked Queens, Fefabel and Atha- 
liah, both inferior in mifchief to thislate Queen, 
have been by Gods Magiftrates Executed, and 
the fame Execution commended in Secri- 
ture. 

Obj. It may be further objected that the Queens 
Majefty in fo doing fhould exceed the limits and 
bounds of Mercy and Clemency. 

Rejp. Indeed a Prince fhould be merciful, but 
he fhould be juft alfo. ¥e is faid Mifericordia & 
veritas custodiunt Regems but in the next Chap- 
ter it followeth, Qui fequitur juftitiam G miferi- 
cordiam, inveniet vitam. Pro. 20. 

The Prince in Government muft be like unto 
him who is not only amiable by Mercy, but ter- 
rible alfo by Juftices and therefore is called Mj- 
Jericors & Fuftus Dominus. Mercy oftentimes 
fheweth it felf in the Image of Juftice; Yea and

When David was fo much moved with thefe 
words that he was contented to take another 
courfe, which turned both to the Comfort of his 
Subjects and his own benefit , the application 
needeth not. 

If David were moved thus to do to the Com-

Therefore as the Queens Majefty indeed is 
merciful, fo we moft humbly defire her that the 
will open her Mercy towards Gods People and 
her good Subjects, in difpatching thofe Enemies 
that feek the confufion of Gods caufe amongft 
us, and of this noble Realm. 

It may alfo be faid that to {pare one Perfon 
being an Enemy, a Stranger, a profefled Mem-

Obje. But happily it may be that fome do 
difcredit thefe reafons by the perfons, when they 
cannot by the matter 5 and will put in her Ma- 
jefties mind, that we in perfwading her, refpe& 
our own danger and fear of peril coming to us, 
and not right and true judgment: Yea, and.that 
it may appear very unfeemly and worthy fharp 
reproof ina Bifhop to excite a Prince to Cru- 
elty and Blood, contrary to her merciful incli- 
nation. 

Re/p. As touching the firft branch, Surely we 
fee not any great continuance of danger likely 
to come unto us, more than to all good Subjects 
while this State ftandeth 5 and the State cannot 


lightly alter without the certain peril both of 


our Prince and Country. Now if our danger 
be joined with the danger of our Gracious So- 
veraign and natural Country , we fee not how 
we can be accompted godly Bifhops or faithful 
Sub es, if in common peril we fhould not cry 
and give warning: Oron the other fide how 
they can be thought to have true hearts towards 
God and towards their Prince and Country, that 
wil] mitlike with us for fo doing, and feek there- 
by to difcredit us. 

As touching the fecond branch, God forbid 
that we fhould be inftruments to incenfe a mer- 
ciful Prince to Cruelty and Bloodinefss neither 
can we think well of them or judge that they 
have true meaning hearts, that in the Minifter of 
God and Officer do term juftice and right pu- 
nifhment by the name of Bloodinefs and Cruelty. 
God [ truft in time fhall open her Ma jefties Eyes 
to fee and efpy their cruel purpofes under the 
Cloak of extolling mercy. 

When the Prince or Magiftrate is (lack in pu- 
nifbing the finful and wicked , the Bifhop and 
Preacher is bound in Con{cience before God to 
exhort him to more diligent and fevere dealing 
therein, Jeft the Blood both of Prince and Peo- 
ple be required at his hands. 

3 Reg. 20. May the Frophet be accounted 
cruel to incite Achab to Bloodinefs, which fo 
fharply rebuked him for his Clemency thewed 
towards Benhadad ¢ May Samuel. be juftly na- 
med cruel, becaufe in like cafe he reproved Saul 
for {paring the life of King Agag, and killed the 
faid Agag with his own hands in the fight of the 
Prince ? 

What fhall we fay of the Prophet E/as, thall 
we call him Cruel becaufe in the Zeal of Juftice 
he killed all the falfe Prophets of Baal? Did not 
God approve his faét with the miraculous fending 
of abundance of rain after three years continual 
drought ? But to thofe menI think God himfelf 
and his Angels will feem Cruel, and: his Juftice 
Cruelty 5 that they under the colour of merey 
might be {pared until time will ferve to {fatisfie 
their: own cruel hearts. 
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An Argument perfwading that the Queens Majefty 
ought to have in Confcience a great care of the 


Safety of ber own perfon. 


BY Prince being the Minifter of God and 
a publick Perfon ought by Gods word to 
have an efpecial care of his own fafety more than 
a private Perfon; and chiefly when the cafe fo 
{tandeth, that the fafety of his Realmand Coun- 
trey, and the true worfhipping of God by Gods 
difpofition may feem to depend on him. 

But now fo it is in the Queens Majefty, there- 
fore in Con{cience ought fhe to have a fingular 
care of her fafety, if not for her felf fake, yet 
at the leaft for the furtherance of Gods caufe and 
{tay of her Country to the maintenance whereof 
fhe 1s bound before God. 

Mofes withed to be put out of the Book of 
Life for the fafeguard of his People. Exed. 32. 

Paul wifhed to be Avathema for his Brethren. 
Rom. to. 

Codrus and divers other Heathens gave away 
their Lives for the fafety of their Countries, Con- 
trariwife we with and are humble Suitors, that 
it may pleafe her Majefty to preferve her own 
Life, and to cut away the dangers thereof, if 
net for her own caufe which happily her noble 
Courage doth {mally regard, yet at the leaftwife 
for Gods caufe, and for her faithful and loving 
Subjects, whofe Life and good Eftate dependeth 
on her. 

Obj. It may be objected, That her Majefty 
repofeth her truft and confidence in the Provi- 
dence of God, and therefore maketh light of all 
attempts that her Enemies can work againft 
her. 

Refponf. Surely it. muft needs be confeffed, that 
the fame proceedeth both of noble Courage and 
of a ftrong Faith and truftin God, and ought 
indeed to be the Bulwark of help and comfort 
toall good and godly Princess yet fo far as they 
feem not withal to tempt God by leaving that 
diligence and thofe ordinary means whereby he 
ufeth to fave and deliver. 

David knew himfelf to be Anointed and ap- 
pointed I/rael by God himfelf, yet he did not 
rathly caft himfelf into the hands of Saw his 
Enemy. 

Febofophat and Hezechias in their great diftref- 
fes undoubtedly had their chief tru{t and confi- 
dence inthe Providence of God, but they ceafed 
not both to fhun and cut off all thofe things 
whereby danger might grow,and to ufe all means 
whereby their fafety might be holpen. 

It is alledged by Chrift, Thou fhalt not tempt 
thy Lord God 5 but furely it might have been as 
fafe for Chrift without tempting God to have 
caft himfelf down from the Pinacle of the Tem- 
ple, as for the Queens Majefty to fuffer in. her 
Bofom this poifonous Serpent, that ceafeth not 
continually to thruft the {ting of her venemous 
workings into her Majefties fafety and pofleflion 
of her Crown. 
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‘It is well faid, Principum Jecuritas paucoruim 
vita redimendaeft. " eras 

There are divers Hiftories yea and Examples 
of late time whereby it hath been declared,’ that 
the tempting confidence of Gods Providence not 
fhunning evident occafions of danger, hath fal- 
len out to the extream hurt of the Parties, and 
on fuch as have depended on them 5 which we 
think not meet to recite, left they might feem in 
this Cafe Ominofa , as God for his great Mercies 
fake forbid that they fhould be.. i 

Many Reafons , Authorities and Examples 
more befides this may be taken out of the Holy 
Scriptures for Confirmation of this purpofe; but 
for tedioufnefs we thought good to omit them, 
and to leave the refidue to God, 

In the 20% Chapter of Levit. there is much 
like matter, and that in as earneft manner fet 
forth; neither can any in Confcience think that 
this punifhment was here by God appointed fo 
grievous, only for thofe that then feduced the 
people of God to Gentilifh and heathenith Ido- 
latry 5 for Idolatry and falfe worfhip by whom- 
foever it be begun, though they bear the name 
of the Church or of the People of God never 
fo much; It is a dire& offence againft the firft 
Tables and therefore in Gods Judgment worthy 
no lefs punifhment. Yea their offence muft needs 
be more hainous in the fight of God, for that 
they have had greater opportunity to underftand 
Gods true worfhip. 

Shall any Chriftian man think, that the wor- 
fhip of God appointed in his Law being but the 
figure, was more acceptable and pleafant to God 
than this his true worfhip in the Faith of Fe/as, 
according to the Gofpel of our Redemption ? or 
that the violating of the fame, or feducing of 
his people from it, is in his Judgment lefs difplea- 
fant or not fo grievoufly to be punithed as was 
the breaking of his Law or the feducing from it? 
Shall we think that the gathering of a few fticks 
on the Sabbath Day is to be punifhed by Death 
ina poor fimple perfon, and the feeking to fub- 
vert the Gofpel of Chrift and to draw the peo- 
ple of God to that Idolatrous Doctrine that 
teacheth to impute the merit of Chrifts Blood 
and Paffion to wicked mens devices, yea to 
Stocks, to Stones, to Sticks, to Water, to Bells, 
@c. fhall not be worthy the punifhment of 
Death in a noble Perfon? God dire& our Judg- 
ments otherways.

133 if it be evident that God willed his Magi- 
{trates to fpare neither Brother, nor Sifter, nor 
Son, nor Daughter, nor Wife, nor Friend, 
though he were never fo nigh, if he fought to 
feduce the people of God from his true worfhip, 
how much lefs is an Enemy, a Traytor, and an 
Adulterer to be {pared ? 

Thefe Reafons for the fpeedy Executing of the 
Scottifh Queen (being part of thofe contained in 
the written Copy of the faid ReafonsI had by me, 
and of whichthe latter part containeth the Peti- 
tion of the Houfe to her Majefty, which feeEntred 
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at large in their proper places on Thur/day the 
28% day of this inftant Mzy enfuing, are tranfcri- 
bed out of the faid written Copy, and are added 
tothis days paflages, becaufe itis very probable the 
Houfe did ground their before-mentioned refo- 
lution upon them 5 although not only the da 
on which they were firlt digefted in the Houfe 
be there omitted, but alfo the very year is 
through the Error (as it fhould feem) of fome 
tran{criber falfly fet down to have been the 
Thirteenth of her Majefty, in which Parliament 
the matter of the Scottifh Queen was not at all 
mentioned, nor at all dealt in by the Houfe of 
Commons until this prefent Seffion of Parlia- 
ment in az.

Therefore it would pleafe your moft Excel- 
lent Majefty to give ear to the found Reafons of 
your moft Faithful Subjects, and rather deal cer- 
tainly than by Chance; and there is rio doubt 
but your Majefty thall avoid all apparent dan- 
gers, and live in all Safety and Honour, to Gads 
Glory and tothe Comfort of all good Chriitian 
Princes univerfally. 

Thus much againft the opinion of difabling 
the Scottifh Queen; whereby ic appeareth that 
it will be rather for her benefit, than to her hurt: 
And moft certain it is, that it will be dangerous 
for the State divers ways; whereas dealing wich 
her in the firlt degree according to her deferts, 
the fame is lawful, fafe, neceflary and honour- 
able for your Majefty and all Chriftendome be- 
fides. 

And becaufe it may appear that this Speech is 
grounded upon Law and Reafon, there thal! be 
Arguments in Law alledged fufficiently for this 
matter, as the fhortnefs ot time may ferve.

Confederate being in the Country of his 
Confederate is to be punithed as though 
he were-a Subjed.

Window. 

Henry the Seventh Emperour did give a So- 
lemn Judgment of Death at Pifa 1314, againit 
Robert King of Sici, for that the fame King had 
entred into Confpiracy with the Subjects of the 
Emperour: and yet was not King Robert within 
the Jurifdi@ion of the Emperour at the time of 
the Confpiracy, neither at the time of the Judg- 
ment.

four private. And the reafon why fo few Sta- 
tutes received Life , as alfo that neither the Bill 
for her Majefties general Pardon, nor any Bill of 
Subfidy pafled the Houfes at this Seffions, was in 
refpect that it was chiefly called for Confultation 
and deliberation touching the dangers of her 
Majefty and the Realm by reafon of the Scottifli 
Queen, againft whom the Houfe of Commons 
did proceed with great earneftnefs 5 advifing 
her Majefty to proceed to her final Execution, 
although the faid advice took not effect, nor was

of Anthony Majon Efquire, at this time Clerk of 
the Upper Houle , there appeareth little other 
matter to have been agitated therein than the 
reading, committing and expediting of Bills ;

the Houfe of Commons, that there was fome 
Entrance by both Houfes upon the reformation 
of divers Abufes in the Ecclefiaftical Govern- 
ment, and fome difference between the faid Hou- 
fes about the Bill for the Reftitution in Blood of 
the Heirs of the Lord Stourton fent down from 
the Lords to the Commons. Befides, this forefaid 
Journal is not a little enlarged and beautified by 
the inferting of the Speech at large of Sir Nicho- 
lus Bacon Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, out of 
a Copy thereof I had by mes which 1s the rather 
worth the noting in refpect that it was doubtlefs 
the la{t Speech he ever made in Parliament: for 
before the third Seffion of this prefent Parlia- 
ment, which was held five Years after the Ad- 
journment of this prefent Seffion he died , viz:

On Monday the 12° day of March, Four Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft being the Bill tor Con- 
firmation of an Arbitrement to be made by cer- 
tain Perfons, between Richard Hudlefton Efquire 
and Dame Elizabeth Weynman on the one part, 
and Francis Weynman Gent. on the other part, 
was read fecundé vice but no mention.is made 
that it was Ordered to be ingrofled or referred 
to Committees, becaufe it had been fent from the 
Houfe of Commons on Saturday the 104 of this 
inftant Murch foregoing. 

The Bill alfo for reftitutign in Blood of Az-

An A& to redrefs Diforders in common Infor- 
mers was fent to the Lords from the Houfe of 
Commons. 

The Bill laftly for Toleration of certain Clo- 
thiers in the Counties of Wilts, Somerfet and Glon- 
cefter, was read tertiad vice @ conclufa.

On Tuefday the 13°" day of March, Eight Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the fecond being the Bill for an- 
nexing of Gate-fide to the Town of New-Catle, 
and the feventh being for the Confirmation of an 
Arbitrement to be made by certain Perfons be- 
tween Richard Hudlefton E{quire and Dame Ek- 
zabeth his Wife on the one part, and Francis 
Weynman Gentleman ‘on the other part, with a 
Provifo and certain Amendments, were each of 
them read tertia vice & conclufe, and fent to the 
Houfe of Commons by her Majefties Attorney 
General, M' Barkley and M‘ Powle. 

The Bill for Reftitution in Blood of Azthony 
Mayney Efquire, with a Provifo added by the 
Houfe of Commons, was fent from thence to 
the Lords. 

The Bill laftly for reformation of Jeofailes was 
read tertia vice & canclufa, G» comunfja Magiftro 
Vaughan & Magiftro Powle in Dowum Commn- 
nem deferend.

About which hour in the Afternoon the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal Affembling , two Bills 
were brought up to the Lords from the Houfe of 
Commons; of which the firft was the Bill for 
the reftitution in Blood of Fobx Lord Stourton, 
with a new Provifo added by the faid Houfe. 

After which three other Bills alfowere brought 
up to the Lords from the Houfe of Commons ; 
of which the firft was concerning Offices found 
in Counties Palatines, and the laft for reforma- 
tion of Jeofailes. 

On Wednefday the 14t* day of March, the Bill 
for reformation of excefs in Apparel was read /e- 
cunda vice, but no mention of committing or 
ingroffing becaufe it had been fent from the 
Lords. 

About which hour the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal Affembling, two Bills were fent up to 
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the Lords from the Houfe of Commons; of 
which the fecond being the Bill for the Queens 
Majefties moft gracious general and free Pardon, 
was returned concluf. 

This day alfo in the Afternoon the Queens 
Majefty with divers Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral were prefent in the Upper Houfe; of which 
the Knights, Citizens, Burgefles and Barons of 
the Houfe of Commons having notice, repaired 
thither with Robert Bel their Speaker, who car- 
ried up with him the Bill of one Subfidy, and 
two Fifteenths and Tenths, and was placed at 
the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the faid Up- 
per Houfe. 

But both this manner of his coming up, or 
what was elfe fpoken or done this Afternoon in 
the faid Houfe, is wholly omitted in the Jour- 
nal-Book of the fame (through the great negli- 
gence of Anthony Majon Efquire , at this time 
Clerk thereof) and therefore the repairing up of 
the faid Speaker, with the refidue of the Mem- 
bers of the Houfe of Commons, is Collected out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the fame Houfe, 
and the fubftance of the faid Speakers Speech, 
with the Lord Keepers Anfwer at large, are both 
fupplied out of a Copy of the faid Lord Keepers 
Speech which I had by me. 


The Speaker ftanding clofe to the Rail or Bar 
in the lower end of the Upper Houfe, as is afore- 
faid, and after his humble Reverence made, de- 
livered his Oration to her Majelty to the effect 
following. 

Firft, He {poke touching fundry kinds of Go- 
vernment which had been in this Kingdom, and 
fo drew his Difcourfe to the prefent time. Then 
he made a large enumeration of her Majefttes 
many Vertues, and of the many benefits which 
the Kingdom received by her Gracious Govern- 
ment. After which he proceeded humbly to Pe- 
tition her Majefty to make the Kingdom further 
happy in her Marriage, that fo they might hope 
for a continuing Succeflion of thofe benefits in 
her Pofterity. To which having added acom- 
pendious relation of fuch Aéts as had pafled the 
Houfe of Commons, he concluded with the Pre- 
fentation of the Bill of Subfidy in their names 
unto her Majefty. After which the Lord Keeper 
by her Majefties Commandment An{wered as 
followeth, zz. 


Mt Speaker, The Queens Majefty our moft 
Dread and GraciousSoveraign Lady, hath heard 
and doth very well underftand your Oration, 
full of good will and matter. The fum thereof 
may be reduced into five parts, whereof the firft 
containeth a Difcourfe of fundry kinds of Go- 
vernment from the beginning until this time. 
The fecond the Commendations of her Majefties 
Vertues, and of her great and gracious Govern- 
ment from the beginning witha remembrance of 
her Highnefs bountiful benefits. The third con- 
cerneth the humble and earneft Petition moving 
her Majefty to Marry. The fourth ts a Declara- 

tion 
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tion of Laws paft in the Lower Houfe, with an 
humble Suit for her Highnefs Royal Affent to be 
given unto the fame. The fifth and laft con- 
cerning a Prefentation of a Subfidy granted in 
this Selfion. 

As concerning the firft, which containeth the 
Difcourfe. of fundry kinds of Government, I fee 
not that this time and place doth require any 
Antwer to be given unto it other than this, that 
you, M* Speaker, are much to be Commended 
for your diligent Colleéting, and alfo for the apt 
comparing of the la{t part of the fame. 

And as to the fecond which concerneth the 
Commendations of her Majefties great Vertue 
and good Government , with the remembrance 
of the manifold benefits that you have received 
at her Majefties Hand, her Highnefs hath Com- 
manded me to fay unto you, that fhe wifheth 
of God with all her Heart, that all thofe Royal 
Vertues and principal parts, together with the 
great gifts of gracious Government that you 
make mention of, were fo perfectly planted in 
her as beft might ferve to the maintenance of 
Gods Glory, from whom her Majefty confeffeth 
all goodnefs to proceed , and beft alfo might 
ferve for the good Governance of you her good, 
loving and obedient Subjects 5 and withal pray- 
eth you with her and for her to give God hearty 
thanks for thofe Vertues and Graces that it hath 
pleafed him to blefs her withal, and alfo to pray 
for the continuance of them with fuch increafe, 
as fhall beft like his Divine Majefty. And befides 
this [ may and dare certainly affirm unto you by 
her Maiefties own Mouth, that if the Vertues of 
all the Princes in Europe were united within her 
Highne(fs Breaft, fhe fhould gladly imploy the 
fame to the be(t of her Power about the good 
Governatice of you, that be fo good and loving 
unto her; fo great is her Highnels good will and 
inward affection toward you. Again true it is, 
that thefe your loving and reverend conceivings 
of the Vertuous and Gracious Government of 
your Soveraign, 1s taking by her Majefty in very 
thankful part, as a {pectal and peculiar property 
pertaining to faithful and loving Subjects; neither 
will her Highnefs admit of any occafion that 
may move you to conceive otherwife than you 
have: neither dol think that any man can devife 
any more ready or any more {trong perfwafion 
to move a Princely nature to be fuch towards 
her Subjects as they can wifh, than by fuch good, 
reverend and loving conception and conceiving 
remembred by you. To conclude, as touching 
this point, I am to affirm unto you from her Ma- 
jefty, that fhe taketh your Proceedings in the Par- 
lament both in the midft and alfoin the ending 
fo gracioufly and in fo thankful part, that if 
both parts and nature did concur in me abun- 
dantly to make me Eloquent (as neither of them 
do) yet Iam {ure I were not able to fet forth 
this point according to. her Highnefg defire, or 
to the worthinefs of it. And for the more mani- 
feft Declaration of this and of the great good 
liking her Majefty hath conceived of you that 
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be of this Parliament, her Highnefs meaneth not 
to determine the fame, but to Prorogue it until 
the next Winter. And as both Cognizance and 
Recognizance of benefits her Majetties Pleafure 
is, that I fhould declare unto you, that there is 
none of thefe benefits received by you, but fhe 
wifheth them trebble in number, and quadruple 
in greatnefs and goodnefs. And further, her 
Highnefs thinketh that the faithful recognizing 
of benefits received is one of the greateft fatif- 
factions that a Subject can make to his Soveraign 
for them. And as to the third, which concern- 
eth your humble earneft Petition, it proceedeth 
from your inward affections and benevolent 
minds founded and grounded upon the great 
good opinion that you have conceived of your 
Majefties moft gracious Government over you, 
according to the Declaration made by you, a 
matter greatly moving her Majefty the rather to 
allow of your Petition. 

The fecond note importeth yet more than 
this 5 for therein fhe conceiveth that this great 
good opinion of this bleffed Government is not 
conceived by you, as it appeareth by your own 
Declarations, upon any fudden ground or caufe, 
but hath grown upon the confideration of her 
HighnefsGovernance during the Reign of feven- 
teen Years now paft: whereby it 1s evident that 
this is a fetled and conftant opinion of yours, 
and therefore much the more moving her Ma- 
jefty to give a Gracious Ear unto this your Pe- 
tition. 

And yet the third note exceedeth the other 
two former; for in this note fhe conceiveth the 
abundance of your inward affection grounded 
upon her good Governance of you to be fo great, 
that it doth not only content you to have her 
Majefty Reign and govern over you, but alfo 
you do defire that {ome proceeding from her Ma- 
jefties Body might by a perpetual Succeflion 
Reign over your Pofterity alfo: a matter greatly 
to move her Majefty (the faith) to incline to 
this your Suit. Befides her Highnefs is not un- 
mindful of all the benefits that will grow to the 
Realm by fuch Marriages neither doth the for- 
get any perils that are like to grow for want 
thereof. All which matters confidered, her Ma- 
jefty willed me to fay , that albeit of her own 
natural difpofition fhe is not difpofed or inclined 
to Marriage, neither could fhe ever Marry were 
fhe a private Perfon; yet for your fakes and the 
benefit of the Realm, fhe is contented to difpofe 
and incline her felf to the fatisfaction of your 
humble Petition, fo that all things convenient 
may concur that be meet for fuch a Marriage 5 
whereof there be very many, fome touching the 
ftate of her moft Royal Perfon, fome touching 
the Perfon of him whom God fhall join, fome 
touching the {tate of the whole Realm: thefe 
things concurring and‘confidered , her Majefty 
hath Affented (as is before remembred.) And 
thus much touching this matter. 

As to the fourth part which concerneth a De- 
claration of the Laws paffed in the Seffion where- 
unto 
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unto you do pray that her Majefty would give 
her Royal Affent, her Majefty hath Commended 
your travel and pains taken in devifing of thefe 
Laws, your Confiderations and Carefulnefs in 
debating and confulting, and your Judgments 
and Determinations in concluding and pafling 
of the fame , and meaneth to give her Royal 
Affent to fo many of them as her Majefty fhall 
think meet and convenient to pafs at this time. 
But here [am to remember you, that this is not 
all chat her Highnefs requireth in this point 5 for 
fhe is defirous that the great travels, pains and 
great charges imployed about the making of 
thefe Laws fhould not be loft, neither her Maje- 
{ties Royal Aflent granted in vain, which mult 
needs come to pafs except you look better to the 
Execution of Laws than heretofore you have 
done ; for as I have before this time feen, Laws 
without Execution, be nothing elfe but Pen, Ink 
and Parchment, a Countenance of things, and 
nothing in Deed, acaufe without an effe&, and 
ferve as much to the good Governance of the 
Common-Weal, as the Rudder of a Ship doth 
ferve to the good Governance of it without a 
Governour 3 and fo ferve to as good purpofe to 
direct mens actions, as Torches do to direct mens 
goings in the dark, when their Lights be put out. 
Were it not great folly, trow ye, yea, and meer 
madnefs for a man to provide apt and handfome 
tools and inftruments to reform and prune his 
Trees withal, and then to lay them up in fair 
Boxes and Bags without ufe of them? and is it 
not as {trange trow ye to make Laws to reform 
mens manners,and to prune away the ill branches 
and members of the Common-Weal, and thento 
lay up thofe Laws in fair Books and Boxes with- 
out Execution of them? Surely there 1s a finall 
difference betwixt thefe Caufes5; nay it were 
much better to have no new Laws made at all, 
than to have Laws not Executed : for the for- 
mer doth but Jeave us in the {tate we were in 
before the making of the new Laws; but not to 
execute them is to breed a contempt of Laws 
and Law-makers and of all Magiftrates, which 1s 
the Mother and Nurfe of Difobedience 3 and 
what fhe breedeth and bringeth forth, I leave to 
you to judge. 

Now this offence of not executing of Laws 
growing fo great, it refteth to fee in whofe de- 
tault this is, and who ought to have the burthen 
of it. Firft, certain itis, that her Majelty lea- 
veth nothing undone meet for her to do for the 
Execution of Laws; for firft fhe maketh choice 
of Perfons of moft Credit and beit underftand- 
ing throughout the whole Realm, to whom for 
the great Truft and Fidelity that fhe repofeth in 
them, fhe giveth Authority by Commiflion to 
execute a great part of thofe Laws, who alfo by 
Oath be bound to perform the fame. Befides, the 
moft {pecial and needful Laws her Highnefs cau- 
fethto be Proclaimed and publifhed unto her 
People 5 as over this alfo (left men fhould be 
forgetful of their Duties) fhe caufeth a number 
of her Juftices to be called into publick place,and 
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there to be exhorted and admonifhed in her Ma- 
jefties name to fee the Execution of her Laws; 
and what can here be more devifed for her Ma- 
jefty to do? Surely in my opinion nothing. 

Then falleth it out neceffarily and confequent- 
ly, that the burthen of all thefe Enormities, Ab- 
furdities and mifchiefs that do grow in the Com- 
mon-Wealth for not Executing of Laws, mutt 
light upon thofe perfons that have Authority 
from her Majefty to Execute them and do it not: 
which is a burthen over-heavy for any to bear, 
being juftly charged. For the avoiding of this 
therefore methinks men being thus remembred 
ought to feek with all diligence and endeavour 
to fatisfie for their negligence, and.uncarefulnefs 
paft; which if they fhall forget todo, her Ma- 
jefty hall be then driven, clean contrary to her 
moft Gracious Nature and Inclination , to ap- 
point and affign private men, for profit and gain 
fake, to fee her penal Laws to beExecuted. The 
ccurfe which hitherto her Majefty hath taken 
hath been, to have her Laws Executed by men 
of Credit and Eftimation for the love of Juftice, 
uprightly and indifferently 5 but if they fhall re- 
fufe fo to do, forgetting their duty to God, So- 
veraign and Countrey, then of neceffity rather 
than the Laws fhould be unexecuted, her Majefty 
fhall be driven I fay to commit the Execution of 
them to thofe who in refpeét of profit and gain, 
will fee them Executed with all extremity. And 
what a burthen that will bring to the Common- 
Weal I leave it to your confideration. But it is 
to be hoped, that if the refpects before remem- 
bred will not move you to fee better to your 
Charge, yet the fear of this great inconveniency 
fhould conftrain men that be in Commiffion to 
look to the better Execution of Laws. And thus 
much touching the fourth part. 

Now as to the fifth and laft which concerneth 
the grant of a Subfidy, her Majefty hath Com- 
manded me to fay unto you, that that grant isa 
manifeft Declaration by Deeds of that which be- 
fore was declared by words: for how could fuch 
a Grant be made, and in fuch manner granted, 
and by fuch perfons, but that of necefliry it muft 
proceed from the benevolent minds and hearty 
affections of fuch loving Subjects as are before 
remembred ? True it is, that her Majefty in thefe 
your doings hath noted three things efpecially 
and principally, every of them tending much to 
the fetting forth of your benevolence. The firft, 
who it isthat granteds the fecond, the manner 
of granting 5 the third, what it was that is 
granted. As to the firlt, her Majefty cannot 
forget, how this Grant proceeded from the 
earneft affections and hearty good wills of her 
loving and obedient Subjects. Wherefore her 
Majelty maketh greater account thereof than Ten 
Subfidies, and fo fhe Commanded me to fay un- 
to you. Again, her Majefty remembreth very 
well, that this Grant was made not by Subjects 
that never did the like before, but by Subjects 
that have been and continued to be ready from 
time to time to contribute towards the neceflary 

charges 
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charges and defence of the Realm 5 which doth 
greatly commend and fet forth the faith this great 
benevolence of yours. And as to the fecond, 
which is the manner of granting , her Highnefs 
noteth two.things efpecially 5 the one is univer- 
fality of confent 5 and can there be a more uni- 
verfal confent than when all agreeirig and none 
denying as this was? Nay her Highnefs knoweth 
that before her time thefe manner of Grants paf- 
fed not but with a great perfwafion and many 
difficulties; whereas this was frankly offered 
without any per{wafion or difficulty at all. The 
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After the Lord Keepers Speech was énded, the 
Queens Majelty did doubtlefs give her Royal 
Affent to fuch Aas as paffed at this Seffion ; but 
neither the forefaid Speech , nor the pafling of 
the faid Acts, is at all mentioned in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe. 

Her Majefties Royal Affent being given to the 
faid Bills. Now follows the Adjournment of this 
prefent Seflion, together with the feveral Proro- 
gations thereupon, out of the Original Journal 
Book of the fame.

Now as to the due and true Execution of the 
fame I am to exhort and alfo to admonifh you, 
and yet it may be probably faid, that Perfons 
that have thus bountifully and readily made this 
Grant , wherein and whereby the benevolent 
minds and hearty affections that have been fo ma- 
nifeftly declared in granting, that to thefe per- 
fons neither admonifhments nor exhortations are 
due tor the true executing of that Grant,no more 
than a Spur is toa Horfe, that runneth as {wiftly 
ashe can, Albeit this Argument in reafon carri- 
eth probability and likelyhood with it 5 yet for- 
mer experience hath taught that thefe Grants 
have not been fo duly and truly executed as they 
have been benevolently granted.

HIS prefent Journal of the Houfe 
of Commons, containeth in it, not 
only many good Paffages touch- 
ing the ordinary ufages and privi- 
ledges of the Houfe, but is plen- 

tifully ftored alfo with divers extraordinary and 
rare Occurrences touching the maintenance of 
the Liberties of the Houfe, not only from the 
indignity of private Perfons, but alfo again({t the 
prefiures of the Lords of the Upper Houfe; in 
which alfo there wanted not the zealous endea- 
vour of the Houfe for reformation of divers Ec- 
clefiaftical matters, and the remarkable Imprifon- 
ment of a Member of the fame by themfelves: 
in which I have fupplied many Paflages and 
Speeches which were wanting in the Original 
Journal-Book it felf, in the due places, out of 
{everal Copies of themI had by me. Yet to avoid 
confufion, whatfoever. is tranfcribed out of the 
faid Copies, is diftinguifhed by fome Annotation 
or Animadverfion, both before and after it. And 
laftly it may here fitly be obferved, that this be- 
ing but the fecond Seffion of the fourth Parlia- 
ment of her Majefties Reign, the Houfe of Com- 
mens, as did alfo the Lords of the Upper Houfe, 
fell to their ordinary bufinefs upon their firft 
meeting in manner and form following, zz. 

On Weduefday the 8t* day of February, the 
Bill that upon Actions upon the Cafe brought for 
flanderous words or writings, the Country may 
be traverfed, was read the firft time. 

Peter Wentworth Efguire, one of the Burgef- 
fes for the Borough F Tregony in the County of 
Cornwall, was for unreverent and undutiful 
words uttered by him in this Houfe of our Sove- 
raign Lady the Queens Majefty fequeftred, that 


the Houfe might proceed to Conference and con- 
fideration of his faid Speech. _Which Speech I 
have tran{cribed out of a Copy I had by me, and 
added it to this Journal : viz. 


Mr Speaker, I find written in a little Volume 
thefe words in effe@: Sweet is the name of Li- 
berty, but the thing it felf a value beyond all in- 
e{timable Treafure. So much the more it beho- 
veth us to take care left we contenting our felves 
with the {weetnefs of the name, lofe and forgo 
the thing, being of the greateft value that can 
come unto this noble Realm. The ineftimable 
Treafure is the ufe of it in thisHoufe. And there- 
fore I do think it needful to put you in remem- 
brance, that this Honourable Affembly are Af- 
fembled and come together here in this place for 
three {pecial Caufes of moft weighty and great 
importance. 

The firft and principal is to make and abrogate 
fuch Laws as may be moft for the prefervation of 
our noble Soveraign. 

The fecond,..ss+¢1s 


The third is to make or abrogate fuch Laws 
as may be to the chiefeft furety, fafe-keeping, and 
enrichment of this noble Realm of Exgland. So 
that I dothink that the part of a faithful-hearted 
Subject is to do his endeavour to remove all, 
Stumbling-Blocks out of the way that may im- 
pair or any manner of way hinder thefe good 
and Godly Caufes of this our coming together. 
I was never ot Parliament but the la{t and the 
laft Seffion, at both which times I faw the Liberty 
of free Speech , the which is the only Salve to 
heal all the Sores of this Common-Wealth , @ 

muc 
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much and fo many ways infringed, and fo many 
abufes offered to this Honourable Council, as 
hath much grieved me even of very Confcience 
and love to my Prince and State. Wherefore 
to avoid the like I do think it expedient to open 
the Commodities that grow to the Prince and 
whole State by free Speech ufed in this place, at 


the leaft fo much as my fimple Wit can gather of 


it, the which is very little in refpect of that that 
wife Heads can fay therein, and {0 it is of the 
more force. 

_ Firft, All matters that concern Gods Honour 
through free Speech , fhall be propagated here 
and fet forward, and all things that do hinder it 
removed, repulfed and taken away. 

Next, there is nothing commodious, profita- 
ble,or any way beneficial for the Prince or State, 
but faithful and loving Subjects will offer it in 
this place. 

Thirdly, All things difcommodious, perillous 
or hurtful to the Prince or State fhall be preven- 
ted, even fo much as feemeth good to our mer- 
ciful God to put into our minds , the which no 
doubt thall be fufficient if we do earneftly call 
upon him and fear him, for Solomon faith, “ The 
“fear of God is the beginning of Wifdom, Wil- 
“ dom, faith he, breatheth Life into her Children, 
“* receiveth them that {eek her,and will go befide 
**them in the way of Righteoufnefs: fo that our 
minds fhall be directed to all good, needful and 
meceffary things, if we call upon God with faith- 
ful hearts. 

Fourthly, If the Envious do offer any thing 
hurtful or perillous to the Prince or State in this 
place, what incommodity doth grow thereby ? 
Verily I think none, nay will you have me to fay 
my fimple opinion therein, much good cometh 


thereof; how forfooth, for by the darknefs of 


the Night the brightnefs of theSun fheweth more 
excellent and clear, and how can truth appear 
and conquer until falfehood -and all fubtilties 
that fhould fhadow and darken it be’ found 
out ? for it is offered in this place a piece of fine 
Needle-work unto them that are moft*skiltul 
therein, for there cannot be a falfe fticch (God 
aiding us) but will be found out. 

Fifthly, This good cometh thereof, a wicked 
purpofe may the eafier be prevented when it is 
known. 

Sixthly, An evil man can do the lefs harm 
when it is known. 

Seventhly, Sometime it happeneth that a good 
man will in this place (for Argument fake) pre- 
fer an evil caufe, both for that he would havea 
doubtful truth to be opened and manifefted, and 
alfo the evil prevented; fo that to this point I 
conclude, that in this Houfe which is termed a 
place of free Speech , there is nothing fo necef- 
fary for the prefervation of the Prince and State 
as free Speech, and without it is a {corn and 
mockery: to call it a Parliament Houfe , for in 
truth it is none, but a very School of Flattery 
and Diflimulation , and fo a fit place to {erve 


the Devil and his Angels in , and not to glorify 
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God and benefit the Common-Wealth. 

Now to the impediments thereof which by 
Gods Grace and my little Experience I will utter 
plainly and faithfully , I will uf the words of 
Elcha, “Behold, [am as the new Wine which 


“ hath no vent and burfteth the new Veffels in 
“ funder, therefore I will {peak that I may havea 


“vent, I will open my Lips and make Anfwer, I 


“ will regard no manner of Perfon,no man will I 
“fpare, for if 1 fhould go about to pleafe men, I 
“know not how foon my Maker will take me a- 
way: my Textis vehement the which byGods fuf- 
ferance I mean to obferve, hoping therewith to 
offend none; for that of very Juttice none ought 
to be offended for feeking to do good and fay- 


ing of the truth. 


Amongft other, M' Speaker, Two things do 


great hurt inthis place, of the which I do mean to 


{peak: the one is a rumour which runneth about 
the Houfe and this itis, take heed what you do, 
the Queens Majefty liketh not fach a matter, 


whofoever prefereth it, fhe will be offended with 
him; or the contrary, her Majefty liketh of {uch 
a matter, whofoever fpeaketh again{t it fhe will 


be much offended with him. 

The other : fometimes a Meflage is brought in- 
to the Houfe either of Commanding or Inhibit- 
ing, very injurious to the! freedom of Speech 
and Confultation, I would to God, M' Speaker, 
that thefe two were Buried in Hell , I mean ru- 


mours and Meflages; for wicked undoubtedly 


they are, the reafon is, the Devil was the firft 
Author of them, from whom proceedeth nothing 
but wickednefs: now I will fet down reafons to 
prove them wicked. 

Firft, If we be in hand with any thing for the 
advancement of Gods Glory, were it not wick- 
ed to fay the Queen liketh not of it, or Com- 
manded that we fhall not deal in it? sgreatly 
were thefe Speeches to her Majefties difhonour, 
and an hard opinion were it, M’ Speaker, that 
thefe things fhould enter into her Majefties 
thought ; much more wicked and unnatural were 
it that her Majefty fhould like or Command any 
thing again{t God, or hurtful to her felf and the 
State. The Lord grant this thing may be far 
from her Majefties Heart. Here this may be ob- 
jected, that if the Queens Majefty fhould have 
intelligence of any thing perillous or beneficial 


. to her Majefties Perfon or the State, would you 


not have her Majefty give knowledge thereof in 
this Houfe, whereby her peril may be prevented, 
and her benefit provided for ? God forbid, then 
were her Majefty in worfe cafe than any of her 
SubjeGts. And in the beginning of our Speech I 
fhewed it to be a fpecial Caufe of our Aflembly, 
but my intent is, that nothing fhould be done to 
Gods difhonour , to her Majefties peril , or the 
peril of the State. And therefore [ will fhew the 
inconveniences that grow of thefe two. 

Firft, If we follow not the Princes mind, So/o- 
mon faith, the Kings difpleafure is 2 Meffenger of 
Death: This isa terrible thing to weak nature, 
for who is able to abide the fierce spec oe 
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of his Prince, but if we will difcharge our Con- 
{ciences, and be true to God, and Prince and 
State, we muft have due confideration of the 
place and the occafion of our coming together, 
and efpecially have regard unto the matter 
wherein we both thall ferve God, and our Prince 
and State faithfully, and not diflembling as Eye 
Pleafers, and fo juftly avoid all difpleafures both 
to God and our Prince 3 for Solomon faith, iz 
the way of the righteous there is life, as for any 
other way it is the path to Death. So that to 
avoid Everlafting Death and Condemnation with 
the High and Mighty God, we ought to proceed 
in every Caufe according to the matter, and not 
according to the Princes Mind 5 and now I will 
fhew you a reafon to prove it perilous always to 
follow the Princes Mind. Many times it falleth 
out, that a Prince may favour a caufe perilous 
to himfelf and the whole State; what are we 
then if we follow the Princes Mind, are we not 
unfaithful unto God, our Prince and State? Yes 
truly, we are Chofen of the wholeRealm, of a 
fpecial Truft and Confidence by them repofed in 
us, to forefee all fuch Inconveniences. Then I 
will fet down my opinion herein, that is, be that 
diffembleth to her Majefties peril, 1s to be coun- 
ted as an hateful Enemy 3; for that he gtveth un- 
to her Majefty a deteftable Fudas- his Kifs; and 
he that contrarieth her mind to her Prefervation, 
yea though ber Majefty would be much offen- 
ded with him, is to be adjudged an approved 
Lover, for faithful are the wounds of a Lover, 
faith Solomon, but the Kiffes of ax Enemy are de- 
ceitful: And it is better , faith Avtifthenes , to 
fall among{t Ravens than amongft Flatterers, for 
Ravens do but devour the dead Corps, but Flat- 
terers the Living. And itis both Tfaiterous and 
Hellifh through Flattery to feck to devour our 
natural Prince, and that do Flatterers; there- 
fore let them leave it-with (hame enough. 

Now to another great matter that rifeth of 
this grievous rumour, what is it forfooth ? what- 
foever thou art that pronounceft it, thou doft 
pronounce thy own difcredits why fo? for that 
thou doft what lyeth in thee to pronounce the 
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the King therefore attribute that to the Law, 
which the Law attributeth unto him, that is, Do- 
minion and Power ; for he is not aKing in whom 
Will and not the Law doth rule, and therefore 
he ought to be under the Law. I pray you mark 
the Reafon why my Authority faith, the King 
ought to be under the Law, for faith he, he is 
Gods Vicegerent here upon Earth, that is, his 
Lieutenant to execute and do his Will,the which 
isLaw or Juftice, and thereunto was her Majett 

Sworn at her Coronation,as [ have heard learned 
men in this place fundry times affirm; unto the 
which I doubt not but her Majefty will for her 
Honour and Confcience fake have fpecial regard; 
for free Speech and Confcience in this place are 
granted by a fpecial Law , as that without the 
which the Prince and State cannot be preferved 
or maintained : So that [ would with every man 
that feareth God, regardeth the Princes Honour, 
or e{teemeth his.own Credit, to fear at all times 
hereafter to pronounce any fuch horribleSpeeches, 
fo much to the Princes Difhonor; for in fo do- 
ing he fheweth himfelf an open Enemy to her 
Majefty, and fo worthy to be contemned of all 
faithful hearts. Yet there ts another inconveni- 
ence that rifeth of this wicked rumour, the Ut- 
terers thereof {eem to put into our Heads, that 
the Queens Majefty hath conceived an evil opix 
nion, diffidence and miftruft in us her faithfal 
and loving Subjects; for if fhe had not, her Ma- 
jefty would then with that all the things danger- 
ous to her felf fhould be laid open before us, af- 
furing her felf that loving Subjects, as we are, 
would without Schooling and direction, with 
careful minds to our Powers, prevent and with- 
(tand all perils that might happen unto her Ma- 
jefty : and this opinion I doubt not but her Ma- 
jelty hath conceived of us, for undoubtedly 
there was never Prince that had faithfuller hearts 
than her Majefty hath here 5 and furely there 
were never Subjects had more caufe heartily tc 
love their Prince for her quiet Government than 
we have. So that he that raifeth this ramour, 
{till ehcreafeth but difcredit in feeking to fow 
Sedition as much as lyethin him , between our

may nor will believe, for we ought not without 
too too manifeft proof to credit any difhonour 
to our Anointed, no we ought not without it to 
think any Evil of her Majefty, but rather to hold

ful Subjects, the which by Gods Grace fhall ne- 
ver lie in his Power, let him {pit out all his ve- 
‘nome and there withal fhew out his malicious 
heart 5 yet I have collected fundry reafons to 
prove this a hateful and a deteftable rumour, and

The King ought not 
to be under man, but under God and under the 
Law, becaufe the Law maketh him a King: Let

brought the Jaft Seffions into the Houfe, that we 
fhould not deal in any matters of Religion, but 
firft to receive from the Biihops: Surely this was 
a doleful Meflage,for it was as much as to fay, Sirs, 
ye ihall not deal in Gods Caufes, no, ye fhall in 
no wile feek to advance his Glory 5 and in re- 
compence of your unkindnefs, God in his wrath 

will 
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will look upon your doings, that the chief caufe 
that ye were called together for, the which is 
the prefervation of their Prince , fhall have no 
good fuccefgs: If fome one of this Houfe had pre- 
fently made this interpretation of this faid Mef- 
fage, had he not feemed to have the Spirit of 
Prophecy > Yet truly I aflure you Mr Speaker, 
there were divers of this Houfe that faid with 
grievous hearts, immediately upon the Meflage, 
that God of his Juftice could not profper the 
Seffion 5 and Jet it be holden for a principle M* 
Speaker, that Counfel that cometh not together 
in Gods name, cannot profper: for God faith, 
Where two or three are gathered together in his 
name there am I in the midft among them: Well, 
God even the great and mighty God,whofe name 
is the Lord of Hofts, great in Councel, and inf- 
nite in thought, and who is the only good Dir 
rector of all hearts, was the laft Seffion fhut out 
of Doors; but what fell out of it forfooth ? his 
great indignation was therefore poured upon this 
Houfe, for he did put into the Queens Majefties 
Heart to refufe good and wholfome Laws for her 
own Prefervation, the which caufed many faith- 
ful hearts for grief to burft out with forrowful 
tears, and moved aliPapifts Traytors to God and 
her Majefty, who envy good Chriftian Govern- 
ment, in their Sleeves to laugh ail the whole Par- 
liament Houfe to feorns and fhall I pafs over this 
weighty matter foflightly >. Nay, f will difcharge 
my Confcience and Duties to God, my Prince 
and Country. So certain it is Mt Speaker that 
none is without fault, no not our Noble Queen, 
fith then her Majefty hath committed great fauit, 
yea dangerous faults to her felf. 

Love, even perfe& love void of Diflimula- 
tion, will not fuffer me to hide them , to her 
Maiefties peril, but to utter them to her Maje- 
{ties Safety : and thefe they are, itis a danger- 
ous thing in a Prince unkindly to abufe his or 
her Nobility and People, and it is a dangerous 
thing in a Prince to oppofe or bend her felf a- 
gaint her Nobility and People, yea again{t moft 
loving and faithful Nobility and People. And 
how could any Prince more unkindly intreat, 
abufe, oppofe her felf again{t her Nobility and 
People,than her Majefty did the laft Parliament ? 
did fhe not call ic of purpofe to prevent Trat- 
terous perils to her Perfon, and for no other 
Caufe >? did not herMaietty fend unto us twoBills, 
willing us to make choice of that we liked beft 
for her fafety, and thereof to make a Law, pro- 
mifing her Majefties Royal Confent thereunto ? 
And did we not firft chufe the one, and her Ma- 
jefty refufed it, yielding noreafon, nay yielding 
great reafons why fhe ought to have yielded to 
it ? Yet did we neverthelefs receive the other,and 
agreeing to make a Law thereof, did not her 
Majefty inthe end refufe all our Travels? And 
did not we, her Majefties faithful Nobility and 
Subje@s, plainly and openly decypher our felves 
unto her Majefty and our hateful Enemies 5 and 
hath not her Majefty left us all to the open re- 
venge? Is this a juft recompence in our Chriftian 
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Queen for our faithful dealings 2? The Heathen 
do requite good for good, then how much more 
is tt to be expected in a Chriftian Prince > And 
will not this her Majefties handling thiak you, 
Mr’ Speaker, make cold dealing in any of her 
Majetties Subje&ts toward her again? I fear it 
will. And hath it not caufed many already 
think you, M' Speaker, to feck a Salve for the 
Head that they have broken ? I fear it hath, and 
many more will do the like if it be not preven- 
ted intime. And hath it not marvelloufly rejoi- 
ced and encouraged the hollow hearts of her Ma- 
jefties hateful Enemies and Traiterous Subjects > 
no doubt but it hath: And I befeech God that 
her Majefty may do all things that may grieve 
the hearts of her Enemies, and may joy the 
hearts that unfeignedly love her Majelty ; And I 
befeech the fame God to endue her Majefty with 
his Wifdom , whereby fhe may difcern faithful 
advice from traiterous fugared Speeches, and to 
fend her Majefty a melting yielding heart unto 
found Counfel , that Will may not ftand for a 
Reafon: and then her Majefty will ftand when 
her Enemies are fallen , for no Eftate can ftand 
where the Prince will not be governed by ad- 
vice. And I doubt not but that fome of her 
Majefties Countel have dealt plainly and faith- 
fully with her Majefty herein; if any have, let 
it bea fure token to’ her Majefty to know them 


‘for approved Subjects; and whatfoever they be 


that did per{wade her Majefty fo unkindly to in- 
treat, abufe and to oppofe her felf againft her 
Nobility and People, or commend her Majefty 
for fo doing, et it be a fure token to her Ma- 
jefty to know them for fure Traytors and Under- 
miners of her Majefties Life , and remove ther 
out of her Majefties prefence and favour: for 
the more cunning they are, the more dangerous 
are they unto her Majefty. But was this all > 
No, for God would not vouchfafe that his Holy 
Spirit fhould all that Seffion defcend upon our 
Bifhops; fo that that Setlion nothing was done 
to the advancement of his Glory. I have heard 
of old Parliament men, that the Banilhment of 
the Pope and Popery, and the reftoring of true 
Religion had their beginning from this Houfe, 
and not from the Bifhops; and I have heard that 
few Laws for Religion had their Foundation 
from them 5 and Ido furely think, before God I 
{peak it, that che Bifhops were the Caufe of that 
doleful Meflage, and I will fhew you what mo- 
veth me fo to think: I was amongft others the 
laft Parliament {ent unto the Bifhop of Caxterbury 
for the Articles of Religion that then pafled this 
Houfe, he asked us why we did put out of the 
Book the Articles for the Homilies, Confecrating 
of Bifhops, and fuch like? Surely; Sir, faid I, 
becaufe we were fo occupied in other matters, 
that we had no time to examine them how they 
agreed with the word of God: what, faid he, 
furely you miftook the matter, you will refer 
your felves wholly to us therein? No, by the 
Faith [bear to God, {aid I, we will pafs no- 
thing before we underftand what it is5 for that 
were 
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were but to make pou Popes; make you Popes 
who lift, faid I, for we will make you none. 
And fure, Mt Speaker, the Speech feemed to me 
to be a Pope-likeSpeech,and I fear left our Bifhops 
do attribute this of the Popes Canons unto them- 
felves, Papa non poteft errares for furely if they 
did not, they would reform things amifs, and 
not to fpurn againft Gods People for writing 
therein as they do; but I can tell them News, 
they do but kick againft the prick, for undoubt- 
edly they both have, and do err, and God will 
reveal his truth, maugre the hearts of them and 
all his Enemies, for great is the truth and it will 
prevail: and to fay the truth, it is an Error to 
think that Gods Spirit is tied only to them 3 for 
the Heavenly Spirit faith, fir/t feek the Kingdom 
of God and the Righteoufnefs thereof, and all thefe 
things (meaning temporal) shall be given you : 
thefe words were not {poken to the Bifhops only, 
but to all; and the Writ, Mt Speaker, that we 
are called up by, is chiefly to deal in Gods Caufe 5 
fo that our Commiffion both from God and our 
Prince is to deal in Gods Caufes: therefore the 
accepting of fuch Meflages , and taking them in 
good part do highly offend God, and is the ac- 
ceptation of the breach of the Liberties of this 
Honourable Councel 5 for 1s it not all one thing 
to fay, Sirs, you fhall deal in fuch matters only, 
as to fay, you fhall not deal in fuch matters ? 
and fo as good to have Fools and Filatterers in 
the Houfe, as men of Wifdom, grave Judgment, 
faithful Hearts, and fincere Confciences, for 
they being taught what they fhall do can give 
their confents as well as the others: Well, be that 
hath an Office, faith St Paul, let him wait on bis 
Office, or give diligent attendance upon his Of- 
fice. Itis a great and fpecial part of our duty 
and office, M' Speaker, to maintain the freedom 
of Confultation and Speech, for by this, good 
Laws that do fet forth Gods Glory, and for the 
prefervation of the Prince and State are made. 
St Pawlin the fame place faith, bate that which is 
evil, cleave unto that whichis good: then with St 
Paul, 1 do advife you all here prefent, yea and 
heartily and earneftly defire you from the bot- 
tom of your hearts to hate all Meffengers, Tale- 
Carriers, or any other thing whatfoever it be 
that any manner of way infringes the Liberties 
of this Honourable Councels yea hate it or them 
as venemous and poyfon unto our Common- 
Wealth, for they are venemous Beafts that do 
ufe its therefore I {ay again and again, hate that 
which isevil and cleave unto that which is good 5 
and this being loving and faithful hearted, I do 
wifh to be conceived in fear of God, and of love 
to our Prince and State; for we are incorporated 
into this place, to ferve God and all Exgland, 
and not to be Time-Servers, as Humour-feeders, 
as Cancers that would pierce the Bone,or as Flat- 
terers that wouid fain beguile all the World, and 
fo worthy to be Condemned both of God and 
Mans; but let us fhew our felves a People endu- 
ed with Faith, I mean with a lively Faith, that 
bringeth forth good Works, and not as Dead. 
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And thefe good Works I with to break forth in 
this fort, not only in hating the Enemies before- 
fpoken againft, but alfo in open reproving them 
as Enemies to God, our Prince and State that do 
ufe them , for they are fo. Therefore I would 
have none {pared or forborn that fhall from 
henceforth offend herein, of what calling fo- 
ever he be,for the higher place he hath the more 
harm he may do; therefore if he will not efchew 
offences, the higher I wifh him hanged. I {peak 
this in Charity, M' Speaker, for it is better that 
one fhould be hanged, than that this Noble State 
fhou!ld be fubverted ; well I pray God with all 
my heart to turn the hearts of all the Enemies of 
our Prince and State, and to forgive them that 
wherein they have offended, yea and to give 
them grace to offend therein no more; even fo I 
do heartily befeech God to forgive us for hold- 
ing our peaces when we have heard any injury 
offered to this Honourable Councel 5 for furely 
it is no {mall offence, M' Speaker, for we offend 
therein againft God, our Prince and State, and 
abufe the confidence by them repofed in us, 
Wherefore God for his great mercies fake, grant 
that we may from henceforth fhew our felves 
neither Baftards nor Daftards therein , but that 
as rightly begotten Children , we may fharply 
and boldly reprove Gods Enemies , our Princes 
and State; and fo fhall every one of us difcharge 
our Duties in this our High Office, wherein he 
hath placed us, and fhew our felves haters of 
Evil, and Cleavers to that, that is good, to the 
fetting forth of Gods Glory and Honour, and to 
the Prefervation of our Noble Queen and Com- 
mon-Wealth: for thefe are the marks that we 
ought only in this place to fhoot at. I am thus 
earne{t I take God to witnefs , for Confcience 
Sake, Love, Love unto my Prince and Common- 
Wealth, and for the advancement of Juftice 5 
for Juftice faith an Antient Father, 1s the Prince 
of all Vertues, yea the fafe and faithful Guard of 
mans Life, for by it Empires, Kingdoms, People 
and Cities be governed, the which if it be taken 
away, the Society of man cannot !ong endure. 
And a King, faith Sv/omon, that fitteth in the 
Throne of Judgment and Jooketh well about 
him, chafeth away all evil; in the which State 
and Throne, God for his great mercies fake, 
grant that our Noble Queen may be heartily vi- 
gilant and watchful; for furely there was a great 
faule committed both in the Jaft Parliament 5 and 
fince alfo that was, as faithful hearts as any were 
unto the Prince and State, received moft difplea- 
fure, the which is but an hard point in Policy, 
to encourage the Enemy,to difcourage the faith- 
ful-hearted who of fervent love cannot diflem- 
ble, but follow the Rule of St Paz/, who faith, 
let love be without diffimulation, 

Now to another great fault I found the laft 
Parliament committed by fome of this Houfe al- 
fo, the which | would defire of them all might 
be left; I have from right good men in other 
Caufes, although I did diflike them in that do- 
ing, fit in an evil matter again{t which they on 
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moft earneftly fpoken ¢ I mufed at it, andasked 
what it meant, for Ido think it a fhameful thing 
to ferve God, their Prince or Country, with the 
tongue only, and not with the Heart and Body. 
I- was anfwered that it was a common Policy in 
this Houfe., to mark the beft fort of the fame, 
and either to fit or arife with them; that fame 
common Policy I would gladly have banifhed 
this Houle, and have grafted in the {tead there- 
of,either to rife or fit as the matter giveth Caufe: 
For the Eyes of the Lord behold all the Earth to 
firengthen all the hearts of them that are whole with 
him. Thefe be-Gods own words, mark them 
well, I heartily: befeech you, all; for God will 
_ not receive half part, he will have the whole. 
And again, he mifliketh thofe two faced Gentle- 
men, and here be many Eyes that will to their 
great fhame behold their double dealing that ufe 
it. Thus I have holden you long with my rude 
Speech, the which fince it tendeth wholly with 
pure Contcience to feek the advancement ofGods 
Glory, our Honourable Soveraigns Safety, and to 
the fure defence of this noble Ifle of Exglanxd,and 
all by maintaining of the Liberties .of this Ho- 
nourable Councel, the Fountain from whence all 
thefe do Spring; my humble and hearty Suit 
unto you all is, to accept my good will, and 
that this that I have here fpoken out of Contci- 
ence and great zeal unto my Prince and State, 
may not be buried in the Pit of Oblivion, and fo 
no good come thereof. 


Upon this Speech the Houfe out of a reve- 
rend regard of her Majefty’s Honour, {topped his 
further proceeding before he had fully finifhed 
his Speech. The Meilage he meant and inten- 
ded was that which was fet by her Majefty to the 
Houfe of Commons in the faid fourteenth year 
of her Reign upon MWednefday the 28 day of 
May, by Sir Francis Knoles Knight, Treafurer 
of her Majefties Houfhold , inhibiting them for 
a certain time to treat or deal in the matter 
touching the Scottifh Queen. Now follows the 
proceeding of the Houfe upon this Speech out 
of the Original Journal-Book it felf. 

M' Wentworth being Sequeltred the Houfe as 
aforefaid for his faid Speech , it was agreed and 
Ordered by the Houfe upon the Queftion (after 
fundry Motions and Difputations had therein) 
that he fhould be prefently Committed to the 
Serjeants-Ward as Prifoner, and fo remaining 
fhould be Examined upon his faid Speech for the 
extenuating of his fault therein, by all the Privy 
Council being of this Houfe, the Matftey of the 
Requefts, the Captain of the Guard, M' Trea- 
furer of the Chamber, the Mafter of the Jewel- 
Houfe, the Matter. of the Wardrobe, M' Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, Sir Thomas Scott, Sir Row- 
land Hayward, M* Attorney of the Datchy, M* 
Henry Kuolles theE\der,.M* Sampoole, M' Ran- 
dall, M' Birched, M' Marfh, who were appoin- 
- tedto meet this Afternoon between two and 


three of the Clock at the Star-Chamber, and to 
make report at this Houfe to Morrow next. And 
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then the faid Peter Wentworth was brought to the 
Bar, and Committed thereupon to the faid Ser- 
jeants-Ward according to the faid Order. 

Fhis Afternoon-Paffages being thus tranfcribed 
for the moft part out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, now follows 
the Examination of the faid M* Wentworth be- 
fore the Committees before appointed, which is 
tranfcribed out of a Memorial or Copy thereof 


fet down by the faid Mt Wentworth himéelf, being 
as followeth. 


Poft Meridicm. 


A true Report of that which was laid to my Charge 
in the Star-Chamsber by the Committees of the 
Parliament Houfe (viz. the Honfe of Commons) 
that fame Afternoon (viz. Wednefday Febru- 
ary the 8b) after that I had delivered the Speech 
in the Houfe that Forenoon, and my Anfwer to 
the fame. 


Irft, Where is your late Speech 
you promifed to deliver in wri- 


ting ? 


Wentworth. Here it is, and I deliver it upon 


two Conditions; The firft is, that you thall per- 
ufe it all, and if-you. can find any want of good 
willto my Frince and State in any part thereof, 
let me Anfwer all as if I had uttered all.

Commit. We will deal with no more than you 


uttered in the Houfe. 


Went. Your Honours cannot refufe to deliver 


it to her Majefty, for I do fend it to her Majefty 
as my Heart and Mind, knowing it will do her 


Majefty good, it wil hurt no man but my 
felf. 


Commit. Seeing your defire is to have us deli- 


ver it to her Majefty, we will deliver it, 


Went. 1 humbly require your Honours fo 


to do. 


Commit. Then the Speech being read, they 


faid, Here you have uttered certain rumors of 


the Queens Majefty, where and of whom heard 


you them ? 


Went. If your Honours ask me as Councellers 
to her Majefty , you fhall pardon me; I will 
make you no Anfwer: 1 will do no fuch injury 
to the place from whence I came ; for lam now 
no private Perfon, I am a publick, and a Coun- 
cellor to the whole State in that place where it is 
lawful for me to {peak my mind freely, and not 
for you as Councellors to call me to account for 
any thing that I do {peak in the Houfe and 
therefore if you ask me as Councellors to her Ma- 
jefty, you fhall pardon me, I will makeno An- 
fwers but if you ask me as Committees from 
the Houfe, I will make you the beft Anfwer 
I can. 
Commit. 
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Commit. We ask you as Committees from the 
Houfe. 

Went. 1 will then Anfwer you, and the wil- 
linger for that mine Anfwer will be in fome part 
fo imperfect as of neceflity it muft be. Your 
Queftion confifteth of thefe two poimts , where 
and of whom [heard thefe Rumors? The place 
where I heard them was the Parliament Houfe; 
but of whom, I affure you [ cannot tell. 

Commit. This is no Anfwer to fay you cannot 
tell of whom, neither will we take it for any. 

Went. Truly your Honours muft needs take 
it for an Anfwer, when I can make you no 
better. 

Commit. Belike you have heard fome Speeches 
in the Town of her Majefties mifliking of Reli- 
gion and Succeflion 3 you are loth to utter of 
whom, and did ufe Speeches thereupon. 

Weat. I afflure your Honours I can fhew you 
that Speech at my own Houfe, written with my 
hand two or three years ago. So that you may 
thereby judge that I did not fpeak it of any 
thing that I heard fince I came to Town. 

Commit. Youhave Anf{wered that, but where 
heard you it then ? 

Went. \f your Honours do think I fpeak for 
excufes fake, let this fatisfie you. I proteft be- 
fore the living God I cannot tell of whom f 
heard thefe Rumors: yet I do verily think that 
I heard them of a hundred or two in the 
Houfe. 

Comiait. Then of fo many you can name 
fome. 

Went. No furely, becaufe it was fo general a 
Speech, I marked none; neither do men mark 
{peakers commonly when they be general: and 
I affure you if I could tell, I wouldnot. For I 
will never utter any thing told me, to the hurt 
of any man, when I am not enforced thereunto, 
asin this Cafe I may chufe. Yet I would deal 
plainly with you, for I would tell your Honours 
fo, and if your Honours do not Credit me, I will 
voluntarily take an Oath,if you offer me a Book, 
that I cannot tell of whom I heard thofe Ru- 
mors. But if you offer me an Oath of your Au- 
thorities, I will refule ic, becaufe I will do no- 
thing to infringe the Liberties of the Houfe. But 
what need I to ufe thefe Speeches ? I will give 
you an inftance whereupon I heard thefe Ru- 
mors to your fatisfying , even fuch aone, as if 
you will fpeak the truth you fhall confefs that 
you heard the fame as well as I. 

Commit. In {o doing we will be fatisfied, what 
is that ? 

Went. The laft Parliament (by which it may 
be conceived he meant and intended that Parlia- 
ment in 27.13 Regine Eliz.) he that is now 
Speaker (viz. Robert Bell Efquire, who was alfo 
Speaker in the firft Seffion of this prefent Parlia- 
ment in a7. 14 Regine eju(dem) uttered a very 
good Speech for the calling in ot certain Licences 
granted to four Courtiers, to the utter undoing 
of fix or eight thoufand of the Queens Majefties 
Subjects. This Speech was fo difliked of fome of 
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the Counce], that he was fent for, and fo hardly 
dealt with , that he came into the Houfe with 
fuch an amazed Countenance, that it daunted all 
the Houfe in fuch fort, that for ten, twelve, or 
fixteen days, there was not one in the Houfe 
that durft deal in any matter of importance. And 
in thofe fimple matters that they dealt in, they 
{pent more words and time in their preamble, 
requiring that they might not be miftaken, than 
they did in the matter they fpake unto. This 
inconvenience grew unto the Houle by the 
Councellors hard handling of the faid good mem- 
ber, whereupon this rumor grew in the Houfe. 
Sirs, you may not {peak againft ‘Licences, the 
Queens Majeity will be angry, the Councel will 
be too too angry, and this rumor I fuppofe there 
is not one of you here but heard it as well as J. 
I befeech your Honours difcharge your Confci- 
ences herein as I do. 

Commit. We heard it we confefs,and you have 
fatisfied us in this; but how fay you to the hard 
interpretation you made of the Meflage that was 
fent into the Houfe ? (The words were recited.) 
Taffure you I never heard an harder interpreta- 
tion of a Meflage. 

Went. 1 befeech your Honours, Firft, was 
there not fuch a Mefiage fent unto the Houfe ? 

Commit. We grant that there was. 

Went. Then I truft you will bear me Record 
that I made it not 3 and 1} anfwer you that fo 
hard a Meflage could not have too hard an in- 
terpretation made by the wifeft man in Exgland, 


| For can there by any poffible means be fent a 


harder Meflage to a Councel gathered together 
to ferve God, than to fay, you thall not feek to 
advance the glory ofGod? I am of this opinion 
that there cannot be a more wicked Meffage than 
it was. 

Commit. You may not fpeak againft Mefla- 
ges, for none fendeth them but the Queens Ma- 
jefty. 

Went. If the Meflage be againft the Glory of 
God , againft the Princes Safety , or againft the 
Liberty of this Parliament Houfe whereby the 
State is maintained, I neither may nor will hold 
my Peace. I cannot in fo doing difcharge my 
Confcience, whofoever doth fend it. And I fay, 
that I heartily repent me, for that { have hither- 
to held my Peace in thefeCaufes, and I do pro- 
mife you all (if God forfake me not) that I will 
never during Life hold my Tongue, if any Mef- 
fage is fent , wherein God is difhonoured, the 
Prince perilled, or the Liberties of the Parlia- 
ment impeached ; and every one of you here 
prefent ought to repent you of thefe faults and 
to amend them. 

Commit. It is no new Precedent to have the 
Prince to fend Meflages. (Then were two or 
three Meflages recited fent by two or three 
Princes.) 

Went. Sits aid 1) you do very evil to al- 
ledge Precedents in this Order. You ought to al- 
ledge good Precedents to comfort and embold- 
en men in good doing , and evil Precedents to 

difcourage 
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diftourage and terrifie men to do evil. 


Commit. But what meant you to make {0 hard | {pe 


interpretation of Meflages ? 

Went. Surely I marvel what you mean by ask- 
ing this Quéftion. Have I not faid, fo hard a 
Meffage could not have too hard an interpreta- 
tions; and have I not fet down the reafon that 
moved me in my Speech, that isto fay, that for 
the receiving and accepting that Meflage, God 
has poured {fo great indignation upon ‘us, that 
he put into the Queens Majefties heart to refufe 
good and wholfome Laws for her own preferva- 
tion; which caufed many loving and faithful 
hearts for grief to burft out with forrowful 
tears, and moved all Papifts, Traytors to God, 
to her Majefty, and to every good ChriftianGo- 
vernment, in their Sleeves to laugh the whole 
Parliament Houfe to fcorn. Have [ not thus faid, 
and do not your Honours think it did fo ? 

Commit. Yestruly. But how durft you fay 
that the Queens Majefty had unkindly abufed 
her felf again{t the Nobility and People ? 

Went. 1 befeech your Honours tell me how far 
you can ftretch thefe words of her unkindly abu- 
fing and oppofing her felf againft her Majefties 
Nobility and People? can you apply them any 
further than I have applied them, that is to fay, 
in that her Majefty called the Parliament of pur- 
pofe to prevent Trayterous perils to-her Perfon, 
and for no other Caufe, and in that her Majefty 
did fend unto.us two Bills, willing us to take 
our choice of that we liked beft for her Maje- 
{ties Safety, and thereof to make a Law promi- 
fing her Royal Confent thereunto 5 and did we 
not firft chufe the one and her Majefty refufed 
it > yet did not we neverthelefs receive the 
other? and agreeing to make a Law thereof, did 
not her Majelty in the end refufe all our Travels? 
And-did not the Lord Keeper in her Majefties 
Prefence in the beginning of the Parliament, 
fhew this to be the occafion that we were called 
together ?. And did not her Majefty in the end 
of the Parliament ‘refufe all our Travels, is not 
this known to all here prefent, and to all the 
Parliament Houfe alfo > I befeech your Honours 
difcharge your Confciences herein, and utter 
your knowledge fimply as I do, for in truth 
herein her Majefty did abufe her Nobility and 
Subjects, and did oppofe her felf againft them by 
the way of advice. 

Commit. Surely we cannot deny it, you fay 
the truth. 

Went. Then] befeech your Honours fhew me 
if it were not a dangerous doing to her Majefty 
in thefe two refpects. Firft in weakning, wound- 
ing and difcouraging the hearts of her Majefties 
Joving and faithful Subjects, thereby to make 
them the lefs able or the more fearful and unwil- 
ling to ferve her Majefty. Another time, on the 
other fide was it not a raifing up and encoura- 
ging the hearts of her Majefties hateful Enemies 
to adventure any defperate enterprize to her Ma- 
jefties peril and danger ? 

Commit. We cannot deny but that it was 
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very dangerous to her Majefty in thofé te- 
S. 

_ Went. And is it not a loving part of a Sub- 

je& to give her Majefty warning to avoid 

danger ? : 

Commit. It is fo. 

Went. Then why do your Honours ask how 
I dare tell a truth, to give the Queens Majefty 
warning to avoid her danger ? 

I Anfwer you thus, I do thank the Lord my 
God, that [never found fear in my felf to give 
the Queens Majefty warning to avoid her dan- 
ger, be you all afraid thereof if you will, for I 
praife God [ am not, and I hope never to live 
to feé that day, and yet [ will affure your Ho- 
nours that twenty times and more, when I walk- 
ed in my Grounds revolving this Speech to pre- 
pare againft this day, my own fearful conceit did 
fay unto me that this Speech would carry me to 
the place whither I fhall now go, and fear would 
have moved meto have put it out; thenI weigh- 
ed whether in good Confcience , and the duty 
pf a faithful Subje&, I might keep my felfout of 
Prifon, and not to warn my Prince from walk- 
ing in a dangerous courfe ; my Confcience faid 
unto me that I could not be a faithful Subje@, if 
I did more refpeét to avoid my own danger than 
my Princes danger: herewith all I was made 
bold and went forward as your Honours heard, 
yet when I uttered thofe words in the Houfe, 
that there was none without faule , no not out 
Noble Queen; [ paufed and beheld all your 
Countenances, and faw plainly that thofe words 
did amaze you all: Then I was afraid with you 
for Company, and fear bad me to put out thofe 
words that followed, for your Countenances did 
aflure me that not one of you would {tay me of 
my Journey 3, yet the confideration of a good 
Confcience and of a faithful Subject did make 
me bold to utter it in fuch fort as your Honours 
heard, with this heart and mind I {pake it, and I 
praife God for it, and if it were to do again I 
would with the fame mind fpeak it again. 

Commit. Yea but you might have uttered it in 
better terms, why did you not fo? , 

Went. Would you have me to have done as 
you of her Majefties Privy-Council do, to utter 
a weighty matter in fuch terms as fhe fhould not 
have underftood, to have made a fault, then it 
would have done her Majefty no good, and my 
intent was to do her good. 

Commit. Youhave Anfwered us. 

Went. Then I praife God for it, and as I made 
a Courtefie, another {pake thefe words. 

Commit. Mt Wentworth will never acknow- 
ledge himfelf to make a fault, nor fay that he is 
forry for any thing that he doth fpeak , you 
fhall hear none of thefe things come out of his 
mouth. 

Went. Mt Seck ford , 1 will never confefs that 
to bea fault to love the Queens Majefty whilft 
I live, neither will I be forry for giving her Ma- 
jefty warning to avoid danger while the breath 
is in my Body 5 if you do think it a fault to Bs 
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i Majefty, or to be forry that her Majefty 
fhould have warning to avoid her danger, fay 
fo, for I cannot; {peak for your felf Mt Seck- 
ford. 


This Examination of M' Wentworth being thus 
tran{cribed out of that Copy I had of it, now 
follows the next days paflages out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book. of the Houfe of Commons 5 
and it is not here to be over-paffed, that the 
faid Mt Wentworth was by the Queens {pecial fa- 
vour reftored again to his Liberty and place in 
the Houfe on Monday the 12** day of March 
enfuing. 

On Thurfday the 9‘" day of February, it was 
Ordered by this Houfe upon a Motion cna jo 
Lord Rufell, Son and Heir Apparent of the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Bedford, being a 
Burgefs for the Borough of Bértport in the 
County of Dorjet, fhall continue a Member of 
this Houfe according tothe like former Prefident 
in the like Cafe had heretofore of the faid new 
Earl his Father. 

This day M' Treafurer in the name of all the 
Committees yefterday appointed for the Exami- 
nation of Peter Wentworth Burgefs for Tregony, 
declared, that all the faid Committees did meet 
Yefterday in the Afternoon in the Star-Chamber 
atcording to their Commiffion , and there Exa- 
mining the faid Peter Wentworth touching the 
violent and wicked words Yefterday pronoun-. 
ced by him in this Houfe touching the Queens 
Majefty, made a Collection of the fame words ; 
which words fo Collected , the faid Peter Went- 
worth did acknowledge and confefs. And then 
did the faid M' Treafurer read unto the Houfe 
the faid Note of Colleétion, which being ‘read, he 
declared further that the faid Peter ipieeey 
being Examined what he could fay for the exte- 
nuating of his faid fault and offence, could nei- 
ther fay any thing at all to that purpofe, neither 
yet did charge any other perfon as Author of 
his faid Speech , but did take all the burthes: 
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Fenner were appointed to draw a Bill againft 
ftealing away of Mens Children‘ by colour of 
privy Contracts. 

It was refolved by this Houfe, that any perfon 
being a Member of the fame, and being either 
in fervice of Ambaffage,' or elfe in Execution, or 
vifited with ficknefs, fhall not in any wife be a- 
moved from their place in this Houfe, nor any 
other to be during fuch time of fervice, Execu- 
tion or ficknefs EleCted.

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer declaring the

thereof I had by me being as followeth: 


That in the beginning of this our meeting fuch 
matters as be of importance may be thought on 
in 
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in time, I am bold with your favours to move 
you of one that in. my opinion is both of mo- 


ment and of neceffity. To the end if you likewife 


find rhe fame to be fo, you may commit it fur- 
ther to the confideration of fuch as you thall 
think convenient. 

And that you may the-better judge of that 
which I (hall propound, it is requifite that I put 
you in remémbrance, Firft, how the Queen found 
the Realm, next how fhe hath reftored and con- 
ferved it; and thirdly, how we ftand now. 
Touching the firft no man can be ignorant how 
that our moft gracious Queen at her Entring 
found this noble Realm, by reafon of the evil 
Government preceeding; miferably over-whelm- 
ed with Popery,dangeroufly afflicted with War, 
and grievoutly affliéted with Debts 5 the burthen 
of which three cannot be remembred without 
grief, efpecially if we calf to mind how this 
Kingdom being utterly delivered from the Ufur- 
ped Tyranny of Rome, and that many years to- 
gether, was neverthelefs by the iniquity of later 
tine brought back again into the former Capti- 
vity, to the great thraldom both of Body and 
Soul of all the People of this Land. A wretched 
time, and wretched Minifters to bring to pafs fo 
wretched and wicked an A& to ftrengthen this 
Bondage of Rowe. We faw how there was 
brought hither a {trong Nation to prefs our 
Necks again into the Yoke; terrible this was to 
all the Inhabitants of this Land, and fo would 
have proved, if their abode had been here fo 
long as was to be feared from them; and by 
their occafion came the War that we entred in- 
to with France and Scotland, and not upon any 
Quarrel of our own ; but to help them forward 
to their great advantage and our great lofs and 
fhame, by means whereof and of other difor- 
ders the Realm grew into great Debt both at 
home and abroad, and fo was left to the intol- 
lerable lof§ and charge of her Majefty and the 
State. The Realm being thus miferably oppref- 
fed with Popery, with War and with Debts, the 
Queen our moft Gracious Saveraign hath thus 
re{tored and conferved it, fhe hath delivered us 
from the Tyrannous Yoke of Rowe, and refto- 
red again the moft Holy Religion of the Gofpel, 
not {lacking any time therein; but even at the 
firtt doing that which was for the Honour of 
God, to the unfpeakable joy of all good Sub- 
jects 


But adventuring thereby the malice of the 
mighty Princes of the World , her Neighbours 
being Enemies of our Religion; whereby it did 
appear how much fhe preferred the Glory of our 
God before her own Quietnefs: this done, the 
made Peace with France and Scotland, the one a 
mighty Nation, the other though not fo Potent, 
yet in regard of their nearnefs and of their Ha- 
bitation with us upon dur Continent more dan- 
gerous: which may eafily appear by confidera- 
ton of forter times, wherein it hath been feen 
how rous,Scottifh Wars have proved to 
this Realm. above thofe of any other Nation. 


But fuch hath been the Providence of our Graci- 
ous Queen as the Peace with Scotland, which in 
times paft was found very tickle, is now become 
fo firm as in no Age there hath been fo long and 
fo good Peace between them and us. 

And that is brought to pafs the rather for 
that her Majefty by two notable Exploits with 
her Forces, the one to Lieth and another to 
Edenburgh-Caftle, hath both quieted that Realm, 
and taken away all occafions of Hoftility that 
might arife againft this Country; alfo by the firft 
delivering Scotland from the French which had 
fo great a footing there , as without aid from 
hence they muft needs in fhort time have Tyran- 
nized over that Country to their perpetual fervi- 
tude, and to the peril alfo of this Country, be- 
ing fo near them, and they fo ill Neighbours to 
dwell by. And by the fecond ending and put- 
ting out the fire of the Civil Wars amongft them 
to the prefervation of their young King and the 
perpetual quietnefs of that Realm, both which 
as they have brought unto her Majefty great and 
immortal Honor and Renown,and to this Coun- 
try and that, Peace and Surety : So you cannot 
but think therewith upon the Charges which ne- 
ceffarily follow fuch two Journeys furnifhed by 
Land and by Sea , as for the atchieving of fo 
great Enterprizes was requifite. What her Ma- 
jefty hath done, befides for the fupprefling of a 
dangerous and unnatural Rebellion practifed by 


the Pope, the moft principal and malicious Ene- 


my of this State, and put in ure by certain un- 


dutiful Subjects in the North parts of this Realm 


was feen fo late even in your view, as it needeth 
not to be remembred , neither the charge that 


belongeth to a matter of fuch importance as did 
threaten the utter ruine to our moft Gracious 
Soveraign and to all the People of this Land, if 
God of his Mercy had not prevented it. 


Notwithftanding all which coftly Journies 
both into Scotland and within the Realm,her Ma- 
jefty hath moft carefully and providently deli- 


vered this Kingdom from a great and weighty 
Debt, wherewith it hath been long burthened. 
A Debt begun four years at the leaft before the 


Death of King Hewry the Eighth, and not clear- 
ed until within thefe two years, and all that 
while running upon Intereft , a courfe able to 
eat up not only private men and their Patrimo- 
nies, but alfo Princes, and their Eftates 5 but 
fuch hath beenthe care of thistime, as Her Ma- 
jefty and the State is clearly freed from that eat- 
ing corrofive, the truth whereof may be teftified 
by-the Citizens of Loxdox, whofe Bonds under 
the Common Seal of the City of affurance of pay- 
ment being ufually given and renewed, and which 
have hanged fo many years to their great dan- 
ger, and tothe peril of the whole traffick are now 
all difcharged, cancelled, and delivered into the 
Chamber of Lowdon to their own hands. By 
means whereof the Realm is not only acquitted 


of this great burthen, and the Merchantsfree, but 


alfo her Majefties credit thereby both at home 
and abroad greater than any other Prince for 
money, 
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money, if fhe have need, and fo in reafon it 
ought to be, for that fhe hath kept Promife to 
allmen, wherein other Princes have often failed 
to the hindrance of many.  Laftly, for this 
point how the Juftice of this Realm ts preferved 
and miniftred to her People by her Majeties po- 
litical and juft Government is fo well known to 
all men, as our Enemies are driven to confefs, 
that Juftice which is the Band of all Common- 
Wealths doth fo tie and link together all degrees 
of Perfons within this Land, as there is fuffered 
here no violence, no oppreflion, no refpec& of 
perfons in Judgment 5 but Fus equabile ufed to 
all indifferently. All which godly, provident 
and wife acts in Government, have brought forth 
thefe effects that we be in Peace , and all our 
Neighbours in Wars that we be in quietnefs at 
home, and fafe enough from troubles abroad ; 


that we live in Wealth and_all Profperity , and | 


that which is the greateft, we enjoy the freedom 
of our Confciences delivered from the Bondage 
of Rome,wherewith we were fo lately opprefled: 
and thus we ftand. 

But for all this as wife Mariners in calm wea- 
ther do moft diligently prepare their tackles, and 
provide to with{tand attempts that may happen: 
even fo in this our blefled time of Peace that we 
enjoy by the blefling of God through the Mint- 
{try of her Majefty, we ought in time to make 
provifion to prevent any ftorm that may arife 
either here or abroad,and neither to be too care- 
Jefs or negligent, but think that the tayl of thefe 
{torms, which are fo bitter and fo boifterous in 
other Countries may reach us alfo before they 
be ended, efpecially if we do not forget the ha- 
tred that is born us by the Adverfary of our Re- 
ligion both for our profeflion, and for that this 
Realm is alfo a merciful San@tuary for fuch poor 
Chriftians as fly hither for fuccours fo as now one 
of the moft principal cares that we ought to care 
inthis great Councel of the Realm is both to 
confider aforehand the dangers that may come 
by the malice of Enemies,and to provide in time 
how to refift them; and fecing that by thofe 
great occafions whichI have remembred, you can 
eafily underftand how low her Majefties Coffers 
are brought, it is our parts frankly and willing- 
Jy to offer unto her Majefty fuch a Contribution 
as {hall be able to reftore the fame again in fuch 
fort as fhe may be fufficiently furnifhed of Trea- 
fure to put in order and maintain her Forces by 
Land and by Sea to anfwer any thing that thall 
be attempted again{t her and us3 and unlefs it 
might feem ftrange to fome that her Majefty 
fhould want this, fome confidering that not long 
fithence Aid was granted by the Realm. To 
that [ Anfwer , That albeit her Majefty is not to 
yield an account how the {pendeth her Treafure, 
yet for your fatisfactions { will Jet you under- 
{tand fuch things as are very true, and which I 
dare affirm,having more knowledge thereof than 
fome other, in refpect of the place I hold in her 
Majelties Service. 

Firft how favourable the Taxations of Subfi- 
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dies be through the whole Realm cannot be un- 
known to any., whereby far lefs cometh to her 
Majefties Coffers than by the Law is granted, a 


‘matter now drawn to be fo ufual as it is hard to 


be reformed. Next the clearing of all Debts that 
run upon Intereft to the infupportable charge of 
the Realm. Thirdly, the charge in {uppreffing 
the Rebellion in the North. Fourthly, the free 
and honourable repayment of the laft Loans, the 
like whereof was not feen before. Fifthly, the 
Journey to Edenburgh-Caftle for the quieting of 
that Country and this. And laftly, the great 
and continual Charges in Ireland by the evil dif- 
pofition of the people there, all which could 
not have been performed by the laft Aid, except 
it had pleafed her Majefty to fpare out of her 
own Revenues great Sums of money for the fup- 
plying of that which lacked , wherein fhe more 
refpected the Realm than her own particular 
Eftate, living as you fee in moft temperate man- 
ner, without either Building or other fuperflu- 
ous things of pleafure 5 and like as thefe be cau- 
{es fuffictent to move you to devife how thefe 
wants may be repaired, fo you ought the rather 
todoit, for that her Majefty lacketh and can- 
not have without great inconvenience, thofe 
helps which in the times of her Father , her 
Brother and Sitter were ufed, as the abafing of 
Coin, which brought infinite fums to them, but 
wrought great damage to the Realm, which we 
yet feel, and fhould do more, had net her Ma- 
jefty to her perpetual Fame, reftored the fame 
again , fo much as the time could fuffer. The 
fale of Lands whereof came alfo very great fums 
of money, but that is not hereafter to be ufed, 
faving that by the fame the Revenues of the 
Crown are greatly diminifhed, which it cannot 
more bear, the borrowing of money upon Inter- 
eft the burthen whereof the Realm hath felt fo 
heavy as that is never more to be done, if by any 
means it may be avoided. And yet notwith- 
{tanding all thofe helps, it 1s apparent that Subfi- 
dies were continually granted in thofe times, if 
fo then, much more now then, befides War and 
other extraordinary Charges may happen, her 
Majefties very ordinary Charges which fhe can- 
not but fuftain, are far greater by dearth of pri- 
ces and other occafions, than in any other Prin- 
ces days, as you may fee by the ordinary and an- 
nual Charges of the Houfhold, the Navy, the 
Ordnance, the Armory, the Garrifon of Berwick, 
the ftanding Garrifon and Officers within the 
Realm of Jreland. And whether thefe are like 
to be more coftly to her Majefty than in former 
times in refpect of the prices of all things, let 
every man judge by the experience he hath of 
his private expences. 

And fo to draw to an end for avoiding of 
your trouble. Itruft thefe few things may fuffice 
to remember us how her Majefty found the 
Realm, how fhe hath reftored and preferved it, 
and how the prefent State is now, and therewith 
all may ferve as reafons fufficient to perfwade us 
to deal in this neceflary caufe as her Majefty being 

the 


the Head of the Common-Wealth: be not un- 
furnifhed of that which will be fufficient to 
maintain both her felf and us againft the private 
or open malice of, Enemies, wherein let us fo 
proceed as her Majefty may. find how much we 
think our felves bound to God that hath given us 
fo Gracious a Queen over us, and fhew thereby 
alfo fach gratuity towards her as {he may per- 
form the courfe of her Government cum alacri- 
tate. 


This foregoing Speech of Sir Walter Mildmay 
Knight, Chancellor of the Exchequer, being 
thus tran{cribed out of the Copy thereof I had

The Bill for Trials by Juries was read the fe- 
cond time, and committed unto M' Lieutenant 
of the Tower, Sir Henry Kxivet, Sir George Pen- 
rudock, M* Sampoole, M' Brown, and others, who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow at feven of 
the Clock in the Morning in the Committee 
Chamber of this Houfe. 

Four Bills laftly had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the laft being the Bill againtt ta- 
king and killing of Partridges and Pheafants was 
read the fecond time and Ordered to be in- 
grofied. 

On Tuefday the 6% day of March, four Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the laft being the Bill touching 
the Tanning and Currying of Leather was read 
the third time and pafled the Houfe, and was 


forefaid Members of the Houfe of Commons were 
appointed to meet. 


All the Privy-Council being of this Houfe, Mr. 


Captain of the Guard, Mr. Serjeant Lovelace and 
Mr. Serjeant Feffiryes were added to the former 
Committees tor Fines and Recoveries. 


Mr. Purfell, Mr. Glafcoe, Mr. Hanmer, Mr. 


Townefend, Mr. Davies, Mr. Boftock, Mr. Price, 
Mr. Aylmer, and Mr. Broughton, were appointed 
to have Conference with the Lords this Afternoon 
touching the Bills for reformation of Errors in 


Fines and common Recoveries in the County 
Palatine of Chesfer, and in Wales, and alfo touch- 
ing fome general Bill for that purpofe to be de- 
vifed. , 

Mr. Treafurer, Sir Nicholas Arnold, Mr. Crom- 
well, Mr. Sandes, and Mr. Sampoole, were appoin- 
ted ta confer prefently with the Lords touching 
the Bill of Rogues. 

The Bill for the having of two Juftices in the 
Shires of Wales, was read the third time and pai- 
fed the Houfe. -f

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Mr. Doétor Yule and Mr. Doéor Barkley 
brought from the Lords a Bill for the reftitution 
in Blood of the Heirs of the Lord Stourtoz. 

The Bill for reformation of Letters Patents 
was read the third time with fome Amend- 
ments. ? 

The Bill to take away the benefit of Clergy 


from fuch as commit Rapes and Burglaries, and 


touching the purgation of Clerks Convict was 
thrice read, and committed unto Sir Henry Kui- 
vett, Mé Serjeant Lovelace, M* Serjeant ‘Jeffries, 
Mt Sampoole, Mt Windham, Mt Atkins, M' Dan- 
net, M* Diggs, and others. 

Mt Doétor Yule and Mt Powle did bring from 
the Lords a Bill touching certain Authority given 
to the Juftices of the Queens Majefties Forefts, 
Chaces, and Parks, with commendation for ex- 
pedition. 

M' Serjeant Barham and M' Dottor Vaughan 
did bring word from the Lords, that their Lord- 
fhips do require that theCommittees of this Houfe 
may confer with them to Morrow in the Morn- 
ing before eight of the Clock in the Parliament 
Chamber. 

The Bill againft the abufe of Gold{miths, the 
Bill for Confirmation of Letters Patents, the Bill 
touching fraudulent Conveyances by the late 
Rebels in the North, and the Bill for paving of 
the City of Chicheffer, with one other of no great 
moment were fent up to the Lords by M' Com- 
ptroller and others.

In the Afternoon an Abftraét of a Devife for 
fetting the Poor on work by the fowing and ufing 
of Rape-feed , Hemp-feed, and Flax-feed, was 
read to this Houfe. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them their third reading, and pafled the Houfe 
of which the firft was the Bill for repairing of 
High-ways and Bridges near Oxford. 

Upon the queftion it was Ordered that M* 
Hall be fequeftred the Houfe while the matter 
touching .the fuppofed contempt done to this 
Houfe be argued and debated. 

Edward Smalley wpon the queftion was ad- 
judged guilty of contempt, and abufing of this 
Houfe by fraudulent practice of procuring him- 
felf to be Arrefted upon the Execution of his own 
affent and intention, to be difcharged as well of 
his Imprifonment as of the faid Execution. 

Matthew Kirtleton School-Mafter to M' Hal/ 
was likewife upon another queftion adjudged 

uilty by this Houfe of like contempt and abu- 
ing of this Houfe, in Confederacy and practice 
pas the faid Swalley in the intentions afore- 
aid, 

Upon another queftion it was adjudged by 
the Houfe, that the faid Swalley be for his mif- 
demeanor and contempt committed to the Pri- 
fon of the Tower. 

Upon the like queftion it was alfo adjudged 
by this Houfe , that the faid Kartletoz School- 
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Mafter, be alfo for his faid lewd demeanor and 
contempt in abufing of this Houfe committed to 
the Prifon of the Tower. , 

Upon another queftion it was alfo refolved 
that the Serjeant of this Houfe be commanded 
to bring the’ faid Edward Smalley and the {aid 
Matthew Kirtleton School-Mafter to M' Hal in- 
to the Houfe to Morrow next in the Forenoon 
to hear and receive their faid Judgments accord- 
ingly. 

And further that the matter wherein the {aid 
Arthur Hall Efgsis fuppofed to be touched either 
in the privity of the faid matter of arreft,or in the 
abufing of the Committees of this Houfe, hall 
be deferred to be further dealt in till to Morrow. 
Vide concerning this matter on Saturday the tot 
day of this inftant March enfuing. 

On Thurfday the 8 day of March , Five Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the laft being the Bill for main- 
tenance of theColledges in the Univerfities, and 
of Eaton and Winchefter, was read the third time 


_and paffed with two Provifoes added. 


M' Serjeant Lovelace, M' Yelverton, Mt Boyer, 
Mt Layton, and M' Robert Bowes , were fent to 
the Lords to confer prefently touching the a- 
mendments in the Bill of fraudulent Conveyances 
made by the late Rebels in the North. 

Two Bills alfo had each of them one reading ; 
of which the firft being the Bill againft buying 
and felling of rooms and places inColledges and 
Schools, and the fecond for maintenance of Col- 
ledges in the Univerfities, and of Eatoz and Win- 
chefter, had each of them their third reading 
and paffed the Houfe , and were fent up to the 
Lords with two others by Secretary Swith and 
others. 

The new Bill for High-ways was read the firft 
time and committed to certain of the Houfe to 
be prefently amended. 

The Bill for certain Authority to be given to 
the Juftices of the Queens Majefties Forelts, 
Chaces, Parks and Warrens , was read the firft 
time. Vide de ifta materia in fine hujus diei. 

Mt Dottor Barkley and M* Powle did bring 
from the Lords a Bill entitled an AG@ for the 
Lord Vifcount Hayward of Bixdon , and Heary 
Hayward Efquire, and Francis his Wife, with 
commendation for expedition. 

Two Bills had each of them one readings; of 
which the firft being the Bill againft abufes of Li- 
cence for tranfportation of prohibited Wares 
was read the firft time. 

M Doétor Vaughan and M' Doétor Yale 
brought from the Lords the Bill for fetting the 
Poor on work and for avoiding of Idlenefs, with 
certain amendments and a Provifo. 

Mr Treafurer, one of the Committees in the 
Lady Wainman's Caufe , reported that both the 
Parties have fubmitted themfelves to the Arbitre- 
ment of the Lord Treafurer, the Lord Chamber- 
lain, the Earl of Leiceffer , Mt Treafurer, Mr‘ 
Comptroller, Mt Chancellor of the Dutchy, and

A Provifo with fome Amendments was offered 
to the Bill for reformation of Inholders, common 
Cooks and Tavern Keepers, and being twice read 
afver the Queftion was upon the Divifion of the 
Houfe, by the advantage of the number of forty 
perfons, Ordered to be ingrofled and added to 
the Bill, and then afterwards upon another Que- 
(tion and like Divifton of the Houte, the Bill with 
the Provifo was dafhed with the difference of 
twenty eight perfons.

The Bill concerning Authority given to the 
Juftices of the Queens Majefties Forefts, Chaces 
and Parks, was read the fecond time and com- 
mitted this day afterwards. 

The two Bills for Denizens, and the Bill for 
Prefentations by Lapfe being amended , were 
fent up to the Lords by Mr Treafurer and 
others. 

M Serjeant Barham and M' Dottor Vaughan 
brought word from the Lords, that their Lord- 
fhips do require that the Committees of this 
Houfe may confer with them to Morrow in the 
Morning before eight of the Clock in the Parlia- 
ment Chamber. 

M: Comptroller Mt Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, M‘ Captain of the Guard,Sir Henry Gates, 
Si Henry Ratcliffe, Sir Thomas Barrington, Sir 
Nicolas Arnold, Sic Henry Kuivett, M' Recorder 
of London , M' Sampoole, M' Staxhoppe, M'

Nota, That this Bill having been fent down 
‘from the Lords to the Houfe of Commons on

Wedwefday the 7‘ day of this inftaut March fore- 
going, fhould without all queftion never have 
been refer'd toCommittees upon the fecond read- 
Ws this inftant Tharfday, except the faid Houfe 
of Commons had taken fuch juft exceptions at 
the fame , as they afterwards made known to a 
Committee of the Lords, and by reafon of which 
finally the fame was {topped from further paf- 


fing. The further carriage and proceeding of 


which bufinefs, being wholly omitted in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons 
through the great negligence of Fulk Onflow Efq3 
at this time Clerk-of the fame , [have thought 
good to fupply it out of a written Memorial or 
Copy thereof I had by me3_becaufe it may ap- 
pear upon what juft grounds and folid reafons 
the Members of the faid Houfe did refufe to pafs 
the faid Bill: and although it doth not certainly 
appear whether the faid Proceedings in the faid 
Bill between the Committees of either Houfe 
were this day or to, yet I have referred it there- 
unto as the moft probable and likely time , in 
refpe& that there is no further mention made of 
this Bill or bufinef in either of the Onginal Jour- 
nal-Books of the Upper Houfe or Houle of Com- 


‘mons, upoft any enfuing day during this prefent 


Seflion of Parliament. Thefé things being thus 
premifed the forefaid Memorial or written Dif 
courfe of this bufinefs doth now enfue to be in- 
ferted. | 

The Committees before-named, having upon 
deliberate confideération of the parts, rae of the 
{cope of the faid Bill (touching Authority to be 
given to the Juiftices of the Queens Majelties Fo- 
refts, @c. foutid the fame not convenient to pro- 
ceed, did néverthelefs out of their refpec& unto 
the Lords from whom the Bill had been fent 
down, defire firft to fatisfie them before they 
utterly refufed and dafhed the faid Bill 5 and did 
thereupon fend unto their Lordthips (who as it 
appeareth by the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe did this Afternoon fit) to offer 
them Conference, which they accordingly ac- 
cepted: and thereupon there did affemble in a 
place appointed as Commiflioners (or rather as 
Committees) for the Lords the Earl of Sufex, 
the Earl of Rutland, the Earl of Leiceffer, the 
Lord Grey of Wilton , and the Lord Hunfdon, 
having for their affiftance ftanding by, the two 
Chief Juftices and the Queens Attorney General 5 
upon thefe the forefaid Committees of the Houfe 
of Commons by Order of the fame Houfe gave 
their attendance, and by Sir Walter Mildmay K*, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the fecond ot the 
{aid Committees, in the name and by confent 
of the reft, faid to the Lords in effec as follow- 
eth, vz. 


That whereas a Bill touching the enlargement 
of the Juftices of Foreft-Authority had paficd 
from their Lordthips, and was fent to the Houfe 
of Commons, the fame had received there two 
readings, and upon the fecond reading was 
greatly impugned by many Arguments made 

again{t 
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again(t it neverthelefs the refpe& they had to 
their Lord(hips moved them to ftay any further 
proceeding therein to the hazard of the Bill, un- 
til by fome Conference with their Lordthips the 
Houfe in fuch things as were objected, might be 
{atisfied. To that end he faid, the Houfe of Com- 
mons had fent them to attend upon their Lord- 
fhips, and fo entring into the matter faid, That 
of many things fpeken to the hindrance of the 
Bill they would trouble their Lordfhips but with 
fome few, fuch as they had noted to have been 
of moft value; by which he faid their Lordfhips 
{hould find that the Houfe of Commons did take 
the Bill to be unneceilary chargeable, dangerous, 
obfcure. 

For the firft, that whereas in the preamble of 
the Bill it was pretended that one principal caufe 
of this A& was, that the Juftices of the Forefts 
having no Authority to fit but within the fe- 
veral Forefts, which to execute in their own per- 
fons could not be done through the diftances of 
the Countries , and through the great charges 
that would follow in expences, if men of their 
calling fhould be driven to travel once every 
third year to keep their fittings in fo many feve- 
ral places, by means whereof the Juftice Seats 
were greatly delayed, and feldom holden, where- 
by the Offenders either by general Pardons come- 
ing between, or by the Death of the Parties did 
efcape unpunifhed ; to that he faid all thefe de- 
fects were fufficiently holpen by Laws, hereto- 
fore provided. In the time of King Hezry the 
Eighth, it wasEnacted, that both the Juftices of 
the Forefts on this fide Trezt, and the Juftices of 
the Forefts beyond Tret, might make in every 
Fore{ta Deputy, that fhould have in all things 
like Authority to themfelves 5 and therefore fee- 
ing they had, and ufually had made Deputies 
men of lefs degree than they are, and moft com- 
monly inhabiting the Countries where the Forefts 
do lie, there was no neceflity that the Juftices in 
their own Perfons fhould ride, but thofe his Sub- 
{titutes might very well perform the fervice with 
a {mall charge: and fo there appeared no caufe 
for that re{pe& to make this Law, for it might 
be fupplied otherwife fufficiently. 

For the fecond , he {aid that whereas by this 
new Law, the Juftice fhould have power to open 
the Swainmote Books at his pleafure, and to con- 
vent before him the Offenders at fuch time and 
place as he thought good, the fame muft needs 
prove a very chargeable matter to the Subjects ; 
for men being compellable only to appear and 
an{wer in the County where the Foreft lyeth, and 
where for the moft part they abide, and there to 
receive their Trial: if now they fhall be driven 
to appear and anfwer in any place, and at any 
time where and when the Juftices fhall appoint 
them,it may eafily be feen how far greater charge 
this will breed to the Subje& both in travel, ex- 
pence, and lofs of time, than heretofore hath 
been ufed 5; chargeable befides it would be to 
{uch as fhould happen to be impannelled upon Ju- 
ries for trial of oferty if they fhould be driven 
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to come out of the Forefts, to appear before the 
Juftice in any place which he fhall affign, con- 
trary to the antient Laws heretofore Ordained 
for fuch caufes. 

For the third, he faid that if the Juftice fend- 
ing for the Swainmote Books, and opening them 
fhould proceed to the punifhment of the Offen- 
ders according to fuch Prefentments as he fhould 
find there, that might prove very dangerous to 
the Subject, and efpecially to fuch as dwell with- 
in or near any Forefts; for thofe Prefentments 
being made by the Oath of the Keepers, do as 
often proceed upon fufpition and upon malice, as 
upon any good or fufficient grounds and then 
if they be fo peremptory to the Offenders, as 
fome men think they are, or if the tryal be not 
very indifferent which taken out of the Country 
may be doubted , it is eafily feen how perilous 
that will be to the SubjeCt: for either the party 
fhall be forced to fubmit himfelf to the difcretion 
of the Juftice, or elfe abide {uch Tryal as he fhall 
not be able to endure. 

Befides, whereas the Queen moft gracioufly 
doth ufe to grant often-times general Pardons by 
A&t of Parliament, whereby the Subjeéts of the 
Land are difcharged of far greater offences than 
thefe ; fuch as might happen to offend this way, 
or to be brought in Queftion for the fame,fhould 
never be partakers of that grace, which all other 
Subjects do enjoy, but by yearly vexation be in 
danger of trouble and charge almoft without 
hope to be releafed, although the offences be 
(as often-times they are) very {mall and flender- 
ly proved: whereas now the Juftice cannot 
by the Law keep his Seat, but once in three 
years; and if a Pardon come in the mean time 
all thofe offences are difcharged. 

Touching the laft and fourth point, he faid in 
making of Laws, one principal and fpecial care 
is to be taken, that nothing pafs in dark words, 
but that it may be clear and evidence to the un- 
derftanding of the Makers, thereby to know to 
what they bind themfelves and their Pofterity 5 
the contrary whereof was to be doubted in this 
Bill as it was penned, wherein Authority fhould 
be given to the Juftices of the Forefts to proceed 
in the Execution of punifhment and other mat- 
ters, not only according to the Laws but alfo ac- 
cording to the Cuftoms, Ufages, and Ordinan- 
ces of the Forefts; which latter words are very 
obfcure, and therefore dangerous to pafs in that 
form, for what the Laws of the Forefts are, fuch 
as be eftablifhed by Authority of Parliament, are 
evident and open to all men, and every Subje& 
is bound to take knowledge of them, but what 
the Cuftoms, Ufages and Ordinances of the Fo- 
reft be, and how far thefe words may extend is 
very doubtful and uncertain, the fame being 
only known to Officers and Minifters of Forefts, 
and are fo far from the common knowledge of 
other men, as few or none that are Learned in 
the Laws of the Realm, have any underftanding 
inthem: fo as if any Subje& of the Land fhould 
be Impeached for an offence committed in the 

Forefts, 
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Forefts, he fhall not be able to receive advice by 
Councel in the Law for his reafonable defence 5 
and therefore under thofe general words to bind 
the Subje& to thofe things that neither they do 
nor may eafily get knowledge of: The Houfe of 
Commons do think it a matter very inconveni- 
ent,. and do alfo think that the Foreft Laws al- 
ready eftablifhed by Parliament,are ftri& enough, 
and being put in due Execution may fuffice with- 
out any further addition to increafe the burthen 
of them. 

To thefe Objections the Earl of Su/fex a wife 
man of good underftanding in Fore{t matters, 
being Juftice of the Forefts on this fide Trext, faid 
for Anfwer in effec as followeth: 

To the firft confefling that by Authority of 
Parliament the Juftices of the Forefts might ap- 
point their Deputies, faid, neverthelefs that thofe 
alfo could not hold their fittings without great 
charge, and their doings fhall not be fo obeyed, 
nor efteemed as the Aéts and Proceedings of the 
Juftices themfelves ; and therefore thought this 
Law neceflary. 

To the fecond, third and fourth, he faid that 
there was no meaning by the Lords that paft the 
Bill to bring upon the Subjects any of thofe in- 
conveniences that were noted by the Houfe of 
Commons; howfoever the Bill might be penned 
contrary to their intentions, and yet he thought 
that the words were mifconceived and drawn to 
a harder fenfe than theré was caufe. Neverthelefs 
he faid the Lords could be well contented that 
the Houfe ofCommons fhould reform fuch things 
in the Bill, touching thofe points, as they fhould 
find convenient, foas the fame were done with 
good confideration, and upon fufficient caufe, 
whereof they doubted not. 


This being the fubftance of the Conference, it 
was the next day reported by one of the Com- 
mittees to the Houfe of Commons: Whereup- 
on the Speaker moved the faid Houfe to appoint 
fome to amend thofe things which the Lords had 
yielded to have reformed, that fo the Bill might 
pals :; but the whole Houfe (a very few excep- 
ted) faid they would hear no more of it, and 
fo it ftayed without any further proceeding, be- 
caufe it appeared the Houfe of Commons did not 
think their Objections fufficiently anfwered by 
the Lords. 

This foregoing proceeding of the two Houfes 
in the above-mentioned Bill, touching Authority 
to be given to the Juftices of her Majefties Fo- 
refts, 2c. being tranfcribed out of the Copy 
thereof i had by me; now follows the next days 
Paflages out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houle of Commons. 

On Friday thé gt day of March, the Bill for 
FSi On in Blood of the Lord Norris was twice 
read, 

The Bill for re-edifying of the Town of Criz- 
gleford near unto the City of Norwich, was read 
the third time and pafled the Houfe, and was 
{ent up to the Lords with the Bill for the Hofpi- 


tal in the Town of Leiceffer by Mt Treafurer and 
others. 

The Bill touching Si/folk Cloths and Efex 
Cloths, was read the firlt time and committed 
unto M' Secretary Sizith, M' Lieutenant of the 
Tower, Sir Nicholas Arnold, and others to have 
Conference touching the double fearching of 
Cloths generally, now prefently in the Commit- 
tee-Chamber. 

The Bill for Confirmation of the Subfidy of 
the Clergy was read the fecond time; but no 
mention is made that it was either Ordered to be 
ingroffed or referred to Committees, becaufe it 
had been formerly fent from the Lords. 

Mt Chancellor of the Exchequer touching the 
Petition for reformation of Difcipline in the 
Church, did bring word from the Lords that 
their Lordfhips having moved the Queens Ma- 
jefty touching the faid Petition, her Highnefs 
an{wered their Lordthips that her Majefty before 
the Parliament had a care to provide in that 
cafe of her own difpofition ; and at the begin- 
ning of this Seflion her Highnefs had Conference 
therein with fome of the Bifhops,and gave them 
in Charge to {ee due reformation thereof, where- 
in as her Majefty thinketh, they will have good 
confideration according unto her pleafure and 
exprefs Commandment in that behalf: So did 
her Highnefs moft gracioufly and honourably dc- 
clare turther, that if the faid Bifhops fhould ne¢- 
le& or omit their Duties therein, then her M:- 
jefty by her Supream Power and Authority over 
the Church of Exgland, would {peedily fee fuch 
good redrefs therein as might fatisfie the expecta- 
tion of her loving Subjects to their good con- 
tentation, which Mefiage and Report was moft 
thankfully and joyfully received by the whole 
Houfe with one accord. And immediately there- 
upon John Crook Efquire, one of the Knights for 
the County of Buckingham, took occafion in 
moft humble and dutiful wife to make a Motion 
unto the Houfe for another Petition to. be mo- 
ved to the Lords for perfwading of her Majelty 
for Marriage. Vde concerning Church-Difcipline 
on Wednefday the 29° day of February preceed- 
ing, and.on Friday the fecond day of this inftant 
March foregoing, and touching the Queens Mar- 
riage on Monday the 12°" day of the fame Month 
of March enfuing. 

The new Billalfo for the Lady Watnman was 
read the firft time.

Six other Bills of no great moment had each 
of them one reading 3 of which one being the 
Bill for reftitution in Blood of Hexry Lord Nor- 
ris, another for Confirmation of the Subfidy 
granted by the Clergy , and a third for Preler- 
vation of Pheafants arid Partridges, were each 
of them read the third time and pafied the 
Houfe.

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On Saturday the 10°" day of March, Two Bills 
had each of them their third reading, and paf- 
fed the Houfes of which the firft was for repref- 


fing of Murders and Felonies in the Counties of

Five Bills were fent up to the Lords from the 
Houfe of Commons; of which one was the Bill

The Bill again{t excefs in Apparel was read the 
fecond time, and committed unto all the Privy- 
Council being of this Houfe, Mr Captain of the 
Guard, M' Treafurer of the Chamber, the Ma- 
{ters of Requefts, and others who were appoin- 
ted to meet at the Exchequer-Chamber at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

M' Doéttor Barkley and Mt Powle did bring 
from the Lords a Bill for the Hofpital of St Cro/s, 


with {pecial commendation for expediting there-" 


of, and Declaration of the aflent of the Par- 
ties given in that behalf before their Lord- 
fhips. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the firft being the 
Bill for the Lady Wainman, was read the third 
time and paffed the Houfe. 

Mt Serjeant Barham and M' Doétor Vaughan 
brought from the Lords two Bills with Amend- 
menis and Provifoes, which before paffed the 
Houfe, z7z. the Bill for repairing and amending 
of the Bridges and High-ways near Oxford, and 
the Bill for maintenance of Colledges in the Uni- 
verfities, and of Eatoz and WWinchefter. 

The Bill againft Arthur Hall Efquire, Edward 
Smalley and Matthew Kirtletoz his Servant, was 
read the firft time. 

Edward Smalley Servant unto Arthur Hall Efq; 
appearing in this Houfe this day at the Bar, it 
was pronounced unto him by M' Speaker in the 
name and by the appointment and order of this 
Houle, for Execution of the former Judgment 
of this Houfe awarded againft him, That he the 
{aid Edward Smalley {hall be forthwith committed 
Prifoner from this Houfe to the Tower of Lon- 
don,and there remain for one whole Month next 
enifuing from this prefent day 5 and further after 
the fame Month expired, until fuch time as good 
and fufficient aflurance fhall be had and made 
for payment of 100! of good and: lawful mo- 
ney of England, to be paid unto William Hemet 
Adminiftrator of the goods, Chattels, and Debts 
of Melchifedech Malory Gent. deceafed upon the 
firft day of the next Term, according to the for- 
mer Order in that behalf by this Houfe made and 
fet down, and alfo forty Shillings for the Serje- 
ants Fees; the notice of which affurance for the 
true payment of the faid hundred pounds in 
form aforefaid,to be certified unto M' Lieutenant 


of the Tower by M' Recorder of London before 
any delivery or fetting at liberty of the faid Ed- 
ward Smalley to be in any wife had, or made at 
_any time after the Expiration of the faid Month, 


as is aforefaid; and that he fhall not be delivered 
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out of Prifon before fuch notice certified, whe- 


ther the fame be before the faid firft day of the 
next Term, or after. Vide concerning this matter 
on Thurfday the 16‘ day, Monday the 20* day, 
Wednefday the 22** day , Monday the 27** day, 
and on Tuefday the 28°" day of February preceed- 
ing; as alfo on Wedne/day the 7" day of this in- 
{tant March foregoing. |

Bill was doubtlefs at this time but once read, or 
at leaft it ftood but for the firft reading , and 
was entred through negligence, for it had its fe- 
cond reading on Monday the 12" day of this in- 
{tant Murch, and was thereupon committed, and 
had Jaftly its third reading upon Txe/day the 13° 
day of the fame Month and fo pafied the Houfe; 
with which alfo agreeth a certain written Memo- 
rial or Copy of the Carriage of this bufinefs be- 
tween the two Houfes,in refpect that it occafioned 
much difpute betwixt them, as fee more at large 


on Weduefday the 14** day of the forefaid March 


enfuing. 


Two Bills laftly of no great moment had each 
of them one reading; of which the fecond being 
the Bill for the Hofpital of St Crofé was read 
three times and pafled the Houfe. 

On Monday the 12'" day of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them their third 
reading 5 of which the firft being the Bill for the 
Lord Vifcount Bizdoz, upon the Queftion paffed 
the Houfe. 

Mr. Captain of the Guard declaring her Ma- 
jelties but what fhould here follow is 
wholly omitted through the great negligence of 
Fulk Onflow Efquire, at this time Clerk of the 
Houfe of Commons,in the Original Journal-Book 
thereof, although there were one whole blank 
page left under the forefaid words to have infer- 
ted fuch matter as ought here to have followed 5 
of which the want will be the Jefs, in refpec 
that I had very happily by me a written draught 
or memorial of thevery bufinefs here omitted, as 
I have had in many other places in the tranfcri- 
bing of the Journals of her Majefties Reign for 
this bufinefs, was no other thana Declaration of 
her Majefties Goodnefs and Clemency in refto- 
ring this day unto the Houfe, and to his own Li- 
berty, Peter Wentworth Efquire, who had been 

Committed 
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Committed to Prifon on Thurfday the 9** day of 


February in the beginning of this Seffion of Par- 
liament, which faid Declaration or Difcourfe 
doth now in its due place follow, the firft man 
that fpake being Christopher Hatton Efquire, Cap- 
tain of the Guard. ' | 

Mr. Captain of the Guard did firft fhortly de- 
clare and make report unto the Houfe, that 
whereas a Member of the fame had the firft day 
of this Seffion , which was the 8t* day of Fe- 
bruary aft paft, uttered in a prepared Speech di- 
vers offenfive matters touching her Majefty, and 
had for the fame been fent Prifoner to the Tower 
by the Houfe , yet that her Majelty was now 
gracioufly pleafed to remit her juft occafioned 
difpleafure for the faid offence, and to refer the 
enlargement of the party to the Houfe, which 
was moft thankfully accepted by the fame upon 
the faid report. 

And thereupon Sir Walter Mildmay Knight, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, {pake as fol- 
loweth: 


That by this whole Action and by her Maje- 
{ties dealing in this caufe we had juft occafion to 
confider, 

Thefe three things. 

1. Her Majefties good and clement nature. 

2. Her refpect to us. 

3. And our Duty towards her. 

Touching the firft, that Soveraign Princes 
placed by God, are to be honoured with all 
humble and dutiful reverence, both in word and 
deed, efpecially if they be good and vertuous, 
fuch as our moft gracious Soveraign is, a Prince(s 
that hath governed this Realm fo many years, fo 
quietly, fo juftly, and providently 5 which be- 
ing true, as no man can deny, then fee how 
great an offence this wasto reprove fo good and 
gracious a Queen fo unjuftly,and that to be done 
not by any common perfon abroad , but by a 
Member of this Houfe 3 and not in any private 
or fecret place, but openly in this moft honour- 
able Affembly of the Parliament, being the 
Higheft Court and Councel of the Realm. And 
thereby fee alfo her moft gracious and good na- 
ture, that fo mercifully and fo eafily can remit fo 
great an offence, a thing rarely found in Princes 
of fo great Eftate, that ufe commonly to think 
themfelves touched in honour if they fhould pafs 
over {maller injuries fo lightly : the greater is her 
Majefties Commendation and the more are we 
bound to thank God for her. 

Secondly, We may fee what gracious refpect 
her Majefty had to us, that notwith{tanding the 
jut caufe that was given her to punifh feverely 
fo great an offence; yet the favour that fhe had 
conceived towards us , proceeding from the juft 
tryal of our dutiful affections towards her , had 
fo qualified her difpleafure as fhe was contented 
for our fakes to pardon the whole, and that fo 
freely as fhe would not at any time think of it 


parts to be forgotten , the rather for that the 
fame proceeded meerly from her felf, thereby pre- 
venting the Suit which we in all humblenefs 
might have made unto her. 

Thirdly, that for fo gracious a dealing it was 
our bounden Duties to yield unto her Majefty 
our moft humble and hearty thanks, and to be- 
feech Almighty God to enlarge her days as the 
only ftay of our felicity 5 and not only fo but 
to learn alfo by this Example how to behave our 
felves hereafter ; and not under the pretence of 
liberty to forget our bounden duty to fo graci- 
ous a Queen: truc itis, that nothing can be well 
concluded in a Counce] where there is not al- 
lowed in debating of Caufes brought in delibera- 
tion, Liberty and Freedom of Speech; otherwife 
if in Confultation men be either interrupted or 
terrified fo as they cannot, nor dare not {peak 
their Opinions freely, like as that Councel can- 
not but be reputed for a fervile Councel 5 even 
fo all the Proceedings therein fhall be rather to 
fatisfie the wills of a few, than to determine that 
which fhall be juft and reafonable. But herein 
we may not forget to put a difference between 
liberty of Speech, and licentious Speech; for by 
the one men deliver their Opinions freely , and 
with this caution, that all be fpoken pertinently, 
modeftly, reverently and difcreetly 5 the other 
contrariwife uttereth all impertinently, rafhly, 
arrogantly and irreverently, without refpect of 
perfon, time, or place: and though freedom of 
Speech hath always been ufed in this great Coun- 
cel of Parliament, afd is a thing moft neceflary 
to be preferved amongft us; yet the fame was 
never nor ought to be extended fo far, as though 
aman in this Houfe may fpeak what and of 
whom he lift. The contrary whereof both in 
our own days, and in the days of our Predecef- 
fors, by the punifhment of fuch inconfiderate and 
diforderly Speakers, hath appeared. And fo to 
return, Let this ferve us for an Example to be- 
ware that we offend not in the like hereafter, 
left that in forgetting our duties fo far we may 
give juft caufe to our graciousSoveraign to think 
that this her Clemency hath given occafion of 
further boldnefs: and thereby fo much grieve 
and provoke her, as contrary to her moft gra- 
cious and mild confideration, fhe be con{trained 
to change her natural Clemency into neceffary 
and juft {everity; athing that he trufted fhould 
never happen among(t wife and dutiful men,fuch 
as the Members of this Houfe are thought always 
to be. 


Between which Speech and the reftoring of 
the faid M' Wentworth unto the Houfe (although 
it be not mentioned in the before-cited written 
Memorial of the faid Speech I had by me) as ap- 
peareth plainly by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons, thefé enfuing Paflages 
intervened in the {aid Houfe as followeth, viz.

All the Privy-Councel being of this Houfe, the 
Lord Rufell, M' Captain of the Guard, the Ma- 
{ters of Requefts, M* Treafurer of the Chamber, 
the Mafter of the Wardrobe, the Mafter of the 
Jewel-Houfe, Sir Heary Kuivett, Sir Thomas Scott, 
Sir Fohn Thynne, Sit William Winter, M* Crooke, 
M: Popham, Mt* Yelverton, M* Norton, M" Sam- 
poole, M' Alford, and M* Skinner, were appoin- 
ted to meet this Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Exchequer Chamber, touching Conference 
for the manner of Petition to be made unto the 
Queens Majefty touching Marriage. Vide on 
Friday the 9°" day of this inftant March forego- 
ing, and on Weduefday, March the 14" in the 
Afternoon enfuing. 

Thefe intervening Paflages being thus tranfcri- 
bed out of the Original Journal-Book of the 


Houfe of Commons, now follows the manner of 


the reftoring of the aforefaid Peter Wentworth 
Efquire, being partly tranfcribed out of the 
abovefaid Original Journal-Book , and partly 
out of the before-mentioned written Memo- 
nal or Copy thereof in manner and form en- 
uing. 

Mi Peter Wentworth was brought by the Ser- 
jeant at Arms that attended the Houfe, to the 
Bar within the fame, and after fome Declaration 
made unto him by Mt Speaker in the name of the 
whole Houfe both of his own great fault and of- 
fence, and alfo of her Majefties great and boun- 
tiful mercy fhewed unto him, and after his hum- 
ble Submiffion upon his Knees acknowledging 
his fault, and craving her Majefties Pardon and 
Favour , he was received again into the Houfe, 
and reftored ta his place to the great content- 
ment of all that were prefent. 

This bufinefS of M' Wentworth being thus at 
large fet down, now follows a great part of the 
refidue of this dayes Paflages out of the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons 
it felf. 

The Bill for the Lord Stourton was read the 
third time, in fetting down of which Bill it feem- 
eth the time of the reading is erroneoutly entreds 
for this was doubtlefs the fecond reading, and 
that the third as appeareth plainly by the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book it felf , was not until Tue/day 
the 13° day of this inftant March enfuing, when 
the Billalfo paffed, and it is the rather probable 
that this was but the fecond reading as 1s alfo fet 
down in a written Memorial of this bufinefs I 
had by me, in refpeC that it was upon this read- 
ing {poken unto, and referred to Committees : 
but as it fhould feem before the faid Bill was agi- 
tated in the Houfe, or referred to Committees, 
this bufinefs intervened which is Entred in the 
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Originai Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons in manner and form following. 

M* Dottor Lewes and M' Dottor Yale did 
bring from the Lords the Bill touching taking 
away the benefit of the Clergy from Perfons 
Convict of Rape and Burglary to be amended 
in the former addition of amendment thereof by 
thisHoufe 5 whereupon the fame being prefently 
amended, was together with the Bill of Addition 
to the former Statutes for amending and repair- 
ing of High-ways, the Bill with the Amendments 
and Provifo for the repairing of the Bridges 
and High-ways near unto the City of Oxford, the 
Bill for the Hofpital of St Crofs near Winchefter, 
and the Bill for the Lord Vifcount Howard of 
Bindon, {ent up to the Lords by M' Secretary 
Smith and others, with the Bill alfo for mainte- 
nance of the Univerfities, and of the Colledges 
of Eaton and Winchefter to be reformed in the 
A meninents of their Lordfhips in the fame 

ill. 

Which bufinefs being over-paffed , as it is in- 
ferted out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, now follows the difpute in 
the Houfe upon the forefaid fecond reading of 
the Lord Stourtox’s Bill, which is fupplied out of 
a written Memorial or Copy of that bufinefs I 
had by me with very little alteration or ad- 
dition. 

It was firft alledged in the Houfe of Commons 
againft the further proceeding of the Bill for the 
reftitution in Blood of the Lord Stourtoz (whofe 
Father was Attainted of Murther, and thereby 
his Blood corrupted_) by fome in the faid Houfe, 
that the faid party who now fued to be reftored 
in Blood, had before given caufe for men to 
think that he would not hereafter be worthy of 
fo much favour, and by fome other, that there 
wanted in the Bill fufficient provifion for fuch as 
had been Purchafers from his Father, Grandfa- 
ther, and other his Anceftors. 

To the firft Obje&tion it was faid in the Houfe, 
That feeing her Majefty had fo gracioufly yielded 
to his Petition, there was no doubt but fhe was well 
fatisfied in all fuch things as might touch him,and 
therefore no caufe that this Houfe fhould miflike 
her gracious Favours to be extended to any of 
her Subjects in fuch Cafes 5 but rather to hope 
that he being a young Nobleman would prove a 
good Servant to her Majefty and the Realm, as 
divers of his Anceftors had done. 

The fecond Objection was thought worthy of 
confideration, That if the faving, which was al- 
ready in the Bill, were not fufficient, there might 
be other provifion added. 

This difpute concerning the forefaid Bill being 
thus tranfcribed out of the forefaid written Me- 
morial or Copy thereof 1 had by me, now fol- 
lows the Committees names who were appointed 
thereupon out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons, being as followeth.

Provifo: but being anfwered to all that he faid 
he could not much reply , but feemed to be {a+ 
tisfied. 

After which the Committees having agreed 
upon a Provifo repaired unto the Houfe and 
made a report thereof; but the Lord Stourtoz 
nothing contented therewithal, procured imme- 
diately a Meflage from the Lords to the Houfe 
of Commons in his favour 3 which Meflage be- 
ing more fully fet down in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons than in that 
written Memorial or Difcourfe of this faid caufe 
I had by me (out of which the foregoing pro- 
ceedings are tranfcribed_) I have thought it bet- 
ter to {upply it out of the fame in manner and 
form following, viz. 

M' Serjeant Barham and M' Dottor Vaughan 
did bring from the Lords four Bills, v7z. for re- 
ftitution in Blood of Anthony Mayney Efquire, 
the Bill for reformation of abufes in Goldf{miths, 
the Bill to give Cofts and Charges to the Defen- 
dant that fhall be wrongfully vexed by flander- 
ous and untrue Suits, and the Bill for relief of 
Vicars, with a Meffage alfo from their Lordfhips 
that the Committees of this Houfe appointed for 
Conference with their Lordthips in the Bill of 
Apparel, may alfo have Commiffion from this 
Houfe to fhew unto their Lordfhips the reafons 
which did move this Houfe to deal {fo hardly in 
the Bill, which being figned by her Majefty paf- 
fed their Lordfhips for the reftitution in Blood 
of the Lord Stourtoz being a Nobleman, and 
feeking but the fame courfe and form of reftitu- 
tion which other Noblemen in like cafes have 
done, and had heretofore 5 which Meffage being 
opened unto the Houfe was not well liked of, 
but thought perillous and prejudicial to the Li- 
berties of this Houfe: Whereupon it was refol- 
ved by this Houfe that no fuch reafon fhould be 
rendred, nor any of this Hovfe to be appointed 
unto any fuch Commiffion. Vide plus concerning 
this bufinefs on Weduefday the 14" day of this 
inftant March enfuing. 

Two Bills Jaftly had each of them their firft 
reading 5 of which the firft was the Bill for re- 
ftftution in Blood of Azthony Mayney Efqs 

On Tuefday the 13% day of March, the Bill 
for reftitution in Blood of Axthony Mayney Efqs 
was twice read, and a Provifo to the fame Bill 
was read three times. 

Mr Sollicitor and M' Powle did bring from 
the Lords a Bill for the annexing of Gatefide to 
New-Caftle, and withal a Meflage from their 
Lordthips to defire Conference with fuch of this 
Houfe, as this Houfe thal] appoint touching Con- 
ference with their Lordfhips for the Bill of the 
Lord Stourton, which their Lordfhips do hear 
hath had offers of Provifoes or fome other thing 
to the ftay of the proceeding of the faid Bill: 
Whereupon the {aid Mr Sollicitor and M* Powle 
being called into this Houfe received Anf{wer, 
that by the refolution of this Houfe according to 
the antient Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houfe , Conference is to be required Ry that

In the Afternoon five Bills of no great moment 
had each of them one reading; of which the fe- 
cond being the Bill touching Inquifitions and OF 
fices to be taken within the Counties Pallatine, 
and the third being the Bill touching Wharfs and 
Keyes, were each of them read the fecond time ; 
but no mention is made that they were either 
Ordered to be ingroffed or referred to Commit- 
tees, becaufe they had been formerly fent from 
the Lords. 

The former Committees for the Bill of Appa- 
rel (who were appointed on Saturday the 10" 
day of this inftant March foregoing) were {ent 
up to the Lords for Conference as well in that 
Bill, as in the Bill for prefervation of Pheafants 
and Partridges. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons; that which follows 
touching the proceeding of the Committees in 
the Bill for reftitution in Blood of the Heirs of 
the Lord Stourton is inferted out of that large 
Memorial or written Difcourfe of the whole Car- 
riage of that bufinefs I had by me, being prout 
Sequitur. 

The Committees reading deliberately the Bill 
and the whole Contents thereof, partly upon 
caufes alledged in the Houfe, and partly upon 
caufes remembred among themfelves , took the 
faving in the Bill not to be fufficient, but added 
a Provifo unto it, the fpecial point whereof was 
to bar the Lord Stourton that he fhould not take 
advantage of any error that might happen to be 
in any Fine, Recovery, or other Conveyance, 
paffed by his Father or his Anceftors, but he 
fhould be in that refpect as though hisBlood were 
not reftored 5 in which State he can bring no 
Writ of Error. The occafion of which Provifo 
grew chiefly, for that the Lords had within few 
days before dafhed a Bill that paffed in the Houfe 
of Commons for the helping of fuch Errors; 
whereupon they thought it dangerous to give 
that {cope to any man that fhould be reftored in 
Blood: and therefore they added {uch a Provifo 
both to this Bill and to another Bill of the like 
tenor that did concern one Awthozy Mayny of 
Kent Efquire. 

During the time of this Conference of the 
Committees the Lord Stourton being informed 
how his Cafe was Ordered in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, came to the place where the Committees 
fate, and defired that himfelf and his Councel 
might be heard, which they allowed him of their 
own difcretion without the privity of the Houfe: 
his Councel laboured to fhew tothe Committees, 
that the faving already in the Bill was fufficient, 
fo as they then needed no addition of any other 
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Court, which at the time of the Conference de- 
manded {hall be pofleffed of the Bill, and not of 
any other Court: And further that this Houfe 
being now pofleffed of the Bill, and minding to 
add fome amendment to the faid Bill, will (if 
they fee caufe and think meet) pray Conference 
therein with their Lordhips themfelves, and 
elfe not. Vide concerning this matter on Wed- 
mefday the 14° day of this inftant March en- 
{uing. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the firft being be- 
ing the Bill again{t the excefs of Apparel, was 
read the fecond time and Ordered to be in- 
grofled. 

M:' Attorney General and M*° Sollicitor did 
bring from the Lords the Bill of the Queens 
Majefties moft gracious general and free Par- 
don. 

M' Treafurer, Mr. Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Mr. Secretary Walfingham, Mr. Captain of 
the Guards, Sir Nicholas Arnold, Sir Henry Gate, 
Mr. Szagg, Mr. Grim/ditch, and divers others 
were appointed to confer in the Bill touching 
Wharfs and Keyes in the Chequer-Chamber im- 
mediately after Dinner this prefent day. 

Mr. Serjeant Barham and Mr. Powle did bring 
word from the Lords, that their Lordthips did 
defire to have the former Committees in the Bill 
for Leather, to confer with their Lordthips pre- 
{ently touching the fame Bill, whereof they {pe- 
cially pray that Mr. Marfh may be one: where- 
upon the faid Committees were fent prefently, 
and the Bill of reftitution in Blood of Axthony 
Mayney Efquire, was fent up to the Lords by Mr. 
Treafurer and the faid others. 

The Bill againft the abufes of Goldfmiths was 
read the fecond time , but no mention is made 
that it was either Ordered to be ingrofled or re- 
ferred to Committees; becaufe it had been for- 
merly fent from the Lords on the day immedi- 
ately foregoing. 

Mr. Doctor Barkley and Mr. Powle did bring 
from the Lords the Bill touching the Confirma- 
tion of an Arbitrement to be made between 
Richard Hudlefton E{quire , and Dame Ijabel/ 
Wainman on the one part, and Francis Wainman 
Gentleman on the other part. 

Mr. Treafurer, Mr.Secretary Smith, Mr.Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Treafurer of the 
Chamber, the Matter of the Jewel-Houfe , Sir 
Rowland Hayward , and others were appointed 
to meet this Afternoon at three of the Clock, 
and to hear the Learned Councel of the Gold- 
{miths, 

Mr. Dottor Vaughan and Mr. Dottor Yale did 
bring from the Lords the Bill of Jeofails with 
fome Amendments. 

The Bill for reftitution in Blood of the Lord 
Stourton, was read the third time; and two Pro- 
vifoes twice read and paffed the Houle. Vide 
concerning this bufinefs of the Lord Stourton in 
fine diet fequentis, 

The Bill alfo againft excefs in Apparel was 
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read the third time and pafled the Houfe. 
Poft Meridiem. 


In the Afternoon the Bill for the Lord Stour- 
ton, and the Bill againft excefs in Apparel, were 
fent up to the Lords by Mr. Comptroller and 
others. Vide concerning the bufinefs of the Lord 
Stourton on Wednefday the 14** day of this inftant 
March enfuing. 

Four Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading of which the laft being 
the Bill for relief of Vicars and Curates , was 
read the fecond time and committed unto Mr. 
Sampoole, Mr. Cromwell , Mr. Savile, Mr. Boyer, 
Mr. S' Fob Mr. Broughton, and others, who were 
appointed to meet at this Houfe to Morrow in 
the Morning at fix of the Clock. 

The Bill touching unjuft and (landerous Suits, 
was read the fecond time; but no mention 1s made 
that it was either Ordered to be ingrofled or re- 
ferred to Committees, becaufe it had been fent 
from the Lords on Monday the 12" day of this 
inftant March foregoing. 

The Bill touching unjuft and flanderous Suits, 
and the Bill for the annexing of the Town 
of Gatefide to New-Caftle , were read the firft 
time. 

M* Juftice Mounjon and Mr. Serjeant Barham 
did bring word from the Lords, that whereas 
their Lordfhips have made divers requefts for 
Conference with fome of this Houfe touching 
the Bill for the Lord Stourton , andthe Bill for 
Mr. Mayney their reftitutions in Blood, and as 
yet have received,no Anfwer thereof of this 
Houfe at all; Their further defire now is, that 
a further Committee be appointed for this Houfe 
to meet with their Lordfhips in the Parliament 
Chamber to Morrow next before eight of the 
Clock for that purpofe : whereupon were cho- 
fen, after fundry Motions and Speeches, 

All the Privy-Council being of this Houfe, Mr. 
Captain of the Guard, and the former Commit- 
tees (whofe names fee on Monday the 12° day 
of this inftant March foregoing) and Mr. Diggs 5 
whereunto were added alfo Mr. Treafurer of the 
Chamber , Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower, Sir 
Henry Gate, Sir Henry Ratcliffe , Sir fames Har- 
rington, Sir Edward Bainton, Mr. Atkins, Mr. 
Birkenhed, Mr. Cromwell, and Mr. Alford. Vide 
concerning this bufinefs on Wednefday the 14 
day of this inftant March enfuing. 

On Wednefday the 14%" day of March the 
Queens Majefties general and free Pardon was 
once read. 

Sir John Thynne, Sir Henry Kuivett , and Mr. 
Topelyffe, were added to the Bills yefterday laft 
appointed. Which faid former Committees with 
thefe now newly added were doubtlefs appoin- 
ted to have Conference with aCommittee of the 
Lords this Morning , touching their Provifo 
added unto the Bill for the reftitution in Blood 
of the Heirs of the Lord Stourton, which had 
been fent down to the Houfe of Commons vin 

the 


the Lords on Wednefday the 7** day of this in- 
ftant March foregoing: but the Iflue of this 
Conference , through the great negligence of 
Fitk Onflow Elquire , at this time Clerk of the 


Houfe of Commons, is wholly omitted in the | 


Original Journal-Book of the fame Houfe 5 and 
therefore (in refpect it is of very good ufe and 
moment for the Declaration and Juftification of 
the Liberties of the faid Houfe) I have caufed it 
to be inferted at large, out of that often before- 
mentioned written Memorial or Difcourfe I had 
by me of the whole proceedings of this bufinefs, 
in manner and form following. 

The before-mentioned Committees (or the 
greater part of them between eight and nine of 
the Clock this Morning , as is very probable ) 
repaired unto the Parliament Chamber, or Up- 
per Houfe Door, and there gave attendance, 
fending in word by the Uther of that Houfe of 
their being there: The Lords after a great paufe 
came forth at laft into the outward Chamber, the 
number of them were many, and the perfons of 
the principal Noblemen of that Houfe, after they 
had.taken their places at a long Table, and ufed 
fome Conference amongtt them{elves, they called 
for thofe of the Houfe of Commons, to whom 
the Lord Treafurer in the name of all the reft 
prefent and abfent, faid in effect as followeth : 


Hat the Lords of the Upper Houfe could 
not but greatly miflike the dealing of the 
Houfe of Commons in the Lord Stourton’s Bill, 
efpecially for that they had pafied the Bill with 
a Provifo annexed, notwith{tanding their fundry 
Meffages fent unto them in his favour: And laft- 
ly, one Meflage to have Conference with them 
for refolution of fuch doubts as were moved, 
wherein they took themfclves greatly touched 
in honor, and thought that the Houfe of Com- 
mons did not ufe that reverence towards them 
which they ought to do; the caufe he faid be- 
fides, was fuch as they faw no reafon why the 
Houfe of Commons fhould proceed in that Orders 
for the Bill being figned by her Majefty, he faid, 
none might prefume to alter or add any thing to 
it without the affent of her Majefty, which they 
for their parts durft not do, and for proof hereof 
he fhewed the Committees fundry Provifoes in 
King Henry the Eighths time annexed to the like 
Bills figned by the King 5 inferring thereby that 
none might pafs otherwife. Moreover he faid 
that by the opinion of the Judges which were 
in the Upper Houfe, the faving already in the 
Bill was fo fufficient that there needed not any 
addition of fuch Provifo as the Houfe of Com- 
mons had annexed ; and therefore required to 
know what reafons did lead them to proceed in 
this Order. | 
' This andfome large Speeches being uttered to 
this end, the Committees anfwered that their 
Commiffion was only to hear what their Lord- 
fhips would fay , they would return and make 
report to the Houfe, and fo attend again upon 
them with Anfwer. 
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When this was reported to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, it moved them all greatly, and gave them 
occafion of many Arguments and Speeches , all 
generally mifliking this kind of dealing with 
them, thinking their Liberties much touched in 
three points: one, that they might not add or 
alter any Bill figned by the Queen; another that 
any Conference fhould be looked for, the Bill 
remaining with them, except themfelves faw 
caufe to require it 5 and the third to yielda rea- 
fon why they paffed the Bill in that fort. After 
all thefe things were fufficiently debated, an An- 
{wer was agreed on to be returned to the Lords 
by the fame Committees, and they gave their at- 
tendance upon the fame Lords in the former 
place, to whom was faid in effect by Sir Anthony 
Mildmay Knight Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
one of the Committees in the name and by the 
confent of the reft. 

That they had delivered to the Houfe of Com- 
mons the fenfe of that which their Lordfhips had 
faid unto them, which as they had conceived, did 
ftand upon two parts: One the manner of their 
proceedings in this Cafe of the Lord Stourtons 5 
and the other matter wherein they had pro- 
ceeded. . 

To both which they had a Commiffion from 
the Houfe to make unto their Lordfhips this 
Anfwer. 

Firft that they were very forry that their Lord- 
fhips had conceived fuch an opinion of the Houfe, 
as though they had forgotten their Duty tothem, 
praying their Lordfhips to think that the Houfe 
of Commons did not want confideration of the 
fuperiority of their Eftates , inrefpect of their 
honourable calling, which they did acknowledge 
with all humblenefs, protefting that they would 
yield unto their Lordfhips all dutiful reverence 
fo far as the fame were not prejudicial to the 
Liberties of their Houfe, which behoveth them to 
leave to their Pofterities in the fame freedom they 
have received them 3 and touching this particu- 
lar cafe the manner of their proceedings hath not 
been as they think, any ways undutiful or un- 
feemly, for the Bill being fent from their Lord- 
fhips to the Houfe of Commons received there 
within little foace two readings; and becanfe up- 
on the fecond reading , fome Objections were 
made to lett the courfe of the Bill, the Houfe 
thought fit to commit it, which doth fhew that 
they had no difpofition to over-throw the Bill,but 
to further it, both in refpec of her Majefties Sig- 
natures, and that it came paffed from their Lord- 
fhips 3 and whether the Lord Stourton had caufe 
orno to think himfelf favourably ufed in being 
heard of the Committees with his Learned Coun- 
cel, they referred to their Lordthips Judgments. 
That after the Committees report of their doings, 
the Houfe gave the Bill a third reading, and fo 
paffed the fame in fuch fort as now their Lordfhips 
had; notwithftanding their fundry Meflages to 
the contrary. 

And laftly, notwithftanding their Meffage of 
Conference they faid they could not ieee 
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have done, without breach of their Liberties 5 
for they take the order of the Parliament to be, 
that when a Bill is paffed in either Houfe, that 
Houfe wherein thé Bill remaineth, may require 
Conference with the Houfe that paffed the Bill, 
if they think good, but not otherwife. And fo 
this Bill paling from the Lords to the Houfe of 
Commons, might if they had thought it conve- 
nient, have required a Conference, but not their 
Lordihips of a Bill paffed from themfélves: and 
thus much for the manner of their Proceedings. 

Touching the matter whercin they have pro- 
ceeded, in that that they annexed a Provifo to 
this Bill , the fame being her Signature, figned 
with her Majefties Hand, they thought they 
might lawfully do it without offence to her Ma- 
jetty, taking her Signature to be only a recom- 
mendation of the Caufe to both the Houfes, 
without which they could not treat of any Bill 
of that nature; the Houfe not being thereby 
concluded, but that they might alter or add any 
thing that fhould be thought meet either for her 
Majefty or for her Subjeéts , which Provifo they 
have added upon good deliberation, not haftily 
or inconfiderately, but. upon great and fufficient 
reafons moving them, praying their Lordfhips fo 
to conceive it: Nevertherlefs to declare thofe 
reafons in particular to their Lord (hips as they re 
quired in that part,the Houfe defized their Lord- 
fhips to bear with them, for that were to yield an 
account of their doings, and of things paffed in 
their Houfe, which they could not in any wife 
agree unto, being fo prejudicial to their Li- 
berties. 

This Speech finifhed the Committees were wil- 
Jed by the Lords to retire to the lower end of 
the Chamber; and after fome paufe and conful- 
tation among{t the Lords, they called again the 
Committees, and to them was faid by the Lord 
Treafurer, that the Lords had confidered the An- 
{wer that the Committees had brought them 
from the Houfe of Commons; and touching the 
firft part thereof he faid, that albeit through fuch 
information as was given them, they might have 
caufe to conceive amifs of the Houfein the man- 
ner of their Proceedings, yet becaufe themfelves 
were the trueft Reporters of their own actions, 
and the beft Interpreters of their own meanings, 
the Lords did accept of their Anfwer, and refted 
well fatisfied with the fame. 

But touching the other part he once again 
prefled the Committees to fhew the reafons that 
moved the Houfe to add that Provifo, which the 
Lords took to be fuperfluous, the Bill as he faid 
containing in it already a faving that was.fuffici- 
ent for all Caufes that might happen. 

To that was faid by one of the Committees 
that they humbly thanked their Lordfhips that it 
pleafed them fo well to accept of their Anfwer 
to the firft part 5 but for the fecond which con- 
cetned the matter it felf, and the reafons that 
moved the Houfe , he faid the Committees had 
no further Authority to deal, in having on- 
Jy Commiffion to deliver to their Lordfhips 
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the Anfwer which they received from this Houfe. 

Whereupon the Affembly brake,and the Lords 
returning to the Upper Houfe; and the Commi- 
tees to the Houfe of Commons, where at their 
coming, one of them reported their whole Pro- 
ceeding with the Lords, wherein the Houfe was 
much fatisfied, feeing that fo great a ftorm was 
fo well calmed, and the Liberties of the Houfe 
fo well preferved, which otherwife in time to 
come might have been prejudiced in thofe three 
points before remembred , which are indeed if 
they be well confidered, of great weight and im- 
portance. 

The Proceeding and Iffue of this forefaid great 
Committee of both Houfes, being thus tranferi- 
bed out of that written Memorial thereof I had 
by me, now follows the laft Paffage in this bufi- 
nefs out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons ; by which it may be eafily 
gathered, that the Committee of the Lords did 
not reft fatisfied with the former Conference, but 
fent down yet another Meflage to the Commons 
Houfe, although this Seflion of Parliament were 
now upon the Conclufion, to have had fome fur- 
ther fatisfaction therein: which Meflage is there 
Entred as followeth. 

_ Mr’ Sollicitor and Mt Doétor Barkley did come 
from the Lords to demand if there be any Bills 
ready to fend to their Lordfhips, for that now 
their leifure well ferveth them 5 and alfo they do 
defire to know , whether this Houfe will make 
them a further Anfwer to the matter of the laft 
Conference, or no. Whereupon after fundry 
Motions and Arguments it was agreed, that the 
former Committees, with the refidue afterwards 
added unto them, both yefterday and alfo this 
day, as alfo Mt S* ‘ohn now laftly added, be 
fent up to the Lords with Anfwer to be pro- 
nounced by Mt Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the name of the whole Houfe, that as touching 
the unkindnefS§ wherewith their Lordhips do ~ 
charge this Houfe, which this Houfe hath not 
done, doth not and will not give their Lordthips 
any fuch occafion. 

Nota, That this is the laft Paffage in this fo 
long and controverted bufinefs betwixt the two 
Houfes, which this Morning had been throughly 
handled at a Committee of the faid Houfes: for 
the Upper Houfe having firft pafled this Bill, and 
fent it down to the Houfe of Commons on Wed- 
nefday the 7%» day of this inftant March forego- 
ing, it had its feveral readings there on Saturday 
the 10 day of the fame Month in the After- 
noon, and on Mozday the 12" day, and onTue/- 
day the 13° day of the fames having alfo added 
a Provifo unto it, with which they fent it up a- 
gain to the Lords, who difliking the faid Provifo, 
requiredConference with fome Committees of the 
faid Houfe that very forefaid 13** day of March, 
when the Bill had been fent up unto them : upon 
which meeting this Morning they had full Con- 
ference, as is before at large fet down 5 but the 
Lords (as it fhould feem) utterly difliking the 
faid Provifo, and not being fatisfied with ee 
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faid Conference, did never give the faid Provifo 
any reading in their Houfe , and fo the Bill was 
dafhed. 

Now follows the refidue of this days Paflages, 
with the Conclufion of this Seffion of Parlia- 
ment by Prorogation, out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houfe of Commons: fome things 
only of form or otherwife neceflary to be infer- 
ted being added. 

The Bill againft the abufes of Goldfmiths, was 
read the third time and paffed the Houfe.

The Bill laft paffed touching abufes of Gold- 
{miths, was this Afternoon fent unto the Lords 
by M‘ Treafurer, and others. 

Two Provifoes and certain Amendments to the 

Bill touching Wharfs and Keyes, were thrice 
read 5 and upon the Queftion with the Bill re- 
jected. 
M' Dogtor Barkley and Mt Powle did bring 
word from the Lords , that their Lordfhips do 
defire to know whether there be any more Bills 
ready tobe fent unto them 5 unto whom An{wer 
was made, There is none. 

This Afternoon alfo, her Majefty came in Per- 
fon to the Upper Houfe, where Robert Bel Efq; 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, did amongft 
other things in his Speech move her Majefty, in 
the name of the Houfe to Marry: by which it 
may be collected, that it was agreed in the Houfe 
(where this matter had been propounded on Fri- 


day the 9** day of this inftant March foregoing, 
and further debated of on Monday the 12% day 
of the fame Month) that it was I fay agreed, that 
the Speaker fhould thus move her Majefty in the 
behalf of her Marriage upon the Conclufion of 
this Seflion 5 in this Speech alfo the faid Speaker 
did according unto the ufual Cuftom prefent her 
Majefty with the Bill of the Subfidy, in the name 
of the Commons. 

After which her Majefty having given her Af 
fent unto twenty three publick Aéts, and thirteen 
private, the Lord Keeper Adjourned the Parlia- 
ment by her Majefties Commandment, until two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon of the day fol- 
lowing. 

And enthe faid Thur/day the 15°" day of March 
in the Afternoon, her Majefty came again unto 
the Upper Houfe Accompanied with Sir Nicholas 
Bacon Knight Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, and 
divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal; but I can. 
not gather that there was any other caufe or oc- 
cafion of her Majefties coming thither, than only 
for the further Prorogation of this Seffion, which 
otherwife muft have been done by aCommiffion 
under the Great Seal, and thereupon the Parlia- 
ment was Prorogued accordingly unto the 5*# 
day of November then next entitar 

After which followed divers other Prorogati- 
ons of this Parliament unto the re-affembling of 
it again upon Monday the 16' day of Faxxary, 
in Av. 23 Regine Eliz. upon which {aid day, the 
third and laft Seflion of this inftant Parliament 
began.

Anno Domini 1575. which was the fe- 
cond Seffion of the fame: fo that this prefent 
Affembly of the Peers and Commons of the 
Realm in this their great Councel was but the 
third and laft Seffion. of it, being one and the 
fame Parliament as aforefaid, being continued 
without any Diffolution, near upon the fpace of 
twelve years by fourfcore feveral Prorogations, 
or thereabouts, viz. from Thurfday the 8" day of 
May in the fourteenth year of the Queen, on 
which faid Thur/day it firft began, until the Diffo- 
lution thereof upon the 19** day of April, Anno 
25 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1583. 

The Prorogations between that former Seffion 
in Az. 18 Regine Eliz. which was as hath been 
obferved, the fecond and middle Seffion of this 
Parliament, and this in Azno 23 Regine ejufdem 
(with thofe after it) which was the third and 
Jaft Seffion thereof, were about threefcore 5 of 
which the two firft happening within the faid 
eighteenth year, are both of them placed at the 
end of the Journal of the faid year; of which 
the firft was on Saturday the 18'* day of March 
in Anno 18 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1580. by 
which the Parliament was Prorogued unto the 


time Prorogued unto the 26t4 day of March in 
Anno 19 Regine ejufdem Anno Domini 1582. up- 
on which day it was further Prorogued by Com- 
miffion unto the 34 day of June following. 

On the third day of Fume, to which day the 
Parliament had been laft Prorogued, it was again 
further Prorogued unto the 12" day of Novem- 
ber next following 5 at and from which time it 
was Prorogued from day to day unto the 16" 
day of January, being Monday, on which day 
this Seflion following in Azzo 23 Regine Eliz.

But her Majefty becaufe it was no new Parlia- 
ment, was not prefent, nor did the Lords wear

The Lords being thus fet and in agitation of 
their own bufinefles, Sir Francis Kvolles Knight 
Treafurer of her Majefties Houfhold, Accompa- 
nied with Sir ‘Fawes Crofis Knight Comptroller 
of her Highnefs Houfhold, Sir Frazcis Wallinghan 
Knight one of her Majefties Principal Secretaries, 
and M' Doétor Wiljoz Efquire, another of her 
Majefties Principal Secretaries, Sir Walter Mild- 
may Knight Chancellor of ber Majefties Exche- 
quer , and divers others , being fent up to the 
faid Lords by the Houfe of Commons upon fome 
urgent and weighty occafions, defired to be ad- 
mitted into the faid Upper Houfe there to make 
known to their Lord{hips fomewhat of impor- 
tance, wherein they fhould require their advice 
and need their affiftance 5 upon which being ad- 
mitted the faid M' Treafurer affifted with the 
Perfonages and Company aforefaid,did in comely 
order and difcreet manner , make manifeft and 
known unto the faid Lords, that Sir Robert Bel!

give Order that this prefent Wedwefday both 
the Lords and Commons fhould aflemble and 
meet together in the Upper Houfe , commonly 
called the Lords Parliament Chamber , there to 
receive her Majefties Anfwer, where being Af- 
fembled Sir Thomas Bromley Knight Lord Chan- 
cellor of Exgland, fhewed forth a Commiflion 
from her Highnefs under the Great Seal of Exg- 
land, which was directed to him only, wherein 
her Majefty taking notice of the Death of Sir 
Robert Bell their former Speaker, did Authorize 
the Lord Keeper for her Majefty and in her 
name, to will and Command the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons to 
refort unto their accuftomed place, and there to 
elect and chufe amongft themfelves, one able and 
fufficient perfon to be their Speaker for the reft 
of this prefent Parliament yet to comes and af- 
ter they fhould have made their Election, that 
then three or four of them for and in all their 
names, fhould fignifie the fame unto her Majefty :

That whereas at the humble Suit of the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefies of the Commons 
Houfe of Parliament now Affembled, it had been 
fignified from her Majefty by the Mouth of the 
Lord Chancellor , and by force of her Highnefs 
Commiffion under the Great Seal of Exgland 5 
that it was her Pleafure and Command, that the 
faid Knights, Citizens and Burgefles fhould chufe 
a Learned man for their Speaker, inftead of Sir 
Robert Bell Jate Lord Chief Baron and their Speak- 
er, whom it had pleafed God to take out of this 
World: that thereupon they had Chofen and 
compelled himfelf to take upon him that weighty 
Charge, for which finding himfelf alrogether un- 
able, and further at large prefling his own difa- 
bility, he laftly, defired that herMajefty out of 
her gracious favour , would be pleafed to free 
him from that great imployment; and that the 
{aid Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes might have 
Authority to Elec& and Chufe fome other more 
able and fufficient Member amongft them, to un-

Then the Queen called the Lord Chancellor 
unto her, declaring her Opinion in that which 
he fhould Anfwer to the faid Speaker or Prolo- 
cutor; who thereupon returning to his place, 
Anfwered the faid Speaker, that her Majefty had 
fully heard, and did well allow of his modeft 
and humble difabling of himfelf, but yet being 
alfo acquainted with his faithfulnefs, care and 
many abilities,her Majefty was refolved he fhould 
undertake this Charge, and therefore did both 
allow and approve of the faid EleGion of the 
Houfe of Commons. 

Whereupon the faid Speaker rendring his moft 
humble thanks to her Majefty, and acknowledg- 
ing her gracious favour towards him, promifed 
his.moft faithful and careful endeavour for the

to them {fo paffed with the fame title) it gave

HIS Seffion in Axxo 23 Regine 
Eliz, Anno Domini 1580. maketh 
but one and the fame Parliament 
with that in Axzno 14 Regine Eliz. 
Anno Domini 1572. which was the 
firft Seffion of it, and with that in Azzo 18 Eliz. 
Regine Anno Domini 1575. which was the mid- 
dle and fecond Seffion of the fame : {fo that this 
prefent Affembly of the Peers and Commons of 
the Realm in this their great Councel, was but 
the third and left Seflion of it, being one and 
the fame Parliament as aforefaid, continued {ftill, 
each after other, without any Diffolution, near 
upon the fpace of twelve years by fourfcore feve- 
ral Prorogations, or thereabouts, viz. from Thur/-_ 
day the 8° day of May in the fourteenth year of 
the Queen, on which faid Thurfday it firft began, 
until the Diffolution thereof on the 19°" day of 
April, Anno 25 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1583.1n 
this faid third and laft Seffion finally befides many 
good Pafiages touching the Orders and Priviledges 
of the Houfe, there fell out an unufual difpute 
in the fame concerning the appointment of a 
publick Faft, which in the end occafioned her 
Majefties difpleafure and inhibition thereof: 

The Parliament began upon this prefent Moz- 
day the 16* day of this inftant Fazuary,to which 
it had been laft Prorogued; both the Lords and 
Commons did each of them Affemble and meet 
in their-feveral Houfes, as at any other ordinary 
time without pomp or folemnity , this being as 


hath been obferved, no new Parliament, but 
the laft Seffion of that Parliament which had 
been firft begun on Thurfday the 8" day of May 
in Anno 14 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1572. and 
continued by many feveral Prorogations and Ad- 
journments unto this prefent Mozday, at which 
day divers of the Knights of the Shires, Citizens 
of Cities, Burgefies of Burroughs, and Barons 
of the Ports did appear and fit down in theHoufe 
of Commons; but the number of them was not 
great, partly by reafon of {undry former Proro- 
gations of the fame Seflion made fo near unto 
the days thereof appointed 5 and partly alfo for 
that many of the Knights, Citizens, Burgefles and 
Barons fince the laft former Seflions were chan- 
ged, fome by Death, and fome by other occafi- 
ons, and new returned in fome of their places, 
and in fome others none, which now could not 
fic in the Houfe till they had firft taken the Oath 
for acknowledging the Queens Highneffes Supre- 
macy over all Eftates within her Majefties Realms 
and Dominions; which as then was not done, nel- 
ther could then be done becaufe there was then 
no Lord Steward at all named or appointed for 
that purpofe, according to the form of the Sta- 
tute in that cafe made and provided. 

And being fo fet , Sir Francis Kuolles Knight 
Treafurer of her Majefties moft honourable Houf- 
hold ftood up, and putting the Houfe in remem- 
brance as well of the Death of Sir Robert Bell K‘, 
late Lord Chief Baron of her Highnefs sso eh 

their 
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their Speaker fince the laft Seflion , by reafon 
whereof the Houfe was then without a Speaker, 
and could not therefore proceed in any thing 5 as 
alfo of fome courfe to be taken for procuring her 
Maje(ties Commandment to chufe another Speak- 
er, he declared unto them that as it was wel] 
known by often experience and ufage , that at 
the firft Summons or beginning of a Parliament, 
the Order is in that cafe to fit fill till the Houfe be 
fent for to the Upper Houfe there to receive her 
Highnefs Commandment to chufe a Speaker 5 fo 
was it now uncertain what Order fhould be ufed 
when a Speaker dying after a former Seffion 
Prorogated , a new is to be chofen in another 
Seffion enfuing holden by fuch Prorogation, in 
which Cafe he faid there were not many Prece- 
dents to his knowledge, albeit yet ene within our 
Memory which was in the eighth year of her 
Majefties Reign, when Richard Onflow Efquire 
the Queens MajettiesSollicitor was chofenSpeaker 
in that Seflion de av. 8 Regine Eliz. which made 
but one and the fame Parliament with the for- 
mer Seffion held in Azno 5 Regine ejufdem, im 
which Thomas Walliams £(q3 had been Speaker, 
and died before the faid fecond Seffion held by 
Prorogation in the faid eighth year of the 
Queen; he offered a Copy of that precedent, 
but becaufe Mt Fulk Onflow the Clerk was pre- 
fent fitting as Clerk , and had there his Original 
Book of notes, out of which the faid Copy 
was taken, he was Commanded to read it out of 
his Book which was to this purpofe. 

Bue in refpe& it is omitted both in the foul 
Copy which Fuik Onflow now Clerk of the 
Houfe of Commons took concerning the Pafia- 
ges of this Seffion of Parliament, fo/. 1. 2. and 
alfo in the fair written or perfected Copy of the 
Journal of this faid Seffion (out of both which 
this prefent Journal is collected and enlarged ) 
fol. 106.6. therefore (it being a Precedent ufeful) 
I have fupplied it out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houfe in the Parliament de 
Annis 8, 9 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1565. 
in manner and form following, viz. 

That on Afonday the 30° day of December in 
the eighth year of the Reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, a new Seffion of Parliament being holden 
by Prorogation at Wefimim(ter, and the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefies according to their ufual 
Order and Cuftom meeting thereupon in the 
Houfe of Commons, did there find that Thomas 
Williams Eq; their late Speaker in the firft Seffi- 
on of this Parliament holden in the fifth year of 
the faid Queen E/z.was dead, and that the faid 
Commons falling by that means into Confulta- 
tion what courfe was fitte{t to be taken in refpect 
that until a new Speaker was chofen, no bufinefs 
could be Entred upon or expedited in the faid 
Houfe, did at length all refolve as the beft 
courfe to fend certain of the moft eminent Per- 
fonages, being Members of the faid Houfe, up 
unto the Lords to defire likewife their advice and 
affiftance in whatfoever their Lordfhips in that 
Cafe fhould think fitteft to be done. And there-

upon their Lordthips joining four Members of 
their Houfe with four more of the Houfe of 
Commons, did advifé that with all humblene 
and {peed they fhould all jointly repair to her 
Majetty, and make intimation of their faid Eftate, 
and fo further defire to know her pleafure there- 
in: And her Majefty did accordingly moft gra- 
cioufly on the next day, being Tve/day the firft 
day of Oober, fend her Commiffion under the 
Great Seal of England, directed unto the Lord 
Keeper, by which the faid Knights, Citizens and 
Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons were Au- 
thorized to Ele& and chufe a new Speaker, which 
accordingly they did, and thereupon prefented 
him being Richard Ox/flow Efquire the Queens Sol- 
licitor on the very next day following, being 
Wednefday the fecond day of Odober. 

But notwithftanding this precedent,fome were 
of opinion (although they did not utter it, be- 
caufe they fuppofed themfelves not warranted 
to treat of any thing, much lefs of any dealing 
with the Upper Houfe without a Speaker, or 
without her Majefties Commandment) that this 
was the only precedent that could be fhewed in 
{uch manner of proceeding, and was but an in- 
novation,and not warranted upon good grounds, 
but rather fubject to inconvenience and peril. So 
firft they thought it was a breach of Duty to the 
Queen, that we fhould enter into that or any 
other Confultation before her Majefties Pleafure 
known touching a Speaker. 

Item there was no warrant to refolve us any 
thing, fo that there was no perfon to take the 
Voices or moderate the Confultation. 

Item thofe who fhould go on fuch Meffage, 
could have no good warrant to deliver it in the 
name of the Houfe, when the Houfe could treat 
of nothing. 

Trew it had fome inconvenience of drawing a 
fpecial Prerogative to thofe of the Houfe that 
were of her Majefties Councel from the reft of 
the Houfe. 

tea it had greater peril of precedent to draw 
the Petitions of the Houfe to her Majefty, to be 
done by mediation of the Upper Houfes and 
they thought it to {tand much in duty and hu- 
mility tothe Queen, not to prefume to make 
fuch Petition, or to make difference in proceed- 
ing upon a Parliament newly Summoned, anda 
Seffion of Parliament held by Prorogation as it 
is ufed upon new Summons, fo to fit ftill in all 
humility, expecting that the Houfe fhould be 
fent for to the Upper Houfe , there to receive 
her Majefties Pleafure and Commandment to 
chufe a Speakers which her Pleafure might either 
be delivered by the Lord Chancellor in her Ma- 
jefties Prefence, or in her abfence by Commifli- 
on, as in Cafes of Prorogations and fuch like do- 
ings is ufed. And for that it might be doubted 
how her Majefty fhould have notice that the 
Speakers place was void: it was to be Anfwered, 
that the Houfe it felf judicially hath no notice 
but by relation of his Death as her Majefty hath. 
And her Majefty hath the more certain — 

or 
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for that her felf had made Sir Robert Bell Lord 
Chief Baron, and fo his place of Speaker void 
as fome thought, although fome others thought 
that the Chief Baron may be Speaker, and fhe 
had fince his Death made a new Chief Baron, 
VIZ. 

Nota, That this Argument doth very folidly 
and fully prove, that the Knights, Citizens and 
Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons ought not 
at this time to have joined with the Upper Houfe 
in Petitioning the Queen for liberty to chufe a 
new Speaker, in refpe& that her Majefty could 
not but take notice of it as well as themfelves, 
and the rather at this prefent becaufe fhe had firft 
made Sir Robert Bel! Knight their former Speaker 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, by which many 
fuppofed his place of Speaker was void in the 
{aid Commons Houfe , becaufe he was to be eal- 
led by Writ as a neceflary attendant of the Up- 
per Houfe; and laftly, becaufe her Majefty had 


now afterwards alfo upon his Death, made ano- | 


ther Chief Baron in his room: by all which it ap- 
peared moft plainly as is before urged , that her 


Majefty could not but know as well as themfelves | 


that the faid place of Speaker was void. 

But whether M' Fulk Oxfiow the now Clerk 
of the Houfe of Commons did conceive thefe 
reafons in his own mind, and fo by communica- 
ting them unto others of the faid Houfe, and 
finding them to concur in the fame opinion, did 
thereupon Enter them in the Journal-Book of this 
Parliament, or whether others of the Houfe did 
firft conceive it themfelves, and utter ir to him in 
private in the faid Houfe 5 yet certainly it ha- 
ving not been openly fpoken in the Houfe as ap- 
pears by his own fetting of it down , but pri- 
vately muttered, it ought to have been Entred 
as a private opinion, and not as any part of the 
Journal, and to have been diftinguifhed by be- 
ing written in fome other different hand, from 
that in which the reft of the Journal was fet 
down or the like. 

But yet notwithftanding all thofe forefaid rea- 
fons already fet down, it was at laft agreed by 
the greater number of the few Voices that the 
faid Precedent fhould be followed which had be- 
fore pafied in the eighth year of her Highnels 
Reign: And accordingly were appointed the 
faid M* Treafurer and Sir Fames Crofts Knight 
Comptroller of her Majefties moft honourable 
Houfhold, and Thomas Wilfon E{quire one of her 
Highneffes Principal Secretaries with a conveni- 
ent number of others of the Houfe, to go to the 
Upper Houfe-to make Petition to the Lords for 
their Mediation to her Majefty for Licence to 
chufe a Speaker , the place being void firft by 
the making of the faid Sir Robert Bell to be Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer , and laftly by 
his Death: which Meflage being by the faid per- 
fons executed accordingly , and they brought 
Anfwer again to the Houfe from the Lords, that 
their Lordfhips had appointed all the Lords of 
the Privy-Council, with the Marquefs of Win- 
chefter, the Earl of Arundel, and the Bifhop of 
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London, to make that Suit to her Majefty, and 
required to have four of this Houfe being of her 
Majefties Privy-Council to join therein with 
them, according to the faid Precedent: where- 
upon forafmuch as it appeared to this Houfe 
that the Lords in appointing their number, had 
varied from the faid Precedent , it was mo- 
ved that likewife the number appointed by this 
Houfe might alfo be altered, that in precedent it 
might remain a thing Arbitratory to the Houfe, 
and that fo five of this Houfe being of the Privy- 
Council, fhould be added to the Lords, and the 
rather becaufe it was then affirmed of fome, that 
the caufe why only four of the Council being of 
this Houfe were appointed in the faid eighth 
year, was for that the Lords number was then 
but four, and for that alfo there were at that 
time but four of the Council in thisHoufe. The 
now Lord Treafurer then being the one only 
Principal Secretary to her Majefty 5 but at laft 
the faid Precedent was precifely urged and fol- 
lowed, and the faid M' Treafurer, Mt Comptrol- 
ler, and Sir Francis Wallingham Knight, one of 
her Majefties two Principal Secretaries, and Sir 
Walter Mildmay Knight Chancellor of her High- 
nefs Court of Exchequer, were appointed by 
this Houfe to join with the faid Lords in the faid 
Suit to her Majefty, and Order was then alfo gi- 
ven, that this Houfe (hould alfo daily affemble to 
continue the Seffion and attend the Anfwer of 
her Highneffes Pleafure therein. 

On Tuefday the 17° day of Fazxary,fome num- 
ber of this Houfe Affembled this day to attend 
for the caufes aforefaid, 

On Weduefday the 18*" day of Faxuary , the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Lizcolz Lord 
Steward of the Queens Majefties moft honoura- 
ble Houfhold came into this Houfe, and before 
him divers Knights, Citizens and Burgefles re- 
turned into this Houfe, did openly receive and 
pronounce the Oath according to the form of 
the Statute in that cafe made and provided; and 
he did alfo then and there fignify and declare the 
right Honourable M* Treafurer, M' Comptrol- 
ler, Mt Secretary Wilfox and Mt Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to be his Deputies during this Sef- 
fion of Parliament , that before them or any of 
them, all fuch perfons as fhould, during this.Sef- 
fton, be returned to be of this Houfe, might o- 
penly receive and pronounce the faid Oath ac- 
cordingly , which Deputation they did then 
execute. 

This matter of the Lord Stewards Miniftring 
the Oath of Supremacy unto fuch Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, as were newly Eletted and 
returned to this new Seffion of Parliament, being 
thus tranfcribed out of the Original Journal-Book 
ofthe Houfe of Commons;now follows the whole 
manner of the proceeding of her Majefty in gi- 
ving Authority by her Commiffion under the 
Great Seal unto the Houfe of Commons, to Elec 
a new Speaker, and of their receiving the faid 
Authority, out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Lords, in refpedt that the fee is 

ut 
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but fhortly and imperfectly fet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the faid Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

This forefaid Wednefday Morning the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeffes of the Houfe of Commons 
(being mindful of the great bufinefs of the E- 
leétion of a new Speaker, which they had trea- 
ted of on Monday foregoing being the 16'" day 
of this inftant Fazuary) repaired to the Upper 
Houfe commonly called the Parliament Chamber, 
where being Affembled with the Lords# thofe 
noble Perfonages and others who had been ap- 
pointed to repair unto the Queen on Monday 
foregoing, fignified her Majeftics Pleafure unto 
all the Lords and Commons there prefent con- 
cerning the Choice of a new Speaker by the 
Members of the Houfe of Commons. And there- 
upon the Lord Chancellor fhewed forth a Com- 
mif_lion under the Broad Seal of Exgland, which 
he Commanded the Clerk openly to read; the 
the tenor whereof was as followeth. 


Lizabeth, &c. To our. Right Trufty and 
Right well Beloved Counfellor Sir Thomas 
Bromley Knight, Lord Chancellor of England, 
Greeting. Whereas in the beginning of this 
our prefent Parliament holden at Weftminfter the 
eighth day of Mzy in the fourteenth year of our 
Reign, the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles. being 
Affembled in the fame Parliament were Com- 
manded by us to go to their accuftomed place, 
and there to chufe to themfelves one to be their 
Speaker according to the accuftomed manner: 
Whereupon the fame Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gefles did Ele& and Chufe one Robert Bell Efq; 
afterwards Knight, and Chief Baron of our Ex- 
chequer now deceafed to be their Speaker, and 
the fame their Election did afterwards certifie 
unto us; which Election we did allow and ra- 
tifie: fince which time this our prefent Parlia- 
ment hath been continued by divers Prorogati- 
ons until the 8% day of February in the eigh- 
teenth year of our Reign, at which time the 
faid Parliament was holden and continued from 
the faid 8t* day of February until the 15° day 
of March then next following, from which time 
alfo the faid Parliament hath continued by divers 
and fundry Prorogations until the 16'* day of 
January in this prefent twenty third year of our 
Reign. At which day the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and alfo the faid Knights, Citizens and 
Burgefles have declared unto us that the faid Ro- 
bert Bel fince the laft Seffion of this prefent Par- 
liament is dead, and thereupon have made their 
humble Suit and Petition to us, that they might 
have Licence and Commandment from us to pro- 
ceed to Elec& among{t themfelves one other to 
be their Speaker for the reft of this prefent Par- 
liament yettocome. Wherefore we having cer- 
tain and perfe& knowledge that the faid Robert 
Bell is dead as they havealledged, and confider- 
ing their humble Petition and Requeft is very 
meet and neceflary to be granted, have appoin- 
ted and Conttituted you, and by the thefe Pre- 
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fents we do Will, Command, Conftitute and Ap- 
point you for us and in our Name to Call the 
faid Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes before you 
and other the Lords Spiritual and Temporal Af 
fembled 4n this our prefent Parliament in the 
Higher Houfe of our Parliament at Weftminfter, 
and there prefent, for us and in our Name to 
Will and Command the faid Knights, Citizens - 
and Burgefles to refort to their accuftomed 
place , and there to Elect and Chufe amongft 
themfelves one fufficient and able Perfon to 
be their Speaker for the reft of this prefent:Par- 
liament yet to come 5 and after they have once 
made their Election, that then three or four of 
them for and in all their names fhall fignifie the 
fame unto us; and thereupon we will further 
fignifie our Pleafure unto them what day and 
time they fhall prefent the Perfon Elected before 
us, as heretofore hath been in like Cafes accu- 
{tomed to be done. Wherefore our Will and 
Pleafure is, that you do diligently attend about 
doing of the premifes, and execute the fame with 
effec. In Witnefs whereof we have caufed thefe 
our Letters Patents to be Sealed with our Great 
Seal. Witnefs our Self at Weftminfter the 16th 
day of Fanuary in the twenty third Year of our 
Reign. 


Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houfe ; now follows the continuance 
of this days Paffages, as alfo of the refidue of 
the matters handled in the Houfe of Commons 
during this Seffion of Parliament, out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the fame Houfe. 

At the return of fuch Members of the Houfe 
of Commons into their own Houfe as had been 
prefent in the Upper Houfe during the time the 
recited Commiflion was in reading (for many of 
the Houfe of Commons conceiving that their 
fending for to the Upper Houfe aforefaid, being 
only by their own Serjeant whom they had fent 
upto the Lords to fee if the Lord. Chancellor 
and the reft of their Lordfhips were come thither 
or no, was no orderly giving them notice of 
their Lordfhips defires in that behalf according 
to former ufage, in refpec&t that the faid Com- 
mons are to be fent for by ..........) amongft 
the faid Members as aforefaid, who had been fo 
prefent in the faid Upper Houfe, Sir Francis 
Kuolles Knight Treafurer of her Majelties Houfe- 
hold, did at his return declare, that for Anfwer 
to the Suit her Majefties Commiffion was read to 
licenfé and Command the Commons to Chufe a 
Speaker, and that four of this Houfe being of 
the Privy-Council fhould make report of the 
Election to her Majefty, that her Highnefs might 
thereupon fignifie her further Pleafure for ap- 
pointing the day for prefenting of him. 

M: Treafurer further declared unto the Houfe 
before their proceeding to Election, that he and 
others had juft now feen in the Upper Houfe one 
that isa Member of this Houfe, to wit M' Fohz 
Popham, her Majefties Solicitor General, being 
one of the Citizens for Briffol, and hegre 
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made a Motion that fome of this Houfe might be 
fent to their Lordthips with requeft that the faid 
Mr Popham being a Member of this Houfe might 
forthwith be remanded and reftored to this Houfe 
again, which fome thought not needful to be 
done before the Election, and others again deny- 
ing that he or any other could be Chofen Speaker 
except he were prefent himfelf. The Clerk was 
Commanded to read the faid Precedent again of 
chufing M' Ox/flow in the faid eighth year of her 
Majefties Reign (which faid Precedent fee on 
Monday the 16° day of this inftant foregoing) 
and thereupon that courfe being agreed upon to 
be followed , the faid M' Treafurer and others 
were fent up to the Lords to demand the reftitu- 
tion of the faid M' Popham, and brought An{wer 
again that their Lordfhips had refolved he fhould 
be fent down, the rather becaufe he was a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe, and this Houfe poflefled of 
him before he was Sollicitor, or had any place of 
Attendance in the Upper Houfe. Upon relation 
whereof a Motion was prefently made, that it 
was not meet or convenient to chufe a Speaker 
by perfons that were not of the Houfe, and 
withal it was thought of fome that divers per- 
fons being newly returned in the places of others 
yet living, were not, or ought not to be ac- 
counted Members of this Houfe. Whereupon 
to avoid length of Argument and the impedi- 
ment of the Election, the faid M' Treafurer by 
the Affent of the Houfe. pronounced an Admo- 
nition, that all fuch as were newly returned in 
the places of others yet living thould forbear to 
repair to the Houfe till their cafe were further 
confidered. Then immediately M' Axderfox the 
Queens Serjeant at Law, and Sir Gilbert Gerard 
Knight her Highnefs Attorney General, brought 
from the Lords the faid Mt Popham her Majefties 
Sollicitor General, one of the Citizens for the 
City of Briftol, and reftored him to this Houfe 
as a Member of the fame, and fo departed. And 
then was a Motion made by M' Lewkenor for 
Prayer to be ufed before the EleGion, that it 
might pleafe God both in that and in the refidue 
of the Proceedings of this Houfe, to dire& them 
with his Holy Spirit; and a form of Prayer was 
then read to the Houfe by the Clerk. And then 
afterwards the Houfe proceeding to the Election 
of a Speaker, the faid M* Treafurer firft {peak- 
ing did for his own part name and commend the 
faid Mt Popham, alledging many good reafons 
and caufes moving him thereunto, but {till lea- 
ving neverthelefs liberty without prejudice to 
the refidue of the Houfe to name whom they 
would or thought good. And thereupon the 
whole Houfe with full confent of Voices agreed 
upon the chufing of the faid M' Popham; who 
{tanding up and much difabling himfelf in dutiful 


and reverend wife, and alledging for himfelf 


many reafonable caufes and excufes, befought 
them humbly to proceed to a new Election, 
whereof the Houfe did not allow ; and fo then 
was he forthwith by the faid Mt Treafurer and 


M' Comptroller brought up and placed in the 


Chair,and order thereupon given that the Houfe 
fhould the next day Affemble together, both to 
underftand her Majefties Pleafure for prefenting 
of the Speaker, and alfo to determine of the 
cafe of the faid perfons newly returned into this 
Houfe in the places of others yet living. 

' On Thurfday the 19t* day of fanuary the 
Houfe again Affembled, the Speaker Elect fitting 
in the Chair. | 

_The matter began to be debated touching the 

faid Burgeffes, of whom queftion was made the 
day before; and the Cafe was opened by Mt 
Norton a Citizen of London to the effec follow 
ing, vz, 
_ That there be Members of this Houfe abfent 
in her Majefties Service, as in Embaflage, or in 
her affairs in Ireland, in whofe place new be 
returned. 

Item, fome perfons be fick of durable Di- 
feafes, as Agues, gc. and new be returned in 
their places. 

Item, one M' Flowerden was the laft Seffion 
Burges for Caftle-Rifing in Norfolk, and in the 
Vacation was fick: Upon fuggeftion of which 
ficknefs a Writ went to chufe a new. Where- 
upon Sir Wiliam Drewry isChofen and returned. 
for Caftle-Rifing , who now appeareth, and M* 
Flowerden aifo. In the fame Vacation one Bea- 
mond a Citizen for Norwich is fick of the Gout; 
upon fuggeftion whereof a Writ went out to 
chufe a new for Norwich 3 M' Flowerden is cho- 
fen, returned and newly fworn for Norwich. Vide 
March 18° Saturday poftea. 

The Queftions are whether fuch as be returned 
in places of perfons fick, or of perfons abfent in 
the Queens Service, be Burgeffes, and the old 
difcharged. M® Norton thought the old Burgefles 
remained, and that the faid caufes of ficknefs and 


fervice are good excufes for their abfence, but no 


caufes to remove them and to chufe new. And 
for this he alledged divers Precedents, as of Do- 
‘Gor Dale Embaffador in France, and of Sit 
Henry Sidney Deputy of Wales, who having been 
formerly both of them Members of the Houfe of 
Commons , and abfent by reafon of both their 
faid Imployments, yet when their cafe was once 
made known unto the Houfe and there queftion- 
ed, they were {till retained as Members of the 
faid Houfe, and no new chofen, or admitted. 
But however although fich abfent Members by 
reafon of ficknefs or Foreign Imployment might 
be removed, yet that ought not to be done up- 
on a fuggeftion in the Chancery, but by the . 
Judgment of the Houfe of Commons upon in- 
formation thereof, 
M' Serjeant Flowerden, Mt Robert Snagg, M* 
Seintpoole, and M* Serjeant Fleetwood Comp- 
troller argued tothe contrary, and faid, that in 
all thefe cafes new are to be chofen, and the old 
difcharged. And that it needeth not to have dif- 
charge by the Judgment of the Houfe, but it 
fafficeth to make fuggeftion in the Chancery, and 
to procure a Writ thereupon for a new Election. 
And to queftion this was to difcredit the Lord 
Oo Chan- 
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Chancellor and to fcandalize the Judicial Pro- 
ceedings of that Court. 

And it was further alledged, that not only in 
thefe before-recited Cafes, but alfo in‘all others 
where any new Eleétions are to be made, if the 
Lord Chancellor fend out a Writ upon any fug- 
geftion to chufe a new Burgefs in the place of an 
old, whether the caufe be fuffictent or non-fufi- 
cient to remove the old, or whether the fugge- 
{tion be true or falfe, yet if a new be returned 
the Houfe of Commons is to accept the Burgefs 
and to allow the return, and the old Burgefs re- 
maineth difcharged until the matter be further 
cleared upon the Examination and Judgment of 
the faid Houfe. 

And according to thefe opinions the new Bur- 
gefles EleCted and returned in places of men li- 
ving, were received and allowed in the faid 
Houle; M' Flowerden keeping his place for Nor- 
wich, Sir William Drewry for Caftle-Riféing, M' 
Richard Herbert in place of M' Pugh for Mont- 
gomery, and {0 the like of the reft that were new 
Elected. Vide the contrary refolved March the 
18") poffea. 

Nota, That ali this was done after theEle@ion 
of Johx Popham Efquire the Queens Sollicitor for 
Prolocutor or Speaker, but before his Prefenta- 
tion to the Queen, or her Majeltics allowance of 
him. The agitation of which queftion was doubt- 
lefs either privately muttered in the Houfe, or if 
it were difputed openly it was fuddenly and un- 
warrantably done, in refpect that the Houfe of 
Commons have no power to determine or re- 
folve of any thing after the Ele@ion of the 
Speaker, till he be prefented and. allowed, as may 
eafily be Colleéted by ali Precedents both of 
latter and former times. Neither did this opinion 
of the Houfe thus irregularly given take any great 
effect, becaufe the contrary was refolved March 
18 poftea 

In the mean time of thofe foregoing Argu- 
ments and Difputations in the Houfe, it was fig- 
nified unto the faid Houfe that her Majefties Plea- 
fure was, that the Speaker {hould be prefented 
unto her Highnefs on the next day following at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the Upper 
Houfe. 

On Friday the 20" day of Fanuary the Houfe 
Affembled together, and about two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon they had notice that the Queen 
with the Lords Spiritual and Temporal were all 
fet in the Upper Houfe. Whereupon the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeffes hafted thither with Mt 
Popham their Speaker,and being let in as many as 
conveniently could,and the faid Speaker brought 
up to the Bar at the lower end of the faid Houfe 
by two of the moft eminent Perfonages of the 
Houfe of Commons, he there made his humble 
excufe, and alledged his infufficience for difcharge 
of his place in fuch manner and form as in like 
cafe is ufually accuftomed. 

But notwithf{tanding his faid excufe her Maje- 
{ty by the Lord Chancellor fignified her Allow- 
ance of him, for which the faid Speaker rendred 
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his humble thanks, and Petitioning in the name 
of the Houfe of Commons for Liberty of Speech, 
for free accefs to her Majefty, and for freedom 
from Arrefts , according to the ufual form, the 
Lord Chancellor by the Queens Commandment 
made him a gracious Anfwer 5 after which ended 
the Knights , Citizens and Burgefies with their 
faid Speaker returned unto their own Houfe. 

And being come thither and the Speaker fet in 
his Chair, one Bill according to the ufual form 
was read, which was for the aflurance of Purcha- 
fers againtt incumbrances. 

On Saturday the 21** day of Fannary the Li- 
tany being read by theClerk,and the old Prayer, 
that was ufed in former Seffions, read alfo by the 
Speaker, M' Speaker made a thort Oration to the 
Houfe, partly touching himfelfand partly touch- 
ing them. For his own part acknowledging his 
infirmities and praying both their patience and 
affiftance 5 and for them he advifed them to ufe 
reverent and difcreet Speeches, to leave curiofity 
of form , and to fpeak to the matter: and for 
that the Parliament was likely to be very fhort, 
willed them further to forbear {peaking to Bills 
at the firit reading , and not to {pend too much 
time im unneceflary Motions cr fuperfluous Ar- 
guments. And further defired them that they 
would {ee their Servants, Pages and Lackies at- 
tending on them kept in good order. 

Which ended, a Motion was made that Mt 
Speaker and the refidue of the Houfe of the bet- 
ter fort of Calling, would always at the rifing of 
the Houfe depart and come forth in comely and 
civil fort, for the reverence of the Houfé in 
turning about with alow Courtefte, like as they 
do make at their coming into the Houfe, and 
not fo unfeemly and rudely to thruft and thron 
out as of late time hath been diforderly ufed ; 
which Motion made by Sir James Croft Knight 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold , was 
very well liked of and allowed of all this 
Hout, 

The Bill for reformation of diforders of the 
Clerk of the Market and his Deputies was read 
the firft time. 

M* Paul Wentworth made a Motion for a pub- 
lick Faft and daily Preaching; the Faft to be ap- 
pointed upon fome one certain day, but the 
Preaching to be every Morning at feven of the 
Clock before the Houfe did fit 5 that fo they be- 
ginning their proceeding with the Service and 
Worfhip of God, he might the better blefs them 
in all their Confaltations and Aétions. 

Sir Francis Kuolles Treafurer of the Queens 
Houfhold fpake again{t this Motion, M* Thomas 
Cromwell {pake for it , M* Alford again{t it, M* 
Cooke for it, M" Secretary Wilfow for it, M* Ser- 
jeant Flowerden for i its and M™ Norton thewed 
Precedents that there had been Fafts in London 
by Order only from the Council (by which it 
feemeth he intended to infer that a Parliament 
might much rather appoint it.) 

Hereupon the Houte being divided, and many 
Arguments being {pent pro & con, at ‘length on 

al 
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faid matter in queftion was put to Voices, and 
the better fide had the greater number; for there 
were a hundred and fifteen Voices for it, and 
but a hundred againft it 5 and fo it was Ordered, 
that as. many of the Houfe of Commons as con- 
venient could, fhould on the Swzday feven-night 

after, being the 29*' day of this inftant Fzxwary,, 
Aflemble and meet together in the Temple 

Church there to hear Preaching and join in Pray- 

er together with Humiliation and Fafting for the 

affiftance of GodsSpirit in all their Confultations 

during this Parliament, and for the Prefervation 

of the Queens Majefty and herRealmss and that 

the Preachers whe fhould perform the work and 

fervice of that day, might be appointed by fuch 

of her Majefties Council as were of the Houfe, 

to the intent that they may be difcreet perfons 

and keep convenient proportion of time, with- 

out intermedling with matter of innovation or 

unquietnefs. 

This day alfo it was Ordered that the Houfe 
fhould be called on Weduefday next being the 
25" day of this inftant Fazwary in the After- 
noon, that {o it might appear who did diligently 
intend the bufinefs of the Houfe, and who did 
negligently abfent themfelves. 

M' Broughton al{o this Forenoon made a Mo- 
tion to know the mind of the Houle touching 
his Companion or Fellow Burgefs, who now 
{tood indiéted of Felony, whether he ought to 
remain of the Houfe or to forbear coming, or 
that anew one fhould be Elected in his place. 
Whereupon after the matter had~ been a while 
agitated and difputed of in the Houle, it was 
adjudged, that he ought to remain of the Houfe 
till he were Convicted: for it may be any mans 
cafe who is guiltlefs to be accufed, and thereup- 
on indicted of Felony or a like Crime. 

After which Judgment given by the Houfe, 
M' Nortox did further inform them,that the Lord | 
Chancellor willed him to fignifie unto the Houfe 
that this matter had been moved to him, and 
that a new Writ had been defired of him for the 
Election of another in the place of the faid Bur- 
gefs; but that his Lordthip had refufed to yield 
thereunto, and had further alledged that he 
ought firft to be removed by the Judgment of 
the Houfe; and that thereupon the Houle figni- 
fying fo much to his Lordfhip, he would there- 
upon grant anew Writ for a fecond Election to 
be made. 

The Judgment of the Lord Chancellor, who 
was both Learned in the Laws, and had been an 
antient Parliament man, was much commended 
by the Houfe, and the rather, becaufe it fo op- 
portunely concurred at this time with the Judg- 
ment of the Houfe. Which refolution feemeth 
crofs to that former opinion before-given in the 
Houle on Thurfday latt pait the 19° day of this 
inftant Faxuary, viz. that new Burgefies being 

returned in the place of others living were to 
be allowed and received in the Houfe. 
But yet I conceive that thefe two opinions 
may well ftand togethers for here the Lord 


Chancellor was pleafed not to grant a Writ for 
a new Election, but to tay the Judgment of the 
Houfe, which was without all queftion the moft 
juft and fafe way of Proceeding; whereas in 
thofe other before-recited Cafes he had granted 
out Writs for new Elections upon meer fugge- 
{tions s and then without all queftion the Bur- 
gefies returned upon thofe Writs are to be tecei- 
ved into the Houfe and muft remain as Members 
thereof until they be again rejected by the Judg- 
ment of the Houle. So alfo it is if a Sheriff hal! 
return one for a Knight of a Shire who was un- 


duly or not at all Elected, yet he that is fo re- 


turned remaineth a Member of the Houfe until 
his faid Ele@ion’ be declared void by the Judg- 
ment of the Houfe. But why in the faid former 
Cafe one Elected in a place of a Burge& fick, 
(upon fuggettion doubtlefs that he could not re- 
cover) fhould be adjudged by the Houfe to be 
well Elected, and returned notwithftanding that 
the former Burgefs was prefent in the Parliament 
and had recovered his health, 1 cannot poffibly 
guels. Vide March 18" poftea. 

January 22. Sunday. 

On Monday the 23° day of Fanuary the Houle 
being Affembled did fit till eleven of the Clock 
without the Speaker, for that he was all that time 
at the Court 3 in which mean time the Serjeant 
of the Houfe apprehended one William Hanney 
Servant to Azthony Kirle of the Middle-Temple 
Gent. fitting in this Houfe, who being none of 
this Houfe, and further Examined, confefied up- 
on his Knees that he had fitten here this prefene 
day by the {pace of half an hour at the leaft, cra- 
ving pardon and alledging that he knew not the 
Orders of this Houfe, and was thereupon com- 
mitted to the Serjeants Cuftody till further Or- 
der fhould be taken with him by this Houle. 

M* Speaker coming to the Houle after eleven 
of the Clock read the ufual Prayer, omitting 
the Litany for the fhortnefs of time, and decla- 
red unto the Houfe that the time was then fo 
far {pent as leifure could not then well ferve 
them to proceed unto the reading of any Bill, 
and therefore willed all the Houfe then prefent 
to meet there again on the Morrow at eight of 
the Clock in the Forenoon: And alfo that every 
one of the Houfe which were then prefent,fhould 
give notice thereof unto all fuch of the refidue 
of this Houfe then abfent as they could in the 
mean time happen to fee or meet with, to the 
end that all they might likewife attend in this 
Houfe at the time aforefaid accordingly. 

On Twefday the 24%* day of Fannary, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laft being the Bill thac 
Adtions upon the Cafe fhall be brought in proper 
Counties was read the firft time. 

Mt Speaker declared himfelf for hisown part 
to be very forry for the errorthat happened here 

in this Houfe upon Saturday Jatt in refolving to 
have a publick Faft, and fheweth her Majefties 
great mifliking of the proceeding of this Houle 
therein, declaring it to fall out in fach fort as he 
Oo 2 before 
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before did fear it would dos and advifing the 
Houfe to a Submiffion in that behalf, further mo- 
ved them to beftow their time and endeavour 
hereafter during this Seflion in matters proper 


and pertinent for this Houfe to deal in, and to 
omit all {uperfluous and unneceffary Motions and 


Arguments,with all due regan and confideration | 


to the Order of the Houtfe. 

Mt Vice-Chamberlain declaring a Meffage from 
her Majefty to this whole Houfe, by her High- 
nefs Commandment fhewed unto them her great 
admiration of the rafhnefs of this Houfe in com- 
mitting fuch an apparent contempt again{t herMa- 
jeftics exprefs Commandment very lately before 
delivered unto the whole Houfe by the Lord 
Chancellor in herHighnefs name,as to attempt and 
put in Execution fuch an innovation as the fame 
Fatt without her Majefties Privity and Pleafure 
firft known ; blaming firft the whole Houfe and 
then M' Speaker , and declaring her Majefties 
Proteftation for the allowing of Fafting and 
Prayer, with the ufe and exercife thereof in her 
own Perfon; but reproving the undutiful pro- 
ceeding of this Houfe as againft the duty of Sub- 
jects, did neverthelefs very eloquently and am- 
ply fet forth her Majefties moft honourable and 
good acceptation of the Zeal, Duty and Fidelity 
of this whole/Houfe towards Religion, the Safety 
of her Highnefs Perfon , and the State of this 
Common-wealth (in refpect whereof her Majefty 
hath fo long continued this Parliament without 
Diffolution ) declared further to’the great joy 
and comfort of this whole Houfe, that her Ma- 
jefty neverthelefs of her ineftimable and Princely 
good Love and Difpofition, and of her Highnefs 
moft gracious Clemency conftrueth the faid of- 
fence and contempt to be rath, unadvifed and an 
inconfiderate Error of this Houfe, proceeding of 
Zeal and not of the wilful and malicious intent 
of this Houfe or of any Member of the fame, im- 
puting the caufe thereof partly to her own leni- 
ty towards a Brother of that man which now 
made this Motion (Mt Wextworth) who in the 
laft Seffion was by this Houfe for juft caufes re- 
prehended and committed , but by her Majefty 
gtacioufly pardoned and reftored again. And 
after many excellent Difcourfes and Dilatations 
of her Highnefs moft honourable and loving 
care for the advancement of Religion, and the 
State wherein fhe had before fignified her Prohi- 
bition to this Houfe by the Lord Chancellor, 
fhewed that her Highnefs hath already deepl 
confulted upon thofe matters in all due and ie 
ful refpects, and prepared fit and apt courfes to 
digeft them, meet and ready to be delivered un- 
to this Houfe from her Highnels by fuch direction 
as her Majefty thinketh moft convenient. And 
fo perfwading this Houfe to imploy the time 
about the neceffary fervice of the Queens Ma- 
jefty and of the Common-wealth, with due and 
grave regard to the antient Orders of this Houfe, 
concludeth, that he thinketh it very meet that 
this whole Houfe or fome one of this Houfe, by 
Warrant of the Houfe, in the name of the faid 
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Houfe, do make moft humble fubmiffion unto 
her Majefty, acknowledging the faid offence and 
contempt, and in moft humble and dutiful wife 
to pray remiflion of the fame at her Highnefs 
hands, with full purpofe hereafter to forbear com- 
mitting of the like offence. 

M: Comptroller followed him and fpake to 
the fame effec, but urged and enforced the fault 
of the Houfe with much more violence. 

M' Nicholas S‘ Leger {pake next , and with a 
great deal of difcretion and moderation extenu- 
ated the faid offence of the Houfe; urging firft 
their great affection to her Majefty, the fincerity 
of their intention in that Motion of the Faft ; 
Then the imperfections and fins to which not 
only private men but publick States are alfo fub- 
ject, and therefore needed to be fupported by 
Prayer and Humiliation; And then he urged 
the great fault and remi(snefs of the Bifhops who 
fuffered that moft neceffary Duty of Fafting and 
Humiliation to grow even out of ufe in the 
Church And Jaftly he concluded, that he tru- 
{ted that both her Majefty and all her Subje@s 
would be ready to exprefs their true repentance 
i path in humbling themfelves in Sack-Cloth and 

es. 

Mt S* Poole followed M* S* Leger , but {pake 
fomewhat differing from him , aggravating the 
fault of the Houfe, and urging Submiffion, 

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer f{pake next, 
and admonifhed the Houfe of their duty which 
they did owe to fo good and gracious a Prince as 
her Majefty hath expreffed her felf to be in all 
this long time of her Government, and there. 
fore urged the Houfe to Submiffion. 

M' Sackford one of the Matters of the Re- 
quefts urged the fame Submiffion, but withal he 
thought it very fitting and could with it that M* 
Vice-Chamberlain who had brought the Meflage 
from her Majefty of her difpleafure, might alfo 
carry the Houfes Submiffion back again untoher 
Highnefs. | 

M' Flowerden f{pake next and fhewed the fin- 
cerity of his intention in {peaking for the Faft, 
when it was firft moved ; but now concluded, 
that it was moft fitting for the Houfe to make 
their Submiffion to her Majefty. | 

Mr Carleton {tood up and offered ta have fpo- 
ken, but was interrupted by M' Speaker and the 
Houfe. 

Then M*' Speaker asked the Queftion, whether 
Mr Vice-Chamberlain fhould carry the Submiffi- 
on of theHoufe to her Majefty, and it was agreed 
by the confent of the whole Houfe. 

Mr: Carleton offered again-to fpeak,faying with 
fome repetition, that what he had to move was 
for the liberty of the Houfe; but the Speaker 
notwithftanding and the Houfe (out of a tender 
care as it feemeth to give no further diftaft to her 
Majefty ) did ftay him. 

On Weduefday the 25° day of Fanuary, the 
Bill for Children born in Exgland of Fathers that 
were Aliens, not to be accounted or reputed as 
Englifh, was read the fecond time. 

Mt? Crome 
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Mt Crowell now upon the fecond reading as 
the Order is, fpake againft the Bill, Mt Nortoxz 
for it, with Motion alfo that Englifhmen taking 
Oath to the Pope or Foreign Potentates beyond 
Sea, for Obedience in Exgland, fhall have no 
benefit as Englifhmen. 

M' Broughton {pake againft the faid Bill, Sir 
Francis Kuolles Treafurer of her Majetties 
Houfhold fpake for it, and M' Daltox fpake 
againft it. Whereupon the faid Bill was after 
the forefaid fecond reading (according to the 
courfe and order in that cafe ufual and accuftom- 
ed) committed to M' Treafurer aforefaid, M' 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Doétor Dale one 
of the Mafters of Requefts, Mt Nortoz, M' Al- 
drich , M* Alderfey, M‘ Dalton, M* Fleetwood 
Recorder of London, and Mt Serjeant Fesner 5 
who were appointed to meet on Friday the 27" 
day of Fanuary now next following at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Mr Vice-Chamberlain brought Anfwer from 
her Majefty of her moft gracious acceptation of 
the Submiffion, and of her Majefties Admonition 
and Confidence of their difcreet proceeding 5 
with one {pecial note, that they do not mifreport 
the caufe of her mifliking , which was not, for 
that they defired Fafting and Prayer, but for 
the manner in prefuming to indi& a form of pub- 
lick Faft without Order and without her Privity, 
which was to intrude upon her Authority Ec- 
clefiaftical. 

Sir Walter Mildmay {pake next, and delivered 
a moft Honourable, Grave, Wife and Honeft 
Speech ; which being not found either in the firft 
Original draught of the Journal of the Houfe of 
Commons taken by Fulk Onflow Efq; Clerk of 
the fame, nor otherwife fet down in one other 
fair tranfcribed Copy of the faid Journal by the 
fame M' Ox/flow’s direction then abftractedly and 
fummarily taken 3 I have therefore caufed it to 
be tranfcribed at large out of a Copy of the faid 
Speech I had by me in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

The principal caufe of our Affembly here be- 
ing to confult of matters that do concern the 
Realm, I have thought good with your patience 
to remember you of fuch things as for the weight 
and neceflity of them I take to be worthy of 
your confiderations. Wherein I mean to note 
unto you what [ have conceived firft of the pre- 
fent {tate we be in, next of the dangers we may 
juftly be in doubt of, and laftly what provifion 
ought to be made in time to prevent or refift 
them. Thefe (hewed as briefly as the matters will 
fuffer,I leave them to yourJudgments to proceed 
further as you fhall find it expedient. 

That our moft Gracious Queen did at her firft 
Entry loofen us from the Yoke of Rome, and 
did reftore unto this Realm the moft pure and 
holy Religion of the Gofpel, which for a time 

was over-{hadowed with Popery, is known of 
all the World, and felt of us to our fingular 
Comforts. But from hence as from the Root hath 
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{prung that implacable malice of the Pope and 
his Confederates againft her, whereby they have 
and do feek not only to trouble, but if they 
could to bring the Realm again into a Thral- 
dom; the rather for that they hold this as a firm 
and fetled Opinion, that Ezglend is the only fet- 
led Monarchy that moft doth maintain and coun- 
tenance Religion, being the Chief San@uary for 
the afflicted Members of the Church that fly thi- 
ther from the Tyranny of Rome, as men being 
in danger of Shipwrack do from a raging and 
tempeftuous Sea to a calm and quiet Haven. This 
being fo, what hath not the Pope aflaied to an- 
noy the Queen and her State,thereby as he think- 
eth to remove this great obftacle that ftandeth 
between him and the over-flowing of the World 
again with Popery? For the proof whereof thefe 
may fuffice. 

The Northern Rebellion ftirred up by the 
Pope, and the quarrel for Popery. 

The maintenance fithence of thofe Rebels and 
other Fugitives. 

The publifhing of a moft impudent, blafphe- 
mous and malicious Bull againft our moft Right- 
ful Queen. 

The Invafion into Ireland by Fames Fitz 
Morrice , with the affiftance of fome Englifh 
Rebels. 

The raifing of a dangerous Rebellion in Ire- 
land by the Earl of Defzoud and others, intend- 
ing thereby to make a general Revolt of all the 
whole Realm. 

The late Invafion of Strangers into Ireland, 
and their fortifying it. 

The Pope turned thus the venom of his Cur- 
fes and the Pens of his malicious Parafites into 
men of War and Weapons,to win that by Force, 
which otherwife he could notdo. And though 
all thefe are faid to be done by the Pope, and in 
his name, yet who feeth not that they be main- 
tained under-hand by fome Princes his Confede- 
rates? And if any man be in doubt of that, let 
him but note from whence the Jaf{t Invafion into 
Ireland came, of what Country the Ships, and of 
what Nation the moft part of the Souldiers were, 
and by direction of whofe Minifters they received 
their Victual and Furniture. 

For the Pope of himfelf at this prefent is far 
unable to make War upon any Prince of that 
Eftate which her Majefty is of, having loft as 
you know many years by the Preaching of the 
Gofpel thofe infinite Revenues which he was 
wont to have out of Exgland, Scotland, Germany, 
Switzerland, Denmark and others, and now out 
of France and the Low Countries 3 fo as we are 
to think that his name only is ufed, and all or the 
moft part of the charge born by others. 

The Queen neverthelefs by the Almighty 
Power of God ftandeth faft, maugre the Pope 
and all his Friends; having hitherto refifted all 
attempts againft her, to her great honor and 
their great fhame. As 

The Rebellion in the North fuppreffed with- 
out effufion of Blood, wherein her Majefty may 
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fay as Cajar did, veni, vidi, vicis fo expedite and 
fo honourable was, the Victory that God did give 
her by the diligence and valour of thofe noble 
men that had the conducting thereof. 

The Enterprize of Fames Fitz Morrice detea- 
ted, and himfelf flain. 

The Italians pulled out by the ears at Smir- 
wick in Ireland, and cut in pieces by the notable 
Service of a noble Captain and Valiant Soul- 
diers. 

Neither thefe nor any other threatnings or 
fears of danger hath or doth make her to ftagger 
or relent in the Caufe of Religion , but likea 
conftant Chriftian Princefs fhe ftill holdeth faft 
the profefiion of the Gofpel that hath fo long up- 
holden her, and made us to live in Peace twenty 
two Years and more under her moft Gracious 
Government, {ree from thofe troubles that our 
Neighbours have felt 5 fo as this now feemeth to 
be our prefent State , ablefled, peaceable and 
happy time, forthe which we are moft bound to 
God and to pray unto him for the continuance 
thereof. 

But yet notwithftanding, {ceing our Enemies 
fleep not, it behoveth us not to be carelefs, as 
though all were pafts but rather to think, that 
there is but a piece of the {torm over, and that 
the greater part of the Tempeft remaineth be- 
hind, and is like to fall upon us by the malice of 
the Pope, the moft Capital Enemy of the Queen 
and this State, the determinations of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, and the Combination of the Pope 
with other Monarchies and Princes devoted un- 
to Rome, afluring our felves that if their Powers 
be anfwerable to their Wills, this Realm fhall 
find at their hands all the Miferies and Extremities 
that they can bring upon it. And though by the 
late good Succefs which God hath given in Ire- 
land, thefe lewd and malitious Enterprizes feem 
for a time to be as it wereat a ftand; yet let us 
be affured that neither their attempts upon Ire- 
land, neither the mi(chiefs intended againft Exg- 
land will ceafe thus; but if they find us negligent 
they will be ready with greater Forces than have 
been yet feen. The certain determination which 
the Pope and his Combined Friends have to root 
out the Religion of the Gofpel in all.places, and 
to begin here as their greateft impediment, is 
caufe fufficient to make us the more--vigilant, and 
to have a wary eye to their doings and proceed- 
ings, how fmoothly foever they {peak or diffem- 
ble their Friendfhips for the time : for let us think 
furely, that they have joined hands together a- 
gain{t us, and if they can, they will procure the 
Sparks of the Flames that brive been fo terrible 
in other Countries, to fly over into Exgland, and 
to kindle as great a Fire here. And as the Pope 
by open Holtility, as you fee, hath fhewed him- 
felf again{t her Majefty 5 fo the better to Anfwer 
in time the purpofes that he hath fet down in the 
mean feafon till they may come to ripenef3, he 
hath and doth by f€cret praétices within this 
Realm leave nothing unproved , emboldening 
many undutiful Subjects to ftand faft in their dif- 
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obedience to her Majefty and. her Laws. For al- 
beit the pure Religion of the Gofpel hath had a 
free courfe, and hath been freely Preached now 
many years within this Realm by the Protection 
of her Majefties moft Chriftian Government ; 
yet fuch have been the practices of the Pope and 
his fecret Minifters, as the obftinate and {tiff 
necked Papift is fo far from being reformed, as 
he hath gotten Stomach to go backward, and to 
thew his difobedience not only in arrogant words 
but alfo in contemptuous Deeds. 

To.confirm them herein and to increafe their 
number you fee how the Pope hath and doth 
comfort their hollow hearts with Abfolutions, 
Difpenfations , Reconciliations, and fuch other 
things of Rome. You fee how lately he hath fent 
hither a fort of Hypocrites, naming themfelves 
Jefuits, a rabble of Vagrant Friers newly fprung 
up. and running through the World to trouble 
the Church of God, whofe principal Errand is 
by creeping into the Houfes of men of behaviour 
and reputation, not only to corrupt the Realm 
with falfe Doétrine, but alfo under that pretence 
to {tir up Sedition, to the peril of her Majefty 
and her good Subjects. 

How thefe practices of the Pope have wrought 
in the difobedient Subjects of this Land is both evi- 
dent and lamentable to confider.For fuch impref- 
fion hath the eftimation of the Pope's Authority 
made in them, as not only thofe which from the 
beginning have refufed to obey, but many, yea 
very many of thofe which divers years together 
did yield and conform themfelves in their open 
Actions, fithence the Decrees of that unholy 
Council of Trewt’, and fithence the publifhing 
and denouncing of'that blafphemous Bull againft 
her Majefty, and fithence thofe fecret Abfoluti- 
ons and Reconciliations, and the {warming hither 
of a number of Popith Priefts and Monkith Je- 
fuits, have and do utterly refufe to be of our 
Church, or to refort unto our Preaching and 
Prayers. The fequel whereof muft needs prove 
dangerous to the whole State of the Common- 
Wealth. 

By this you fee what caufe we have jultly to 
doubt great mifchief threatned to this Realms 
and therewith you may eafily fe¢ alfo how for 
the preventing and withftanding of the fame it 
behoveth her Majefty not only to provide in time 
fufficient Laws for the continuing of this peace- 
able Government, but alfo to be ready with For- 
ces to reprefs all attempts that may be enterpri- 
zed either by Enemies abroad, or by evil Subjects 
at home. 

What difference there is between the Popes 
perfecuting Church and this mild Church of the 
Gofpel, hath been feen in all Ages, and efpeci- 
ally in the late Government compared with the 
merciful time of her Majefties Reign; the conti- 
nuance of which Clemency is alfo to be wifhed 
fo far as may ftand with Gods Honour and the 
Safety of the Realm: but when by long proof 
we find that this favourable and gentle manner 
of dealing with the Difobeyers and Sit dios pa 
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of Religion to win them by fair means if it were 
poflible, hath done no good, but hath bred in 
them a more arrogant and cortemptuous Spirit, 
fo as they have not only prefumed to difobey the 
Laws and Orders of the Realm, but alfo to ac-

tions and fuch like 5 and that by the hands of 
lewd Runnagates, Priefts and Jefuits, harbour- 
ing and entertaining them even in their Houfes,

But thefe 
Forces with their Furniture and Munition, can 
neither be prepared nor maintained to have con- 
tinuance without provifion of Treafure fufficient 


to bear the Charge, being as you know termed

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{tice among{t her People without refpe@ to Per- 
fons ; a Queen befides of this noble Realm, our 
Native Country, renowned of the World,which 
our Enemies daily gape to over-run, if by force 
or fleight they could do it; For fucha Queen 
and fuch a Country, and for the defence of the 
Honour and Safety of them both, nothing ought 
to be dear unto us, that with moft willing hearts 
we fhould not {pend and adventure freely. 

The fame love and duty that we owe to our 
Gracious Soveraign,and to this our Native Coun- 
try,ought to make usall tothink upon theRealm 
of Ireland as upon a principal Member of this 
Crown, having continued fo this four hundred 
Years or more. To Jofe that Land or any part 
thereof, which the Enemies feek , would not 
only bring with it difhonour , but alfo prove a 
thing moft dangerous to Egland confidering the 
nearne(s of that Realm to this, and the goodnefs 
of fo many notable Havens as be there. Again 
to reform that Nation by planting there of Re- 
ligion and Juftice, which the Enemies labour to 
interrupt, is moft godly and neceflary 5 the neg- 
leCting whereof hath and will continue that Peo- 
ple in all Irreligion and Diforder, to the great 
offence of God, and to the infinite Charge of this 
Realm. 

Finally let us be mindful alfo of our fafety, 
thereby to avoid fo great dangers, not feen afar 
off, but imminent over our heads. 

The quietnefs that we have by the Peaceable 
Government of her Majefty, doth make us to 
enjoy all that is ours in more freedom than any 
Nation under the Sun at this day : but let not 
that breed in us a carelefs Security, as though 
this clear Sun-light could never be darkened ; 
but let us think certainly that the Pope and his 
Favourers do both envy our Felicity, and leave 
no practice unfought to over-throw the fame. 
And if any man be fo dull (as I truft there be 
none here) that he cannot conceive the blefled- 
nefs of this our golden Peace, except he felt the 
lack of it; Jet him but caft his Eyes over the 
Seas, into our Neighbours Countries, and there 
behold what trouble the Pope and his Minifters 
have ftirred againft fuch as profefs the fame Re- 
ligion of Jefus Chrift as we do: there he may 
find Depopulations and Devaftations of whole 
Provinces and Countries, over-throwing, {poil- 
ing and facking of Cities and Towns, Imprifon- 
ing, ranfoming and murthering of all kind of 
People 5 befides other infinite Calamities which 
the infolency of War doth ufually bring with it. 

From thefe God in his Mercy hath delivered 
us; but this neverthelefs is the State and conditi- 
on that our Enemies would fee usin, if by any 
device they could bring it to pafs;_ and to that 
end be then affured they will fpare for no coft, 
nor leave any means unaffayed. 

Therefore to conclude, feeing the malice of 
the Pope and his Confederates are fo notorious 
unto us, and feeing the dangers be {0 great, fo 
evident and fo imminent, and feeing that Prepa- 
rations to with{tand them cannot be made with- 
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out fupport of the Realms and feeing that our 
Duties to God, our Queen and Country, and 
the neceflity that hangeth upon our own Safe- 
guards, be reafons fufficient to perfwade us, let 
us think upon thefe mattersas the weight of them 
deferveth, and fo provide in time both by Laws 
to reftrain and correé the evil affected Subjects, 
and by provifion of that which fhall be requi- 
fite for the maintenance of Forces, as our Ene- 
mies finding our minds fo willing, and our hands 
fo ready to keep in Order our Country, and to 
furnifh her Majefty with all that fhall be necefla- 
ry, may either be difcouraged to attempt any 
thing againft us, or if they do, they may find 
fuch refiftance, as fhall bring confufion to them- 
felves, honour to our moft Gracious Queen, and 
Safety to all of us. 

Mr Nortoz purfued the fame Admonition, and

It was Ordered that the Houfe fhould be called 
upon Saturday next at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon. 

William Hanney Servant to Mr. Anthony Kirle, 
having on Monday the 23" day of Fanuary laft 
paft been prefent in the Houfe of Commons about 
the fpace of half an hour, being no Member of 
it, and having been thereupon committed to 
the Serjeant of the Houfe, was this Forenoon 
brought to the Bar by the Serjeant, who humbly 
upon his Knees fubmitted himfelf to the grace 
and favour of this Houfe , acknowledging his 
fault to proceed only upon fimplicity and igno- 
rance 5 whereupon atter {ome Examinations aor 
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he had willingly taken the Oath againtt the Popes 
Supremacy, he was remitted by the Houfe pay- 
ing his Fees. 

In the Afternoon about two of the Clock the 
faid Committees did meet in the Exchequer 
Chamber, where M' Nortoxz {pake very well to 
thofe matters which had been propounded by 
Sir Walter Mildmay in the Forenoon , and did 
thereupon exhibite certain Articles to the like 
purpofe, which were by the Committees confi- 
dered and fome others added unto them. And 
it was Ordered that Mr Serjeant Fleetwood, M* 
Serjeant Fenner, Mt Serjeant Flowerden, and.M" 
Yelverton and Mr. Nortow fhould fet down the 
matters upon which they had there agreed, and 
having digefted them into Articles fhould exhi- 
bit them at the next meeting of the Committees, 
which was appointed to be on Friday next at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

On Thurfday the 26" day of Faxuary, the Bill 
for avoiding of Counterfeit Inftruaments under 
Counterfeit Seals of any Office or Offices, was 
read the fecond time, and committed unto Mr. 
Vice-Chamberlain , Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Mr. Treafurer of the Chamber, Sir Tho- 
mas Brown , Mr. Sands , Mr.Cromwell and Mr. 
Atkizs 5 who were appointed to meet on Satur- 
day next at two of the Clock in the Afternoon 
in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill for avoiding of Incumbrances againft 
Purchafers was read the {econd time and Ordered 
to be ingrofled. 

The Bill that Actions upon the Cafe fhall be 
brought in proper Counties was read the fecond 
time, and after fundry Arguments was upon the 
queftion committed to Sir George Cary, Sir George 
Speake, Mr. Serjeant Fenner, Mr. Wroth and o- 
thers, who were appointed to meet this After- 
noon at two of the Clock in the Tewple-Church. 

On Friday the 27" day of Fanwary, Seven Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing; of which the firft being the Bill for the 
fpeedy recovery of Debts was read the firft 
time.

The Committees appointed on Wedvefday \afk 
the 23" day of this inftant January to meet this 
Afternoon at two of the Clock in the Exchequer 
Chamber, about the framing and drawing up 
the two Bills of Religion and the Subfidy, met 
accordingly, where the Articles and heads that 
concerned them were appointed to Mr. Nortoxz 
to Pen and bring to the Houfe the next day.

fhould now prefently repair unto the Lords to 
pray the faid Conference in the name of this 
whole Houfe. Whereupon M' Treafurer,M' Vice- 
Chamberlain, Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and Mr. Secretary Wilfow, with divers others of 
this Houfe went up tothe Lords, and brought 
Anfwer again, that they had delivered unto their 
Lordfhips the Meflage of this Houfe which they 
had in Charge, and that their Lordtbips Anfwer- 
ed they would confider of the requeft of this 
Houfe therein, and then make further An- 
{wer. 

Mr. Comptroller declared that he and divers 
others of the Committees appointed to have Con- 
ference with the Lords yefterday in the After- 
noon at the Court, touching the Bill before-paf- 
fed in this Houfe for avoiding of certain Incum- 
brances again{t Purchafers, were there prefent 
with their Lordfhips, and that thetr Lordthips 
upon the Conference liked well of the intent and 
meaning of this Houfe in the faid Bill but that 
their Lordfhips were of opinion that it were meet 
to have fome other words added to the faid Bill, 
the better to explain and carry the effect of the 
intent of the faid Bill, as (faid he) thofe of the 
{aid Committees towards the Law could better 
declare. Whereupon after fome turther Speeches 
thereof ufed by Mr, Serjeant F/owerdeme and Mr. 
Serjeant 
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Serjeant Fenner, the faid Serjeants were further 
advifed and required, that as of themfelves and 
not by appointment of the Houfe they fhould 
offer fome fuch courfe of amendment thereof to 
their Lordfhips as might give good furtherance 
to the paffing of the faid Bill. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the laft being the 
Bill for Examination of Witnefles in Towns 
Corporate was read the firft time. 

M® Serjeant Anderfon and Mr. Dottor Clark 
did bring word from the Lords that their Lord- 
fhips upon the requeft made unto them by this 
Houfe, have appointed eighteen of themfelves 
to meet at the Court this Afternoon in the Coun- 
cil Chamber immediately after Dinner, to have 
Conference with fuch of this Houfe as it fhall 
pleafe this Houfe to appoint for that purpofe to 
meet there with them touching matters of Re- 
ligion. Whereupon all the faid former Commit- 
tees of this Houfe were Commanded to give 
their attendance this Afternoon at the Court for 
that purpofe accordingly. | 

And it is Ordered, that Mt Hal/s matter be 
Examined by the Committees to Morrow in the 
Afternoon, for that the fame cannot be dealt in 
this day by reafon of the Conference to be had 
with the Lords this Afternoon at the Court 
touching matters of Religion. Vide February 14, 
being Tue/day following. 

The Bill for ratifying an Award for certain 
Copyholders in the County of Worceffer, and the 
Bill for Partition of Lands.between the Coheirs 
of the late Lord Latimer , are appointed to be 
confidered of .by the Committees upon Friday 
next at two of the Clock in the Afternoon in 
the Exchequer Chamber. 

Tt is Ordered that three Bills touching Cloths 
which are before committed all to one Commit- 
tee be deferred untilto Morrow next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Further day is given to the Committees in thé 
Bill againft Libelling till Friday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 


Upon Declaration this day made by Mr. Speak- 
er unto this Houfe touching the Cafe of Mt Wa/- 
ter Vaughan Kuight for the County of Caermar- 
then {uppofed to be out-lawed , that upon Exa- 
mination had by the Order and appointment of 
this Houfe of the Adions brought again{t him 
in the fame Suits it appeareth that they were all 
grown by Suretifhip for other perfons and not 
for his own debts or caufes, and withal that yet 
neverthelefs he had to his own great charge and 
hindrance very honef{tly compounded and taken 
order for all or the moft part of them already; 
It was then agreed by the whole Houfe that he 
fhould ftand and continue as in his former Eftate 
of the good opinion of this whole Houle fuffici- 
ently purged and difcharged of the faid fufpiti- 
ons before in Queftion. Vide concerning this mat- 
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ter on Monday this 6 day of this inftant Fe- 
bruary foregoing. | 

On Thurfday the 9°" day of February, the Bill 
againft unlawful Hunting of Conies was read 
the fecond time and committed unto M' Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, Sir Thomas Scott, Sir Fhomas 
Browne, Sit Williare Moore, M' Crooke, M* Tilney, 
M' Nemdigate and Mt Cowper , to confider pre- 
fently of the Bill in the Committee Chamber of 
this Houfe. 

Three other Bills alfo of no great moment had 
each of them one reading 5 of which the laft be- 
ing the Bill for addition for paving the {treet 
without Aldgate was read the fecond time and 
committed to M' Secretary Wil/oz,M' Lieutenant 
of the Tower, Sir William Winter, Sir Rowland 
Hayward, Mr, Robert Wroth and Mr. Alderfey, who 
were appointed to meet on Saturday next at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon at the Court in 
Mr. Secretaries Chamber. 

Mr. Dottor Lewes and Mr. Doctor Gibbox did 
bring from the Lords a Bill touching the Hofpital 
of Ledbury in the County of Hereford. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading; of which the fecond being 
the Bill for Explanation of the Statute againft 
the forging of Deeds and Evidences, @c. was 
read the fecond time and Ordered to be in- 
grofied. 

Mr. Treafurer moved that the Committees of 
this Houfe,which were yefterday with the Lords, 
might meet together at two of the Clock this Af- 
ternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill againft counterfeit Inftruments and 
counterfeit Seals of Offices was read the third 
time 5 and after many Arguments both againft 
the Bill and with the Bill was referred to further 
Argument till to Morrow next. 

On Friday the 10° day of February, Six Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft touching Gavelkind Land 
within the City of Exeter, and the laft being 
the Bill for granting of one Subfidy, two Fif- 
teenths and Tenths, had each of them their firkt 
reading.

The Bill for Explanation of the “Statute for 
forging of Evidences and Writings was read the 
third time and paffed upon the Queftion, after 
the amendment of certain words likewife three 
times read. 

Four Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading 3 of which the laf{t being 
the Bill againft inordinate felling of Wooll and 
Yarn, was read the fecond time and committed 
unto Sir Thomas Bointon, Sit William Moore, M' 
George Speak, M' Layton, Mt Keale and others, 
who were appointed to meet at two of the Clock 
this Afternoon at the Guild-Hall. 

Mr. Cromwell one of the Committees in the Bill 
for ratification of an award for certain Copyhold- 
ers in the County of 1 hata tay (who were ap- 
pointed on Monday the 6° day of this inftant 
February foregoing) brought in the Bill with 
the amendment of one Letter in a mans name, 
viz. Dallowe for Ballowe, and alfo with an Ad- 
dition of a general faving.

Mr. Serjeant Axderfon and Mr. Dottor Clark 
did bring from theLords a Bill touching the forti- 
fying of the Borders towards Scotland. 


After fundry Arguments made to the Bill laft 
read, itis upon the doubtfulnefs in the Anfwer 
to the Queftion refolved upon the Divifion of 
the Houfe, that the Bill to be drawn by the 
Committees fhall contain the number of eighteen 
Miles diftant from the City of Lozdow by the dif- 
ference of forty three perfons. 

And upon another Queftion clearly refolved 
that the fame Bill fo to be drawn (hall contain 
but eight Miles from the River of Thames.

Nota, That there is no mention made of Mouz- 
day the 13" day of this inftant February, or of 
any Paflages thereof in the Houfe of Commons in 
the Original Journal-Book of the fame Hou ; 
and it may thereupon be very probably conclu- 
ded, that the faid Houfe fate not upon the faid 
day, which may feem the more ftrange alfo be- 
caufe the Lords of the Upper Houfe did fit. 

On Tuefday the 14% day of February, the Bill 
for ratification of an award made between W1/- 
liam Hide Elg3and Walliam Darrell E(quire, was 
read the fecond time, and committed unto Mr. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Serjeant 
Flowerdewe, Mr.Cromwell, Mr. Boyes and Mr. 
Norton , and the Bill was delivered to Mr: 
Norton. 

Two Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading; of which the fecond be- 
ing the Bill for Explanation of the Statute of 32 
A 8. for limitation of prefcription, was read the 
fecond time, and committed unto Mr. Serjeant 
Fenner , Mr. Serjeant Flowerdewe and Mr. Crom- 
well, and the Bill was delivered to the faid Mr: 
Cromwell. 

Mt Vice-Chamberlain for himfelf and the te- 
fidue of the Committees appointed to Examine 
Mt: Ha/,the Printer, the Scrivener, and all other 
perfons privy to the fetting forth and publifhing 


| of the Book, declared that they had charged the 


faid M' Hall with contempt againft this Houle 
the laft Seffion , in that being injoined by this 
Houfe to appear, he departed out of Town in 
contempt of the Court; and afterwards teftified 
the fame his wilful contempt by an unfeemly Let- 
ter addrefied by him to this Houfe; and charged 
him further with divers Articles of great impor- 
tance {elected by the faid Committees out of the 


‘ faid Books as firft, with publifhing the Confe- 


rences of this Houfe abroad in Print, and that in 
a Libel with a counterfeit name of the Author, 
and no name of the Printer, and containing mat- 
ter of infamy of fundry good particular Mem- 
bers of the Houfe, and of the whole State of the 
Houfe in general, and alfo of the Power and Au- 
thority of this Houfe, affirming that he knew of 
his own knowledge that this Houle had de facto 
judged and proceeded untruly. 

And was further charged , that he had inju- 
rioufly impeached the memory of the late Speaker 
deceafed, and had impugned the Authority of 
this Houfe in appointing Committees without his 
affent ;. and that in defacing the credit of the 
Body and Members of this Houfe, he prattifed 
to deface the Authority of the Laws and Pro- 
ceeding in the Parliament , and fo to impair the 
Ancient Orders touching the Government of the 
Realm and Rights of this Houfe and the form of 
making Laws, whereby the Subjects of the Realm 
are governed. And further was charged, that 
fince his being before the Lords of the Council 
for his faid offence, and after that He had recet- 
ved rebuke of them for the fame, and me - 

ere 
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fered fome form of a fubmiffion, he had eftfoon 
again publifhed the faid Book, and that whereas 
upon his Examination in the Houfe he had deni- 
ed the having any more than one of the faid 
Books, it was yet proved he had twelve or thir- 
teen, and fix of them fince the-time he was cal- 
led before the faid Lords of the Council. 

Unto all which things as the faid Mt Ha// 
could make no reafonable Anfwer or denial, 
fo the faid Mt Vice-Chamberlain very excellently 
fetting forth the natures and qualities of the faid 
offences in their feveral degrees, moved in the 
end, that Mt Ha// being without at the Door 
might be called in to Anfwer unto thofe points 
before the whole Houfe , and fo thereupon to 
proceed to fome end 5 and therewithal per{wa- 
ding a due confideration of {pending the time, as 
much as might be, in matters of greateft moment, 
wherein much lefs hath been done this Seflion 
than in any other thefe many years in like quan- 
tity of time. And thereupon after divers other 
Motions and Speeches had in the faid matter, the 
Printer was brought to-the Bar, and being Exa- 
mined, avowed, that Mt Ha/ after that he had 
been before the Lords of the Council, came to 
him and told him that he had Anfwered the mat- 
ter for the Books before the Council , and that 
therefore the Printer might deliver the faid Books 
abroad; and alfo where the faid Printer wifhed 
unto the faid Mt Ha/ fince his laft committing, 
that all the faid Books had been burned before 
he medled with them, M' Hall fhould fay to 
him again, he would not for a hundred pound. 
And then being fequeftred, 

M' Hall was brought to the Bar, where after 
fome reverence done by him, though not yet in 
{uch humble and lowly wife as the {tate of one in 
that place to be charged and accufed requireth, 
whereof being admonifhed by M' Speaker, and 
further by him charged with fundry of the faid 
parts collected out of the faid Book, he fubmit- 
ted himfelf to the Houfe, refufing to make any 
Anfwer or defence at all in the matter, but ac- 
knowledging his-errour prayed pardon of the 
whole Houfe with all his heart, and that done, 
was fequeftred. 

After which upon fundry Motions and Argu- 
ments had touching the quality and nature of his 
faults, and of fome proportionable forms of pu- 
nifhment for the fame, as Imprifonment, Fine, 
banifhment from the Fellowfhip of this Houfe, 
and an utter Condemnation and retractation of 
the faid Book 5 it was upon the Queftion refolved 
by the whole Houfe without any one negative 
voice, that he fhould be committed to Prifon. 

And upon another Queftion likewife refolved, 
that he fhould be committed to the Prifon of the 
Tower, as the Prifon proper to this Houfe. 

And upon another Queftion it was in like 
manner refolved , that he fhould remain in the 
faid Prifon of the Tower by the {pace of fix 
Months, and fo much longer as until himfelf 
fhould willingly make a Retractation of the faid 
Book to the fatisfaction of thisHoufe, or of fuch 
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Order as this Houfe fhall take for the fame du- 
ring the continuance of this prefent Parlia- 
ment. 

And upon another Queftion it was alfo in like 
manner refolved, that a Fine fhould be affeffed 
by this Houfe to the Queens Majefties ufe, upon 
the faid M' Ha, for his faid offence. 

And upon another queftion it was alfo refol- 
ved in like manner, that the {aid Fine fhould be 
five hundred Marks. 

And upon another Queftion alfo it was like- 
wife refolved, that the faid Mt Hall thould pre- 
fently be fevered and cut off from being a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe any more during the continu- 
ance of this prefent Parliament , and that M™ 
Speaker by Authority of this Houfe fhould dire& 
a Warrant from this Houfe to the Clerk of the 
Crown-Office in the Chancery, for awarding 
of the Queens Majefties Writ to the Sheriff 
of the faid County of Lincoln, for a new Bur- 
gefs to be returned into this prefent Parlia- 
ment for the faid Borough of Grantham, in lieu 
and ftead of the faid Arthur Hall, fo as before 
difabled any longer to be a Member of this 
Houle. 

And upon another Queftion it was alfo in like 
manner refolved, that the faid Book and flande- 
rous Libel fhould and {hall be holden, deemed, 
taken and adjudged to be utterly falfe and erro- 
neous, and that the fame fhall be publickly tefti- 
fied, affirmed and fet forth to be falfe, feditious 
and erroneous in fuch fort, order and degree as 
by this Houfe (hall be during this Seffion of Par- 
liament further determined in that behalf. 

Which done the faid M' Ha// was brought in 
again to the Bar, unto whom M' Speaker in the 
name of the whole Houfe pronounced the faid 
Judgment in form aforefaid, and fo the Serjeant 
Commanded to take charge of him and convey 
him to the faid Prifon of the Tower, and to de- 
liver himto M' Lieutenant of the Tower by War- 
rant from this Houfe to be dire&ted and figned by 
Mr Speaker for that purpofe. Which done and 
the faid M' Hall being had away by the Serjeant, 
it was agreed (upon a Motion made by M' Speak- 
er) that the whole courfe and form of the faid 
Proceedings and Judgment of this Houfe againft 
the faid M' Hal/ fhould be afterwards orderly 
digefted and fet down in due form to be firit 
read in this Houfe, and then fo Entred by the 
Clerk as the refidue of the Orders and Proceed- 
ings of this Houfe in other Cafes are ufed to be 
done, and fo it was afterwards drawn into form, 
read unto the Houfe and Entred by the Clerk ac- 
cordingly iz bec verba, viz. 

Where it was informed unto this Houfe upon 
Saturday being the fourth day of this prefent Fe- 
bruary, that Arthur Hall of Grantham in the 
County of Lizcolz Efg; had fithence the laft-Sef- 
fion of this Parliament made, fet forth in Print, 
and publifhed a Book Dedicated unto Sir Hexry 
Kzyivett Knight a good Member of this Houfe, 
withouthis Privity, liking or allowance in part, 
tending greatly to the {lander and reproach + 

only 
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only of Sir Robert Bell Knight deceafed, late 
Speaker of this Parliament, and of fundry par- 
ticular Members of this Houfe, but alfo of the 
Proceedings of this Houfe in the fame lat Seffion | 
of Parliament in a Caufe that concerned the faid 
Arthur Halland one Smalley his Man. And that 
there was alfo contained a long Difcourfe tend- 
ing to the diminifhment of the ancient Authority 
of this Houfe. And that thereupon by Order of 
this Houfe the faid Arthur Hall was fent for by 
the Serjeant of this Houfe to appear upon Moz- 
day following, which he did accordingly. Where- 
upon being called to the Bar and charged by the 
Speaker with the information given again{t him, 
he confeffed the making and fetting forth there- 
of. Whereupon the faid Arthur Hall being fe- 
quettred, the Houfe did prefently appoint di- 
vers Committees to take a more particular Exa- 
mination of the faid Caufe , and of all fuch as 
had heen doers therein. Which Examination be- 
ing finifhed by the faid Committees, they infor- | 
med this Houfe that they had charged the faid 
Arthur Hall with contempt again{t this Houfe | 
the faid laft Seffion , In that being enjoined by 
this Houfe to appear there at a time by this 
Houfe prefixed, he departed out of the Town 
in contempt of the Court, and afterwards tefti- 
fied and inforced the fame his wilful contempt 
by an unfeemly Letter addretied by him to this 
Houfe, and charged him alfo with publifhing the 
Conferences of this Houfe abroad out of the 
Houfe, and that alfo in Print in manner of a 
Libel, with a counterfeit name of the Author, 
and without any name of the Printer, in which 
Book or Libel was contained matter of reproach 
and infamy to fundry good Members of this 
Houfe in particular, and of the whole State of 
the Houfe in general, reproaching and imbafing | 
what in him lay, the Power and Authority of 
this Houfe, and untruly reporting the Orders of 
this Houfe , affirming amongft other great te- 
proaches that he knew of his own knowledge 
that this Houfe had proceeded and judged un- 
truly. And further charged him that he had 
therein alfo injurioufly impeached the memory 
of the late Speaker deceafed , affirming that the 
Orders of this Houfe were not by him truly de- 
livered or fet down, but altered and changed. 
And vot herewith fatisfied hath in fome part 
thereof contained a falfe and flanderousDifcourfe 
againft the Antiquity and Authority of the Com- 
mons Houfe, or third Eftate of the Parliament, 
wherein he hath falfly fought as much as in him 
is to impugne, deface, blemifh and dimini(h the 
Power, Antiquity and Authority of this Houfe, 
and the intereft that it hath always, and in all 
Ages had, to the great impeachment of the anci- 
ent Order and Government of this Realm, the 
Rights of this Houfe and the form of making 
Laws 3 And that fince his being before the Lords 
ofthe Council for his {aid offence , and after he 
had received rebuke of them for the fame, and 
had offered fome form of fubmiffion in that be- 
half, he had eftfoons again publifhed the {aid 


Book; and that upon his Examination in this 
Houfe he had denied the having of any more 
than one of the faid Books, yet it was proved 
that he had twelve or thirteen of them, and fix 
of them fince the time he was called before the 
Lords of the Council, and that he had by his 
Letters given Order to have of thofe 
Books Printed, which was done accordingly with 
more, and that he had caufed one of the fame 
Books fithence this Seffion of Parliament, to be 
fent to Sir Randal Brierton Knight. 

Unto all which as the faid Arthur Hall could 
make no denial or futhcient Anfwer, fothe faid 
Committees fetting forth the nature and quality 
of the faid offences in their feveral degrees, mo- 
ved in the end. that the {aid Arthur Hall might 
be called into the Houle to Anfwer unto thofe 
points before the whole Houfe, and fo thereup- 
on to proceed to fome f{peedy end, perfwading 
therewithal a due confideration to be had of 
{pending the time, as much as might be, in fuch 
matters of the Realm for which this Parliament 
was chiefly called. Whereupon after divers other 
Motions and Speeches had in the faid matter the 
faid Printer was brought to the Bar, and being 
Examined, avowed, that Arthur Hall after that 
he had been before the Lords of the Council 
came to him and told him, that he had Anfwer- 
ed the matter for the faid Books before the Coun- 
cil , and that therefore the faid Printer might 
deliver the faid Books abroad 5 affirming alfo that 
where the faid Henry Bynnyman the Printer 
fithence this Seffion of Parliament, and fince his 
Jatt committing , wifhed unto the faid Arthur 
Hall that all the faid Books had been burned be- 
fore he medled with them; That Arthur Hall 
fhould fay to himagain, he would not fo for 
one hundred pounds. And then he being {e- 
queftred, Arthur Hall was brought to the Bar, 
where fome mean reverence was by him done, 
though not in fuch humbleand lowly wife as the 
{tate of one in that place to be charged and ac- 
cufed required. Whereof being admonifhed by 
the Speaker, and further by him charged, as well 
with the faid parts collected out of the faid Book, 
as with other his mifdemeanors and contempts 
aforefaid, he in fome fort fubmitted himfelf to 
the Houfe, acknowledging in part the matters 
wherewith he was charged , and in fome other 
parts denied the fame; but not making any de- 
fence inthe matter, but acknowledging in part 
his errors, imputing it for the moft part to his 
mifprifion , and that in other parts the matters 
were gathered otherwife than he meant, he there- 
upon prayed pardon of the Houfe, and that done 
was fequeftred. After which upon fundry Moti- 
ons and Arguments had touching the quality and 
nature of his fault, and of fome proportionable 
forms of fuch punifhment for fuch grievous of- 
fences, it was upon the Queftion refolved and 
Ordered by the whole Houfe without any one 
negative Voice, that he fhould be committed to 
Prifon. 

And upon another Queftion likewife refolved 
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and Ordered, that he fhould be committed to 
the Prifon of the Tower, as the Prifon ufual 
for Offenders to be committed unto by this 
Houfe. 

And upon another Queftion it was in like 
manner refolved and Ordered , that he fhould 
remain in the faid Prifon of the Tower by the 
{pace of fix Months, and fo much longer as un- 
til himfelf fhould willingly make a particular Re- 
vocation or Retraétation under his hand in wri- 
ting of the faid errors and {landers contained in 
the faid Book, to the fatisfaction of this Houfe, 
ot of fuch Order as this Houfe fhall take for the 
fame, during the continuance of this prefent Sef- 
fion of Parliament.

Mr. Cope ftanding up and offering to {peak un- 
to the Houfe, faid unto Mr. Speaker and Char- 
ged him with thefeSpeeches, that is to fay, That 
Mr.Speaker in fome fuch matters as he hath fa- 
voured, hath without Licence of this Houfe {po- 
ken to the Bills and in fome other Cafes which 
he did not favour and like of, he would preju- 
dice the Speeches of the Members of this Houfe 
with the Queftion. 

On Friday the 17** day of March, the Bill 
for maintenance of Mariners and of the Naviga- 
tion, was read the third time. 

The Bill againft feditious words and rumors 
uttered again{t the Queens moft Excellent Ma- 
jefty, which paffed in this Houfe yefterday, was 
fent up to the Lords by M' Treafurer and all the 
refidue of the Privy-Council being of this Houfe, 
and then prefent with others; and alfo the Bill 
for the Borders, wherein their Lordthips are to 
be moved for the perfecting only of the fence in 
fome parts of their Amendments, that this Houfe 
may proceed to their further dealing in the faid 
Bill accordingly. 

Mr Serjeant Axderfon and M' Dottor Gibbon 
did bring from the Lords again the Bull for the 
Borders amended according to the requeft of this 
Houfe ; with Commendation alfo from her Ma- 
jefty from the Lords, of the Bill for the main- 
tenance of Mariners and of the Navigation. 
Whereupon the amendments being finifhed, and 
three times read and pafled upon the queftion, _ 
the Bill was remanded unto their Lordthips by 
Mt Comptroller and others, together with the

for the perfecting of fome part of their Lord-

proceed in perfecting of the faid Bill accordingly 
in the faid amendments. 

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer, M* Hexry 
Ratelyffe, Sir Thomas Sampoole, M‘ Alderfey, M* 
Wroth, M® Cromwell, Mr. Norton, Mr. Alford and 
Mr. Grice were appointed to confider prefently 
in the Committee Chamber of the Bill for main- 
tenance of Mariners and of the Navigation. 

The Bill for the Lord Zouch was read the third 
time.

Mr. Recorder of Loudon, Mr.Cromwell, Mr. Cow- 
per and Mr. Alford , to confer with their Lord- 
fhips accordingly. Vide concerning this matter 
on Weduefday the firtt day of Febrxary fore- 
oing. 

M Doétor Lewes did bring from the Lords 
the Bill for abolifhing certain deceitful ftuff ufed 
in the dying of Cloths, with the reformation in 
their Lordfhips faid amendments, done and made 
according to the Requeft of this Houfe to their 
Lordfhips in that behalf. 

It is Ordered upon the Queftion that the Bill 
for the Lord Zouch be committed to be reformed 
by M' Treafurer,M' Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
M’ Cromwell,M' Wentworth, M' Snagg,M* Diggs, 
Mr! St Leger,Mt Lemkenor,M' Carletoz and M* Ame- 
redith, and appointed to meet in the Exchequer 
Chamber this Afternoon. Vide de ifta materia on 
Tuefday the 14* of this inftant March foregoing. 

Mr. Treafurer and others coming from Con- 
ference with the Lords, Mr. Treafurer declared, 
that their Lordfhips have delivered unto them 
certain notes in writing to move unto the Houfe 
touching the Bill again{t {editious words and ru- 
mors uttered again{t her Majefty 3 which notes 
in writing were by Mr. Vice-Chamberlain decla- 
red, that their Lordfhips would fee] the opinion 
of this Houfe , whether this Houfe could be con- 
tent to leave in force unrepealed fo much of the 


Statute of the firft and fecond of King Philip and 
Queen Mary, as concerneth fuch matter as in this 
faid Bill isnot provided for or met with, as partly 
touching flanderous words againft Noblemen 
and the Lords of the Clergy 5 And further whe- 
ther this Houfe can like to have the words [di- 
retly or indire&tly ] added to the faid Bill in fuch 
parts thereof as do make mention of tending to 
her Majefties Death. It was upon the Queftion 
of thefe Motions to the Houfe in thefe points re- 
folved, That the repeal of the faid Statute of 
the firft and fecond of King Philip and Queen 
Mary fhould ftand in fort as it is already paffed 
by this Houfe in the faid Bill, for that her Ma- 
jefty may at any time by her Commiffion renew 
or receive thereof repealéd at her Highnefs Plea- 
fure. And alfo that thefe words [or any words 
directly to that effe&] fhall be put in, and infer- 
ted in their Lordfliips faid notes to be added to 
the faid Bill, in that part thereof which maketh 
mention of any perfon willing, wifhing or defi- 
ring her Majefties Death.

And then perufing the faid returns and defaults, 
and alfo the former Precedents of this Houfe in 
like Cafes, it is adjudged and Ordered by this 
Houfe, That Edward Flowerdewe E{q; Serjeant 
at Law, and who the laft former Seffion of this 
prefent Parliament did ftand and appear a Bur- 
gels of Casfle-Rifeing inthe County of Norff. and 
was neverthelefs returned into this prefent Seflion 
of Parliament a Citizen for the City of Nerwich, 
in lieu and place of Thomas Beamont fick, fhall 
{till {tand and remain in his place for Ca/tle-Rife- 
ing, and not for the faid City of Norwich. And 
for as much alfo as it is Dow credibly informed to 
this Houfe by Fohn Aldrich Gentleman, one of 
the Citizens returned for the City of Norwich, 
and alfo by Sir Roger Woodhoufe Knight, one of 
the Knights for. the faid County of Norff? and 
alfo by Edward Grimftone E(quire, one of the

and every of them, fhall {tand and continue for 
their faid feveral rooms and places, notwith- 
ftanding any fuch caufes of ficknefs, the Queens 
MajeftiesService, or fuppofed allegation of being 
dead. Vide Januar. 19. & Fanuar. 21. antea. 

And it is alfo further agreed upon and refol- 
ved by this Houfe, That during the time of fit- 
ting of this Court, there do not any time any 
Writ go out for the chufing or returning of any 
Knight, Citizen, Burgefs, or Baron without the 
Warrant of this Houfe firft directed for the fame 
to the Clerk of the Crown, according to the an- 
cient Jurifdiction and Authority of this Houfe in 
that behalf accuftomed and ufed. 

Nota. This refolution of the Houfe isno other 
than had been formerly taken by them in the 
beginning of this Parliament, upon Saturday the 
21% day of Fazuary foregoing 5 which alfo was 
further ratified and confirmed by the opinion 
and judgment of Sir Thomas Bronsley Knight at 
this time Lord Chancellor.of Exgland.

The Bill againft certain deceitful {tuff ufed in 
the dying of Cloths was fent up to the Lords by 
M’ Comptroller and the faid Committees , and 
the provifion paffed and affented unto, and-a- 
menged according to the requeft of their Lord- 
thips. 

The Bill for maintenance of Mariners and of 
the Navigation (all the Amendments, Provifions 
and Additions being three times read) was paf- 
fed upon the Queftion. 

Where by a former Order of this Houfe Ar- 
thar Hall Efquire was committed Prifoner to the 
Tower of London, there to remain by the fpace

It is Ordered and refolved by this Houfe upor 
the queftion, That every Knight for the Shire 
that hath been abfeut this whole Seffion of Par- 
liament without excufe allowed by this Houfe, 
fhall have by Order and appointment of this 
Houfe twenty pound for a Fine fet and affeffed 
upon him to her Majefties ufe for fuch his de- 
fault, and for and upon every Citizen, Burgefs 
and Baron for the like default ten pound. 

And for fome mild and favourable courfe of 
dealing to be ufed by way of admonition or 
warning for the better preventing of greater 
Fines and amerciaments hereafter, It is now Or- 
dered, that all fuch Knights for Shires, Citizens 
for Cities, Burgefles for Boroughs , and Barons 
for Ports, as have been here, and attended at 
any time this Seflion of Parliament, and have de- 
parted without Licence , fhall for his and their 
fuch default forfeit and lofe the benefit of ha- 
ving or receiving his or their wages due or to be 
due for his or their attendance in that behalf. 

And for the betterExecution of this Order the 
Clerk of the Crown fhall nat. at any time here- 
after deliver out any Writ for levying of the 
Wages or allowance of any fuch Knight, Citizen, 
Burgefs or Baron without Warrant firft had from 
the Clerk of this Houfe for the fame. 

And it is alfo further Ordered by this Houfe, 
that from henceforth no Knight, Citizen, Bur- 
gefs or Baron being a Member of this Houfe, fhall 
upon any occafion depart from his attendance or 
fervice in this Houfe without Licence from this 
Houfe or from the Speaker for the time being, 
and the fame Licence to be Entred and fer down 
by the Clerk of this Houfe accordingly, upon 
pain of fuch Fine and Amerciament for his fuch 
contempt, over and befides the lofs of his Wages 
or allowance, as to this Houfe upon Examina- 
tion of the matter fhall feem requifite. 

Mi Attorney General and M' Dottor Lewes 
did bring from the Lords the Queens Majefties 
mo(t Gracious General and free Pardon 3 which 
being reported unto the Houfe by M" Speaker, 
the faid Pardon was once read, and fo pafled 
upon the queftion accordingly. 

The Queens Majefty being come into the Up- 
per Houfe of Parliament, and there fitting in her

pline in the Churches, to be the ordinary means 
both of the advancement of Gods Glory, her 
Majelties Safety, and of her Subjects Profperity, 
the dew of the word watering and bringing forth 
in all good Chriftian Confciences the true know- 
ledge and fear of God , faithful Love and due 
Obedience unto her Majefty , and perfect unity 
in the general Society of this Common-Weaith. 
And the exercife of the Sword of Difcipline to 
cut off, reprefs and corre& all excefles and errors 
tending to the impeachment of all good effeés 
aforefaid. Declaring further unto her Highnefs, 
that her Majefties Nobles and Commons 1n this 
prefent Parliament Affembled,had very carefully 
gravely and dutifully travelled in this prefent 
Seffion to devife and ordain good and wholfome 
Laws for thofe ends and purpofes to be eftablith- 
ed and allowed by her Highnefs; and alfo fome 
other good and neceflary Laws , as well for the 
whole State of the Common-Wealth in general, 
as for the private benefice and neceflary relief of 
fundry her Majefties particular good Subjedts: 
And fo recommending all the fame unto her 
Highaefs, and efpecially two of them, whereof 
one doth chiefly and principally tend to the bri- 
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the maintenance of Mariners and of the Naviga-

largely and amply, and to be Anfwered as fpee- 
dily, as any other like ever hath been 5 taking 
the fame in as good part as if it had been to her 
own private ufe; where in very deed it is to be 
imployed to the general fervice and benefit of 
the whole Realm. And fo giving her Royal Af 
fent to thirty Ads (fifteen publick and fifteen 
private) the faid Lord Chancellor did by her 
Highnefs Commandment Prorogue this prefent 
Parliament until the 24° day of Apri next 
coming. 

Nota, That all this days Paflages with the 
manner of the Conclufion of the Parliament are 
wholly tranfcribed out of the Original Journal 
Book of the Houfe of Commons, and in that re- 
fpec& are here more largely fet down than in the 
Journal of the Upper Houfe 5 and the rather be- 
caufe there is no Conclufion of any Parliament 
fo exactly defcribed in any other of the faid Ori- 
ginal Journal Books of the Houfe of Commons 
during the Queens Reign. 

The third and laft Seflion finally of this pre- 
fent Parliament was upon the forefaid 24° da 
of April Prorogued again unto the 29" day of 
May 3 and was at laft after feventeen other Pro- 
rogations Diflolved by vertue of her Majeities 
Commiflion under the Great Seal of Exgland in 
chat behalf directed, upon the 19°" day of April, 
in the twenty fifth year of her Majefties Reign.

“HIS Parliament Summoned and 

holden inthe twenty feventh year 

of her Majefties Reign, lafted a 

long time in refpect of the conti- 

nual fitting of ether Hotfe for 

the fpace of about three Months, at two feveral 

Meetings, between which there intervened only 

one Adjournment of about forty days fpace. 

There were no publick matters of any great con- 

fequence debated in it, but many Excellent Paf- 

fages for the Power, Priviledge and Order of the 

Upper Houle may be obferved from it. At the 

firft Prorogation thereof on Monday the 29" 

day of March in Anno 27 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 

mini 1585. there patled near upon fifty feveral 

Ads or Statutes publick and private; from 

which time it continued until the Diflolution 
thereof as abovefaid. 

The day before the Parliament began being 
Sunday, andthe 22° day of November, the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book fetteth down amongft others 
two unufual or extraordinary Proxies to have 
been introducted or returned thereon into the 
hands of the Clark of the Upper Houfe; for 
any Proxy if it be delivered into the hands of the 
faid Clark, whether it be before the Parliament 
begin or after, is well returned: and it is moft 
likely that thefe two with fome other ordinary 
or ufual Proxies which are here omitted, were 
delivered as aforefaid this Sunday towards the 
Evening, becaufe the Parliament was to begin 


the next Morning. Which faid Letters Procura- 
tory are Entred as aforefaid in manner and form 
following.

Nota, That here two Bifhops did conftitute 
but one Proxy apiece, whereas it feldom happen- 
eth that any fpiritual Lord nominateth fewer 
than two. But for any further obfervation upon 
the Proxies returned this Parliament, Vide on 
Friday the 27°» day of this inftant November fol- 
lowing. 

On Monday the 23'* day of Novewsber the Par- 
liament began according to the Summons. Which 
had been fent forth. 

The Queens Majefty went -to this Parliament 
in her accuftomed Pompous and Royal manner, 
being attended firft unto the Cathedral Church 
of Weftminjter from her Palace of Whitehall by 
the Lords and others; where having heard a Ser- 
mon, fhe was afterwards conducted by them in 
the like Royalty into the Parliament Chamber, 
commonly called the Upper Houfe, whither fhe 
came about two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

Nota, That the whole manner and form afore- 

faid 
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faid of her Majefties moft Royal going to this 
Parliament, is fet down at large in Mt MiU/s his 
Catalogue of Honour, imprinted at London An- 
no Domini 1610. pag. 64. 

The Queen and the Lords Spiritual and Tem: 
poral being all fet in their feveral places, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houle of 
Commons had notice thereof 3 who thereupon 
repairing thither, as many as conveniently could, 
were let in, and ftanding all together at the Rail 
or Bar at the lower end of the Upper Houle, Sir 
Thomas Bromley Knight Lord Chancellor, by 
the Queens Commandment declared unto them 
the Caufes of the Affembling of this Parlia- 
ment. 

But what thofe Caufes were, neither the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe nor that 
of the Houfe of Commons do at all mention, in 
fetting down the other daily Paffages of this Par- 
liament de Axno ifto 27 Regine Eliz. But in re- 
{pec they are fet down in the above-mentioned 
Catalogue of Honour, imprinted at London Az. 
Domini 1610. pag. 67. and that it is moft proba- 
ble that they were there inferted out of the Col- 
le€tions or Memorial of fome Member of the 
Houle of Commons at this Parliament, therefore 
I have thought good to fupply it verdative as it is 
there fet down, 

The faid Lord Chancellor declared unto them. 
in her Majefties name, that this Aflembly of Par- 
liament was for three caufes called, wiz. For the 
glory of Almighty God and the furthering of 
Religion, for the health and prefervation of her 
Royal Majefty, and the welfare of the Common- 
Weal. Which after that he had a loud and moft 
eloquently at large declared, turning his Speech 
unto the Knights and Burgefles {tanding on a 
heap together below, he willed them to make 
choice of their Prolocutor , and to give notice of 
him fo Chofen unto the Lords of the Privy- 
Council, from whom they fhould expect what 
the Queens Pleafure and Anfwer was concerning 
him fo Chofen to be afterward prefented. 

The fubftance of this Speech being fo fhortly 
fet down in the faid Catalogue of Honour, I 
thought good to tranferibe, although it were im-- 
printed, becaufe it doth much augment and per- 
fe&*this prefent Journal of the Upper Houfe. 
The refidue whereof doth next in order follow 
out of the Original Journal-Book of the fame 
Houfe, there being only added now and then, 
as the occafion offered it felf, fome Obfervations 
and Animadverfions upon it. 

Nota, Alfo that no names of any of the Lords

Her Majefty with the Lords being fet, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe of 
Commons repaired to the Upper Houfe with 
John Puckering Serjeant at Law their Speaker, 
and being as many as could conveniently Jet in, 
the {aid Speaker was led up between two of the 
moft eminent Perfonages of the Houfe of Com- 
mons to the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the 
Upper Houfe; and being there placed, after 
humble reverence made, he declared, that the 
faid Houfe of Commons among{t many other 
more able Members of the faid Houfe had Ele- 
&ted and Chofen him for their Speaker, and that 
knowing his manifold weakneffes and inability 
to undergo fo great a Charge, he did there im- 
plore her Gracious Majefty to free him from the 
fame, and to Command them to Ele& and chufe 
among({t themfelves fome other more Experien- 
ced and better fitted for that imployment.

Nota alfo, That the exprefs and dire& man- 
ner of her Majefties giving her Royal affent to 
fuch Acts as paffed at this Parliament, as is before 
fet down, is not fo entred in the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the fame, but is fupplied out of that 
de Anno 39 Regine Eliz. where it is at large in- 
ferted 5 according to which Precedent (the form 
being always the fame) the reft of the Journals 
of her Majefties Reign, as well as this prefent 
Journal, are enlarged and perfected. 

To the further amplifying of which alfo, here 
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doth now in the next place enfue a moft pious 
and gracious Speech of her Majefty’s, uttered by 
her upon the conclufion of this Parliament,which 
being not found in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe, is sheretes fupplied out of 
a Copy thereof I had by me, written by Fohz 
Stow the Chronicler with his own hand, being 
verbatim as followeth. 


Y Lordsand ye of the Lower Houfe, my 
filence muft not injure the Owner fo 


much as to fuppofe a Subftitute fufficient to ren- 
der you the thanks that my heart yieldeth you, 
not fo much for the fafe keeping of my life, for 
which your care appears fo manifeft , as for the 
neglecting your private future peril, not regard- 
ing other way than my prefent State. 

No Prince herein, I confefs, can be furer tied 
or fafter bound than I am with the link of your 
good will, and can for that but yield a heart and 
a head to feek for ever all your beft; yet one 
matter toucheth me fo near, as I may not over- 
skip , Religion, the ground on which all other 
matters ought to take root, and being corrupted, 
may marr all the tree. And that there be fome 
fault-finders with the Order of the Clergy, which 
fo may make a flander to my felf and the Church, 
whofe over-Ruler God hath made me, whofe 
negligence cannot be excufed , if any Schifms or 
Errours heretical were fuffered. ‘Thus much I 
muft fay that fome faults and negligences may 
grow and be, as in all other great Charges it 
happeneth, and what vocation without? All 
which if you my Lords of the Clergy do not 
amend, I mean to depofe you. Look ye there- 
fore well to your Charges. This may be amend- 
ed without heedlefs or open exclamations. I am 
fuppofed to have many itudies, but moft Philo- 
fophical. I muft yield this to be true, that I 
fuppofe few (that be no Profeffors) have read 
more, And I need not tell you that I am fo 
fimple, that I underftand not, nor fo forgetful, 
that I remember not; and yet amidft my many 
Volumes I hope Gods Book hath not been my 
feldomeft Le€tures, in which we find that which 
by reafon (for my part) we ought to believe ; 
that feeing fo great wickednefs and greeves in the 
World in which we live, but as way-faring Pil- 
grims, we muft fuppofe that God would never 
have made us but for a better place, and of more 
comfort than we find here. I know no Crea- 
ture that breatheth, whofe life {tandeth hourly 
in more peril for it than mine own, who entred 
not into my {tate without fight of manifold dan- 
gers of life and Crown , as one that had the 
mightieft and greateft to wreftle with. Then it 
followeth that I regarded it fo much, as I left 
my life behind my care; and fo you fee that 
you wrong me too much (if any fuch there be) 
as doubt my coldnefs in that behalf; for if I 
were not perfwaded that mine were the true 
way of Gods will, God forbid that I fhould live 
to prefcribe it to you. Take you heed left Ee- 
cleffaftes fay not tao true, They that fear the rf

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frost, the fnow fall fall upon them. {ee many | Fohx Bilhop of Sarum, Fobn Bi 
over-bold with God Almighty ,° making too ma- 
ny fubtle fcannings of his blefled will, as Lawyers 
do with humane Teftaments. The prefumption is 
fo great ,.as I may not fuffer it (yet mind I not 
hereby to animate Romani{ts, which what Ad- 
verfaries they be to mine Eftate, is fufficiently 
known) nor tolerate new-fanglenefs. I mean to 
guide them both by Gods holy true Rule. In 
both parts be perils, and of the latter I muft pro- 
Nounce them dangerous to a Kingly Rule, to 
have every man according to his own cenfure to 
make a doom of the validity and privity of his 
Princes Government with a common veil and 
cover of Gods Word, whofe followers muft not 
be judged but by private mens expofition. God 
defend you from fuch a Ruler that fo evil will 
guide you. Now I conclude that your love and 
care neither is nor fhall be beftowed upon a care- 
lefs Prince , but fuch as but for your good will 
paffeth as little for this World as who careth 
leaft, with thanks for your free Subfidy, a mani- 
fe(t fhew of the abundance of your good wills, 
the which I affure you but to be imployed to 
your weal, I could.be better pleafed to return 
than receive.

Nota, That this lat Diffolution of the afore- 
faid Parliament in Avvo 28 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 


mini 1586. was fomewhat above one whole year 
and a half from and after the firft Prorogation 
thereof, which was on Monday the 29° day of 
March (Anno 27 Regine ejufdem Anno Domini 
1585.) by which it is probable that her Majefty 
had intended at firft to have made this and the 
Parliament that follows to have been but two 
Seffions,and not two feveral Parliaments as after- 
wards it fell out, and as they now remain. And 
it is the more {trange that this refolution was at 
all altered, becaufe the enfuing Parliament held 
in Anno 28, & 29. Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 
1586. began within fome forty five days after 
this laft recited day, on which this aforefaid Par- 
liament was Diffolved as is aforefaid. 

And that which yet maketh this forefaid Dit- 
folution of the above-mentioned Parliament on 
this 14° day of September, the more ftrange, is, 
becaufe it had been laft prorogued on the 26 
day of April Anno 28 Regine Eliz. unto the 14** 
day of November following, which if it had Zant 

would 


would have fallen out full two Months after this 
day of the Diflolution thereof, and at leaft a 
Fortnight after the 29°" day of Ofober, on 
which the next and new Parliament began in 
the faid twenty eighth year of her Majetties 
Reign. But to clear-this, doubtfully there was 
no other caufe or ground upon which her Maje- 
{ty altered that her firft refolution, but the blef- 
fed and ftrange difcovery of that moft horrible 
and mercilefs Confpiracy plotted between the 
Scottifh Queen, Ballard, Babington and others, 
for the fpeedy Murthering of her Majefty and 
Extirpation of true Religion. The manner and 
Execution whereof having continued 1n agita- 
tion between them from Fuly to September , in 
this faid twenty eighth year of her Majefties 
Reign, upon the 20° day of the laft mentioned 
Month, the two forefaid Confpirators and five 
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more of their notableft Complices, were Execu- 
ted in St Giles-Fields near London , having been 
Condemned upon Tuefday the 13% day of the 
faid Month, which was the very day foregoing 
the faid 14" day of the fame Month on which 
the forefaid Parliament was Diflolved, as appears 
fully by the fore-recited Commiffion. After 
which alfo before the new Parliament began on 
Saturday the 29' day of Oéober following, the 
Queen of Scots was tried at Fothringhay-Caftle 


in Northamptonfhire, and after Condemned in

cA Fournal of the Paffages of the Houfe of Commons in the Parlia- 
ment bolden at Weftminfter, Anno 27 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 
mini 1584. which began there on Monday the 23% Day of No- 
vember, and then and there continued until the Prorogation thereof 
on Monday the 29% Day of March Anno Domini 1585. and was 
laftly Diffolved on Wednelday the 14" Day of September , Anno 
28 Regine ejufdem, Anno Domini 1586. 


HIS Enfuing Parliament is reple- 
nifhed with many Excellent Paffa- 
ges concerning the Orders, Privi- 
ledges and Ufages of the fame, 
from which alfo divers good Pre- 

cedents may be gathered touching Elections and 
Joint-Conferences with the Lords of the Upper 
Houfe; neither finally doth it want fufficient 
matter of publick Agitations, the danger of the 
State and the Ecclefiaftical Government of the 
Church being at large debated in it; in which 
alfo appears the zeal of the faid Houfe againft 
one Doctor Parrie, a notorious Traytor, being 
a Member thereof. 

The Parliament beginning on Monday the 23" 
day of November in Anno hoc 27 Regine Eliz. 
her Majefty came from her Palace of Whitchall 
in her accuftomed , and Royal and ftately man- 
ner, unto the Cathedral Church of Weftmin/ter, 
about .... of the Clock in the Forenoon, du- 
ring whofe being there, the Earl of Leicefier at 
this time Lord Steward of her Highnefs Houfhold, 
came into the Utter-Room of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and then and there before his Lordfhip, 
did the right honourable M' Treafurer, and M™ 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold , and M' 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, being feverally 
chofen and returned Knights into the faid Houfe 
of Commons for the Counties of Oxox, Hereford 
and Northampton, take and pronounce the Oath 
according to the Statute in that behalf made and 


| provided 5 which done, the faid Lord Steward 


departed from the Houfe into the lower end of 
the Room called the White-Hal/, or Court of Re- 
quefts, and then alfo did the right honourable 
M' Secretary Walfinghamw , returned one of the 
Knights for the County of Surrey, likewife take 
and pronounce the faid Oath before his Lord- 
fhip. And then his Lordfhip caufed as many of 
the faid Knights, Citizens, Burgefies and Barons, 
as at that time were returned into the Crown- 
Office, to be called and returned, and the names 
to be pricked of fo many of them as then appear- 
ed; and fo nominating and appointing the faid 
four honourable Perfonages to be his Lordfhips 
Deputies, to fee the faid Oath taken and pro- 
nounced by all the refidue of the faid Houfe of 
Commons, departed 5 and thereupon his Lord- 
fhips faid Deputies proceeded to the further mi- 
niftring of the faid Oath unto the refidue of the 
faid Houfe of Commons. 

But before fuch time as thefe four right ho- 
nourable Perfonages, deputed by the Earl of Lei- 
cester as aforefaid, had adminiftred the faid Oath 
to all fuch of their fellow Members of the Houfe 
of Commons as were prefent , although the 
greateft part of them had taken it, they had 
notice about two of the Clock in the After- 
noon, that her Majefty, with divers of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, were then already fet 
in the Upper Houle and there expected them 5 
who thereupon all of them together Tees 

thither, 
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thither, and as many as conveniently could being 
Jet in, Sit Thosas Bromley Lord Chancellor ha- 
ving made an Oration unto the whole Affembly, 
did in the end declare unto the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgefles of the faid Houfe of Commons, that 
it was her Majefties will and pleafure that they 
fhould go together unto their own Houfe, and 
there among({t themfelves fhould chufe a Speaker, 
and of the day of his Prefentation her Majetty 
would hereafter give them further Order. 

Whereupon they departed thence, and came 
into their own Houfe, where being fet, and the 
number appearing upon the view not to be much 
Jefs than the whole, Sir Fraxcis Knowles Knight 
Treafurer of her Highnefs’s Houfhold {tood up, 
and put them in mind how lately the Lord Chan- 
cellor had fignified unto them her Majetties plea- 
fure for the choice of a Speaker. And further 
added , that for his part he did very well allow 
of Mt Serjeant Puckering, as of a very able Mem- 
ber of the faid Houfe, to be chofen into the faid 
place, and to undergo it; yet neverthclefs did 
leave every man to his own free opinion to no- 
minate any other of whom they might think 
better. 

After whofe Speech many of the faid Houfe 
named alfo M' Serjeant Puckerimg, and none was 
heard to difallow or {peak againft the faid choice 5 
whereupon M° Treafurer ftanding up again, did 
then and there put it to the queftion, asking 
them whom they would be pleafed to allow of 
for their Speaker, and to name him. To which 
the greater part of the Houfe making Anfwer a- 
gain, that they did allow of and chufe the faid 
Mt Serjeant Puckering for their Speaker as before, 
he {tood up, and in a modeft and humble Speech 
difabled himfelf, yet withal acknowledging the 
great favour of the Houfe unto him, in that they 
had been pleafed to nominate and chufe him 
unto a place of fo great charge and weight. 
Which excufe of his being not allowed, he was 
led up between two of the moft eminent Perfo- 
nages of the faid Houfe unto the Chair, and pla- 
ced in it. 

On Tuefday the 24** day of November, it feem- 
eth the Houfe met not, becaufe the Speaker was 
not yet prefented, neither is there any mention 
of the faid day in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons de Anno ifto 27° Regine 
Eliz. 

On Wednefday the 25°" day of November M' 
Treafurer fignified unto the Houfe that her Ma- 
jefties pleafure was , that the Speaker be pre- 
fented unto her Highnefs in the Upper Houfe to 
morrow next at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon ; and therefore willed every one of this 
Houfe to take notice thereof, to the end they 
may then and there wait upon her Majefty ac- 
cordingly. 

On Thurfday the 26 day of November the 
Queens Majefty and divers of the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal being fet in the Upper Houfe, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe 

of Commons had notice thereof about two of 
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the Clock in the Afternoon, and thereupon with 
John Puckering Serjeant at Law their Speaker 
Ele&, they repaired thither, the faid Prolocutor 
or Speaker being led up by two of the moft ho- 
nourable Perfonages of the faid Houfe, and there 
having made his excufe according to the ufual 
form at the Bar or Rail at the lower end of the 
Upper Houfe, it was not allowed by her Ma- 
jelty 5 whereupon the faid Speaker having 
with all humble acknowledgment of her Maje- 
fties favour fubmitted himfelf (according to the 
ufual courfe) to the undergoing of the faid Pro- 
locutorthip, made certain Petitions in the name 
of the Houfe of Commons for freedom of {peech, 
of accefs to her Majefty, and immunity from Ar- 
re(ts and Suits for themfelves and their neceflary 
Attendants. And laftly petitioned for himfelf, 
that if in any thing he fhould erre or miftake 
unwillingly , her Majefty would be pleafed to 
pardon it. 

To which Speech the Lord Chancellor deli- 
vered her Majefties Anfwer by her command- 
ment , that fhe was gractoufly pleafed to allow 
of his faid Petitions, and therefore wifhed them 
to ufe their faid Liberties and Priviledges with 
moderation and reverence. Then the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefles departing with their Spea- 
ker to their own Houfe, there was read one Bill 
only the firft time, being for the better and more 
reverent obferving of the Sabbath day; after the 
reading whereof the Houfe rofe. 

On Friday the 278 day of November two Bills 
had each of them one reading 5 of which the 
fecond being the Bill for the better and more re- 
verent obferving of the Sabbath day, was read. 
the fecond time, and committed unto Sir Walter 
Mildmay , Six ‘fobn Higham, Sir Francis Drake, 
Mr. Recorder of London, Mr. Fames Dalton, Mr. 
George Moore , Mr. Brooke, Mr. Doctor Turzer, 
Mr. Francis Haftings, Mr. Fox, Mr. Anderfon, 
Sir Richard Greenfield, Mr. William Mobun, Sir 
Drew Drewry, Sir Henry Nevill, Sit William Moore, 
Sir Nicholas Woodroofe, Sir William Herbert, Mr. 
Robert Beale, Mr. Edward Popham, Mt. Strick- 
land, Mr. Edward Lewkenor, Sir Robert Ger min, 
Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower, Mr. George Carie, 
Sir Thomas Manners, Mr. Daniel, Mr. John Bret- 
ton, Mr. Grice, Mr. Richard Prowze, Mr. Thomas 
Brereton, Sir Richard Kuightly , and Sir Willian 
Mallory, who were appointed to meet this After- 
noon at two of the Clock in the Exchequer- 
Chamber , and the Bill was delivered to Sir Wil- 
liam Mallory one of the faid Committees. 

Nota, That this Bill of the Sabbath did not 
pafs the two Houfes, but another , and that alfo 
not without great difficulty and long debatement 
being committed, and amendments upon amend- 
ments added unto it, #t vide on Wednefday the 
17% day of March following. 

On Sahiba} the 28 day of November three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them their 
firft readings of which the firft was concerning 
the better purfuit of Hue and Cry. 

Sir Walter Mildmay Chancellor of the Exche- 

quer 
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quer taking occafion to fpeak of the fudden cal- 
ling of this Parliament at fo unfeafonable a time 
of the year , and of the likelihood of the fhort 
continuance thereof, did‘thereupon declare the 
fame to be called for very urgent and neceflary 
caufes. 

Sir Chriftopher Hatton , Vice-Chamberlain of 
her Majefties Houfhold, fpake next, and it feem- 
eth much to the fame effec with Mr. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer; but what the very words 
were, or the fubftance of them, is wholly omitted 
in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons, although thele two Speeches did laft 
about two hours, as is afterwards fhewed. At the 
end whereof it feemeth further, that a Commit- 
tee was appointed to confider of a Bill to be 
drawn concerning the matter of Subfidy. 

One being no Member of this Houfe, being 
found to have fit here this prefent day by the 
fpace of two hours, duriag the whole time of 
the Speeches delivered by M* Caancellor and 
M' Vicechamberlain, as aforefaid, did upon Ex- 
amination confefS his name to be Richard Rovin- 
fox, and that he was by occupation a Skioner, 
and dwelt at the Harts Horus in Gracious-ftrcet 
Loudon, the houfe of one Mark Fryer a Skinner 
alfo his Father-in-law: Whereupon himfelf ha- 
ving been {tripped to his fhirt, and his pockets 
all fearched, the Cuftody and further Examina- 
tion of him was by this Houfe referred to M* 
Recorder of Loudon, Mt Topcliffe, M* Beale, and 
another. 

Charles Morgan Gentleman , Servant unto Sir 
George Carie Knight , returned this Parliament 
for one of the Knights of the County of South- 
amptoz, being himfelf no Member of this Houfe, 
was found to be {tanding within the faid Houfe 
near unto the door, and as it was thought of 
meer ignorance and fimplicity without any evil 
purpofe or meaning; and therefore was commit- 
ted by Order of the Houfe unto the Serjeants 
Ward till the next fitting of this Court, and then 
fuch further Order to be taken therein, as by 
this Houfe fhall be requifite. 

On Monday the 30'" day of November M' Re- 
corder of London fhewed to the Houfe, that he 


and M' Topcliffe had taken the Examination of 


Richard Robinfon found to be fitting there on 
Saturday \aft, although he were no Member of 
it, the taking whereof had been then alfo referred 
unto them, and thereupon he delivered the fame 
in writing 5 which having been read by the Clerk 
of the Parliament, the faid Robizfox was brought 
to the Bar, and was there cenfured by the Houfe, 
having takenthe Oath (as it fhould feem of Alle- 
giance and Supremacy ) to {uffer Imprifonment in 
the Serjeants Ward until Saturday next, and then 
having {wore to keepfecret what he had heard,to 
be releafed without further‘moving the Houfe.

M' Recorder alfo offered and commended to 
the Houfe a certain Bill touching Barks or Stocks, 
which had been tendred in like manner before in 
a former Seflion.

Charles Morgan Gentleman , who had been 
prefent in the Houfe on Saturday laft, being no 
Member of it, and had thereupon been com- 
mitted unto the Serjeants Ward, was this day 
brought to the Bar, and having taken the Oath 
of Supremacy, was difcharged upon payment of 
his Fees. 

Five Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the fir{t being the 
Bill, that Parfonages impropriate might be con- 
verted to charitable and pious ufes, was réad the 
firft time. 

Upon a motion this day made to the Houfe, 
that Thomas Bodley Gentleman being returned a 
Burgefs into this Parliament for the Town of 
Portfmouth in the County of Southampton, and 
alfo a Baron for the Port of Hieth, and can ap- 
pear but for one of the fame places, 1t was (upon 
the faid Mt Bodley his choice made to appear

Nota, That hence it may be probably gather- 


eay 
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ed, that neither her Majefty nor the Houfe of 
Commons did conceive thefe two places to be 
incompetible, but that they might well ftand and 
be in one and the fame Man at one and the fame 
time; for her Majefty did firft make him Sheriff 
of the County of Stafford, not only after he was 
chofen, but returned a Knight of the fame Coun- 
ty alfo , which it is very plain fhe could not be 
ignorant of ; and therefore her felf and the 
Houfe of Commons did both allow of his being

Two Bills, laftly, had each of them one read- 
ing; of which the fecond being the Bill for the 
continuation and explanation of certain Statutes, 
was read the firft time. 

On Thurfday the 17** day of December the Bill 
for affurance of certain Lands of Sic Thomas Lucy 
and others was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto Mr. Digby, Mr. Barker, Mr. Cradock and 
others, who were appointed to meet to morrow 
in the Middle Temple Hall. 

The Bill for confirmation of Letters Patents 
granted unto Mr. Walser Rawleigh, was brought 
in by the Committees not altered in any word 5 
and upon motion for ingrofling, was after fome 
Arguments upon the Queftion , ordered to be 
ingrofled. 

Mr. Dottor Awberry and Mr. Doctor Barkeley 
did bring fiom the Lords two Bills ; the one for 
the reftitution in blood of the Lord Thomas 
Howard, and the other for the paving of New- 
arke upon Trent 5 with requeft from the Earl of 
Rutland unto Mr. Speaker for expediting of the 
fame Bill for the paving of Newark upon Trezt. 

The Bill againft Jeiuits, Seminary Priefts, and 
fuch like difobedient Subjects, having upon the 
third reading pafled the Houfe, was fent up to 
the Lords by Mr. Treafurer , Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and others. 

The Bill upon the reading pafled the Houfe 
with little or no Argument, except it were from 
one Doétor Parry, who in very violent terms 
{pake directly again{t the whole Bill, affirming it 
to favour of Treafons, to be full of blood, dan- 
ger, defpair and terrour or dread to the Englith 
Subjects of this Realm, our Brethren, Uncles and 
Kinsfolks, and alfo full of Confifcations, but unto 
whom? Not, faid he, to her Majefty, (which 
he withed they were) and faid, he did not think 
the contrary , but that zeal would caufe the Bill 
to have paflage both in this Houfe and with the 
Lords, but yet he hoped when it fhould come 
into her Highneffes moft merciful hands, that it 
would ftay and reft there 5 until which time (he 
faid) he would referve his reafons of his negative 
voice againt the Bill, then to be difcovered by 
him only unto her Majefty. Whereupon Dr. 
Parry, by Order of this Houle, was appointed 
to be fequeftred into the outer Room of this 
Houfe into the Serjeants Cuftody , and without 
conferring with any , whiles the matter now in 

queftion 


queltion concerning his former Speeches againft 
the Bill la(t paffed is in debating or arguing, un- 
til he fhall be called in again. And afterwards 
being brought to the Bar, and there kneeling 
upon his knee, he was told by Mr. Speaker in 
the name of the whole Houfe, that if he thought 
good, the Houfe was contented to hear him 
what reafons he could yield for himfelf in main- 
tenance of his faid Speeches againtt the aforefaid 
Bill to the better fatisfattion of this Houfe, or 
what other matter of excufe he could alledge 
touching his former contempt uttered in the pre- 
fence of this faid Houfe in very unfeemly manner, 
and in unfitting words, inthat he did {peak fo di- 
reCtly, reproachfully and abfolutely againft a Bill 
firft travelled in and publickly allowed of in the 
Houfe, and then confiderately and maturely per- 
ufed and digefted by fo great and grave a Com- 
mittee (elected and framed out of the ableft Mem- 
bers of this Houfe, who having further diligently 
and dutifully laboured therein,and brought it a- 
gain into the Houfe with one unanimous appro- 
bation of it as of a good and neceffary Bill; and 
that, laftly, it had been alfo fo approved of this 
day, and upon the third reading had paffed the 
Houfe ; and yet that he the faid Doftor Parry 
had termed the faid Bill to be a Bill favouring of 
Treafons, and to be full of Confifeations, blood, 
danger , defpair and terrour to the Subjects of 
this Realm 5 and withal that he would well prove 
and juftifie the fame by good reafons. which ne- 
verthelefs (he faid) he would not deliver to this 
Houle 5 but would referve them only to be re- 
vealed to her Majcfty. Whereupon being fur- 
ther demand::?, as aforefaid, what further excufe 
or defence he couid make for himfelf, he anfwe- 
red, that what he had {aid (and bound it with a 
proteftation) was without any intent of offence 
towards the Queens Majelty (to whom he owed 
all dutiful obedience) or towards the Houfe ; 
and made repetition of his faid former words, 
and {till avowed the juftification of the fame. 
And fo entring into fome declaration of his own 
e{tate tending altogether to his own credit, as of 
his fundry good Services done to her Majetty, his 
reputation with perfons of good fort, and other 
fuch like Speeches in his own commendation, 
concluded in the end, that as before when he 
fpake to the Bill, and gave his negative’voice to 
the fame, he then concealed his {aid reafons from 
this Houfe, fo he would now conceal the fame 
fill. Whereupon being fequeftred again, it was 
refolved , That for that he did {peak to the Bill 
and gave his negative voice fo dire&tly and un- 
dutifully , and in contempt of this Houle would 
not fhew his reafons for the fame, being meerly 
again{t the ancient Orders and ufage of this High 
Court, and not for that he {aid he would thew 
them only to be difcovered to her Majefty , it 
was refolved, That he fhould be committed to 
the Serjeants Ward till the matter hall be further 
confidered of by this Houfe, the day being then 
very far {pent. Vide concerning this matter on 
Friday the 18! day, Weduefday the 23. day, 
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and on Thurjday the 24°" day of this inftant De- 
cember following. 

On Friday the 18'* day of December the Bill 
touching Appeals out of the Ecclefiaftical Court, 
was upon the fecond reading committed unto 
Mr. Treafurer, the Mafter of the Requefts, Mr. 
Dottor Hammond, Mr. Sands, Mr. Cromwell, Mr. 
Doctor Coufin, Mr. Barker, Mr, Flower, Mr. Vol- 
ley, Mr. Beale 5 and the Bill was delivered to Mr. 
Treafurer, who with the reft was appointed to 
mest this Afternoon in the Exchequer-Cham- 

er. 

The Bill alfo for the reftitution in blood of the 
Lord Thoms Howard had this day its firft read- 
ing 5 and the Bill for confirmation of Letters 
Patents made unto Walter Rawleigh E(quire, was 
upon the third reading after many Arguments 
and a Provifo added unto it; pafied upon the 
Queftion. 

Sir Chriftopher Hatton Knight , her Majefties 
Vicechamberlain, declared unto the Houfe, That 
her Majefty having heard of the great and dutiful 
care of this Houfe in devifing and providing of 
Laws for the prefervation of her Majefties Royal 
Perfon, doth accept the fame in moft humble, 
loving and thankful part; and having therevp- 
on inquired of the manner and parts of the fame 
Laws, doth both very well like and allow of the 
fame, and is alfo of her own moft loving and 
merciful difpofition pleafed that:all perfons bar- 
red or difabled by force of the fame Law, as it 
now is, fhall be firft called to anfwer and be 
heard what they can fay in excufe of themtelves, 
before they fhall be prejudiced in their pretend- 
ed Right or Titles. And alfo that her Majefty 
will take away the Provifo in that Law, by which 
any of thefe Subjects which have taken the Oath 


of Affociation , might any way hereafter by an 


poflibility be touched in confcience. And then

already ingroffed, and fo then to devife another 
to be conceived according to the purport of her 
Majefties Pleafure in that behalf, fo as before is 
fignified. Whereupon it was then refolved, that 


all the former Committees, and M' George Ire- 
land now added unto them, fhould meet toge- 
ther for that purpofe this Afternoon in the 


X- 
chequer Chamber. 

And further the faid M* Vice-Chamberlain 
alfo declared unto this Houfe, that her Majelty 
having been made privy unto the mif-behaviour 
of Mr. Dogtor Parry yelterday fhewed in this 
Houfe, and of the order of this Houfe taken 
therein with him for the {ame, her Highnefs doth 
not only deem him to have given juft caufe of 
offence unto this Houfe in the fame his mifce- 
meanor, but alfo doth very well allow of the 
grave difcretion of this Houfe in forbearing for 
the time to ufe any fharp courfe of Correction 
againft him for his faid offence, in refpect that 
he had faid he referved his reafons to be impar- 
ted to her Majefty only 3 which as he had difco- 
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vered unto fome of the Lords of the Council by 
her Highneffes appointment, and that partly to 
the fatisfaGtion of her Majefty , fo her Highnefs 
did think that upon his humble fubmiffion unto 
this Houfe with a dutiful acknowledgment of his 
fault, this Houfe would the rather difpenfe with 
him therein. 

Which done , Mt Doétor Parry was called to 
the Bar, where humbly acknowledging his fault 
upon his knees, it was told him by M' Speaker, 
after he had put him in remembrance of the man- 
ner of his offence , that it might be the Houle 
would neverthelefs deal favourably with him, if 
they fhould {ee {uch caufe upon his unfeigned and 
éarneft confeffion and repentance of his fault, 
and his humble fubmiffion unto the Houfe with 
good and dutiful endeavour of amendment here- 
after. And then kneeling upon his knee in very 
humble manner affirmed dire&tly , that he had 
very unduti‘ully misbehaved himfelf, and had 
rafhly and unadvifedly uttered thofe Speeches 
he ufed , and was with all his heart very forry 
for it 5 alledging withal that he had never been 
of this Houfe before this Seffion, and fo could not 
fo well know the Orders of the Houfe as he 
fhould do, and that he would not willingly of- 
fend this Houfe nor any man init, and fo hum. 
bly prayed their good favour towards him. 

Whereupon being fequeftred again out of the 
Houfe, it was after {ome Arguments and Speeches 
had, refolved, That upon that his faid acknow- 
ledgment of his fault and his humble fubmiffion, 
he (hould be received into this Houfe again as a 
Member of the fame, and take his place as before, 
fo that he would afterwards ufe himfelf in good 
fort as he ought to do. And thereupon being 
called again to the Bar, and there kneeling upon 
his knee, and direétly reiterating his former con- 
feffion of his fault, and alfo his former humble 
fubmiffion , protefting further that if ever after 
he fhould give any juft caufe of offence again to 
this Houfe or any Member thereof, he would 
then never after crave any more favour of 
them. 

Whereupon Mr Speaker declared the good 
pleafure of this Houfein remitting hisfaid offence 
by receiving him again into them, with condi- 
tion and hope of his better behaviour hereafter. 
Which as he profefled and promifed to perform 
accordingly, fo did he in very good dutiful fort 

ive moft humble thanks unto God and to her 
Ktajelty , and alfo unto this whole Houfe and 
every Member of the fame, for their good, cour- 
teous and favourable dealing towards him in this 
behalf. Vide February the 18** and February the 
24" poftea. 

On Saturday the 19% day of December four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the fecond being the Bill tou- 
ching the keeping of the great Seflions of the 
Peace and the Affizes for the Town of Caernarvon 
to be kept in the Town of Caernarvon, was read 
the third time. And the third being the Bi 
for reftitution in blood of the Lord Thomas 
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Howard had this day its fecond and third reading. 
And three Bills thereupon were at this time fent 
up to the Lords by Mt Treafurer and others, 
which had not been delivered, becaufe their 
Lordfhips were rifen and departed before their 
coming. Vide on December the 14" Jatt paft, 
when two of them had been fent up. 

A Motion was made in the Houfe, that their 
Lord{hips might be fent unto, to know the rea- 
fon of the new manner of indorfing their Bills. 
For whereas in former times all Bills fent down 
from the Lords to the Houfe of Commons were 
ever indorfed in the lower part of the fame Bills; 
contrary to the faid accuftomed ufe, the Bills 
which were lately fent down from their Lord- 
fhips, were indorfed in the upper or higher part 
of the fame, which the faid M' Treafurer and the 
re{t at this time fent up to the Upper Houfe with 
the aforefaid three Bills, did accordingly impart 
to their Lordthips. Vide plus de iffa materia on 
Monday the 21'* day of this inftant December 
following. 

The Bill for Hue and Cry was read the fecond 
time during the abfence of M' Treafurer and the 
reft, as aforefaid. 

Vhe reading of which Bill being ended, Mr 
Treafurer and the refidue returning from the 
Lords, brought word, that he the faid M' Trea- 
furer imparted unto their Lordthips the Requeft 
of this Houfe for Conference with their Lordfhips 
both for the Bill touching the Sabbath (de gua 
Billa vide on Weduefday the 17° day of March 
enfuing) and alfo for the Petitions of the griefs 
of this Houfe 5 unto both which the Lords faid, 
they would by and by fend their Anfwer. Vide 
concerning Petitions on Thurfday the 25 day 
of February enfuing. 

M' Vice-Chamberlain declared unto this Houfe, 
That her Majefty gracioufly confidering the great 
pains and careful travel of this Houfe in the Ser- 
vice and Affairs of the Realm, hath determined 
upon Monday next to adjourn the Court of Par- 
liament until fome other convenient time after 
Chriftmas, that {uch Gentlemen and other Mem- 
bers of this Houfe may the more conveniently 
repair home to their houfes in the mean time for 
their better eafe and recreation. And fo moved 
further, That (as before that time of Adjourn- 
ment being upon Mowday next) there can no- 
thing of great moment poflibly be prepared to 
pafling 5 fo he wifhed that the fame fhort time 
may be imployed in the fpeeding of fuch Bills as 
are neareft to the pafling ; and mentioned fome 
of thofe which came unto us from the Lords, and 
that the refidue may reft in the fame cafe of fur- 
therance in the mean time as now they are in. 

M? Serjeant Gawdy and M' Doétor Ford did 
bring from the Lords again the Bill for the refti- 
tution in blood of the Lord Thomas Howard a- 
mended in the indorfement, zz. indorfed under 

he Bill, and the former indorfement above razed 
out. 

The Bill for reftitution in blood of the Lord 
Thomas Howard was fent up to the Lords by Mr 

Treafurer 
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Treafurer and others; and alfo the Bill for pa- | 
ving of the Town of Newark upon Trent, the 
Bill for the Town of Caerzarvon, and the Bill for 
fraudulent Conveyances (all which came from 
their Lordfhips before not rightly indorfed)) were 
fent up to their Lordthips to have the fame in- 
dorfements reformed and amended , as that in 
the Bill for the Lord Thomas Howard was before 
amended. 

The Bill for the true an(wering of the Debts 
of Edward Fifher was read the firft time. Vide 
on Monday the 22. day of February enfuing. 

M' Richard Lewkenor Cone of the Committees 
in the Bill to avoid partial Juries and Tryals) in 
the name of himfelf and the refidue of the fame 
Committees brought in the old Bill , and alfo a 
new Bill, praying that the fame new Bill may be 
read accordingly. 

The Bill for reformation of Errours in Fines 
and Common Recoveries in the twelve Shires of 
Wales , was upon the fecond reading commit- | 
ted unto Mr Sollicitor, Sir Wiliam Herbert , M* 
Penruddock., Mt David Williams and others, who 
were appointed to meet upon Thurfday next in 
the Afternoon in Lincolns-Inn-Hall. After which 
the Bill for continuance and explanation of di- 
vers Statutes, had its fecond reading. 

Mt Serjeant Gawdy and M' Dottor Barkeley did 
bring from the Lords the Bill touching the Sab- 
bath day, with Meffage from their Lordthips, 
that they can find by no Precedent that they can 
now add any thing at all (upon our Conference) 
to their former Additions inferted into the faid 
Bill, and do think withal, that thofe things we 
defire are already provided for in their faid Ad- 
ditions as the Bill now ftandeth; and do there- 
fore pray , that being fo good a Bill as this is, 
they will have care it do not mifcarry 5 and fo 
departed. Whereupon it was then thought good 
to referve the Bill, in ftate as it was, till ic may 
be further confidered of by view of the Prece- 
dents of this Houfe in like cafes. And Sir Thomas 


Heneage, M' Sollicitor, M' Recorder, Sir Widiam 
Moore, M' Cromwell, and M* Sades were ap- 
pointed to fearch the Precedents of this Houfe 
for that purpofe in the mean time of the next 
fitting of this Court after the faid Adjournment. 
Vide plus de ifta materia on Wednefday the 17" 
day of February en{uing. 

The Bill for the prefervation of Grain was or- 
dered upon the Queftion to be difcontinued 5 
and divers others of no great moment, as touch- 
ing Ecclefiaftical Livings, Maintenance of the 
Navy, and the like, were continued until the 
end of this Adjournment, which was now draw- 
ing on on Monday next, being the 21'" day of 
December. And the Committees appointed for 
the continuance of them were thefe following, 
viz. M* Vice-Chamberlain, M' Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir Thomas Heneage, Sir Thomas 
Cecil, Sir William Moore, M* Sollicitor, M* Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, Sir Richard Kuightley, M' 
Francis HaStings , Sit Nicholas Woodroofe, M' 
Daanet , M* Haymond, M* Cromwell , M‘ Owen, 


M? Rawleigh, Mt Gr fo7, Sir Francis Drake, M* 
Dottor Hammond, M' Wolley, M* Grice, Sir Henry 
Nevill, Sir Fohn Peter , Sir William Drury, Sir 
Robert Coneftable, Sir Robert Germin’, Sir Henry 
Cock, who were appointed to meet on Thurfilay 
after Chriftmas-day in the Afternoon at two of 
the Clack at Ely place. 

After M' Vice.Chamberlain’s late former Spee- 
ches delivered unto this Houfe of her Majetties 
good and grateful acceptation of the earneft and 
dutiful care and proceedings of this Houfe in pro- 
viding for the fafety of her moft Royal Perfon, 
and of her Highneffes faid moft loving and fa- 
vourable regard of adjourning this Court of 
Parliament for fome fuch convenient time, as 
during which the greater part of the Members of 
this Houfe may at their pleafiire repair home to 
their dwellings, as well fer their better recrea- 
tions and eafe, as for their further dealing in their 
own private affairs; it was moved by Mr. Spea- 
ker , That fome due form or courfe of yieldin 
unto her Majefty moft humble and dutiful thanks 
for the fame her faid Highneffes moft honourable 
and gracious acceptation and confideration , in 
the name and behalf of this whole Houfe, in 
moft loyal, humble, dutiful and obedient man- 
ner, may be confidered of and devifed. Where- 
upon after a few Speeches refolved and prayed, 
that the fame fhould and might be done moft 
filly and conveniently by thofe honourable Per- 
fonages Members of this Houfe, which are of her 
Majefties moft honourable Privy Council, who 
being then prefent , did very willingly and ho- 
nourably undertake to execute the fame moft 
faithfully and effectually. 

On Moxday the 21'* day of December three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading ; of which the firft being the Bill for 
the true payment of the Debts of Edward Fifher 
Efquire, was after the fecond reading committed 
to the former Committees, (who were appointed 
on Tuefday the 158 day of this inftant December 
foregoing) and Mr. Recorder was added unto 
them. Vide February the 22° Monday poftea. 

The fecond of the faid Billsbeing for Hue and 
Cry, was brought in again by the Committees 
fomewhat amended 5 and the amendments being 
twice read, the Bill with the fatd amendments 
was ordered to be ingrofled, and the third Bill 
touching Under-Sheriffs had its fir{t reading. 

Mr. Sollicitor and Mr. Recorder were added 
to the former Committees for Sir Thomas Lucy's 
Bill. 

Sir George Cary, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for the good Government of the City of 
Weftminfter, in the name of himfelf and the re- 
fidue of the Committees , brought in the Bilk 
with fome amendments, 

Mr. Treafurer declared that he and the refidue 
of this Houfe which are of her Majefties Privy- 
Council, did yefterday according to the charge 
of this Honfe laid upon them recommend unto 
her Majefty the moft humble, dutiful and loyal 
thanks of this Houfe for her Highnefies good 
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nion conceived of this whole Houfe, and her 
loving and thankful acceptation of their Service 5 
which as (he faid) her Majefty did take in moft 
loving and good part, fo did he refer her High- 
nefs’s further Anfwer therein to the report of M' 
Vice-Chamberlain, being charged by her Majefty 
to deliver the fame Speeches unto this Houfe 
from her Highnefs. | 
Whereupon Sir Chriifopher Hatton Bare her 
Majefties Vice-Chamberlain ftanding up did very 
eloquently and very earneftly fet forth her Maje- 
{ties moft Princely, gracious and kind acceptation 
of the humble and moft dutiful thankfulnefs of 
this Houfe fo prefented unto her Highnefs, to her 
right great and high fatisfaction, joy and com- 
fort 5 and declared withal that her Highnefs did 
for the fame give mott hearty and loving thanks 
unto this whole Houfe, yea and that in redoub- 
ling to them their thanks ten thoufand thoufand 
fold ; and fo further very excellently, amply 
and aptly fhewed both the ready , careful and 
obedient affections of this whole Houfe to the 
dutiful fervice of her Majefty , and alfo on the 
other fide her Highnefs incomparable Princely 
accompt and regard of all fuch loyal, loving 
and faithful Subjects 3 and concluded, that her 
Majefties pleafure was , that this Houfe fhould 
well know, that in the confideration of the free 
courfe of the Gofpel of Jefus Chrift amongft us, 
our long continued Peace and plenty of Gods 
good Bleffings and Benefits beftowed upon us un- 
der the Miniftry of her Highnefs, her Majefty 
doth moft fincerely afcribe all the fame only and 
wholly to the great goodnefs and mercy of Al- 
mighty God, attributing the caufe of thefe good 
effets (next under Gods Providence) to the 
good demerits of fo religious, godly and obedi- 
ent Subjects, of whom how well and kindly her 
Majefty doth think and conceive , her Highnefs 
had much rather have told them in her own moft 
Royal Perfon, than have fignified it unto them 
by any other, if it might have conveniently been 
fo done, as upon the opportunity of a Proroga- 
tion or Diffolution of this Court. And further 
declared, that her Majefty having regard to the 
great charges and expences of their attendance in 
the fervice of this great Council of the Realm, 
wifbeth them at their next meeting again to be- 
{tow the time as much as may be in publick and 
general Actions fitteft for the Common-Weal of 
this Realm, and that with as little lofs of time as 
may be. And withal, that thofe of this Houfe 
towards the Law would join together to do their 
beft endeavours to devife fome good Laws to 
abridye and cut off the long tedious courfes and 
extream chargeable Circuits ‘and fuperfluous de- 
lays of Suitsin Law 5 not doubting but that in 
fo doing God will blefs their Wealth and good 
Eftates, both in themfelves and in their Pofte- 
rity. And {o having,as he thought, dutifully im- 
parted unto them the fum and fubftance of her 
Majefties Pleafure and Meflage committed unto 
this Houfe by him, though not in fuch éffe@ual 
and fingular kind terms and forms as her Princely 
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Wifdom delivered the fame unto him; and fo re- 
ferring himfelf to the refidue of this Houfe of her 
Majefties Council then and now prefent to be put 
in remembrance by them, if he have omitted any 
part thereof , and they affirming he had not, he 
ended his Speech. 

M' Doétor Ford and M' Doétor Barkeley, did 
bring from the Lords the Bills amended in the in- 
dorfement , which before were fent from this 
Houle unto them for that purpofe,after they had 
vere firft fent unto this Houfe from their Lord- 

ips. 

Nota, That on Saturday the 19" day of De- 
cember \a{t paft the Houfe of Commons taking ex- 
ceptions at this laft mentioned matter about in- 
dorfing of Bills in the upper parts of them, 
whereas it ought to be done at the nether and 
lower part, the Lords did very refpedtively both 


‘then and now take away their faid grievance by 


the alteration of the indorfements aforefaid ac- 
cording to the ufual and ancient form. 

Mr. Treafurer touching the Petitions and 
grievances of this Houfe drawn into fome cer- 
tainty of convenient particularities to be then 
afterwards moved by them unto the Lords by 
way of Petition , and requeft unto their Lord- 
fhips in the name of this whole Houfe to join 
with this Houfe in the confiderations of the faid 
Petitions and grievances , and to exhibite unto 
her Majefty the humble fuit of this Houfe in 
that behalf, fhewed, that he and the refidue of 
the Committees according tothe charge of this 
Houfe unto them, have fundry times met toge- 
ther and fet down in writing fuch particular Con- 
tents of the faid Petitions and griefs as they re- 
folved to impart unto the Lords. And further, 
that having moved their Lordfhips already in the 
matter, they have-received Anfwer, that when 
their Lordfhips have further confidered and con- 
ferred thereof amongft themfelves, they will 
then fend for the faid Committees of this Houfe 
to receive their Lordfhips Anfwer therein. Vide 
concerning this bufinefs on Thurfday the 25** day 
of February enfuing. 

Word was brought to Mr. Speaker by the Ser- 
jeant of this Houfe, that one at the Door was 
come from the higher Houfe to require that the 
Committees of this Houfe do prefently repair 
unto their Lordfhips; which done and fignified 
unto this Houfe by Mr. Speaker, the faid Com- 
mittees went up prefently unto their Lordfhips 
accordingly. 

Mr. Sollicitor touching the returns of fome 
Knights returned into this prefent Parliament, 
and for fome doubts and queftions arifing in this 
Houfe upon the fame, and afterwards by this 
Houle referred unto him and M" Recorder of 
London for making of {earch of the returns of the 
Writs and Indentures thereof, fhewed, that they 
can only find the caufe of this queftion to arife 
upon the Election of Mr. Bev and Mr. Dar- 
rington to be Knights for the County of Huz- 
tington, which they are the rather confident of, 
becaufe none others attended them or came Rup 

them 
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them in this matter but only the faid Elected 
Knights, who, as thofe alfo whe oppofed them, 
brought their Councel: on both fides, and were 
fully heard what they could fay: After which 
alfo Mr. Recorder and himfelf defiring fully to 
inquire into this matter , had conferred and de- 
vifed therein with the Clerk of the Crown-Office 
in the Chancery, and comparing thofe Records 
together with fome of the Statures Ordained in 
thofe Cafes, they do find fuch difference in them 
tending to matter of effect, and to be Anfwered 
by the Sheriff if there be caufe, and not for any 
matter in their opinions for this Houle to deal 
with, whereby to caflate or make void the faid 
Eleétion as they take it. And yet becaufe that 
re{teth now chiefly upon matter of Precedents 
to fee further how this Houfe may decide this 
caufe, he declared, that Mr. Recorder and he 


will make further fearch of the Precedents in | 


like Cafes with the Clerk of the higher Houfe 
for that purpofe , and then further to advertife 
this Houfe as caufe fhall require. Vide concern- 
ing this matter on Tuefday the 8" day, and on 
Saturday the 12° day of this inftant Decesber 
foregoing. 


The Bill for the prefervation of the Haven of 


Plymouth, was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto Sir Francis Drake, M' Wroth, Mr. Edg- 
combe and others, who were appointed to meet 
the third day of the next fitting of this Court in 
Lincolzs-Inn Hall in the Afternoon of the fame 
day. 

A new Bill that Parfonages impropriate may 
be difpofed to godly and charitable ufes, was 
read the firft time. 

Mr. Sollicitor touching the exceflive number 
of penal Laws in force, very intolerable to the 
Subjects, neither poffible to be kept, and yet not 
any put in Execution, as that for Apparel in 
King H, 8. his time and fuch like, moved that a 


Committee be had of fome fele€&ted Members of 


this Houfe learned in the Laws to make a view 
of the fame Laws againtt the next fitting of this 
Court after the Adjournment of the fame, to 
the end that this Houfe may then thereupon 
proceed to fome courfe of diminifhing the great 
number of the fame, as upon due confiderations 
in that behalf to be had (hall be further thought 
meet and convenient. And thereupon were na- 
med and chofen for that purpofe all the Privy- 
Council being of this Houfe, Mr. Sollicitor, Mr. 
Recorder of London, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Sandes, 
Mr. Attorney of the Wards and others , who 
were appointed to meet on Wedwefday before 


the next Term in the Afternoon in Lincolys- 
Tnn Hall. 


The Bill for paving of the Town of Newark 


upon Trent, after the third reading, pafled upon 
the queftion. 

Mr. Treafurer and the refidue of the Commit- 
tees returning from the Lords he declared, that 
they have received fome An{wer from their Lord- 
fhips upon the Conference, and referred the re- 
port thereof to Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, 


as unto whom the fame was by their faid Lord- 
thips appointed to be delivered over unto this 
Houfe. Whereupon 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer declared, 
that their Lord(hips had caufed the faid Notes in 
writing to be read in the Houfe, and their Lord- 
fhips found the faid grievances to concern but 
fome particular Countries and not the whole 
Realm, to wit, the Countries only of Warwick, 
Lincoln and Effex, and therefore might be confi- 
dered to be reformed in time by fome other con- 
venient means: But being Anfwered by the 
Committees of this Houfe, that albeit there were 
Petitions in writing exhibited but for thele three 
Counties, yet by Motions and Speeches in the 
Houfe it well appeared to be the grief of the 
whole Realm. Which their Lordthips having 
underftood did feelingly exprefs how fenfible 
they were of it , and how truly they did join 
with us of the Houfe of Commons in withing 
the reformation thereof, and were now ready to 
aid us with their beft afliftances therein as erft in 
the two laft former Seffions of Parliament they 
had done, at both which times her Majefty had 
thereupon Commanded fome of the Lords of the 


Clergy to take care and confideration of the 
fame caufes, wherein as little or nothing hath 


been done for eafe or redrefs of the fame, fo 
their Lord(hips af the Upper Houfe (not mind- 
ing to impute thie fault thereof to any, and yet 
remembring withal that their Lordthips were 
prefent when her Majefty by the Mouth of the 
Lord Chancellor did give Commandment unto 
Mr. Speaker not to deal in the Houfe of Com- 
mons with matters concerning Religion or the 
Church without herHighnets pleafure firft known, 
and therefore do alfo take the fame Command- 
ment to extend as well to their Lordfhips as to 
this Houfe) have refolved that thofe of the Lords 
which are of her MajeftiesPrivy-Council do firft 
move her Highnefs to know her Majefties Plea- 
fure therein before they proceed any further in 
the matter. 

The Lord Chief Juftice of Exgland, the Lord 
Chief Juftice of the Common-Pleas, the Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer and the Mafter of 
the Rolls being fent down from the Lords to the 
Houle of Commons and admitted into the faid 
Houfe, the faid Lord Chief Juftice having in his 
hand a Commiffion under the Great Seal of Exg- 
land declared unto Mr. Speaker that her Majetty 
having given Authority by Commiflion under 
the Great Seal of Exglazd unto divers of my 
Lords the Bifhops, Earls and Barons of the Up- 
per Houfe to Adjourn this Parliament unto the 
4° day of February next coming the fatd Lords 
Commiffioners have Adjourned the fame in the 
Upper Houfe , and their Lordfhips have there- 
upon alfo fent them to this Houfe to fignifie the 
fame Adjournment over unto this Houfe, that 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles and Barons 
of this Houfe may likewife take notice of the 
fame Adjournment accordingly. Which thing 
was alfo after their departure out of this Houle 
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declared unto this Houfe by Mr.Speaker. And 
{@ thereupon this Court by Warrant and in form 
aforsfaid, was adjourned untc the faid 4*" day 
of February next coming. 

Which done, 4" Vice-Chamberlain ftanding 
up and putting the Houfe in remembrance of her 
Maicltes moft Vrinceiy and loving kindneffes fig- 
nified unto this Houfe in the former Meflages and 
Dcclarations of her Highnefles thankful accepta- 
tions of the dutiful cares and travails of this 
Houfe ia the Service of her Majefty and the 
Realm, moved the Houfe, that befides the ren- 
dring of our moft humble and Loyal thanks unto 
her Highnefs, we do, being aflembled, altoge- 
ther joyn our hearts and minds together in moft 
humble and earneft prayer unto Almighty God 
for the long continuance of the moft prof{perous 
prefervation of her Majefty , with molt due and 
thankful acknowledgment of his infinite benefits 
and bleffings poured upon this whole Realm 
through the mediation of her Highnefles Miniltry 
under him. And he faid,he had a Paper in writing 
in his hand devifed and fet down by an honeft, 
godly and learned man, and which, albeit it was 
not very well written, yet he would willingly 
read it as well as he could, if it pleafed them to 
follow and fay after him, as he (hould begin and 
fay before them. Which being affented unto 
moft willingly of all the whole Houfe, and eve- 
ry one kneeling upon his knees, the faid Mr Vice- 
Chamberlain begun the faid prayer. Which be- 
ing ended, every one departed away for that 
time, until the faid day of Adjournment. 

Nota, That the aforefaid Commiffion did bear 
date this prefent 21" day of December, and that 
this Parliament was adjourned by it from the 
{aid day unto the 4%" day of February enfuing, 
which was for the {pace of forty four days; at 
the end of which faid days either Houfe met a- 
gain according to their ufual and accuftomed 
manner as followeth, ( viz.) 

On Thurfday the 4° day of February (to 
which day the Parliament had been on Moxday 
the 21°" day of December foregoing laft adjour- 
ned.) either Houfe affembled together without 
all manner of Pomp or Solemnity , as at other 
ordinary and ufual times, and fo fell to the read- 
ing of fuch Bills, and treating of {uch other bu- 
fineffes as did remain unfinifhed upon their laft 
Adjournment. ; 

The firft work which the Houfe of Commons 
entred upon this morning after Prayers, was the 
reading of fome Bills not yet pafled in their Jaft 
Meeting, being four in number, whereof the laft 
being the Bill for following of Hue and Cry, was 
upon the third reading committed unto Sir Hen- 
ry Cock, M' Morrice, Mt Wroth, M' Sandes, M' 
Conisby, and others; and the Bill was delivered 
to M' Savdes, but neither the place or time of 
their meeting are fet down. 

On Friday the 5** day of February the Bill for 
confirmation of her Majefties Letters Patents 
granced to the Queens Colledge in Oxford was 
twice read, and thereupon committed unto M' 
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Sandes, M' Mills, Mt Wade, and others , Cand 
the Bill was delivered to Mt Sazdes_) who were 
appointed to meet to morrow in the Afternoon 
in the Middle Temple Hall. 

After which four other Bills of no great mo- 
ment had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the laft being the Bull for explanation of the Sta- 
tute lately made for the maintenance of Rochefter 
Bridge, was upon the fecond reading committed 
unto Sir Philip Sidney, M! Wotton, Mt Diggs, and 
others, and the Bill was delivered to M' Wottox, 
who with the reft was appointed to meet to 
morrow in the Afternoon in the Middle Temple 
Hall. 

It was agreed upon the Motion.of M' Speaker 
that the Houfe fhould be called to morrow mor- 
ning. 

On Saturday the 6 day of February two Bills 
after the third reading pafled upon the Que- 
{tion s of which the laft was the Bill that Parfo- 
nages impropriate may be difpofed to godly and 
charitable ufes. 

The Bill for the Hue and Cry was delivered 
in again by the Committees with an addition of 
amendment to the fame in paper 5 which addi- 
tion being twice read, was ordered to be ingrof- 
fed and added to the fame Bill. 

On Mondzy the 8% day of February three Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the laft being the Bill to provide 
remedy again(t fraudulent Conveyances was after 
the fecond reading put to the Queftion, whether 
it fhould be committed or no; and the Voices 
for the No appearing upon the divifion of the 
Honfe tobe 156, and the Voices for the Yea to 
be but 140, was ordered not to be committed. 

The addition to the Bill for Hue and Cry be- 
ing ingrofled , was read the third time, where- 
upon it pafled upon the Queftion. 

On Tuefday the 9° day of February the Com- 
mittees in the Bill for the Staple Fith were ap- 
pointed to meet upon Friday next in the Middle 
Temple Hall. 

The Committees alfo in the Bill for Shoo-ma- 
kers were appointed to meet on Saturday next at 
the Guild-hail in the Afternoon, and M' Wottoz 
and Mt Harries of Lincolns-Inn were added unto 
them. 

Four Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the laft being the 
Bill for repairing and maintenance of Sea-banks 
and Sea-works on the Sea-coafts in the County 
of Norfolk was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto Sir William Dymock, Sir Robert Ger- 
min, Six Drew Drury and others, and the Bill was 
delivered to Sir Drew Drury, who with the reft 
was appointed to meet upon Friday next in the 
Afternoon in the Middle Temple Hall. 

The Bill for following of Hue and Cry, the 
Bill for Swearing of Under-Sherifis, and the Bill 
that Parfonages impropriate may be difpofed to 
godly and charitable ufes, were fent up to the 
Lords by Mr. Treafurer, Mr. Vice-Chamberlain 


and others. 
Mr. 
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Mr. Lewkenor , one of the Committees for Ro- 
chefter Bridge and the Glafs-houfes, brought in 
the Bill touching Kochefter Bridge with fome a- 
mendments; which Bill being then read again, 
and the amendments being twice read, it was 
ordered to be ingrofled. 

A new Bill alfo concerning. Glafs-houfes was 
delivered in by the faid Mr. Lemkenor with fome 
alterations and amendments. 

Another Bill alfo of no great moment concer- 
ning the dying of Woollen Clothes, was upon 
the fecond reading committed. 

On Wednefday the tot day of February fix 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laft being the Bill touch- 
ing Collectors of Iffues by Juries, was read the 
third time, and upon the Queftion was commit- 
ted to the prefent confideration for a Provifo 
unto M‘ Chancellor of the Exchequer, M' Crom- 
well, M' Sands, and others, to confer prefently 
in the Treafury-Chamber. 

Upon a Motion this day made touching the 
opinion of this Houfe for Priviledge in a cafe of 
Subpena out of the Chancery, ferved upon R:- 
chard Cook, Efquire a Member of this Houfé , re- 
turned a Burgefs to this prefent Parliament for 
the Borough of Livewington in the County of 
Southampton, \t was ordered, That M' Recorder 
of London, M' Sands and M!* Cromwell attended 
on by the Serjeant of this Houfe, fhall prefently 
repair in the Name of the whole Houfe into the 
Body of the Court of Chancery, and there to 
fignifie unto the Lord Chancellor and the Matter 
of the Rolls, that by the ancient Liberties of this 
Houle the Members of the fame are priviledged 
from being ferved with Subpexa’s 5 and to re- 
quire withal not only the difcharge of the faid 
M' Cook his appearance before them upon the 
faid Subpena, but alfo te defire that from hence- 
forth upon like cafes the faid Lord Chancellor 
and Matter of the Rolls will allow the like Pri- 
viledges for other Members of this Houfe to be 
fignified unto them in writing under M' Speakers 
hand. Vide de ifta materia in die fequenti. 

It was Ordered , That M' Azthoxy Kirle of 
the Middle Temple fhall be warned by the Ser- 
jeant of this Houfe to morrow in the Afternoon 
(fitting the Court) to an{wer unto fuch matters 
as {hall be then and there objected againft him 
by this Houfe on the behalf of Alba Stepneth 
Efquire, being a Member of this Houfe, retur- 
ned a Burgefs into the fame for the Town of 
Haverford Weft, Vide plus de ifta materia on the 
day next enfuing. 

On Thurfday the 11°" day of February the Bill 
again{t partial Juries and Tryals, was upon the 
fecond reading ordered to be ingrofled. 

M' Recorder of London , M' Cromwell, and 
M: Sandes being returned from the Chancery, 
did declare unto the Houfe, that they have been 
in Chancery within the Court, and there were 
very gently and courteoufly heard in the deli- 
very of the Meflage and charge of this Houfe 
committed unto them, and were anfwered by 


the Lord Chancellor, that he thought this Hout: 
had no fuch liberty of Priviledge for Subpana’s, 
as they pretended , neither would he allow of 
any Precedents of this Houfe committed unto 
them formerly ufed in that behalf, unlef this 
Houfe could alfo prove the fame to have been 
likewife thereupon allowed and ratified alfo by 
the Precedents in the faid Court of Chancery. 
And after fome other Speeches and Arguments, 
the faid Mr. Savdes and Mr. Crommell were fur- 
ther appointed to fearch the Precedents of this 
Houfe again{ft to morrow , that thereupon this 
Houfe may enter into further Confideration of 
the ftate of the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houfe accordingly. Vide plws concerning this 
matter among{t the paflages of the day fore- 
oing. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the laft being the 
Bill to avoid partial Tryals and Juries, was read 
the third time, and paffed upon the Queftion. 

Mr. Roger Erith Efquire, one of the Burgefles 
for the Borough of Wilton in the County of 
Wilts being fick, was upon a Motion made to 
this Houfe, licenfed to depart into the Country 
for the better recovery of his health. 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Recorder, that 
thofe of this Houfe towards the Law, being the 
moft part of them at the Bars in her Majelties 
Courts attending their Clients Caufes, and ‘he- 
electing the Service of this Houfe, be called by 
the Serjeant to repair unto this Houfe prefently, 
and to give their attendance in the fervice of the 
fame, It was Ordered, That the Serjeant of this 
Houfe do forthwith repair unto all the faid 
Courts, and there give notice and charge from 


this Houfe , that all thofe of this Houfe that are 


in any the fame Courts, or at any of the Bars of 
the fame Courts, fhall prefently make their re- 
pair unto this Houfe, and give their attendance 
here. And the faid Serjeant being fent fhortly 
after, many of them came into this Houfe upon 
the faid Commandment accordingly. After which 
faid Motion the Bill touching Collectors of Ifiues 
loft by Juries, was pafled upon the Queltion, 
without allowance of any Provifo from the 
Clerks of the. Extracts in the Exchequer. 

Upon a Motion made by Sir Welliam Herbert, 
that Mr. Recorder of Loudon who erft made a 
Motion to this Houfe, That thofe of the Law 
being Members of this Houfe , and then attend- 
ing at the Bars in the Courts in the Hall, might 
be fent for to give their attendance here in this 
Houle, being now fince their coming in gone out 
of the Houfe himfelf, and as he was informed, 
was prefently pleading at the Common Pleas Bar, 
to the great abufe of this whole Houfe, might be 
forthwith fent for by the Serjeant to anfwer his 
faid contempt; It was Ordered ; That the Ser- 
jeant of this Houfe do forthwith go to the faid 
Common Pleas Bar, and charge the faid Mr. Re- 
corder to make his prefent repair unto this Houfe 
for his attendance , but not to anfwer to any 
contempt. 
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The Bill touching the Water-Bailiff was read 
the firft time. | 

Five other Bills of no great moment had each, 
of them their laft reading, and were fent up to 
the Lords by Mr. Treafurer and others 5 of which 
the laft was the Bill of Explanation and Addition 
unto the former Statute for maintenance of Ro- 
chefter Bridge. 

Mr. Anthony Kirle was brought to the Bar by 
the Serjeant of this Houfe, and charged by Mr. 
Speaker in the Name of this whole Houfe with a 
Contempt to this Houfe, for that he had ferved 
Alban Stepneth Efquire, being a Member of this 
Houfe (returned into the fame a Burgefs for the 
Town of Haverford Weft.) with a Subpena out 
of the Star-Chamber in the Parliament time, and 
within the Palace of Westinjter, as the {aid Mr. 
Stepneth was coming to this Houle to give his 
attendance there, and further afterwards procu- 
cured an Attachment out of the faid Court a- 
gain{t him, to the great hinderance and impedi- 
ment of the faid Mr. Stepzeth his fervice and at- 
tendance in this Houfe, and alfo to his great coft 
and charge. To which he anfwered, True it 
was he ferved a Subpeva upon the faid Mr. Step- 
eth in a Caufe of Suit, not then knowing himto 
be a Member ofthis Houfe, and afterwards under- 
ftanding that the faid Mr. Stepzeth made default 
of his appearance upon the faid Subpena, and 
that four or five days after the return of the 
Writ he made an Affidavit in the faid Court of 
the ferving of the faid Subpeza, and fo obtained 
an Attachment againft the faid Mr. Stepueths at 
which time he was told by one of. the Attornies 
of that Court, that the faid Mr. Stepneth was a 
Member of this Houfe ; alledging that before 
that time he knew him not to be of this Houfe, 
and did then alfo forbear to caufe the faid At- 
tachment to be executed upon him: In doing 
whereof if he have given caufe of offence or con- 
tempt unto this Houfe, as he had done the fame 
ignorantly, fo did he (he faid) humbly fubmit 
himfelf therein to the good and favourable Con- 
fideration of this Houfe. Which done, he was 
fequeftred out of the Houfe. 

And then after fundry Motions had in the 
fame matter, and by fome of which it appeared 
that the faid Mr. Stepzeth had with payment of 
Money to Mr. Karle’s Attorney redeemed his li- 
berty from being arrefted by the faid Attach- 
ment 5 It was at laft refolved by this Houfe, 
That the faid Mr. Kirle had committed a great 
contempt to this whole Houfe, and the Liberties 
and Priviledges of the fame , bcth in ferving the 
faid Sxbpena upon the faid Mr. Stepweth, and alfo 
in procuring the faid Attachment againft him, 
and in all the refidue of the parts of the faid Suit 
from the time of ferving the faid Subpena thi- 
therto. And thereupon ordered and adjudged 
by this Houfe, That the {aid Azthony Kirle thall 
for his faid contempt be committed Prifoner to 
the Serjeants Ward and Cuftody, there to re- 
main during the pleafure of this Houfe, and fhall 
alfo fatisfie and pay unto the faid Mr. Stepneth as 
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well all fuch his Cofts and Charges and Expences 
by him expended in and about the fame Suit as 
fhall be fet down and agreed upon by Mr. Mor- 
rice and Mr. Miles Saxdes, who were for that 
purpofe appointed by this Houfe to confer with 
the faid Mr. Stepzeth, and to examine thofe 
Charges 5 as alfo all other Charges which the 
faid Mr. Stepzeth hath been at, or defrayed unto 
the faid Serjeant in or abour the arre{ting which 
fhould have been executed upon him by virtue 
of the fgrefaid Attachment out of the faid Star- 
Chamber at the Suit of the faid Mr. Kirle. 

After which the faid Mr. Azthony Kirle was 
brought again to the Bar, and there kneeling 
upon his knees, was asked by Mr. Speaker, whe- 
ther he had received of Mr. Stepneth any Money 
for the Charges of the faid Attachment ? He an- 
{wered he had not, but his Attorney had. And 
being asked, whether his Attorney did receive it 
to his ufe or no? He faid his Attorney did allow 
it to him in the payment for the Copy of Mr. 
Stepneth his Anfwer. And then Mr. Speaker 
pronounced unto him the faid Judgment in form 
aforefaid in the Name of this whole Houfe. After 
the pronouncing whereof he humbly befoughte 
this Houfe of their favourable goodnefs to grant 
him liberty to follow fome Caufes of .his own, 
and alfofome other of his Clients; but it was de- 
nied him, and fo he washad away by the Serjeant. 
And after his departure upon fome motions, that 
Confideration might be had of his Clients Caufes, 
the Term now continuing but one day more, it 
was referred to Mr. Speaker's liberty to let him 
follow his own Caufes and his Clients with his 
Keeper attending upon him. Vide principium 
hujws materia die precedente, © vide confimilem 
cafum in Parliamento de Anno 31 Regine Eliz. 
on Friday the 12°" day of February. 

On Friday the 12" day of February five Bills 
were had in agitation in the Houfe , whereof 
two concerning the Government of the City of 
West minfter and the aflurance of Sir Thomas Lucy 
were brought into the Houfe by the feveral Com- 
mittees of them with Provifo’s and Amendments 
added unto them, which they did humbly offer 
to the Confideration of the Houfe ; and the o- 
ther three of no great moment had two of them 
one reading apiece, and the third two readings, 
which was the Bill for the good Government of 
the City of Westminfter, viz. the body of the 
Bill had one reading , and the Amendments two, 
and then it was ordered to be ingroffed upon the 
Queftion. 

One of the faid three Bills laft mentioned to 
have been read was a new Bill brought into the 
Houfe for the true anfwering of the Debts of 
Edward Fifher E{quire; after the firft reading 
whereof upon a Motion made concerning it, it 
was Ordered, that the faid Edward Fifher fhould 
be fent to by the Serjeant of this Houfe to warn 
him to be in this Houfe himfelf upon Monday 
next, if it pleafe him to procure himfelf a Writ 
for that purpofe, or elfe that his Counce! be then 
there for him to thew caufe, if he have any, why

Vide plus de ita mate- 
ria on Monday the 15°" day of this inftant Fe- 
bruary following. 

On Saturday the 13°" day of February, the 
Bill touching the breadth of Woollen-Cloths was 
upon the fecond reading committed unto Mr. 
Vice-Chamberlain, Mr. Treafurer, Mr. Chancél- 
lor of the Exchequer , Sir Thomas Heneage, Sir 
Fobn Peeter and others, and the Bill was deliver- 
ed to Mr. Treafurer, who with the reft was ap- 
pointed to meet on Movday next in the After- 
noon in the Parliament Chamber or Penfion 
Chamber of the Middle-Temple. 

M' Recorder of Lowdom, M' Morrice and M' 
Penruddock, were appointed to hear and exa-

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the fecond being 
the Bill for Explanation of the Statute of 21 H. 
8. touching Pluralities of Benefices, @c. was up- 
on the fecond reading committed unto Sir Drew 
Drewry, Sir Robert Germin, Sir Richard Kuight- 
ley, Mt Recorder of Loxdox and others , who 
were appointed to meet upon Tve/day next in the 
Afternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall. 

A Provifo to the Billconcerning certain affu- 
rances of Sir Thomas Lucy and others, was twice 
read and Ordered to be ingrofled. 

M Morrice, M* Atkins and M' Alford, were 
added to the former Committees to meet this Af- 

ternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall to hear M' 
_ Arnold and his Councel touching the faid Bill 
and Provifo. 

The Amendments in the Bill againft Glafs- 
Houfes and Glafs-making was twice read and Or- 
dered to be (with the Bill) ingrofled. 

On Monday the 15'* day of February, M* 
William Stoughton offered unto this Houfe a cer- 
tain fupplication in Parchment of certain abufes 
in the Miniftry within the County of Leicefter, 
and alfo a note of certain Articles in Paper con- 
cerning fome diforders in the Bifhops Miniftry 5 
and alfo Mt Edward Lewkenor offered another 
Petition in Parchment touching the abufes in the 
Miniftry in the behalf of the Inhabitants in the 
Eaft part of the County of Su/fex.

And then alfo 
was read another like Petition in Paper for the 
Inhabitants of the Parifh of Holksfone in the 
County of Kext, which was before the laft Ad- 
journment of this Court offered unto this Houfe 
by M' Fohx Moore; and after fundry Speeches 
and Motions had touching the faid Petitions, M"

And withal, that therefore of ancient Courtefie 
and Cuftom, both the fame Houfes have ufed 
mutual Conference each with other in matters 
of doubt happening amongft them from time to 
time in making and eftablifhing of Laws, and 
that yet notwithftanding their Lordfhips have 
heard by Speeches abroad, not out of this Houfe 
(for they are not to take knowledge of any 
thing in this Houfe) that a Bill to provide re- 
medy again{t fraudulent Conveyances pafled 
with their Lordfhips, and lately fent down from 
them to this Houfe, was upon a fecond reading 
thereof in this Houfe denied to receive a Com- 
mittee, whereof their Lordfhips do greatly mar- 
vail and think it very ftrange not having known 
the like courfe ufed in this Houfe before, efpeci- 
ally the Bill being fo good and neceflary for the 
Common-Wealth, and fo {pecially recommended 
from their Lordfhips to this Houfe, both at the 
figft fending down thereof to this Houfe, and 
fithence. And being (as their Lordfhips are in- 
formed) upon the reading thereof the firft time 
nothing fpoken unto at all, and now lately at 
the fecond reading thereof argued unto both 
with the Bill and againft the Bill by fundry on 
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greatly import the Bill very much to. deferve Con- 
ference without all contradiction. _ And further 
declaring that the faid Bill was-very well favour- 
ed and liked of her Majefty, yea in fo much that 
her Highnefs ufed to call it her own Bill, that ic 
was framed and drawn by her Highnefs learned 
Councel, very maturély and advifedly digefted 
in the Upper Houfe. with the privity and affitt- 
ance of the Judges there attending, confidered 
of alfo in a Committee amongft their Lordfhips 
themfelves, and with very great deliberation paf- 
fed alfo with them , and as before {pecially re- 
commended unto this Houfe from them; moved 
in Conclufion, that this Houfe would have fuch 
further copfideration for proceeding in fome con- 
venient courfe in the faid Bill by Conference or 
otherwife, as may in good difcretion feem requi- 
fite. And not doubting, but as their Lordthips 
think many of thisHoufe have miftaken and mit 
conceived fome part. of the faid Bill, fo their 
Lordfhips upon Conference had (they doubt not) 
will refolve and fatisfie them in the fame. And 
therefore they defire to be advertifed of the 
Anfwer of this Houfe therein as foon as may 
be conveniently. Vide de iffa materia in die 
Jequenti. 

On Tuefday the 16" day of February a Motion 
was made for Mr. Karles releafment from his Im- 
prifonment, and thereupon he was brought into 
this Houfe , and kneeling upon his Knees, ma- 
king very humble fubmiffion unto this Honfe 
and acknowledging his fault, alledging it alfo to 
have proceeded of ignorance and not of wilful- 
nefs, and likewife having paid to the Serjeant of 
this Houfe, to M' Stepneth's, ufe three pound_fix 
fhillings eight pence, f¢t down by M' Morrice and 
M' Sazds according to the former Order of this 
Houfe, was difcharged paying his Fees, after he 
had firft taken the Oath of Supremacy. Vide con- 
cerning this matter on Vedwefday the 1o' day, 
and on Thur/day the 11™ day of this inftant Fe- 
bruary foregoing. 

Upon a Motion made by Mt Doctor Fames, 
that a Member of this Houfe yefterday having 
given great offence unto this whole Houfe in 
charging this whole Houfe generally with matter 
of accufation in thofe things which they do offer 
and prefer unto this Houfe only by way of Peti- 
tions and Motions for redrefs of certain griefs in 
dutiful and convenient manner, may not fo go 
away with thofe undecent forms of Speech, 
but be further called to Queftion for the 
fame. 

M' Atkins was thereupon Licenfed by the 
Houfe to interpret his faid Speeches in his place 
without being Commanded to the Bar, who in 
very bumble fort declared his intention, was 
very forry for his over-fight., craved their good 
opinions and fubmitted himfelf to the good farif- 
faction of this Houfe. 

Five Bills of no great moment had each of

Mr. Nicholas Hare being one of the Commit- 
tees in the Bill for repairing and amending of the 
Sea-Banks and Sea-Works upon the Sea-Coafts 
in the County of Norfo/k brought in the old Bill, 
and alfo a new Bill, which new Bill had its firft 
reading. 

Mr. Treafurer and the refidue returning from 
the Lords, Mr. Treafurer declared, That accord- 
ing to the appointment of this Houfe they had 
moved the Lords touching their Lordfhips An- 
{wer to the Petitions of this Houfe, and that 
thereupon their Lordthips fequeftring the Com- 
mittees of this Houfe inthe outer Chamber, did 
foon after fend them word by the Mafter of the 
Rolls and the Lord Chief Baron, That when their 
Lordfhips fhall firft have received an Anfwer 
from this Houfe unto them touching their Mo- 
tion yefterday of the Confideration of this Houfe 
to be had touching the Bill againft fraudulent 
Conveyances, their Lord{hips would then make 
Anfwer unto this Houfe of the faid Petitions ; and 
willed further to know the Anfwer of this Houfe 
touching the faid Bill to morrow in the morning. 
Vide concerning this bufinefs on Thurfday the 25° 
day of this inftant February following. 

After the forefaid Speech of Mr. Treafurer Sir 
Walter Mildmay Chancellor of the Exchequer 
{tood up, and having recited the {umm of it, did 
further put the Houfe in mind, that the Lords 
did look for Anfwer touching the faid Bill to 
morrow, and therefore advifing to confider of 
it prefently, fhewed for his part his opinion tou- 
ching the ftate of the faid Bill in fort as it is 
now, to be no further by this Houfe deale in but 
one of thefe two ways, to wit, either at the next 
reading thereof, being the third time of reading 
it, without any manner of addition or other al- 
teration whatfoever to put it to the queftion for 
paffing , or elfe leaving it as it now is, to begin 
a new Bill in this Houfe for the purpofe of re- 
drefs againft frauds in fuch manner as this Houfe 
fhould think fitteft.

For that the Warden of the Fleet attending 
at the door of this Houfe with Edward Fifher 
Efquire cannot now for lack of time bring in the 
faid Fifher to make his appearance , further day 
was given him to be here again to morrow in 
the morning. Vide concerning this bufinefs on 
Monday the 22'* day of this inftant February 
enfuing. 

On Wednefday the 17** day of February the

Committees in the Bill concerning Staple Fith 
were appointed to meet in the open Exchequer- 
Court at two of the Clock this Afternoon. 

_ The Committees alfo for Shoomakers and Cur- 
riers and Clothiers were appointed to meet in the 
Middle Temple Hall this Afternoon. 

_ Mr. Morrice brought in the old Bill againtt 
vicious life and idlenefs, and brought in two 
new Bills made and drawn out of fome of the 
Contents of the old. 

The Committees in the Bill for breadth of 
Clothes were appointed to meet this Afternoon 
in the Exchequer-Chamber. 

Three Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading; of which the laft being 
the Bill for the furtherance of Juftice, was upon 
the fecond reading ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Warden of the Fleet brought Edward 
Fifher Efquire to the Bar and fome of the Cre-: 
ditors, with Mr. Yelverton being of Counfel with 
the Creditors 5 the faid Edward Fifher was heard 
at large what he could fay againft the Bill exhi- 
bited to this Houfe for order of payment of his 
Creditors; and at laft being fequettred out of 
the Houfe two feveral times, while the houfe 
did confider of fundry his frivolous requefts 
made unto them, and of his dilatory devices and 
fhifting anfwers, did at the laft give his full and 
plain confent unto this houfe, as well of his in- 
{tance and requeft unto this houfe mentioned 
in the Preamble of the faid Bill for patiing of 
the fame, as alfo any ching this houfe {hou d 
think good in their own difcretions to add in the 
faid Bill for the pafling of the fame, to authorize 
the Commiflioners to deal alfo with the Bifhop 
of Coventry and Litchfield tor Compofition of a 
Rent-charge of 82/. 105. diftrainable upon all 
the Lands of the faid Edward Fiber. The {aid 
Warden of the Fleet was then commanded to 
take away the faid Edward Fifber, and Mr. Sands 
and Mr. Morrice were appointed to amend the 
faid Billin that part againft to morrow, and the 
Bill to be ingrofled. Vide concerning this mat- 
ter on Adonday the 22 day of February enfu- 
ing. 
‘On Thurfday the 18' day of February five Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft being a Bill for preferva- 
tion of the Bridges in the Town of Redding, was 
read the fir{t time. 

Sir Wiliam Moore, one of the Committees tn 
the Bill againft dying with Sumach , brought in 
the fame Bill again as a frivolous Bill utterly unfit 
to remain in this houfe. 

Sir Edward Dymock, one of the Committees 
in the Rill for bringing in of Siaple Fifh, Ling, 
and Herings, brought in the old Bill and alfo 
a new Bill agreed upon and made by the faid 
Committees. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer taking occa- 
fion to put this houfe in remembrancepf fome 
confideration to be had by this houfe of the Bull 
to provide remedy again{t fraudulent Conveyan- 
ces pafled with the Lords and brought from them 

to 
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to this Houfe, did the laft day faving one treat 
and debate till the rifing of the fame Houfe, with- 
out any refolution therein then had and fhew- 
ing his own opinion therein divided his Speech 
into three parts, firft to confider what this Houfe 
hath already done touching the faid Bill, then 
what this Houfe may do in the fame, and laftly 
what is moft convenient for this Houfe to do 
further in the fame. Shewing that what is done 
already in the faid Bul in this Houfe, is this (as he 
taketh ic) viz. That the Bill firft pafling the 
Lords and brought down hither was twice or- 
derly read in this Houfe, and upon the fecond 
reading thereof was likewife orderly argued unto 
in this Houfe both againft the Bill and with the 
Bill, very gravely and learnedly on both fides 
for to have the fame Bill committed to further 
confideration, which for his part he could well 
have liked it fhould have fo been; yet becaufe 
this Houfe thought good it fhould not be com- 
mitted, and denied to have it committed, he 
thinks this Houfe hath done therein very orderly 
without any Errour, becaufe it feemed good to 
this Houfe fotodo. And that albeit many times 
Committings and Conferences be very neceflary 
between both the Houfes, yet it is at the liberty 
of each of the fame Houfes whether they will 
admit any fuch orno, and fo no error in that 
which isdone. And that the faid Bill as it now 
ftandeth is a Bill that may have a third reading 
(in this Houfe as he thinketh) if-this Houfe thall 
fo thing good. And is of mind that this Houfe 
may Here it feemeth Mt Fulk Onflow at 
this time Clerk of the Houfe of Commons, in- 
tending to fupply the refidue of this faid Speech 
and of other Arguments and Difputations had 
and pafled in this matter , did leave a blank of 
near upon a fide and a half; but whether through 
negligence or forgetfulnefS this (as divers other 
places ) was never perfected. 

But what the refolution of the Houfe at the 
end of the faid Arguments was, may probably 
be gathered out of other Paflages this very day 
concerniig the fame bufinefs, viz. That they 
would juftifie their former Proceedings in not 
committing the faid Bill concerning fraudulent 
Conveyances fent down unto them from the 
Lords to have been juftly, difcreetly and orderly 
refolved on in the Houfe, «where the manner and 
form of the faid Bill was and 1s utterly difliked, 
and that therefore the faid Howfe of Commons 
would fpeedily frame a new bill to the fame 
elect. ae 

Vide concerning this bufinefs on Monday the 
15°" day and on Tiefday the 16 day of this in- 
{tant February foregoing. 

Mt Serjeant Rodes and Mt Dottor Carey did 
bring down from the Lords to the Houfe of Com- 
mons three Bills ; of which one was concerning 
the Lord Dacres and the Lord Norris, the fe- 
cond concerning the relief of the Hofpital of 
Eaftbridge in Canterbury, and the third concern- 
ing the Explanation of a former Statute touch- 
ing Tellors and Receivors made Azno 13 Regine 
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| Eliz. of which faid three Bills the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houfe mentioneth only 
the two latter to have been fent down as atore- 
faid, and as it feemeth omitted the firft. 

The forefaid M' Serjeant Rodes and M' Do- 
Ctor Carey brought alfo a Meflage from the Lords 
for prefent Conference with fome of the Houfe 
of Commons touching the Bill of Jefuits lately 
pafled the faid Houfe. Whereupon thefe Com- 
mittees following were appointed to repair pre- 
fently unto their Lordthips accordingly, viz. Mr. 
Comptroller, Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, M' Trea- 
furer of the Chamber, Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, M' Sollicitor, Sir Philip Sidney, M®

John Higham, M‘ Howard, M' Morrice, Sir Wil- 
liam Herbert, Sir Henry Nevill, Sir Wiljan 
Moore, M* Fulk Grevill, M' Wolley and M*

_ And before the going of the faid Committees 
it was refolved by this Houfe, that they fhould 
further fignifie unto their Lordfhips that this 
Houfe hath refolved, that as touching the late 
Proceeding of this Houfe in the Bill to provide 
remedy againt{t trandulent Conveyances fent un- 
to this Houle from their Lordthips , This Houfe 
hath in all parts and points of their dealing there- 
in proceeded difcreetly, gravely and orderly, ac-

Upon a Motion made by M' Diggs that Dos

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into the Houfe in fo many feveral pieces, fome 
written on both fides of the paper and fo fowed 
One upon another in the mid{t of fome of the 
leaves that it cannot be read or known how to 
be read, or taken in the right places for the read- 
ing.

Vide concerning this matter 
on Munday the 22'* day of this February en- 
fuing. 

On Saturday the 20° day of February, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the fecond being the Bill for 
the maintenance of the Hofpital of Ea/thridge in 
Canterbury was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto M* Chancellor of the Exchequer, M* 
Recorder of Lowdon, M' Morrice and others, 
and the Bill was delivered to the faid M* Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, who with the reft was 
appointed to meet on Txefday next being the 
23° day of this inftant February enfuing, m the 
Exchequer Chamber in the Afternoon.

The Bill exhibited by the Curriers which was 
not yet read, was appointed to be delivered to 
the former Committees, and they then to refolve 
whether the fame Bill fhall be read in this Houfe 
or no, who were appointed to meet on Munday 
next in the Afternoon in the Imer-Tevaple Hall. 

The Bill for Plywouth-Haven was brought in 
again with a Provifo. 

M: Chancellor of the Exchequer and others, 
having prefently been in the Committee Cham- 
ber of this Houfe to confider of the State of the 
Bill touching the Sabbath day, fhewed, that by 
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the precedents of this Houfe, this Houfe may 
add to the Lords former additions to the faid Bills 
and further alfo, that this Houfe may without 
all doubt make a Provifo tothe fame Bill if this 
Houfe fhall fo think good.

The Bill concerning Infufficient Juftices, She- 
riffs, ¢>c.in Wales was read the firft time, and 
committed to the former Committees in the laft 
former Bill, and M' Recorder, M* Attorney of 
the Wards and M' Harré were added unto 
them, and the Bill was delivered to Mr Attorney, 
who with the reft was appointed to meet this 
Afternoon in Lincolus-Ina Hall. 

Mr Treafurer and the refidue returning from 
the Lords, Mt Treafurer declared, that according 
to the appointment of this Houfe they have dealt 
with the Lords both as touching the Bill for the 
better obfervation of the Sabbath day, and alfo 
for their Lordfhips anfwer to the Petitions 5 and 
fhewing unto their Lordfhips that by Warrant of 
the Precedents of this Houfe, this Houfe might 
very well make additions unto. their Lordfhips 
additions in the fame Bill, wherewith ( as he 


thought) their Lordthips feemed fomewhat fa- 


tisfied; {o touching their Lordfhips anfwer to 
the faid Petitions he faid, That it fo much paf- 
fed his Capacity to conceive and underftand all 
the effec of it, as that he would not undertake 
upon him tomake a report of it, but would leave 
it to fuch other of the faid Committees as could 
both better remember it and deliver it. 
Whereupon M' Chancellor of the Exchequer 
affirming Mt Treafurer his former fpeech touch- 
ing their faid proceedings for the faid Bill of the 
Sabbath, fhewed further, that as concerning their 
faid motion for their Lordfhips anfwer to the 
faid Petitions, Their Lordfhips Sequeftring the 
Committees of this Houfe into the outer Cham- 
ber, there came fhortly after unto them the Lord 
Treafurer and the Lord Archbifhop of Cazter- 
bury 3 The faid Lord Treafurer declaring firft 
unto them the anfwer of the Lords to the faid 
Petitions in general, and afterwards the faid Lord 
Archbifhop fhewing the fame in particular ha- 
ving a certain note in his hand for his remem- 
brance, but uttering much more in his Speech 5 
which he faid was fo long and confifted of fo 
many parts, as he thought for his own part he 
could not fufficiently fignifie unto this Houfe: 
And did therefore make a motion that thofe of 
the Committees which were alfo then prefent 
thereat, might meet this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, and helping each other's me- 
mory fet down the fubftance and effed of the 
faid anfwer in all the parts thereof as near as 
they can; and fo then afterwards to fignifie the 
fame unto this Houfe to morrow. Which was 
thereupon fo agreed and refolved accordingly. 


| Vide touching thefe Petitions on Thurfday the 


25th day of thisinftant February following. 
The Bill concerning the Lord Dacres and the 
Lord Norris was read the third time, and there- 
upon pafled the Houfe. 
On Tuefday the 23. day of February Two oe 
° 
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of no great moment had each of theni one 
reading 5 of which the la{t being the Bill for the 
true Anfwering of Tythes, ec. had its firft 
reading. 

Upon a Motion begun by Sir Thomas Lucy and 
continued by Sir Thomas Moore, that thofe of 
this Houfe which are of her Majefties Privy- 
Council may 10 the name of this whole Houfe be 
humble Suitors unto her Majefty , that for as 
much as that villanous Traitor Parry was a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe in the time of fome of his moft 
horrible and traiterous Confpiracies and attempts 
againft her Majefties moft Royal Perfon (whom 
Almighty God long preferve) her Majelty would 
vouchfafe to give Licence to this Houfe, for that | 
many of this Houfe are of the Fellowfhip of the 
Affociation, to proceed to the devifing and ma- 
king of fome Law for his Execution after his 
Conviction, as may be thought fitteft for his fo 
extraordinary and moft horrible kind of Treafon: 
It was refolved that thofe of this Houfe being of 
her Majefties moft honourable Privy-Council and 
now prefent at this Motion, to wit Mr. Treafu- 
rer and Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, fhall exhibite the 
fame humble Suit of this Houfe unto her Ma- 
jefty accordingly at their convenient oppor- 
tunity. 

A Provifo was added to the Bill for Plyzzouth- 
Haven, and was twice read and Ordered with 
the Bill to be ingroffed. 

Mr Cromwell was added to the former Com- 
mittees for Priviledges, and touching ferving of 
Procefs upon the Members of this Houfe and their 
Servants. 

Mt ‘Fohu North Knight for Cambridge fhire, was 
added to the former Committees for reviving of 
Statutes, and the fame Bill with the three Provi- 
foes before read were again committed to the 
fame Committees and to the fame M' North, to- 
gether with the Bill touching Cables, Halters and 
Ropes. 

Sir Edward Dymock being Sheriff of the Coun- 
ty of Lincoln, was Licenfed by this Houfe to de- 
part into the Country for the fervice of her Ma- 
jefty in the charge’ of his faid Office. 

Nota, That Sir Edward Dymock here being 
Sheriff of Lixcolnfbire was alfo a Member of the 
Houfe of Commons and continued in the fervice 
of it without interruption or queftion a great 
part of this Parliament, and now upon the Li- 
cence of this Houfe departed into the Country 
about fome neceffary occafions concerning his 
faid Office. Vide concerning this matter on Fri- 
day the 4" day of December foregoing. 

A like Precedent alfo there was in Azno 31 
Regine Eliz. on Friday the 21" day of February. 
Quod vide. 

The Bill for the Jointure of the Countefs of 
Huntingdon was twice read and pafled upon the 
Queftion. 

The new Bills laft pafled were fent up to the 
Lords by M' Treafurer, Mt Vice-Chamberlain 
and others, with Commiffion alfo to put their 
Lordfhips in remembrance touching their fearch 
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for Precedents with the Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe alledged by the Committees of this Houfe 
for Warrant of this Houfe in ptoceeding with 
the Bill for the better obfervation of the Sabbath 
day by additions of this Houfe to be added un- 
to their Lordfhips former Addisions in the fame 
Bill. Vide concerning this matter on Thar/day 
the 25" day of this inftant Febrwary enfuing. 

It fhould feem (though it be not exprefly fet 
down in the Original Journal-Book) that the 
Houfe did this day fall into confultation and con- 
fideration of all the dangers which were immi- 
nent over the Kingdom, of the means to prevent 
them, and of the great expences her Majefty 
had been at in the defence of her Dominions 
and Allies fit to be fupplied 5 which is fet down 
at the end of this day in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

The open dangers threatned to this Kingdom 
are from Spaiz, the Pope and the holy League in 
France; the fecret from the Jefuits, that fecretly 
lurked here to ftir up her Majefties Subjects of 
the Roman Religion to all manner of Treafon 
and Rebellion: Both which dangers though the 
time of them were a while intermitted in refpect 
of the Execution, yet the purpofe was not, 
which their Jate Confpiracies and attempts both 
here and in Ireland did plainly thow. 

The means to prevent thefe dangers were to 
fupprefs the {preading of Jefuits and the growing 
of Popery, to exact fuch Oaths of the Papifts as 
had been already Ordained, to provide for the 
prefervation of her Majefties Perfon, to terrifie 
Ireland, and to provide fufficient Forces at home 
both by Land and Sea. 

The great expence that her Majefty had been 

at even fince the Jaft Parliament did appear 
plainly in refpect of divers places and Forts 
which had been repaired, much Powder and Mu- 
nition had been {tored up, and her Navy alfo 
fince that time increafed: befides many other ex- 
traordinary Charges and Expences which fhe had 
been at in the affifting of her Allies and the pre- 
ferving of Ireland, and that her Majefty did {pe- 
cially fhun danger from Ireland, of which they 
conceived this Proverb to be true, Look to Ire- 
land if we will reft quiet in Evgland. And there- 
fore (it feemeth) fome of the Privy-Council 
did move to think of what fupply were now fit 
to be given to her Majefty towards the fupport- 
ing and fuftaining of all her faid great Expences 
and Charges. 
On Wednefday the 24°" day of February, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the laft being the Bill for im- 
ploying of Lands and Tenements given to the 
maintenance of High-ways, Bridges , Gre. was 
read the fecond time, and committed unto Mt 
Wroth, Mr. Sandes, Mr. Cradock and others, and 
the Bill was delivered to Mr. Sazds, who with 
the re{t was appointed to meet this Afternoon in 
the Asiddle-Temple Hall. 

Mr. Fobn North and Mr. Heile were added to 
the former Committees for continuance of Sta- 
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tutes; the Bill and Provifoes, and alfo the Bill 
for Cables, Halters and Ropes were delivered to 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain , who with the reft was 
to meet in the Exchequer Chamber this After- 
noon. 

Mr. Attorney of the Court of Wards, one of 
the Committees in the Bill for Foras Scot,brought 
in the Bill again into the Court. 

It feemeth that fome of the Privy-Council or 
others moved this day for confideration to be 
had in what meafure and manner they fhould 
fupply her Majefty by Subfidy 5 And it fCemeth 
that the Houle did thereupon further affent un- 
toit. All which is very negligently omitted by 
Mr. Fulk Onflow at this time Clerk of the Houfe 
of Commons; for there is only fet down the 
names of the Committees in manner and form 
following, viz. All the Privy-Council being Mem- 
bers of this Houfe , the Lord Rufel/, Sir Philip 
Sidney, Sic Thomas Heneage, Mr. Sollicitor, Sir 
William Moore , Sit Robert Germin, Sir George 
Carie, Sir Henry Nevill, Mr. George Rotheram, Mr. 
Sandes, Sir William Mobhun, Sir Robert Bowes, Mr. 
John North, Sir Walter Rawleigh, Mr. Trenchard, 
Mr. Ralph Evers, Sir Fohx Tracy, Mr. Bevill, Sir 
Henry Cock, Sit Thomas Cecill. Sir Francis Haft- 
ings, Mr. Mollinenx, Mr. Wroth, Mr. William 
Herbert, Sir Thomas Manuers, Sir Drew Drewry, 
Mr. Dighy, Mr. Edward Audeley, Mr. Levefon,Me. 
Attorney of the Wards, Mr. Heary Barkley, Sir 
Thomas Shirley, Mr. Anthony Mildmay, Mr. Henry 
Talbot , Mr. Rufell, Six Thomas Lucie, all the 
Knights for Wales, Sir Nicholas Woodroofe, Mr. 
Recorder, Mr. Robinfon, Mr. Layer and Mr. Wol- 
ley, who were appointed to meet this After- 
nook in the Exchequer Chamber for the Sub- 

idy. 

At the nominating of this Committee (as it 
feemeth) the whole Treafons plotted between 
Henry Nevill and Doétor Parry according to 
their own Confeffions were related, where thefe 
fragmentary particulars only (through the Clerks 
negligence) are fet down to this or the like pur- 
pole following, viz. 

That the faid Doctor Parry having behaved 
himfelf unreverently and diforderly in the Houfe 
of Commons, upon revealing his mind to her 
Majefty which he denied to do there, had been 
pardoned both by her Majefty and the Houfe, as 
fee on Thurfday the 17° day of December, and 
on Friday the 18'* day of the fame Month, as 
alfo on Thurfday the 18 day, and on Tuefday 
the 23° day of this inftant February foregoing. 
And fince upon difcovery of fouler matters had 
been Imprifoned and difabled from being a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe. 

That the faid Nevill and he had had divers 
Conferences and Projects for the advancement of 
the King of Spaims Conqueft of Exgland, from 
whofe Wars the faid Nezvz// having ferved in them 
had Jately returned poor into Exgland. 

That the faid Parry and Nevill had amongft 
other things Plotted to go into the North, there 
to raife Rebellion or to take the Ifland in Kewt, 
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as fell Barwick, or laftly to Murther her Ma- 
jefty. 

That they had read together Doctor Allens 
Seditious Book concerning the Depofition and 
Murthering of Heretical Princes (as he ftyles 
them. ) 

That they.had fworn together mutual Secre- 
cy, with divers other matters partly agreed 
upon between the faid Nez#/l and Parry in their 
Confeffions, and partly confefled by either of 
them fingly and deemed by the other. 

To which purpofe Sir Chriftopher Hatton Vice- 
Chamberlain made a very exact and Elaborate 
Speech, of which there are only fome fhort heads 
or notes fet down in the Original Journal-Book, 
much to the purpofe following, viz. 

That the faid Nezall and Parry had refolved 
either to Murther her Majefty in her Garden at 
S' Fames's, or elfe to fet upon her whilft the 
fhould be in her Coach in the Fields, each of 
them having for their affiftance five or fix men 
with Piftols. 

That Nevill began firft to be touched with 
remorfe of Confcience, and notwithftanding his 
Oath of Secrecy did threaten Parry, that except 
he would defift from his faid intended Treafon 
he would reveal it. 

That the faid Nezi// thereupon departing from 
the faid Pzrry, upon his next meeting again 
with him continued with him in the fame mind, 
and ftill refafed to join with him in the Execu- 
tion of their former Complotted Treafon, and 
that fhortly after Parries Commitment and Im- 
prifonment he had difcovered it. 
~ That the faid Parrey in the Year 1580. havin 
been Pardoned by the Queen after a Capital of 
fence committed by him, departed with Licence 
into France, where being reconciled to the Ro- 
man Church he travelled to Vezice, and there 
having been diverfly and feverally in{truéted and 
incouraged by Benedict Palmes a Jefuit, by Caz- 
pegio the Popes Nuntio there 5 and laftly again 
afterwards at Paris in France, by one Morgaz an 
Agent of the Queen of Scots; here upon the En- 
couragement of Cardinal Como and the Pope him- 
felf, he returned into Exglazd with a mind full 
of Treafon and Difloyalty , with divers other 
things in the like purpofe. which are at large fet 
down in Aznal. Regin. Eliz, confeript. a Guiliel, 
Cambden Edit. Latiné Lugd. Bat. Anno Domini 
1625. 2 pag. 391. ad pag. 395. 

Vide concerning this matter on Thurfday the 
17% day, and on Friday the 18" day of De- 
cember foregoing 5 as alfo on Thurfday the 18" 
day, and on Tuefday the 23" day of this inftant 
February \att patt. 

On Thurfday the 25** day of February, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the laft being a Bill for re- 
pairing of Sea-Banks and Sea-Works, was upon 
the fecond reading Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Articles for two Fifteenths and Tenths, 
and one entire Subfidy granted to her Majefty, 
were brought in by Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
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chequer, and read in the Houfe, and appointed 
to be delivered by Mr Speaker to her Majetties 
Learned Councel to draw the Bill for the 
fame. 

Sir Francis Kuolles Knight, Treafurer of her 
Majefties Houfhold, declared this day unto the 
Houfe their Lordfhips Anfwer touching the Peti- 
tion fo often before mentioned , in which the 
Houfe of Commons had defired their Lordthips 
to join with them. 

But what thefe Petitions were, is by the neg- 
ligence of Fulk Onflow Efquire, at this time Clerk 
of the Houfe of Commons wholly omitted, not 
only here, but in all other places of this prefent 
Journal where they are often before mentioned, 
as may appear by the enumeration of the feveral 
days proceeding that concern them at the end 
of this Animadverfion, although they might be 
in part collected out of thofe fragmentary An- 
fwers (which are likewife very imperfeCtly fet 
down) which were reported by: the forefaid M' 
Treafurer to have been delivered to the Com- 
mittees of the Houfe of Commons by the Arch- 
bifhop of York, and are found in the faid Origt- 
nal Journal Book it felf’ But in refpect the mat- 
ters contained in the faid Petitions were of great 
weight and well worthy to be left entire to Po- 
{terity (that fo the zealous care of the Commons 
at this time may not die in filence) I have cau- 
fed them to be tranfcribed wholly and exadly in 
this place of this prefent Journal out of a very 
good Copy of them I had by me, by the help 
whereof alfo the Archbifhops An{wer to all the 
feveral Articles or Petitions aforefaid (which 
were in number fixteen) may be the better un- 
derftood. But before the inferting of the faid 
Petitions it fhall not be amifs to make reference 
unto the feveral days on which they were men- 
tioned. Vide theretore on Monday the 14°" day, 
onTnefday the 16" day,and on Monday the 21% 
day of December foregoing 5 As alfo on Mox- 
day the 15° day, Tuefday the 16°, Thur/day the 
18, and Monday the 22°, and now laftly on 
this prefent Thurjday the 25‘ day of this inftant 
February. And now follow the faid Petitions 
out of the forefaid Copy of them [ had by 
me, before which was prefixed this Title fol- 
lowing. 


The humble Petitions of the Commons of the Lower 
Hone of Parliament to be offered to the conft- 
deration of the Right Honourable the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal of the Higher Honfe. 


I. Here by a Statute made the thirteenth 

of her Majefties Reign it was Enadt- 
ed, That none fhould be made a Minifter unlefs 
he be able to Anfwer and render to the Ordi- 
nary an account of his Faith in Latine, accord- 
ing to certain Articles fet forth in a Synod hold- 
en Auzo 1562. and mentioned in the faid Sta- 
tute, or have fpecial gift and ability to be a 
Preacher 5 It may pleafe their honourable Lord- 
fhips to confider whether it were meet to be Or- 


dained, that fo many as have been taken into the 
Miniftry fince the making of this Statute; and 
be not qualified according to the true meaning 
and intent of the fame, be within a competent 
time Sufpended from the Miniftry and Execution 
of any Funétion thereto appertaining, unlefs 
they fhall be found of that ability which the 
Statute requireth. 

2. That where in a Synod holden 1575. It 
was provided that unlearned Minifters hereto- 
fore made by any Bifhops fhould not from thence- 
forth be admitted to any Cure or fpecial Fun- 
Ction, it may alfo like their Lordfhips to advife 
whether fo many as have been fince that time ad- 
mitted contrary to the form of that Article, fhall 
be within acompetent time removed; And that 
for better Explanation of that Article fuch be 
taken for unlearned, as be not qualified accord- 
ing to the Statute before-recited , and provifion 
made for the due Execution of that Article fo 
declared for ever hereafter. 

3. Where alfo in that great and weighty 
charge which in the Book containing the form of 
Ordering of Priefts eftablifhed by the Statutes 
of this Realm , is prefcribed to be delivered to 
all {uch as fhall be received into the Miniftry, they 
are admonifhed that they be the Meflengers, the 
Watchmen, the Paftors and Stewards of the 
Lord to teach, to premonith, to feed and to 
provide for the Lords Family, to feek for Chrifts 
Sheep that be difperfed abroad, and for his Chil- 
dren which be in the midit of this naughty 
World, to be faved through Chrift for ever, with 
other remembrances of other fundry weighty 
parts of their Duties 5 It may like their Honours 
to confider of fome good Order to be given, that 
none hereafter be admitted to the Miniftry but 
fuch as (hall be fufficiently furnifhed with gifts to 
perform fo high ard fo earne{t a Charge, and 
that none be fuperfictally allowed as perfons qua- 
lified according to the Statute of the thirteenth 
of her Majefties Reign before recited, but with 
deliberate Examination of their knowledge and 
exercife in the Holy Scriptures an{werable to the 
true meaning of that Statute. 

4. Further, That for fo much as it ts prefcri- 
bed in the form of Ordering Minifters, That the 
Bifhops with the Priefts prefent fhall lay their 
hands feverally upon the head of every one that 
receiveth Order, without mention of any cer- 
tain number of Priefts that fhall be prefent 5 and 
that in a Statute made 21° of King H. the Eighth 
is affirmed, that a Bifhop muft occupy fix Chap- 
lains at giving of Orders 5 it may be confidered 
whether it may be meet to provide that no Bi- 
fhop fhall Ordain any Minifter of the word and 
Sacraments, but with the afliftance of fix other 
Minifters at’ the leaft, and thereto fuch only be 
chofen as be of good report for their Life, learn- 
ed, continually refiant upon their Benefices with 
Cure,and which do give teftimony of their Cure 
for the Church of God , by their diligence in 
teaching and preaching in their Charge. And 
that the faid Minifters do teftifie their prefence 

at 
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at the admiffion of fach Minifters by Subfcripti- 
on of their hands to fome A& Importing the 
fame. And further that this admiffion be had 
and done publickly and not inany private Houfe 
or Chappel. 

5. And where admiffion of unneceffary mul- 
ticudes to the Miniftry at one time hath been an 
occafion that the Church at this day 1s burthen- 
ed with fo great a number of unable Minilters, 
It may like their Lordthips to advife, whether 
fome provifion might be made that none be ad- 
mitted tobe a Minifter of the Word and Sacra- 
ments but ina benefice having Cure of Souls then. 
vacant in the Diocefs of fuch a Bifhop as is to 
admit him, orto fome place certain where fuch 
Minifter to be made is offered to be entertained 
a preacher, or fuch Graduate as fhall be at the 
time of their admitlion into the Miniftry placed 
in fomeFellowhhip or Scholarfhip within the Uni- 
niverfities, or at the leaft that trial be made of 
this Order for fuch time as to their Honors wif- 
doms fhall be thought convenient. 

6. That it be likewife confidered whether for 
the better aflurance that none creep into the 
charge and Cures being menof corrupt life or not 
known diligent, it might be provided that none 
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fervice of the Church and in the adminiftration 
of the Sacraments do ufe the Book of Common- 
Prayer allowed by the Statutes of thisRealm and 
none other, be not from henceforth called in 
queftion for omiffion or change of fome Portion 
or rite as-is aforefaid, fo there doings therein be 
void of contempt. 

g. That for as much as it is no fmall difcou- 
ragement to many that they fee fuch as be alrea- 
dy in the Miniftry openly difgraced by Officials 
and Commiflaries, who daily call them to their 
Courts to an{wer complaints of their doétrin and 
life or breach of Orders prefcribed by the Eccle- 
fia{tical Laws and Statutes of this Realm, It may 
pleafe the reverend Fathers or Archbifhops to 
take to their own hearings, with fuch grave af- 
Giftance as fhall be thought meet, the caufes of 
Complaint made again{t any known Preacher 
within their Diocefs, and to proceed in the exa- 
mination and Order thereof with as little difcre- 
dit to the Perfon fo complained of, without 
great caufe and in as charitable fort as may be, 
reftraining their faid Officials and Commiffaries 
to deal in any Sort in thofe Caufes. 

To. It may alfo pleafe the reverend Fathers to 
extend their charitable favours to fuch known 


be Inftituted or by Collation preferred to any | godly and learned Preachers as have been Su- 


benefice with cure of Souls or received to be 
Curate in any Charge, without fome competent 
notice before given to the Parifhes where they 
take charge, and fome reafonable time allowed 
wherein it may be Jawful to fuch as can dif- 
cover any defect in converfation of life in the 
perfon who is to be fo placed as is aforefaid, to 
come and object the fame. 

7. That for the encouragement of many to 
enter into the Miniftry which are kept back by 
fome conditionsof Oathsand Sub{criptions where- 
of they make fcruple, it may be confidered whe- 
ther this favour may be fhewed them, that here- 
after no Oath or fubfcription be tendred to any 
that is to enter into the Miniltry or to any be- 
nefice with Cure or to any place of preaching, 
but fich only as be exprefly prefcribed by the 
Statutes of this Realm; Saving that it fhall be 
lawful for every Ordinary to try any Minifters 
prefented to any Benefice within his Diocefs by 
his Oath, whether he is to enter corruptly or 
incorruptly into the fame. 

8. Whereas fundry Minifters of this Realm di- 
ligent in their calling and of godly converfation 
and life, have of late years been grieved with 
Indi&tments in Temporal Courts and molefted by 
fome exercifing Ecclefiaftical Jurifdictions for o- 
mitting {mall portions or fome Ceremony prefcrib- 
ed in the Book of Common-Prayer, to the great 
difgrace of their Miniftry and imboldening of 
men either hardly.affeGed in religion’ or void of 
all Zeal to the fame, which alfo hath miniftred 
no fmall occafion of difcouragement to the 
forwardnefs of fuch as would otherwife enter 
into the Miniftry, fome good and charitable 
means may be by their honorable difcretions 
deviled, that fuch Minifters as in the publick 


{pended or deprived for no publick offence of 
life, but only for refufal to fubfcribe tofuch Ar- 
ticles as Jately have been tendred in divers parts 
of this Realm, or for fuch like things, that they 
may be reftored to their former Charges or pla- 
ces of Preaching, or at leaft fet at liberty to 
preach where they may be hereafter called. 

11. Further, That it may pleafe the reverend 
Fathers aforefaid to forbear their examinations 
ex officio mero of Godly and learned Preachers 
not detected unto them of open Offence of life 
or for publick maintaining of apparent error 
in Dodtrin, and only to deal with them for fuch 
matters as fhall be detected in them. And that 
alfo her Majefties Commiffioners for Caufes Ec- 
clefiaftical be required, if it fhall fo feem good, 
to forbear the like proceedings againft fuch Prea- 
chers and not to call any of them out of the 
Diocefs where he dwelleth, except for fome no- 
table offence, for Reformation whereof their aid 
fhall be required by the Ordinary of the faid 
Preachers. 

12. Iteva, For the better increafe of knowledge 
of fuch as fhall be imployed in the Miniftry, It 
may pleafe their Lordfhips to advife, whether it 
may be permitted to the Minifters of every 


Archdeaconry within every Diocefs to have 


fome common exercife or conference amonglt 
themfelves, to be limited and prefcribed by their 
Ordinary, both touching the moderation and al- 
fo the time, places and manner of the fame, foas 
the moderators of thefe exercifes be Preachers 
refiant upon their benefices having Cure of Souls, 
and known to bear good affection to the fur- 
therance of fuch profit as may grow by the fame 

exerciles. 
13. Where complaint.is made of the abufe of 
Excom- 
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Excommunication which is the higheft cenfure 
that Chrift hath left to his Church, and many 
are grieved as well in regard of the caufes and 
matters wherein it is at this day ufed, as of the 
perfons which have the common execution there- 
of, and no redrefs can be had herein but by Ac 
of Parliament,that fome remedy may be thought 
of in that behalf before the end of this Seffion, 
and for reformation to be had herein, it may 
pleafe their Lordfhips to confider whether fome 
Bill might not be conveniently framed to this 
effe&, viz. That none having Ecclefiaftical Jurif- 
diction fhall in any matter already moved or 
hereafter mentioned give or pronounce any Sen- 
tence of Excommunication, and that for the 
continuance of any Perfon in Cafes depending 
before them, it fhall be lawful to pronounce him 
only contumax , and fo to denounce him pub- 
lickly ; And if upon fuch Denuntiation, as in 
Excommunications hath been ufed, the Party 
fhall not fubmit himfelf nor f{tand to abide fuch 
Order as is to him affigned within forty days, 
then it fhall be lawful to fignifie his contumacy 
in fuch manner and fort, and to fuch Court as 
heretofore -hath been ufed for perfons fo long 
ftanding Excommunicate , and that upon fuch 
Certificatea Writ de contumace capiendo fhall be 
awarded of like force to all effets and purpofes, 
and with like Execution as the Writ de excom- 
municato capiendo is. 

14. Neverthelefs for as much as it feemeth not 
meet that the Church fhould be left without this 
cenfure of Excommunication, it may be provi- 
ded, that for enormous crimes, as Inceft, Adul- 
tery and fuch like, the fame be Executed by the 
Reverend Fathers the Bifhops themfelves, with 
the affiftance of grave Perfons, or elfe by other 
perfons of Calling in the Church with like affift- 
ance, and with fuch other Confiderations as up- 
on deliberation fhall be herein advifed of, and 
not by Chancellors, Commifiaries or Officials as 
hath been ufed. 

15. Where Licences of non-Refidence are of- 
fenfive in the Church, and be occafion that a 
great number of this Realm do want inftruction, 
and it feemeth that Cafes certain wherein the 
fame may be allowed can hardly be devifed, fuch 
as fhall be void of great inconvenience and dan- 
gers It may therefore be confidered by their 
Honourable Lordfhips , whether it were more 
convenient or neceffary that the ufe of them 
were utterly removed out of the Church; and 
fo likewife of Pluralities. 

16. But howfoever it fhall be thought conve- 
nient to order thefe Faculties, yet for fo much as 
befides the known duty of a Minifter prefcribed 
by the word of God, her Majefties Injunctions 
do require in every Curate a further quality of 
learning than ability to read only, as may be ga- 
thered by the forty third Article, and by other 
Charges impofed upon him to teach the Princt- 
ples of Religion as is fet down in the forty fourth 
Article ; and fith alfo that no faculty of plura- 
lity. or non-refidence but with condition to fee 


the Cure from which he is abfent fufficiently fer- 
ved ; May it pleafe their Lordfhips to confider, 
whether it were expedient to provide, that none 
now having Licence of non-refidence, either by 
Law or by Faculties, {hall hereafter be permitted 
to enjoy the benefit of fuch Licence, except he 
depute an able and fufficient Preacher to ferve 
the Cure, and that no Curate by him placed be 
fuffered to continue in his fervice of that Cure 
except he be of fufficient ability to Preach, and 
doth Weekly teach that Congregation, and per- 
form the other Duties of inftruéting the Youth 
in the Gatechifm prefcribed by her Majefties In- 
junctions. 


Thefe Petitions being thus tranfcribed out of 
the before-mentioned Copy of them I had by 
me, now follow the Anfwers of the Lord Trea- 
furer and the Archbifhop of York out of the Ori- 


ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
as they were reported this inftant Thurfday Febr. 


25. by Sir Francis Kxolles Knight, Treafurer of 
her Majefties Houfhold to the faid Houfe; which 


being imperfect in themfelves I have caufed to be 
a little altered and enlarged: whereby, as alfo 
by cafting an Eye back to the feveral Petitions 
according to the feveral numbers or figures by 


which they relate each to other, they may the 
more fully be underftood. 
The Anfwer now which their Lordthips had 


given unto the Committees of the Houfe of Com- 
mons being delivered unto them by the Lord 
Treafurer and the Archbifhop of York, was re- 
lated unto the faid Houfe by M' Treafurer one 
of the Committees, and is fet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons in 
this (or rather a more imperfect) manner and 


form following. 

The Lord Treafurer in general made Anfwer, 
That the Lords did conceive many of thofe Ar- 
ticles which the Houfe of Commons had propofed 
unto them, to be unneceffary , and that others 
of them were already provided for, and that 
the Uniformity of Common-Prayer had been 
eftablifhed by Parliament. 

The Archbifhop of York madean Anfwer more 
at large to all thofe feveral Articles which the 
Houle of Commons had propofed to their Lord- 
fhips, 

To the two firft Articles he faid, He conceived 
them not fit to be allowed of , becaufe divers 
qualified perfons were difpenfed withal by Law. 
Secondly, That it was againft the Rule of Cha- 
rity to {uppofe that thofe who were non-refident 
had not fome lawful avocation. Thirdly, That 
where Parifhes had not fufficient Preaching Mi- 
nifters, Divine Service and Godly Homilies were 
for the moft part read; yet he promifed that con- 
cerning non-refidency it fhould be holpen and 
redrefied as foon as might be. 

The third Article he confeffed to be very ne- 
ceffary. 

The fourth Ariicle he utterly difallowed. 

The fifth Article tending to the avoiding of

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Minifterium vagum, he allowed 3 yet {aid he it | 


was {ufficiently provided for already, faving he 
thought it might {tretchtoo far,viz.to Deans, cc. 

The fixth Article he utterly difallowed, which 
favoured of popularity and might raife many 
Controverfies and Diffenfions. 

The Seventh Article he utterly mifliked, al- 
ledging, that the Bifhops themfelves were not 
difcharged from the taking of that Oath 5 and 
for fabfcription, he faid he doubted not but that 
it was lawful, and that it might prove the 
Caufe of much order and quietnefs in the 
Church. 

The Eighth and Ninth Articles he utterly dif- 
allowed, as freeing them from Jurifdidion Tem- 
poral, and from the Bifhops and all But 
what fhould here follow is left imperfect through 
the great negligence of Fulk' On flow Efquire, at 
this time Clerk of the Houfe of Commons, 1n the 
Original Journal-Book of the fame Houfe 5 and 
yet it may feem that here (hould thefe words fol- 
low, viz. ..... their Minifters, after thefe words, 
viz. from the Bifhops and all ....... And what 
thefe two Articles concerned, may eafily be feen 
by cafting an Eye back to the Petitions forego- 
ing, 2. 8.7. 9. 

The Tenth Article he faid he could not but 
diflike, becaufe deprivation was often neceflarily 
ufed in terrorem, and that the party fo deprived 
might upon his Submiflion (as in the Cafe of 
Excommunication) be received into favour. 

The Eleventh Article he miiliked. 

The Twelfth Article he faid that himfelf (in 
the name of their Lordfhips whom in all that he 
had before faid he had but perfonated) did think 
it neceffary, and would take Order for fuch Ex- 
recifes as the But what fhould 
here follow is moft negligently omitted by the 
Clerk of the Houfe of Commons, yet it may be 
gathered by this Article z. 12. foregoing, that it 
was required that the exercifes of private Confe- 
reais and Fafting might be more frequently en- 
joyed. 

The Thirteenth and Fourteenth Articles he 
confefied to require no more than feemed rea- 
fonable 5 yet being more narrowly fearched in- 
to, would breed much inconvenience: for if Ex- 
communication fhall not be allowed upon Con- 
tumacy and fuch other Delinquencies , though 
{mall in themfelves, then muft there be fome new 
cenfure brought into the Church, which would 
be the occafion of much Innovation. To which 
alfo he added , that Excommunication in thefe 
Cafes was ufed to no other end than Outlawries 
and Attachments in the Courts of Law and Ju- 
{tice, it being only to bring Parties to their law- 
ful Anfwers; who upon their appearance are 
abfolved of courfe: But yet promifed that him- 
felf and the re{t of the Bifhops would take pains 
therein themfelves; And that no Excommuni- 
cation fhould hereafter be fent out but for Adul- 
tery dnd fome other weighty Caufe, or for fuch 
Contumacies as could not otherwife be poflibly 
remedied. 
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The Fifteenth and Sixteenth Articles he ac- 
knowledged to ftand with good reafon, and that 
for himfelf he never granted any difpenfation 
perpetual, but to one man who was then Aged 
eighty Years. And for himfelf he profeffed he 
would never again allow of any Pluralities for 
Life. And that the Original Faculty thereof be- 
longed to her Majefty. Further alledging, that 
himfelf (in the name of their Lordfhips.) did 
very well allow of that Provifo of theirs, That 
when any temporary Difpenfations were gran- 
ted, provifion fhould be made of very able, 
godly and fufficient Curates. 

And laftly he added, that becaufe he feared 
fome of the Houfe of Commons were too ready 
to think and fpeak hardly of that Ancient and 
Godly Order of Bifhops, yet he defired them 
that they would be pleafed to think well of him- 
felf and the reft of his Brethren now living, if 
not in refpect of their places, yet for Charity 
fake, and for that fome of them were Preachers 
when many of the Houfe of Commons had been 
in their Cradles. 

Upon this Relation made by M* Treafurer 
unto the Houfe ofCommons touching their Lord- 
fhips Anfwer delivered by the Archbifhop of 
York and the Lord Treafurer to himfelf and the 
re{t of the Committees touching the forefaid Pe- 
titions, divers Motions and fundry long Speeches 
were made; in the conclufion whereof it was at 
laft agreed, that firft the former Committees cal- 
ling to them fuch other grave Members of this 
Houfe, learned in Divinity and in the Common 
Laws of the Realm, and alfo in Canon Law, as 
they fhall think good, fhall confer together in 
the Exchequer Chamber to Morrow inthe Af- 
ternoon, touching the Anfwer of the Lords un- 
to this Houfe concerning the Petitions of this 
Houfe exhibited unto their Lordfhips, and after 
fuch Conference and confideration had of the 
fame Anfwer, then to refolve for further pro- 
ceeding therein as then fhall be thought meeteft 
by this Houfe. Vide concerning this bufinefs on 
Monday the 14° day, Wedunefday the 16** day, 
and on Monday the 21* day of December forego- 
ing: Asalfo on Mozday the 15" day, Tue/day 
the 16%, Thurfday the 18", and on Monday the 
22° day of this inftant February laft paft. 

M' Wharton one of the Committees in the 
Bills touching Curriers,Shoomakers, @c. brought 
in the old Bill and alfo a new. 

On Friday the 26 day of February, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the fecond being a new Bill 
again({t Idlenefs and Incontinent Life, and for the 
punifhment of Rogues and Vagabonds, was up- 
on the fecond reading committed to the former 
Committees,and M' Graftow,M' Doctor Fletcher, 
M' Alford and M' Lewkenor were added unto 
them, who were appointed to meet to Morrow 
in the Afternoon at two of the Clock in the 
Middle-Temple Hall. 

A Bill againft unlawful Licences to Marry was 


‘upon the firft reading committed unto Sir Robert 


Germin, 
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Germin, Mt Strickland, Mt Sands, Mt‘ Greenfield 
and others, and the Bill was delivered to M' 
Sands, who with the re{t was appointed to meet 
to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Midd/e-Tem- 
ple Hall. 

The Bill againft unlawful Marriages in fome 
cafes was upon the fecond reading committed to 
the former Committees in the Bill againft incon- 
tinent life, @»c. and the Bill was delivered to 


M' Doéttor Fletcher; M*' Beale the Matter of 


the Requefts, and M' Alderfey were added unto 
them. 

The Bill for {wearing of Bifhops and Arch- 
bifhops was read the fecond time. 

Mr Vice-Chamberlain one of the Committees 
for framing of a Bill againft fraudulent Convey- 
ances fhewed, that the {aid Committees had met 
and travelled therein and drawn a new Bill ac- 
cordingly; and thereupon delivered in the fame 
Bill, together with the former old Bill which 
was fent from the Lords. 

On Saturday the 27° day of February Four 
Bill of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the la{t being a Bill for the 
maintenance of the Pier and Cobb of Lime-Re- 
gis was upon the fecond reading thereof commit- 
ted unto Mt Vice-Chamberlain, M' Fitz Fames, 
Mt Hammon, Mt Hafard and others, and the 
Bill was delivered to Mt Haffard, who with the 
re{t was appointed to meet upon Txe/day the fe- 
cond day of March following in the Afternoon 
in the open Court in the Exchequer. 

The Bill for bringing in of ftaple Fifh and 
Ling had its fecond reading. 

A Provifo to the Bill for Barwick upon Trent 
was twice read, and upon the Queftion it was 
refolved, that both the Bill and the Provifo muft 
not be committed but ingroffed. 

The Bill for Prefervation of Plymouth-Haven 
pafled upon the Queftion after the third read- 
ing, and was prefently fent up to the Lords by 
Mr’ Treafurer and others, with requeft to their 
Lordfhips to know whether their Lordfhips have 
fought out their Precedents touching the Bill for 
the Sabbath day, vide on Wedwe/day the 17° day 
of March enfuing. 

Three Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading 5 of which the laft being 
the Bill for the relief of the Hofpital of Ea/f- 
bridge in Canterbury was read the third time, but 
pafled not the Houfe, becaufe Mr Sollicitor was 
by them appointed to be added to the former 
Committees in the Bill, and all of them to con- 
fider of the Queens Majefties Intereft to an An- 
nual Rent of Seven Pound Ten Shillings iffu- 
ing out of the poffeflions of the faid Hofpital, 
that the Houfe being further advertifed thereof 
the Bill may go to the queftion. 

M' Treafurer and others coming from the Lords, 


he fhewed that according to the appointment of 


this Houfe they have moved their Lordthips to 
know their pleafure touching the fearch of the 
Precedents concerning the further proceeding in 
the Bill for the better obfervation of the Sab- 
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bath day 3 and that the Lord Chancellor an- 


{wered, that the Lords had caufed the faid Pre- 
cedents to be fearched and do find them true as 
they were alledged by the Committees of this 
Houfe; faying further, that becaufe both the 
faid Precedents are but new and only in her 
Majeftics time, their Lordfhips would have fur- 
ther fearch of more ancient Precedents; and then 
afterwards their Lordfhips will make further an- 
{wer therein unto this Houfe. And the faid M* 
Treafurer further then declared, that their Lord- 
fhips defired that a Committee of this Houfe 
might be appointed to have conference with 
their Lordfhips upon Munday next in the After- 
noon touching the Bill for the good govern- 
ment of the City of Weftminfter \ately fent from 
this Houfe to their Lordfhips. Vide concerning 
this Bill of the Sabbath on Wedne/day the 178 
day of March following. 


M Vice-Chamberlain moved, that the Com- 


/mittees for the framing of the Bill for her Ma- 


jefties fafety, and thofe alfo for the Bill for’ con- 
tinuance of Statutes which Mt Hammon added 
unto them, may meet this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, and thofe alfo that are ap- 
pointed for Conference touching the an{fwer to 
the Petitions. Vide concerning thefe Petiti- 
ons on the day immediately foregoing, where 
further references are made to fuch other days 
upon which they are handled. 

On Munday the firft day of March the Houfe 
being fet,though of no great number (M' Speaker 
being abfent) and the Letany and prayers firft faid 
by the Clerk in the Houfe, the Clerk afterwards 
fignified unto this Houfe from M* Speaker his 
prefent occafion of abfence by reafon of taking 
fome Phyfick yefterday, whereby he now at this 
inftant kepeth his Bed, and is not able without 
danger of greater peril of extremity to give his 
attendance in this Houfe at this time. And fur- 
ther, that he defireth this whole Houfe to bear 
with his faid neceflary occafion of abfence for 
this prefent day, well hoping he fhall be the bet- 
ter able to do them fervice the whole refidue 
of this Seffion afterwards. All which done the 
Houfe did then rife, and every man departed a- 
way well fatisfied accordingly, and were forry 
for his Sicknefs. Whereupon it feemeth they 
adjourned the Houfe until to Morrow. 

On Tufeday the 24 day of March M' Ham- 
mon one of the Committees in the Bill for 
continuance of Statutes brought in the fame 
Bill. 

Four other Bills alfo of no great moment had 
each of them one reading; of which the fecond 
being the Bill for Augmentation of Juftices Fees 
was upon the fecond reading committed to 
M' Vice-Chamberlain, Mt Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, M' Recorder and others. But the time 
and place when and where thefe Committees 
were to meet, is through the Clerks negligence 


wholly omitted. 


Mt Cromwell one of the Committees in the Bill

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again{t Licences granted to Marry, 
the old Bill and alfo a new. 

The Bill for the maintenance of the Hofpital of 
Eaft-bridge in Canterbury was brought in again, 
with a rovifo agreed upon,by M*' Sollicitor and 
M Recorder of Lonwdox, which Provifo was 
twice read and Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill lait read touching Tellors and Recei- 
VGirs was now committed unto M' Treafurer, M" 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , Mt Sollicitor and 
others, and the Bill was delivered to the faid 
M® Trealurer, who with the reft was appoin- 
ted to meet in the Exchequer Chamber this Af- 
ternoon. 

Nota, °% Bill touching Eaftbridge had 
been befor commited on Saturday the 20 day 
of this duftane February to. M* Recorder and o- 
thers, and by. him afterwards brought into the 
Houfe again on the Saturday following being the 
27% day of the fame Month , juft in the fame 
fort as it had been committed unto them upon 
the forefaid day after the fecond reading. But 
the Houfe it tee.neth defiring that further confi- 
deration fhould be had therein, the Committees 
defired Mr Sollicitor and M‘ Recorder to confi- 
der thereof accordingly, who thereupon this da 
brought it in again with a new Provifo, orc 
being twice read, the faid Bill touching the Hof- 
pital of Ea/tbridge in Canterbury, was with the 
{aid Bill committed to be ingrofled. 

The Bill for affurances of certain Lands and 
Tenements to Jonas Scott, was upon the third 
reading affented unto. 

M! Crowell was added to the former Commit- 
tees for Examination of Procefs upon the Mem- 
bers of this Houfe , and to make report to Mor- 
row accordingly thereof unto this Houfe. 

The fill again{t covenous and fraudulent Con- 
veyances was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto Mr. Recorder, Mr. Sollicitor, Mr. Mor- 
rice and others, and the Bill was delivered to 
Mr. Recorder, who with the reft was appointed 
P meet this Afternoon in the Exchequer Cham- 

or. 

Upon Friday next in the Afternoon the Houfe 
was appointed to b called. 

The Bill touching Apprentices in the City of 
Londor was covamitted unto Mr. Woodruffe, Mr. 
Recorder. Mir. Cromwell, Mr. Wroth and others, 
but no mention is made either of the time or 
place when and where thefe forefaid Committees 
were appointed to meet. 

On Wednefday the thud day of March, Seven 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the fecond being the Bill a- 
gain{t the deteftable fin of Adultery had its firft 
readings and the fixth being the Bill for the true 
Anfwering of Tythes, was upon the fecond read- 
ing committed to the former Committees, and 
ute Recorder and Mr. Conisby were added unto 
them. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain touching the Bill for 
the fafety of her Majefties moft Royal Perfon, 
declaring the often meeting of the Committees

ded to other fervices , befides in the mean time, 
fhewed, that the fame Committees have drawna 
Bill for that purpofe , and offereth the fame to 
the Houfe, praying it might be read 5 and there- 
upon it was then.read accordingly, zz. 

The new Bill for the fafety of the Queens Ma- 
jefties moft Royal Perfon was read the firft 
time. 

Mr, Serjeant Rodes andMr. Attorney did bring 
from the Lords two Bills, wz. the one touching 
Jefuits, with fome amendments and a Provifo, 


.and the other touching certain aflurances from 


the Bilhop of Winchefter and the Dean and Chap- 
ter of the fame; with requeft alfo from their 
Lordfhips, that the Committees of this Houfe in 
the Bill for the better Government of the City 
of Weftminfter may prefently be fent to have Con- 
ference with their Lordfhips in the fame Bill, and 
but ina {mall thing concerning the fame. 

The Bill for the repairing and maintenance of 
the Sea-Banks and Sea-Works on the Coafts of 
Norf:3 and the Bill for the affurance of certain 
Lands and Tenements to Joxas Scott, were {ent 
up to the Lords by Mr. Vice-Chamberlain and 
others, with requeft of this Houfe alfo, that their 
Lordfhips would have the Bill for the better ob- 
fervation of the Sabbath day in remembrance 
for the better expediting thereof. Vide de Billa 
Sabbathi, on Wednefday the 17°" day of this in- 
{tant March following. 

The Bill for two Fifteenths and Tenths and 
one entire Subfidy was read the firft time. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain and the refidue return- 
ing from the Lords, he fhewed the delivering of 
the Bills and Meffage, and that their Lordthips 
would fend an An{wer of the Meffage as foon as 
they have confidered of the Precedents which 
their Clerk delivered unto them this day. 

Mr. Serjeant Gawdie and Mr. Serjeant Rodes 
did defire ftom their Lordfhips that this Houfe 
would appoint that fix of this Houfe and the 
Clerk may have Conference with their Lordfhips 
to Morrow in the Morning before the fitting of 
the Court, touching the Orders of amendments 
in Bills in both Houfes.

On Thurfday the fourth day of March, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading; of which the firft being the Bill con-

The Bill for the prefervation of Grain and 
Game was upon the fecond reading committed 
to Sir Edward Hobby , Sir jee Tracy, Mr. Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, Sir Henry Nevill, Sir Tho- 
mas Lucy and others, and the Bill was delivered 
to the {aid Sir Thomas Lucy , who with the reft 
was appointed to meet this Afternoon in the 
Parliament-Houfe or Parlour of the Middle 
Temple. 

The Bill for maintenance of the Pierand Cob 
of Lime Regis, and the Bill again{t unlawful Mar- 
riages in fome Cafes, were brought in by Mr. 
Hammon one of the Committees with fome A- 
mendments, 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 5 of which one was touching 
the breadth of Cioths with fome Amendments 
and Additions (the fame Amendments and Addi- 
tions being twice read) the Bill was Ordered to 
be nate. 

Mr. Serjeant Gamdie and Mr, Serjeant Rodes 
did bring from the Lords two Bills; the one for 
the Haven of Chichester , and the other for the 
affurance of certain Lands to the Lord Willoughby 
from one Herenden, with report from the Lords 
of the affent of the faid Hereden to the paffing 
of the fame Bill in the Upper Houfe: And 
fhewed withal, that the faid Herewden was then 
at the Door of this Houfe ready to affirm the 
fame aflent both there and here.

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the la{t being the 
Bill concerning the Latitats of the Peace inthe 
Kings-Bench, was upon the fecond reading com- 
mitted unto Mr. Morrice , Mr. Bacon, Mr. Ham- 
mon, Mr. Wroth, Mr. Cromwell and Mr. Nicholas 
Hare, who were to repair prefently into the 
Committee Chamber of this Houfe. 

The Bill alfo againft delays of Executions was 
upon the fecond reading committed unto Mr. 
Attorney of the Wards, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Crom: 
well, Mr. Owen and others, and the Bill was

of this Houfe to morrow Morning. 

A Provifo alfo agreed unto by the Commit-

Roger Vanconge a Dutchman and Merchant 
Stanger being this day brought by the Serjeant 
to the Bar for Arrefting of ‘fohu Werrall Servant 
unto Thomas Powell E{q; a Member of this Houfe, 
for Debt, and carrying him into the Counter 
of Woedftreet in London; And the faid ‘Fohx 
Werrall being alfo brought to this Houfe, it was 
after feveral Examinations had by this Houfe 
as well of the faid Roger Vanconge, as of the faid 
Fohn Werrall, at \aft after many long Motions 
and Arguments upon the circumftances falling 
out in the faid Examinations refolved, after the 
doubtfulnefs of the greater Number of Voices 
upon the Queftion,by the Divifion of the Houfe, 
That the faid John Werrall fhould not have pri- 
viledge of this Houfe, but fhould firft openly 
in the Houfe take Oath again{t the Supremacy 
of the Bifhop of Rome, and then be remanded 
to the faid Prifon of the Counter again in {tate as 
he was before, which was {fo done accordingly,

HE Journal of this Parliament both 
in refpect of the greatnefs of the 
matter handled in it,being the bu- 
finefs of Mary Queen of Scots, as 
alfo of the many rare Precedents 

which happened in the Carriage of it, the 
Queens Perfon being reprefented and the Lord 
Chancellors place fupplied by others,with the Ad- 
journment and re-aflembling again of the fame, 
fomewhat extraordinary, is and ought to be 
efteemed moft worthy of obfervation. And it 
is moft plain that this Parliament was at the firft 
(beyond the Queens own expectation) fum- 
moned and afterwards Aflembled upon no other 
caufe or ground than the timely and ftrange dif- 
covery of that bloody and mercilefs Treafon 
Plotted by Babimgton and others 
for the violent cutting off her 
Majefties life, of which Mary 
Queen of Scots had been firft 
by a moft Juft and Honourable 
Tryal fully Convicted, and af- 
terwards Judicially pronounced 
to have been ina high nature guilty. But yet 
her Majefty not fatisfied with her fo juft a 
Tryal and Attainder, aflembled the Parliament 
on purpofe, that fo all thofe former proceedings 
how jaft fo ever might be further Committed 
and referred to the impartial examination and 
final Judgment of the whole Realm, And that 
this great Council of the Kingdom was merely

But long before the faid day the former Confpi-

468. -lincis 1, 
of any Affaffinte ; but becaufe 7°} 
fhe abhorred to be an hearer of fo foul, and 
unnatural a confpiracy plotted again{ft her by 
the Scott7/b Queen, a Kinfwoman {fo near to her 
Highnefs 5 Yet by this means her abfence doubt- 
lefs drew on the greater fafety ; and her Loving 
and Loyal Subjects did the more clearly per- 
ceive in how great and unavoidable danger fhe 
ftood as long as that Queen lived, and were 
therefore doubtlefs ftirred up to confult in this 
fo important a Caufe with the greater Zeal and 
earneftnefs for the prefervation of Religion, the 
Security of her Majefties Life, and the fafery af 
thefe 
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thefe Realms. Which matters the Lords of the 
Upper Houle did fo ferioufly intend, as that 
in this firft meeting in this prefent Parliament,

The Letters Patents foregoing being read, the 
faid three Lords Commiffioners leaving their own 
places, went toa Seat prepared for them on the 
right fide of the Chair of State beneath the fteps. 
Then the faid Lord Chancellor going firft to the 
faid Lords , and conferring a while with them, 
went to his accuftomed place, and there made in- 
timation of the Caufe of this prefent Summons of 
Parliaments which,as he faid, were no ufual Cau- 
fes, not for making of Laws, whereof her Majefty 
thought there were more made than were duly 
executed , nor for Fifteenths and Subfidies , al- 
though there were fome caufe 5 yet her Majefty 
would not charge her loving Subjects fo far at 
this time : But that the caufe was rare and ex- 
traordinary , of great weight, great peril, and 
dangerous confequence. Then he declared. what 
dangerous practices had been contrived of late, 
and how miraculoufly the Providence of God 
had by difcovery thereof, beyond all humane 
Policy, preferved her Majefty , the deftruction 
of whofe Sacred Perfon was moft traiteroufly 
compaffed and imagined. Here he fhewed what 
mifery the lofs of fo Noble a Queen would have 
brought to all Eftates; and faid, That although 
fome of them had fuffered according to their des 
merits, yet one remained that by due courfe of 
Law had received her Sentence, which was the 
chief caufe of this Affembly , and wherein her 
Majelty required their faithful advice; and there- 
fore, faid he, you may orderly proceed therein. 
And you of the Houfe of Commons are to make 
prefent choice of fome one amongft you to be 
your Speaker, and to prefent him unto the Lords 
Lieutenants as foon as conveniently you may. 

Affoon as the Lord Chancellor had ended his 
Speech, the Clerk of the Parliament {tood up and 
read the Names of the Receivors and Tryors of 
Petitions in French, which were as followeth,

That 
the firft Tryors of Exgland, &c. or any four of 
them , calling unto them the Lord Chancellor 
and the Lord Treafurer, and alfo the Queens 
Serjeants , fhould at their leifure meet together 
in the Chamberlains Chamber : And that the 
laft Tryors of Gafcoigne, &c.or any four of them, 
calling unto them the Queens Serjeants and the 
Queens Attorney and Sollicitor , fhould hold 
their place when their leifure did ferve them to 
meet in the Treafurers Chamber. Then the 
Lords Lieutenants adjourned the Parliament un- 
til Monday next following.

Nota, That thefe were all the Extraordinary 
or unfual Proxies that are entred in the Original

Proctors, and the Temporal Lords but one, and | 
thofe likewife of their own Order, here the Bi- ' 


fhop of St Davids nominated three, the Bifhops 
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in Azo 5 Eliz. during all the Parliaments of 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, where a Spiritual Lord 
did nominate a Temporal for his Proctor , or a 
Temporal Lord a Spiritual, although in the Reign 
of Queen Mary and other times more ancient it 
was very ufual and ordinary. 

On Monday the 31% of Odober her Majefties 
Perfon was reprefented (as it had been on the firft 
day of this Parltament):by three Commiffioners, 
viz, the Archbifhop of Canterbury, the Lord Bur- 
leigh Lord Treafurer of Exgland, and the Earl of 
Darby great Steward of England, who were ftiled 
the Lords Lieutenants. 

Thefe with divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, being fet in their Parliamentary 
Robes in the Uppér Houle, the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeffes of the Houfe of Commons had no- 
tice thereof, and thereupon with Fohy Puckering 
Serjeant at Law (who had been Speaker alfo the 
laft Parliament) their now Prolocutor repaired 
thither ; and being ( as many as conveniently 
could) let in, the faid M' Speaker was led up by 
two of the moft eminent Perfonages of the Houfe 
of Commons to the Rail or Bar at the lower end 
of the faid Upper Houfe , who being there pla- 
ced, and having , according to the ufual courfe, 
idefired himfelf to be excufed, that fo the Houfe 
of Commons might make choice of fome other 
more able Member amongit themfelves, it was 
not allowed, but his former wife and difcreet 
behaviour the laft Parliament in the Execution 
of this very place was alledged and much com- 
mended. 

Whereupon the faid M' Speaker having made 
humble reverence and in very difcreet and good 
manner , fubmitted himfelf to the undertaking 
of the faid Prolocutorfhip , did in the end of his 
Speech make divers petitions of courfe for free- 
dom of Speech, freedom of Accefs to her Maje- 
{ty , and freedom from Arrefts and Suits in the 
Name of the Houfe of Commons 3 and laftly for 
pardon for himéelf, if he fhould unwittingly erre 
in the report or carriage of any thing. Where- 
unto the LordsCommiffioners by the Lord Chan- 
cellor anfwered, That the faid Houfe of Com- 
mons and himéelf fhould enjoy and ufe fuch Pri- 
viledges as others in the times of the Queen her 
Noble Progenitors had accuftomed to ufe and 
enjoy. 

Nota, That it doth not appear by the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, whether 
the Speaker were prefented in the Forenoon or 
in the Afternoon.

On Monday the 7** day of November while 
the Lords were debating the matter of the Queen

of Scots already opened unto them. Whereup- 
on the Lords chofe out to the number of twenty 
one, viz. the Archbifhops of Canterbury and 
York, the Lord Treafurer , the Lord Steward, 
the Earl of Northumberland, the Earl of Keut, 
the Earl of Rutland and the Earl of Sujfex : the 
Bifhop of London , the Bifhop of Durham, ‘the

the Lord Shandois, the Lord Buckburfi, the Lord 
de la Ware and the Lord Norr#s.

On Tuefday the 8° day of November nothing 
was done, but the Parliament was by the Lord 
Chancellor continued #75 in diem craftinum hora 
20nd. 

On Weduefday the 9** day of November were 
read divers Letters as well of Anthony Babington 


to the Queen of Scots, as of the faid Queen of 


Scots to the faid Avthony Babington, Charles Pa- 
get and others. 

The Sentence alfo pronounced by the Com- 
miffioners again{t the Queen of Scots was read. 

A form of a Petition agreed upon by the Com- 
mittees of both Houfes was read.

On Thurfday the tot day of November the 
Lords Committees made report unto the whole 
Houfe, that they of the Houfe of Commons up- 
on hearing the Sentence and divers of the fpecial 
Evidences and Proofs whereupon the Sentence 
was grounded , openly read unto them, after 
long deliberation and confultation had betwixt 
them both publickly and privately, they all with 
one affent allowed the fame Sentence to be jutft, 
true and honourable, and that they humbly de- 
fired their Lordfhips to make choice of fuch 
number of Lords as their Lordfhips fhould think 


meet , to joyn with them in Petition to her Ma- 
jefty. Whereupon their Lordfhips made choice 
of the faid Lords following, 27z. the Lord Chan- 
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celfor, the Lord Treafurer, the Lord High Cham- 
berlain, the Lord Steward, the Earl of Northum-

On Tuefday the 15°" day of November the Lord 
Chancellor declared unto the whole Houfe the 
order of proceeding of Committees in prefenting 
the Petition unto her Highnefs , and that her 
Majefties Anfwer was in fo eloquent and goodly 
fort, and with words fo well placed, that he 
would not take upon him to report it as it was 
uttered by her Majefty , but that the effect was, 
that her Highnefs highly thanked her fo dutiful 
and loving Subjes for their great care and ten- 
der zeal that they fhewed to have of her fafety 5 
and were it not in refpe& of them and of the 
{tate of the Realm and maintenance of the true 
Religion , fhe would not...... And that het 
Highnefs did well know the greatnefs of the pe- 
ril and the dangerous practice attempted againft 
her Perfon , and that her Majefty did acknow- 
ledge it to be the maintaining and. defending 
hand of him that hath delivered her fo often, 
and from fo great perils. Her Highnefs conclu- 
ded. it was a Caufe of great moment, and re- 
quired good deliberation , and that fhe could 
not prefently give Anfwer unto them, but that 
her Highnefs would fhortly deliver it to fome of 
her Privy Council, which fhould declare unto 
them her Highnefles mind. And thus her High- 
nefs anfwered. 

This day further the Lord Chancellor figni- 
fied unto the Lords, that on Mozday her Ma- 
jefty commanded him to require the Lords to 
advife amongft them, if fome other courfe might 
be taken without proceeding to the extremity 
of Execution, which her Highnefs could better 
like of, if any fuch might be found, and that 
her Highnefs looked for Anfwer from their Lord- 
fhips. 

Nota, That the whole entrance of this days 
bufinefs , viz. the Lord Chancellors Report of 
the Queens Anfwer , is crofled in the Original 
Journal-Book, but remaineth as legible as any 
other part, except a few interlined words; but 
by the whole courfe following, that ought to 
{tand which is crofied, for without. that the bu- 
finefs following hath no coherence with the pre- 
mifles.

On Tuefday the 224 day of November after 
many Speeches which tended all to one effec, 
which was, that their Lordfhips in their opinions 
could not find any other way than was already 
fet down in their Petition : then the Lords agreed 
that the matter fhould be put to the queftion; 
and being particularly asked every one his feve- 
ral voice, anfwered with one Confent, that they 
could find no other way. 

The Houfe of Commonscame up, and defi- 
red the Lords to be content to appoint fome of 
the Lords to confer with them upon the An{wer 
that was to be made to her Highnefs, and to de- 
liver the fame to her Majefty. Whereupon the 
Lords made choice of thefe Lords following, zz. 
the Archbifhops of Canterbury and York, the 
Lord Treafurer, cc. 

And the faid Lords upon Conference had 
with the Committee of the Lower Houfe made 
report, that the like queftion was propounded 
to them of the Houfe of Commons, and that 
they Anfwered all with one confent, no man 
gainfaying, that they could find none other 
way. Whereupon the faid Committees of both 
Houfes agreed upon this Aniver to be made to 
her Majefty, That having often conferred and 
debated of that queftion according to her High- 
nefs Commandment, they could find none other 
way than was fet downin the Petition.

On Friday the 25° day of November the Lord 
Chancellor delivered her Maiefties Anfwer to 
the Lords to the laft refolution; the Effe@ 
whereof was as followeth, zz. 

If (faid her Highnefs}) I fhould fay unto you 
that I mean not to grant your Petition, by my 
faith I fhould fay unto you more than perhaps 
Imean. And if I fhould fay unto you that [ 
mean to grant your Petition, I fhould then tell 
you more than is fit for youto know. And thus 
I muft deliver you an Anfwer Anfwerlefs. 

Whereas on the 7° day of this inftant Month 
of Novereber whilft the Lords were in Conful- 
tation about the great matter of the Queen of 
Scots, the Chief and only Caufe of the Sum- 
mons of this Parliament, they of the Houfe of 
Commons came up and defired Conference with 
fome of the Lords of this Houfe, what number 
it fhould pleafe their Lordthips to appoint touch- 
ing the faid great caufe, which, as they affirmed, 
had been opened and declared unto them: 
Whereupon the Lords made choice of divers 
Lords ( whofe names fee at large on Munday the 
7 day of thisinftant Month of November fore- 
going) And to attend the faid Lords were ap- 
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pointed the Lord Chief Jultice of the Com- 
mon-Pleas, the Lord Chief Baron and Juftice 
Gawdie, the time and place of their meeting be- 
ing in the very Parliament Chamber at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon; and after often 
meeting and Jong Conferences had, they agreed 
upon a form of Petition, which by both the 
Houfes fhould be prefented unto her Majefty. 
And that Choice fhould be made of a certain 
number of either Houfe to prefer the fame unto 
her Highnefs. Which being reported to this 
Houfe, the Lords liked very well thereof; And 
thereupon made Choice of divers Lords, whofe 
names fee at ‘large on Thurfday the rot day of 
this inftant November foregoing. 

And they of the Houfe of Commons appoint- 
ed their Speaker and all the Privy-Council of 
that Houfe, and fo many others as in all with 
the Privy-Council made up the Number of 42. 
Perfons, to join with the faid Lords. 

And they altogether underftanding firft her 
Majefties pleafure for the time of their repair to 
her Highnefs prefence, ( which was fignified to 
be on Saturday the 12°" day of November,) the 
Lord Chancellor in the name of the Lords, and 
the Speaker in the name of the Houfe of Com- 


‘mons declared unto her Majefty, That both the 


Lords and Commons after often Conferences 
and long confultation had, concluded to be hum- 
ble Suitors unto her Majefty by way of Petiti- 
on; the effe&t whereof was then at good length 
opened unto her Majefty by the Lord Chancel- 
lorand Speaker, and the Petition thereupon de- 
livered unto her Majefty in writing. And 
where it was before defired by them of the faid 
Houfe of Commons, that prefently upon the 
Agreement of the Form of the Petition it might 
be entered into the Rolls of the Parliament, 
the Lords thought it better to {tay the enter- 
ance thereof until. it were prefented unto her 
Highnefs; which done, the Lords ordered that 
this Friday the 25°" day of November the faid 
Petition fhould be entered into the Parliament 
Roll in manner and form following, vz. 

May it pleafe your moft Excellent Majefty, 
Our muft Gracious Soveraign.

Noble Realm; which being from time to time 
by the great mercy and providence of God, and

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your Highnéfs fingular wifdom forefeen and pre- 


vented, your Majefty of your exceeding great 
Clemency and Princely Magnanimity hath either 
moft gracioufly paffed over, or with fingular fa- 
vour tolerated , (although often and inftantl 
moved by your moft loving and faithful Subjects 
to the contrary in times of your Parliaments, 
and at many other times 5 and hath alfo protect- 
ed and defended the faid Scottifh Queen from 
thofe great dangers which her own people for 
certain deteftable Crimes and offences to her im- 
puted, had determined again{t her. All which 
notwithftanding , the fame Queen was nothing 
moved with thefe and many other your Majefties 
moft gracious favours towards hers but rather 
obdurate in malice, and by hope of continual 
impunity imboldened to profecute her cruel and 
mifchievous determination by fome f{peedy and 
violent courfe, and now lately a very dangerous 
Plot being conceived and fet down by Axthony 
Babington and others, That fix defperate and 
wicked perfons fhould undertake that wicked 
and moft horrible enterprize to take away your 
Majefties Life (whom God of his infinite mercy 
long preferve) fhe did not only give her advice 
and direGion upon every point, and all circum- 
{tances concerning the fame make earneft requeft 
to have it performed with all diligence, but did 
alfo promife affurance of large reward and re- 
compence to the doers thereof 5 which being in- 
formed to your Majefty , it pleafed your High- 
nefs upon the earneft Suit of fuch as tendred the 
fafety of your Royal Perfon, and the good and 
quiet ftate of thisRealm, to direct your Com- 
miffion under the Great Seal of Exgland to the 
Lords and others of your Highnefs Privy-Coun- 
cil, and certain other Lords of Parliament of the 


greateft and moft antient Degree, with fome of 


your principal Judges, to examine, hear and 
determine the fame Caufe, and thereupon to give 
Sentence or Judgment according to a Statute in 


that behalf made in the twenty feventh year of

Now for as much as we your Majefties 
moft humble, loyal and dutiful Subje&s repre- 
fenting unto your moft Excellent Majefty the 
univerfal State of your whole people of all de- 
grees in this your Realm, do well perceive and 
are fully fatisfied , that the fame Sentence and 
Judgment is in all things moft honourable, juft 
and lawful 5 And having carefully and effectually 
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according to our moft bounden duties weighed 
and contidered upon what ground and caufé fo 
many Traiterous complots and dangerous practi- 
ces again{t your moft Royal Perfon and Eftate, 


y | and for the invading of this Realm have for the 


{pace of many years paft grown and proceeded, 
do certainly find and are undoubtedly perfwa- 
ded that all the fame have been from time to 
time attempted and prattifed by and from the 
Scottifh Queen, and by her Confederates, Mini- 
{ters and Favourers, who conceive an aflured 
hope to atchieve {peedily by your Majelties un- 
timely death that which they have long expett- 
ed, and whereof during your Life (which God 
long preferve to our ineftimable Comfort) they 
defpair , to wit, to place her the faid Scotti/h 
Queen in the Imperial and Kingly Seat of this 
Realm, and by her to banifh and deftroy the 
Profeflors and profefling of the true Religion of 
Jefus Chrift, and the antient Nobility of this 
Land, and to bring this whole State and Com- 
mon-Weal to Foreign Subjection and utter ruin 
and confufion 5 which their malicious and trai- 
terous purpofe they will never ceafe to profecute 
by all poffible means they can , fo long as they 
may have their Eyes and Imaginations fixed upon 
that Lady the only ground of their treafonable 
hope and conceits, and the only Seed-plot of all 
dangerous and traiterous devices and practices 
againft your Sacred Perfon. And feeing alfo 
what infolent boldnefs is grown in the heart of 
the fame Queen through your Majefties former 


exceeding favours and Clemencies towards her, 
and thereupon weighing with heavy and for- 


rowful hearts in what continual peril of fuch like 


defperate Confpiracies and practices your Maje- 


fties moft Royal and-Sacred Perfon and Life 


(more dear unto us than our own ) is and fhall 


be ftill, without any poffible means to prevent 


it, fo long asthe faid Scottz> Queen fhall be fuf- 


fered to continue, and hall not receive that due 
punifhment which by Juftice and the Laws of this 


your Realm fhe hath fo often and fo many ways 


for her moft wicked and deteftable offences de- 
ferved; Therefore, and for that we find that if 
the faid Lady fhall now efcape the due and de- 
ferved punifhment of Death for thefe her moft 
execrable Treafons and offences, your Highnefs 
Royal Perfon fhall be expofed unto many more 
and thofe more fecret and dangerous Con({pira- 
cies than before, and fuch as fhall not or cannot 
be forefeen or difcovered as thefe her late at- 
tempts have been, and fhall not hereafter be fo 
well able to. remove or take away the ground 
and occafion of the fame as now by Juftice may 
and ought to be done; We do moit humbly 
befeech your moft Excellent Majefty, that as well 
in refpect of the continuance of the true Religion 
now profefled amongft us, and of the fafety of 
your moft Royal Perfon and Eftate, as in regard 
of the prefervation and defence of us your moft 
loving, dutiful.and faithful Subjects , and the 
whole Common-Weal of this Realm, [t may 
pleafe your Highnefs to take {peedy Order, That 
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Declaration of the fame Sentence and Judgment 
be made and publifhed by Proclamation , and 
that thereupon direction be given for further 
proceedings againft the faid Scottifé Queen ac- 
cording to the effe& and true meaning of the faid 
Statute: Becaufe upon advifed and great con- 
fultation we cannot find that there is any poffi- 
ble means to provide for your Majefties Safety, 
but by the juit and fpeedy Execution of the faid 
Queen, the negleGing whereof may procure the 
heavy difpleafure and punifhment of Almighty 
God, as by fundry fevere Examples of his great 
Juftice in that behalf left us in the Sacred Scrip- 
tures doth appear. And if the fame be not put 
in prefent Execution, We your moft loving and 
dutiful Subjects fhall thereby (fo far as mans rea- 
fon can reach ) be brought into utter defpair of 
the continuance amongft us of the true Religion 
of Almighty God , and of your Majefties Life, 
and the Safety of all your faithful Subjects, and 
the good Eftate of this moft flourifhing Com- 
mon- Weal.

29 Regin. Eliz. was now Adjourned, 

But the reafon and-caufe is very plain why 
this Parliament was now Adjourned without any 
fuch Commiffion from her Majefty, although fhe 
her felf was abfent, and this was only in refpec& 
that her Highnefs Perfon was reprefented by 
Commiffioners, to whom at firft fhe had by Com- 
miffion under the Great Seal delegated full and 
abfolute power not only to begin but alfo to 
continue, Adjourn or Prorogue this inftant Par- 
liament (at vide on Saturday the 29% day of 
Ofober foregoing) which faid Delegates or Lords 
Lieutenants did here being prefent Adjourn the 
fame accordingly. 

Concerning which faid Adjournment and 
thefe two Meetings of one and the fame Parlia- 
ment there hath been much miftake and differ- 
ence both in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe, and in that alfo of the Houfe of 
Commons, in the very Rolls of the Statute of 
this Parliament tranfcribed by the Clerk of the 
Upper Houfe into the Chancery , and remaining 
in the Chappel of the Rolls, and laftly in the 
very Printed Books of the Statutes thereof. 


The Fournal of the Houfe of Lords, 


For in the firft place Mt Anthony Majow at this 
time Clerk of the Upper Houfe, Entereth thefe 
two meetings of this one and the fame Parlia- 
ment in two feveral Books, as if they had been 
two feveral Seffions 5 to which miftake he was 
the rather induced, becaufe divers Lords did fend 
their new Proxies upon the fecond meeting of 
the two Houfes on Wednefday the 15° day of 
February, @ Anno Regin. Eliz. whereas it doth 
not appear that in the laft Parliament de Anno 
27 Regin. Eliz. that any new Proxies were then 
returned upon the fecond meeting of the two 
Houfes after a like Adjournment. But the reafon 
of this feemeth to be, not only in refpect of this 
Adjournment, that it was fomewhat longer than 
that former in the twenty feventh year of her 
Majefty (which lafted not full two Months, 
whereas this prefent Adjournment continued for 
the {pace of feventy five days or two Months and 
a Fortnight at the leaft.) But alfo becaufe divers 
of the Lords both Spiritual and Temporal, who 
were prefent at this firft meeting, being defirous 
(as it fhould feem) to hear that great bufine§ 
of the Scottifh Queen debated and refolved on, 
did after this Adjournment and their receffes in- 
to their feveral Countries get Licence of her Ma- 
jefty to be abfent from the fecond meeting of 
this Parliament, which enfued on Wednefday the 
15° day of February following in Azo 29 Regin. 
Efiz. and in which there were none but ordinary 
matters likely to be handled (Execution and Ju- 
{tice being done upon the Scotti/h Queen the 8*# 
day of February immediately preceding the faid 
fecond meeting) and did thereupon fend their 
feveral Proxies of which fuch as were unufual 
and extraordinary are fet down in the Journal 
enfuing according to the feveral days on which 
they were returned. 

In the fecond place touching the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons thefe 
two meetings of one and the fame Parliament-are 
fet down as two feveral Seffions, the one by M™ 
Fulk Onflow at this time Clerk of the Houfe of 
Commons, and the other by Mt William Onflow 
hisKinfman, who being a Member of the Houfe 
was Licenced by it to fupply the place of the faid 
M: Fulk Onflow, who by reafon of his ficknefs 
was not able to attend, who enters this fecond 
meeting of the Houfe of Commons upon Wed- 
nefday the 15°" day of February in thefe words,

Whereas it had not been Prorogued but Ad- 
journed, and was no new Seffion but meerly a 
new meeting.

Anno 28 Regiu. Eliz. but mentioneth that Book 
of Statutes in this manner, Amno 29° Regin Eliz. 
at this prefent Seffion of Parliament holden 
by Prorogation at Weftminfter the 15% day 


of February in the 29 year of the Raign of 


our moft gracious Soveraign Lady Elizabeth, cc. 
Whereas if he had intituled it truly, it fhould 
have been thus: At this prefent Parliament hol- 
den at Weftminfter the 29°" day of Ocfober in the 
28'4 and 29% years of the Raign of our moft 
Gracious Soveraign Lady Elizabeth, ec, M® 
Poulton alfo in his Abridgement of Statutes 
Printed by the Company of Stationers, Azzo 
Dom, 1612. fetteth down a falfe Title before the 
Statutes of this Parliament, zz. Statutes made 
at the Seffion of Parliament holden by Proroga- 
tion at Weftminfter the 29°" day of Odober, Anno 
28 Eliz. and Anno Dom. 1587. Cc. 

In which faid Title there are thefe two noto- 
rious and grofs miftakes: The firft in that he faith 
this Parliament was holden by Prorogation, 
whereas the former Parliament, held in Ayno 
27° Regin. Eliz, being diflolved upon the 14° 
day of September in Anno 28 Regin. ejufdem, this 
Parliament begun and held in the faid 28" and 
29t years of her Majefty was newly Summoned, 
and not held by Prorogation. 

His fecond miftake is more grofs than this, in 
that he allots ali thefe proceedings to the year 
of our Lord 1587. whereas both meetings did 
begin and end during the year 1586. reckoning 
the year to begin upon the 25°! day of March, 
as in all the Journal-Books of Parliaments and 
the Printed Books of Statutes and all Records 
and private Inftruments it is always obferved. 
All which may fhow how great inconvenience 
it may bring to take up things upon truft from 
others without fearching out the truth, fecing fo 


in, and had doubtlefs fo induftrioufly travelled 
in, ‘yet fhould be fo grofly miftakens for it is 
not worth the proof that this was an Adjourn- 
ment and not a Prorogation, feeing it 1s pofitive- 
ly entred in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe on Friday the fecond day of De- 
cember foregoing. And likewife when the two 
Houfes did meet again on Wednefday the 15" 
day of February following, the forefaid Journal- 
Book beginneth thus :

To which alfo may laftly be added, that no 
Bill pafling the two Houfes in the firft meeting 
of this Parliament, nay for ought that can be 
gathered out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houfe, no one Bill having fo much 
as any reading there, as hath been before obfer- 
ved,and fo no Royal Affent putting life into any 
one Law, it could not be a Seffion but a meer 
meeting , which continued from Saturday the 
29" of Ofober unto Friday the fecond day of 
December in Annis 28, & 29. Regin Eliz. Anno 
Dom. 1586. 

This doubt being thus fully cleared and the 
miftakings upon which it grew being likewife 
difcovered, the refidue of the Journal of this 
prefent Parliament upon the fecond meeting of 
the two Houfes next enfueth. 

On Wednefday the 15t* day of February Anno 
29° Regin Eliz. Anno Dom. 1586. (to which 
day the Parliament had been on Friday the fe- 
cond day of December foregoing laft Adjour- 
ned) The two Houfes met in their feveral places 
without any prefence of the Queen orSolemnity 
amongft the Lords by coming in their Robes or 
any other Pomp whatfoever, becaufe this was 
neither new Parliament nor new Seflion, but a 
meer new meeting of either Houfe upon an Ad- 
journment of the former meeting thereof, which 
began on the 29** day of O@ober being Saturday 
in Anno 28 Regin. Eliz. as is aforefaid. 

Memorandum that this day Sir Edasund Ander-

Pleas fhewed forth to be publickly read a Com-

As foon as the faid Sir Edweund Anderfon had 
cauled the forefaid Commiffion to be read, he 
took his place on the Uppermoft Woolfack 
where the Lord Chancellor ufeth to fit , and in 
the Original Journal-Book of this Parliament, 
where the prefence of the Lords is noted , he is 
always ranked in the firft place as the Lord 
Chancellor fhould have been if he had been pre- 
fent 5 with this Addition after the fetting down 
of hisname and place, Locum tenens Cancellarii, 
in fuch Order as followeth, wiz.

Nota, That though I do ufually obferve in all 
thefe Journals neverto have the prefence of the 
Lords tranfcribed but at the beginning only of 
a new Parliament, or at leaft a new Seffion 3 yet 
I have obferved it here though but at the begin- 
ning of anew meeting : partly becaufe it was af- 
ter a long Adjournment, and partly becaufe ma- 
ay Lords did fend new Proxies: So that the pre- 
fence of the Lords before fet down at the be- 
ginning of this Parliament on the 29° day of 
Odfober being Saturday, could not ferve to be any 
rule for the prefence of thofe that attended at 
this new meeting. Which is for the moft part 
the chiefeft reafon why the prefence of the faid 
Lords is marked on the firft day of the Parlia- 
ment, or on the next day from the firft,on which 
they be noted, if through the Clerk of the Up- 
per Houfe his negligence (as it often happeneth) 
it be omitted on the faid firft day. 

A fecond but lefs material caufe why I have 
their names tran{cribed , is to fee the due places 
and precedencies of the Lords Temporal.

Nota Laftly, that Fob Archbifhop of Caater-

Sir Edwund Anderfon Lord Chief Juftice of

It fhould feem that the reading of thefe Com- 
miffions and the Diffolution of this Parliament 
were all of them finifhed this Thur/day the 23** 
day of this inftant March in the Forenoon, for 
elfe there muft have been fome other continuance 
of it by the Lord Chief Juftice of the Common 
Pleas fupplying the place of the Lord Chancellor 
upon the rifing of the Lords to dinner unto fome 
hour in the Afternoon; which may very well 
be, in refpe& that although the Queens Majefty 
came ufually in Perfon to give her Royal Affent 
in the Afternoon, yet that being now performed 
after an unufual and extraordinary manner by 
her Majefties Letters Patents, or a Commiffion 
under the Great Seal, the time was alfo altered: 
So that though this Parliament were not long in 
continuance (for both the meetings thereof put 
together make but ten weeks at the moft) yet it 
had many weighty matters debated in it, and 
this Journal of the Upper Houfe is richly ftored 
with rarer Precedents than any other of all the 
Queens time. 

Finally , Her Majefties loving Subjects confi- 
dering the great Charges the fuftained by the 
maintenance of the Low Countries Wars, and 
withal in a manner forefeeing the ftupendious 
preparations of Spaéz (at this time moft intentive 
in providing and furnifhing of that mighty Ar- 
mado {tiled afterwards Invincible) did not only 
grant unto her Majefty one entire Subfidy and 
two Fifteenths and Tenths (as the Clergy had 
alfo granted unto her one other Subfidy) but did 
likewife confult in either Houfe feverally (for 
the Lords refufed to joyn with the Houfe of 
Commons therein) concerning a Contribution 
to be beftowed upon her Majefty in like fort alfo 
towards the further and better fupport of thofe 
forefaid continual and chargeable Wars of the 
Netherlands.

ter bothin refpect of the bufinefs of 

Mary Queen of Scots handled in 
the firft meeting, and of the publick dangers 
threatned again{t her Majefties perfon and Realms 
difcuffed in the fecond meeting of this Parlia- 
ment; in which alfo there wanted not the paf- 
fing of divers good and wholefome Laws, and 
the difcuffing of many emergent difputes touch- 
ing the private affairs of the faid Houfe: all 
which are in themfelves very ufeful and worthy 
of obfervation. 

Although the Parliament had been fummoned 
to have begun upon Saturday the 15‘ day of 
OGober in Auno 28 Regine Eliz. yet it held not, 
but was on the faid day further Prorogued unto 
Thurfday the 27" day of the fame Month, upon 
which faid day it was laftly Prorogued unto 
Saturday the 29% day of the fame next enfu- 


ing. . 
On which faid 29% day of Ofober the Par- 
liament held accordingly, although her Ma- 
jefty came not in perfon, but appointed by her 
Letters Patents under the Great Seal, the Arch- 
bifhop of Cazterbury, the Lord Burleigh Lord 
Treafurer, and the Earl of Darby Lord Steward, 
or any two of them, her Delegates or Commif- 
fioners in her Majefties name and {tead to begin 
this faid Parliament, and the fame further to 


fhould feem fitting and needful. 

The Lords therefore being fet, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeffes of the Houfe of Com- 
mons had notice thereof, and thereupon repair- 
ed unto the Upper Houfe, and as many as could 
conveniently being let in, Sir Thomas Bromley 
Knight Lord Chancellor fhewed that the Queens 
Majefty was with-held by fome very great and 
important occafions, fo that the could not be 
there perfonally prefent at this time, but yet had 
appointed. fome other Honourable perfonages 
there prefent to fupply her place, and in her 
name to begin the faid Parliament. And then 
the fame Letters Patents were read. After which 
the forefaid three Commiffioners leaving their 
places went to 4 Seat prepared for them on the 
right fide of the Chair of State, who being fo 
placed the Lord Chancellor did Laftly declare, 
that the meer caufe for which this Parliament 
had been fo fuddenly called at this time, was 
upon the difcoveries of the late moft great and 
horrible Treafons plotted for the taking away of 
her Majefties Life, and thefubverfion of true Re- 
ligion, and that one great offender therein did 
yet remain, touching whofe punifhment her Ma- 
jefty did crave their faithful advice; and there- 
fore wifhed thofe of the Houfe of Commons 
to make prefent choice of fome one amongf{t 
them to be their Speaker, and to prefent him 
unto the Lords Lieutenants or Lords Com- 

miflioners 
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miffioners as foon as conveniently they might. 

Whereupon the Knights, Citizens, Barons and 
Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons repairing 
to their faid Houfe did there elect and chule Fohz 
Puckering Serjeant at Law their Prolocutor (who 
had been Speaker alfo the laft Parliament. } 

Nota, That there is not any one word of all 
this before fet down in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons de annis iftis 
28° & 29° Regine Eliz. which is very defective 
not only here but in fome other places thereof : 
but that which is before fet down is for the moft 
part gathered out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe, and only perfected in fome 


blank Pages. 

On Monday the 31° day of Odober her Ma- 
jefties Perfon was again reprefented by thofe 
aforefaid three Lords Commiffioners con{tituted 
by her Majefties Letters Patents on Saturday the 
29° day of this inftant Odfober foregoing. 

Thefe being fet in the Upper Houfe with di- 
vers other Lords in their Parliamentary Robes, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houte 
of Commons had notice thereof and repaired 
thither with Fob Puckering Serjeant at Law their 
Speaker, who was according to the ufual courfe 
prefented unto the faid Lords Commiffioners, 
and by them admitted; who anfwered to thefe 
his three Petitions of courfe made in the name of 
the Houfe of Commons for liberty of Accefs,

remained very imperfect and unufeful. 

And yet at the end of the aforefaid blank Page 
or bottom thereof, in which the Title of this 
prefent Monday the 31° day of OGober is infer- 
ted, there followeth the reading of one Bill, 
which is ufually done after the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons do re- 
turn from the Upper Houfe with their Speaker 
newly admitted upon their prefentment of him 5 
which faid Bill read at this time upon their return 
is entred in manner and form following, viz. 

The Bill touching Inrollments the firft read- 
in 
Wier the reading of this Bill the Houfe did 
without all queftion Adjourn it felf unto Thur/- 
day the third day of November enfuing, although 
there be no mention thereof in this faid Journal- 
Book of the Houfe of Commons,which mutt (asall 
other defects) be imputed to the former neglect. 
And yet this Adjournment may be colleGted, not 
only by alike Adjournment of the Lords unto 
Friday the 4°" day of Noveweber aforefaid, and 
by other Adjournments very frequent in the 
Houfe of Commons during this firlt meeting of 
the prefent Parliaments; but alfo out of the very 
Entrance of the faid Thurfday following, which 
is on the very next Page after the Entrance of 
the before mentioned Bill, which is never ufed 
to be done if any other days paffages fhould have 
intervened between. And therefore it would 
not be amif$ now once for all to obferve the 
caufe and ground why the Houfe of Commoris

journed , M' Speaker fhewed unto the Houfe, 
that he received Commandment from my Lord 
Chancellor from her Majefty to fignifie unto 
them, that: her Highnefs was forry this Houfe 
was troubled the laft fitting thereof with the mat- 
ter touching the chufing and returning of the 
Knights for the County of Norfolk: a thing in 
truth impertinent for this Houfe to deal withal, 
and only belonging to the Charge and Office of 
the Lord Chancellor, from whence the Writs for 
the fame Ele@tions iffued out, and are thither re- 
turnable again. And alfo that her Majelty had 
appointed the faid Lord Chancellor to confer 
therein with the Judges. And fo thereupon ex- 
amining the {aid Returns, and the Sheriff, touch- 
ing the matter and circumftances of his proceed- 
ings in the faid Elections, to fet down fuch courfe 
for making the true Return as to Juftice ‘and 
Right fhall therein appertain. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading; of 
which the ‘irft being the Bill for Orford-Haven, 
had its-firft reading 3 and the fecond being the 
Bill touching Inrollments, had its fecond read- 
ing. 

One of the Houfe offering to {peak to this Bill, 
M' Vice-Chamberlain ftood up, and fhewed un- 
to this Houfe, that having matter of moft great 
importance to deliver unto this Houfe from her 
Majefty, he was fo bold with their good favours 
for this time to interrupt the Speech intended to 
the faid Bill by the Gentleman that offered to 
fpeak to the faid Bill ; and fo then fhewed, that 
her Majefty thinking that all thofe of this Houfe 
which were lately in the higher Houfé when the 
Lord Chane: lor declared the caufe of her High- 
nefles fammoning of this Parliament , could not 
hear the fame , and alfo that many of the Mem- 
bers of this Houfe now here prefent, were not 
then come up or returned, -commanded him to 
deliver unto this Houfe the fummary caufe of her 
Majefties calling and aflembling of this great 
Council at this time, which was (he faid) not to 
make any more Laws as being many more alrea- 
dy than well executed, nor yet for any Subfidy, 
albeit, if need fo required, the fame were con- 
venient enough to be done 5 but (faid he) to 
confult for fuch matters as the like were never 
er{t heard of, nor any Parliament called for in 
former time that can be found or readof. And

fpeedy Confultation he had by this Houfe for the 
cutting of her off by courfe of Juitice , for that 
otherwife our faid Soveraign Lady the Queens 
Majefties mof{t Royal Perfon cannot be continued 
with fafety, concludeth with this Sentence,

Which done, M' Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, Mt Chancellor of the Dutchy, and Mt 
Secretary Woolley ufing each of them feverally 
very effectual Speeches at large touching the faid 
horrible Treafons and Confpiracies caufed and 
procured by the faid Queen of Scots, the Houfe 
did then rife, the time being far {pent, with re- 
fervation neverthelefs by M' Speaker remembred 
for further Speech therein to be had by others of 
this Houfe to morrow again, and a faving alfo till 
fome other more convenient time for fuch of this 
Houfe as fhall pleafe to {peak to the faid Bill of 
Inroliments upon the faid fecond reading of the 
fame accordingly. Vide 7° November, Monday. 

On Friday the 4% day of Novezber M' Re- 
corder of Lovdox having made Declaration un- 
to this Houfe, that divers of the Members of the 
fame do find themfelves grieved for that their 
Servants attending upon them , are daily arreft- 
ed contrary to the ancient Liberties and Privi- 
ledges of this Houfe, and having further moved 
alfo that a like Committee of this Houfe may at 
this time be appointed , as had been the laft Par- 
liament for the examining and reporting Cafes 
of Priviledge 5 It was refolved and agreed by 
the Houfe, that the fame fhall be exercifed and 
done accordingly : And for the performance 
thereof the faid M' Recorder, Sir Hexry Gate, 
M: Robert Wroth and M' William Fleetwood were 
appointed by the Authority of the Houfe. 

Upon the Motion of M'‘ Speaker putting the 
Houfe in remembrance of continuing and fur- 
ther profecuting of the great Caufe they dealt 
in: yefterday divers Speeches were made to that 
effect by Sir ames Croft Comptroller of her Ma- 
jefties Houfhold, Sir Francis Knowles Treafurer 
of the fame, Sir WrUiam Herbert, Sir Thomas 
Scot, M' Francis Bacon, M* Alford , Mt Throg- 
morton, M* Barker , M* Dalton, M' Baynbrigg, 
and Mr! Sollicitor 5 by all which it was conclu- 
ded, That confidering the late horrible Treafons 
and Practices confpired again{ft the Life of the 
Queens Majefty , and alfo for the procuring of 
Foreign Invafion in refpect of the Attempt; and 
alfo for endeavouring to raife Rebellion within 
the Realm for and by Mary late Queen of Scots, 
therefore of neceffity prefent remedy and pro- 
vifion muft be had for preventing the like at- 
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tempts and practices hereafter, which could ne- 
ver be, unlefs the faid Scottifh Queen did pre- 
fently fuffer the due Execution of Juftice accord- 
ing to her deferts. 

And then upon the further Motion of the {aid 
Mt Sollicitor for a Committee of this Houfe to be 
had to confer of fome convenient and fit courfe 
to be taken by Petition and Suit to her Majetty 
in that behalf, with requeft alfo unto the Lords 
to joyn therein with this Houfe to her Highnefs, 
ifit pleafe them 5 thereupon this Committee fol- 
lowing was nominated and appointed in that 
behalf accordingly, viz. all the Privy Council of 
the Houfe, Sir William Herbert, Sir Thomas Scot, 
Sir.

Mt Dale, Matter of Requefts, M' Francis Ha- 
ftings, M' Solicitor, M‘ Attorney of the Wards,

Dalton , M' Bacon, M' Alford, M' Barker, M 
Bainbrigge , M' Throckmorton , M* Corbett, M‘

Recorder of York, who were all of them ap- 
pointed by the Houfe to meet in the Exchequer 
Chamber at two of the Clock this Afternoon. 

On Saturday the 5‘ day of November Mt 
George Moore entring into fome difcourfe touch- 
ing the great Caufe, concludeth ( after fundry 
great and weighty reafons firft fhewed) that on- 
ly Popery is the chief and principal root of all 
the Jate horrible and wicked treacheries and pra- 
ices, and the Queen of Scotsa principal branch 
ifuing from the fame root, and the moft peril- 
lous and full of poyfon of all the other bran- 
ches thereof, for that the Papifts in very deed 
for the moft part not knowing the Perfon of the 
faid Queen of Scots do with the Eftablifhing of 
her in the Crown of this Realm rather in refpe& 
of Popery which fhe would fet up, than for any 
affeGiion they bear to her Perfon, and fo likewife 
for the moft part all of them either wifh or could 
eafily bear the death of our Soveraign Lady the 
Queens Majefty, though perhaps they would 
not fhew themfelves to be Actors or Dealers 
therein. He therefore moveth that it may be 
joyned in the Petition for the great Caufe, that 
her Majefty may be moved to retain no Servants 
about her Highneffes Perfon, but fuch only as 
may be well known both to profefs the true 
and fincere Religion, and alfo to be every way 
true and faithful Subje@s. And further, thatthe 
Laws already in force againft Papifts may be put 
in due Execution. Which Speeches being ended 
Mr Speaker fhewed that the faid Motion or any 
other tending to the fafety of her Majefties Per- 
fon may be very well delivered and remembred 
to the Committees in the great Caufeby any mem- 
ber of the Houte. 
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M Dennis Hollis offereth a Bill to this Houfe 
in the behalf of the Curriers of London. Where- 
upon Mr‘ Speaker put the Houfe in remem- 
brance of her Majefties pleafure before fignified 
unto this houfe 5 to forbear the making of new 
Laws and to {pend the time in the great Caufes 
for which this Parliament was {pecially fummon- 
ed; yet becaufe in the mean time of dealing 
in the faid great Caufe in Committee or other- 
wife; there fhould be nothing to occupy the 
Houle withal, it is thought good at fuch times 
to have fome Bills read in the Houfe (referving 
always due regard and place to the {aid great 
Caufe.

M' Chadley one of the Knights returned for 
the County of Devoz offereth a Bill to this 
Houle touching Cloth-making within the faid 
County, out of Cities, Market Towns and 
Corporate Towns. Whereupon the faid Bill 
was then read accordingly. 

The Bill touching Clothiers in the County of 
Devox had its firft reading. 

Edmund Moore of Shoreditch in the County of © 
Middlefex Tallow-chandler, and Fobs Turner of 
the fame Butcher, being both of them in the 
Serjeants Cuftody for prefuming to come into 
this Houle ( fitting the Houfe) and being no 
Members of the fame 5 it is, upon opinion that 
they did it of ignorance and meer fimplicity, 
and not of any pretended purpofe, and alfo up- 
on their humble fubmiffion of themfelves unto 
this Houfe, and like humble requeft and Petiti- 
on of Pardon for the fame, Agreed by this Houfe, 
that they fhall be difcharged and fet at Liberty, 
taking firft the Oath of Supremacy openly in 
this Houfe, which they fo then did and after- 
ward departed. 

On Munday the 7** day of November, The 
Bill touching Fines and Recoveries levied be- 
fore the Juftices of the Common Pleas, where- 
unto any of the faid Juftices are parties, was read 
the firft time. 

Sir Wiliam Herbert being returned into this 
Houfe Knight for the County of Monmouth of- 
fereth a Bill into this Houfe for the relief of cer- 
tain Orphans within the faid County of Mox- 
mouth, and prayeth that the fame Bill may be 
read 3 which was fo then read accordingly. 

The Bill for ‘relief of certain Orphans in the 
County of Monmouth had its firlt reading. 

M: Baulkely offereth a Bill unto this Houfe 
touching Clothes made in this Realm to be thip- 
ped and tran{ported over the Seas, and prayeth 
the fame may be read ; which was thereupon fo 
done accordingly. 

The Bill touching Clothes made to be tranf- 


ported over the Seas had its firft reading. 


Sir Robert ‘Fermin likewile offereth i 
i 
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Bill touching Clothiers and Cloth-making in the 
Counties o Spelt and Efex, and prayeth the 
reading thereof, which in no. wife he would have 
moved; if the Houfe fhould have been any ways 
occupied in the great Caufe ; the fpeedy courfe 
and proceeding whereof he moft earneftly de- 
fireth and prayeth. ; 

The Bill touching Clothiers and Clothes made 
in the Counties of Suffolk and Efex was read the 
firft time. 

M' Vice-Chamberlain fhewed that the Com- 
mittees in the great Caufe did meet according to 
the Commiffion therein of this Houfe unto them, 
and that then alfo they did appoint another 
Meeting therein to be this Afternoon ; and 
fhewed withal, That fome of the Committees of 
this Houfe , being of the Privy Council, do un- 
derftand that the Lords will not in this great and 
weighty Caufe any way deal or meddle amongft 
themfelves, nor in any other matter befides, un- 
til they fhall have firft heard therein from this 
Houfe for Conference to be prayed with them 
by this Houfe ; and therefore moved, That now 
whilft their Lordthips do yet fit , the Privy 
Council with fome few others of this Houfe be 
prefently fent to their Lord(hips to move forCon- 
ference, and to know their Lordthips pleafure 
for the time and place of Meeting. Whereupon 
for that purpofe it was ordered, That all the 
Privy Council being of this Houfe, Sir Hezry 
Gate, M' Sollicitor and Sir William Moore fhould 
prefently repair to their Lordfhips to the higher 
Houle; whe did fo accordingly. 

It fhould feem that in the mean time after 
the going up of M' Treafurer and the reft , and 
before their return from the Lords, thefe mat- 
ters following were handled, vz.. 

The Bill touching Orford-Haven was read the 
fecond time, and thereupon committed unto 
Sir Robert Fermin, Six Fohn Higham , Sir Henry 
Cobham, M' Cromwell, M‘ Layer, and all others 
that were Committees in the {ame Caufe the laft 
Parliament , to meet to morrow in the After- 
noon in the Middle Temple Hall at three of the 
Clock. 

After fundry Speeches to the Bill touching In- 
roliments upon the fecond reading thereof, and 
being then referved to convenient time, and this 
prefent time falling out to be convenient for that 
purpofe , ic is upon the queftion both for the 
committing and ingrofling quite dafhed and re- 


The Bill touching Curriers had its fecond 
redding. . 

Mr’ Treafurer and the refidue of the Commit- 
tees being returned from the Lords (as it fhould 
feem much about the time that the Houfe had 
finithed the difputing and reading of the forefaid 
Bills) he fhewed that he and the refidue have 
according to the Appointment of this Houfe mo- 
ved the Lords for Conference touching the faid 
great Caufe, which their Lordthips did very well 
like of , and have appointed that the former 
Committees of this Houfe in the faid Caufe do 


meet this Afternoon in the Parliament-Chamber 
with fuch Committee of their Lord hips, as their 
Lordfhips for that purpofe do appoint: which (he 
faith) he thinketh to be twenty or thereabouts. 
And fo thereupon were the Names of the faid 
Committees of this Houfe read, and they required 
to give their Attendances therein at the faid time 
and place accordingly. 


On Tuefday the 8" day of November Mt Do- 


Ctor Turner fhewed unto this Houfe, That he is 
fully perfwaded that her Majefties fafety cannot 
be fufficiently provided for by the fpeedy cut- 
ting off of the Queen of Scots, unlefS fome good 
means withal be had for the rooting out of Pa- 
piftry, either by making of fome good new Laws 
for that purpofe , or elfe by the good and due 
Execution of the Laws already in force ; which, 
as he greatly wifheth and referreth to the grave 
confideration of this Houfe: fo concluding in his 
own Confcience that no Papift can be a good 
Subje& , he did offer a Bill to this Houfe con- 
taining (ashe thinketh) fome.convenient form 
of matter tending to the effe& of his Motion ; 
and prayeth the fame may be read. Whereupon 
M' Speaker finding the Title of the faid Bill to 
purport the Safety of her Majefties Perfon , put- 
teth the Houfe in remembrance that by their 
Own appointment and direction that matter was 
referred to certain Committees of this Houfe who 
had not only had Conference thereof amongft 
themfelves, but alfo with Committees of the 
Lords yefterday, and muft fo have again this day 
alfo in the Afternoon: And fheweth further, 
That yefterday upon the like Motion of this 
made by another Gentleman of this Houfe , it 
was agreed, That all fuch matters as then were 
or fhould be offered unto this Houfe tending to 
the prefervation of her Majefties Perfon, fhould 
be delivered and referred to the faid Committees 
to be joyned in the Petition to be exhibited to 
her Highnefs on the behalf of this Houfe, and fo 
wifhed this might alfo be, without reading the 
faid Bill, or further proceeding therein by this 
Houfe, until the faid Committees fhould firft have 
reported unto this Houfe their travail with the 
Lords in the faid Caufe, which he thought would 
be to morrow. And after fundry Speeches to 
that end uttered by M' George Moore, Sir Henry 
Kanyvet, M' Treafurer and M‘ Francis Haftings, 
it was referred to be imparted to the {aid Com- 
mittees accordingly , and therefore the Bill not 
to be read as yet in this Houfe. 


Sundry Speeches being had touching the Li- 
berties of this Houfe, and of the prefervation of 
the fame Liberties about the matter of the Exa- 
mination of the Returns of the Knights for the 
County of Norfolk, and fome arguing one way, 
and fome another, the time fo pafling away, the 
Houfe did rife, and nothing then refolved there- 
of at all. And then alfo at the rifing of the 
Houfe , it was moved, That in refpect of the 
meeting of the Committees in the great Caufe 
with the Committees of the Lords this After- 
noon, the meeting of the Committees in the Bill 
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for Orford Haven (likewife appointed for this 
Afternoon) might be deferred till fome other 
more convenient time. 

On Wednefday the 9t* day of November after 
fome Motions and Speeches had touching the Li- 
berties of this Houfe in the examination and 
Judgment of the returns for the Knights for the 
County of Norfolk, It is upon the queftion re- 
folved, that M' Comptroller, M' Treafurer, M' 
Recorder of London, M* Serjeant Svagg, M' 
Cromwell, SirWilliam Winter. Sir Henry Knyvett, 
M! Thomas Kuyvett, M' Alford, M' Drew, M" 
Harris, Sir William Moore, M* Morrice, M* 
Sandes and Mi‘ Sanders, be appointed Commit- 
tees by this Houfe to examine the ftate and cir- 
cumftances of the faid Returns, and to meet for 
that purpofe to morrow in the Afternoon at two 
of the Clock in the Exchequer Chamber. And 
alfo that M' Watfow Clerk of the Crown in the 
Chancery , and alfo the Under-Sheriff of the 
County of Norfolk do then and there attend 
upon the faid Committees in the exercife of the 
faid Examinations accordingly. And further, 
that thereupon the faid Committees or fome of 
them do fignifie unto this Houfe upon Friday 
next in the Forenoon the ftate of the faid mat- 
ter as they fhall find it upon the faid Examina- 
tion ; to the end this Houfe may then take fuch 
further courfe therein as in that behalf fhall be 
thought meet and convenient. 

This day report was made by M' Thomas 
Cromwell that eleven of the Committees appoin- 
ted by this Houfe to examine the ftate and cir- 
cumftances of the Writs and Returns made of 
the Knights for the County of Norfolk had ac- 
cording to their Commiffion met yelterday, and 
that the Clerk of the Crown had brought before 
them as well the Writs as their Returns; upon 
view whereof it appeared that two feveral 
Writs had iflued out of the Chancery direct- 
ed to the Sheriff of Norfolk for choice of the 
Knights of the Shire of that County, the firft 
dated the 15°" day of September, the fecond 
dated the 11°" day of Odober. The firlt appear- 
ed by the return to have been executed the 26% 
day of September, the fecond executed the 24" 
of Oober which was after the Parliament was 
to have had its beginning, By the firft Writ 
M! Thomas Farmer and Mt Grefham were retur- 
ned to be chofen Knights; by the fecond Mr 
Chriftopher Heydon and the faid M' Grefham, 
That by the examination of the Clerk of the 
Crown it appeared unto them, that the firft 
Writ with the return was brought and offered 
unto him by the Under-Sheriff the 15'" day of 
Ofober, when as the Parliament was to have 
had its beginning, and that with that Writ 
the Burgefles for the Boroughs of the County 
were alfo brought, which then notwith{tanding 
he received not. That after about the 29t* day 
of O@ober both the faid Writs were delivered 
unto him. It was further declared that the faid 
M' Heydon with his Council and the faid Mr. 
Farmer in perfon, and alfo the Under-Sheriff 
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had been before the Committees; that Mr. Gre- 
jham as being returned by both the Writs had not 
been before them 3 that they had examined Mr. 


-Heydon and his Council what exceptions they 


could take to the Execution of the firft Writ: 
who then alledged two caufes, the one that due 
Summons was not given tothe Freeholders of the 
Shire, the other that Proclamation was not duly 
made. That thereupon they examined the Un- 
der-Sheriff, who in their prefence affirmed, that 
the Writ was delivered to the High-Sheriff 
on the Saturday, which he received on the Sun- 
day, the County day being on Monday follow- 
ing; On which day he was bound by Law to 
execute his Writs: by which means he had not 
leifure either to fummon many, or any day left 
wherein he might by Proclamation notifie it in 
the Country. That on the faid Monday between 
eight and nine of the Clock three folemn O yer 
were made, and the Queens Writ publickly read, 
and all Circumftances ufed which the Law requi- 
red: wherein he was the more careful, for that 
it was commonly bruted,that there would be va- 
riance about the Election. That the Election 
was fo expected in the Country, that by his E- 
{timation there were three Thoufand Perfons at 


‘the fame; And that Mr. Farmer had the Voices 


without denyal; that Mr. Juftice Windham, Sir 
Thomas Knyvett, Sir Nicholas Bacon, Sir Henry 
Woodhoufe and divers other Juftices of the Peace, 
Efquires and Gentlemen of great calling, were 
at the Election,and. gave their Affents to the fame, 
and {et their Hands and Seals to the Indenture. 
Upon confideration of the whole matter it ap- 
peared unto them, that the firft Writ and Re- 
turn were in matter and form perfect and duly 
executed ; the fecond Writ they thought could 
not be available; befides that the precedent was 
perillous for the time to come, in refpect that it 
appointed two others to be Chofen. The effe& 
of the Writ befides not obferved 5 for that Mr. 
Grefbam one of the fame was chofen by the firft 
Writ. They further declared, that they under- 
{tood that the Lord Chancellor and divers of the 
Judges having examined the matter, were of the 
fame opinion. He declared further, that one 
of the Committees had moved, that two of the 
Committees might have been fent to underftand 
of my Lord Chancellor what he had done in 
the matter, which the reft of the Committees 
thought not convenient, firft in refpect they 
were fatisfied therein by divers of their Com- 
mittees, and alfo for that they thought it pre- 
judicial to the priviledge of the Houfe to have 
the fame determined by others than fuch as were: 
Members thereof. And though they thoughr: 
very reverently of the faid Lord Chancellor and 
Judges, and. thought them competent Judges in 
their places 5 yet in this cafe they took them not 
for Judges in Parliament in this Houfe.And the-re- 
upon required that, if it were fo thought good 
to the Houfe, Mr. Farmer and Mr. Grefham 
might take their Oaths and be allowed of by 
force of the firft Writ, as allowed by the a4 
) 


—_—_ 


of this Houfe, and not as allowed of by the faid 
Lord Chancellor and Judges. Which was agreed 
unto by the whole Houle, and ordered to be 
entred accordifgly. 

This Cafe before fet down touching the Ele- 
ction of the Knights for the County of Norfolk, 
containeth in it many curious and very ufeful 

ints. The Cafe was fingly this: 

The Sheriff of Norfolk receives a Writ touch- 
ing the Election of two Knights for that County 
but two days before the next County-day, in 
which he is bound by Law to fee it executed. 
By reafon of this {hortnefS of time he could nei- 
ther fummon many Freeholders , nor make due 
Proclamation in the County any one day before 
the faid Ele&tion. The Sheriff notwith{tanding 
on the faid County-day proceeds to the Execu- 
tion of the faid Writ, and Mr. Farmer and Mr. 


Grefbam are duly chofen according to all points: 


and circumftances in fuch like cafe required 5 there 
being not only a great appearance of Freehold- 
ers, but divers alfo of the eminenteft Gentlemen 
of the faid County , who after they had given 
their Voices to the faid Election , did alfo fet 
their Hands and Seals to the Indenture of the 
fame in that cafe ufual. After this a fecond and 
new Writ is delivered to the faid Sheriff for a 
new Election to be made, which is 1n all points 
executed without any the leaft colour of misfe- 
fance, and by it Mr. Heydon, and Mr.Grefham (be- 
ing one of the two firft that had been before 
Elected) were chofen, and the Indenture of their 
faid EleGion, together with the Writ, were de- 
livered in unto the Clerk of the Crown, toge- 
ther with the Writ and Indenture of the former 
Election. After which the Lord Chancellor and 
the Judges meeting about it do refolve, That the 
firtt Writ was well executed , the firft Ele&tion 
good , and the fecond abfolutely void 5 and of 
this their refolution do give the Houfe of Com- 
mons notice. 

In which cafe thefe points following were re- 
folved by the whole Body of the faid Houfe: 

Firft, That the faid firft Writ was duly exe- 
cuted, and the Ele&tion good, and the fecond 
Election abfolutely void. 

Secondly, That it was a moft perillous Prece- 
dent, that after two Knights of a County were 
duly EleGed, any new Writ’fhould iffue out for 
a fecond Election without order of the Houfe of 
Commons it felf- 

Thirdly , That the difcufling and adjudging 
of this and fuch like differences, only belonged 
to the faid Houfe. 

Fourthly , That though the Lord Chancellor 
and Judges were competent Judges in their pro- 
per Courts, yet they were not in Parliament. 

Fifthly, That it fhould be entred in the very 
Journal-Book of the Houfe, that the faid firft 
Ele@tion was approved to be good, and the faid 
Knights then chofen, had been received and al- 
lowed as Members of the Houfe, not out of any 


refpec the faid Houfe had or gave to the Refo-. 


jution of the Lord Chancellor and Judges there- 
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in pafled, but meerly by reafon of the refolutiot 
of the Houfe it felf, by which the faid Ele@tion 
had been approved. 

Sixthly and laftly , That there fhould no Mef- 
fage be fent to the Lord Chancellor, not fo muclt 
as to know what he had done therein , becaufe it 
was conceived to be a matter derogatory to the 
Power and Priviledge of the faid Houle. Con- 
cerning all or the moft of which particulats fee 
more upon Friday the 11° day of this inftant 
November enfuing. 

Sir Chriftopher Hatton ber Majelties Vicecham- 
berlain (prefently as it feemeth after the difcut 
fing of the former Election) fell upon the deba- 
ting of the great Caufe touching the Scottifh 
Queen, and fhewed, That the Committees of 
the Lords in the great Caufe, and alfo the Com- 
mittees of this Houfe in the fame Caufe had Con- 
ference together yefterday in the Afternoon, and 
refolved upon a Petition unto her Majefty in the 
Name of both Houfes to be exhibited , as after- 
wards it was on Saturday the 12°" day of this 
inftant November unto her Highnefs, by the Lord 
Chancellor in the Name of the Lords of the 
higher Houfe, and by Mr. Speaker in the Name 
of this Houfe, as the joynt Petition of both Hou- 
(es for Proclamation and Execution of the Sen- 
tence of the Lords and others the late Commit- 
fions at Fotheringhay in the proceedings there 
again{t Mary called the Queen of Scots. And 
that becaufe the faid Committees of both Houfes 
thought the faid Petition would be too long if 
it fhould comprehend the whole courfeand man- 
ner of the faid proceedings; yet they thought 
it neceflary, that in both Houfes the whole courfe 
of the fame proceedings fhould be fignified and 
read this prefent day , to the end each Member 
of both the faid Houfes might underftand the 
whole matter and manner of the fame courfe of 
proceedings to their full fatisfactions. And that 
then afterwards alfo the fame uniform Petition 
likewife be read in both the faid Houfes 5 with 
refervation neverthelefs and liberty to both the 
fame Houfes, and to every Member of the fame 
Houfe, to fhew and infer to the faid Lord Chan- 
cellor for the Lords, and to Mr. Speaker for this 
Houfe, any other reafons whatfoever (befides 
thofe contained in the faid Petition) which they 
fhall think meet to be remembred to her Majefty 
for the better furtherance of obtaining their 
humble Suit at her Majefties hands contained in 
the {aid Petition. And fhewed further, That 
the faid Committee of the Lords willed the faid 
Committees of this Houfe, that the Lords now 
fitting this Forenoon in the higher Houfe, might 
hear from this Houfe this Forenoon alfo of the 
liking or acceptation of this Houfe in the faid 
form and courfe of proceeding in the faid Peti- 
tion. Which thing himfelf after a long time 
{pent in the reading of part of the faid Record 
of the faid proceeding in the faid Commiffion at 
Fotheringhay, and forefeeing alfo that the finifh- 
ing of the reading thereof , would require fo 
much more time as was very like could not ia 
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be done before the Lords fhould rife ; moved, 
That one or two of this Houfe might in the mean 

time of reading the refidue of the faid Record 
of the faid Courfe of proceedings, repair to their 
Lordthips, and fignifie unto them the fame from 
this Houfe, to know their Lordthips pleafure for 
fome other time, for the Committees of thisHoufe 
to intimate unto their Lordfhips the good liking 
of this Houfe conceived of the matter of the 
faid Petition. And thereupon were appointed 
M* Treafurer and M' Vice-Chamberlain, who 
going then prefently to the Lords, and returning 
again afterwards, Mr. Vice-Chamberlain fhewed, 
that the Meflage they brought again from the 
Lords was very fhort, to wit, that their Lord- 
fhips did appoint for that purpofe to morrow in 
the Forenoon. And afterwards the fame Record 
of the whole courfe of the faid proceeding in the 
faid Commiffion being read , and the faid Peti- 
tion then read alfo, Mr. Vice-Chamberiain- mo- 
ved that this Houfe would be Suitors to the 
Lords to have the faid Petition entred and inrol 

Jed in the faid higher Houle, there to remain of 
Record as an AG. And thereupon it was upon 
the Queftion refolved by the whole Houfe, That 
the faid Requeft fhould be made to their Lord- 
fhips in that behalf by the faid Committees on 
the morrow, when they deliver unto their Lord- 
fhips the full and whole good liking of this Houfe 
had of the faid Petition. Then Mr. Speaker 
moved, That for as much as by reafon of the 
fhortnefs of the faid Petition he is appointed by 
this Houfe to yield reafons unto her Majefty in 
{uch objections as fhould pleafe her Highnefs to 
make touching the Contents of the faid Petition, 
the Houfe would deliver him in writing, for his 
better memory and the righter direction of their 
Service impofed upon him in that behalf, fuch 
reafons as they fhould think meet for him in 
their Names to remember unto her Majefty. And 
thereupon it was ordered, That the faid Com- 
mittees of this Houfe and every other Member of 
this Houfe that would , fhould meet at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon of the fame day in 
the Exchequer-Chamber , and there fhew and 
deliver fuch reafons inferring the neceflity of 
the faid Petition, or other matter tending to the 
fafety and prefervation of her Majefties moft 
Royal Perfon, as to every or any Member of this 
Houfe fhould feem meet and convenient. And 
upon another Motion of Mr. Speaker , that fome 
of her Majefties Privy Council being of this 
Houle, might be requefted by this Houfe to make 
humble Suit to her Majefty for Accefs of fome 
competent number of this Houfe unto her High- 
nefs accordingly , It was prayed and agreed by 
the whole Houfe, that Mr. Vice-Chamberlain do 
the fame. And fo then the Houfe did rife, and 
adjourned the Court until the Friday next fol- 
lowing , upon a former requeft then a little be- 
fore made by Mr. Speaker for {paring his Service 
till then , in refpe& he might in the mean time 
the better bethink and prepare himfelf to attend 

upon her Highnefsin performance of their faid 
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Charge fo as before impofed upon him. 

On Friday the 11° day of November the Com- 
mittees in the Bill for Orford-Haven ( whofe 
Names fee before on Monday ther7"* day of No- 
vember) are appointed to meet this Afternoon 
at three of the Clock in the Middle Temple 
Hall. 

Mr. Cromwell one of the Committees for the 
Examination of Writs and the Returns for the 
Knights of the County of Norfolk (which faid 
Committees Names fee on Friday the 4** day of 
November foregoing) maketh report, That ye- 
{terday eleven of them met, and upon view of 
the Dates of the fame Writs and Returns, and 
upon Conference by them then alfo had with the 
Clerk of the Crown and Under-Sheriff of Nor- 
folk, touching the manner of executing of the fame 
Writs and Returns, and hearing all fuch parties 
grieved, with their learned Councel, as repaired 
then tothem for that purpofe; they do find, that 
the firft Writ and Return both in manner and 
form was perfect , and alfo duly executed, and 
the fecond Writ not fo ; and that befidesit might 
alfo be a perillous Precedent for thetime to come 
to the Liberty and Priviledge of this Houfe, to 
admit or pafs over any fuch Writ or Return in 
‘fuch manner and courfe as the faid fecond Writ 
carrieth. And further declared, That they under- 
{tood by the faid Clerk of the Crown, that the 
Lord Chancellor had then lately commanded 
him to receive and accept the faid firft Writ and 
Return, by the which Mr. Farmer and Mr. Gre- 
fham were ele&ed and returned, as the Writ right- 
ly and duly executed, and did alfo underftand 
by Mr. Recorder one of the faid Committees, 
That Sir Edvzund Anderfon Lord Chief Juftice of 
the Court of Common Pleas had alfo fhewed him, 
that the faid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had refolved, That the faid firft Writ fhould be 
returned as that which was in all parts duly and 


tightly executed, and not the fecond. And fhew- 


ed further, That one of the Committees affent- 
ing with the refidue in opinion of validity of 
the faid firft Writ and Return, and of the inva- 
lidity of the faid fecond, and alfo in refolution 
that the explanation and ordering of the Cafe as 
it ftandeth, appertaineth only to the Cenfure of 
this Houfe, moved notwith{tanding in the Com- 
mittee, That two-of the Committees might be 
fent to the faid Lord Chancellor to underftand 
what his Lord(hip had done in the matter ; 
which the refidue thought not convenient, firft, 
for that they were fufficiently fatisfied therein 
by divers of themfelves, but principally in re- 
{pect they thought it very prejudicial and inju- 
rious to the Priviledge and Liberties of this 
Houfe, to have the faid Caufe decided or dealt 
in in any fort by any others than only by fuch as 
are Members of this Houfe: and that albeit they 
thought very reverently (as becometh them) of 
the faid Lord Chancellor and Judges, and know 
them to be competent Judges in their places 5 
yet in this cafe they took them not for Judges in 
Parliament in this Houfe: and fo further seg 

red, 
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red, that (if it were fo thought good) Mr. Far- 
mer and Mr. Grefham might take their Oaths, 
and be allowed of and received into this Houfe 
by force of the (aid firft Writs as fo allowed and 
admitted only by the cenfure of this Houfe, and 
not as allowed of by the faid Lord Chancellor 
or Judges. Which was agreed unto accord- 
ingly by the whole Houfe, and fo Ordered alfo 
to be fet down and Entred by the Clerk. 

Mr. Treafurer one of the faid Committees in 
the faid Examination fheweth for his part his pri- 
vity and affent unto the whole recited courfe of 
proceeding in the faid Committee as ithath been 
declared by Mr. Cromwell; and that before him- 
felf, the faid Mr. Farmer hath already pronoun- 
ced and taken his Oath. Shewing further with- 
al that in the Committee he moved that fome 
might be fent to the Lord Chancellor to know 
what his Lordfhip had done in the matter, which 
he then thought, and yet {till doth think neceffa- 
ty to have been done, as one of the circum- 
ftances of the faid examinations, and not for 
want of any fatisfa@ion otherwife, but only in 
refpe& of the orderly proceeding in the Cora- 
miffion unto them by this Houle, tending to 
circumftances of the matter, of which he think- 
eth one to have been to fend as aforefaid unto 
the faid Lord Chancellor, though they were re- 
folved by themfelves among{t themfelves be- 
fore. 

Mr. Recorder of Lowdon making a large and 
plentiful difcourfe of the ancient priviledges and 
liberties of this Houfe, furnifhed with recital of 
fandry Precedents and examples, and laftly com- 
ing down to the matter in hand, fheweth, that 
Sir Edvund Anderfon Knight Lord Chief Juftice 
of the Commons Pleas told him this morning, 
that the faid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had refolved, that the faid firft Writ ought to 
be returned , and had {fo given order to the 
Sheriff and Clerk of the Crowns; And that he 
thereupon anfwered the faid Sir Edmund An- 
derfon again, that the cenfure thereof belonged 
unto this Houfe and not unto them, and that he 
for his part would take no notice thereof at their 
hands of their fo doing, but only by way of in- 
ftructions and not otherwife. And fo concluded 
with the allowance of the good courfe and or- 
der of this Houfe in fetting down and entring 
the {aid Judgement accordingly as before. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain fhewed unto the Houfe, 
that according to their appointment he hath been 
an humble fuitor unto her Majefty on the behalf 
of this Houfe for accefs there to be had unto 
her Highnefs, to exhibit their Petition unto her 
Majefty; And that her Majefty thereupon hath 
very Gracioufly granted to hear them at the 
Court upon to morrow next between one and 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon : fignifying 
alfo unto them further, that her Majefty having 
heard that the Lords do appoint them twenty of 
themfelves of the Higher Houfe to attend her Ma- 
jefty alfo for the fame purpofe ; fo her Highnefs 
thinketh meet that forty of this Houfe were 
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likewife appointed for this Houfe, which She 
thinketh to be a fufficient number ; but is ne- 
verthelefs well pleafed if the Houfe fhall think 
good, to fend a more or greater Number at their 
difcretions, but leaveth the fame to their own 
confiderations. 

Which her Majefties moft Gracious Favour, as 
the whole Houfe did take it in moft joyful and 
dutiful part; So did they then defire the faid 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain , that he would in the 
name of this whole Houfe prefent unto her Ma- 
jelty their moft humble and dutiful thanks for 
the fame her Highnefies moft gracious clemency 
and great loving kindnefs towards them. Which 
fo to do, the faid Mr. Vice-Chamberlain told 
them he purpofed (God willing) in the After- 
noon of this prefent day. 

And thefe were appointed by this Houfe to at- 
tend upon her Majefty to morrow at the Court, 
as many of the former Committees as would 
( whofe names fee at large on Friday the 4t# 
day of this inftant November foregoing) and al- 
fo Sir Henry Barkeley, Sir Willian Moham, Sir 
Edward Dymocke, Sir Thomas Fones, Sir Henry 
Baguell, Sir Andrew Nevill, Sir Henry Kuyguet, 
Mr. Farmer, Sic Edward Osborne, Mr. Henry 
Browley, Mr. Ralph Horfey, Mr. Fames Croft, and 
Mr. Tasborongh then added unto them; which 
done, upon a Motion, that for asmuch as the 
Knights for the County of Norfolk, and the Bur- 
gefies for all the Boroughs within the fame 
County (faving only the Citizens for the City 
of Norwich) were returned and certified into 
this Houfe this prefent day, and not before, the 
Petition might therefore be read again in this 
Houfe in the prefence of the fame Knights and 
Burgefles, to the intent that they being made 
privy thereof, might alfo yield their Affents to 
the fame Petition ; whereby, the rather, the fame 
being for a matter of fogreat moment, might in 
very deed be the Action of the whole Houfe 
then being poffeffed and confifting of ali the 
Members thereof; the fame Petition was read 
by the Clerk, and well liked of, agreed unto and 
allowed by the voices of the faid Knights and 
Burgeffes upon the queftion thereof unto them 
made in that behalf by Mr. Speaker. 

And afterwards Mr. Vice-Chamberlain made 
a motion, that Mr. Speaker be put in remem- 
brance by this Houfe, befides the refidue of his 
reafons to be fhewed to her Majefty for main- 
tenance of the parts of the faid Petition, to 
urge (if need be ) toher Majefty the matter and 
neceflity of the Jate Inftruments of Affociation, 
refpecting efpecially the Confciences of a great 
number of her Highnefles good and Loyal fub- 
je@ts, which cannot be difpenfed with by Laws 5 
whereupon requeft was fo made by the Houfe 
to Mr. Speaker accordingly. 

Mr. Treafurer fhewed, that yefterday he and 
others of the Committees in the great Caufe pre- 
fented unto the Lords in the Upper Houfe the 
Requett of this Houfe unto their Lordthips to 
have the faid Petition entred and recorded th

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%: | blood) {6 will fhe not fpare any means that may 
take you from us, being the only Lett that fhe 
enjoyeth not her defire. 


the Upper Houfe, there to remain as an AG. 
Whereunto their Lordthips affented, and willed 


that the fame might firft be ingroffed in Parch-. 
ment, and fo delivered to their Lordthips this . 
prefent Forenoon 5 fhewing further, That the 
Clerk of this Houfe then had the fame already 
ingrofled and exa accordingly , but that the 
{ame could not that day be fent to their Lord- 
fhips, for that their Lordthips did not fit this 
Forenoon, and therefore he faid it muft be de- 
livered at fome other time. And fo then the 
Houfe did rife, and this Court was adjourned till 
Monday next following. 

Memorandum, That in the Afternoon of this 
prefent day the faid Petition ingrofled was de- 
livered into the hands of the Lord Chancellor by 
the Appointment of Mr. Speaker, and fo left 
with his Lord{lip. ; 

On Saturday the 12" day of 

November (although the Houfe of 
Commons fate not any part of the 
day in their proper:place) yet in 
the Afternoon according to her Majefties dire- 
étion fent unto the Houle yefterday by Sir Chri- 
flopher Hatton her Vice-Chamberlain ,, Fohz 
Puckering Serjeant at Law their Speaker, with 
all the Privy Council and divers other Members 
of the faid Houfe (whofe Names fee before on 
Friday the 4t* day, and on Friday the 11° day 
of this inftant November laft paft) repaired to her 
Majefty unto the Court, there to joyn with Sir 
Thomas Bromley Lord Chancellor and twenty 
Temporal Lords of the Upper Houfe in prefent- 
ing a certain Petition ( which had been agreed 
upon by both Houfes) unto her Highnefs for the 
fpeedy Execution of Mary late Queen of Scots, 
according to that juft Sentence which had been 
pronounced againft her. 

And to move her Majefty thereunto, the faid 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons did ufe many 
excellent and folid reafons, which were all found 
in a certain Memorial written with his own hand, 
being as followeth. 

Unlefs Execution of this juft Sentence be done, 
P a Your Majefties Perfon cannot any while be 

afe. 

2. The Religion cannot long continue a- 
mongtt us. 

3. The moft flourifhing prefent State of this 
Realm mutt fhortly receive a woful Fall. 

4. And confequently in {paring her your Ma- 
jefty fhall not only give courage and _hardinefs 
to the Enemtes of God, of your Majefties felf, 
and of your Kingdom 5 but fhall difcomfort and 
daunt with defpair the hearts of your loving 
People, and fo defervedly provoke the heavy 
hand and wrath of God. 

And that fummarily for the reafons enfuing: 
Firff, forafmuch as concerns the danger of your 
Majelty: 

Both fhe and her Favourers think that fhe 
hath right , not to fucceed , but to enjoy your 
Crown in poffeffion ; and therefore as fhe isa 
moft impatient Competitor ( acquainted with 
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She is hardned in malice againft your Royal 
Perfon, notwithftanding that you have done her 
all favour, mercy, and kindnefs , as well in pre- 
ferving her Kingdom, as faving her Life and Ho- 
nour. 

And therefore there is no place for mercy, 
where there is no hope of amendment, or that 
fhe will defitt from moft wicked Attempts. 

The rather, for that her malice appeareth fuch, 
as that fhe maketh as it were her Teftament of 
the fame to be executed after her death, and ap- 
pointeth her Executors to perform the fame. 

She affirmeth it lawful to move Invafion: there- 
fore as of Invafion Victory may enfue, and of 
Victory the death. of the vanquifhed 5 fo doth 

fhe not ob{curely profefs it lawful to deftroy 
ou. 

She holds it not only Jawful, bute honourable 
alfo and meritorious, to take your life, gc. be- 
ing deprived of your Crown by her holy Fa- 
ther; and therefore the will (as the hath conti- 
nually done) feek it by all means whatfoever. 

She is greedy of your death, and preferreth it 
before her own life ; for in her late dire@tion to 
fome of her Complices fhe willed, whatfoever 
became of her, the Tragical Execution fhould be 
performed on you. 

There is by fo much the more danger to your 
Perfon fince the Sentence than before, by how 
much it behoveth them that would preferve her 
or advance her , to haften your death now or 
never , before Execution done upon her 3 as 
knowing, that you and none elfe can give dire- 
ction for her death: and that by your death the 
Sentence hath loft the force of Execution, and 
otherwife they fhould come too late , if they 
take not the prefent opportunity to help her. 

Her Friends hold Invafion unprofitable while 
you live, and therefore in their opinion your 
death is firft and principally to be fought, as the 
moft compendious way to ruine the Realm by 
Invafion. 

Some of the eldeft and wifeft Papifts fet it 
down fora fpecial good drift to occupy you with 
conceit, that the prefervation of her Life is the 
fafety of your own; and therefore you may be 
affured that they verily think that her life will 
be your death and deftruction. 

Secondly, Fora{much as concerns Religion : 

It is moft perillous to {pare her that hath con- 
tinually breathed the overthrow and fuppreffion 
of the fame, being poyfoned with Popery from 
her tender Youth, and at her Age joyning in 
that falfe termed Holy League, and ever fince and 
now a profeffled Enemy of the Truth. 

She refteth wholly upon Popith hopes to be 
delivered and advanced, and is fo devoted and 
doted in that profeffion , that the will (as well 
for fatisfaGtion of others, as feeding her own hu- 
mor) fupplant the Gofpel where and whenfoe- 
ver {he may. Which evil is fo much the sig 2 
an 
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and the more to be avoided, as that it flayeth 
the Soul, and will fpread it felf not only over 
Exgland and Scotland, but alfo into all parts be- 
yond the Seas where the Gofpel of God is main- 
tained ; the which cannot but be exceedingly 
weakened if defection fhould be in thefe two 
moft valiant Kingdoms. 

Thirdly, For as much as concerns the happy 
Eftate of this Realm: The Lydians fay, Onum 
Regem agnofcunt Lydii, duos autem tolerare non 
poffunt : So we fay, Onam Reginam Elizabetham 
agnofeunt Angli, duas autem tolerare non poffunt. 
And therefore fince fhe faith that fhe is Queen 
here, and we neither can nor will acknowledge 
any other but you to be our Queen: It will fol- 
low, if the prevail, fhe will rather make us flaves 
than take us for Children; and therefore the 
Realm figheth and groaneth under fear of fuch 
a Step-Mother. 

She hath already provided usa Fofter-Father 
and a Nurfe, the Pope and the King of Spaiz, 
into whofe hands if it fhould mif-happen us to 
fall, what can we elfe look for but ruine deftru- 
&ion and utter extirpation of goods, lands, 
lives, honour and all ? 

Whilft fhe fhall live the enemies of the State 
will hope and gape after your death. By your 
death they tru{t to make Invafion profitable for 
them, which cannot be but the fame fhould be 
moft Jamentable for us : and therefore it 1s meet 
to cut off the head of that hope. 

As fhe hath already by her poyfoned baits 
brought to deftruétion more Noble men and 
their Houfes, and a great multitude of Subjects 
during her being here, than fhe would have done 
if the had been in poffeflion of her own Country 
and armed in the field againft us; fo will the ftill 
be continually caufe of the like fpoil to the 
greater lofs and peril of this Eftate : and there- 
fore this Realm neither can or may endure 
her. 

Her Sectaries do write and print, that we be 
at our wits end, worlds end, if fhe over-live your 
Majefty 5 (meaning thereby that the end of our 
world is the beginning of theirs: and therefore 
take her away, and their world will be at an 
end before it begin. 

Since the fparing of her in the 14" year of 
your Reign,Popifh Traytors and Recufants have 
multiplied exceedingly 5; And if you fpare her 
now again they will grow both innumerable 
and invincible alfo. 

And therefore now in the 4" place: 

Mercy in this cafe would in the end prove cru- 
elty againft us all; Nam eft quadam crudelis 
mifericordia. And therefore to {pare her is to 
{pill us. 

She is only a Coufin to you ina remote de- 
gree, but we be Sons and Children of this land, 
whereof you be not only the natural Mother, 
but alfo the: Wedded Spoufe. And therefore 
much more is due from you to us all than to her 
alone. 


It would exceedingly grieve and wound the 
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hearts of your loving Subjects if they fhould fee 
fo horrible Vice not condignly punifhed; if any 
be wavering, it will win them to the worfer 
part, and many will feek to maké their own 
peace. Wherefore as well for the comfort of the 
one as ftay of the other, and retaining of all, 
is moft needful that Juftice be done upon 
er. 

Thoufands of your loving Subjeéts of all de- 
grees, which have for {pecial zeal of your fafety 
made Oath before God to purfue to death by 
all forcible and poffible means fuch as the is by 
jutt fentence found to be, cannot fave their 
Oaths if you keep her alive: for then either we 
muft take her life from her without direction, 
which will be to our extream danger by the of- 
fence of your Law; orelfe we muft fuffer her 
to live againft our exprefs Oath, which will be 
to the uttermoft peril of our own Souls, where- 
with no Act of Parliament nor power of man 
whatfoever can in any wife difpenfe. Agd there- 
fore feeing it refteth wholly in you by a moft 
worthy and juft execution of this fentence ta 
keep us upright, and free us in both, we moft 
humbly and earneftly befeech you, cc. that 
{peedy Juftice be done upon her, whereby your 
felf may be fafe, the {tate of your Realm prefer- 
ved, and we not only delivered from this trouble 
of confclence, but alfo re-comforted to endea- 
vour our felves and all ours into whatfover 
other peril for the prefervation and fifety of 
you. 

Laftly, Gods vengeance again{t Saul for fpa- 
ring Agag, again{t Abzb for {paring the life of 
Benhadad is apparent; for they were both by the 
juft Judgment of God deprived of their King- 
doms for {paring thofe wicked Princes whom 
God had delivered into their hands of purpofé 
to be flain to death by them, as by the Minifters 
of his eternal and divine Juftice. 

How much thofe Magiftrates were commend- 
ed that put todeath thofe mifchievous and wick- 
ed Queens Fezebel and Athaliah ! 

How wilely proceeded Solomon to punifhment 
in putting to death his own natural and elder 
Brother Adozias for the only intention of a 
marriage , which gave fufpicion of Treafon ! 
whereas there is no more defired of your Ma- 
jefty, thanthe very Pope (now your fworn E- 
nemy, ) fome of thefe late Confpirators and this 
wicked Lady her felf have thought fit to fall 
on her. 

He in like cafe gave fentence, vita Conradini, 
mors Carolo 3 Mors Conradini,vita Carolo, They 
in their beft minds and remorfe of Confcience 
fetting down the beft means of your fafety faid, 
He that hath no Arms cannot fight, and he that 
hath no Legs cannot run away, but he that hath 
no head can do no harm. Pijces primum a Capite 
fetent. She by her voluntary fubfcribing to 
the late Affociation ec. gave this fentence a- 
gain{t her (elf. 

And after in her.Letters of thefe Treafons to 
Babington wrote, that if fhe were difcovered, 
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it would give fufficient caufe to you to keep her 
in continual clofe Prifon. By which words fhe 
could mean nothing elfe but pains of death. 

Therefore we feeing on the one fide how you 
have, to the offence of mighty Princes , advan- 
ced Religion, with what tender care, and more 
than motherly Piety you have always cherifhed 
us the Children of this Land, with what Honour 
and Renown you have reftored the ancient 
Rights of the Crown, with what Peace and Ju- 
{tice you have governed, and with what ftore 
and plenty you have raigned over us: 

Ox the other fide {ceing that this Enemy of our 
Felicity feeks to undermine the Religion, @c. to 
fupplant us, and plant Strangers in the place, to 
transfer the Rights of the Crown to that Italian 
Prieft, and the Crown to her felf, or fome other 
from you, and therefore lyeth in continual wait 
to take your life, Ge. 

Therefore we pray you, @c. for the Caufe of 
God, his Church, this Realm, our felves, and 
your felf, That you will no longer be carelefs of 
your life, our Soveraign fafety, nor longer fuf- 
fer Religion to be threatned, the Realm to ftand 
in danger, nor us to dwell in fear; but as Ju- 
{tice hath given rightful Sentence, Gc. fo you 
will grant Execution. That as her life threat- 
neth your death, fo her death may by Gods fa- 
vour prolong your life 5 and that this €vil being 
taken away from the Earth , we may praife God 
fo our deliverance, and pray him for our con- 
tinuance. And with the Pfalmift fay, Dominus 
fecit Fudicium, and the ungodly is trapped in 
the works of her own hand. 

And {0 pray God to incline her heart to 
our jult defires, Se. 

Which ihore Note feemeth to be thus imper- 
fectly fet down by the faid Speaker, only to put 
him in mind to end and fhut up his Speech with 
fome fhort Prayer to the faid purpofe. 

Nota, That all the feveral paflages of this Sa- 
turday are {upplied out of a very authentick 
Copy which I had, containing the faid reafons 
delivered by the faid Speaker, and partly out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, 
being wholly omitted in that of the Houfe of 
Commons, as is alfo her Majefties Anfwer, which 
becaufe it is printed at large by Mr. Cambden (in 
Annal. Regin. Eliz. edit. Lugd. Batav. Anno Dom. 
1625. pag. 466,467, & 468.) and elfewhere, it 
would be needlefs to infert 1t here or any part 
thereof; and the rather, becaufe fome heads 
thereof are fhortly remembred on Monday next 
following. 

On Monday the 14° day of November Mr. 
Speaker made report to the Houfe of his Meflage 
done from this Houfe to her Majefty, (which fee 
on Saturday laft foregoing) and alfo of her Ma- 
jetties moit grateful acceptation of the fame, and 
of her Highneffes Anfwer thereunto: but what 
her Majetties faid Anfwer was, is wholly omit- 
ted in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons, although Mr. Fulk Onflow , at this 
time Clerk thereof, had left the entire 187. leaf 
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of the faid Journal, a blank for the entring or in- 
ferting of it. Yetit will not be amifs, although 
the faid Anfwer be extant in print, as is above- 
faid , briefly to touch the heads thereof. Which 
were, her Majefties thankful acknowledgment for 
her many miraculous prefervations; that fhe was 
moft grieved that fo near a Kinfwoman as the 
Queen of Scots had confpired to take away her 
life. Phat the Law lately made (which feemeth 
to have been that for the prefervation of her 
Majefties perfon pafied the laft Parliament) was 
not enacted to intrap the faid Queen (as fome 
had pretended) but only to deter her from fuch 
wicked pra@ices. That her Tryal had been juft 
and honourable. And laftly, that fhe thanked 
them for their care of her fafety, and defired 
them a while to expec her further and final 
Anf{wer. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain affirming the Report of 
Mr, Speaker to be very true in all the parts of the 
fame, and well and faithfully delivered by him 
to this Houfe, and very much alfo commending 
his delivery of the Meiiage of this Houfe to her 
Majefty upon Saturday laft at the Court, in fuch 
dutiful and due fort as al] this whole Houfe had 
Che faid)}) very good caufe to yield him very 
hearty thanks for the fame, and therefore requi- 
red them fo to do3 which they fo then did in 
very loving and courteous fort. And he further 
fhewed, That he had fomething move to addto 
the faid Speech reported by Mr. Speaker, not of 
any thing delivered unto him upon Saturday by 
her Majefty, but of fomething then omitted and 
forgotten by her Majefty , albeit both before 
purpofed by her Highnefs, and then and yet ftill 
intended to be fignified unto this Houfe, and 
which he himfelf that morning was commanded 
by her Maje(ty to fignifie unto them: which was, 
That her Highnefs, moved with fome commife- 
ration towards the Scottifh Queen in refpect of 
her former Dignity and great Fortunes in her 
younger years, her nearnefs of Kindred to her 
Majeity, and alfo of her Sex, could be pleafed 
to forbear the taking of her Blood, if by any 
other means to be devifed by her Highnefies 
great Council of this Realm, the fafety of her 
Majefties own Perfon and of the State might be 
preferved and continued without peril or danger 
of ruine and deftruction, and elfe not: therein 
leaving them all neverthelefs to their own free 
liberty and difpotitions of proceeding otherwife 
at their choices. For as her Majefty would wil- 
lingly hearken to the device and reafons of any 
particular Member of this Houfe; fo Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain {hewed they may exhibit their con- 
ceits in that cafe either to any of the Privy 
Council , being of this Houfe, or elfe to Mr. 
Speaker, to be further fignified over to herHigh- 
nefs accordingly. 

Nota, That Mr. Cambden hath delivered and 
fet down in his Annals of Queen Elizabeth , pag. 
408, two miltakes: The firft, that this Meflage 
was fent twelve days after the accefs which the 
two Houfes had unto her Majefty on wena t 
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the manifeft and imminent danger of utter fub- 
verfion » deltruction and defolation. Ard Mr. 
Vice-Chamberlain gathering partly by fome of 
the faid Speeches preceding, that fome of this 
Houfe {eemed to conceive of the faid Meflage by 
him delivered to this Houfe from her Majefty on 
Monday \alt touching the faid Confultation to 
be had , asa peremptory Propofition unto them 


foregoing , as is aforefaid ; whereas it is plain 
that this Meflage was fent to both the Houfes 
upon the fecond day after, being this inftane 
Monday , as appears by the Original Journal- 
Book of both the Houfes before mentioned. His 
fecond errouris, in refpeCt that he faid that the 
faid Meffage was delivered by Puckering the 
Speaker of the faid Houfe of Commons , where- 


as her Majefty fent it by Sir Chriffopher Hutton 
her Vice-Chamberlain , and he accordingly did 
relate the fame unto the Houfe, as appears in 
his Speech immediately foregoing. All which I 
have the rather obferved and fet down thus at 
large, that fo the excellent ufe of thefe Journals 
of Parliament may appear, not only in refpec 
of the Orders and Priviledges of the faid Two 
Houfes, but alfo in refpect of the true difcovery 
of the very Hiftory of this Realm. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain continuing his former 
Speech at thistime, did further put the Houfe in 
remembrance, that as at the beginning of this 
prefent Parliament the Lord. Chancellor fignified 
unto this Houfe by her Majelties exprefs Com- 
matidment , that no Lawsat all fhould be made 
in this Parliament 5 fo her Highnefs purpofing 
not to be prefent to give her Royal Affent to 
any Laws, this Houfe fhould not need (he faid) 


to be troubled with going about to make or: 


enact any Laws now at all : and therefore with- 
eth that this Court may be adjourned ull Priday 
next 5 at which day (he faid) it may be this 
Houfe will hear her Majefties further pleafure in 
Anfwer to the faid Petition, for that her High- 
nefs had not as yet read or perufed the fame. And 
fo thereupon this Court was then adjourned till 
Friday next accordingly. 

On Friday the 18 day of November after 
fundry grave Speeches, found Arguments, and 
forcible Reafons made by Sir Edward Dymock , 
Sir Thomas Scot , Mr. Woodward, Mr. Edward 
Sanders, Mr. Dalton , Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer , and Mr. Vice-Chamberlain concerning 
the Meffage delivered by the faid Mr.Vice-Cham- 
berlain upon Moxday laft from her Majefty , for 


Confultation to be had for fome other means of 


courfe, if it might be, for the eftablifhing and 
prefervation of the true Religion, of her Maje- 
{ties moft Royal Perfon, and the good and peace- 
able eftate of this Realm, than by the taking 
away of the Life of the Queen of Svots. And 
each of them refolutely concluding, that no o- 
ther device, way, or means whatfoever could or 
can poflibly be found or imagined, that fuch 
fafety can in any wife at all be had fo long as the 
faid Queen of Scots doth or fhall live, they do 
withal very earneftly move and perfwade the 
profecution of the faid Petition lately delivered 
jointly by the Lords and this Houfe to her Ma- 


jefty for the neceflity of the {peedy executing of 


the faid Queen of Scots , as the one and only 
mean (as far as mans reafon can reach) to pro- 
vide for the fafety of the continuance of true 
Religion, of her Majefties moft Royal Perfon, 
and of the peaceable eftate of this Realm, from 


to exclude them from all other courfes of pro- 


ceeding, fhewed unto them again, as he did be- 
fore, that her Majefty commanded that Meflage 


to be propounded unto them for confultation 
only, and not for direction, leaving neverthe- 


lefs every Member of this Houfe to their own 
free liberty and difpofitions of proceeding touch- 
ing the faid matter; and fo yielding his fall 
opinion and ready confent with the refidue for 
the continuance of the profecution of the faid 
Petition unto her Majefty in moft humble and 
dutiful fort, as the only neceflary refolution of 
this whole Houfe to rely upon in that behalf. 


And fhewing further, That upon Te/day laft 


the like Meflage was done by her Majefties like 
Commandment to the Lords of the higher Houfe, 
moved, That as in all the former proceedings of 
this Houfe in the great matter and bufinefs touch- 
ing the Scottifh Queen, the faid Houfe had al- 
ways been Suitors unto their Lordfhips to join 
with them therein ; fonow that the fame mo- 


tion might be again made unto their Lordthips 
to join swith them in this part alfo. And for 
that it is very meet and convenient, that Anfwer 
be made to her Majefty of the faid Meflage, this 
Houfe would, as in the beginning of the faid 
former proceedings, appoint a convenient Com- 
mittee of this Houfe to confer of the manner and 
fubftance of the faid Anfwer, and then after the 
report thereof made to this Houfe, to make fuit 
unto the Lords for Conference with their Lord- 
fhips touching the refolution of this Houfe.Which 
motion being well liked of by this Houfe, It was 
upon the Queftion refolved, That fuch a Com- 
mittee {hould be had accordingly. And further 
ordered, That all the former Committees in the 
faid great Caufe, and alfo all thofe others which 
had fpoken this prefent day , to wit, Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr, Edmund Sanders, and alfo Sir George 
Cary be likewife added unto them, and that they: 
meet to morrow at nine of the Clock in the 
Forenoon in the Exchequer-Chamber , and as 
many elfe of this Houfe befides as pleafe to come 
thither to them. Which done, this Court was 
then adjourned till Mowday next, for that the 
Lords did not fit this prefent day, and this Houfe 
then had nothing to deal with till the faid Com- 
mittees fhall firft have had Conference with their 
Lordthips. 

Sir Fobn Higham one of the Committees in the 
Bill for Orford-Haven, doth at the rifing of the 
Houfe make report of the travail of himfelf and 
the refidue of the Committees therein, and fo 
delivereth in both the old Bill and alfo a new 
Bill. 

On Monday the 21°* day of November (to 
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which day the Parliament had been on Friday 
the 18t* day of the faid Month foregoing laft 
adjourned) M' Markham a Burgels for the Bo- 
rough of Grantham in the County of Lincoln, 
fhewed on the behalf of the Inhabitants of the 
faid Borough, that M* Arthur Hal having been 
in fome former Parliaments returned a Burgefs 
for the faid Borough. and in fome of the fame 
Parliaments for certain caufes the Houfe then 
moving, difabled for ever afterwards to be any 
Member of this Houfe at all, hath of late brought 
a Writ again{t the Inhabitants of the faid Bo- 
rough for his wages (amongft other tintes ) 
in attendance at the late Seffion of Parliament 
holden at Weftminfter in the 27% year of her 
Highnefles Raign ; during which time, as alfo a 
great part of fome other of the faid former Par- 
liaments he did not ferve in the faid Houfe, but 
was for fome caufes as aforefaid difabled to be 
any Member of this Houfe, and was alfo then 
committed Prifoner to the Tower of London, 
And fo prayeth the advice and order of this 
Honourable Houfe therein, unto the cenfure and 
order whereof the faid Inhabitants do in moft 
humble and dutiful wife fubmit themfelves. And 
fo thewed the faid Writ, which was then read by 
the Clerk. After the reading whereof, and fome 
fpeeches had touching the former proceedings in 
this Houfe againft the faid M' Had, as well in 
difabling him tobe any more a Member of this 
Houfe, as alfo touching his faid imprifonment, 
the matter was referred to further confideration 
after fearch of the Precedents and Entries of this 
Houfe heretofore had and made in the courfe of 
the faid caufe. Vide diem Veneris 2°" diem 
Decembris, ¢ diem Mercurii 22°" diem Martii 
poftea. 

Mr’ Treafurer fhewed that the Committees in 
the Caufe for Conference to be had touching the 
an{wer to be made by this Houfe to the Meflage 
lately delivered from her Majefty, did meet ac- 
cording to the Commiffion of this Houfe, and 
after long and much debating, and many great 
arguments, it appeared very evidently by moft 
{trong reafon, that no other way whatfvever 
can be taken for the fafety and continuance of 
true Religion, of her Majefties moft Royal Per- 
fon, and of the peaceable Eftate of this Realm, 
but only by Juftice to be done upon the Queen 
of Scots according to her demerits. Which Ju- 
{tice as her Majefly ought of duty to caufe to be 
done, fo they refolved utterly to infift upon the 
profecution of the former Petition unto her 
Highnefs, as the one only way and none other 
to be performed in the faid Caufe. And (0 left 
to fome other of the faid Committees the more 
particular difcourfes of their faid Conferences. 
Whereupon M' Vice-Chamberlain very excellent- 
ly, plainly and aptly fhewed the manner of their 
Treaty in the faid Conference, and of the Rea- 
fons therein both brought and confuted touch- 
ing any manner of poflible or conjectural courfe 
of the faid fafety other than only by the death 
of the faid Queen of Scots, as neither by likeli- 
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hood of reformation in her Perfon, hope of 
{trait guarding or keeping of her, or of any 
caution of hoftages to be taken forher 5 reciting 
and applying moft apt and invincible reafons in 
the feveral proofs thereof; and fo concluding 
his own opinion alfo only to be fuch and none 
other, wifhed that if any member of the Houfe 
could conceive or fhew any other courfe or de- 
vice tending to the purport of the faid Meflage, 
than hath been erft now remembred or in the 
{aid Committee offered, he would fhew the fame. 
And if not, that then M' Speaker-would move 
the queftion for the confent of the whole Houfe 
to the continuance of profecuting that faid Pe- 
tition together with the faid Committees. Where- 
upon after fome little paufe and none offering 
any fpeech to other end, M' Speaker moving the 
queftion to the Houfe, it was refolved by the 
whole Houfe, to infift only upon the faid Peti- 
tion accordingly. And alfo after fundry other 
{peeches had tending all to the fame refolution, 
and fome of them urging the remembrance, pur- 
pofe and prefent confideration of the former Af- 
fociation, it was ordered that to morrow when 
the Lords do fit in the Upper Houfe the former 
Committees of this Houfe (M' Robert Cecil! be- 
ing now added unto them) do repair unto their 
Lordfhips for Conference with their Lordfhips 
touching the faid refolution of this Houfe in an- 
{wer to her Majefties faid Meffage. And alfo with 
reque(t to their Lordfhips to give Licence unto 
thisHoufe to join with their Lordfhips in the faid 
Anfwer to her Majefty, if it fo pleafe them. 

M: Comptroller: fhewing his full affent and 
good liking of the faid conclufion touching the 
profecution of the faid Petition only, and of 
none other courfe at all, as well in his former 
delivery thereof upon treaty of the faid caufe, 
as now at this prefent, declared further, That he 
thinketh himfelf to have been in fome of his Jate 
former f{peeches in that matter miftaken and mif- 
conceived by fome of this Houfe rather of ig- 
norance in them (he thinketh ) than of any evil 
difpofition and purpofe 5. and fo affirming earneft 
and devout prayer to God to incline her Ma- 
jefties heart to the Petition of this Houfe as a 
thing much importing, he moveth that fome apt 
and {pecial courfe of prayer to that end might 
be devifed and fet down by fome of this Houfe, 
and be not only exercifed here in thus Houfe 
every day, but alfo by all the members of this 
Houfe elfewhere abroad, and alfo privately in 
their Chambers and Lodgings. 

Mr Treafurer liking well the motion and good 
meaning of Mt Comptroller touching Prayer to 
be exercifed as before, fhewed that fit Prayers 
for that purpofe and extant in print are already 
ufed in this Houfe, and fo may alfo be by the 
Members of the fame privately by themfelves, 
and doth willingly wifh the fame might be fo 
executed accordingly. 

Sir John Higham affenting very readily to the 
continuation of purfuing the faid Petition, ur- 
ged further very zealoufly and earneftly the ie 
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then of the Oath of Affociation; and fo there- 
by amongft other things of great and neceflary 
confideration and importance, prayeth her Ma- 
jefty may be folicited to the f{peedy execution 
of Juftice upon the perfon of the Queen of 
Scots. 

Mr. Recorder bending many Speeches, and 
reciting many Precedents of Petitions in former 
times granted by fundry of her Majefties moft 
noble Progenitors Kings of Exglavd to the Sub- 
jects of this Realm at the humble Suits and Peti- 
tions of the Speaker and Commons of the Lower 
Houfe, which the Lords of the Upper Houfe in 
thofe days could not obtain at their hands; doth 
not only perfwade very earneftly the faid infilt- 
ing of this Houfe upon the faid Petition , but 
alfo undoubted affurednefs of her Majefties grant- 
ing and performing of the fame, as a thing an- 
{werable both unto her Highnefs moft merciful, 
loving and tender care over her good Subjects, 
as alfo to the very neceflity of the cafe. 

Mr. Cope moved, that Mr. Speaker might put 
it to the Queftion for the refolution of this Houfe 
wuching the profecution of the faid Petition 
with all good and fit {peed. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer putting the 
Houfe in remembrance of their refolution there- 
in given already even now at this very inftant 
Court upon the Queftion then propounded by 
Mr. Speaker , moved the going forward with 
the Committee for Conference , to the end that 
with better expgxiition upon report of the fame 
Conference to be made to morrow to this Houle, 
and then the Refolution thereupon to be figni- 
fied unto the Lords‘and their favours prayed for 
joining further with this Houfe, the Caufe may 
receive fuch fpeedy good courfe of further pro- 
ceeding to end and execution as fhall beft ap- 
pertain. 

On Tuefday the 224 day of November M' 
Treafurer and fundry others of the Committees 
returning from the Lords fhew, they have had 
Conference with their Lordfhips , and that their 
Lord hips wholly and only infifting upon the faid 
Petition, like as this Houfe alfo doth, do pur- 
pofe this Afternoon to fend two Lords, to wit 
the Lord Admiral and the Lord Cobham, to be 
Suiters for that Houfe for accefs unto her Ma- 
jefty for delivering their Lordthips anfwer to 
the faid Meflage; and fo moved likewife, that 
Two of this Houfe of the Privy Council, or 
fuch other as this Houfe thall appoint, may alfo 
on the behalf of this Houfe be Suiters unto her 
Majefty for like accefs in the fame matter alfo. 
And thereupon were named for that purpofe 
M!' Vice-Chamberlain and M' Secretary Wodey. 

M® Vice-Chamberlain fhewed further, that 
the Lords did prepare againft the time of their 
accefs to be obtained of her Majefty, to be fur- 
nifhed with fufficient matter to an{wer unto any 
reafons happily to be objected unto them by her 
Highnefs at the time of their faid anfwer to be 
made to her Majefty touching the faid Meflage, 
and not to propound any fuch at all but only 


by way of anfwer, if it fall out that it pleafe 
her Highnefs {0 to object, and elfe not. And fo 
moved the like care by confideration to be alfo 
had by this Houfe, and the fame reafons to be 
fuch alfo (as near as may civ as were not lately 
delivered unto her Majefty by Mt Speaker 3 for 
the avoiding of which iterations on the one fide, 
and readinefs of preparation to her Highnefs ob- 
jeCtions (if any happen) on the other fide, he 
thinketh good that a Committee of this Houfe 
were prefently named for that purpofe, and tha€ 
Mr? Speaker alfo be with them at their meet- 
ing 3 whereby he may advertife them (as occafi- 
on {hall ferve ) 6f fuch teafons as he had before 
inferred to her Majefty at the time of exhibi- 
ting the faid Petition. Whereupon it was or- 
dered , that all the former Committees in the 
great Caufe, with Mt Doctor Lewen now added 
untothem, do meet at two of the Clock this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber, and that 
M*' Speaker be then there alfo. 

M' Vice-Chamberlain fhewed that he cannot 
be with them at the Committee; neither yet at 
this Houfe before to Morrow at ten of the Clock 
at the fooneft, but of necefflity muft both attend 
her Majefties good pleafure for anf{wer, and alfo 
lodge at the Court all night. ) 

On Wednefday the 23% day of November M* 
Speaker fhewed the travail of the Committees 
in their meeting yefterday, and alfo their ap- 
pointment then of further meeting again this 
Forenoon, and of their conference at both times 5 
in which (he {aid ) were brought very many and 
found reafons touching the matter in confulta- 
tion to very great depth by fundry there pre- 
fent, delivered by fome in fpeech, and by fome 
other in writing; which as they were very ma- 
ny and hard to be all carried in memory, and 
withal {undry of the moft principal and effectual 
of them uttered by M' Sollicitor ; fo had he en- 
treated M' Sollicitor to take pains to abridge a 
fummary note of the faid moft principal reafons: 
which having been done {fo by him and alfo de- 
livered to Mt Speaker, he offered the fame to 
the Houfe tobe read. 

Mr. Sollicitor taking the faid Note into his 
hand fhewed, that his meaning was to make the 
faid Note only for a Memorial unto Mr. Speaker 
for himfelf, and not at all to be read to the 
Houfe. And becaufe the faid Note is not in 
any part fo fully and plainly fet down, as by the 
reading thereof the Houfe might fo well conceive 
the effets of the faid reafons as were requifite, 
himfelf therefore would, if it pleafed them, fhew 
unto them the fubftance of the faid Note, as him- 
felf for his own opinion conceived of the faid 
reafons. And fo holding the faid Note in his 
hand , and difcourfing the feveral particularities 
contained in the faid Note, proveth by invinci- 
ble reafons, that neither by expectation of re- 
formation in the difpofition of the Scottifh Lady 
(if the Queens Majefty fhould fpare her life) nor 
yet by fafer or ftronger guarding of her Perfon, 
nor by her promife upon word or Oath, nor iu 
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the Hoftages of other Princes her Allies, nor by 
hcr Banifhment, nor by the revocation of the 
Bull of Pope Pixs Quintus, nor yet by the bonds 
or word of a Prince, or of any or all the Prin- 
ces her Allies, nor by any other way or means 
whatfoever, other than only by the {peedy Exe- 
cution to death of the faid Scottifh Queen , the 
{afety or continuance of the true Religion, of the 
moft Royal Perfon of the Queens Majefty, and of 
the peaceable {tate of this Realm can in any wife 
be provided for and eftablifhed. And fo con- 
cluding, relied only upon the humble continua- 
tion of the Suit of this faid Houle unto her Ma- 
jefty in the faid Petition. 

Mir. Thomas Knyvet thewing, that as Liberty 
was given to the Members of this Houfe to de- 
liver their conceits touching the matter prefently 
in Confultation either in Speech or in Writing 
at their choices; fo he for his part offered the 
fame in writing , and prayeth the fame may be 
read, 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain faith he thinketh Mr. 
Knyvet did miftake it, for that fuch Notes in wri- 
ting were appointed to have been offered in the 
Committee, not in the Houfe 5 and fhewed fur- 
ther, That he and Mr.Secretary Woley having ac- 
cording to the appointment of this Houfe attend- 
ed her Majefties pleafure for accefs for anfwer 5 
and that her Highnefs is well pleafed that for the 
time of their accefs, the fame be to morrow next 
being Thurfday, betwixt one and two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon at the Court, and for 
the number to be fuch, and of fuch perfons as 
this Houfe fhall think good, the Speaker, if they 
will, and the Committees , yea and as many elfe 
of the Houfe alfo as pleafe. And {hewed further, 
That they thought good in duty to make her 
Majefty acquainted with the great care and tra- 
vail of this Houfe in their diligent and dutiful 
proceeding to the fatisfaction of her Majefty in 
the matter of the Meflage delivered unto them 
from her Highnefs. Which their exceeding great 
and efpecial care therein as her Majefty doth ve- 
ry well like of, and take and accept in moft gra- 
cious and Joving part 5 fo did her Highnefs com- 
mand him to fignifie unto this whole Houfe her 
Majefties moft hearty thanks for the fame , repo 

fing (next under God) her own fafety to be 
greater in the dutiful love and obedience of fo 
faithful and loving Subjects (an ineftimable blef 
fing of God unto her Majefty) than in their 
riches, abilities and forces 5 rehearfing this Sen- 
tence, fide quam ferro tutins reguant Reges. He 
alfo faid, that for matter of other affair not of 
this Houfe, he had caufe even now very lately 
to be with the Lords, and perceived by fome of 
them that the Lord Chancellor alfo to Morrow 
did repair to the Court with twenty others of 
the Lords at the Jeaft; And therefore it were 
very neceflary alfo that M* Speaker alfo did in 

like fort go with thefe of this Houfe. And fur- 
ther moved, that M' Speaker might be furnifhed 

with fufficient reafons to be by himfelf propoun- 
ded unto her Majefty in the name of this Houfe 
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for her fatisfaction in Anfwer to the faid Meflage, 
and fo not to expect reafons to be objected unto 
him by her Highnefs; for that Che faid) he knew 
very well her Majefty looked for thefe reafons 
of fatisfaction at their hands, by way of pro- 
pounding and not only by way of Anfwering. 
Whereupon the Houfe did then rife, and this 
Court was Adjourned till Friday next in the 
Forenoon. 

On Friday the 25° day of November Mt Grice 
hearing it reported (as he fhewed_) that the 
French Embafladour lately arrived, is appointed 
to have accefs unto her Majefty to Morrow at 
the Court, and fully perfwading himfelf for his 
part that the faid Embafladour cometh not for 
any good either to her Majefty or to the Realm; 
and knowing that their manner is in fuch Cafes 
to be attended for the molt part with a Com- 
pany of Rafcals and bafeft fort of People of their 
Nation, and all the rabble of them accuftomed 
to thruft into the.prefence of the Prince with 
their Mafter, moved, That for the better fafety 
of her Majefties moft Royal Perfon from peril 
of any defperate attempt of any of the faid 
French, it would pleafe thofe of this Houfe of 
her Highnefs Privy Council to procure that the 
faid Embaffador might both be heard and alfo 
receive his anfwer at the hands of her Majefties 
Council, and in no wife to have accefs unto her 
Highnefles Perfon. 

Mt Vice-Chamberlain fhewed that at the laft 
conference of the Committee of this Houfe 
with the Lords, this matter was remembred and 
confidered of amongft thems And that the Lord 
Chamberlain and others at the Court about her 
Majefty were already appointed to take order for 
it accordingly. 

Mt Serjeant Gawdie and M' Attorney Gene- 
ral do bring word from the Lords, That where 
their Lordfhips according to fome former di- 
rection had purpofed prefently to have fént for 
this Houfe to have attended their Lordthips for 
Prorogation of this prefent Parliament , their 
Lordfhips being fet, had fithence received Letters 
of her Majefty, by which her Highnefs fignified 
her pleafure to have the fame Parliament yet 
continued two or three days longer for cer- 
tain weighty confiderations moving her Majefty 
thereunto, whereof their Lordfhips command- 
ed them to advertife this Houfe 5 and further to 
fignifie unto this Houfe, that their Lordfhips had 
thereupon Adjourned the faid Parliament in 
their Houfe until Friday next : and fo then the 
faid Mt Serjeant Gamdie and M* Attorney de- 
parted. Which Meflage being afterwards de- 
clared unto this Houfe by Mt Speaker, this Court’ 
was alfo adjourned until Friday next in like 
manner. 

On Friday the 24 day of December, upona

On Wednefday the 22'* day of February (to 
which day the Parliament had been laft adjourn- 
ed upon Wednefday the 15°" day of this inftant 
February foregoing) the Houfe again fitting, 
the Right Honourable Sir Chriftopher Hatton 
Knight Vice-Chamberlain to her Majefty and 
one of her Majefties moft Honourable Privy 
Council ufed this Speech in effeét to the Houfe, 
viz. That it was her Majefties pleafure to have 
dangers difclofed, and to have the Houfe know, 
that fhe thanked God for the goodnefs of the 
Houfe, that fhe wifhed the Seffion (miftaken for 
Meeting ) to be fhort, that men of Government 
might go home for matter of Government, ho- 
{pitality and defence, and to take another time 
for making of Laws, faving fuch as be now of 
neceffity. 

The dangers which her Majefty meaneth, pro- 
ceed of ancient malice, and are to be prepared 
for, and God called upon for aid. 

The principal heads of the dangers : 

The Catholicks abroad, the Pope , the King 
of Spain, the Princes of the League, the Papifts 
at home and their Minifters. 

The principal root hereof : 

The Council of Trezt which agreed to extirp 
Chriftian Religion (which they term Herefie) 
whereunto divers Princes affented , and bound 
themfelves in folemn manner. 

Pope Pivs Quintus {ent her Excommunication 
again(t her Majefty, Dr. Mourtox and Mendoza 
a Spanifh Ambaffadour beftirred them, a North- 
ern Rebellion was bred , the Pope and the reft 
practifed for the Scottifh Queen, and fhe being 
acquainted proceeds by her means. 

ope Paulus the Thirteenth proceeds and 
fends Jefuits and Seminaries to Exgland and Ire- 
land, and they proceed to inveagle the Subjects, 
and diffwade them from obedience. Vasko be- 
ginneth a Rebellion in Ireland. ‘James Fitz- 
Morris furthereth the Execution thereof. Do- 
Gor Sanders and Defmond {tir new Rebellion 
there, and wrote into Exgland, &c. Parry was 
moved to kill her Majefty, and perfwaded it was 
meritorious. 

Pope Sixtws the Fifth imitateth the other Popes 
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to execute their former devices , and writeth to 
the Cardinal of Lorain and Guife, that he will 
overthrow the Géfpel (which Mr. Vice-Cham- 
berlain honourably termed the glorious Gofpel) 
and therefore moved them to join with the Prin- 
ces of the League, and to practife to win the 
King of Scots, and to fet up the Scottifh Queen 
in Exgland, and made his reckoning of the Can- 
tons that be Popifh, the Swilzers, the Duke of 
Savoy, the Duke of Ferrara, King of Spaiz, and 
King of France. <A chief Inftrument to work 
this, was one Carew, called alfo Father Hexry, 

He was fent into Germany and over Italy and 
France, wrote to the Scottifh Queen that the 
Powers will join to overthrow England, and 
make known the effect of his labour to the 
Pope. Invafion fhould have been made into 
England and Ireland the \aft year, and not unlike 
to be attempted this year. | 

The Pope excommunicateth the King of Na- 
var. The Pope accounteth not of Popifh preach- 
ing and perfwafions that way 5 but neverthelefs 
moveth all to ufe the word, and for mainte- 
nance thereof fpareth his Treafure otherwife, 
and withdraweth maintenance from Jefuits, Se- 
minaries: and divers others Letters were found 
with the Scotti/o Queen, which prove all thefe to 
betrue. If we ferve Almighty God in fincerity 
of heart, we need not to fear. It is to be re- 
membred that the King of Spaz fought to re- 
cover fome part of his Fathers credit by ufing 
our Treafure and force to get S' Quintines 5 but 
he foon made his advantage of it, and regarded 
not our Territories in Frazce, but fuffered the 
lofs of Calice and all our Territories; and after 
the death of Queen Mary what he could. Her 
Majefty fought for his good will, fending the 
Lord Mountague, the Lord Cobham, Sir Thomas 
Chamberlain Knight, Mt Mazz and others, and 
they were but hardly ufed, fome of them were 
offered great indignity,and M' Mazus Son forced 
by ftrength to do akind of Penance. He com- 
forted the Queens Enemies, he giveth colour of 
Wars, he chargeth the Queen that her Subjects 
have aided his Rebels in the Low Countries , 
with countenancing Monfieur with Money at 
Cambray, with fending her Nobility with him in- 
to the Low Countries, with the actions of Sir 
Francis Drake, with affiftance of the Low Coun- 
tries. 

Of the purpofe of the Combined Princes. . 

Their thew is to deal with the King of Na- 
varr to extirp him, but their drift is to ruinate 
Religion not only there, but to fet upon and to 
work the ruime of it here alfo. Wherein the 
King of Spaix and Guifé are now very bufie. 
Their malice is the more for executing the Scot- 
tifh Queen, but their hope is the lefs. The King 
of Spain his defignments are to invade England 
and Ireland.

{truments abroad to that purpofe. 

Two manner of forces are to be handled. 
Affiftance to the Low Countries , defence by 
force otherwife. That God may affift us in 
Juftice , in Right, in Defence againft thofe 
Princes. 

The affiftance is acceptable that will be pro- 
fitable. Her Majefty oweth relief there in Ho- 
nour, according to the Leagues, efpecially be- 
tween us and.the Houle of Burgundy: which 
Leagues differ from Leagues growing between 
Prince and Prince, for they grew between the 
people and this State. We are bound to help 
them in Honour according to the Leagues. Ma- 
ny Marriages and many Secrecies have been long 
between us, and the relieving of the afflictions 
of that people may not be omitted. 

The heads of their miferies are: The Spanifh 
Inquifition by Placard, ufing ftrange tortures 
not to be fuffered ; great impofitions without 
and againft Law, fending fome of their people 
into Spaiz and there tyrannized overs; their 
Noblemen done away; taking their Towns 
and fetting Tyrants over them to ufe them like 
Dogs. The. purpofe was to bring the Low 
Countries into a Monarchal feat, and then ve 
nobis. The Queens dealing there is warranted 
by God; The Queen is occafioned of neceffity 
for fafety of her Dominions and us, that that 
Country may be preferved, that the Exglifh 
Commodities may be vented there with readi- 
nefs, with fafety and with profit; the recovery 
thereof will be good for this Country and 
Crown; it may not be fuffered that a Neigh- | 
bour fhould grow too {trong (he uttered that 
as though it were not meet another Prince 
fhould have it ; for examples whereof he com-* 


wards abufed contrary to her Majefties meaning. 
Concerning M' Drakes firft Voyage, her Ma- 
jefty knew it not ; and when he came home, 
fhe feized the whole Mafs of Subftance brought 
by him to fatishe the King of Spaiw (if caufe fo 
required) and thereupon defired Certificate for 
Invafion into Ireland.

The Quefiions follow. 


Whether this Council be not a place for any 
Member of the fame here aflembled freely and 


without controllment of any perfon or danger of 
Laws, by Bill or {peech to utter any of the griefs 
of this Commonwealth whatfoever touching the 
fervice of God, the fafety of the Prince and 
this Noble Realm. 

Whether that great honour may be done un- 
to God, and benefit and fervice unto the Prince 
and State without free fpeech in this Council, 
which may be done with it. 

Whether there be any Council which can 
make, add to or diminifh from the Laws of the 
Realm, but only this Council of Parliament. 

Whether it be not again{t the Orders of this 
Council to make any fecret or matter of weight, 
which is here in hand, known to the Prince or 
any other, concerning the high fervice of God, 
Prince or State, without the confent of the 
Houfe. 

Whether the Speaker or any other may inter- 
rupt any Member of this Council in his Speech 
ufed in this Houfe, tending to any of the fore- 
named high fervices. 

Whether the Speaker may rife when he will, 
any matter being propounded, without confent 
of the Houfe or not. 

Whether the Speaker may over-rule the Houfe 
in any matter or caufe there in gueftion ; or 
whether he is to be ruled or over-ruled in any 
matter or not. 

Whether the Prince and State can continue, 
{tand and be maintained without this Council 
of Parliament, not altering the Government of 
the State. 

At the end laftly, of the faid Speech and Que- 
{tions is fet down this fhort Note or Memorial 
enfuing. By which it may be perceived both 
what Serjeant Puckering the Speaker did with the 
faid queftions after he had received them, and 
what became alfo of this bufinefs, v7. 

Thefe queftions M' Puckering pocketted up 
and {hewed Sir Thomas Heneage, who fo 
handled the matter, that M' Wentworth 
went to the Tower, and the queftions not 
at allmoved.

HE Queens Majefty , foon after 
that her wonderful and glorious 
Victory which God Almighty had 
given her Navy over that vainly

King, fummoned this her High Court of Parlia- 
ment to begin on Tuefday the 12" day of No- 
vember that prefent year 1588. and the 30% 
year of her Reign, that fo by common Advice 
and Counfel fhe might prepare and provide a- 
gainft the inbred malice of that Prince and Na- 
tion, Sir Chriftopher Hatton Knight her Majetties 
late Vice-Chamberlain, being made Lord Chan- 
cellor in the room and ftead of Sir Thomas Bromley

fame in manner and form following. 
Memorandum , That whereas the Queens Ma- 
jefty by her Writ fummoned her Parliament to 
begin and to be holden at Weftminfter this pre- 
fent Tuefday being the 12° day of Nevember, her 
Highnels for certain great and weighty Caufes 
and Confiderations her Majefty fpecially mo- 
ving, by the advice of her Privy Council and 
of her Juftices of both her Benches and other of 


her Council learned, did Prorogue and adjourn 
the faid Parliament until the 4'* day of February 
next, by virtue of her Writ Patent fealed with 
the Great Seal, and bearing date the 15** day of 
Oober lat paft. Whereupon at this faid 12* 
day of November the Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
Sir Chriftopher Hatton Lord Chancellor, Welham 
Lord Burleigh Lord Treafurer, the Earl of Huz- 
tinedon, the Bifhop of Loxdow and three other 
Barons repaired to the Parliament-Chamber com- 
monly called the Upper Houfe, and there in the 
prefence of the Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes 
f{ummoned to the faid Parliament declared, Phat 
her Highnefs for divers :ood caufes and confi- 
derations her {pecially moving, by her Highnef- 
fes faid Writ had Prorogued the faid Parliament 
from this faid firft fummoned day until the 4** 
day of February next.

On Tuefday the 4% day of February in the 31. 
year of her Majefties Reign, to which day the 
Parliament had been laft Prorogued upon Tue/- 
day the 12% day of November foregoing, and 
accordingly now held, The Queens Majefty 
was perfonally prefent, accompanied by the Lord 
Chancellor and divers of the Lords both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal 5 but the Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houfe doth not at all men- 
tion the prefence of any Lords, which happened 
through the great negligence of M' Axthony 
Mafon at this time Clerk thereof, yet it may be 
collected February 8. 

The Queen being fet under her Cloth of 
State, and the Lords placed in their Parlia- 
mentary Robes according to their feveral ranks 
and orders, the Knights, Citizens, Barons and 
Burgeffes of the Houfe of Commons had notice 
thereof, and thereupon repaired to the faid Up- 
per Houfe, and as many of them as convenient- 
ly could being let in, ftood before the Rail or 
Bar at the nether end thereof’ Then Sir Chri- 
Stoper Hatton Knight Lord Chancellor of Exg- 
land, in a Speech which he ufed, did at large de- 
clare the Queens gracious difpofition to peace, 
and her great wifdom in preferving the fame and 
fingular government of the Realm. Next he 
fhewed the great benefit which this Kingdom 
enjoyed by her government, and remembred 
her great Conquelt over the Spanifh late won-

derful Army or Fleet on the Seas, videlicet in 
Anno 30 Regin. Eliz. Anno Domini 1588. He 
further declared how much the King of Spaiz 
remained bent againft this Kingdom. And laftly, 
fhewed the Caufe of calling this Parliament to 
be, that by the confent of the moft grave and 
wife Perfons now called together out of all parts 
of the Realm, preparation may as far forth by 
the Counfel of manasis poffible, be made and 
provided, that Arms, Souldiersand Money may 
be in readinefs; and an Army prepared and fur- 
nifhed againft all Events. 

The Lord Chancellors Speech being ended, 
the Clerk of the Parliament read the names of 
the Receivors and Triors of Petitions in French, 
according to the ufual form, which were thefe.

fhould hold their place when their leifure did 
ferve them to meet in the Treafurers Chamber.

Note, That though the word vacat be here 
placed in the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houfe in the Margent of this Proxy in fuch 
manner and fort as this is tranfcribed 5 yet there 
doth not appear any reafon thereof: forasit may 
be collected by the prefence of the Lords fet 
down on Saturday the 8" day of this inftant 
February following, neither the faid Bifhop of 
S' Ajaph was prefent himfelf after the faid Proxy 
fent, nor all nor any of his Proctors abfent, 
nor himfelf dead, which are only caufes of a 
Vacat.

Nota, That thefe Two Proxies are therefore 
called unufual and extraordinary, becaufe thefe 
two Bifhops did conftitute (the firfi of them) 
three Proétors, and the laft of them but one; 
whereas for the moft part the Spiritual Lords 
do nominate two, and the Temporal Lords but 
one ; which may be collected in part out of the 
very Returns of this Parliament: for of five Spi- 
ritual Lords that fent their Proxies, three con{ti- 
tuted{two Prottors a piece, and of feven Tem- 
poral Lords not any nominated more than 
one. 

It is alfo worth the obfervation, that the Lord 
Burleigh the Lord Treafurer had this Parliament 
four feveral Proxies fent unto him ( entred in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe 
in fuch order as they be here fet down) viz. 
from the Lord Dacres, the Earl of Warwick, 
Vifcount Mouztacute and the Lord Lumley. 

On Thurfday the 6t* day of February, to 
which day the Parliament had been laft con- 
tinued , the Queens Majefiy was perfonally 
prefent, coming unto the faid Parliament in 
her accuftomed State and Order about three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon, it being the time ap- 
pointed for the Houfe of Commons to prefent 
their Speaker or Prolocutor, whom they had 
been authori%ed to chufe on the laft Tue/day 
when the Parliament firft began. And there- 


upon accordingly the Queen and Lords being fet, 
and the faid Knights, Citizens and. Burgefies of 
the Houfe of Commons let into the Upper Houfe, 
two of the moft eminent Perfonages of the {aid 
Houfe did lead up to the Bar of the Upper 
Houle George Svagg Serjeant at Law who was 
chofen the Speaker or Prolocutor of the faid 
Houfe of Commons, who being placed at the 
faid Bar, and filence being made, did in a mo- 
deft and difcreet. Speech difable himfelf by 
reafon of his many imperfections, and humbly 
defired her Majefty to difcharge him of that great 
place, and to nominate fome other more able 
and fufficient Member of the faid Houfe. Where- 
upon the Lord Chancellor by commandment 
from the Queen did let him know, that her Ma- 
jelty did very well allow of his choice, and 
thereupon encouraged him willingly and chear- 
fully to undertake and execute that charge and 
place to which he had been by the free and una- 
nimous confent of the Houfe of Commonsele¢t- 
ed andchofen. Upon which Speech of the Lord 
Chancellor the faid Speaker according to the u- 
fual courfe and form rendring all humble thank- 
fulnefs to the Queens Majefty for her undefer- 
ved goodnefs towards him in conceiving him 
able and worthy for the execution of a place of 
that great charge and truft, and promifing his 
care and readinefs with all diligence to undergo 
the fame, he did offer up unto her faid Majefty 
divers petitions in the name and on the behalf of 
the faid Houfe of Commons ; firft, That during 
the continuance of this Seflion, themfelves and 
their neceflary attendants and fervants might be 
freed fromall fuits and arrefts 3 fecondly, That 
they might have free accefs unto her Majefty up- 
onall urgent and important occafions; and third- 
ly, That they might have free liberty of {peech 
in the faid Houfe to debate and difpute of fuch 
matters and things as fhall be there purpofed : 
And laftly, He petitioned her Majefty in his‘own 
behalf, that if any thing fhould be miftaken or 
unwillingly omitted by himfelf, that fhe would 
be gracioufly pleafed to pafs by and pardon 
the fame. To which fpeech the Lord Chancel- 
lor by commandment from the Queen fhortly 
replied, That her Majefty was gractoufly pleafed 
to grant all his faid Petitions, and that he the 
faid Speaker and the Houfe of Commons fhould 
ufe and enjoy all fuch liberties and priviledges 
as others before them had been accuftomed te 
ufe and enjoy in the times of her Majefties moft 
noble Progenitors, and withal admonifhing them 
not to extend the {aid priviledges to any unreve- 
rent and misbecoming fpeech, or unneceflary 
accefles to her Majefty. 

Nota, That the prefence of the Lords is here 
omitted, as it was before upon the firlt day of 
this Parliament through the Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe his great negligence 5 where alfo the fore- 
faid Prefentment of the Speaker is but fhortly 
fet down. |

—e. fon, from,the ambitious and bloo- 
dy Conqueft of the Spanifh King: and there- 
fore the Houfe did not only regard their private 
bufinefs, as the pafling of Bills, difcuffing Ele- 
ctions, preferving their Priviledges and the like, 
with which this Journal 1s abundantly ftored ; 
but alfo the publick fafety of her Majefty and 
her Realms by aiding her Highnefs with the un- 
ufual and extraordinary gift of four Fifteenths 
and Tenths and two entire Subfidies, the Clergy 
alfo adding two Subfidies of their own, and by 
defiring her alfo in the conclufion of this Parlia- 
ment to denounce open War again{t the King 
of Spaiv, who had fo lately invaded her, whom 
they concluded to have been the Root and 
Fountain of all the Confpiracies practifed , and 
ee the Rebellions raifed againft her Ma- 
jelly.

Whereupon the fame was then prefently read 
again, and upon the queftion committed unto 
all the Privy Council being of this Houfe, all 
thofe that have fpoken to the Bill, Mt Edward 
Dyer, M' Robert Wroth, Sir Henry Grey, M* Hare 
and others, who were appointed to meet in this

On Monday the 17° day of February the Bill 
touching the multiplicity of Suits and the excef- 
five number of Attorneys, was upon'the fecond 
reading committed unto the Knights for the 
Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, M' Recorder 
of London, M* Cronmwell and others, who were 
appointed to meet on Wedzefday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in Serjeants-Inn Hall 
in Chancery Lane. 

Sir Edwad Hobby fhewed with his great grief 
that fince the laft fitting of this Houfe he hath 
been of fome great perfonage ( being no mem- 
ber of this Houfe) very fharply rebuked for fome 
his Speeches delivered in this Houfe by him upon 
Friday \aft, in the fetting forth the Bill for re- 
formation of abufes in fome Officers of the Court 
of Exchequer, and that the fame his Speeches 
have been by fome ( he thinketh of this 
Howe) delivered unto the faid’great perfonage 
very untruly, as tending unto all the Officers of 
the fame Court; and fo fhewing other the par- 
ticulars as well of his own faid former Speeches as 
of the faid untrue report and finifter conftructi- 
on of the fame fomewhat at large, doth in the 
end refer himfelf therein to the teftimony of this 
whole Houfe: And with all praying the good 
confideration of this Houfe towards him in this 
his honeft and juft excufe, as in like former cafes 
hath been erft accuftomed towards other Mem- 
bers of this Houfe, and efpecially in regard of 
the maintenance and prefervation of the antient 
Liberties of the fame, defired, that by fome of 
this Houfe the faid great perfonage may be fa- 
tisfied of the truth of the cafe, and alfo moved 
to thew the name of the reporter of the faid un- 
true Speechs and to that end citeth unto them 

two like Precedents of this Houfe, the one in the 
time of King Edward the 6‘* and the other 
of the Queens Majefty that now is. And fheweth 
further that he thinketh his faid Speech by him 


firft delivered in this Houfe was difcovered fince 
M' Speaker his late admonition generally given 
to this whole Houfe againft the uttering of the 
fecrets of this Houfe either in Table-talk or 
Notes in Writing, and not before. And fo con- 
cluding giveth due commendation to the faid 
Bill, and prayeth another reading thereof pre- 
fently, and alfo all good and fpeedy courfe both 
in the Commitment and other paflages of the 
fame.

M‘ Chancellor of the Exchequer fheweth firft, 
that he offereth not to fpeak to any prejudice 
of the faid motion, but putting the Houfe in re- 
membrance of their charge given unto him and 
others for Conference to be had touching fome 
convenient fupply of Treafure to be had and le- 
vyed for the neceflary defence of her Majetty 
and this Realm, now prefently in danger of 
fuch mighty and great enemies, as erft of late 
hath been at large delivered unto this Houfe by 
fome Members of the fame, declared unto them, 
that he and the gréater part of the refidue of the 
Committees therein, though divers of them did 
not give that attendance therein which fo great 
and weighty a caufe doth require, have met and 
had Conference together about the fame four 
feveral times, and that at the laft and fourth 
time of their faid conference they refolved upors 
{uch an- extraordinary proportion of provifion 
as they thought the prefent extraordinary. occa- 
fion of neceflity doth require, and that they did 
fet the fame down in writing, which he alfo 
moved might be read unto them, to the end that 
if it might upon the reading thereof {tand with 
their good liking to allow of it and give their 
affents unto it, M‘ Speaker might then deliver 
it to her Majefties learned Councel to have 


the fame framed into the form of a Bill to be 


proceeded in and paft in this Houfe; and fhew- 
ed further, that a$ the grant of this Contribu- 
tion is greater than hath been heretofore for 
the moft part ordinarily ufed to be granted

Sir Henry Knyvet entreth into Speech of fome 
recital of the {aid grief of the faid Sir Edward 
Hobby, and well liking and allowing of due con- 
Gderation to be had thereof by this Houfe, rect 
teth very briefly the whole fubftance in effect 
both of the faid firft Speech of the faid Sir Ed- 
ward Hobby, and alfo of his {aid late Motion, and 
giving due commendation of the fame his firft 
Speech and alfo of his faid proteflation of ex- 
cufe, urgeth the prefent reading and proceeding 
of the faid Bill withal fpeed. Whereupon after 
fundry other Speeches tending likewife to the 
profecution of the faid Bill to Commitment, it 
was upon the queftion Ordered that the fame 
Bill fhould be prefently read accordingly.

Whereupon after fundry other Difputations of 
other Members of this Houfe had upon the faid 
Bill, it was at laft upon the queftion committed 
unto Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Fobx 
Parrot, Mr. George Moor , Mr. Sutton, Sir Ed- 
ward Dymock, and others, who were appointed 
to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Mr. Serjeant Shuttleworth and Mr. Doctor Aw- 
berry do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled 
An AG providing remedy againft difcontinuan- 
ces in Writs of Error in the Exchequer and Kings 
Bench. 

Mr. Speaker noting the great diforder in this 
Houfe by fome that {tanding up and offering to

Kuyvet , Sir Thomas Palmer, Sir George Moore, 
M' Serjeant Walmefley, M' Francis Haftings, M' 
Alford, Mt Wroth, Sir Richard Kxuightly, Sir Ro- 
bert Fermin, M' Heydox, Mt Recarder of Lon- 
don, M* Beamond, M' Cook , M' Beale, M' Cra- 
dock, M' Markham™M' Lieutenant of the Tower, 
M! Tho. Knivet, M' Cromwell, Mt Richard Brown, 
M' Conishy, Sir Philip Butler and Mr. Outred were 
nominated and fent up to’ the Higher Houfe to at- 
tend the faid fourteen Committees of the Lords 
touching their imparting unto this Houfe the faid 
Meflage delivered unto them from her Majefty,and 
the paper Bill touching Purveyors was deliver'd 
to Mr. Cromwell one of the faid Committees, and 
the Note of the Committees names to Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain. 

Mr’ Recorder one of the Committees in the Bill 
for Reformation of diforders of common Inns and 
other Victualling Houfes, fhewed the meeting and 
travail of the Committees,and fome Caufes which 
moved them to deal only with that part thereof 
which concerneth Casks and the Gaging of Veflels 
for Beer and Ale,and fo offereth a new Bill for that 
purpofe,with requeft for good expediting thereof. 

Mr. Apfley moved this Houfe touching the 
great inconveniences grown by the great num- 
ber of Pluralities and Non-Refidents, and offer- 
eth a Bill for Reformation thereof, praying the 
fame might be prefently read, which was fo done 
by the order of the Houfe accordingly.

Houfehold or in her faid Court. Whereupon 
after {undry Motions, Speeches and advices what 
might be{t be done for fatisfying her Majefty of 
the doings of this Houfe concerning their deal- 
ings in both the faid Bills either by way of ex- 
cule or confeffion or otherwife howfoevers It 
was in the end refolved to make choice of fome 
Committee of this Houfe both to confider fur- 
ther of the courfe, and alfo to fearch fuch Prece- 
dents as might beft ferve for that purpofe; And 
then were named the {aid former Commmittees, 
and Mr. John Hare, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Clark, Mr.

On Friday the 28 day of February, Four

tothem, of her Highnefs great and ineftimable 
loving care towards her loving Subjects, yea 
more shan of her own felf; or thanany of them 
have of chemfelves. And as to the parts of the 
prefent humble Petition of this Houfe unto her 
Highnefs in the grievances by the Purveyers and 
in the Court of Exchequer, It pleafed her Ma- 
jefty to tell them, that’ for the one, to wit the 
abufes of Purveyers, her Highnefs of her own 
Princely care towards her Subjects had given or- 
der unto the late Lord Steward to addrefs his 
Letters unto all the Shires of this Realm for the 
due inquiry and Certificate of the mifdemeanors 
of Purveyors in all places, for fome courfes 
thereupon to be had for. convenient redrefs in 
the fame: And that before any Order could 
well be taken for accomplifhing that good in- 
tended effect, the Spaniards upon a fuddain at- 
tempted the invafion of this Realms by reafon 
whereof (her Majefty {aid} the faid purpofe was 
not performed. And fo fhewing further, that 
her Majefty having as much skill, will and power 
to rule and govern her own Houfehold as any 
Subje& howfoever to rule and govern them 
without the help or aid of their Neighbours; fo 
her Majefty minding very carefully of her own 
more gréat Jove and affection towardsher dutiful 
and loving Subjects ( whofe moft faithful and 
approved good love and fidelity towards her 
fhe more efteemeth than all the Treafures of the 
world befides) very fhortly to caufe a Colledion 
to be made of all the Laws already in force 
touching Purveyors,and alfo all the conftitutions 
of her Highnefies Houfehold in that cafe, and 
thereupon by the advice of her Judges and her 
Learned Council to fet down fuch a Form and 
Plot for the faid Redrefies yea and that before 
the end of this prefent Seffion, as fhall be as good 
and better for the eafe of the Subjects than that 
which this Houfe had attempted without her 
Privity, and in which they would have bereaved 
her Majefty the Honour, Glory and Commen- 
dation of the fame. And touching the Exche- 
quer fhe faid, it was her Chamber, and fo more 
near unto her than the Houfehold: And that in 
the tenth year of her Raign her Majefty had 
caufed certain Orders and Conftitutions to be 
fet down for the due and fit courfe of fuch things 
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in the faid Court as her Subjects feem to be 
grieved for.

Upon the faid Speeches Mr. Speaker maketh 
the queftion; and thereupon it was refolved by 
the whole Houfe for joining with their Lordfhips

After which her Majefty having given her 
Royal Affent unto the paffing of fixteen publick 
Ads and eight private Aéts, being all the Statutes 
that pafled this Parliament , Sir Chriftopher Hat- 
ton Knight Lord Chancellor , by her Majefties 
Commandment, Diffolved the fame.

was made , and the reft of the faid Houfe, as 
many as could conveniently get in, had placed

If 1 may be fobold 
as to remember a Speech (which I cannot for- 
get) ufed the laft Parliament in your Majefties 
own Mouth , Many come hither ad confulendum 
ui nefciunt quid fit confulendum, a jalt reprehen- 
fron to many as to my (elf alfo, an untimely 
Fruit, my years and judgment ill befitting the 
ravity of this place. But howfoever [know my 
ff the meaneft, and inferiour unto all that ever 
were before me in this place, yet in faithfulnefs 
of fervice and dutifulnefs of love, I think not 
my felf inferiour to any that ever were before 
me. And amidft my many imperfections, yet this 
is my comfort, I never knew any in this place, 
but if your Majefty gave them favour; God 
who called them to the place , gave them alfo 
the bleffing to difcharge it. 
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The Lord Keeper having received Inftruéti- 
ons from the Queed, Anfwered him. 


_ M'Sollicitor, Her Graces moft Excellent Ma- 
jelty hath willed me to fignify unto you, that

ers, It is by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

that have given their Attendance here, and have 
charitably and honourably yielded to this Contri- 

bution, thought meet, and fo it is Ordered and 

Decreed by them with common and free con- 

fent, that all the Lords of Parliament that have 
been altogether abfent in this Seffions , and that 
fhall not have Contributed to this charitable ufe 
of relief before the end of this Seffions, fhall be 
required by Letters to be fent to them by the 
Lords that had their Procuration for their ab- 
fence, or by Letters from the Lord Keeper of 
the Great Seal required and charged, to Caufe 
payments to be made according to their Degrees 
and Vocations the double of the fums of money 
paid by the Lords that have been here prefent 
and continued their Attendance: That is to fay, 
that every Earl that hath been abfent, fhall pay 
four pound , the Archbifhop of Tord to pay as 
much. And every Bifhop alfo abfent to pay three 
pound, and every Baron forty fhillings. And for 
fuch as have been here prefent and continued 
their Attendance at fome times though very fel- 
dom, having been abfent for the more part, it is 
thought meet, that every fuch Lord Spiritual and 
Temporal fhall according to their Degrees pay a 
third part more than the Lords that have been 
conftantly prefent. All which fums of money 
they hall caufe to be delivered to, the hands of 
the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, to be after- 
wards by fuch Spiritual Lords of Parliament as 
are chofen for that purpofe; diftsibuted to the 
maimed Souldiers as fhall be found to have moft 
need thereof. The like whereof the Commons 
Affembled in this Parliament have Ordered. For 
all the Members of that Houfe that are abfent 
and have not paid, are to contribute in double 
manner. Which Order is thought very juft, con- 
fidering the Lords and others who have been 
abfent and have been at no charge to come up 
and give their Attendance, may very reafonably 
and with a great faving to their Charges contri- 
bute to this Order. And if any Lord Spiritual 
or Temporal fhall refufe or forbear thus to do, 
(which is hoped in Honour none willdo) there 
fhall be ordinary means ufed to levy the fame. 


On Friday the 6 day of April, to which day 
the Parliament had been laft continued, four Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 3 of which the fecond being the Bill for a- 
voiding deceits ufed in fale of twice laid Cord" 
age for the better prefervation of the Navy of 
this.

On Saturday the 7** day of April, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft being the Bill for rating 
of the Wages of Spinners and Weavers, and to 
reform the falfities of Régrators of Woollen 
Yarn, was read priméa vite. 

On Monday the 9** day of April, to which day 
the Parliament had been Ja{t continued , three 
Bills were each of them read jecunda @ tertia 
vice, and {o expedited 5 of which the fecond was 
the Bill for the bringing of frefh Water to the 
Town of Stoxechoufée in the County of Devon. 

Eight Bills alfo this Morning were fent up to 
the Lords from the Houfe of Commons; of 
which the firft being the Bill for the Naturalizing 
of Fuftice Dormer and George Sheppy being born 
beyond the Seas, of Englifh Parents, and to put 
them in the nature of meer Englifh, was read 
prima & fecunda vice. 

But it doth not appear whether this Bill were 
committed or no, which did not only happen in 
this place by the negligence of M' Athony Ma- 
fon at this time Clerk of the Upper. Houfe , bute 
alfo through the whole Original Journal Book 
of the faid Houfe this Parliament 5 in all which 
although divers Bills are faid to be read the fe- 
cond time, yet it is not at all exprefied whether 
they were thereupon Ordered to be ingrofled, 
or further to be confidered of by fome feleé& 
Committees of the Houfe ; one of which of ne- 
ceffity muft be put in Execution upon the faid 
fecond reading of a Bill, both in the Upper 
Houfe and that of the Houfe of Commons, un- 
Jefs the Bill have its third reading alfo at the 
fame time and pafs the Houfe, or elfe be dafht 
upon the queftion, and fo caft out of it. 

This Morning finally, Whereas a Bill Intituled 
An AG touching Power and. Liberty to repeal 
certain ufes of a Deed Tripartite herem men- 
tioned of and in certain Lands, Mannors and 
Tenements of Axthony Cooke of Romford in the 
County of Ejex Efquire , hath been heretofore 
three times read and affented unto by the Lords, 
in the which Bill there is no Saving to the Queens 
Majefty or any other perfon or perfons, of their 
lawful Eftates or Titles; This day there was a 
Saving drawn for her Majefty and all others, 
which was offered to this Houfe; and fome que- 
{tion and ambiguity did grow, whether the Sa- 
ving fhould be now added to the Bill. And in 
the end it was refolved, that the Saving fhould 
be added to the Bill ; for that it is ufual and re- 
quifite to have fome Saving inevery Bill, and for 
that there was hothing in the Saving contrary to 
any matter in the Bill, and that her Majefties 
Right and all other be faved thereby. Never- 
thelefS upon weighty confiderations the Lords 
have Ordered , that this fhall not hereafter be 
drawn to make any Precedent. 

On Tuefday the 10° day of April in the Morn- 
ing were two Bills read, of which the fecond be- 
ing the Bill for the Queens moft gracious and 
general free Pardon, was read prima vice, and fo 
pafled upon the queftion. 

Nota, 
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Nota, That the Bill or A& for the Queens ge- 
neral Pardon pafleth each Houfe upon the firft 
reading 5 Whereas other Bills cannot be expedi 
ted without being read three times both by the 
Lords and the Commons. 

The Queens Majefty came not till the After- 
noon, and therefore in this place through the 
negligence of the Clerk, the continuing of the 
Parliament until fome hour in the Afternoon is 
omitted, which fhould have been inferted in 
thefe words, viz. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continnavit pre- 
fens Parliamentum ufque in horam, Gc. a Me- 
ridie. 

Between five and fix of the Clock in the After- 
noon this prefent Txefday, being the tenth day 
of April, the Queens Majelty, accompanied with 
her Officers and daily Attendants, came.to the 
Upper Houle, and as foon as her Majefty with the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the reft that 
have place there, were fet, the Knights, Ci- 
tizens and Burgefles of the Houle of Commons 
having notice thereof came up with their Spea- 
ker, bringing with them the Bill of Subfidy. 
The faid Speaker being placed at the Bar at the 
Jower end of the Upper Houle, and as ma- 
ny of the Houfe of Commons as could conveni- 
ently being let in, after Humble Reverence done 
to her Majefty {pake as followeth: 


Your Highnefs Wifdom and exceeding Judg- 
ment withal careful Providence needed not yout 
Councils: But yet fo urgent Caufes there were 
of this Parliament, fo important Confiderations, 
as that we may fay (for that we cannot judge) 
never Parliament was fo needful as now, nor 
any fo Honourable as this. 

If I may be bold to fay it, I muft prefume to 
fay that which hath been often faid, (but what 
is well faid cannot betoo often {poken) this {weet 
Council of ours I would compare to that {weet 
Commonwealth of the little Bees. 


Sic enim parvis contponere magna folebam. 


The little Bees have but one Governout 
whom they all ferve, he is their King, quia laterd 
habet latiora ; he is placed in the mid{t of their 
habitations wt iz tutiffima turri. They forragea- 
broad, fucking Honey from ever Flower to bring 
to their King. Ignauum fucos pecus a prafepibus ar- 
cent, The drones they drive away out of their 
Hives, on habentes aculeos. And who fo afiails 
their King,-in him tvemittunt aculeos; G tamen 
Rex ipfe eft fine Aculeo. 

Your Majefty is that Princely Governour and 
Noble Queen, whom we all ferve 3 being pro- 
tected under the fhadow of your Wings we live, 
and wifh you may ever fit upon your Throne 
over us. And whofoever fhall not fay Amen; 
for them we pray ut convertantur ne-pereant, > ut 
confundantur ne noceant. Under your happy go- 
vernment we. live upon Honey, we fuck upon 
every {weet Flower: But where the Bee fucketh 
Honey, there alfo the Spider draweth Poyfon. 
Some fuch venoms there be. But fuch Drones and 
Door Bees we will expel the Hive and ferve your 
Majefty, and with{tand any enemy that fhall af- 
fault you. Our Lands, our Goods, our Lives 
are proftrate at your feet to be commanded. Yea 
and (thanked be God, and Honour be to your 
Majefty for it) fuch is the power and fotce of 
your Subjects, that of their own {trength they 
are able to encounter your greate{t enemies. 
And though we be fuch, yet have wea Prince 
that is fize Aculeo, fo full of that Clemency is 
your Majefty. I fearI have been too long, and 
therefore to come now to your Laws. 

The Laws we have conferred upon this Sef 
fionsof fo Honourable a Parliament are of two 
natures; the one fuch as have life but are ready 
to die, except your Majefty breathe life into 
them again 3 the other are Laws that never had 
life, but being void of life do come to your Ma- 
jefty to feek Life. 

The firft fort are thofe Laws that had continu- 
ances until this Parliament, and are now to re- 
ceive new Life or are to die for ever. The other 
that I term capable of life are thofe which are 
newly made, but have no eflence until your Ma-

Eleétions, Returns and fuch like private Affairs 
of the Honfe it felf: So that not. only the dan- 

ers of the Realm were difcufled and the Eccle- 
Fatical Government touched, but alfo confulta- 
tion was had for a feafonable and timely prepara- 
tion to be made againft the ambitious and proud 
defigns of the Spanifh King. Neither is it un- 
worthy the Obfervation , that fome unufual di- 
{taft was occafioned from her Majefty towards 
fome Members of the Houfe by reafon of their 
intermedling with the Succeflion of the Crown, 
which fhe had exprefly forbidden.

All which becaufe they be 
things of moft dear and greatelt price , and at 
this prefent in eA pane great and imminent 
danger, it is moft behcofful to confult of {fpeedy 
remedjes, which fhould proceed from the wifeft 
Heads, The Enemy to thefe is the King of Spain, 
whofe malice and ambition is fuch, as together 
with the Pope, that Antichrift of Rowe, (for t 

may 
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may well couple them together , the one being 
always accompanied with envy at our Profperity, 
the other with unfatiable defire) makes them by 
all means to feek the Subverfion of the State. But 
concerning the firft the caufe of God and hisRe- 
ligion, which her Majefty profeffed before the 
came to fit in this Royal Seat, which fhe hath 
defended and maintained , and for which caufe 
God hath fo bleffed her Government fince her 
coming to the Crown: Yea while the Crown 
was {carce warm on her Head ; fhe abolifhed the 
Authority of Rome, and did fet up Gods truth 
among(t us; and to her great renown made this 
little Land to bea Sanctuary for all the perfecuted 
Saints of God: whereby the people perceived 
her Magnanimity, Zeal and Judgment 5 Magna- 
nimity in undertaking fo great an Enterprize 5 
Zeal in profeffing the fame not for the fhew, but 
of fincerity ; Judgment in defending it and pre- 
venting all his defigns. He fent forth his Bulls 
and Milfives againft her Majefty, thereby moft 
unnaturally depriving her of her moft natural 
right, the Duty and Loyalty which her Subjects 
fhould owe unto her, @c. He touched the ma- 
ny dangers her Majefty had been in, which as it 
caufed him to fear to think, fo did he tremble 
to fpeak concerning the danger of her Country, 
and fo the lofs of our Lives, Liberties, Wives, 
Children, and all other Priviledges. Let me not 
trouble you with things pat fo long and perhaps 
beyond ‘my reach, but with things paft of late 
years and fince Eighty eight. When we were fo 
fecure and never thought that the King of Spaiz 
would have fet up his Reft for England; Then 
fent he his Navy termed Invincible, and was al- 
moft upon the Banks of us before we were 
aware. Yea we were fo flack in provifion, that 
it was too late to make refiftance, had not God 
preferved us. His attempt again{t us by feeking 
to win the Low-Countries and to obtain Ireland, 
being but trifles and partly devices, which I 
mean not to trouble you with 5 he hath now of 
late gone about to win Frawce, wherein he hath 
greatly prevailed , as in Lorraiz and in other 
parts, as you have heard , but {pecially in Brz-. 
tany, having moft part of the Port Towns in his 
Poffeffion, whither he ftill fendeth fupply daily, 
and reinforces them every four or five Months, 
which part is always open and his men and for- 
ces never wanting. This Province he efpecially 
defireth, for it lyeth moft fitly to.annoy us, whi- 
ther he may fend forces continually, and there 
have his Navy in a readinefs 5 the which he 
could not fo eafily, unlefs he had the wind in a 
bag, Befides having this Province,he might keep 
us from Traffick to Roche] and Burdeaux, as he 
doth in the Straights from Tripoly and St Fean de 
Luce: And fo hinder us from carrying forth and 
bringing into this Land any Commodities from 
thofe parts, whereby the Realm might be in- 
riched and her Majefties Impoft ever eafed, being 
one of the greate(t Revenues of her Crown. He 
hath alfo gone about with them of Stade and the 
King of Poland, one of his own Faction , and 
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who by reafon he cannot do in that Kingdom 
what he lifteth , he may not fo eafily command 
him to impeach, or hinder our Traffick in thofe 
Eattern parts, which if he could bring to paf;, 
you fee how hurtful it would be to this 
Land. 

But to defcend yet lower into thefe latter AGi- 
ons. He hath feen it is but a folly to make Wood- 
den Bridges to pafs into Ireland, therefore he 
hath found out a fafer way and ftronger paflage 
into it by Land, and that by Scotland, which 
though it be not talked of on the Exchange, nor 
Preached at Paul's Crofs5 yet it is moft true, and 
in Scotland as common as the high-way , That 
he hath procured unto him many of the Nobi- 
lity. It may be he hath fent thither no great Na- 
vy, and that her Majefty would not fuffer him 
todo yet do what fhe can, fome one Paltry 
Fly-Boat may efcape her Majefties Ships, and car- 
ry gold enough in her to make them Traytors, 
and ftirthem to Sedition. Thefe things her Ma- 
jefty underftood before, and Advertized the 
King thereof; which the effe& hath proved to 
be true. For unlefs I be deceived, the laft Let- 
ter that came from thence might thew that the 
King is gone tomake a Rode into the North, and 
to bring back the Lord Bothwell and the Lord 
Huntley. The King of Spain's malice thus daily 
increafeth againft us, and feeketh alfo to ftir up 
Sedition antongft us by his Inftruments. The num- 
ber alfo of Papifts datly increafeth , or at leaft 
wife becomes more manifeft. My advice is, that 
you would confult how to withftand fuch immi- 
nent dangers, which-the greater they be, the 
fooner they would be looked into and remem- 
bred. Wherefore I would defire M‘ Speaker 
that he would appoint fome Committees of the 
fufficienteft and wifeft men in the Houfe to con- 
fider thereon. 


Sir Fohn Wolley {pake to the like Effect,faying, 
that upon the Caufe of the danger the Realm 
was now in, and of the remedy, his Speech 
fhould confift;which he likened to a naturalBody, 
in which the more danger the principal Member 
was in, the greater means there fhould be ufed 
for the prefervation thereof, Roaz being made 
now Admiralof Frazce by the League, fhould 
fay, that he was a poor Admiral now, but yet 
he doubted not but that fhortly he fhould be 
able to bring fucha Navy as fhould terrify the 
Queen of Exgland. Alfo he fhewed how the 
Princes of the Holy League had confpired the 
overthrow of the Realm, the extirpation of 
Religion, and the confufion of her Majefty and 
her Loyal Subjects. And exhorted the Houfe, 
now becaufe the feafon of the year groweth on, 
which calleth many of the Knights and Burgefles 
to bein their Countries, befides the Sicknefs be- 
ing in the Town, fo that many of that Houfe he 
thought knew not whether they lodged in Houfes 
infected or not, that they would feek to di- 
{patch and end the Parliament fo foon as might 


be. He alfo fhewed how the Duxkirkers oe 
e 
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led our Fifhermen in {mall Barks upon the Sea- 
coafts. And-fo that this matter might be Com- 
mitted to fome of the fufficienteft in the Houfe. 
He alfo exhorted the Houfe to a fpeedy agreeing 
of a Subfidy: which confidering the dangers 
we were in, and that it was for our own good, 
as alfo for her Majefty’s, he hoped that no good 
Subje& but would willingly agree toit. Alfo 
he thewed that the Wars with the King of 
Spain had coft her Majefty a Million of Money : 
but this he avouched, that where it coft her M.a- 
jefty one, it coft the King of Spain three. 


Then Sir Fob Fortcfeue {pake and faid : They 
that {pake before me, fpake fuffictently of the 
Authors of our trouble, of the great danger 
which is now,imminent, infomuch that as it 1s 
come to that point now, Now utrum imperare, fed 
utram viverel will {peak of nothing but that which 
concerns my Calling. Her Majelty not being 
only careful for the prefervation of Her own 
Realm, but of her Neighboursalfo 5 fhe hath not 
only defended her own Subjects from being in- 
vaded, but alfo hath aided Strangers which wan- 
ted Money, with whom otherwife it would have 
gone ill by this time both with them and our- 
felves. Infomuch that the burthen of four King- 
doms hath refted upon her Majefty, which fhe 
hath maintained with her Purfle,Eveland, France, 
Treland,and Scotland. For how could the French 
King. at his firft coming to the Crown have 
held out againft thofe Leaguers, had not her Ma- 
je(ty affifted him with her Menand Money,which 
hath coft her Majefty about a hundred thonfand 
pound? For ‘tis weil known that the French King 
had not beenable to with{tand theDuke of Parza’s 
coming into France, had it not been for our 
Englifhmen and Money. As for the Low Coun- 
tries, they have {toad her Majefty in yearly, fince 
fhe undertook the defence of them, one hundred 
and fifty thoufand pound. All which her Ma- 
jefty beftowed for the good of the Realm, to 
free us from War at home. Befides, when her 
Majefty came to the Crown, fhe found it four 
Millions indebted; her Navy when fhe came to 
view it, fhe found greatly decayed : Yet all this 
hath difcharged, and (thanks be to God) is no- 
thing indebted 5 and now the is able to match 
any Prince in Europe, which the Spaniards found 
when they came to invade as. Yea fhe hath 
with her Ships compafled the whole world, 
whereby this Land is made famous through- 
out all places. She did find in her Navy all Tron 
Pieces, but fhe hath furnifhed it with Artil- 
lery of Brafs, fo that one of her Ships is not a 
Subjedt’s, but a petty King’s wealth. As for her 
own private Expences, they have been little in 
building ; fhe hath confumed little or nothing 
in her pleafures. As for her Apparel, it is Royal 
and Princely, befeeming her Calling, but not 
fumptuous nor exceflive. The Charges of her 
Houfe f{mall, yea never lefsin any Kings time. 
And fhortly (by Gods grace) fhe will free her Sub- 
jects from that trouble which hath come by the 


aidte! 
means of Purveyors. Wherefore fhe trufteth; 
that every good fubje& will affift her Majefty 
with his Purfe, feeing it concerns his own good 
and the prefervation of his eftate. For before 
that any of us would lofe the leaft member of his 
body, we would beftow a great deal, and ftick 
for no Coft nor Charges: How much more ought 
we in this political Body, whereof not only a 
member but the whole is in jeopardy, if we do 
not once haft tothe prefervation thereof? And for 
thefe Subfidies which are granted now adays td 
her Majefty, they are lefs by half than they were 
in King Henry the 8+’ time. Now although her 
Majefty had borrowed fome Money of het Sub- 
jefts befides her Subfidies, yet the had truly re- 
paid and anfwered every one fully. He defired 
the matter might be put toa Committee. 


Sir Edward Stafford {pake next to the like ef- 
fect 5 but what his faid Speech was, is not at all 
fet down in the aforefaid Anonymous Journal 
mentioned more fully at the beginning of this 
Journal prefent.

The Romans appointed ten men, who were 
to correct and recal all former Laws, and to fet 
forth thefe Twelve Tables fo much of all mento 
be commended. The Athenians likewile appoin- 
ted fix for that purpofe. And Lewes the 9 King 
of France did the like in reforming his Laws 
But what fhould here follow is 
wholly omitted in that Anonymous Journal men- 
tioned in the beginning of thefe Speeches, out 
of which they are all taken 5 yet it fhould feem 
that the main end and fcope of the enfuing par- 
ticulars of thisSpeech, which are omitted, were 
for the appointing of a feleé& and grave Commit- 
tee, both to confider of the dangers of the 
Realm, and of {peedy fupply and aid to be given 
to her Majefty. 

And thereupon after the Conclufion of this 
Speech of Mt Francis Bacon's, the Houle did ac-

Sure it is not fit, and her Ma- 
jefty cannot but be offended at it. For the Bill 
I proteft I know it not 5 but it feemed to contain 
things needful. Wherefore it were fitteft it 
fhould be commended to her Majefty, and fo 
recommended unto us. And if I may do this 
Office and Service for the Houfe, I will in all 
dutiful Loves and Service do it. But if the other 
courfe be taken, I fear the things fought will be 
denied for the violence ufed in it. 


Then Mr’ Speaker faid, In favour and free 
love, above my merits or defert, you have Ele- 
ed me, which fhould bind me to do all my beft 
Service, and to be faithful toward you. This 
Bill delivered me is long and containeth impor- 
tant matters of great weight, and fuch matters as 
cannot be expreffed in four words. It hath ma- 
ny parts, and if you put me prefently to open 
it, [cannot fo readily underftand it, and do it 
as I fhould; For indeed it isa matter far above 
my ordinary practice: and to deliver a thing be- 
fore I conceive it, Icould not. Wherefore if it 
would pleafe you to give me leave to confider 
of it, I proteft I will be faithful and keep it with 
all Secrecy. 


Hereupon the Houfe was in queftion, whether 
it fhould be committed to the Speaker only, or 
to the Privy-Council and him: but it was hol- 
den to be againft the Order of the Houfe thatany 
Bill fhould be committed before it was read. 
Therefore upon a Motion made by M" Wroth, it 
was agreed, that M' Speaker fhould have it. 

This Afternoon at two of the Clock M' Speaker 
was fent for tothe Court, where the Queen her 
felf gave him Commandment to deliver unto the 
Houle. feces ks and fo the matter abruptly 
breaks off in the faid Anonymous Journal, men- 
tioned more particularly in the beginning of this 
prefent Journal, out of which all thefe aforefaid 
Speeches are inferted : But that which fhould 
here follow can be no more but only, that her 
Majef{ty did Command him to deliver a certain 
Meffage to the Houfe the day following, which 
he did then perform accordingly: Us vide poftea 
in fine dici fequentis. 

Finally, the laft bufinefs of this Forendon was 
the reading and committing of an ordinary Bill, 
which is inferted out of the Original Journal- 
Book it felf.

The Bill laftly, that a Bar at large may be 
pleaded in.an Eje&ione firme, was upon the {e- 
cond reading committed unto M" Edgecombe, Sir 
Henry Kxivet, and the Serjeants at Law that are 
Members of the Houfe, Mr. Attorney of the 
Wards and others, who were appointed to meet 
upon Thurfday next at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon at Serjeants-Izn in Fleet{treet. 

On Wednefday the 28 day of February, the 
Bill for reducing of difloyal Subjects to their due 
Obedience, was read the fecond time. 

Nota, That before this Bill was committed, 
divers fpake unto it, which being omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book after the mentioning of 
the fecond reading thereof, I thought good to 
fupply the faid Speeches out of that Anonymous 
Journal fo often before-mentioneds and the ra- 
ther, becanfe this Bill being again{t Popith Recu- 
fants, the faid Speeches do contain matter of 
much weight in them. 

Mr. Cradock (after the faid Bill againft Re- 
cufants had been opened by Mr. Speaker upon 
the fecond reading thereof) fpake as fol- 
loweth. 


There is no man as I think {fo irreligious to- 
wards God, fo unloyal towards her Majefty, fo 
carelefs of the common Statutes, but thinks the 
Bill to be good, and the Law very neceflary be- 
fore it be Enacted: Yet it werefit every part of 
it were confidered of and reformed. The thin 
to wa i is this: The words of the A 
beang Every perfon that fhall receive a Recufant, &c. 
And thus the Purvey being General, the good 
Subjec& may be grieved by this Law; and he 
that fhall have but a Recufant in his Cuitody, 
fhall be within the letter of the Law for recei- 
ving a Recufant into his Houfe. Things to be 
confidered are firft,;Whetherit be good to deprive 
them of all their goods, for fo we fhall leave 
them no means of living. Secondly, Whether 
the Parties that be now Recufants being recon- 
ciled, if they fall into relapfe and afterwards be 
newly reconciled again, fhall be enabled to take 
benefit of their Lands and goods: for ’tis hard, 
if after their repenting they be not reftored. 


Then Mr. Pézlips Anfwering all Objections 
againtt the Bill, affirmed it fuffictent in all points, 
and that neither the fence nor the letter could 
be prejudicial to the good Subject. Only he 
could have witht it were provided that the Re- 
cufant fhould not ufe this Law to his benefit, by 
procuring Commons to be their Friends, and take 
Leafes of their own Lands an{wering the Queens 
Title. ) 


Mr. Finch made this Queftion, Whether thofe 
that came not to Church by reafon of the miflike 
they had of the Church Government, {hall be 
in like Cafe as a Recufant Papitt. 


Mr. Tichburz {aid he could have provided that 
the Father fhould not difinherit the Son, nor have 
power 
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power {9 to do for. being made conformable by | 


him that fhould have the bringing of him up. 


Then Mr. Nathanael Bacon {pake and faid, The 
Children might not be committed to the Bifhop 
of the Diocefs, becaufe their Chancellors are fo 
much affected to the Canon Law, that fome 
are infected with Popifh Religion. -Befides, the 
office of Bifhops is to preach, and this duty in 
the one calling would not be hindred by other 
affairs committed to their care. Wherefore fitter 
itis, that the Juftices of Affize fhould have the 
appointment of them. 

Then faid Sir Edward Stafford, it may be the 
Party is Enemy to him to whom the Child 
is committed , therefore the Commitment is to 
be by two or three. 


Then Mr. Wroth {pake as followeth. The Law 
hath no Provifo for Leafes, no remedy is appoin- 
ted, as by the diftrefs or otherwife, how the 
Guardian is to come by the money appointed to 
him for the Cuftody of the Child of a Recufant. 
And it were fit to make a Provifo that no Part 
being next Heir to the Child fhould be his Guar- 
dian. And the Recufant not to forfeit ten pound 
a Month for the keeping of his Wifes; otherwife 
for keeping of Servants Recufants. 

After all thefe Speeches they agreed to have 
the Bill committed. But the Committees names 
are all omitted in the faid Anonymous Journal, 
out of which thefe forefaid Speeches are inferted, 
and are therefore to be {upplied out of the Ori- 
giiial Journal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, 
where they are fet down in manner and form 
following, viz.

And the Bill was 
delivered to Mr. Serjeant Ye/vertov, who with the 
re{t was appointed to meet upon to Morrow next 
at two of the Ciock inthe Afternoon at Serjeants- 
Junin Fleet ftreet. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchewuer, one of the 
Committees in the great Caufe for Confultation 
and provifion of Treafure (appointed on Monday 
the 26° day of this inftant February foregoing) 
fhewed, that he and the refidue of the Com- 
mittees in that Cafe met yefterday in the After- 
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noon according to the Commiffion of this Houfe, 
and upon Conference had amongft them for 
fome convenient proportion of Treafure to be 
provided, did in the end agree, that two in- 
tire Subfidies and four Fifteenths and Tenths 
fhould be granted unto her Majefty, if this pre- 
fent Houfe fhall fo think good. Upon which 
Report by him made, it was upon the queftion 
agreed unto by the whole Houfe, that the fame 
two intire Subfidies and four Fifteenths and 
Tenths fhould be granted unto her faid Highnefs 
accordingly. Which done Mr. Nathanael Bacon, 
one alfo of the faid Committees, put the Houfe 
in remembrance, that at their faid Conference 
in the faid Committee it was moved by fome of 
them, that the prefent neceffity of the Caufes 
now moving them to offer the faid double Sub- 
fidy and double Fifteenths and Tenths, fhould 
be fet down and inferted in the Bill for the grant- 
ing thereof. 

After this Speech of Mr. Bacons there is no 
particular mention of any other Speech which 
was fpoken at this time touching this bufinefs in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and therefore thefe Speeches which follow 
are f{upplyed out of another Anonymous Journal 
of the paflages of this Parliament more particu- 
larly mentioned at the beginning of this prefent 
Journal. 


Sir Henry Kuivett fpake, allowing the Sub- 
fidies, but withal defired thefe things: Firft, that 
it might be lawful for every Subject to annoy 
the King of Spaiz that would, that weak Forces 
might not be {pent againft him, but a Royal 
Army. That we fhould not wraftle with him 
on our own ground but abroad. Further, that 
all her Majefties debtors might be called in, and 
her Majefty to have power to fell all the Debtors 
Lands, of what State foever they were feized 
of. NoSteward or Commiffioner but to anfwer 
her Majefty the Royal Fines and Sums they re- 
ceived. All her Woods to be viewed, and the 
great Timber to be for fale , the Copy wood to 
be fold to encreafe the Revenues. Licences gran- 
ted toany to have benefit of penal Statutes, to 
be taken in; and the whole benefit of Inns and 
Alehoufes to come to the Queen. A great be- 
nefit to come to the Queen by this new Statute 
againft Recufants. Their Children to be com- 
mitted to perfons of found Religion. The whole 
benefit of their relief and living to come to the 
Queen, deducting only charges for Education of 
Children. 


Serjeant Harris agreed on the Subfidy becaufe 
Parliaments were feldom, whereas by the Statute 
of 4 Edm. 3. they may be called every year. 
The Subfidies to be granted to maintain Wars 5 
but whether it be War or no War , as yet we 
know not: And the things which we take from 
the Spaniard, is doubted by many not to be law- 
ful prize. Therefore defires in the Subfidies to 
have it fet down, that thofe Subfidies be to 

maintain 
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maintain a War impulfive and defenfive againft 
the Spaniard. 


Sir Walter Raleigh feconded his Speech, apree- 
ing in all things with the Serjeant, and faid, he 
knew many that held it not lawful in Confct- 
ence, as the time is, to take from the Spaniards : 
And he knew,that if it might be lawful and open 
War, there would be more voluntary hands to 
fight againft the Spaniard, than the Queen fhould 
{tand in need of to fend to Sea. 


Nota, That thefe aforefaid Speeches are all that 


are found in the forementioned Anonymous Jour- 


nal, and therefore that which follows is made 
perfect out of the Original Journal-Book it felf, 


in manner and form following, viz. 


After the former and other like Speeches, in 
which alfo fome had moved , that to make the 
Wars againft the King of Spaiz and his Subjects 
lawful and warrantable, it fhould be inferted in- 
to the preamble of the faid Bill [that fo great 
and extraordinary fupply was at this time given 
for the refifting of his power and preventing of 
his malice] it was Ordered by the Houfe upon 
the queftion, that all theSerjeants at Law which

being confidered of afterwards by this Houfe, the 
fame may be delivered by Mr.Speaker to her Ma- 
jelties Learned Council for the framing and draw- 


ing of the faid Bill. 

Now in the next place there enfueth the Re- 
lation of her Majefties fending for the Speaker 
ye(terday , and of the Meflage which fhe gave 
him in Command to deliver to the Houfe ; all 
which he declared at large this day, as it is very 
elaborately and fully fet down in the Anonymous 
Journal mentioned more particularly at the be, 

inning of this prefent Journal, and therefore it 
1s wholly inferted out of it 5 and the rather, be- 
caufe it is almoft wholly wanting in the Original 
Journal-Book it felf, there being one whole blank 
Page and a good part of another Page left un- 
written, with intention doubtlefs at firft to have 
inferted it, although it was afterwards very neg- 
ligently omitted by Mr. Fulk Oxflow Clerk of the 
faid Houfe of Commons. It is therefore (as is 
aforefaid) very fitly f{upplied out of the Ano- 
nymous Journal in manner and form follow- 
Ing, UZ, 

After thefe Speeches (before fet down) touch- 
ing the Subfidy, M* Speaker ftood up and faid, 
That he had aMeflage to deliver from her Ma jefty 
to the faid Houfe. 


T be Fournal of the Houfe of Comal, 


Yefterday a great number of this Houfe (after 
many Speeches ufed)) delivered two Bills to me. 
Which Bills though not read, yet were diverfly 
fpoken of. They being long, the matters grave 
and of great importance, and the day being al- 
moft fpent, I defired further time to confider of 
the parts of the Bills. I humbly thank this Ho- 
nourable Houfe, time was freely granted me. It 
being almoft twelve of the Clock, I had perufed 
and read both the Bills; I have them about me, 
and they have been continually with me ever 
fince they were delivered untome. Never any 
mans eye more than my own ever {aw one word 
of them. 

A little after I had perufed the Bills, I was fent 
for by a {pecial Meflenger from her Majefty. 
Coming in her Royal prefence, I was commanded 
to deliver thefe words from her moft Excellent 
Majefty unto the Body of the Realm, for fo the 
termed this Houfe. The matter I have to {peak 
is great, yea it is the greateft matter that ever I 
had to deal in. Wherefore I pray God to dire& 
mentem ¢ lingnam hanc. 1 mutt be fhort, for 
her Majefties words were not many: And I may 
perhaps fail in the delivery of them. For though . 
my Auditors be great, yet who is fo impudent 
whom the prefence of fuch a Majefty could not 
appal? And it did greatly fear me when I faw 
none of thefe honourable perfons in her pre- 
fence , who were prefent at the holding of the 
matter: in this Houfe. Yet God in his Provi- 
dence had appointed it, That even in this while 
came in fome of the perfons here prefent , who 
if I fail in delivering what is given me in Charge, 
can report it unto you. And Iam glad there are 
Witnefies with me in this Action, what was my 
faithful fervice for this Houfe. I proteft, a grea- 
ter comfort never befel me, than that this my in- 
tegrity and faithful promife to this Houfe is not 
violated. For her Majefty in her moft gracious 
Wildom before my coming determined not to 
prefs me in this, neither indeed did fhe require 
the Bill of me; for this only fhe required of me, 
what were the things in the Bill {poken of by 
the Houfe ; which points I only delivered , as 
they that heard me can tell. 

The Meffage delivered me from her Majelty 
confifteth in three things; Firft, The end for 
which the Parliament was called 5 Secondly, The 
Speech which the Lord Keeper ufed from her 
Majefty 5 Thirdly, What her Pleafure and Com- 
mandment now is. For the firft, it isin me and 
my Power (I {peak now in her Majefties Perfon) 
to call Parliaments, it is in my power to end and 
determine the fame, it is in my power to affent 
or difient to any thing done in Parliaments. The 


| calling of this Parliament was only, that the Ma- 


jefty of God might be more religioufly ferved, 
and thote that ne§le& this fervice might be com- 
pelled by fome fharp means to a more due Obe- 
dience, and more true fervice of God, than there 
hath been hitherto ufed. And further, that the 
Safity of her Majefties Perfon and of this Realm 
might be by all means poffible provided for, 

againft 
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ap our great Enemies the Pope and the King 
of Spain. Her Majeftics Pleafure being then de- 
livered unto us by the Lord Keeper, it was not 
meant we fhould meddle with matters of State, 
or Caufes Ecclefiaftical 5 for fo her Majefty term- 
ed them. She wondred, that any could be of fo 
high commandment to attempt (I ufe her own 
words) a thing fo exprefly contrary to that 
which fhe had forbidden. Wherefore with this fhe 
washighly offended. And becaufe the words then 
{poken by my Lord Keeper are not now perhaps 
well remembred, or fome be now here that were 
not then prefent, her Majefties prefent charge 
and exprefs Commandment is, that no Bill touch- 
ing the faid matters of State or reformation in 
Caufes Ecclefiaftical be exhibited. And upon my 
Allegeance lam Commanded, if any fuch Bill be 
exhibited, not to read it, ¢c. 

Thus far out of the faid Anonymous Journal. 

On Thurfday the firft day of March, Four Bills 


of no great moment had each of them one read-. 


ing 5 -of which the firft being the Bill againft 
Strangers born to fell by way of retail Foreign 
Wares brought into this Realm, was read the 
firft time. 

Mr. Serjeant Yelverton,one of the Committaes 
for the examination of the Election and Return 
of the Members of this Houfe, and alfo of the 
Cafes for Priviledge, appointed on Monday the 
26% day of February laft paft, happening to fall 
out during this prefent Seflions of Parliament 
fhewed,that he and the refidue of the Committees 
for thofe Caufes did meet yefterday in the After- 
noon (according to the Commiffion of this Houfe 
to them in that behalf) and that having then fome 
Cafes brought unto them both touching Eledi- 
ons and Returns in fundry forts,and alfo one Cafe 
of Priviledge touching one Mr. Pitzherbert, 
Elected a Member into this Houfe, and alledged 
to be Outlawed upon Judgment, fhewed, that 
the greater number of the faid Committees ha- 
ving travelled in thefe Cafes, did impofe upon 
him the Charge of making the Report thereof 
unto this Houfe. Which becaufe he would 
gladly do in fuch wife, as the more part of the 
{aid Committees had affented unto, he had fet 
down the fame (he faid) in a Note for his better 
remembrance in writing. And fo particularly re- 
cited theState of the faidCafes treated of amongft 
the faid Committees, and to be fo reported 
over unto this Houfe for the further refolution 
and order of this Houfe to be had in the fame. 
After which words, although there follow fome 
four lines more in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons, (in which it is generally 
related, that the reft of this Forenoon was {pent 
in the agitation of this and fuch like bufineffes 5) 
yet becaufe neither any particular relation of the 
Speeches in this bufinefs of Mt Fitzherbert, or of 
thofe other aforefaid Paflages handled in the {aid 
Committee touching Elections is there fet down 
(although all the faid matter be of very great 
weight and confequence) I have therefore fup- 

plied a great part of the fame out of the afore- 


faid Anonymous Journal, more particularly men- 
tioned at the beginning of this prefent Journal, 

Where although all. that part of Mr. Serjeant 
Yelvertons Speech touching Mr. Fitzherberts Ele- 
ction be omitted (and which is before very hap- 
pily fupplied out of the Original Journal-Book 
it felf) yet the reft or at leaft the greater part of 
his Relations before mentioned is fet down, and 
is here inferted out of the fame, with divers other 
Speeches ufed and uttered chiefly touching that 
Queftion. All which, (fome alterations only 
excepted for order and explanation fake) are 
herein inferted out of the faid Anonymous Jour- 
nal in manner and form following, iz. 

Serjeant Yelverton {pake further alfo, (after he 
had finifhed the Relation of the Committees pro- 
ceeding touching M' Fitzherberts Ele@tion) con- 
cerning the priviledges of the Houfe. In which 
he declared the Cafe of the Burgefs of Mifcread 
in Cornwall, after whofe Election the Town re- 
fufed to deliver up their Indenture to the Sheriff: 
But the party EleGed made his Indenture and 
delivered it to the Clerk of the Crown, who 
filed it with the reft of the Indentures returned 
by the Sheriffs , the Sheriff having Indorfed ie 
upon the Writ. But this Indenture was never 
executed by the Sheriff, and yet the Return was 
holden ( by the Committees as it fhould feem) 
to be good. 


Mr. Heile, who had been another alfo of the 
Committees fpake next, and fhewed the ftate of 
this and fome other queftions handled in that 
faid Committee, which were as followeth, zz. 

John, ec. is returned in the Indenture by 
the name of Richard, and whether this may not 
be amended by the Houfe. 

Mr. Axdeley is returned Burgefs for two 
Towns, he having elected for which he will be, 
a New Writ is to be dire@ted to the other Town 
to chufe another. 

Two Burgefles are returned for one Town: 
One of the Burgefles being miftaken is willing 
to refign unto the other. Whether by the af- 
fent of the Sheriff and party this isto be done. 

The Bailiff of Southwark eleGteth himfelf by the 
name of Richard Hutton Gentleman, and the 
Indenture returned by the Sheriff is Richard 
Hutton Bailiff, if this be good. 

Thomas Fitzherbert of Staf- 
fordfhire being Outlawed upon 
a Capias utlagatum after Judg- 
ment, is Eleéted Burgefs of 
this Parliament. Two hours 
after his Election, before the 
Indenture returned , The She- 
riff arre{ted him upon this Ca- 
pias utlagatum. The party isin 
Execution. Now he fendeth 
this Supplication to this Houfe 
to have a Writ from the fame to

And that a Judge 
reported unto him,that in 34 Hez.8. a Burgefs be- 
ing arrefted and in Execution upon a Statute, 
could not have priviledge of the Houfe. 

Whereupon Mr. Finch faid, he could not tell 
which to hold or which fide to take. The Book 
of 20 Hex. 7.doth prove that there were Elected 
fuch as were Attainted, and that difability was 
taken againft them. The Writ to chufe a Bur- 
gefs is not Legalene hominem, but Idoueum: 
Therefore we ought not to be fo {trict as if he 
were to be challenged upon a Jury. 

At the Common Law, Outlawry was only for 
Caufes Criminal, as for Treafon or Felony; but 
this Outlawry in Perfonal Caufes ts only by the 
Statute of 11 Hex. 4. which makes not fo great 
a difability as that at the Common Law.

Mr. Tashorough, Mr. Stepherfon , Mr. Bronker, 
and Mr. Sandes {pake feveraliy alfo touching the 
fame matter, difputing and arguing it pro and 
con, as well for his being as not being a Member 
of this Houle, ‘as alfo for his having and not ha-< 
ving the priviledge of this Houfe; but they 
gave no other new reafons touching the {aid 
Cafe more than had been already delivered in 
a former difpute of the fame, the day laft im- 
mediately foregoing. 
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fes now, if this be not a good Eledtion. Thence 
it follows, that the party Elected is to have his 
priviledge. And though the Common Law doth 
difable the party, yet the priviledge of the 
Houfe being urged , that prevaileth over the 
Law. 


Then faid Mr. Speaker , I defire that 1 may be 
heard a word, not that I have any Voice or af- 
fent to give, chough I am of the Houfe , but be- 
caufe I am a Servant to the Houfe, and have 
fomewhat to fpeak. It appertaineth to my duty: 
and place, which I defire to have leave to utter, 
for my Speech fhall not tend to meddle to decide 
the Queition, but only to inform the Houfe of 
my knowledge, and to do that duty which I 
think belongeth to my felf. 

The Queftions delivered by the Committees 
were thefe two. Firft, Whether Mr. Fitzher- 
bert were any Member of the Houfe; And, fe- 
condly, If he were, whether to have the privi- 
ledge ? It hath been my manner ever fince my 
firft practice to obferve ftrange learning, efpeci- 
ally fuch as appertaineth to the Law, as inthis of 
the priviledge of this Houfe, therefore I will in- 
form what I have learned. Firft this Writ of pri- 
viledge muft go from the Body of this Houfe, 
made by me, and Ito fend it into the Chancery, 
and the Lord Keeper is to direct it. Now before 
we make fuch a Writ, let us know whether by 
Law we may make it, or whether it will be 
good for the Caufe orno. For my own part my 
hand fhall not fign it, unlefs my heart may affent 
unto it. And though we make fuch a Writ, if 
it be not warrantable by Law and the proceeding 
of this Houfe, the Lord Keeper will and mutt re- 
fufe it. No man fhall {tand more for the privi- 
ledge of this Houfe than I will, and what is the 
priviledge of this Houfe is meet fhould be obfer- 
ved.. To the matter, firft there hath been inforc’t 
her Majefties Commandment. I obey any Com- 
mandment of her Majefties, knowing them to be 
Great and Reverend, as far as any body. But I 
do not take it , that we have received any fuch 
Commandment 5 for her Majef{ties Command- 
ment by the Lord Steward was to every man 
that {tood Outlawed. We have no fuch Com- 
mand. 

Now whether a Man Outlawed may be a Bur- 
gefs, T hold it no queftion, but that a Man Out- 
lawed, Attainted or Exc¢mmunicated, or not 
lawfully Elected , if he be returned, out of all 
doubt is a lawful Burgefs. 

This is proved by Book Authority , and ex- 
prefs Statutes, as that of tr H. 4. Cap. 1.4. a 
Knight untryed returned fhall lofe his Wages, 
therefore allowed by the Statute to be a Knight, 
though untruly returned, and the penalty is only 
to lofe his Wages. Another Authority is in 8 
H. 8. Cap. 10. And if we go to examine perfons 
Elected to Parliament, we fhall then diflolve all 
Parliaments, and call in queftion all former Laws 
made, by reafon there were not lawful and_able 
Law-Makers, Ifit appeareth once unto us by

Record , that fuch a Man is Burgefs, we mutt 
believe the Record and make no queftion of it, 
For if fuch matters fhall be examinable by us, 
then muft we try it by witnefs from the place 
where the fact was, and fo fhall thofe a great 
way hence be driven by witnefs to prove whe- 
ther we be lawful Burgeffes or no 5 ‘which will 
be very inconvenient. But matters of Record, 
fuch as appear unto us to be recorded, thefe are 
to be examined by us, for the Record isto be 
feen. So that for priviledge I would grant it, if 
it were fedente Parliamento, G eundo, redeundo, 
or manendo, to every Member of thisHoufe. But 
the Caufe with Mr. Frtzherbert being, that after 
his Election and before his Return he is Arrefted 
and in Execution by a Capias after Judgment, 
whether this Man be to be priviledged or no. I 
will but fpeak what I think, and what I have 
learned , and I have good precedents for. In 
this Caufe he is not to have priviledge. For the 
queftion is, whether the Sheriff be to take no- 
tice of this Nomination, or not before he is re- 
turned unto him Elected: AndI think not, for 
it appeareth not unto the Sheriff before he is re- 
turned, whether he be Elected or not. So this 
Nomination is not a thing whereof he is tyed to 
take notice. 

In Ferris and Tenures Cafe, in 38 H.8. fal. 60. 
You may fee this Cafe. Thomas Thorp 31 H.6. 
was chofen Speaker of the Parliament, and after 
his Election and before the Parliament, upon a 
Suit betwixt the Duke of York and him, Thorp 
was takenin Arreft and putin Execution. Here- 
upon he put up his Petition to the Houfe of Par- 
liament to have the priviledge. Upon the refo- 
lution of both Houfes it was yielded he could 
not have the priviledge of the Houfe. 

This was alfo in H. 6. time, and in 2 Ed. 4. 
fol. 8. Ithink 5 the opinion there of Davby is re- 
ferred to this Caufe. And becaufe Mr. Fitzher- 
bert {tood Outlawed upon Judgment, a matter 
that is recorded, it were meet the whole caufe 
were brought before us, that we might the bet- 
ter judge uponit. And I think this courfe beft 
ftanding with the gravity of this Houfe, before 
that we made out any Writ, to grant a Habeas 
Corpus cum caufa returnable in Chancery, and the 
Sheriff to appear, the whole matter being tranf- 
mitted out of the Chancery hither, we to judge 
upon the whole Record as it fhall appear. And 
upon this Writ granted, the Sheriff bringing up 
the party, it fhall be no efcape in the Sheriff, nor 
the party hall not lofe his Action of Debt though 
he be delivered. 

This Courfé was well liked and the Motion 
agreed unto by the greater part of the Houle. 
Vide Mar. 1. antea G Mar. 17. poft, & Apr. 5. 

Thus far out of the before-mentioned Anony- 
mous Journal touching the aforefaid Queftion, 
how far an Outlawed Man might be a Member 
of the Houfe. The which and the further pro- 
ceeding therein being by the Speaker interpofing 
bimi}f for this tinie ‘reconciled , and upon the 
matter agreed upon, there followed the ga

of the great bufinefs touching the danger of the 
Realm, and fupply to be given to her Majefty, 
which had been before treated of by two fele& 
Committees of either Houfe, as may fully appear 
by theReport of that which was done at the faid 
Committee made this day unto the Houle by Sir 
Robert Cecil who had been one of them. Which 
being very exactly fet down in the Original 
Journal-Book it felf of the faid Houfe 5 is in- 
ferted out of it in manner and form follow- 
ING, Viz 


Sir Robert Cecil one of the Committees appoin- 
ted by this Houfe for Conference with the Com- 
mittees of the Lords fhewed, that he and the re- 
fidue of the Committees of this Houfe did ye- 
fterday in the Afternoon repair unto the faid 
Committees of the Lords at the place appointed, 
where the Lord Treafurer of Exgland in the 


name of the refidue of the faid Committees of 


the Lords fhewed unto the Committees of this 
Houle the great and prefent need of provifion 
of Treafure to be imployed for the defence of 
the Realm againft the Invafion of the great and 
mighty Enemies unto this Realm and State; and 
fhewing further , that the double Subfidy and 
Fifteenths and Tenths laftly granted unto her 
Maje{ty, amounting but unto two hundred and 
fourfcore thoufand pounds, her Majefty hath ne- 


verthelefs in thefe defenfive Wars expended of 


her own Treafure alone ten hundred and thirty 
thoufand pounds fince the time of the granting 
of the faid double Subfidy and of the faid Fif- 
teenths and Tenths. And that therefore their 
Lordthips weighing the great prefent neceflity 
of greater and more {peedy fupply of Treafure 
to be had than two intire Subfidies and four Fif- 
teenths, do negatively affrm, That their Lord- 
fhips will not give in any wife their aflents to 
pafs any A@ in their Houle of lefs than three in- 
tire Subfidies to be paid in the three next years 
at two payments in every of the fame years, the 
firft to begin foon after the next Ea/fer, and the 
fecond foon after the next Michaclwas, and fo 
yearly after Eaffer and Mickaelwas during the 
faid three years. And that to what proportion 
of benevolence or unto how much their Lord- 
fhips would give their affents in that behalf, they 
would not as then fhew unto the faid Committees 
of this Houfe. But infifting for Conference again 
to be had he further urged, that this Houfe 
might be moved to yield a greater fupply. To 
which end he alledged, that the ufual Jate Subfi- 
dies were very {mall, and were alfo impofed for 
the moft part upon the meaner fort of her Maje- 
{ties Subjects 5 declaring, that he knew one Shire 
of this Realm wherein there were many men of 
good living and countenance, but none of them 
in the faid laft Subfidies affefled at above four- 
{core pound Lands per Azzum. And that in the 
City of London alfo, where the greateft part of 
the riches of the Realm are, there was no one 
affefled at above two hundred pound goods a 
man, and that not yet paft above four or five 
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fuch. Which Speech in effect being ended, and 
in far better fort delivered: than he had repor- 
ted it, he in Conclufion referred the further 
confideration thereof to the gravity of the 
Houfe. 

Nota, That that which follows touching the 
Conclufion of this Forenoons bufinefS, as alfo 
touching the agitation of the aforefaid great 
matters, of the danger of the Realm, and of a 
proportionable fupply to be given, which enfied 
in the Houfe at the Committee in the Afternoon, 
are either very imperfectly fet down or wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it felf, and 
are therefore fupplied out of the faid Anonymous 
Journal more particularly mentioned at the be+ 
ginning of this prefent Journal. 


M' Francis Bacon as foon as Sir Robert Ceci 
had made an end of the former report of the 
bufinefs handled at the faid Committee, of which 
himfelf alfo had been one, f{pake next, and yield- 
ed to the Subfidy, but mifliked that this Houfé 
fhould join with the Upper Houfe in the grant- 
ing of it. For the Cuftom and Priviledge of this 
Houfe hath always been, firft to make offer of 
the Subfidies from hence, then to the Upper 
Houfe, except it were that they prefent a Bill 
unto this Houfe, with defire of our affent there- 
to, and then to fend it up again. And reafon it 
is, that we fhould {tand upon our priviledge, 
feeing the burthen refteth upon us as the greateft 
numbers nor is it reafon the thanks fhould be 
theirs. And in joining with them in this Motion, 
we fhall derogate from ours; for the thanks will 
be theirs and the blame ours, they being the firft 
movers, 

Wherefore I wifh that in this Action we 
fhould proceed, as heretofore we have done, 
apart by our felves, and not join with their 
Lordthips. And to fatisfie them who expe& an 
Anfwer from us to Morrow , fome Anfwer 
would be made in fome obfequious and dutiful 
manner. 

And out of his Bofom he drew an Anf{wer fra- 
med by himfelf to this effe&: That they had cons 
fidered of their Lordthips Motion, and thought 
upon it as was fit, and in all willingnefs would 
addrefs themfelves to do as fo great a Caufe de- 
ferved. To join with them he faid he could 
not, but with prejudice to the priviledge of the 
faid Houfe. Wherefore he defired as they were 
wont, fo that now they might proceed here- 
in by themfelves a part from their Lordfhips, and 
that they might do it without difcontent. To 
this purpofe he cited a precedent in H. 8. time, 
where four of the Lords came down into the 
Houfe of Commons, and informed them what 
neceffity there was of aSubfidy : And that there- 
upon the Houfe took it to confideration a part 
by themfelves, and at large granted it. By which | 
it fhould feem that he did infer, that the Lords 
might indeed give notice unto the {aid Houfe of 
Commons, what need or danger there was, but 
ought not to prefcribe them what to give, as at 
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the meeting of the former Committee the Lord 
Treafurer had done. 

Whereupon the Houfe well approving the faid 
Mr Bacon’s Opinion, it was upon the Queftion 
Ordered, That the former Committees of this 
Houfe in the fame Caufe (whofe names fee on 
Thurfday the firft day of this inftant March fore- 
going) fhould meet here in this Houfe at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon of this prefent day, 
for framing of an Anfwer of this Houfe to be 
made unto the faid Motion of the faid Commit- 
teesof the Lords, and to make Report to Mor- 
row in the Morning to this Houle of fuch their 
Anfwer fo to be framed; to the end the fame 
being agreed on and allowed by this whole 
Houfe, may prefently thereupon be fignified un- 
to the faid Committee of the faid Lords accord- 
ingly: for that the faid Committees of this Houfe 
did yefterday fhew unto their: Lordfhips, that 
their Lordthips fhould then receive an Anfwer of 
this Houfe unto their Lordfhips faid Motion. 

In the Afternoon of this prefent Priday afore- 
faid the Committees met in the Houfe according 
as it had been Ordered in the Forenoon by the 
faid Houfe, and fpent all the time in many good 
Difcourfes and Difputations for the Subfidy : But 
a great part thereof was {pent in arguing what 
the matter was which was referred unto them by 
the Houfe; whether a Subfidy fhould be yielded 
and that fignified for an An{wer from them to the 
Lords; Or whether the Committees were only 
to confider of an Anfwer according to M’‘ Ba- 
cons Motion, That this Houfe would alone by 
themfelves confider of the Subfidy without 
joining. 

Thefe following fpake for the Subfidy, efpeci- 
ally inforcing the neceflity of it. 


Sir Wiliam Moore thewed, firft, That her Ma- 
jefty had more Caufe to have the Subfidy than 
had H. 8. E. 6. or Queen Marys; for H. 8. his 
Wars continued not, though they were violent 
for the time. His Wars were impulfive and not 
defenfive. He had the fuppreflion of all the Ab- 
bies, a matter of great riches unto him. He had 
a Benevolence and then a Subfidy paid within 
three Months. Edm.6. had Chantries and all 
the Church Plate for relief paid him. Queen 
Mary had a relief paid her, which fhe never re- 
paid. But her Majefty that now is, hath been a 
continual defence of her own Realm and her 
Neighbours Kingdoms, England, Ireland, France 
and the Low Countries; yet hath fhe repaid the 
Loans, and had not fuch helps.

The Spaniard 


already hath fent {even thoufand Piftolets of Gold 


into Scotland to corrupt the Nobility, and to the 


King twenty thoufand Crowns now lately were 
difpatched out of France into Scotland for the 
Levying of three thoufand, which the Scottifh 
Lords have promifed ; and the King of Spaiz 
will Levy thirty thoufand more, and give them 
all Pay. Her Majefty is determined to fend Sir 
Francis Drake to Sea to encounter them with a 
great Navy. Wherefore this our danger is to 
be prevented, and thofe her Majefties infinite 
Charges by us to be fupplied. 


Sir Walter Raleigh {pake for the Subfidy, not 
only (as he protefted }) to pleafe the Queen, to 
whom he was infinitely bound above his deferts, 
but for the neceflity he both faw and knew. 
He very well difcovered the great {trength of 
the King of Spaiz. And to thew his Mightinefs, 
he told how he pofilefied ail the World. As alfo 
that his malice and ill purpofe was evident to 
this Realm, he fhewed how onevery fide he had 
beleaguered us. 

In Denmark the King being young he had 
corrupted the Council and. Nobility fo as he was 
very like to fpeed himfelf of thipping from 
thence. In the Marine Towns of the Low Coun- 
tries; and in Norway he laid in great ftore of 
(hipping. In France he had the Parliament 
Towns.at his Command. In Brittany he had all 
the beft Havens. And in Scotland he had fo 
corrupted the Nobility , that he had promifed 
them Forces to re-eftablifh Papiftry. That they 
were ready to joyn with any Foreign Forces that 
would make them ftrong, to be by themfelves 
and to refift others) For as he thought there 
were not fix Gentlemen of that Country of one 
Religion. In his own Country there ts all pof 
fible repairing, and he is coming with fixty Gal- 
lies befides other Shipping with purpofe to an- 
noy us. We mult then have no Ships ( if he 
invade us) riding at Anchor, all will be little 
enough to withftand him. At his>coming he — 
fully determineth to get Plymouth, or at leaft'to 
pofiefs fome of the Havens this Summer within 
our Land. And Plymouth is a place of moft 
danger, for no Ordnance can be carried thither 
to remove him, the paflages will not give leave. 
Now the way to defeat him is this, to fend a 
Royal Army to fupplant him in Brittany, and to 
pofiefs our feives there: And to fend a {trong 
Navy to Sea, and to lye with it upon the Cape 
and fuch places as his Ships bring his Riches to, 
that they may fet upon all that come. This we 
are able todo, and undoubtedly with fortunate 
fuccefs if we undertake it.

on, that M' Fitzherbert is rather to be called to 
appear in this Houfe by the Serjeants Mace of 
this Houfe, than by any Writ of the Chancery. 
And fo entring into a recital of George Ferrers 
his Cafe, was put in remembrance by M' Speaker, 
that the manner for the bringing im of the faid 
M Fitzherbert had received the Order of this 
Houfe yefterday, and was therefore now neither 
to be recalled nor further treated of by this 
Houfe, till the appearance of the faid M* Fitz- 
herbert be firft here made in this Houfe accord- 
ing to the faid former Order for the fame. 

Sir Robert Cecill, one of the Committees for 
the framing of an Anfwer of this Houfe to be 
made to the motion of the Lords concerning 
the Subfidy did meet yefterday in the Afternoon, 
and having had much fpeech and many Argu- 
ments, did not as then conclude or refolve of 
any form of Anfwer at all 5 for that fundry of 
the fame Committees then feemed diverfly to 
conceive of the fubftance of the matter delive- 
red to them in Charge by this Houle, fome con- 
ceiving it to tend only to the Confideration of 
the faid Note read by the faid M' Francis Bacon 
and no further; and fome again, that their 
Commiflion was to treat generally of fuch a 
form of Anfwer unto the faid Motion, as the 
more part of the fame Committees fhould think 
ficteft, and the fame afterwards to be reported 
co this Honfe, and referred further to the confi- 
deration of this Houfe, to be liked of or not 
liked of at their pleafure. And fhewed further, 
that he and the refidue of the faid Committees, 
had met together again this Morniig, and that 
the moft part of the faid Committees had for 
their parts yielded to grant Conference with the 
Lords, if this Houfe fhould fo think good, and 
had appointed him to fignify the fame unto this 
Houfe in the name of the faid moft part of the 
faid Committees, which he faid he had now 
done according to their charge which they had 
impofed upon him. And fo referring his faid 
teport to the cenfure of the refidue of the 
more part of the faid Committees he ended his 
Speech. 

Mr Wroth one other of the faid Committees, 
not any way excepting to any part of the faid 
Report made by the faid Sir Robert Cecill fo as 
before refolved by the more part of the faid 
Committees for yielding of Conference unto the 
Lords, fhewed, that he for his own part being 
alfo one of the faid Committees, did not at that 
time give his affent, neither yet now doth, that 
any Conference fhould be had with the Lords 
in the faid Cafe, for that in his opinion the fame 
would be much prejudicial to the Ancient Liber- 
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former ufwal and ancient Liberties and Priviledzes 


‘of this Houfe in treating of Subfidies, Contribu- 


tions and other like benevolences amongft them- 
felves, without any Conference therein at all 
had or ufed with the Lords of the Higher Honfe, 
doth give an inftance of a former precedent in 
the like Cafe s and offered to thew forth the 
fame precedent to this Houfe, which (being 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it felf, is 
here inferted out of the aforefaid Anonymous 


Journal more particularly mentioned at the be- 


ginning of this prefent Journal, and) was as fo}- 
loweth. Iz Anno nono H. 4. the two Houfes be- 
ing divided about the Subfidy, and the Higher 
Houle defiring a greater Subfidy than was gran- 
ted by the Lower Houfe 3 hereupon twelve that 
were fent as Committees to the Lords came 
down, and informed what was defired by the 
Upper Houfe ; namely a greater Sublidy, and to 
that end Conference to be had with them of the 
Houfe of Commons, The Commons thought 
themfelves grieved therewith, and fo returned 
their Anf{wer that they would confider what was 
meet to be done in fo general a matter, but 
thought the Conference a Derogation to the 
priviledge of the Houfe. Hereupon the King 
Anfwered, that he could not, neither was it fit 
to violate the priviledge of his Commons, but 
in all things thought it juft to prefer them. 
Which faid precedent being thus inferted out of 
the Anonymous Journal, the reft that followeth 
is continued out of the Original Journal-Book it 
felf taken in the Houfe and committed to wri- 
ting by M' Falk Onflow at this time Clerk of 
the Houfe ofGommons. For it fhould feem, the 
Speaker and the greater part of the Houfe very 
well approving , and being fatisfied fully with 
the aforefaid precedent cited by M' Beale, yet 
thofe of her Majefties Privy Council and the 
Courtiers alfo at this time of the Houfe were ftill 
earneft for admitting of a Conference with the 
Lords. And thereupon 

Sir Robert Cecil! {pake again , and did put the 
Houfe in remembrance of the great and urgent 
neceflity for the {peedy prevention and avoiding 
of the great and eminent perils and dangers of 
this Realm and State, to be effetted both by 
Confultation and alfo by provifion of Treafure 5 
and thinketh good that Conference of this Houfe 
were had with the Lords as a matter very behoof- 
ful: Efpecially for that their Lordfhips fome of 
them being of her Majefties Privy-Council do 
know both the purpofes and ftrength of the Ene- 
mies on the one fide, and alfo her Majefties pre- 
fent {tore of Treafure more or Jefs, on the other 
fide; much better than thofe of this Houfe do. 
Refolveth for his own Opinion ftill to give bis 
confent that Conference be had therein with the

Rood up, and reciting the 
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provifion, and that it cannot be otherwife, but 
that the proportion ofconvenient fupply of Trea- 
fure anfwerable to the greatnefs of the dangers 
which are imminent, muft needs require a grea- 
ter Mafs of Treafure to be had, than hath been 
as yet treated of in any refolution by this Houfe. 
And then the Queftion being urged and by the 
Order of the Houfe propounded, whether Con- 
ference fhould be had with the Lords, upon the 
Motion of the Committees of the Lords to the 
Committees of this Houfe in this Cafe or no, it 
was upon the doubtfulnefs of the Voices, twice 
given upon the Queftion thereof twice propoun- 
ded, refolved upon the divifion of the Houle ; 
That no fuch Conference fhould be had with the 
{aid Committees of the Lords, by the faid Com- 
mittees of this Houfe ; for the number of them 
which were for the faid Conference, and faid I, 
went out of the faid Houle, and were found to 
be in number buta hundred twenty eight,where- 
as thofe that were again{t the faid Conference 
and faid No, fate ftill in the Houfe being in num- 
ber two hundred and feventeen. So that the 
matter was over-ruled by eighty nine Voices 5 
with which the Order and Judgment of the 
whole Houfe went thereupon accordingly. 

M: Serjeant Fleetwood and M' Doctor Ford 
do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled an Act for 
the better aflurance and confirmation of the 
Jointure of the Lady Margaret Countels of Cum- 
berland. 

After the delivery of this Bill thus fent from 
the Lords the Houfe proceeded in the further 
agitation of the foregoing great bufinefs which 
by the bringing down of the laft mentioned Bill 
from their Lordfhips had been a while interrup- 
ted. For it having been already over-ruled by 
the Houfe, that there fhould be no Conference 


admitted with the Lords touching the matter of 


the Subfidy , which their Lordfhips had defired, 
it was therefore Ordered upon a Motion made in 
the Houfe, that fome Anfwer might prefently be 
fent from thence to their Lordfhips to fatisfie 
them touching their faid Motion for Conference; 
for that in refpect the faid Conference had been 
already denied and had been voted to be preju- 
dicial to the Liberties of the Houfe by the Judg- 
ment of the fame , that a convenient number of 
this Houfe fhould be appointed prefently in the 
name of this whole Houfe to give unto their 
Lordfhips moft humble and dutiful thanks with 
all due reverence for their faid Lordfhips good, 
favourable and courteous offer of Conference 
with this Houfe in the faid Caufe; and to fignify 
unto their Lordthips , that this .Houfe cannot in 
thofe Cafes of Benevolence or Contribution join 
in Conference with their Lordfhips without pre- 
judice to the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houfe, and of the infringing of the fame: and 
therefore do in moft humble wife requeft and de- 
fire their good Lordfhips to hold the Members 
of this Houfe excufed in their not affenting unto 


their Lordfhips faid Motion for Conference 3 for | 


that fo to have affented without a Bill, had been 
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contrary to the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houfe, and contrary alfo to the former prece- 
dents of the fame Houfe in like Cafe had. Which 
done, all the former Committees of this Houfe 
were prefently appointed to declare the faid An- 
fwer of this Houfe unto their Lordthips, and Mr 
Chancellor of the Exchequer appointed to de- 
clare the fame. And for this purpofe were no- 
minated and chofen 

All the Privy-Council now in this Houfe being 
four, Sir Henry Unton, Mt Wroth, M* Beale, Sir 
Wiliam Brunker , Sir Walter Raleigh , Sir Charles 
Cavendifh, Sir Edward Hobby , Sir Thoweas Cecil, 
Sir George Carey, Sir Robert Sidney, Sir Thomas 
Weft, M' Anthony Cooke, M‘ Tasborough, Sir Wil- 
liam Moore, M' George Moore, Mt! Serjeant Yel- 
verton, Sit Francis Drake, Sit Francis Haftings, 
Sit Wiliam Knowles, Sit Fulk Griffin, Mt Wil- 
liam Haward, Sir Charles Blunt , Sir be Har- 
rington, M*' Herbert Matter of Requelts, Mt Ar- 
thur George, Sir Thomas Conisby, M* Dyer , Mt 
Doétor Awbery, M' Edward Barker, M' Robert 
Sackvile, Sir Henry Poole, Sir Edward Stafford, 
Sir Thomas Read, Sir Henry Cock, M'* Lewkenor, 
Sir Fohn Points and Sir Edward Carey, who forth- 
with went up to the Lords of the Upper Houfe 
with the Meffage of the faid Anfwer accordingly. 
And fhortly after returning again from thence to 
this Houfe the faid Mt Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer made report of their delivery of the faid 
Anfwer to the Lords; and fhewed, that their 
Lordthips well hoped to have had Conference 
with this Houfe, according to their former re- 
queft. And fo wifhed this Houfe to have due 
care and great confideration touching the fpeedy 
provifion of a convenient fupply of treafure to 
be had according to the prefent great. neceflity 
of the faid Caufe. And fhewed, that their Lord- 
fhips defired to fee thofe precedents of this 
Houfe, by which this Houfe feemeth to refufe the 
{aid Conference. And fo gave end to his Speech 
for that time. 

One being no Member of this Houfe, and yet 
found to have fitten in this Houle, during the 
greater part of this Forenoon, was brought to 
the Bar , and being there examined by Mt Spea- 
ker of his name and place of abode 5 anfwered 
his name to be Fohz Legg , and that he was Ser- 
vant to the Earl of Northumberland ; and plead- 
ing fimplicity and ignorance for his excufe , and 
alledging that he had fome bufinefs to do with 
M' Doctor Herbert Mafter of the Requefts from 
the faid Earl his Mafter, and that therefore he 
entred into the faid Houfe , not thinking any 
harm nor knowing the danger thereof. And fo 
humbly praying pardon, was in the end commit- 
ted to the Cuftody of the Sexeant of this Houfe, 
till this Houfe (hall upon further Examination of 
the matter take other Order. 

The Bill for Naturalizing of Wiliaw Sidney 
and Peregrine Wingfield was twice read, and upon 
the Queftion was Ordered to be ingroffed. 

Four Bills alfo had each of them one reading 5 
of which the fecond being the Bill touching

George Ogwell Efquire had its firft reading. The 


fubftance whereof is taken out of the aforefaid 
Anonymous Journal ( more ‘particularly menti- 
oned at the beginning of this prefent Journal ) 
in manner and form following, viz. 

One Trafell having fold the Mannor of Biz- 
fley to Ognell for good confideration, and after- 
wards of purpofe to defeat this Purchafe, caufed

Trufell had never been Attainted,nor no Lords to 
have any Efcheats or other by reafon of this At- 
tainder. Her Majefty underftanding this, was 
pleafed to remit her Intereft. 

M' Speaker perceiving fome men to whilper 


together, faid, that it was not the manner of 


the Houfe, that any fhould whifper or talk fe- 
cretly, for here only publick Speeches are to be 
ufed. 

Nota, that thefe two particulars are only fup- 
plied out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal, 
and that which followeth and alfo that which 
went before,is inferted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book it felf 

Sir Edward Dymock moved, that a Commit- 
tee of this Houfe may be appointed for a fpeedy 
Conference to be had touching the prefent ne- 
ceffary provifion and Supply of Treafure to be 
had for the defence of this Realm, and State. 
And thereupon the former Committees for the 
Subfidy ( whofe names fee before on Mozday 
the 26 day of February laft paft) were or- 
dered to meet upon Monday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon in this Houfe, to con- 
fer in this Cafe. 

On Monday the 5° day of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ings of which the fecond being the Bill againft 
the ftealing of Oxen, Kine, Sheep and Ldmbs, 
was upon the fecond reading committed unto

and others; and the Bill was delivered to M' 
Wroth, who with the reft was appointed to 
meet in this Houfe to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill concerning ‘falted Fifh and falted 
Herrings was read the fecond time, and there- 
upon committed unto Sir. Francis Drake, Sir 
Thomas Sherley, the Burgeties of Yarmouth, Ply- 
mouth, Hull and Saltafh, the Burgefles of all the 
Port Towns, Mr. Robert Wroth, Sir Henry Kui- 
wet and other:s and the Bill was delivered to 
Mr. Wroth, who with the reft was appointed to 
meet upon Wedvefday next at two of the Clock 
") the Afternoon it the Exchequer Cham- 

er. 

Nota, That after the Commitment of thefe 
Bills enfued divers Speeches touching that great 
bufinefs of Conference,with the Lords which had 
been very latgely debated on Saturday laft in the 
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Houfe. All which faid Speeches being either 
very fhortly and imperfetly fer down in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houle of Com- 
mons, or wholly omitted, and for which three 
intire pages and’ more are there left Blank to 
have inferted them (in which are fet down the 
names only of fome of thofé that {fpake them) 
therefore they are fupplied out of the aforefaid 
Anonymous Journal very elaborately taken by 
fome Member of the faid Houfe during this 
Parliament, and do here next enfue in manner 
and form following. 

Mr. Beale defired to fatisfy the Houfe, by tea- 
fon it was conceived by the Lords the other 
day, that upon his Motion, and by his prece- 
dent fhewed, the Houfe was led to deny a Con- 
ference with the Lords,he acknowledged he had 
miftaken the queftion propounded. For there 
being but a Conference defired by the Lords, 
and no confirming of any thing they had done, 
he thought we might, and it was fit we fhould 
confer. And to thisend only he fhewed the 
Precedent, That in the 9 year of H, 4. the 
Commons having granted a Subfidy, which the 
Lords thought too little, and they agreed toa 
greater and would have the Commons toconfirm 
that which they had done; this the Commons 
thought they could not do without prejudice to 
this Houfe. Wherefore he acknowledged himfelf 
miftaken in the Queftion, and defired if any 
were led by him, to be fatisfyed, for that he 
would have been of another opinion if he had 
conceived the matter as it was meant. 

Sir Thomas Heneage propounded the Queftion 
anew, and thought that with the priviledge of 
the Houfe, and by precedents to be fhewed, 
there had been Conference with the Lords ufed 
upon the like Motion. 

Sir Fobn Wolley thought that the former denyal 
grew upon miftaking of the Queftion, and upon 
better confideration would have the matter ree 
verfed, and now to affent to that which was de- 


nyed before. 


Sir Henry Knivett moved, that for the free- 
dom of the Houfe it might beconcluded amongft 
them a matter anfwerable at the Bar, for any 
man to report any thing of any Speech ufed, or 
matters done in this Houfe. 


Sir Henry Upton fpake in defence of the for- 


mer proceedings of the Houfe, and fhewed how 


ithad proceeded; firft agreeing to a double Sub- 
fidy and four Fifteenths, this being offered, and 
the Lords thinking it feemed little, and confide- 
ring the prefent neceffity, the lack of payment of 
Subfidies, and the true rating of Subfidies, over 
that they were wont to be, they defired a 
Conference with the Lower Houfe, giving rea- 
fons of great Importance for a greater aid 5 and 
they gave usa tafte of what was needful, as three 
Subfidies at the ‘leaft; and upon thofe great 
Caufes defired a Conference the nextday. This 
being delivered unto the Houfe by one of the 
Committees fent to the Lords, the Houfe eye 

on- 
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Confideration thought it not to ftand with their 

Priviledge to confer with their Lordthips in mat- 

ter of Subfidies, becaufe it was the liberty of 
the Houfe to make Offer themfelves to her Ma- 

jefty. And in regard it ftood not with the Pri- 

viledge of this Houfe to confer with the Lords, 

hereupon they advife upon an Anfwer to be 

made unto the Lords, wherein they fhould give 

them thanks that they had vouchfafed to con- 
fer with them of this Houfe 5 but fhewed, that. 
with the Priviledge of the Houfe they could 
not have Conference with them in matter of 
Subfid y. 

Further he thought the Houfe much injured, 
that they fhould be reported to be againft the 
Subfidy ; and the Parties injured who fpeak- 
ing the laft day again{t the Subfidy, their names 
were given up, and were noted for it to the 
Queen. 

And now my Motion is, that we muft confer 
with the Lords upon the Subfidy, bur not in any 
fort to be conformed therein unto them. And 
for that occafion paft, he defired that M' Speaker 
might be fent and report the truth of the whole 
matter and manner of our proceedings. 


Sir Robert Cecil! {pake next and faid, I defire 
now I may be fomewhat long, becaufe I mutt in- 
clude an An(wer to three Speeches. Thofe two 
Honourable Perfons that fit above, the one of 
them declared the true {tate of the Queftion, the 
other what was fit we fhoulddo. But my Anfwer 
fhall tend only to thofe Tales that followed. The 
firft was a kind of {atisfaCtion fora former mifta- 
king ; but in the fame fatisfaction a new mifta- 
king wasalfo; which was by way of information, | 
cafting it into the Houfe, that the Queen fhould 
feem to demand three Subfidies. Now the Queen 
never demanded three, nor one. Sothere ts a 
mew miftaking added to the former {atisfa- 
ction. 

The fecond Mans Motion thus far f allow, 
That the Counfel of this Houfe be fecretly kept, 
and that nothing be reported i malam partem: 
But if his meaning be, that we may not im- 
part any thing that 1s done here unto the 
Queen , but that all things muft be fecret from | 
her, I am altogether again{t it, This only I 
fhould defire, what ought to be obferved, That 
nothing ought to be reported unto her i” ma- 
lame partem. 

The third Mans Motion confifted of three 
points. The firft was News, the fecond was Hi- 
ftory, and the third and laft a Motion. His 
News was, that Mens names were given up to 
the Queen. This was News. For I heard it not 
before. The Hiftory was a large Report of the 
Progrefs of this matter. His Motion was, that 
we fhould confer with the Lords about a Subfidy | 
with them, but not conclude a Subfidy with | 
them. His matter feems contrary to his meaning, | 
or elfe is more than ever was meant 3 for it was | 
never defired of us by the Lords, that we fhould 
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Hou(e of Commons, 


Sir Walter Raleigh fpake next and moved, that 
feeing the divifion of the Houfe the laft day grew 
as he conceived upon the miftaking of the que- 
{tion, and that fince fome had reported unto 
him, that had the queftion been propounded 
whether they fhould only yield to a Conference 
in general with the Lords, they would not have 
been againft it; and therefore he defired Mt 
Speaker to put it to the Queftion, whether they 
fhould confer with the Lords generally or not, 
without naming a Subfidy. This Motion being 
well liked, Sir Walter Raleigh was dcfired by the 
Houfe to repeat it again , that fo it might be the 
better heard of them all. And thereupon he 
faid, that touching the aforefaid queftion which 
had received a No upon Saterday jaft foregoing, 
he would not make it a Queftion again, for by 
the Order of the Houfe he could not; but pro- 
pounded this for a new Queftion in thefe or the 
like words, Whether the Houfe would be pleafed 
to have general Conference with the Lords 
touching the great imminent dangers of the 
Realm and State, and the prefent neceflary fup- 
ply of [reafure to be provided {peedily for the 
fame according to the proportion of the neceffity, 
Which faid Queftion being propounded unto the 
Houle, it was aflented unto accordingly by them 
all without any negative Voice. 

And thereupon the ,former Committees ap- 
pointed for Conference with their Lordfhips 
(whofe names {ee before on Thur/day the firft day 
of this Inftant March) were prefently fent up 
from this Houfe unto their Lordthips to fignify 
the refolution of this Houfe in yielding to the 
faid general Conference with their Lordfhips ac- 
cording to their former defire. And that Sir 
Thomas Heneage her Majefties Vice-Chamberlain 
fhould make report thereof from this Houfe unto 
their faid Lord hips. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal ; that which followeth is inferted out of 
the Original Journal-Book it felf. 

Upon a Motion made by Mt? Serjeant Harris 
for the Order of this Houfe for fetting at liberty

this Houfe of their Proceedings in the faid Con- 
ference to be had this prefent day as atore- 
faid. 

Nota, That there is no more found of this 
days Paffages in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, although there be almoft 
two pages left blank by M' Fulk On/low at this 
time Clerk of the faid Houfe , with intention 
doubtlefs at the firft to have inferted them, and 
therefore they are very largely and fully fupplied 
out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal very 
elaborately taken by fome Member of the fame 
Houfe during this Parliament, where it appear- 
eth that after the aforefaid Speech of Sir Thomas 
Heneage her Majefties Vice-Chamberlain, M' O/- 
ver S* John {pake next in the manner and form 
following. 


Mt Oliver St Fohx faid, he thought that Mr 
Vice-Chamberlain did miftake the thing we a- 
greed upon, that we went not to confer with 
their Lordfhips in any thing that we had to de- 
liver, but to underftand of things from them, 
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the Conference being offered from them and not 
from us. 

Sir Walter Raleigh Anfwered Mt S* Fobm, that 
he miftook Mt Vice-Chamberlain, and the thing 
agreed by the Houle; for we agreed all toa ge- 
neral Conference, but not in particular for the 
Subfidy, for this we refufed. If we confer gene- 
rally, it muft be of our dangers, and of the re- 
medies, which muft be by means; if of means, 
it muftbe of Money and Aid. So our Confe- 
rence mutt needs be of Subfidy, or rather Aid 5 
but to agree upon this with any refolution ei- 
ther in the matter or fubftance, it 1s not our 
meaning. 

Sir Robert Ceci’ anfwered M' St Fobn, that 
he miftaking M‘ Vice-Chamberlain, did wrong 
him in faying he delivered the Meflage infufh- 
ciently or untruly, and fo would have the pri- 
viledge of the Houfe ; and that it fhould be de- 
livered by the Committees whether M* Vice- 
Chamberlain did report truly; and if truly, 
then Mt St Fohz to anfwer it: and fo faid Sir 
John Woolley. 

The Houfe having cleared Sir Thomas Heneage 
Vice-Chamberlain, he faid he would have no 
other fatisfaction than to be cleared by the Houfe. 
And protefted, he thought no ill of the Gen- 
tleman , but allowed him for {peaking as he 
thought. 

Sir Henry Umpton agreed to the Conference, 
and was glad the laft days No and this were fo 
well concluded; and moved, that we might not 
be deprived of thanks, to agree unto a treble 
Subfidy before we went to confer. 


M' Frowick Grevill faid ; There are two {crv- 
ples in the Houfe, which I would gladly fatisfy 5 
the one the priviledge of the Houfe, the other 
the poverty of the people. For Precedents they 
are but Examples of things paft. Now every 
Example ought to be ftronger than the thing we 
fear : for if the thing be otherwife and our ne- 
ceflity greater, the former doings are no Rules 
tous. And fo Precedents as they are not to be 
rejeGted, fo they ought not to be Eternal. For 
the poverty of our Country, we have no reafon 
to think it poor, our fumptuoufefs in Apparel, 
in Plate and in all things, argueth our riches. 
And our dearth of every thing amongft us, fhew- 
eth plentyof Money. But it is faid, our Countries 
are poor, and we muft refpect them that fent us 
hither. Why, fo we muft alfo remember who fent 
for us hither. This Caufe is hard ; for there is ne- 
ceflity againft neceflity, danger again{t danger, 
and inward difcontent again{t outward Forces. 
The poor are grieved by being overcharged ; this 
mutt be helped by increafing our own Burthen; 
for otherwife the weak feet will complain of too 
heavy a body ; that istobe feared. If the feet 
knew their {trength as we know their oppreffion, 
they would not bear as they do. But to anfwer 
them, it fufficeth that the time requireth it. And 
in a Prince power will command. To fatisfy 
them, they cannot think we overcharge them, 
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when we charge our felves with them and above 
them: But if nothing will fatisfy them, our do- 
ings are fufficient to bind them. If the multi- 
tudes of Parliaments be remembred heretofore, 
many Subfidies now in one Parliament cannot 
feem burthenfome. The more Laws we make, 
the lefs liberty we have to our félves. And 
now one word for my felf, if my Speech hath 
offended, excufe me, I will not often trouble you 
hereafter. 


M’ Speaker faid, I do not defire to be thought 
arrogant, for the thing which I will {peak fhall 
be out of duty belonging to my place. Becaufe 
I fee many Speeches grow upon miftaking, and 
one Speech miftaken to caufe another miftaking, 
& fic undam gignere undam, and {o a great deal of 
time loft in words; hereafter I will be bold, if 
any man miftake in the paint of a Bill, to tell 
him of it before his Speech proceed ; for this 
Queftion of conferring with the Lords has taken 
up fo much time only by miftaking 5 for ‘tis 
granted by the Houfe to have a General Con- 
ference. 

They that fhould confer had need be autho- 
rized and inftructed what to confer upon; for 
he that hath but delegatam Poteftatem, will 
think nothing Promifjum that is not Commiffum ; 
and ’tis certain wow utile eft, ubi nulla eft curatio 
morbi. Therefore under{tand what is needful 
to confer upon. 

The queftion upon the Return of the Bur- 
gels of Southwark and for mending aReturn in an 
Indenture, were referred unto M' Speaker to in- 
form the Lord Keeper thereof. 

No Returncan be amended in this Houfe. For 
the Writ and Return are in Chancery and muft 
be amended there,And in the Chancery thisis the 
Rule, if the Sirname or the proper name of a 
party be miftakenin the Return,the Lord Keeper 
will not amend it; for fuch tender confideration 
is had of the free EleGion by the Corporations, 
as no Information fhall be credited again{t the 
Return, but the Lord Keeper will firft make out 
a Writ reciting the miftaking in the former Re- 
turn, and then they by the fame Writ thall have 
Authority to make a new Election. Thus far 
out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal. 

On Weduefday the 7'" day of March, Sir Ed- 
ward Hobby moving the Caufe of M* Fitzher- 
bert bis bringing up unto this Houfe by a Writ, 
of Habeas Corpus cum Canja from the Lord 
Keeper, fhoweth, That he hath moved the Lord

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Three Bills had each of them one reading; of 
which the fecond concerning the Jawful depriva- 
tion of Edward Bonner \ate Bilhop of Loxdon, 
was read the fecond time. 

Fobn Legg Prifoner at the Bar Servant to: the 
Earl of Northumberland (as he faith) after a good 
Exhortation given him by M' Speaker , and the 
Oath of Supremacy ‘pronounced by him at the 
Bar, isupon his humble Submiffion and craving 
of Pardon fet at liberty of his Imprifonment by 
the Order of this Honfe, paying his Fees.

The Bill for Confirmation of the Jointure of 
the Lady Margaret Countefs of Cumberland had 
its third reading; and thereupon it was moved 
by fome, that it might now pafs the Houfe, and 
be-fent up alfo.to their Lordfhips: but others 
took Exceptions thereat , becaufe the Bill had 
not been as yet fpoken unto.

Serjeant Fleetwood 
do bring the Lords two Bills; the one Tntituled 
an AG againft Counterfeiting of Councellors or 
principal Officers hands ; and the other Intituled 
an Aé&to confirm the fale of the Lands of M' Ra- 
ven Gentleman, made unto Lifle Cave, Thomas 
Audrewes and Edward Haflerigg Efquires , to- 
wards the payment of a Debt due unto her Ma- 
jefty. 

Mt Vice-Chamberlain fhewed, that he and the 
re{t of the Committees for Conference with the 
Lords did attend their Lordfhips yefterday in 
the Afternoon at the time and place appointed 
according to the Commiflion of this Houfe, and 
having there received from their Lordfhips fur- 
ther Advertizement of the imminent great dan- 
gers of this Realm and State more than their 
Lordthips had imparted unto them 1n the laft 
former Conference of this Houle with their faid 
Lordfhips before, they did thereupon move their 
Lordfhips for their good favour in giving time 
to this Houfe to confult upon the faid dangers 
and the remedies for the fame until to Morrow 
in the Afternoon.

other forts of benevolences , refolved upon the 
queftion , that the fortner Committees of this 
Houfe for confultation to be had for neceflary 
fupply of Treafures to be had for the repelling 
of the faid dangers , fhould meet in this Houfe 
in the Afternoon of this prefent day to confer 
and confult generally touching the faid great 
dangers, as alfo touching the remedies, chat the 
fame being digefted may be reported over unto 
this Houfe into fuch form as to the fame fhall be 
thought goods. to the end that afterwards it 
may in the Afternoon be imparted unto the 
Lords accordingly.

Sir Francis Haftings faid, The preparations of

For Impojfibility; the poor mens Rent is fuch, 
as they are not able to yield it, nor to pay fo 
much for the prefent. The Gentlemen muft fell 
their Plate, and Farmers their Brafs Pots, ere 
this will be paid. And for us we are here to 
fearch the wounds of the Realm and not to skin 
them over; therefore not to perfwade our felves 
of their wealth more than it is. 

The dangers are thefe. We thall firft breed 
difcontentment in paying thefe Subfidies, and in 
the Caufe endanger her Majefty’s fafety, which 
mutt confift more in the love of the people than in 
their wealth; and therefore not to give them 
difcontentment in paying thefe Subfidies: thus 
we run into a double peril. In putting two pay- 
ments into one, we make a double Subfidy. For 
it maketh four fhillings in the pound a double 
payment, The fecord is this, that this being 


granted in this fort, other Princes hereafter will 
look for the like; So we fhall put an evil prece- 
dent upon our felves, and our Pofterity. And 
in Hiftories it is to be obferved, that of all Nati- 
ons the Englifh are not to be fubject, bafe or 
Taxable. 

The manner of fupply may be by Levy or Im- 
pofition, when need fhall moft require 5 fo whert 
her Majefties Coffers are empty, they may be 
filled by this means. 


Sir Walter Raleigh faid, I can fee no reafon that 
the fafpicion of difcontentment fhould crofs the 
provifion for the prefent danger. The time is now 
more dangerous than it wasin Eighty eight; fot 
then the Spaniard which came from Spain was 
to pafs dangerous Seas, and had no place of re- 
treat or relief if he failed : But now he hath in 
Brittany great {tore of Shipping, a Landing place 
in Scotland, and Men and Horfes there as good 
as we have any. But.for the difficulty in getting 
this Subfidy, I think it feems more difficult by 
fpeaking than it would be in gathering. 

Now ftood up two or three to have fpoken, 
{triving who might fpeak firft. Then the Speaker 
propounds it as an Order in the Houfe in fuch a 
Cafe, for him to ask the parties that would 
fpeak, On which fide they would fpeak, whe- 
ther with him that fpake next before, or againft 
him; and the party that fpeaketh againft the 
latt {peaker is to be heard firft.

Mt George Moore faid, 1 am grieved to fee it, 
and [ {peak it with grief, how perilous our Eftate 
is, and how dangerous a caufe we be in. We 
are not fick of one Difeafe but we labour with a 
plurality of Difeafes. To meet therefore with 
our threefold Difeafes we ought like good Phy- 
ficians to apply a threefold remedy, a treble 
Subfidy. And as the Phyfick is loft which is not 
taken in time , fo we mutt feek to minifter the 
Medicine in good time. And our Difeafe being a 
Pleurifie, it is fit we did fo. For a skilful Phyfi- 
cian though he fee in a Pleurifie there 1s no re- 
medy without letting Blood, yet he will then 
chufe the time of letting Blood, when the fign is 
furtheft from the heart. Let us let the people 
Blood, and fo prevent the danger. 


_ Mt Hegle faid , If we take care for our Pofte- 
rity, we had belt to fettle our Pofterity, which 
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will not be, except we prevent dangers now im- 


minent. For precedents of Subfidies they are not 
to be feared ,- becaufe before-time greater were 
required than ever fince were granted. There- 
fore this isno Rule, that what we grant now will 
hereafter Be! regiired soe? teens sceseetartapass as « 
ssseseeeeee Inthe fixth year of King Fobz every 

ne holding by a Knights Fee, was bound to find 
a Knight in the Wars. And for this prefent Law, 
it may be Enacted, that this fhall be no prece- 
dent for Subfidies hereafter, like as it was in the 
fourteenth of Edward the Third. 


Sir Robert Cecel/ affented to thofe that had {po- 
ken for the Subfidies, but to them that had fpo- 
ken to the contrary he faid , they {peak out of 
time; And to fpeak to the particular parts, as 
that our Poverty is not to be skinned over but 
throughly healed 5 that difcontentment is to be 
feared; and laftly, that precedents for hereafter 
would be avoided. For the firft, if we be poor, 
yet at this time it is to be confidered we are in 
great danger, and of two mifchiefs we muft 
chufe the leffer. And therefore I would have 
this queftion after fo much difcuffing banifhed 
the Houfe. 

For Precedents, they have never been perpe- 
tual, but begun and ended with the Caufes; 
and as the Caufes grew , fo grew the Precedent. 
In her Majefties time it is not to be feared that 
this Precedent will ever do us harm, for her Ma- 
jefty will never accept any thing that is given her 
unwillingly of her Subjects: Nay 1n the Parlia- 
ment the twenty feventh of her Reign fhe refu- 
fed a benevolence offered her,. becaufe fhe had 
no need of it, and would not charge her people. 
This being out of fear, we have no reafon to 
give prejudice to the be{t Queen or King that 
ever came, for fear of a worfe King than ever 
was. After ber Reign I never had fo much as 
ee Idea in my Head what would be our Eftate 
then. 

Now toend the matter long debated, my de- 
fire is, that the queftion might be made for three 
Subfidies payable in four years. 

This queftion was made in the Houfe, and at 
the firft they gave an I. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal, that which follows is out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book it felf.

the fame perfon in very deed that fhould have 
been returned 5 and that his name was miftaken, 
and none living known by that name of Fobz 
Dudley. Hits Lordthips Anfwer and Refolution in 
the faid Cafes was, that the faid Returns of the 
faid Burgefles of Southwark and Camelford fhould 
{tand and continue according to the Returns of 
the fame, without taking notice of any matter 
of fa& therein, or in the Election at all. And 
that hts Lordfhip would direct a Writ for chufing 
of another Burgefs for the faid Borough of New- 
town in the ftead of the {aid Fohbx Dudley; And 
that his Lordfhip would in the faid Writ infert 
the faid Caufe of misbehaviour fo as before al- 
ledged, 

Four Bills of no great moment had each of them 
one reading; of which the laft being the Bill for 
Confirmation of the affurance unto certain Pur- 
chafers of Lands fold by Sir Richard Kuightley 
Knight, M' Valentine Knightley, ar. Edward 
Kuightley Efguires, was upon the {econ read- 
ing committed unto M' Serjeant Te:verion, Sir 
Henry Umpton, M* Cradock and others, who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

The Bill to take away the benefit of Clergy 
in fome Cafes was twice read, and committed un- 
to the former Committees 1n the Jaft former Bill, 
and M' Richard Brown Gentleman was added 
unto them 5 who with the reft was appointed to 
meet at the fame time and place, as in the faid 
Jaft former Bill, viz. to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Two other Bills alfo had each of them one 
reading; of which the fecond being the Bill for 
confirmation of the fale of the Lands of Wiliam 
Raven Gentleman made unto Liffe Cave and o- 
thers, was twice read , and committed unto M° 
Heale, M' Serjeant Yelverton, Sir Henry Knivet, 
M! Recorder of London and others. who were 
appointed to meet upon Saturday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Middle-Tem- 
ple Hall. 

M' Vice-Chamberlain fhewed , that he and 
the refidue of the Committees of this Houfe for 
Conference with the Lords did meet together

and one intire Subfidy and two Fifteenths and 
Tenths at two payments in the third and fourth 
years. Which done, he moved further to know 
the refolution of the Houfe, Whether it would 
pleafe them to give liking to the faid travel of the 
faid Committees in the faid Caufes or that ic 
might be their pleafures to refolve of any fuch 
other courfe therein, as they may have Warrant 
to impart unto the Lords this Afternoon accord- 
ing to the promife of this Houfe to the Lords. 
Whereupon after many long and’ grave Speeches 
and Arguments by divers of the faid Members of 
this Houfe , it was agreed by them all without 
any contradiction , that the proportion fhould 
be a treble Subfidy and fix Fifteenths and 
Tenths. And the faid Articles for the manner of 
payment being read by the Clerk of the Houfe, 
feemed for the moft part to be well liked of 
Whereupon after fome Motions to the Queftion, 
Mr Speaker dividing it into twofeveral parts, the 
one for the number of the faid three intire Subfi- 
dies and fix Fifteenths and Tenths, and the 
other for the manner and time of levying and 
payment of the fame three intire Subfidies and fix 
Fifteenths and Tenths, it was upon the fame 
feveral queftions feverally refolved by the whole 
Houfe, the proportion to be a, treble Subfidy 
and fix Fifteenths and Tenths, and the manner 
of paying and levying the fame to be madein 
four years according to the faid Articles thereof 
read, 

And then were the {aid Committees appointed 
and authorized by this Houfe to fignify the faid 
refolution of this Houfe unto their Lordfhips in 
the Afternoon of this prefent day accordingly, 
and to be reported unto their faid Lordthips by 
Sir Robert Cecil], for that M* Vice-Chamberlain 
was then at that very inftane very fharply 
grieved and pained with his infirmity of the 
Gout. 

On Friday the 9*® day of March the Billcon- 
cerning Woollen-Cloths called Vefes, ec. was 
upon the fecond reading committed unto Sir 
William Kuolles, Sir ‘fohn Hart, M' Recorder of 
London, Mt Wroth and others, who were appoin- 
ted to meet upon Tuefday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Sit Fob Harrington and Sir Thomas Wilkes are 
added to the former Committees in the Bill for 
Confirmation of Affurances unto certain Purcha- 
fors of Lands fold by Sir Richard Kuightly K*, 
M: Valentine Knightley and Mt Edward Knight- 
ley E{quires, appointed yefterday. 

The Committees in the Bill touching Recu- 
fants nominated on Wednefday the 28° day of 
February foregoing, are appointed to mect in 
this Houfe at two of the Clock this Afternoon. — 
The Committees in the Bill alfo for Naturali-

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zing of Samuel Salting/tall and others nominasmd

Sir Robert Cecill reporteth at large the Meflage 
of this Houfe yefterday by him and the refidue 
of the Committees of this Houfe delivered unto 
their Lordfhips, and their Lordfhips good accep- 
tation of the fame.

{peeches of divers Members of this Houfe, it was

very legible in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Honfe of Commons, although it be crofled out. 
The reafon of which faid crofling out is very 
hard to conjeGture, in regard that the faid Mo- 
tion was doubtlefs made this Morning , as doth 
plainly appear alfo by the often before-cited A- 
nonymous Journal more particularly mentioned 
at the beginning of this prefent Journal, out of 
which it is fupplied in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

M: Wroth made a Motion, that in refpecé that 
fome Countries might complain of the Tax of 
thefe many Subfidies, their Knights and Burgefles 
never confenting unto them nor being prefent at 
the grant: And becaufe an Inftrument, taking 
away fome of its {trings, cannot give its pleafant 
found: Therefore defired that we might be 
humble and earneft Suitors to her Majefty, that 
fhe would be pleafed to fet at liberty thofe Mem- 
bers of the Houfe that were reftrained. 

To this was Anfwered by all the Privy Coun- 
cellors , that her Majefty had Committed them 
for Caufes beft known to her felf, and for us to 
prefs her Majefty with this Suit, we fhould but 
hinder them whofe good we feek.

Nov 
fol. fet in the Margent over again{t the names of 
thefe two laf{t mentioned Members of the Houfe, 
that the faid Members did not leave any money 
with the Serjeant of the Houfe to be diftributed 
amongft the poor, at their departure. Which I 
conceive is here noted , becaufe two others that 
departed at this time alfo into the Country upon 
like occafions, did either of them leave money 
with the faid Serjeant to be fo diftributed , as 
now immediately followeth. 

Giles Hutchins Gent’ returned a Citizen into 
this prefent Parliament for the City of New Sar. is 
licenfed by Mr. Speaker to depart upon his ne- 
ceflary occafion by reafon of the extream Sick- 
nefs of Mr. William Blaker; and the faid Mr. 
Hutchins \eft with the Serjeant of this Houfe two 
fhillings and four pence tobe diftributed amongft 
the poor. 

John Cotter E{quire , one of the Knights re- 
turnéd into this prefent Parliament for the 
County of Cambridge, isin refpect of the prefent 
Sicknefs of Sir Fehx Cotten Knight, Father of the 
faid Fohx Cotten Efquire, -licenfed to depart into 
his Country for this time. And the faid Mr. Cot- 
te left with the faid Serjeant twelve pence to be 
given to the poor. 

On Monday the 12*" day of March, Mr. Lewes, 
one of the Committees in the Bill concerning 
falted Fifh and falted Herrings fhewed, that he 
and the refidue of the Committees have taken 
pains in confideration of the faid Bill, and have 
added a Provifo to the,faid Bill, and prayeth the 
twice reading of the fame Provifo, and that then 
the fame Provifo and Bill may be Ordered to be 
ingrofled. Whereupon the fame Provifo being 
twice read, the faid Bill and Provifo after fome 
Speeches both againft and with them, were up- 
on the queftion referred to the former Commit- 
tees, who were appointed on Monday the 5** 
day of this inftant March foregoing, to be con- 
fidered of in the Afternoon of this prefent day 
in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bills committed for confirmation of Let- 
ters Patents to the Mayors, Sheriffs, Citizens and 
Commonalty of Lizcolz, and concerning the 
lawful deprivation of Edward Bonner late Bilhop 
of London, are delivered toSir Edward Dymock 
one of the Confmittees in the fame. 

The Bill for reducing of difloyal Subjects to 
their due Obedience was brought in by the 
Committees, and alfo a new Bill made for that 
purpofe 5 with prayer that the fame Bill may be 
read, 

But what thofe aleerations were upon which 
the old Bill was rejected and a new Bill framed, 
are not fet down in the Original Journal-Book 
it felf; and therefore becaufe it is a matter of no 
{mall confequence, and may alfo be of fome ule, 
I have inferted the particulars thereof out of the 
aforefaid Anonymous Journal, more particularly

1.” | HE party fo Indi&ted and Convicted 

{hall forfeit all his Goods and Chattles, 
which he hath in his own right, or in the right 
of his Wife. 

2. Item, He hall forfeit two parts of his Lands, 
‘Tenements and Hereditaments, if he be born 
under her Highnefs Allegiance, of the Age of 
fixteen years. 

3. Item, A Feme Covert fhall lofe her Dow- 
eror Jointure, which fhe might have by her 
Baron. 

4. Item, If a Man match with an Izheritrix 
being a Recufant, he fhall lofe two parts of thofe 
Lands to the Queen. Neither of them fhall Ad- 
miniftrate to any Man. 

5. Item, Such a party being a Recufant fhall 
be difabled to make any purchafe or fale of 
Lands. 

6. Item, He fhall be difinabled either to take 
or make any Leafe to the ufe of himflf, or to 
the ufe of his Wife. 

7. Item, A Recufant fhall forfeit for keeping 
any fuch Recufant Perfon in his Houfe either 
Servant or Stranger ten pound every Month, be- 
ing at one time fo long in his Houfe, or at feve- 
ral times in the year. 

8. Item, He thall be barred to bear any Office 
in the Land, or to practife as Councellor, Do- 
&or, Sollicitor, Prottor, Attorney or Advocate 
to the Law. 

9. Itew, He thall have his Children taken from 
him if they be above the Age of feven years, 
which are to be difpofed of by the Lords of the 
Council, or the Ordinary? or the Judges of Af- 
fizes for the time being , and their maintenance 
to be raifed out of a third part of fuch a Recu- 
fants Living. 

10. Item, He fhall be difinabled to make any 
bargain or fale of any of his Goods or Chat- 
tles. 

11. Item, If he be a Copyholder, he fhall for- 
feit his Copyhold during his Life, whereof two 
ike is to go to the Queen, and the third to the 
Lord. 

12. Item, If any perfon be Indicted for Re- 
cufancy of Malice, he fhall have his remedy a- 
gainft the party at the Common Law. 

13. Item, If any perfon having been a Recu- 
fant fhall at any time recant, he fhall make his 
fubmiffion in the Parifh Church where he dwel- 
leth, acknowledging the Queens Proceedings to 
be juft,and detefting the Church of Rome: which 
he fhall alfo do in open Court before the Judges 
of Affize. 

14. Item, If any fuch perfon after fuch Recan- 
tation fall into relapfe, he fhall lofe the benefit 
of the former Recantation for ever. 
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Laftly, There is a Provifo, that thofe that have 
already bought Lands of any that are or fhall be 
Indicted for a Recufant , the Bargain fhall be as 
cee and ftand in effeé, as if this had never been 
made. 


This Bill by the aforefaid Committees received all 
thefe alterations following, whereupon it came in 
asa new Bill again. 


HE two firft Articles altogether omitted 
being thought too hard. 

Che third that the Woman is to lofe but two 
parts of her Jointure or Dower after her Huf- 
bands Death. 

The fourth, That the Husband not being Re- 
cufant, is to forfeit no part of his Land for his 
Wives Recufancy. 

The fifth, Ali Sales made by Recufants fince 
2 Eliz. of Lands whereof he taketh the profits, 
or which Conveyance is upon any truft and con- 
fidence, to be void as to the Queen , as for two 
parts of the profits to be anfwered her 5 and fo 
all Sales hereafter to be made by any Recufant 
Convicted, the Sale being bona fide, cc. 

The fixth, They fhall’be difinabled to be Ju- 


‘ftices of Peace, Mayors, Sheriffs, cc. 


The ninth, Children being ten years old, un- 
til they be fixteen years, to be difpofed of at the 
appointment of four Privy-Councellors, the Ju- 
{tices of Aflize, the Bifhop of the Diocefs, Ju- 
fticesof Peace. If the third part of the Lands 
fuffice not for maintenance, the reft to be levyed 
of the Parents goods. 

The eleventh, Recufants that be Copyholders, 
to forfeit two parts to the Lord of the Mannor, 
if the Lord be no Recufant, and if he be, then 
to the Queen. 

The thirteenth, Protefting that he doth not 
come under colour of any difpenfation or other 
allowance from the Pope, but for Confcience and 
Religion. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal, the reft of the Paflages of this day fol- 
low out of the Original Journal-Book it felf, a- 
mong{t which is Entred the firft reading of the 
aforefaid new Bill touching Recufants brought 
in this Morning by the faid Committees in thefe 
words, viz. 

The Bill for reducing difloyal Subjects to their 
due Obedience had its firft reading. 

Mr. Richard Lewkenor, one of the Committees 
in the Bill for confirmation of the Lands of Wil- 
liam Raven madeunto Lifle Cave, Thomas An- 
drews and Edward Hafelrigg Efquires, fhewing, 
that he and the refidue of the Committees in the 
fame Bill did meet together upon Saturday laft 
inthe Afternoon, and have upon their faid Con- 
ference therein thought good to add certain 
words to the fame Bill, vz. in the fecond line of 
the Provifo after the word [ Conveyance] to add 
this word [Judgment] and in the fame line after 
this word [ made} to add thefe words [or had]

Ordered by this Houfe upon the queftion, that 
the faid words fhould be fo added accordingly. 
And thereupon alfo were the fame added words 
twice read for the two readings of the fame. 

Mr. Serjeant Fleetwood and Mr. Thowas Powle 
do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled An A@ 
for the reftraining of Popifh Recufants to fome 
certain place of aboad. 

The Bill for the better alfurance ‘and confirma- 
tion of the Jointure of the Lady Margaret Coun- 
tels of Cumberland , after fome Speeches had to- 
wards the furtherance of pafling the faid Bill, is 
pafled upon the Queftion. 

The Bill concerning the Exemplifications of 
Fines and Recoveries was upon the fecond read- 
ing committed unto ail the Serjeants at Law be- 
ing Members of this Houfe , Mr. Francis Bacon, 
Sir Edward Dymock and others, ‘who were ap- 
pointed to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock 
im the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Sir Robert Cecill moved for fome courfe of ne- 
ceflary® relief to be had and devifed, for the 
great number of poor people prefling every: 
where in the {treets to beg : And dividing them 
into three parts and forts, all of them, he faid, 
in Chriftian Charity ought to be relieved though 
in fundry degrees, forting the maimed and lame 
Souldiers for the firft and beft kind of thofe peo- 
ple and meeteft to be relieved 5 The poor Aged 
and Difeafed honeft people are in Charity to be 
holpen for the fecond; And the ftout , idle 
Rogues for the laft and worft fit to be punifhed 
and fet to work. 

It was thereupon moved by Mafter Saxds, for 
confideration alfo in that behalf to be had, that 
the Statutes already in force for relief of the 
poor and punifhment of the Rogues might be 
perufed by a Committee of this Houle. Where- 
upon it was Ordered by the Houfe upon the 
Queftion, That all the Privy-Council being 
Members of this Houfe, Sir George Carew, all the 
Serjéants atLaw, Mr. Francis Bacon, Mr. Natha- 
nael Bacon , Mr. Edward Dier, Sir Thomas In- 
gram, Sit Thomas Baskervile, Mr. Recorder of 
London, M* Skinner, M* Andrew Palmer , Mr. 
Wroth, Sir William Moore, Mr. George Moore, Sir 
William Bruncker, Sir Thomas Shirley 5 Sir Moyle 
Finch , Mr. Henry Finch , Sir Edward Dymock, 
Sir Franvis Drake , Mr. Edgecombe, Mr. Thomas 
Fane, Sir Walter Covert, Sir Walter Raleigh, Mr. 
Auton, Mri Nicholas Sanders , Sir Francis Vere, 
Mr, Sands; Mr. Chuite, Mr. Hackford, Sir John 
Points; Sit Henry Cocke , Sir Edward Hobby, Mr. 
Charles Dymock, Sir Robert Sidney, Mr. Arthur 
George, Sir Anthony Cope, Sir ‘John Wingfield, Sir 
Henry Kvivet, Sir Ferdinando George, Sir Wil- 
liam Read , Six Coniard Clifford, Sie Humphrey 
Fofter, Sit Edward Stafford , Sir Robert Sackvile,

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George Wray , Sit Thomas Read , Mr. Richard 
Lewkenor and Mr. Horfey thould meet to Morrow 
at two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, to confer about the faid mate 
ters fo moved; and'alfo to confer touching the 
continuation of fuch other Laws and Statutes as 
are fit to be confidered of in this prefent Seflions 
to be further continued. 

On Tuefday the 13° day of March, the Bill 
for reducing difloyal Subje@ts to their due obes 
dience had its fecond reading. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer brought in a 
Preamble agreed by the more part of the Com: 
mittees to be fet down in the Bill for the Subfi- 
dies, if this Houfe fhall like of it; which Pream- 
ble being read by the Clerk of this Houle, the 
fame was after fome Speeches had committed up- 
on the Queftion unto Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, Mr. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , Mr. Broughton, 
Mr. Browz and others, to be prefently further 
confidered of in the Committee Chamber of this 
Houtfe. 

Mr. Attorney General and Mr. Do&or Ford 
do bring from the Lords a Bill concerning the 
Lands of Henry late Lord of Burgavenny decea- 
fed, with aMeffage alfo from their Lordfhips, to 
defirethat a Committee of fele&ted Members of 
this Houfe mav be appointed to have Confererice 
with aCommittee of the Lords touching the con- 
tinuance of Statutes; It was refolved by the 
Houle to affent unto fuch a Committee accord- 
ingly, and that affent was alfo delivered in An- 
{wer to the faid Mr. Attorney and Mr. Doctor 
Ford, and offer to be ready to attend their 
Lordfhips therein at fuch time and place as their 
Lordfhips (hall pleafe to fignifie unto this Honfe 
and appoint for that purpofe. 

After which Mr. Attorney Genetal and Mr. 
Doctor Ford do bring word from the Lords, that 
their Lordfhips have nominated fixteen of them- 
felves to confer with aconvenient number of this 
Houfe touching the faid confideration for conti- 
nuance of Statutes, and have appointed the time 
to be on Tharfday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber next 
the Upper Houle of Parliament, if the Houtfe 
fhall fo think good. Which being fhewed to the 
Houfe by Mr. Speaker , it was Ordered by this 
Houle, that the former Committees‘of this Houfe, 
yefterday {elected for that purpofe, fhould attend 
their Lordfhips to Morrow at the faid time and 
place. Which was afterwards fo fignified over 
by Mr. Speaker unto the faid Mr. Attorney Ge- 
neral and Mr. Dottor Ford accordingly. 

The faid Preamble in the Bill of Subfidy being 
brought in again amended by the faid Commit- 
tees and read to the Houfe by the Clerk, was 
agreed on by the whole Houfe and appointed to 
be delivered to her Majefties Learned Councel, 
for the more {peedy drawing of the Bill. 

Nota, That this Bill touching the Subfidy after 
many days agitation did at length very difficultly 
pafs the Houfe by reafon of the greatnefs thercof,

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March enfuing, this prefent day being the firft 
in which the very Preamble was broughtinto the 
Houfe and agreed upon, for which many in the 
Houfe defired a longer time for it to be confi- 
dered of by a Committee, and not to have been 
fo {uddenly affented to, as is noted in the fore- 
faid Anonymous Journal more particularly men- 
tioned at the beginning of this prefent Journal : 
But. that the Speaker perceiving the Privy Coun-

The Bill for Perpetuities committed on Fri- 
day the 9** day of this inftant March foregoing, 
was delivered to Sir Edward Hobby one of the 
Committees. 

Fhe Bill againft Counterfeiting of Counfel- 
lors Hands, ec. committed on Saturday the 
to‘! day of this inftant March foregoing, was de- 
livéred to Sir William Kuol/s one of the Com- 
mittees. 

Nota, That the Bill againft Recufants, which 
had been newly brought in by the Committees 
on Monday the 12°" day of this inftant March 


immediately foregoing, and the old Bill rejected, 


and had in the beginning of this Forenoon been 
read the fecond time, was now in theend of the 
fame fpoken unto by divers Members of the 
Houfe. Which fpeeches containing in them 
matter of good confequence are wholly omitted 
in the Original Journal-Book it felf, and are 
therefore fupplied out of the aforefaid Anony- 
mous Journal more particularly mentioned in the 
beginning of this prefent Journal, in manner and 
form following. 

M' Sands {pake to the Bill for Recufants, that 
it might be as it went firft for Recufants general- 
ly, and not reftrained to Popifh Recufants only: 
So that under this Bill there might be included 
Brownifts and Barrowitts. 

M' Lewes {hewed, that it was not fit that the 
rth fhould include any other than Popifh Recu- 

ants. 

M' Speaker faid, that the Preamble of this 
Bill being conferred with the body of this Bill, 
other Recufants than Popifh Recufants could not 
be comprized therein. For the Title of the Bill 
and the Preamble run only in this manner, A- 
gainft {uch as are enemies oppofed to our State, 
and adherents to the Pope. So another Bill 
might be framed againft thofe perfons, but thefe 
cannot be comprized therein. 

M Dalton would have Recufants that be 
Brownilts comprized in the Bill as well as Popith 
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Recufants, and to that end would have the Pre. 
amble altered, and be to reprefs difloyal Sub. 
jects and to impofe upon them more due obe- 
dience; and fo to go dire@ly to the A@, Be 
it Ena@ed, leaving out all the Preamble ; for 
he cited fome Bills overthrown, as he faid, 
only by reafon of fuperfluous words in the Pre- 
amble. 

Doétor Lewin made along Speech. His end 
was only to have the Brownifts and Barrowifts 
as well provided againft as Papifts; but whe- 
ther in this Bill or in fome other, he left that to 
the Wifdom of the Houfe. 

After which Speeches the faid Bill was com- 
mitted again to the former Committees which 
were appointed on Weduefday the 28' day of 
Febr. lat patt. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal, that which follows is out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book it felf. 

On Wednefday the 14t* day of March Sir

sv John Hare, one of the Committees in the 
Bill concerning Mt Valentine Kuightley brought 
in the Bill with (ome Amendments, and opening 
the Contents of the faid Amendments to the 
Houfe,the fame Amendments being then alfo read 
to the Houfe by the Clerk, It was Ordered by 
this Houfe that the fame Amendments fhould be 
alfo inferted into the faid Bill accordingly. 

The Bill for reducing of her Majefties Subjects 
to their due obedience committed Yefterday to 
the former Committees who were appointed on 
Wednefday the 28't day of February (laft paft) 
was this day delivered to M* Treafurer one of 
the Committees. 

Mr Lewes one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching falted Fith and falted Herrings, brought 
in the Bill with fome amendments, and fhewing 
the Contents of the faid Amendments, and the 
fame being read by the Clerk of the Houfe, it was 
Ordered bythis Houfe, that the faid Amendments 
fhould be inferted in the faid Bill accordingly. 

Mr‘ Serjeant Yelverton one of the Committees 
in the Bill concerning the Exelon of

Fines and Recoveries, brought in the Bill with 
fome Amendments , which Amendments being 
twice read, the Bill after many Speeches both 
with and..againft the fame. Bill was dafht upon 
the queftion for ingrofling. 

Three Bills alfo had each of them one reading; 
of which the laft being the Bill touching the 
over-lengths of broad Cloth, was upon the fe- 
cond reading committed unto Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer , the Burgefles of Worcefter and 
Coventry, the Knights and Citizens of Yorkshire 
and the City of York, and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Friday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in this Houfe. 

Richard Goodwin, returned one of the Citi-

Privy-Council , ten fhillings.a 
piece for every. one returned a Knight for any 
Shire into. this Parliament, and every. other being 
a Knight in Degree, though returned but asia 
Burgefs; and every other of meaner degree that 
is returned for a Burges at five fhillings a piece : 
And that all fuch as are departed without Li- 
cence pay double after'the faid rates.

Sir Robert Cec?/, one other of the fame Com- 
mittees, liking well of the faid courfe taken up- 
on the fatd Motion made by the faid.

On Tuefday the 20°" day of March, Three Bills 
had each of them one reading 5 of which the laft 
being the Bill touching the Sale of the Gray-Fry- 
ers in the Town of Cambridge was twice read 
and Ordered to be ingrofled. By vertue of which 
faid Bill, upon the Sale of the {aid Friery, the 
Colledge now called Sidney Suffex Colledge was 
built in the faid Univerfity. 

Mr. Cradock, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for the better Execution of the Procefs and 
again(t Recufants, (committed on Thurfday the 
15'* day of this inftant March foregoing’ fhewed, 
that he and the refidue of the Committees have 
met together, and upon good confiderations have 
thought good to amend fundry things in the faid 
Bill, And opening unto the Houfe the effects of 
fome Amendments, the fame Amendments being 
thereupon read to the Houle, it was Ordered up- 
on the queftion that they fhould be inferted in- 
to the faid Bill accordingly. 

Sir John Wolly, one of the Committees in the 
Bill againft counterfeiting of Councellors and 
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principal Officers hands, (appointed on Saturday 
the rot® day of this inftant March foregoing) 
fhewed, that he and the refidue of the Com- 
mittees have met together, and upon the end 
of their Travel therein do all of them think it 
a very.dangerous Bill, and not fit in their opini- 
ons to pafs this Houfe.

And the Bill was delivered to Sir William Ha- 
ward, one of the faid Committees, who with the 
re{t was appointed to meet to Morrow at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Four Bills of no great moment were fent up 
to the Lords by M' Vice-Chamberlain and o-. 
thers; of which the firft was touching the fale of 
Raven’sLands,and another touching falted Fith. 

It is Ordered, that touching the Bill againft 
Alien Strangers felling by way of Retail, where- 
of report was now made by M‘ Recorder of 
London, one of the Committees in the fame Bill, 
of that which was done yefterday by fuch of 
the Committees as then did meet, or at the leaft 
by the more part of them, vz. by five, there 
being in very deed but nine in all, both parts 
fhould be heard to Morrow in this Houfe with 
their Council. 

The Bill for Confirmation of Letters Patents 
to the Mayor, Sheriff, Citizens and Commonalty 
of the City of Lincoln was read the third time, 
and paffed upon the queftion. 

M' Serjeant Owex and M' Powle did bring 
word from the Lords, that their Lordfhips de- 
fire Conference with the Committees of this 
Houfe upon Thurfday next at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Chamber next the Up- 
per Houfe, touching the Continuance of Statutes 
and relief of poor maimed Souldiers, if this 
Houfe fhall fo like. Which Meflage being ope- 
ned to the Houfe by M' Speaker, it was Order- 
ed-by this whole Houfe, that the former Com- 
mittees of this Houfe ( whofe names fee before 
on Monday the 12‘ day of this inftant March 
foregoing) fhould attend their Lordthips at the 
{aid time and place accordingly. Which refo- 
lution of this Houfe was alfo thereupon figni- 
fied from this Houfe to their Lordfhips by the 
faid M* Serjeant Owe and M' Powle. 

The Bill for the better expedition of Juttice 
in the Court of Star-Chamber was read the fe- 
cond time. After the reading of which Bill 
M' Francis Bacon {tood up and and fpake very 
earneftly againft it, by means whereof, as it 
fhould afterwards feem, the Bill was Dafhed. 
Which faid Speech containing divers matters of 
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-good moment in it, although it be omitted in 


the Original Journal-Book it felf, yet I have 
thought good to fupply it out of the aforefaid 
Anonymous Journal more particularly menti- 
oned at the beginning of this prefent Journal,be- 
ing in manner and form following. 

M' Francis Bacon after filence made, fpake as 
followeth:Neither Profit nor Peril fhall move me 
to {peak againft my Confciene in this place. Yet 
becaufeI ama party intereffed in thisOffice which 
the Bill aimsat, fo may I {eem to fpeak with feel- 
ing 5 my felf alfo not thinking it fit, that being 
here a Judge, Ifhould {peak alfo asa party : yet I 
befeech you as the manner is in places Judicial, if 
the Judge be a party, though he fit not there as 
Judge, yet may he defend and (peak at the Bar asa 
party in his own Cafe. So I befeech you, be- 
caufe I may hap to yield reafon to the fatisfying 
of any that yet may ftand for the Bill, let me 
be heard to fpeak at the Bar. And then he of- 
fered to go to the Bar, but the Houfe in favour 
would needs have him fpeak in the place where 
he fat. Firft there is cunning fhewed in the Bill, 
and for that my Lord Keeper might be affected, 
it feems to give him the beftowing of the Clerks 
places. Secondly, to infinuate with practifing 
Lawyers, it gives them a Fee; For no Interro- 
gatories fhould be adminiftred whereto their 
hand wasnot under. Thirdly, it offered alfo fome 
kindnefs to me , for it gave a prefent Forfeiture 
of the Office upon fundry defaults. Fifthly, to 
the fubject in general it pretended a very great 
relief. So that it carried a plaufible fhow, but 
indeed the Bill was in it felf prejudicial to her 
Majetty, inconvenient to the Judges of that 
Court,and burthenfometo the Subject. Prejudi- 
cial to her Majefty, for it makes a diminution of 
her Inheritance ; Inconvenient, for the Clerks 
place hath always been in her Gift, and this 
Bill would carry it to the Lord Keeper, who ne- 
ver before had it. 

It is an Indignity offered unto the Court, for 
that the Clerk muft be Ordered by an Act of 
Parliament, as if their wifdom and Care were not 
fufficent to relieve any abufes they fhould find 
in their Officers to the grief of the Subject. 

Great Injury is offered to the parties interef- 
fed ; for firft, an Office which is incident unto 
the Clerk is given from him, he {hall not have 
the appointing of his own Examiner. And a- 
gain.the Ancient Fee hath always been twelve 
pence the fheet, and as much in other Courts 5 
therefore this is not tolerable. And confidering 
the place of his Attendance, his place 1s in the 
higheft Court, wherefore in reafon his Fee is to 
have proportion with his Attendance. 

Now where relief and Eafe were pretended to 
the Subjects, no fuch thing will come by the Bill, 
but rathera greater Charge ; for it givesa Fee for 
Judicial A@s,as for making Reports,for which no 
fuch Fee is due.[t appoints that a Councellors hand 
muft be to all Interrogatories; fo their Clyents 
mut pay a Fee more than ufually. Alfo whereas 
he ufed upon Commiffion (the parties Hien 
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with their Deponents) to have Caufe prefently 
to draw Interrogatories they thought not ...... 
before 5 now they cannot minifter any fuch In- 
terrogatories 3 nay to every Commufion fitting 
they mutt bring their Councel, which will be an 
exceeding great charge. 

Befides, the Commiffioners are bound under 
a pain not.to accept Interrogatories that are not 
figned under a Councellors hand; fo the Com- 
miffioners muft take notice at their peril who be 
Councellors admitted to the parties, who not. 
Thefe with many other reafons. 

There was much divifion thereupon. Where- 
fore the Speaker propounded the queftion, that 
as many as will not have the Bill reje@ted fay I, 
and the other to fay No. The voice was fo 
indifferent that it could not be difcerned which 
were greater. Then the queftion grew whether 
part fhould go out, thofe that faidI, or thofe 
that {aid No, 

Mr Speaker faid, the Order of the Houfe 1s, 
that the I being for the Bill muft go out, and 
the No againft the Bill doth always fit. The rea- 
fon is, that the Inventor that will have a new 
Law, is to go out and bring it in; and they 
that are for the Law in poffeflion muft keep the 
Houfe, for they fit to continue it.

Mr’ Attorney General and Mt Dottor Stanbop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled An A& 
for Explanation and Confirmation of her Maje- 
{ties Title to the Lands and Tenements late of 
Sir Francis Englefield Knight, Attainted of High 
Treafon. 

On Wednefday the 21'® day of March, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading of which the laft being the Bill for the 
maintenance of the Haven in the Town of Col- 
chefter, and for the paving of the fame Town, had 
its firft reading. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the 
breadth of Plunkets, Azures and Blues being 
twice read, the Bill was upon the queftion Or- 
dered to be ingrofled. 

The Amendments in the Bill for the more 
fpeedy and due Execution of Procefs againft Re- 
cufants being twice read, the Bill was upon the 
Queftion Ordered to be ingrofied. 

The Councel on both fides were this day heard 
at large in this Houfe in the Bill againft Aliens 
felling by way of retail any Foreign Commodi- 
ties, and afterwards fequeftred. Which done, 
the Amendments intended by the Committees in 
the {aid Bill were read unto the Houfe, and after 
the reading Ordered upon the queftion to be in- 
ferted into the fame Bill accordingly. After 
which there followed divers long Speeches and 
Arguments on both fides both with the Bill and 
againft the Bill, which faid Speeches being omit- 
ted in the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe 
of Commons, are in refpect of the great weight 


of this matter touching Aliens now controverted, 
fupplied out of the aforefaid Anonymous Journal 
(more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this prefent Journal) in manner and form follow- 
Ing, U7z. 

_ M® Francis Moore (of the Middle-Temple) be- 
ing as it fhould fee at the Bar, of Councel with 
the City of London, and in their behalf to {peak 
for the making of a new Law, by the Order of 
the Houfe {pake firft, and did at large fet forth 
the inconveniencies that grew to our Nation and 
Tradefmen by fuffering Tradefmen to retail. 
Firft becaufe that Strangers Wares are better than 
ours, which caufeth that our Retaylors have no 
fale of their Wares. They fell cheaper, though 
their Wares be as good as ours. And this is by 
reafon they have Factors beyond the Seas that are 
their Friends and Kinsfolks, and fo they fave ‘hat 
Charge. A thing to be noted. And wherefoever 
they are, our own native Retaylors are Beggars, 
They receive Gentlemen and Yeomens Sons to be 
their Apprentices, themfelves being Retaylors, 
and this is no Trade afterwards for them to live 
on; So many Beggars be made con{uming their 
time under them. Their retailing Beggering our 
Retaylors makes a diminution of the Queens Sub- 
fidies. Their riches and multitude makes our 
Eftate poorer and -weaker , for they ftick upon 
our wealth, and carry it into Foreign Coun- 
tries. 

In the Statute Richard 3. Cap.g. there appear- 
eth the like Complaint that now is, which being 
then made unto the King was then remedied, as 
appeareth by the Statute. And for the Obje@ti- 
ons made, Firft that it were again{t Charity, that 
Strangers fleeing hither for Religion and relief 
fhould be reftrained from the means of getting 
their livings; Secondly, that their retailing lef- 
feneth the prices of our Wares, and encreafeth 
the number of Buyers; and Thirdly, that it were 
violating of their priviledge , if we have them 
by their diminution. The priviledge of St Auar- 
tins hath always been allowed, and now not to 
be denied. To Anfwer to thefe in Order. 

Firft, Charity muft be mixt with Policy 5 for 
to give of Charity to our own Beggering, were 
but Prodigality 5 and fuch Charity we ufe; for 
we allow them all Trades that they have been 
brought up in; but retailing is a thing that they 
were never brought up unto in their own Coun- 
tries, fo no reafon to allow it them here. 

To the fecond, they buy of us, and fell as 
brought from beyond Seas; and upon this opi- 
nion fell our own Wares dearer than we 
can do. 

Their priviledge of Denization is not to be 
allowed above the priviledge of Birth, and our 
Natives are not allowed to Retail and Merchan- 
dize as they do. And it may appear by a former 
Statute , that notwithftanding their Denization 
ae have been bound under the Statute 34 
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ble Subfidies, yet Strangers Retaylors do not, but 
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are taxed by the place, and that under value, be- 
caufe their goods and wealth is fecret: but barr re- 
tailing, and they will all of them be Merchants, 
and {o the Subfidy fhall be doubled. 

St Martins was firft allowed for a-San@uary, 
and for that Caufe had his priviledge , and not 
to be fo illa Neighbour to the City as to rob it 
asit doth 3 and by former Statutes St. Martins 
hath been barred, as .by the Statute 21 H. 8. ap- 
peareth , only the Statute of 14 4.8, exemp- 
ted it. 

Mt Prond of Lincolus-Inn (being as 1 fhould 
feem at the Bar, of Councel with the Strangers, 
and in their behalf to fpeak) made particular 
Anfwer toM' Moore for Strangers in refi{ting his 
Anfwers to the five Objections. Then he offer- 
ed, if the Liberties of the Natives born might 
be granted to Strangers, they would feck no 
more, for they defired but to trade in all parts of 
the Realm, 

Mr Hid of Lincolus-Inn (of Councel alfo with 
the Strangers, fpake next and faid, Make it Law 
that they fhall not retail, and the Merchants 
hereafter will require a Law that they may not 
ufe Merchandife ; and fo the Shoo-maker, Tay- 
lor, and others, that they may not ufe their 
Trades, and in denying them one, you take 
away all. (Upon this inftant M' Speaker deli- 
vered a Bill which defired they might be barred 
of fuch Frades as to be Shoo- makers and fuch like. 
But this Bill was thought to be put in by the 
Strangers themfelves of Policy. This I thought.) 
And befides thefe Retaylors themfelves be not 
Aliens, but far Foreigners, fuch as have forfaken 
their own Countries and Liberties to live here in 
ours, and home they dare not refort. 

Further, of the things they retail we have no 
Company or Trade here in Exzgland, and there- 
fore it were unreafonable to bar them of their 
faid Retailing. 

It fhould feem that thefe three laft before-na- 
med were all of the Councel of either part that 
{poke at the Bar, and that the Speeches follow- 
ing were all of them uttered by feveral Mem- 
bers of the Houfe. | 

Sir John Wolley {pake next , as it fhould feem, 
after the Councel of either part had been heard 
at the Bar, and faid: This Bill fhould be ill for 
London, for the Riches and Renown of the City 
cometh by entertaining of Strangers, and giving 
liberty unto them. Avtwerp and Venice could 
never have been fo rich and famous but by en- 
tertaining of Strangers, and by that means have 
gained all the intercourfe of the World. 

M Fuller fpake next againft Alien Retaylors, 
and faid: The Exclamations of the City are ex- 
ceeding. pitiful and great againft thefe Strangerss 
nay had not thefe latter quiet times in their own 


Countries, and our troubles made many of them. 


retire home, the Citizens would have been in 
uproar againft them: [he which if the Govern- 
ment of the City reprefs not, they will be apt 
enough to it. It is no Charity to have this pity 
on them to our own utter undoing 5 for of them 
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there ought none to be {worn a Denizen, but he 
fhould firft {wear he is not worth five pound. 
This is to be noted in thefe Strangers, they will 
not converte with us, they will not marry with ug 
they will not buy any thing of our Country-men., 
Their retailing 1s the caufe that all things be at 
that price with us. For they make Lawns Velvets, 
Rafhes, Taffataes, Linnen-Cloth, and all this they 
fell to us alfo. Now whofoever maketh a thing and 
felleth a thing, raifeth the price of it. The Retail- 
ing Stranger buyethnothing of our Country Com- 
modities, but all he layeth out be buyeth from 
beyond the Seas. The Searchers have fome- 
times taken feven thoufand pound of theirs at 
a time. 

Sir Edward Dymock {peaking for the Strangers, 
faid: The Beggery of our home Retaylors 
comes not by the Strangers Retailing, but by our 
home ingroflers 5 fo that if our Retaylors might 
be at the firft hand, they might fell asgood cheap 
as the Strangers. But this Bill is thruft into the 
Houfe by our home Ingroffers, of Policy, that 
their beggering of our Retaylors might be im- 
puted to the Strangers Retailing. The Strangers 
here purchafe dear. And beyond the Ses it is 
lawful for the Strangers, in the places of the beit 
Traffick , to trade in any thing. In +’cwice an 


Stranger may buy, fell, or purchafe Houfe or 


Lands, and difpofe thereof by his Will, or other- 
wife at his pleafure, as freely as any Citizen. And 
this may we do then in fome fort. The Strangers 
are not they that tranfport our Coin, but it is 
our Merchants. For it is to be feen in all the 
Low-Countries, where her Majefty uttereth 
much Treafure , there is not fo much Englifh 
Coin to be had, asin the fame Towns where the 
Merchants trade. And of my own Experience 
I know a Town in the Low-Countries, where a 
Contract of twenty pound was made by anEng- 
lifh Merchant, and he agreed to pay it all in Eng- 
lifh Angels. 

Mr Dalton again{k the Strangers faid, That in- 
groffing ought to be fuffered amongft Merchants, 
becaufe otherwife the Commodities lying to be 
fold in parcels, would be confumed in Expences 
before the Ship were difcharged. Therefore for 
Merchandife fake this is to be fuffered. He im- 
puted the Beggery of the City to Strangers, and 
faid, that in fome one Parifh there were a thou- 
fand lived by Begging. 

M' Finch {pake for the Strangers, and faid: 
We ought not to be uncharitable, but this mutt 
be the Rule, None muft fo relteve Strangers, as 
by it to begger themfelves. But for their riches, 
it groweth chiefly by Parfimony,and where they 
dwell I fee not that the Nation 1s fo much grieved 
at them as here in London , for they contribute 
to all Scots afid Lots as we do. Though they be 
a Church by themfelves, their Example is proft- 
table amongft us, for their Children are no fooner 
able to go, but they are taught to ferve God, 
and to flee idlenefs; for the leaft of them earneth 
his meat by his labour. Our Nation is fure more 
bleffed for their fakes. Wherefore as the Scrip- 
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ture faith Let us wot grieve the Soul of the ftran- 
ger. 
c If this Stranger be both a Merchant and a Re- 
taylor, there’s a Law again{t him 15 Biz. c 2. 
But as J am for the Strangers of the Church, fo 
not againft any Law that fhould be made againft 
fuch Strangers as be not of the Church, but here 
only for Merchandize and thofe who have for 
Confcience fake only, may again (the fire being 


ftrangers fhould retayle and what not; but 
what ts underftood by this word retailing , or 
how far it is {tretched, know not: If Retayl- 
ing ftretch to fell that which they make here, 
as well as that which 1s brought from beyond 
Seas, this is too hard a Conftruction. In the 
days of Queen Mary, when our Caufe was as 
theirs 1s now, thofe Countries did allow us that 
liberty, which now we feek to deny them. They 
are {trangers now, we may be {trangers hereafter. 
So let us do as we would be done unto. 

Serjeant Drew faid : There is no reafon we 
fhould be without refpect to Strangers, yet our 
Charity muft be done with a feeling of our 
Countrymens grief: And although I think it not 
fit, that the Law fhould look back; to have 
old men, long inhabiting here, now to become 
Apprentices; yet that all things fhould be at li- 
berty to all {trangers, as it is, that were not 
convenient. Wherefore! could wiih there might 
be a Law for thofe that fhould come hereafter 
only, and the ftrangers- that be now might be 
re{trained to their Retayling of fome Wares e- 
fpecially. My Motion therefore is, That the 
Houfe would continue the Committee of the 
Bill until a further day, that it may receive Mo- 
tion from their deliberation. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal, the relidue of this days paflages that 
follow, and part of the next, are tranfcribed out 
of the Original Journal-Book it felf 

After the aforefaid Speeches and Arguments 
the faid Bill againft Aliens felling by Retail was 
upon the queftion recommitted unto the former 
Committees (who had been appointed on Tie/- 
day the 6 day of this Inftant March foregoing) 
to meet again about the fame Bill in the After- 
noon of this prefent day 5; and the Bill was alfo 
delivered to M' Dalton one of the fame Com- 
mittees. 

Sir William Bevel Knight, one of the Knights 
returned for the County of Cornwal in refpect of 
his Wifes extream ficknefs is by M' Speaker licen- 
fed to depart. 7 

Thomas Maylard, one of the Burgefles for 
Hertford, is for his neceflary bufinefs at the Af 
fizes licenfed by M' Speaker to depart. 

On Thurfday the 224 day of March the Bill 
for the Grant of three intire Subfidies, and fix 
Fifteenths and Tenths was read the third time, 
and paffed upon the queftion. 

Nota, That this Bil! bf the Subfidy,in refpec& of 
the greatnefs of the fum,pafled the Houfe of Com-

mons with very great difficulty, as may appear by 
thof feveral days upon which it was agitated, zz. 
on Monday the 25 day of February, and on F¥i- 
day the fecond day, Swturday the third day, 
Thefday the 6% day, Weduefday the 7* day, Fri- 
day the 9** day, and Saturday the tot day, Tue/- 
day the 13** day, Friday the 16* day and Mox- 
day the 19°" day of this inftant March fore- 
eel, 

This day the Houfe was called, and thofe 
Members of this Houfe which were then prefent 
and did appear, did pay into the hands of M4" 
Robert Wroth and Mt Warren Efguires, their 
Charitable Contributions to the Relief of the 
poor in fuch proportion as had been agreed up- 
on on Monday the 19°" day of this inftant March 


foregoing, viz. every Privy Councellor of the 


Houfe 30. thillings 5 every Knight in degree, and 
every one returned a Knight of aShire, though 
not of that degree, and every Serjeant at Law 
or Doctor of Law (becaufe I fuppofe they are 
in fome refpects accounted equal to Knights) 
twenty fhillings; and every Boroughof the Cin- 
que Ports and every Burgefs of the Houfe five 
fhillings. 

There was alfo gven by every Member cof 
the Houfe twelve pence a piece to the Serjeant of 
the faid Houfe, for his Attendance, and for 
the Charges of a Clock fet up by him forthe ufe 
of the Houfe. 

There is alfo one paflage of this day more fet 
down in the aforefaid Anonymous Journal, more 
particularly mentioned in the beginning of this 
prefent Journal, which is omitted in the Original 
Jounal-Book it felf, being as follweth. 

A poor Burgefs of the Houfe refufed to pay 
his faid Contribution of five fhillings, would only 
pay two fhillings fix pence:whereupon the Speaker 
would have Committed him for difobeying the 
Order of the faid Houfe, but moft of the Mem- 
bers of the fame were againft it, and fo he e- 
{caped. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid Anonymous 
Journal. The paflages of the next day follow- 
ing are in part inferted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book it felf 

On Friday the 23° day of March, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laft being the Bill con- 
cerning Woollen Cloaths and Kerfeyes made in 
the County of Devor, out of Cities, Towns 
Corporate and Market Towns, was upon the 
fecond. reading committed unto Sir Willan 
Moore, all the Knights and Burgefles of Norfolk , 
York, Surrey Kent, Somerfet, Devon. and Corn- 
wall, M' Serjeant Harris and: others; And the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Wiliam Moore, who 
with the reft was appointed to meet to Morrow 
at two of the Clock in the Afternoon in this 
Houfe. 

Mr Attorney of the Dutchy, one of the Com- 
mittees in the Bill for M' Azthony Cook, fhewed 
that he and the refidue of the Committeesin that 
Bill (appointed on Friday the 16‘ day of this 
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inftant March foregoing) have met and hadCon- 
ference together,and that for fundry refpetts then 
opened by him to the Houfe, they thought good 
to frame a new Bill: And fo offered the fame 
new Bill, praying it might be read. 

Mt Tasborough, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for relief of Jurors appearing upon Tryals, 
bringeth in the old Bill with fome Amendments, 
and prayeth that the fame Amendments may be 
allowed of by the Houfe ; hereupon they were 
twice read, and Ordered to be ingrofled 5 but 
the Bill remained without any further courfe or 
queftion at that time. 

Mt Serjeant Harris, one of the Committees in 
the Bill for Mt Ognall (which had been appoin- 
ted on Friday the 16'* day of thisinftant March 
foregoing) offereth a Report of the travel of 
fome of the Committees; but it was upon a Coun- 
ter-Motion made by And fo it leaves im- 
petfe@tly, but it fhould feem upon the faid Coun- 
ter-Motion made by fome other Member of the 
Houfe, the faid Report offered to be made by 
Serjeant Harris was for this time put by. 

The Bill for Explanation and Confirmation of 
her Majefties Title to the Lands late Sir Francis 
Enxglefield’s Knight , Attainted of High Treafon, 
was upon the fecond reading committed unto all 
the Privy-Council, M' Attorney of the Dutchy, 
M' Nathanael Bacon and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

M' Fixch, one of the Committees in the Bill 
for the Lord Burgavenny (which had been ap- 
pointed on Thurfday the 20° day of this inftant 
March foregoing) fhewed, that he and the re- 
fidue of the Committees have met and confidered 
of the parts of the faid Bill , and find fome de- 
fects in the fame, chiefly in matter of form, and 
offered fuch Amendments unto the Houfe as 
they thoughrfit ;and prayed the fameto be read : 
which being read by the Clerk, it was Ordered 
by the Houfe that thofe Amendments fhould be 
added to the faid Bill in a Schedule. — 

After which Report made by M' Fizch, it 
fhould feem that there followed further difpute 
this day touching that weighty bufinefs of Aliens 
retailing of Foreign Wares 5 which being wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it felf, is 
therefore inferted out of the aforefaid Anony- 
mous journal, more particularly mentioned in 
the beginning of this prefent Journal, in manner 
and form following, viz. 

Mt Palmer, Burgefs for London, delivered the 
Bill for retailing, and fignfied, that the Commit- 
tees could not agree upon it 5 fo defired that it 
would be confidered by the Houfe what is fit in 
their opinions to be done. But the faid M' Pal- 
mer Was none of the faid Committees. 

The Speaker was thereupon ready to put it 
unto the Queftion, whether the Bill fhould be 
ingroffed ; but the Houfe would not have it fo 
fuddenly put to the Queftion. M* Palmer pro- 
ceeded and faid, That the Strangers of late are 
grown to fo great a number, that they being but 
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forty open Retaylors, have undone fince the laft 
Parliament fixty at leaft of our Englith Retay- 
lors, for fo many are now Beggars that were 
forty pound Subfidy in the Queens Book. Their 
retailing hath inhanced: the price of all Wares, 
{uch as they retail ; for when they retailed not, 
but our Englith ufed the fale of fine Lawnes, Hol- 
lands and Cambricks, they were better cheap by 
fifteen pound in an hundred. 

The Retailors here are but FaGors to fach as 
are Merchants beyond the Seas, fo they are both 
Merchants and Factors ; a thing which if we 
fhould ufe beyond the Seas, the Law would be 
fiery to us, or fire fhould be our Law if we with- 
ftood. And thofe places where we trade with 
our Cloth ,. fhould we retail it alfo , we fhould 
fo inhaunce the price, that they would not be 
very glad of our Traffick. But this mifchief is 
fuffered among(t us by the Dutch. 

It is to be proved that there were twenty Re- 
taylors in London that paffed ten or twelve thou- 
fand pound a piece ina year; and this twenty 
thoufand pound a year at the leaft the Strangers 
carry out of the Realm, for of our Commodities 
they efteem nothing. 

Where it was faid the other day, our Mer- 
chants did carry our Coin out of the Realm, 
there is‘a ref{traint now that none fhall do it. 
And it 1s to be fhewed that the Merchants do 
Weekly bring in twelve or fifteen hundred 
pound, and fometimes two thoufand weight of 
{trange Coin. 

Now whereas it is fo much urged to be againft 
that Charity which is commended to usby Mofes 
towards the Stranger, let Mofés tell us who is 
that Stranger 5 even the Fatherlefs and Widow. 
Wherefore from them we muft not reap too 
clean , but caft out fome handfuls for them to 
gather up: when we gather our Vintage, or 
when we gather our Corn, we muft not gather 
too clean. But fhall we be put out to gleaning 
and give our Fields tothem ? That were beyond 
Charity. Wherefore let Mojfes be expounded by 
the fame Spirit. The Apoftle faith, That he that 
provideth not for his Family is worfe than an Infi- 
del, Let us then have an Eye to our Country and 
our poor Country-men. You be here as Patres 
Patrig, you be here as among{t the Romans the 
Patres conferipti : I befeech you have refpe& un- 
to this City, upon whofe flourifhing Eftate the 
whole Realm dependeth. 

Sir Walter Raleigh {pake next and faid: Where- 
as it is pretended, That for Strangers it is againft 
Charity, againftHonour, againft profit to expel 
them 5 in my opinion it is no matter of Charity 
to relieve them. For firft, fuch as fly hither have 
forfaken their own King 5 and Religion is no 
pretext for them,for we have no Dutchmen here, 
but fuch as came from thofe Princes where the 
Gofpel is Preached , and here they live difliki 
our Church. For Homoxzr, It is Honour to ufe 
Strangers as we be ufed amongft Strangers 3 And 
it isa lightnefs in a Comnyon- Wealth, yea a bafe- 
nef§ in a Nation to give a liberty to another Na- 

tion 
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which we cannot receive again. In Avtwerp 
where our intercourfe was moft, we were never 
fuffered to have a Taylor or a Shoemaker to 
dwell there. Nay at A/*/ain where there are 
three hundred pound Englifh men, they cannot 
have fo much as a Barber amongft them. And 


for Profit, they are all of the Houfe of A/moigne, | B 


who pay nothing, yet eat out our profits, and 
fupplant our own Nation. Cuftom indeed they 
pay, paying fifteen pence where we pay twelve 
pence, but they are difcharged of Subfidies. The 
nature of the Dutchman ts to fly to no man but 
for his profit, and they will obey no man long, 
now under Spaiz , now under Mounfort , now 
under the Prince of Orazge , but under no Go- 
vernour long. The Dutchman by his Policy hath 
gotten Trading with all the World into his 
hands, yea he is now entring into the Trade of 
Scarborough Fifhing, and the Fifhing of the New- 
found-Lands, which is the {tay of the We/t-Coun- 
tries. They are the people that maintain the 
King of Spaiz in his Greatnefs, Were it not for 
them, he were never able to make out fuch Ar- 
mies and Navies by Sea; it coft her Majefty fix- 
teen thoufand pound a year the maintaining of 
thefe Countries, and yet for all this they Arm her 
Enemies againft her. Therefore I fee no reafon 
that fo much refpe& fhould be given unto them. 
And fo to conclude, in the whole caufe I fee no 
matter of Honour , no matter of Charity , no 
Profit in relieving them. 

Sir Robert Cecill fpake next and faid: When I 
firft heard this Bill read , I promifed my felf fi 
lence for it fpeaks of Trades , wherein I have 
no skill: But upon {fo great difpute as it hath re- 
ceived on both fides, and that very throughly 
and wifely, my underftanding ts cleared , and [ 
fee that now which I faw not before. What the 
word Retailing meant, [ underftood not before, 
but now it is brought to a matter of Charity to 
relieve Strangers, and efpecially fuch as do not 
grieve our Eyes This hath brought great Ho- 
nour to our Kingdom, for it is accounted the 
refuge of diftretled Nations, for our Arms have 
been open unto them to ca{t themfelves into our 
Bofoms: But yet our Charity unto them muft 
not hinder or injure our felves. Now as the Bill 
is, it is not fufficient for this purpofe: And if it 
be put to a Queftion, it muft either be dafhed or 
put to ingrofling. And for my own Confcience, 
if the Queftion be now made, Iam not refolved 
to give my Voice. It vere not for the gravity 
of the Houle nor the credit of the Committees to 
have it rejected upon the fudden, and as it is now, 
it is not fit to pafsin my coneoeit. I fee the Citi- 
zens themfelves will be well affenting unto the 
reforming of the fame ; for M‘ Recorder yefter- 
day fpeaking with Zeal for the City, yet with 
good regard thought the Bill might receive great 
moderation. And thereupon the Houle was well 
pleafed to ftay the Bill and commit it again to 
the former Committees , to whom were further 
added Sir Robert Cecill, Sic Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Henry Kuivet, M* Wroth and others, who were 
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appointed to meet with the former Committees 
(who had been nominated on Tiefday the 6t 
day of this inftant March foregoing) this Atter- 
noon at two of the Clock in this Houfe. 

Now followeth the next days Paflages and 
ape others enfuing out of the Original Journal- 
ook. 

On Saturday the 24 day of March, the Bill 
touching Clapboards and Casks was twice read 
and committed unto the Committees that follow, 
viz M* Treafurer, M' Wroth, M' Francis Ba- 
con, M' Finch and others, and the Bill was deli- 
vered to M' Treafurer, who with the reft was 
appointed to meet at two of the Clock this After- 
hoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill and Committees names touching the 
Lands late Sir Francis Exglefields Knight, Attain- 
ted of High Treafon, (who had been nominated 
on Thurfday the 22** day of this inftant March 
foregoing) were delivered to M' Vice-Cham- 
berlain. 

The Bill for relief of maimed Souldiers and 
Mariners was upon the fecond reading commit- 
ted unto the former Committees (whofe names 
fee before on Moxday the 12" day of this inftant 
March foregoing) and Sir Robert Cecill, Mt Rich- 
ard Brown, M*' Hubberd and others were added 
unto them, and appointed to meet on Moxday 
next at two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the 
Exchequer Chamber, and the Biil and Commit- 
tees names were delivered to Sir Robert Cecil, 
Vide plus March 28. 

M Speaker being moved by M' Edgecombe to 
read the private Bill for the Town of Stonehoufe, 
and offering to have the Bill read firft which 
came from the Lords touching Popifh Recufants, 
being a publick Bill and remembred from her Ma- 
jefty ; It was upon the further arguing of Sir Ed- 
ward Dymock put to the queftion of the Houfe 
whether the fame Bill forthe Town of Stoxehoufe 
fhould be read or no, and upon the Queftion 
made was Ordered no. 

Four Bills were fent up tothe Lords by M® 
Vice-Chamberlain and others 3 of which one 
was the Bill for Subfidy, and the other touching 
the Sale of the Gray-Fryers in Caxtbridge. 

M: Serjeant Owen and Mt Doctor Stanhop do 
bring from the Lords a Bill intituled, An A& to 
give liberty to the Lord Harrowden to fell cer- 
tain Lands for the payment of his debts. 

The Bill for reftraining of Popith Recufants 
to fome certain places of aboad, with the A- 
mendments, were firft twice read, and the Bill 
and Provifo upon the third reading pafled upon 
the Queftion. 

Sir Walter Raleigh, one of the Committees 
in the Bill againft Aliens retailing of Foreign 
Wares, fhewed the travels of the Committees, 
and offereth unto the Houfe the Bill with a Pro- 
vifo; And the Provifo being twice read, the 
Billand Provifo upon the Queftion were Com- 
mitted again to the former Comittees, and the 
Bill was delivered to M' Dalton one of the faid 
Committees, who were appointed to meet at 
two 
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two of the Clock in the Afternoon of this pre- 
fent day in the Exchequer Chamber. 

On Monday the 26 day of March, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading ; of which the laft concerning Spinners 
and Weavers was upon the fecond reading com- 
mitted unto M' Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Wiliam Knowles, Sir Moyle Finch, Sit Fran- 
cis Haflings and others, and the Bill was deli- 
vered to Sir William Knowles, who with the reft

M® Speaker fhewed, that he had received a 


Bill Signed by her’ Majefty for the Reftitution 


in Blood of Sir Thoweas Parrot Knight Son and 
Heir of Sir Fohn Parrot Knight deceafed lately 


attainted of High Treafon.

Mt Vice-Chamberlain, one of the Commit- 
tees in the Bill concerning Lands late Sir Francis 
Enelefields Knight attainted of High Treafon 
(who had been appointed on Thurfday the 22"* 
day of this inftanc March foregoing) fhewed, 
that he and the refidue of the Committees tn 
the fame Bill have met together, and for certain 
things cunfidered therein by them: touching fome 
M.fprifions and imperfections. both in fence and 
in writing, have thought good, that the faid 
Committees of this Houfe might upona Motion 
to be made unto the Lords for Conference touch- 
ing the faid Mifprifions and Imperfections have

Mt Brograve faid, As to the matter of privi- 
ledge, the Caufe to me is very doubtful, becaufe 
priviledges in thefe Caufes are very rare,and fothe 
matter refteth in doubt. This Court for its Digni- 
ty and highnefs hath priviledge,as all other Courts 
have; And as it is.above all other Courts, fo it 
hath priviledge above all other Courts 5 and as it 
hath priviledge and Jurifdiction too, fo hathit alfo 
Coercion and Compulfion 5 otherwife the Jurif- 
diGtion is nothing in a Court, if it hath no Co- 
ercion. Therefore it feemeth unto me, that the 
Return ofthe Writ ought to have been return- 
ned into the Court of Parliament; but whe- 
ther the Return be to be made into the Upper 
Houfe or Lower Houfe, I know not. 

For in many Cafes we have divided Jurifdidtions, 
and the Upper Houfe hath Jurifdiction by it felf, 
therefore if a Nobleman hath a Servant that 
were arrefted, they might make their Writ of 
Priviledge returnable before themfelves and give 
him Priviledge. And here in this Houfe, if one - 
that is a Member of this Houfe and have {fate 
here, be arrefted fedente Parliamento, we are to 
give him Priviledge. But if he be taken before 
his coming hither, it is not in our power to de- 
liver him, but we muft havethe affiftance of other 
Courts in fuch Caufes. The ufe is fuch in other

In the twenty third of the 
Queen, I was of Councel with one in a Caufe 
where we tryed all means to reverfe a Judgment, 
and brought a Writ of Error in the Parliament, 
and the Writ was iffuing out of the Parliament, 
and upon the fieri facias was fet Domina Regina, 
and it was under the Great Seal of Exgland, and 
the Writ was returned in Parliament. 

So this is plain the Writ is always returnable 
in Parliament; but if in Parliament, then of the 
Upper Houfe, for of that Houfe we are but a 
Limb. This Writ I have feen then thus returned, 
but never any man faw a Writ returnable in the 
Lower Houfe; fo for this I hold the Writ cannot 
be returnable into this Houfe. 

But now for the Authority we have, for 
though this be true, Ifay, yet I {peak not to 
take any priviledge from this Houfe; for fome 
things there are wherein we have Authority all 
of us. But this is certain whatfoever we do /e- 
dente Parliamento , it is the A@ of the whole 
Court; for the Lords without the Commons, and 
the Commons without the Lords, can do no- 
thing: Now then at the firlt before the divifion 
of the Houfe , all Writs were returned proximo 
Parliamento;, but fince the divifion of the Houfe 
it hath been always ufed, and plainly it muft be 
returned into Chancery. ;

added in thefe words, Quod cum exiftente Parlia- 
wento captus fuit, rd with the recital of the 
Caufe of priviledge. My Lord Keeper confer- 
ring with the Judges upon it, would not allow 
it, but thought better the ufual form of Habeas 
Corpus fhould be kept without any fufpicion of 
priviledge, until there appeared a Caufe of pri- 
viledge for the party. 

As for the Book of 38 H. 8. Trewinnards Cafe 
recited in my Lord Déers, I have heard great 
learned men fay , that that Caufe is no good 
Law, and that the Houfe did more than was war- 
rantable. 

Now for the Motion of Conference with the 
Judges, the Cafe of Thorpe 31 H. 6. isnot able 
for this point : I have the Record. Thorpe was 
Speaker in that Parliament, The Parliament be- 
ing Summoned to be in Fune, it was Prorogued 
until September 5 in the meantime, Thorpe was 
taken in Execution by the Duke of York; he 
notwithftanding this thought to have had the 
priviledge of the Parliament. At the next Seffi- 
ons, the matter being greatly confidered , whe- 
ther he could have a priviledge or no, a Confe- 
zence was had in the Caufe with the Judgess the 
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Judges being required in humble fort refufed, 
except it were fo that the Houfe did command 
them (for in the Houfe of Parliament the chief 
Judges and their Judgments are controulable by 
theCourt) but if the Houfe did command them, 
they would be willing to inform them what in 
their opinions they knew and thought. 

This they did in the great Caufe of Thorpe, and 
I think we fhould do well in doing the like. 

Now another thing is to be confidered, for 
Fucicis Officiuue eft ut res itatemperari, Gc. The 
confideration of Time muft accompany a Judges 
Office, the Parliament draweth to an end, and 
this would be done with expedition 5 fo the par- 
ty was appointed to have his Councel the next 
Morning in the Parliament, and they to be heard 
and have the advice of the Judges.

Sir Thomas Cecill, Dot&tor Lewex, M' Sands, 
Sir Thowzas Heneage, Sir Edward Dimock and 
fome others fpake diverfly to this Bill touching 
the Explanation of a Branch of the Statute made 
in, Anno 23 Regin. Eliz. for reducing difloyal 
Subjects to their due obedience, as is afore- 
faid. 

Sir Walter Raleigh faid, In my conceit the 
Brownifts are worthy to be rooted out of a Com- 
monwealth: But what danger may grow to our 
felves if this Law pafs, it were fit to be confi- 
dered. For it is to be feared, that men not guil- 
ty, will be included in it. And that Law is hard 
that taketh life and fendeth into banifhment, 
where mens intentions fhall be judged by a Jury, 
and they fhall be Judges what another means. 
But that Law that is againft a Fact, is but juft ; 
and punifh the fact as fevereley as you will. 

If two or three thoufand Brownifts meet at 
the Sea, at whofe charge fhall they be tranfpor- 
ted, or whither will you fend them ? [ am for- 
ry for it, I am afraid there is near twenty thou- 
fand of them in Exgland, and when they be 
gone, who fhall maintain their Wives and Chil- 
dren. 

Mr Finch faid, There be great faults in the 
Preamble and in the Body of this Bill. It pre- 
tendeth a punifhment only to the Brownifts and 
Setaries, but throughout the whole Bill, not 


one thing that concerneth a Brownift; and if 


we make a Law againft Barrowifts and Brownifts, 
Jet us fet down a Note of them, who they are. 
But as the Bill is, not to come to Church, or 
to {peak againft the government eftablifhed, this 
is not the,opinion of the Brownitts. 

The Law that is intituled An Explanation, is 
nothing elfe, fave that it hath a name of it. For 
Laws Explanatory are no New Laws of them- 
felves, but part of the old; for there ought to 
be nothing in the declaratory Law that was not 
in the former, as appeareth in the Caufe of Sur- 
nand and Stowell, the Statute of 32 Hen. 8. be- 
ing but an Explanation of 4. H.7. 

This Law being allowed to be an Explana- 
tion of 25. maketh all the offenders in that 
Statute to be Traytors. This Law excepts no 
Perfon ; So all are in the former penalties of 
that Law: for 23 of Eliz. is only for fuch as are 
of the Romih Religion; and now to make it 
include all the opinions; is to make additions to 
that but no Explanations. 
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The Claufe of fpeaking againft the Law is ve- 
ty dangerous; For who can be fafe from this? 


Now Hofpes ab hofpite tutws. For if a man {peak 


again{t Non-Refidents, Excommunication as it is. 
ufed, or any other abufein the Church, he incurs 
the danger of the Law. 

The Claufe againft Conventicles is very dan- 


gerous. For the Conference of any Perfons to 
gether being of any number, the Prayers of Ho- 


ly Exercife, being not allowable in any place by 
the Law, is an aflembling againft the Laws: for 
the words be very ftri&t, howfoever not contrary 
to the Law, the offence is all one. 

Now in the body of the Law the wordsEcele+ 


fiaftical are not fuch as be meant ix primo of the 


Queen, but fuch as are intended in this Statute: 
And the annexing of the words, He muft be an ob- 


ftinate Recufant, and alfo write and fpeak, &c. This 


is very fufpicious, for Ob/curis vera is never good. 

Whofoever repaireth not to his own Parifh 
Church is a Recufant within this Law. Vide Apr. 
6. die Veneris fequent.

M’ Attorney General and M' Doctor Carey do 
bring from the Lords the Bill for renewing, con- 
tinuing, explanation and perfecting of certain 
Statutes, lately paffed this Houfe with fome A- 
mendments, anda Provifo 3 which Bill wasfent 
up to their Lordfhips from this Houle. 

The Bill for neceffary relief of Souldiers and 
Mariners was read the third time , and paffed 
upon the. Queftion. 

Upon a Motion made by Francis Neale E{q;, 
one of the Burgefles for the Borough of Graz- 
tham in the County of Lixcolz, That he was up- 
on Suzday laft in the Afternoon Arrefted upon 
an Execution by a Serjeant called fobs Light- 
burn, at the Suit of one Weffellen Weblen a Beer- 
Brewer 5 and fhewing further, that he had fatif- 
fied the money due upon the faid Execution; 
but yet neverthelefs in regard of the prefervation 
of the Liberties and priviledges of this Houfe 
thought it his duty to make this Houfe acquain- 
ted with the matter, and fo refer and leave it to 
their grave Wifdoms. Whereupon it was upon 
the Queftion Ordered , that the Serjeant of this 
Houfe fhould in the name of this Houfe give 
warning unto the faid Weblen and Fightborn to 
give their attendance upon this Houfe to Mor- 
row, to anfwer their contempt accordingly. Vide 
diem fequentem. 

On Friday the 6t* day of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the fecond being the Bill as re-

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ftraint of new building, converting of great Hou- | 


fesinto feveral Tenements, and for reftraint of 
Inmates and Inclofures in and near unto the City 
of London and Weftminfter, was upon the fecond 
reading committed unto all the Privy-Council, 
the Knightsand Burgeffes of Lozdon, M' Francis 
Bacon and others; and the Bill was delivered to 
M' Wroth, one of the faid Committees, who with 
the reft was appointed to meet this Afternoon in 
the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill concerning Devonfbire Kerfeys was 
read the third time and pafled upon the Que- 
{tion. 

The Provifo in the Bill for reviving, continu- 
ing, Explanation and perfecting of certain Sta- 
tutes (the Amendments being firft read and Or- 
dered afterwards to be inferted)) was three times 
read, and they were all pafled upon the queftion 
accordingly. 

The Provifo of the Lords to explain the A- 
mendments of this Houfe in the Bill which paffed 
their Lordfhips and was fent down to this Houfe 
for the reftraining, of Popifh Recufants to fome 
certain places of aboad, was three times read and 
pafied upon the Queftion. 

The Bill to make void the Spiritual Livings of 
thofe that have forfaken the Realm,and do cleave 
to the Pope and his Religion, was read the third 
time and paffed upon the Queftion. 

Eight Bills which lately pafled this Houfe, zz. 
the Bill to give liberty to the Lord Harrowdex to 
fell certain Lands for the payment of his debts, 
The Bill concerning Spinners and Weavers, The 
Bill touching Clap-boards and Casks, The Bill for 
relief of Souldiers and Mariners, The Bill con- 
cerning Devonfhire Kerfeys, The Bill for reviving 
and perfecting divers Statutes, with a new Pro- 
vifo, The Bill for reftraining of Popifh Recufants 
to fome certain places of aboad, And the Bill to 
make void the Spiritual Livings of thofe that 
have forfaken the Realm, and do cleave to the 
Pope and his Religion, werefent up to the Lords 
by Mr' Treafurer and others. 

Mr Doétor Carey and M' Powle do bring from 
the Lords a Bill Intituled An A for the avoiding 
of deceit ufed in making and felling of twice, 
laid Cordage , and for the better preferving of 
the Navy of this Realm 5 and prayed from their 
Lordfhips the fpeedy expediting of the fame 
Bill, for that this Parliament draweth near unto 
an end. Whereupon the fame Bill was twice read 
and committed unto Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Fran- 
cis Drake, M* Lewkenor , M' Wroth, M' Finch 
and M* Flower; and the Bill was delivered toSir 
Francis Drake, who were appointed to meet in 
the Afternoon of this prefent day. 

The Bill againft perfons Outlawed and fuch as 
will not pay their debts was read the fecond and 
third time, and dafhed upon the queftion. 

Mr? Vice-Chamberlain, one of the Committees 
in the Bill for Explanation of a branch made in 
the twenty third year of her Majefties Reign In- 
tituled An A& to retain the Queens Majefties 
Subjects in their due obedience, with fome Addi- 


tion to the fame, fhewed the meeting of the 
faid Committees yefterday , their long tarrying 
together, in the end their defifting without any 
determinable refolutions, occafioned by reafon of 
many and fundry Arguments and opinions, and 
afterwards fomewhat intimating the unkindnefs 
of the Lords in neglecting the faid Bill in this 
Houfe; advifeth, that a Conference be prayed 
with their Lordfhips for the better effecting of a 
convenient Law to be provided for meeting with 
the difordered Barrowifts and Brownifts , with- 
out peril of intrapping honeft and loyal Subjects. 
Which in the end after fundry Speeches both 
with the Motion and againft it, it was prefently 
upon the Queftion affented unto, and Ordered, 
that M' Vice-Chamberlain, accompanied with a 
convenient number of the Members of this Houfe, 
fhould prefently repair to the Lords to move the 
faid Conference accordingly. Which fo being 
done, the faid M' Vice-Chamberlain fhewed, 
that their Lordfhips had willingly affented unto 
the faid Conference;and did appoint for that pur- 
pofe the time to be at two of the Clock this Af- 
ternoon inthe accuftomed place. Which done, it 
was Ordered that the former Committees (who 
were appointed on Wednefday the 4*" day of this 
inftant Apré/ foregoing) fhould then and there 
attend their Lordfhips. And the Bill was deliver- 
ed to M' Vice-Chamberlain. 

Weffelen Weblen Beer-Brewer and ‘John Licht- 
burn Serjeant at Mace, being prefent at the Bar, 
and charged by M' Speaker very deeply and am- 
ply with their great contempt againt{t the Autho- 
rity and Juri(diction of this mof{t High Court of 
Parliament, in Arrefting of M* Francis Neale, 
one of the Members of this Honourable Affem- 
bly, tothe great prejudice and derogation of the 
antient and ufual Libertiesand Priviledges of this 
Houfe; They the faid Weblez and Lightburz hum- 
bly fubmitted themfelves, and pretended by Ig- 
norance to extenuate their faults. Which done, 
and they being fequeftred , after fome Speeches 
and debatestouching the punifhment of the faid 
Weblen and Lightburn, fome one way and fome 
another; it was in the end refolved upon the 


Queftion, that they thould be committed Prifon- 


ers to the Tower by Order of this Houfe, there to 
remain during the pleafure of this Houfe. And 
then afterwardsthe faid Weblen and Lightburn.be- 
ing brought in again to the Bar, Mr‘ Speaker re- 
membring again unto them the hainoufnefs of 
their offence , pronounced unto them the faid 
Judgment of this Houfe; and gave charge unto 
the Serjeant of this Houfe to deliver the faid Web- 
len and Lightburn unto M* Lieutenant of the 
Tower according to the faid Order and Judgment 
of this Houfe againft them. Vide in principio diei 
precedentis. 

On Saturday the 7*" day of Apri/, the Bill con- 
cerning Coopers was upon the fecond reading 
committed unto M’ Serjeant Harris, M' Daltoz, 
M! Wroth and others, and the Bill was delivered 
to Sir Fobe Hart one of the fame Committees, 
who with the reft was appointed to meet at Be 
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of the Clock this Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

The Bill for Naturalizing of Fuftzz Dormer and 
George Sheppy, was upon the fecond reading Or- 
dered to be ingrofled. 

M: Finch, one of the Committees in the Bill 
for the avoiding of deceit ufed in making and fel- 
ling of twice laid Cordage, and for the better 
preferving of the Navy of this Realm, fhewed 
the meeting of the Committees and fome few A- 
mendments to the Bill, praying the reading of the 
fame Amendments; which being read and al- 
lowed by the Houfe, the faid Amendments were 
twice read, and the Bill and the faid Amend- 
ments alfo read the third time and pafled upon 
the Queftion accordingly. 

Sir Fohn Hart, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for the true aflizing and marking of Timber 
(appointed on Thurfday the 5°" day of this in- 
ftant April foregoing) fhewed the meeting of 
the Committees, and their opinion of nothing 
fit to be done without much inconvenience in 
the faid Bill at all, and fo delivereth in the faid 
Bill again to the Houfe. 

The Bill for the Explanation of the Statute 
made inthe thirty fourth year of King Hewry the 
Eighth, as well touching Grants made to his Ma- 
je{ty, as for Confirmation of Letters Patents made 
by his Highnefs to others , was upon the fecond 
reading committed unto all the Privy-Council, 
M' Amerfhame , M' Attorney of the Dutchy, Sir 
Francis Drake , Sir Walter Raleigh and others ; 
and the Bill was delivered to Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer , together with the Committees 
Names, who with the reft was appointed to meet 
at two of the Clock this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber. 

Mr. Tasborough moveth the reading of the A- 
mendments of the Bill for the eafe of Jurors re- 
turned upon Tryal, which Amendments being 
twice read, the Bill was upon the Queftion Or- 
dered to be ingroffed, 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, one of the Committees 
in the Bill for Explanation of a branch of a Sta- 
tute made in the twenty third year of her Maje- 
{ties Reign Intituled An A& to retain the Queens 
Majefties Subjects in their due Obedience, with 
fome Additions to the fame (who had been ap- 
pointed on Wednefday the 4° day of this inftant 
April foregoing ) fhewed the meeting with the 
Lords in Conference, and withal the very ho- 
nourable and grateful acception and allowance 
of their Lordfhips unto all the reafons of this 
Houfe offered unto their Lordfhips by the {aid 
Committees of this Houfe; and fo concluding 
fhewed that fuch Additions , Subftractions and 
Alterations have been made, as by the good li- 
king as well of the {aid Committees of the Lords, 
as by the more part of the faid Committees of 
this Houfe was thought fit 5 and fo moved that 
the fame Additions, Subftraions and Alterati- 
ons might be read to the Houfe for the further 
liking of this Houfe in the fame, at their plea- 
fures. Which being fo read accordingly, it was 
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after fundry contrary Arguments Ordered, that 
fome of the former Committees of this Houfe 
fhould prefently have further confideration 
thereof in the Committee Chamber of this 
Houfe, which was thereupon fo done accord- 
ingly.

Me Serjeant Owex and M*' Doétor Ford do 
bring from the Lords the Bill lately pafled this 
Houfe for Mt Azthony Cooke, with a faving now 
added by their Lordfhips; And the Bill alfo 
for the Relief of Souldiers and Mariners, like- 
wife lately pafled this Houfe, with {ome Additi- 
ons now alfo added to the fame by their Lord- 
fhips. | 

The faving in the Bill for Mt Axthony Cooke 
lately fent down to this Houfe from the Lords, 
was three times read, and {fo palled upon the 
Queftion. 

‘ine additionsin the Bill for the relief of Souldi- 
ers and Mariners lately fent down to this Houfe by 
the Lords were three times read, and upon the 
Queftion paffed, and were ordered to be inferted 
into the fame Bill, 

The Bill concerning Brewers and the Brew- 
ing of Beer and Ale was read the ‘third time, 
and pafled upon the Qeftion. 

The Bill for maintenance of Cloth-making 
in the Town of Crambrook in the County of 
Kent was read the fecond time, and Ordered 
not to be committed. 

The Bill for naturalizing of Fu/?in Dormer and 
George Sheppy had its third reading, and pafled 
upon the Queftion. 

The Bill for Explanation of a Branch of a Sta- 
tute made the 23" of her Majefties Reign, inti- 
tuled An A& to retain the Queens Majefties Sub- 
jets in their due obedience, with fome Additi- 
ons to the fame, was read the third time; And 
all the Additions and Amendments of this Houfe 
to the fame Bill being alfo three times read, the 
faid Bill with fome Additions and Amendments 
pafled upon the Queftion. 

On Monday the 9* day of April, Weffelen Web- 
len Bear-Brewer and Fob Lightburz Serjeant at

eAn exak and perfed Fournal of the Houfe of Lords in the Parliament 
holden at Weltminfter, Anno 39 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 
1597. which began there on Monday the 24" Day of O&ober, 
and then and there continued until the Diffolution thereof on Thorf- 
day the 9” Day of February Anno 40. Regine ejufdem. 


HIS Journal of the Houfe of 

Lords and all the reft that have 

fince followed both the Queens 

Reign and in the Reigns of King 

Fames and King Charles her Succef- 

fors, unto this prefent year 1629. have been 
more exattly and largely taken than before. For 
Thomas Smith Efquire now facceeding unto Az- 
thony Mafon Efquire, formerly Clerk of the faid 
Houfe of Lords, was much more careful in ob- 
ferving and fetting down the dayly paffages there- 
of this Parliament than the faid M' Majox had 
been. In which, the faid Sir Thomas Smith's 
fucceffors (for he was afterwards Knighted) have 
much exceeded him alfo, by the large and dili- 
gent digefting of the particular agitations of every 
day upon which the faid Houfe 
did fit. Only the Return of the 
Proxies(as is prefently more ful- 
ly declared ) was more diftin@- 
ly entred by the abovenamed 
M* Anthony Mafon, than hath been fince accufto- 
med.At this Parliament alfo there fucceeded a new 
Lord Keeper: For Sir fob Puckering deceafing 
in A. D. 1596. the Cuftody of the Great Seal was 
committed unto Sir Tho. Egerton, then her Ma- 
jefties Attorney General, who at this prefent and 
many years after fupplied that place.Neither final- 
ly doth this enfuing Journal want either matter of 
rarity in refpect of the Lord La Ware's right fet- 
ling in his former place, which had been for a 
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while difcontinued, or matter of very good Pre- 
cedent in refpe& of fome Queftions that arofe be- 
twixt the two Houfes touching the manner and 
form of the Lord Keeper’s delivering the Anfwer 
of the Lords to fuch Members of the Houfe of 
Commons as fhould at any time be fent up unto 
their Lordfhips with any Meffage or Bill. 

Before the particular Relation of each days 
paflages in this prefent Parliament be infer- 
ted out of the Original journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe, the extraordinary and unufual 
Proxies (entred alfo at the beginning thereof ) 
which had been returned and delivered in unto 
the Clerk of the faid Houfe during the conti- 
nuance of the fame, are here in the next place 
to be tranfcribed and fet down all of them to- 
gether, and cannot be fo orderly digefted, and 
referred to each day on which they were re- 
turned, as formerly they have been. For where- 
as before this Parliament Hemry Spilman and 
Anthony Majfoz Efquires, who had been fuccef- 
fively Clerks of the faid Upper Houfe, did ufual- 
ly enter the faid Proxies at the beginning of 
each Journal, upon the days on which they 
were introducted or returned; Now Thomas 
SmithE{quire fucceeding the faid Axthony Majon, 
did only generally enter them at the beginning of 
this prefent Journal, as had been formerly accu- 
ftomed, without any diftina fetting down the fe- 
veral days on whichthey had been introduéted & 
delivered unto him.

Nota, That all the foregoing Proxies, which 
were fent from the Bifhops, were extraordinary 
or unufual Proxies, in which a Spiritual Lord 
did conftitute but one Progtor or more than 
two 3 whereas ufually the Bifhops do conftitute 
two Prodtors apiece, and the Temporal Lords 
but one. 

And now the aforefaid Proxies being thus in- 
ferted, the particular relation of fome Paflages 
of each day during the continuance of this Par- 
liament are in the next place tranfcribed out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, 
and fome part alfo now at the very beginning 
out of a certain fragmentary and imperfe@ Jour- 
nal of the Houfe of Commons taken at this Par- 
liament by a Member of the fame. 

On Monday the 24° day of Ocfober the Par- 
liament began, and her Majefty with the greateft 
part of the Nobility, and others, in great ftate 
and comely manner, came from her Palace of 
Whitehall towards Weftminster Church about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, riding in a Cha- 
riot open, all covered over head Canopy-wile 
with Cloth of Tiffue or Cloth of Silver. Where 
after fhe had heard a Sermon, fhe went on foot 
to the Parliament Houfe. 

The Lords Spiritual and Temporal prefent this 
day in the Upper Houfe with her Majefty are fet 
down in the Journal-Book to be thefe.

Thefe Lords Spiritual and Temporal being fat 
and her Majefty placed in her Chair of Eftate, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes of the Houfe of 
Commons upon notice thereof repaired thither; 
and being (as many as conveniently could) let 
in, Sir Thomas Egerton by her Majefties Com- 
mandment fpake as followeth, v7z. 


HE Queens moft Excellent Majefty, my 
moft Gracious and Dread Soveraign, hath 
commanded me to declare unto you my Lords, 
and others here prefent , the Caufes which have 
moved her Highnefs to fummon this High Court 
of Parliament at thistime. Which before I can 
exprefs, I muft confefs truly, That the Royal 
prefence of her Majefty, the view of your Lord- 
fhips and this honourable Affembly , together 
with the confideration of the weightinefs of the 
fervice and my own weaknefs,do much appal me, 
and caufe me to fear. Wherefore if either 
through fear I forget, or through the many 
wants and imperfections, which I have, I fail to 
perform that duty which is required, I do moft 
humbly crave pardon of her Majefty , and be- 
feech your Lordthips to bear with me.

The great and Princely Care which her High- 
nefs now hath, as heretofore fhe hath ever had, 
to preferve her Kingdoms in Peace and Safety 
from all Foreign Attempts, hath caufed her at 
this prefent to affemble this honourable and great 
Council of her Reaim, to advife of the beft and 
moft needful means whereby to continue this her 
peaceable happy Government, and to withftand 
the malice of her weighty and implacable Enemies, 
which hitherto by the fpace of many years, 
through her provident and Princely Wifdom 
hath been performed, to the great and inefti- 
mable benefit of her Subjects, as that the fimpleft 
amongft them could not but fee, and the wifeft 
but admire their happinefs therein, the whole 
Realm enjoying Peace in all Security wherein our 
Neighbour Countries have been torn in pieces 
and tormented coutinually with cruel and bloo- 
dy Wars. This her Majefty 1s pleafed to afcribe 
to the mighty Power and Infinite Mercy of the 
Almighty. And therefore it fhall well become us 
all of all forts moft thankfully upon the Knees of 
our Hearts to acknowledge no lefs unto his hol 
name, who of his infinite goodnefs {till preferves 
her Highnefs and fend her many years over us all 
in Happinefs to Reign. 

In this her blefled Government her Highnefs 


| chief care and regard above all hath been of the 


Honour and Service of Almighty God, that true 
Religion might be planted and maintained in the 
hearts of her people through all the parts of her 
Realms; and as well in that behalf, as for the 
peace and benefits of her Subjects fhe hath from 
time to time eftablifhed many good Laws to 
meet with the diforders and to punifh the offen- 
ces of wicked and ungedly men, that continuing 
in their bad ways they might not be hardned and 
go forward in their wickednefs. For, Mora in 
peccato dat incrementunt fcelerz. 

And whereas the number of Laws already 
made is very great, {ome of them being obfolete 
and worn out of ufe , othersidle and vain, fer- 
ving to no purpofe; fome again over-heavy and 
too fevere for the offence, others too loofe and 
flack for the faults they are to punifh 5 and ma- 
ny fo full of difficulty to be underftood, that 
they caufe many Controverfiesand much trouble 
to arife among{t the Subjects. You are to enter 
into a due confideration of the Laws, and where 
you find fuperfiuity, to prune and cut off, where 
defe&, to fupply, and where ambiguity, to ex- 
plain, that they be not burthenfome but profit- 
able to the Common-Wealth. Which being a 
Service of importance and very needful to be 
required 3 yet as nothing is to be regarded if 
due mean be not had to withftand the malice 
and the force of thofe profefled Enemies which 
feek the deftruction of the whole State, this be- 
fore and above all is to be thought of, and with 
moft endeavour and care to be provided for. For 
in vain are Laws made, and to little purpofe will 
they ferve, be they never fo good, if fuch pre- 
vail as go about to make a Conqueft of the King- 
dom. Wars heretofore were wont to be me 

either 
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either of Ambition to enlarge Dominions, or of 
revenge to qnit injuries: But this againft us 
is not fo; in this the Holy Religion of God is 
fought to be rooted out, the whole Realm to be 
fubdued, and the precious life of her Excellent 
Majefty to be taken away. Which hitherto, by 
the powerful hand and great goodnefs of the 
Almighty, hath been preferved, mauger the 
Devil, the Pope and the Spanifh Tyrant, and 
all the mifchievous defigns of all her Enemies, 
Wherefore it is high time that this be looked un- 
to, and that no way be left unfought, nor means 
unufed, which may ferve for defence thereof. 
Her Majefty hath not fpared to disburfe a Mafs 
of Treafure, and to fell her Land for mainte- 
nance of her Armies by Sea and Land, whereby 
with fuch fmall helps as from her Subjects have 
been yielded, fhe hath defended and kept fafe 
her Dominions from all fuch forcible attempts 
as have been made. Which being ftill-to be per- 
formed by infinite charge, her Majef{ty doth not- 
withftanding hear of nothing more unwillingly 
than of Aids and Subfidies to be returned from 
her peopie, though what fhe doth receive, fhe 
dothcarefully beftow and infiuitcly more of her 
own. The Taxations at this day, howfoever they 
feem, are nothing fo great as heretofore in the 
Reign of former Kings they have been. In the 
time of Edward the third, the two next before 
him and thofe three which fucceded after him, the 
payments of the Commons did far exceed any that 
have been fince her Majeftics Reign, which is of 
Record in Hiftories to be {cen : but never caufe 
fo great to imploy great fums of Money as now. 
Now therefore you are to confider how to pro- 
vide needful and convenient Aid in fome mea- 
fure to maintain and fupport her Majefties ex- 
ceeding charge,which at this prefent fhe is at, and 
is to continue for the defence of the Realm. 
He cannot be well advifed, who in this cafe 
will not be forward to contribute and beftow 
whatfoever he hath. For if with the Common- 
wealth it go not well, well it cannot be with 
any private or particular perfon, that being in 
danger. He that would feck to lay up Treafure, 
and fo inrich himfelf, fhould be like to him that 
would bufy himfelf to beautify his Houfe when 
the City where he dwelleth, were on fire 5 or 
to deck up his Cabbin when the Ship wherein 
he faileth, were ready to drown, fo as perifh he 
mutt of neceffity either with it or for it. To 
{pare in that Cafe is to {pare for thofe which feek 
to devour all; and to give, is to give to our 
felves, her Majeities part only being carefully to 
beftow what is delivered into her hands. Where- 
in men performing their Duties, there is no Caufe 
at allto fear; for this War is juft, it is in de- 
fence of the Religion of God, of our moft gra- 
cious Soveraign, and of our natural Country, of 
our Wives, our Children, our Liberties, Lands, 
Lives, and whatfoever we have. 
Wherefore not miftrufting your forwardnefs, 
that I may not offend in too much enlarging of 
this point as a poor remembrance of her Majefty, I 


fhortly fay to your Lordthips, quod juftum eff, 
neceffarium eft s nothing eaiGshitions fn ee 
this War; nothing ought to feem more neceflary 
than carefully to provide due maintenance for 
the fame. 

And toyou of the Houfe of Commons, to the 
end you may orderly proceed and wifely confult 
of thefe weighty Caufes delivered unto you, her 
Majeftiecs pleafure is, you fhould according to 
your accuftomed manner, go downto the Lower 
Houfe, and there make choice of fome grave, 
wife, and Learned man among you to be your 
Speaker, who fhall be for an underftanding fuffi- 
cient, and for difcretion fit, as your Mouth to 
fignify your minds, and to make your Petitions 
known to her Highnefs, and him on Thurfday 
next to prefent in this place. 

Nota, that this foregoing Speech of the Lord 
Keeper is not found inthe Original Journal-Book, 
of the Upper Houfe, but is fupplied by me out 
of a Copy thereof lying by me, which I con- 
ceive to have been very truely tranfcribed out of 
the Original ; and I have always conceived it 
moft proper to refer this and fuch like other 
Speeches (if warranted by any good authority) 
to the Journal of the faid Upper Houfe, becaufe 
they are delivered in it, and only for Order fake 
to have fome fhort Memorial thereof in the Jour- 
nal of the Houfe of Commons. 

As foon as the Lord Keeper had ended his 
Speech, and the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles 
were departed down to their own Houfe, the 
Clerk of the Upper Houfe read the Names of the 
Receivers and Triersof Petitions in French,which 
were as followeth, viz.

On Thurfday the 27° day of Oiober the 
Queens Majefty repaired in the Afternoon to 
the Upper Houfe of Parliament, accompanied 
with divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal, who 
attended her Majefty this faid day in the Houfe, 
being for the moft part the fame that are men- 
tioned to have been prefent there on Moxday the 
24t day of this inftant Ocfober foregoing. Of 
which the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
Houfe of Commons having notice, M* Serjeant 
Yelverton being chofen Prolocutor or Speaker of 
the faid Houfe , was by them brought into the 
Upper Houfe., and by the hands of Sit Willian 
Kzxolles Controller of her Majefties Houfhold, 
and Sir Fobu Fertefcue Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer prefented. 

Who by a Speech full of Gravity and Mode- 
{ty fignifying the accomplifhment of the Duty of 
the Houfe of Commons in making an Ele@ion, 
but excufing himfelf by pretence of many difa- 
bilities and imperfections, and wifhing earneftly 
he were of fufficiency to perform the Duty of 
that place, made humble Suit to her Majefty that 
he might be difcharged, and that the faid Houfe 
of Commons might proceed to a new Eledtion. 
Which excufe was not allowed by her Majefty 
(as the Lord Keeper delivered by Anfwer) but 
the choice of the faid M* Yelverton was by her 
Majefty very well approved and his fuffictency 
much commended. 

He then proceeded in another Speech (accord- 
ing to the manner) to undertake that charge 
and to prefent to her Majefty in the behalf of

not nominated as Joint-Committecs with them, 
which is ufually to be feen in every former Par- 
liament almoft of her Majefties Reign 5 and 
therefore it fhould feem that either the Lords of 
the Upper Houfe themfelves did alter and abolifh 
the faid ancient Priviledges which the Judges 
had of being conftituted Joint-Committees with 
them, in refpe& that they were no Members of, 
but only Affiftants unto the faid Upper Houfe ; 
or elfe that Thomas Smith Efguire now Clerk of, 
the faid Houfe was more careful and diligent in 
the diftinét and exa& fetting down, that the 
faid Judges were not nominated as Joint-Com- 
mittees, but only to attend fuch Lords Commit- 
tees as were appointed by the faid Houfe, which 
Anthony Majfon Efguire his Predeccflor in the faid 
place had for the moft part neglected to diftin- 
guifh. And yet the faid Mt Majow may in fome 
fort be juftly excufed of any univerfal or conti- 
nual careleiInefs in this kind, in refpect that 
where the Lords Committees were appointed ei- 
ther to treat with the Committees of the Houle 
of Commons, or by themfelves about any matter 
of weight, there the Judges and her Majefties 
Learned Councel are always fet down as appoin- 
ted to attend the faid Lords Committees: Bue 
when an ordinary Bill only was committed upon 
the fecond reading, and efpecially if it concerned 
matter of Law , there the Judges for the moft 
part, and fometimes alfo the Queens Learned 
Councel, were nominated as Joint-Committees 
with them. But whatfoever the ufage hath been 
in former times, moft certain itis, that not only 
in this prefent Parliament, but in all that have 
been fince unto this prefent year 1629. the faid 
Judges being Affiftants unto, and the King’s

Upper Houfe ; have never been nominated as 
Joint-Committees with their Lordthips, but have 
always been appointed to attend them. And 
which may make it feem the more {trange : 
Whereas the Judges have liberty in the faid Up- 
per Houfe it felf, upon leave given them by the 
Lord Keeper, or the Lord Chancellor for the 
time being, to cover their heads, at a Committee 
they are now always accuftomed to fit bare and 
uncovered 5 which faid cour{e finally was con- 
itantly obferved during all the continuance of 
this prefent Parliament, as may appear not only 
by the inftance foregoing , but by thofe many

unlawfully , was fent up to the Lords trow i

The Lord Treafurer made Report to the 
Houfe what had been done by the Committees 
upon the Petition of the Lord La Ware, and 
how it was refolved by them upon hearing and 
debating of the matter, with certain Learned 
Counfellors in the Law brought before the Com- 
mittees of the faid Lords, that the place which 
he claimed in the Order and Rank of the Ba- 
rons, was due unto him, vz. next after the 
Lord Willoughby of Evesby.

Nota, That becaufe the Committees during 
all this Parliament were only Peers and Members 
of the Houfe, and that the Judges with her Ma- 
jefties Learned Councel, (as fee more on Moz- 
day the 7‘ of this inftant November foregoing) 
were always appointed to attend upon them, 
and never nominated as joint Committees with 
them, therefore the names of them are for the 
moft part omitted as not worth the inferting or 
obfervation.

This Bill was brought into the Houfe inftead

Of 
which refolution and determination Report ha- 
ving been made by the Lord Burleigh Lord Trea- 
furer, the firft of the Committees, the 10" day 
of this inftant November foregoing in the Seffion 
of the fame day (as before is recorded) and the 
fame being allowed and approved by the con- 
fent of the Lords Temporal and Spiritual then 
prefent in the Houfe, it was thought meet and 
ordered that her Majefty fhould be made ac- 
quainted by the Lord Keeper with the opinion 
and refolution of the Houfe.

mer times ufed, and,as they did interpretit,to the 
prejudice and derogation of the liberty of the 
Houfe of Commons. For whereas on the four- 
teenth day of this inftant Favuary foregoing, 
Sir Walter Raleigh Knight with divers others of 
the faid Houfe of Commons were fent up to the 
Lords to deliver a certain Meflage to the Houfe, 
after Confultation had thereon by the Lords, 
and after fignification given to the faid Sir Walter 
Raleigh and the reft (ftaying in the outward 
Room for Anfwer) that they might come in to 
receive the fame 5 1t was thought meet that the 
Lord Keeper fhould deliver the faid Anfwer fir- 
ting in his place, and all and every of the Lords 
keeping their places, anid not going down to the 
Bar as the ufe and form is, when the Lordseither 
receive Bills or Meflage from the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and asthe Lord Keeper had done once or 
twice before byError,ornot attending the Forma- 
lity and Order of the Houfein that Point. This 
was the Exception taken by the Meflage delive- 
red this day from the Knights and Burgefles of 
the fame Houle of Commons, wherein they de- 
fire to receive fatisfaction as is before menti- 
oned. 

Upon which Meffage the Lords having coti- 
fulted and delivered their Opinions touching 
the faid Order and Cuftom of the Houfe, as it 
had been obferved and particularly noted and re- 
membred by fome of them that were the molt an- 
cient and of longeft continuance in Parliaments, 
and elpecially by the Lord Burleigh Lord Trea- 
furer, the moft ancient Parliament man of any 
that were at that cime prefent either of the Up- 
per Houle or Houfe of Commons, and likewife 
by the Lord Archbifhop of Cavterbury, and by 
the Lord Admiral, the Lord North, the Lord 
Buckburft and others, that had been prefent in 
many Parliaments 3 It was refolved that the Or- 
der arid ufage of the Houfe was and is, That 
when any Bills or Meflages be brought from the 
Houfe of Commons to be preferred to the Up- 
per Houfe, the Lord Keeper and the reft of the 
Lords are to arife from their places, and to go 
down to the Bar, there to meet fuch as come 
from the faid Houfe of Commons, and from 
them to receive in that place their Meflages or 
Bills: But contrariwife when any Anfwer is to 
be delivered by the Lord Keeper, in the name 
and behalf of the Houfe, to fuch Knights and 
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Burgefles as came from the Houfe of Commons, 
the faid Knights and Burgeffes are to receive 
the fame ftanding towards the lower end of the 
faid Upper Houfe without the Bar, and the Lord 
Keeper is to deliver the fame fitting in his place 
with his head covered, and all the Lords keep- 
ing their places; and that whenfoever it had 
been otherwife done, it had been by error and 
miftaking, and therefore not to be drawn into 
an Example or Precedent as it was acknowledg- 
ed by the Lord Keeper this day and the reft of 
the Lords , that the going of the faid Lord 
Keeper and the reft of the Lords from their pla- 
ces to the Bar fome few days before , once or 
twice, to give Anfwer to fome of the Houfe of 
Commons (whereof the faid Houfe of Commons 
feemed to take fome advantage) was only by 
mifcognizance or rather for want of due remem- 
brance at that prefent of the Order and Cuftom 
of the Houfe , whereunto their Lordfhips (ha- 
ving regard rather to difpatch of matters of im- 
portance in the Houfe, than to formalities) were 
not greatly intentive. This to have been the an- 
cient nfage of the Houfe , and that the fame 
ought ftill to be, was concluded by common 
and general confent, both upon particular re- 
membrances and obfervations of the like courfe 
and Order holden aforetime by other Lords that 
held the place in the Houfe of Lord Chancellor 
or Lord Keeper, and alfo by divers reafons pro- 
duced and alledged to prove and fhew, that the 
faid Order doth beft ftand with the dignity and 
gravity of theHoufe, and with the conveniency 
and aptnefs for difpatch of affairs appertaining 
to the Parliaments and that the contrary courfe 
is both undecent and inconvenient. 

This being fo refolved and concluded, it was 
agreed that Mt Attorney General and Mr. Ser- 
jeant Drew fhould go down to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and fignify from the Lords to the Knights 
and Burgeffes , That if they would fend any of 
that Houfe up tothe Lords to receive Anfwer un- 
to their aforefaid Demands, Anfwer fhould be 
given them. Whereunto the faid Knights and 
Burgeffes returned fignification of their affent by 
the faid M' Attorney General and Mr Serjeant 
Drew. And in very little time after fent up ac- 
cordingly the fame perfons who before had been 
fent to demand fatisfa@tion. But being come into 
the Houfe, and having placed themfelves at the 
lower end of the faid room, (as at other times 
they accuftomed, except the Lord Keeper and 
the reft of the Lords would come from their pla- 
ces and meet them at the Bar to deliver them An- 
{wer) the Lord Keeper moved them to come 
nearer to receive Anfwer. And when they per- 
ceived that the Lords were refolved not to come 
from their places to the Bar, they protefted by 
the Mouth of Sir William Knolles, that they had 
no Commiffion to receive Anf{wer in that form. 
And fo refufing to receive any Anfwer, departed. 
The queftion and difference thus remaining be- 
twixt the Houfes, it was afterwards upon a Mo-

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Commons agreed on both parts, that a Confe- 
rence fhould be had, and that the aforefaid {e- 


lected perfons of the faid Houfe of Commons, or 
fo many of them as fhould be needful thould 
meet with divers of the Lords of the Upper 
Houfe (being nominated by the Houfe for that 
purpofe) in the outward great Chamber before 
the Chamber of Parliament prefence , to debate 
the matter and bring it to a conclufion. Which 
Meeting and Conference being affented unto, 
and afterwards accordingly there performed on

prefent in many Parliaments , (and efpecially by 
the Lord Treafturer the moft ancient Parliament 
Man) it was found and obferved that the Order 
and Cuftom of the Houfe was as is before writ- 
ten; védelicet , that when any Bills or Meflages 
are brought from the Houfe of Commons to be 
prefented to the Upper Houfe, the Lord Keeper 
and the reft of the Lords are to arife from their 
places and to go down to the Bar, there to meet 
fuch as come from the Houfe of Commons, and 
from them to receive in that place their Meflages 
or Bills: But contrariwife when any Anfwer is 
to be delivered by the Lord Keeper in the name 
and behalf of the Houfe to fuch Knights and Bur- 
gefles as come from the Houfe of Commons, the 
faid Knights and Burgeffes are to receive the 
fame {tanding towards the lower end of the faid 
Upper Houfe without the Bar, and the Lord 
Keeper is to deliver the fame fitting in his place 
with his Head covered, and all the Lords keep- 
ing their places. And thereupon the Houfe of 
Commons was fatisfied, and the fame form was 
afterwards kept accordingly.

The Bill for punifhment of Rogues, Vagabonds 
and Sturdy Beggars was read prima vice, A for- 
mer Bill of that nature having been rejected ini 
the Houfe of Commons. 

The Bill for the maintenance of Husbandry 
and Tillage was read tertia vices, and the Amend- 
ments and Provifo were thrice read, together 
with the Bill, and were fent down to the Houfe 
of Commons for their confideration of the A- 
mendments and Provifo by M' Attorney Genc- 
ral and M' D' Stamhop. ye 
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The Bill for reforming of fundry abufes com- 
- mitted by Souldiers and others in her Majefties 
Services concerning the Wars was read primd vice. 
A former Bill of this nature having been confi- 
dered of by the Committees was by them refu- 
fed for many defects found therein, and this pre- 
ferrd to the Houfe inftead thereof. 

The Houfe having not time to hear the Coun- 
cel Learned on the behalf of George Ognell and 
thofe that follow the Bill for the Hofpital of War- 
wick, as was formerly appointed, a new time 
was appointed for the hearing of the fame, zz.

The Bill concerning Garret de Malynes and 
John Hunger, Merchants Strangers, was read ter- 
tid vice. Vide concerning this matter on Wed- 
nefday the firft day and on Friday the third day 
of this Inftant February foregoing. 

The Provifoadded in the Houfe of Commons 


A Motion was made by the Lord Buckhurft, 
that the County of Su/ex might be added tothe 
general Bill of furrounded Grounds. 

The like motion was made by the Lord North 
and others for the Counties of Somerfet and 
Efex: whereunto the Houfe aflented. And 
the faid three Counties were accordingly added 

to the reft. 

On Monday the 6" day of February, the Bill

by the Queens Majefty to the Mayor, ¢c. of the 
City of Lincolv, @c. was returned t@ the 
Houfe by the Earl of Shremsbury, the firft of 
the Committees, with fome Amendments, and

The Bill that Leflees may enjoy their Leafes 
again{t all Patentees their Heirs and Affigns was 
returned to the Houfe by the Lord Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, the firft of the Committees, with 


_a Provifo thought neceflafy to be added. 


Excufe was made by the Earl Marfhal for the 
abfence of the Earl of Sufex, in regard of his 
unhealthinefs. The like excufe was made by the 
Bithop of Rockefier for the Bifhop of Covertry 
and Litchfield. 

Four Bills were brought up to the Lords 
from the Houfe of Commons 3 of which the firft 
was for the more {peedy payment of the Queens 
Majefties debts, ec. and the fecond againit the 
Eexcefs of Apparel. 

The Bill for the explanation of an A& for the 
necefiary relief of Souldiers and Mariners, Ge: 
The Bill for the recovering of three hundred 
thoufand Acres of Marfh-grounds more or lefs, 


with one other of no great moment, were each 
of them read tertia vice and pafled the Houle, 
and were fent down to the Houfe of Commons 
by D' Carew and D* Stanhop. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigil continuavit pra- 
fens Parliamentum ufque in fecundant horan poft- 
meridian. At which time the Amendments and 
Provifo added by the Committeesto the Bill for 
Confirmation of Letters Patents granted to the 
Mayor, cc. of the City of Lincoln, Ce. were 
twice read. 

The Provifo alfo added by the Houfe of 
Commons to the Bill for Confirmation of the 
Joynture of Chriftian Lady Sandes, was read 
the third time, and thereupon the Bill was expe- 
dited. 

Three Bills alfo had each of them one read- 
ing 5 of which the firft being the Bill for the 
more {peedy paying of the Queens Majefties debts, 
and for the better explanation of the Act made 
Anno 13° of the Queen, intituled An Act to make 
the Lands, Tenements, Goods and Chattels 
of Tellors, Receivors, ec. liable to the pay- 
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ment of their Debts, was read fecundd vice.

On Tuefday the 7° day of February, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the laft being the Bill againft the Excefs of Appa- 
rel, was upon the fecond reading committed un- 
to the Earl Marfhal, the Lord Admiral, the Earl 
of Northumberland and others. 

Three Bills were brought up to the Lords from 
the Houfe of Commons by Sir William Kuolles, 
Sir Fohn Fortefcue and others; of which the fe- 
cond being the Bill again{t decaying of Towns 
and Houfes of Husbandry was fent back with 
fome Amendments, which were prefently twice 
read. 

The Bill that Leffees may enjoy their Leafes 
agait@r all Patentees their Heirs and Affigns, not- 
with{tanding any default of payment of their 
Rent during the time that the Reverfion or In- 
heritance remained in the Crown, was returned 
with fome Amendments by the Lord Chief Ju- 
{tice, with a Provifo thought meet to be added. 
Which Provifo and Amendments were once 
read. 

A Meflage was fent to the Houfe of Commons 
from their Lordfhips by M' Serjeant Drew and 
M' Dottor Carew for a Conference concerning 
the Bill againft excefsof Apparel, with a compe- 
tent number of the faid Houfe , and the time 
and place was defired to be this Afternoon by 
two of the Clock in the great Chamber of the 
Upper Houle of Parliament. 

Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli continuavit pre- 
fens Parliamentum ufqy in horam fecundam poftme- 
ridianant. 

At which time the Amendments in the Bill a- 
gainft decaying of Towns and Houfes of Huf- 
bandry were read fecundd vice. 

The Amendments and Provifoes thought meet 
to be added to the Bill concerning Patentees were 
read the fecond time , and thereupon command- 
ment was given, that the faid Provifo fhould be 
ingrofled in Parchment, and the Amendments 
written in Paper ready for the third reading. 

The Bill for Amendments of High-ways in the 
Counties of Suex, Surrey and Kent was read fe- 
cunda vice. 

The Bill for reviving, continuance, Explana- 
tion and perfecting of divers Statutes was retur- 
ned with their allowance of the Amendments 
and Provifo added by their Lordfhips.

No continuance of the Parliament is Entred 
in the Original Book of the Upper Houfe, which 
feemeth to have happened by the Error of Tho- 
mas Smith Efquire, at this time Clerk of the 
fame. 

On Thurfday the 9t* day of February, Seven 
Bills were brought up to the Lords from the 
Houfe of Commons; of which the firft being 
the Bill for the further continuance and Expla- 
nation of an A& made in the thirty fifth year of 
the Queens Majefties Reign that now 1s, was re- 
turned with the allowance of the Amendments 
expedited. 

And the fecond Bill for eftablifhing a Jointure 
to Anne Lady Wentworth, now Wife of Willian 
Pope Efguire, and for the better enabling of the 
faid William Pope to fell certain of his Lands for 
the payment of his Debts, was returned with 
fome Amendments, which were prefently thrice 
read, and the Bill was thereupon expedited, and 
five others of no great moment.

Her Majefty fomewhat after the faid hour of 
three this Afternoon came unto the Upper Houfe, 
and being there fat with divers Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geffes of the Houfe of Commons, with Chriffo- 
pher Yelverton Serjeant at Law their Speaker, ha- 
ving waited a good while at thefaid Upper Houfe 
Door, were at length admitted into the faid Up- 
per Houfe, zz. as many of them as could conve- 
niently get ins And the faid Speaker having 
made his three Reverences unto her Majefty 
{pake in effect as followeth. 


Firft he fhewed the happinefs of a Common- 
Wealth governed by Laws, by which Subjects 
are held in due obedience 3 which her Majefty 
obferving, had now called a Parliament for the 
prefervation of fome Laws, amending of others, 
cutting off of unneceflary Statutes, and the ma- 
king of new , never before Enaéted; And that 
her Majefties Subjects in this Parliament , confi- 
dering the {trength of the Realm to confift in the 
ftrength of the Prince and Subjects, and their 
{trength to ftand firft in the hands of God, and 
next in Provifion of Treafure; And therefore 
(faid he) your Majefties moft humble, dutiful 
and obedient Subjects have by me their Mouth 
and Speaker prefented here a free gift of their 
free and loving hearts (And fo with. that he 
kneeled down and delivered the Bill of Subfidy, 
which the Clerk of the Crown received, and 
laid it on a little Table ftanding before the 

Speaker, 
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Speaker, betwixt two great Wax-Candles on a 
plain Green Carpet) the which I hope and think 
was granted without a thought of No, fure lam 
without the word of a No. 

The fecond part fhewed a Commandment im- 
pofed on him by the Houfe of Commons which 
was touching Monopolies or Patents of privi- 
ledge, the which was a fet and penned Speech 
made at a Committee. The third fheweda thank- 
fulnefs of the Houfe of Commons for the Pardon. 
The fourth and laft contained the faid Speaker's 
own Petition, that if any fault had been commit- 
ted in the Houfe, they might not be now again 
revived; And if either he had fpoken too much 
or not fo much as in duty he ought to have done, 
he befought her Majefties Pardon; And that as 
it had pleafed her Majefty to grant Pardon to 
all her Loving Subjects , fo that fhe would not 
exempt him alone, @c. 

After which Speech ended the Queen called 
Sir Thomas Egerton Lord Keeper , to whom 
(kneeling down before her) the {pake in private. 
And fo after he went unto a place like a Desk, 
made even with the Cloth of Eftate on the right 
fide , and there made Anfwer to the Speakers 
Speech, which in effect was thus much. 


UR Moft Dread Soveraign her Excel- 
lent Majefty hath given me in Charge to 


fay unto youand the reft of her Loving Subjects, 


that (he doth thankfully accept of their free gift 
of Subfidy granted by the Commons, which fhe 
would not have required, had not the puiflance 
of the Enemy conftrained her thereunto. Se- 
condly touching the Monopolies , her Majefty 
hoped that her dutiful and loving Subjects would 
not take away her Prerogative , which is the 
chiefeft Flower in her Garden , and the princi- 
pal and head Pearl in her Crown and Diadem ; 
but that they will rather leave that to her difpo- 
fition. And as her*Majefty hath proceeded to 
tryal of them already , fo fhe promifeth to con- 
tinue that they fhall all be examined to abide 
the tryal and true Touchftone of the Law.Third- 
ly, touching her Pardon, her Majefties Pleafure 
is that I fhew unto you, that you do not fo wil- 
lingly accept it, as fhe giveth it, cc. 

Fourthly for your Pardon (M!' Speaker) her 
Majefty faith, that you have fo learnedly, and fo 
eloquently defended your felf now, and pain- 
fully behaved your felf heretofore , as that your 
Jabour deferveth double her thanks: Butin your 
Petition I muft alfo join with you in befeeching 
her moft Excellent Majefty , that if any thing 
through want of Experience, or through mine 
imperfections and ignorance have over-flipped 
me, it may be pardoned and remitted. And fo 
the Lord Keeper ended his Speech. 

Nota, That the feveral and interlocutory 
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Speeches of the Speaker and of Sir Thomas Eger- 
ton Lord Keeper, cc. immediately foregoing, 
with the coming of the faid Speaker and the reft 
of the Houfe of Commons into the Upper Houfe, 
are not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the fame Houfe, but are here inferted out of a 
certain fragmentary Journal of the Houle of 
Commons. 

After the before-recited Speeches were ended 
as abovefaid, then were the Titles of all the A@s 
read in their due Order. 

After the paffing the Ads, followed the Diffo- 


lution of the Parliament in thefe words, zz, 


Dominus Cuftos magni Sigilli ex mandato Do- 
mine Regine tunc diffolvit prefens Parliamentum. 

Nota, That although after thefe words ex 
mandato Domine fometime the word prefentis 
doth follow at the end of divers of thefe Jour- 
nals during the Queens Reign, where the Diffo- 
lution of the Parliament is ufually entred 3 yet 


elfewhere the {aid word prefentis is divers times 


omitted, as well as in this place, as being in it 
felf fuperfluous , in refpe& that the aforefaid 


words Ex mandato Domine Regine, Gc. do ne- 


ceflarily imply the Royal Prefence; for other- 
wife in her abfence there could be no fuch Diffo- 


lution by her Highnefs Command only, without 


an exprefs Commiffion or Letters Patents under 


the great Seal to that purpofe : and howfoever 


the {aid words be here omitted, yet it is moft 
certain, that her Majefty was both perfonally 
prefent at that time in the Upper Houfe, and 
gave her Royal Affent alfo to fuch Laws 4s paf- 


fed, as doth appear moft plainly by that frag- 


mentary Journal of the Houfe of Commons taken 
by a Member of the fame at this:Parliament, as 


is before more particularly mentioned at the end 


of the Lord Keepers Speech delivered this very 
Afternoon in Anfwer to the Commons Speaker 
cr Prolocutor. 

Nota alfo, that whereas in the laft Parliament 


in an. 35 Regin. Eliz. Anno Domini 1592. the 


Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houfe of 
Commons had, not without long and great de- 
bate both with the Lords of the Upper Houfe, 
and by themfelves, at length yielded unto the 
grant of three intire Subfidies and fix Fifteenths 
and Tenths, and had then alfo given with that 
Caution, that it might not hereafter be drawn 
into a Precedent for future times: yet now at 
this prefent Parliament de av. 39, & 40 Regin. 
Eliz. A. D. 1597. the fame proportion , and in 
the Parliament enfuing, which was held in av. 
43 Regin. ejufdeme Anno Dom. 1601. (which was 
the laft Parliament of her Majefties Reign) a 
greater, viz. of four Subfidies and eight Fifteenths 
and Tenths was again yielded unto: whence it 
is plain, that whatfoever is once granted by the 
Subje& may often be raifed, but feldom falleth.

eA Fournal of the Honfe of Commons in the Parliament holden at Wekt-. 
minfter, Anno 39 Regine Elz. Anno Domini 1597. which began 
there on Monday the 24%" Day of O&ober, and then and there con- 
tinued until the Diffolution thereof, on Thurfday tbe 9° Day of Fe- 
bruary Anno 40 Regine ejufdem. 


“HIS prefent Journal of the Houfe 
of Commons 1s not only abundant- 
ly ftored with many and fundry 
Paflages touching the Orders, Ufe 
and Priviledge of the Houfe it 

felf; but containeth init excellent matter touch- 
ing the publick affairs of Church and State: in 
which alfo her Majefty was moft gracioufly plea- 
fed to give the faid Houfe free Liberty to reform 
fome abufes of the firft, and to fearch into the 
dangers of the latter. And that this faid Jour- 
nal might be the more exact and copious, in fome 
few places the defects thereof are fupplied out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houfe, 
and out of a certain imperfe&t and fragmentary 
Journal of the Houfe of Commons. 

The ninth Parliament of our Soveraign Lady 
Elizabeth, by the Grace of God of Exgland, 
France and Ireland Queen, Defender of the Faith, 
Oc. begun at Weftminfter upon Monday being 
the 24°" day of O@ober in the thirty ninth year 
of her Majefties Reign. Upon which day many 
of the Knights of the Shires, Citizens of Cities, 
Burgefles of Boroughs and Barons of Ports did 
make their appearance at We/tminfter, being re- 
turned into the fame Parliament for the fame 
Shires, Cities, Boroughs and Ports, before the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Nottingham, Lord 
Steward of her Majefties moft honourable Houfe- 
hold: And did then and there in the Room com- 
monly called the Court of Requefts, take the 


Oath of Supremacy, feven or eight at a time (be- 
ing Enacted by and contained in the Statute de 
an. 1 Regine Eliz. Cap. 1..) before the faid Lord 
Steward, and before Sir Wiliam Kuolles Knight 
Comptroller of her Majefties Houfhold, Str Fohx 
Fortefcue Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Sir 
Robert Cecill Principal Secretary, his Lordfhips 
Depyties. And thereupon the faid Knights, Citi- 
zens, Burgefies and Barons entring into their 
own Houfe, and expecting her Majefties further 
Pleafure, her Highnefs then being in her Royal 
Seat in the Higher Houfe of Parliament, the {aid 
Commons were commanded to come before her 
Highnefs, and being there Affembled, the Right 
Honourable Sir Thomas Egerton Knight , Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of Exgland, delivered 
unto the faid Commons the Caufes of her Maje- 
{ties Calling of this Parliament 5 and fo in the 
end willed them to repair again into the faid 
Houfe of Commons, and there to make choice 
of their Speaker according to the former laudable 
ufage and cuftom of the fame Houfe in that Cafe 
accuftomed ; and willed them to prefent him un- 
to her Maje(ty upon the Thar/day next following. 
Which done, the faid Commons prefently re- 
paired unto their own Honfe , and there being 
Affembled and fitting fome {pace of time very 
filent, at laftthe Right Honourable Sir Wiliam 
Kaolls one of herHighnefs moft HonourabiePrivy 
Council and Comptroller of sher Majefties Houfe- 
hold, {tood up and {pake to the effect following. 
Necefliry 
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Neceffity conftraineth me to break off this 
filence, and to give others caufe for {peech. 
According to the ufual Cuftom we are to chufe 
our Speaker, and though [ am leaft able and 
therefore unfit to fpeak in this place, yet bet- 
ter I deem it to difcover my own Imperfections, 
than that her moft facred Majefties Command- 
ment to me delivered fhould not be fulfilled, or 
your Expeéation of this firft days work by all 
our filences to be in any fort fruftrate. Firft 
therefore [ think it very expedient to remember 
the Excellent and Learned Speech of that good 
man my Lord Keeper, (at which all of us, or the 
moft part of usat the leaft, were prefent)) who 
very wifely fhewed the Caufe of calling this 
Honourable Affembly, fhewing unto us that it is 
partly for the reforming thofe Laws which be a- 
mifs, partly quite to repeal others, partly to aug- 
ment thofe that be good, and partly to Enact new 
Laws, both for the Honour and profit of her 
Majefty and for the benefit of the Common- 
wealth. And in conclufion wifhed us to depart 
from whence we came and there to chufe our 
Speaker, who ought to be the Mouth of us all, 
and to whom we might commit fuch weighty af- 
fairs as in this place fhould be debated amongft 
us.. For unfit it is if we have occafion to go 
unto the Sacred prefence of her Majefty, to go 
either confufedly without order, or unorderly 
without Judgment. Now becaufe that know- 
ledge doth reft in certainty, I will with the more 
{peed fet afoot this mogion, deliver my opinion 
unto you, who is moft fit for this. place, being 
a member of this Houfe, and thofe good abilities 
which I know to be in him (here he made a lit- 
tle paufe, and the Houfe hawked, and {pat, and 
after filence made he proceeded) unto this place 
of dignity and calling in my opinion (here he 
ftayed a little) Mr‘ Serjeant Yelverton (looking 
upon him) is the fitteft_ man to. be preferred (af- 
ter which words M' Yelverton blufhed, and put 
off his Hat and after fate bare-headed) for I amaf- 
fured that he is yea, (and I dare avow it)I know 
him to be a man wife and learned, fecret and 
circumfpe, Religious and faithful, no way dif- 
able but every way able to fupply this place. 
Wherefore in my Judgment I deem him (though 
I will not fay, be{t worthy amongft us, yet) fuf- 
ficient enough to fupply this place ; and here- 
in if any man think I err, I wifh bim to deliver 
his mind as freely asI have done; if not, that 
we all join together in giving general confent 
and approbation to this motion. 

So that the whole Houfe cried I, I, 1, let him 
be. And then Mafter Comptroller made a low 
reverence,and fat down 5 and after a little paufe 
and filence, M' Serjeant Yelverton rofe up, and 
after a very humble reverence made {pake in ef- 
fe& thus much. 


Hence your unexpected choice of me to 
be your Mouth or Speaker fhould pro- 
ceed, Iam utterly ignorant. If from my me- 


rits, ftrange it were that fo few deferts fhould. 


purchafe fuddenly fo great an Honour. Nor 
from my ability doth this your choice proceed ; 
for well known it isto a great number in this 
place now affembled, that my Eftate is nothing 
correfpondent for the maintenance of this dig- 
nity : For my Father dying left me a younger 
Brother, and nothing to me but my bare An- 
nuity. Then growing to mans eftate and fome 
fmall practice of the Law, I took a Wife by 
whom I have had many Children, the keeping 
of us all being a great impoverifhing to my E- 
{tate, and the daily living of us all nothing but 
my daily Induftry. Neither from my Perfon or 
Nature doth this choice arife 5 for he that fup- 
plieth this place ought to be aman bigg and come- 
ly, ftately and well fpoken, his voice great, his 
carriage Majeftical, his Nature haughty and his 
Purfe plentiful and heavy: but contrarily, the 
{tature of my body is fmall, my felf not fo well 
fpoken, my voice low, my carriage Lawyer-like 
and of the common fafhion, my Nature foft 
and bafhful, my Purfe thin, light and never yet 
plentiful. Wherefore I now fee the only caufe 
of this choice is a gracious and favourable cen- 
fure of your good and undeferved Opinions of 
me. ButI moft humbly befeech you recal this 
your fudden EleGion ; And therefore becaufethe 
more fudden,the fooner to be recalled. But if this 
cannot move your fudden choice, yet let this 
one thing perfwade you, that my felf not being 
gracious in the Eye of her Majefty, neither ever 
yet inaccount with any great Perfonages, fhall de- 
ceive your expectation in thofe weighty matters 
and great affairs which fhould be committed un- 
to me. For if Demofthenes being fo learned 
and eloquent ashe was, one whom none furpaf- 
fed, trembled tofpeak before Phocion at Athens, 
how much more fhall I being unlearned and un- 
skillful, fupply this place of dignity, charge and 
trouble to {peak before fo many Phocions as here 
be ? yea, which is the greateft,before the unfpeak- 
able Majefty and Sacred Perfonage of our dread 
and dear Soveraign; The terror of whofe 
countenance will appall and abafe even the ftour- 
eft heart, yea whofe very name will pull down 
the greateft courage. For how mightily doth 
the eftate and name of a Prince dejeét the haugh- 
tieft Stomach even of their greatcft Subjects 2 I 
befeech you therefore again and again to proceed 
untoa new Election, here being many better able, 
more fufficient and far more worthy than my 
felf, both for the Honour of this Affembly and 
general good to the publick State. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid fragmentary 
and imperfect Journal, the reft that follows ts 
out of the Original Journal-Book it felf 

After which Speech of Serjeant Ye/verton’s, the 
Right Honourable Sir Fobx Fortefcue Knight, one 
other of her Highnefs faid moft Honourable Pri- 
vy-Council and Chancellor of her Majetties Ex- 
chequer, ftood up and affirming all the faid for- 
mer Speech of the faid M' Comptroller in the 
Commendation and good parts of the faid Mf 
Serjeant Yelvertox; and inferring further abet 
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he the faid M' Chancellor had well perceived by 
the faid M' Serjeants own Speech, tending to the 
difabling of himfelf to the faid place, that he 
was thereby fo much the more fufficient and meet 
for the fame. And {fo for his part likewife nomi- 
nating the faid Mr Serjeant Yelverton to be their 
Speaker, moved the Houfe further for their li- 
king and refolution therein , who all with one 
accord and confent yielded unto the faid Electi- 
on. Whereupon the faid Mt Comptroller and Mr 
Chancellor did rife up and place the faid M' Ser- 
jeant Yelverton in the Chair. Which done, the 
faid M' Serjeant after fome {mall paufe ftood up, 
and giving unto the whole Houfe moft hearty 
thanks for their good opinions and conceit of 
him, fignified unto them neverthelefs, that by 
their good favours he would endeavour when he 
fhould come before her Majefty, to be an hum- 
ble Suitor unto her Highnefs to be difcharged of 
the faid place, if he fo could. And immediately 
the Houfe did rife, and were to meet there again 
upon the Thurfday next following. 

On Thurfday the 27'* day of Odober, the 
Houfe being fet, and before M' Speaker went 
up to her Majefty in the Upper Houfe, Mt Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer moved and admonifhed 
that none of this Houfe fhould after this prefent 
day enter into the fame Houfe with their Spurs 
on, for offending of others,and withal that none 
do come into this Houfe before they have paid 
the Serjeants Fees of this Houfe due unto him ac- 
cording to the accuftomed ufage of this Houfe in 
that cafe. 

Mr Speaker with the greateft number of the 
Members of this Houfe after their abiding along 
time filent,and attending her Majelties Pleafure, 
from the Upper Houfe to be fent for thither, did 
go out of this Houfe towards the faid Upper 
Houfe, there to be the more near and ready to 
come before her Highnefs in the faid Upper Houfe, 
at fuch time as her Majefty fhould pleafe to fend 
for them. And afterwards being admitted, and 
the faid Speaker prefented and allowed by her 
Majefty according to the ufual form in that cafe 
accuftomed, and returning back again from the 
faid Upper Houfe , attended by the Serjeant of 
this Houfe, bearing the Mace before him, upon. 
his aforefaid allowance in the Upper Houfe in the 
faid place of Prolocutor he took his place in the 
Chair, and being there fet fignified unto the 
Houle, that whereas in former times the Order 
was to have a Bill read before the Houfe did rife, 
the fame could not be fo done at this time, be- 
caufe her Majefty had in the Upper Houfe Ad- 
journed this Parliament till Saturday next come 
feven-night, being the 5" of November next com- 
ing, at eight of the Clock in the Forenoon of the 
fame day, till which time he and all the Members 
of this Houfe might depart and take their eafe. 
And fo then every man went his way. 

Nota, That this was a miftake of M' Serjeant 
Yelverton now Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, 
for the Adjournment in the Upper Houfe did 
not nor could not hinder the reading of a Bill 


in the Houfe ‘of Commons, upon the allowance 
of their Speaker in the {gid Upper Houle, and 
their return from it, according to the antient ufe 
and cuftom, although the Adjournment of the 
Parliament by her Majefty being -prefent in the 
faid Houfe is for the moft part accounted an 
Adjournment of both the Houfes. To make 
which truth more clear, there fhall need no other 
Precedent to be cited than that in the laft Par- 
liament de Az. 35 Regin. Eliz. where Edward 
Cooke Efquire the Queens Sollicitor being chofen 
Speaker of the beforementioned Commons Houfe 
was prefented unto her Majefty upon Thur/day the 
22°" day of February, and the words there were, 
Dowtinus Cuftos magni Sigilli ex mandato Domine 
Regine continuavit prefens Parliamentum, &c. to 
the next Saturday following 5 (by which very 
words the Parliament was alfo continued at this 
time unto the Saturday feven-night after.) And 
then upon the return of the faid M* Cooke their 
Speaker to the Houfe of Commons in the faid 
thirty fifth year of her Majefty, an ordinary Bill 
touching the pleading of a Bar at large in an 
Ejefione firme, had its firft reading 5 although 
after the reading he there declared , that it was 
her Majefties pleafure that the faid Houfe fhould 
be Adjourned and not meet again until the faid 
Saturday, on which the Upper Houfe met again 
alfo. And therefore it is plain, that M' Serjeant 
Yelverton did at this time not only commit a great 
error in omitting to read fome one Bill or other 
according to the ufual Cuftom, but was alfo 
much miftaken in informing the Houfe that it had 
been Adjourned and fo now ftood Adjourned by 
thofe words which the Lord Keeper had f{poken 
in the Upper Houfes for his Lordthip at thistime, 
as appears plainly by the Original Journal-Book 
of that Houfe, did only continue the Parliament 
and not Adjourn it; which words although fpo- 
ken by the Queens Commandment being perfo- 
nally prefent, do only concern the faid Upper 
Houfe, and reach not at all unto the Houfe of 
Commons, as was directly declared by the Lord 
Keeper himfelf in the next Parliament enfuing, in 
An. 43 Regin. Eliz. after that M' ‘Fobz Crooke, M' 
‘Recorder of London, their Speaker, upon his al- 
lowance in and return from the faid Upper 
Houfe, on Friday the 304 day of OGober in Ax, 
eodem, had by a like miftake mifinformed the 
Houfe that it was Adjourned, and fo caufed it to 
rife without the reading of any Bill. 

And therefore here once for all I have caufed 
the true differences as I conteive in this kind to 
be here inferted, wiz. If the Lord Keeper by the 
Queens Commandment being perfonally prefent, 
had either prolonged or Adjourned the Parlia- 
ment, or that her Majefty with her own Mouth 
had pronounced the faid words , or had caufed 
the fame to have been done by a Commiffion 
under the Great Seal in her abfence; in all thefe 
Cafes it had reached alike both unto the Upper 
Houle, and unto the Houfe of Commons. 

But if the Queens Majefty had with her own 
Mouth continued the Parliament, as fhe did here 

command 
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command the Lord Keeper to do it yet this 
had only concerned the Upper Houfe , fo that 
the Lordscould not have met again until the day 
to which the faid Parliament had been continu- 
ed; but the faid Houfe of Commons, whom the 
faid continuance concerned not, might have met 
each day without intermiffion, and have agita- 
ted fuch bufineffes, and have given reading to 
fuch Bills, as offered themfelves. 

And laftly, If the Lord Keeper or Lord Chan- 
cellor for the time being do at any time Adjourn 
or continue the Parliament to a further day, as 
of courfe he doth one of them for longer or 
fhorter time, every day the Upper Houfe rifeth, 
and that he doth it not by Command or Com- 
miffion from the Soveraign for the time being, 
but do it of courfe as is aforefaid, this concerns 
only the Upper Houfe, and the Houfe of Com- 
mons are neither bound to take notice of it nor 
to furceafe any of their daily Proceedings up- 
on it, 

On Saturday the 5" day of November the Houfe 
met about eight of the Clock in the Morning, ha- 
ving through a meer miftake and error of the 
Speaker and themfelves conceived their Houfe to 
have been Adjourned by the Lord Keeper, the 
firft day of the Parliament, unto this prefent Sz- 
turday, as is more largely declared ix fine diei 
pracedentis. 


Nota alfo, that fome part of the Paflages of 


this prefent Swturday following are tran{cribed 
out of the before-recited fragmentary and imper- 
fe& Journal. 

Mr’ Speaker this Morning , according to the 
ufual courfe, brought in a Prayer to be ufed in 
the Houfe during this Parliament, which was as 
followeth. 


Eternal God, Lord of Heaven and Earth, 

the great and mighty Councellor, We thy 
poor Servants Affembled before thee in this Honour- 
able Senate, humbly acknowledge our great and ma- 
nifold ins and imperfections , and thereby our un- 
worthinefs to receive any grace’and affistance from 
thee; Yet moft merciful Father fince by thy provi- 
dence we are called from all parts of the Land to 
this famous Council of Parliament to advife of thofe 
things which concern thy Glory, the good of thy 
Church, the profperity of our Prince, and the Weal 
of her people, we moft intirely befeech thee, that par- 
doning all our fins in the Blood of thy Son Fefus 
Chrift, it would pleafe thee by the brightnefs of thy 
Spirit to expel darkuels and vanity from our minds, 
and partiality from our Speeches 5 and grant unto 
us fuch wifdom and integrity of heart as becometh 
the Servants of Yefus Chrift, the Subjects of a gra- 
cious Prince,and Members of this Honourable Houfe. 
Let not us,0 Lord,who are met together for the pub- 
lick good of the whole Land, be more carelefs and 
remifs than we ufe to be in our own private Caufes. 
Give Grace (we befeech thee) that every one of us 
may labour to fhew a good Conjcience to thy Majefty, 
a g00d Zeal to thy werd, and a loyal heart to our 
Prince , and a Chriftian Love to our Conntry and 


 Common-Wealth. O Lord, fo unite and conjoin 


the hearts of ber Excellent Majefty and this whole 
Affembly, as they may be a threefold Cord not eafily 
broken, giving firength to fuch godly Laws as be al- 
ready Enatted, that they may be the better Execn- 
ted, and Enatting fuch as are further requifite for 
the bridling of the wicked and the encouragement 
unto the godly and well affeded Subjedts : That fo 
thy great bleffing may be continued towards us, and 
thy grievous Fudgments turned from us. And that 
only for Christ Fefus fake, our ntoft glorious and 
only Mediator and Advocate , to whom with thy 
bleffed Majefty and the Holy Ghoft be given all Ho- 
nour and Praife, Power and Dominion from this 
time forth for evermore. Amen. 


M' Francis Bacon {pake firft, after that one 
Bill mentioned in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons had been read the firft 
time, viz. the Bill againft Foreftallers, Regrators 
and Ingroffers, and made a Motion againft In- 
clofures and Depopulation of Townsand Houfes 
of Husbandry and Tillage. And to this purpofe 
he brought in, as he termed it, two Bills not 
drawn with a polifhed pen , but with a polifhed 
heart, free from affeGtion and affectation. And 
becaufe former Laws are Medicines of our under- 
{tanding, he faid, that he had perufed the Pre- 
ambles of former Statutes, and by them did fee 
the inconveniencies of this matter, being then 
fcarce out of the fhell, to be now full ripened. 
And he faid, that the over-flowing of the people 
here, makes a fhrinking and abate elfewhere 5 
And that thefe two mifchiefs, though they be 
exceeding great, yet they feem the lefs, becaufe 
Qui mala cum multis patimur, leviora videntur, 


And though it may be thought ill and very pre- 


judicial to Lords that have inclofed great 


grounds, and pulled down even whole Towns, 
and converted them to Sheep-Paftures 5 yet con- 
fidering the increafe of people and the benefit of 
the Common- Wealth, I doubt not but every man 
will deem ‘the revival of former Moth-eaten 
Laws in this point a praife-worthy thing. For in 
matters of Policy ill is not to be thought ill, 
which bringeth forth good. For Inclofure of 
grounds brings depopulation , which brings firft 
Idlenefs, fecondly decay of Tillage, thirdly fub- 
verfion of Houfes, and decay of Charity, and 
charges to the Poor, fourthly impoverifhing the 
(tate of the Realm. A Law for the taking away 
of fuch inconveniences is not to be thought ill 
or hurtful unto the general State. And I would 
be forry to fee within this Kingdom, that piece 
of Ovids Verfe prove true, jam Jfeges ubi Troja 
fuit, {0 in England, inftead of a whole Town full 
of people, nought but green Fields, but a Shep- 
herd andaDog. The Eye of Experience is the 
fure Eye, but the Eye of Wifdom is the quick- 
fighted Eye; and by Experience we daily fee, 
emo putat Wud videri turpe, quod fibi fit quafu- 
ofum. And therefore there is almoft no Contci- 
ence made in deftroying the favour of the life, 
Bread I mean, for Panis fapor vite. And aati 
ore 
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fore a {trict and rigorous Law had need to be. 
made again{t thofe Viperous natures who fulfil 
the Proverb,Si on Sarai vult velle tamen quod 
poteft; whichif it be made by us, and life given 
unto it by Execution in our feveral Counties, 
no doubt but they will prove Laws tending to 
Gods Honour, the renown of her Majefty, the 
fame of this Parliament,and the everlafting good 
of this Kingdom. And therefore I think them 
worthy to be read and received. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid fragmentary and 
imperfe& Journal : that which follows is out of 
the Original Journal-Book it felf. 

In the end of which faid Speech, as it fhould 
feem, the faid M' Bacon did move the Houfe 
that a Committee might be appointed to confi- 
der of the faid matter touching Inclofures. 

Which done, Sir Fohx Fortefene Chancellor of 
the Exchequer inlike manner fhewed his opinion 
in thisCafe, much anfwerable to the faid Speech 
of the faid M' Bacows and fo moving for a Com- 
mittee to that end, the Houfe did nominate all the 
Privy Council being Members of this Houfe, all 
the Knights of the Countiesand all the Citizens of 
the Cities returned into this prefent Parliament, 
Sir Edward Hobby, M' Francis Bacon, M' Na- 
thaniel Bacon, Sir Wiliam Moore, M* Sollicitor, 
M' Fiwch and divers others, who were appoin- 
ted tomeet in the Exchequer Chamber at two of 
the Clock inthe Afternoon of this prefent day. 

M' Finch fhewing fundry great and horrible 
abufes of idle and vagrant Perfons greatly of- 
fenfive both to Godand the world; And further 
fhewing the extream and miferable eftate of the 
Godly and honeft fort of the poor Subjects of this 
Realm, moved for a Committee of this Houfe 
to be {elected for confideration to be had for re- 
drefs thereof. Whereupon the fame was refer- 
red to the formerCommittees in the Bill touching 
Inclofuresand converting of Tillage into Pafture. 

M' Speaker putteth the Houfe in remembrance 
fora Committee to be nominated to deal and tra- 
vel in the examination of fuch Caufes as fhall oc- 
cur in this Houfe touching Priviledge and Returns 
during this prefent Seflions of Parliament,and from 
time to time tomake Report to thisHoufe of their 
travel and proceedings therein, as occafion fhall 
ferve. Whereupon were nominated all the Privy 
Council being Members of the Houle, Sir Wiliam 
Moore, M* Recorder of Loudon, Sir Thomas 
Kuivet, M' Attorney of the Dutchy, M* Attor- 
ney of the Court of Wards, M' Dottor Hey- 
ward Matter of thé Requefts, M' Luke, Mt Ed- 
ward Lukenour, M* William Cecill, M* Robert 
Wroth, Sir William Eyre, Sir Francis Haftings, 
M' Miles Sandes, M' Michael Stanhop, M* Francis 
Bacon, Sir Edward Hobbie, M' Solicitor, M* Taf 
brough, M* Conisby, M*t George Moore, Sir Ed- 
ward Haftings, Mt Finch, M‘ Crew Mr! Peak, 
Mt Serjeant Hayle, Mt Lyel, M* Ferane Horfey, 
M Hubbard, Mi" Amerfam, M* Edward Boer, M' 
Litten M' Nathaniel Bacon, M*" Angeire, Mt 
Combes and Mt Robert Kzolls, who were ap- 
pointed to meet upon Monday next at two of 
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ine Clock in the Afternoon in the Star-Cham- 
er. 

Sir Thomas Knivet, being a Member of this 
Houfe returned one of the Citizens of the City 
of Weftminfter fhewed unto this Houfe, that be- 
ing a Member of this Houfe, he was fince the be- 
ginning of this Parliament ferved with a Subpena 
to appear in the Chancery, which he taketh to 
be done to the infringing of the priviledge and 
liberties of this Houfe. Wherein praying the 
confideration of this Houfe in that behalf, he is 
referred to attend the Committees formerly no- 
minated at the faid time and place, before appoin- 
ted. Vide November 9. 

The Bill for taking away of Clergy from Of- 
fenders againft a Statute, made in 3 Hex. 7.con- 
cerning the taking away of Women againft their 
wills unlawfully, was read the firft time. 

On Monday the 7% day of November, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading: of which the laft being the Bill againft 
Foreftallers, Regrators and Ingroflers was up- 
on the fecond reading committed unto M' Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, M' Francis Bacon, the 
Citizens for London, York, Coventry, Briftol 
and Gloucefter, Mt Nathaniel Bacon and others, 
who were appointed to meet upon Wedue/day 
next in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the 


| Clock in the Afternoon; and the Bill and Com- 


mitiers names were delivered upon Tuefday next 
following to Mt Chancellor of the Exchequer 
one of the Committees. 

The Bill for taking, away of Clergy from 
Offenders againf{t a Statute made in thethird year 
of H. 7" concerning the taking away of Wo- 
men againft their wills unlawfully, was upon the 
fecond reading committed unto M*' Sollicitor, M* 
Peutridge , Mt Recorder of London, M* Bayes, 
Mr. Finch, Mr. Bourcher and Mr. Duport, to go 
prefently together into the Committee Cham- 
ber of this Houfe; who taking the Bill with 
them and returning again very foon after, they 
had inferted into the Bill thefe words,z7z. [here- 
after to be committed. ] Which words being read 
unto the Houfe, and not well liked of, were 
ftrucken out, and thefe words were fet down 
therein by the confent of the Houfe, viz. [to 
be committed after the end of this prefent Sef- 
fion of Parliament ] and were then twice read. 
And fo the Bill upon the queftion was Ordered 
to be ingrofied. 

On Tuefday the 8 day of Nov. Two Billsof 
no great moment had each of them one reading 5 
of which the fecond being the Bill touching the 
tranfporting of Sheep-Skins and Pelts, was read 
the firft time. 

Mr. George Moore fhewed the great and bur- 
thenfome charge of the Subjects of this Realm, 
being compelled upon great penalties with the 
keeping and having of fundry forts of Armour 
and Weapons which are altogether unprofitable 
for any ufe or fervice, and are charged never- 
thelefs with the finding and providing of fuch 
other Armour and Weapons befides from time 

to 
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to time, asthe Captains which wereappointed to 
take charge, upon any occafion of fervice will call 
for and appoint at their own pleafure. And fo 
for redrefs thereof, and for fome certainty to be 
fet down by Law Spree the having and keep- 
ing of fuch Armourand Weapons, moved thata 
feleted number of this Houfe may be appointed 
to have Conference and confideration about the 
fame. Whereupon were named for that purpofe 
Mr: Comptroller, Sir George Carey; Sir George Gif 
ford , Sit Thomas Conisby, Sir Thomas Cecil, Sir 
Henry Bromley, Sir Francis Haftings, Sir Edward 
Hajftings, M' Thomas Knivet, Mt George Moore, 
Sir Edward Hobby, Sir Williaxt Brereton, Mr. Leo- 
nard, Sir Fohn Stacy,Sic Henry Norris,Mr. Francis 
Bacon, Sit Edmund Carey, Sir William Moore, Mr. 
Recorder, Mr. Francis Moore, Mr. Edmond Boyer, 
Sir Richard Knightley, Sir Gervaje Clifton , the 
Knights for all Shires, Sir Avtoxy Cope, all Depu- 
ty Lieutenants of Shires being Members of this 
Houfe, Sir Henry Bamfield , Mr. Oglethorp, Mr.

Mr. Angier, Mr. Emerfam, Mr. Johu Lees and Mr. 
Adrian Gilbert , and appointed to meet in this 
Houle upon Saturday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afterncon; and the Committees names were 
delivered to Mr. Comptroller. 

Two Bills had-each of them one reading 5 of 
which the fecond being the Bill for the due per- 
formance of the laft Will and Teftament of 
George Durant, was upon the fecond reading 
committed unto Sir Edward Hobbie, Mr. Francis 
Bacoz, Mr. Francis Moore, Mr. Wimarke, Sir 
Robert Wingfeild, Mr. ‘Fohn Wingfeild, Mr. Ogle- 
thorpe, Sir Thomas Cecill and Mr. Fames Harring- 
ton, who were appointed to meet to Morrow in 
the Afternoon in the Exchequer Court at two of 
the Clock; and the Bill was delivered to Sir 
Thomas Cecill one of the faid Committees, 

Sir Francis Haftings moved for the abridging 
and reforming the exceflive number of {uperflu- 
ous and burthenfom penal Laws. Which Motion 
being feconded by Mr. Francis Bacon and others, 
the confideration of the managing thereof was 
committed unto all the Privy-Council being Mem- 
bers of this Houfe, all the Serjeants at Law be- 
ing likewife Members of this Houfe, all the Law- 
yers of this Houfe, Mr. Miles Sandes, Mr. Tas- 
brough, Mr.George Moore, Mr. Lewkenor, Mr. Na- 
thaniel Bacon, Mr. George Rotherame, Mr. Ste- 
phenfon, Mr. Conisbie, Mr. Dykes, Mr. Crompton 
and others, and all the Knights for the Counties 
and for the City of London returned into this 
Houfe, Sir William: Moore,Sir Edward Hobbie, Mr. 
Heyle, Sir Thomas Hobbie and Mr. Hubbard, who 
were appointed to meet in this Houfe upon Thur/- 
day next at two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 


Mr. Brograve Attorney of the Dutchy, one 
of the Committees for the Examination of matters 
of priviledge and of Returns, (whofe name’ fee 
on Saturday.the 5" day of this inftant November 
foregoing) fhewed, that he and fundry others of 
the Committees had met together about thofe 
bufineffes, according to the charge of this Houfe 
in that behalf impofed upon them 5 and that the 
other Committees did appoint him to make re- 
port unto this Houfe of their travels in this {aid 
bufinefs: And (hewed, that as concerning the 
Liberties and Priviledges of the Members of this 
Houfe, they are of opinion, that the ferving of 
the Subpexa upon Mr. Thomas Kuivet, one of 
the Members of this Houfe, fignified by himfelf 
unto this Houfe on Saturday immediately forego- 
ing, is a manifeft contempt committed again{t 
this whole Houfe , to the apparent prejudice of 
the Liberties and Priviledges of this Houfe, as by 
fome Precedents under the Clerk of this Houfe 
his hand, in like former Cafes accuftomed, and 
fhewed further unto the faid Committees, it did 
appear 5 in that by reafon of fuch Procefs ferved 
upon any Member of this Houfe, the fame Mem- 
ber fo ferved with fuch Procefs muft needs of 
force be withdrawn from his Service in this Houfe, 
bothin his mind and in his perfon, by the meer 
necefflity of following his own private bufinef§ 
oecafioned by the faid Procefs fo ferved upon 
him: And therefore do refolve, that the faid 
Mr. Thomas Knivet ought to be freed from the 
se of the faid Subpena. And becaufe the faid 
Mr. Kuivet affirmed unto the faid Committees, 
that the Parties that ferved the faid Subpena up- 
on him did execute the famein very dutiful and 
lowly manner 5 and that alfo the faid party be- 
ing examined by the faid Committees did affirm 
and proteft unto them, that he did not know the 
faid Mr. Kvivet to be a Member of this Houfe, 
when he ferved him with the faid Subpeua, the 
Committees were of Opinion to have the faid 
party remitted without any further punifhment 
to be inflitted upon him for the fame, if this 
Houfe fhould fo think good, and elfe not. And 
where one Precedent in Quinte of Queen Mary 
was fhewed unto the faid Committees, whereby 
it appeared that a Member of this place at that 
time being ferved with a Subpena out of the 
Chancery in Parliament time, was upon Decla- 
ration thereof made unto this Houfe allowed to 
have the benefit and priviledge of this Houle 5 
and for the due accomplifhment thereof, this 
Houle did then fend two Members of the fame 
to the then Lord Chancellor of England, requi- 
ring his Lordfhip in the name of this whole Houfe 
to revoke the faid Swbpena, as by the fame Pre- 
cedent may appear 5 he fhewed that the refolu- 
tion of the {aid Committees in this Cafe, for the 
faid Mr. Kwivet, is, that in like manner two of 
the Members of this Honfe may be fent by the 
Order of this Houfe in the name of the whole 
Houfe, to the now Lord Keeper, to require his 
Lordfhip to revoke the {aid Subpema ferved upon 
thefaid Mr. Kwivet, if this Houfe fhall fo think 
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good. And further, as concerning Returns, that 
he and the refidue of the Committees had {een 
the Return of the Sheriff of the County of Dor/et 
for the electing into this Parliament the Burgef- 
fes of the Borough of Weymouth and Melcomb 
Regis, heretofore two diftin& Boroughs , but of 
late years united and incorporated into one by 
her Majefties Letters Patents , with ability and 
priviledge neverthelefs to cle& four Burgefies in- 
to the Parliament as in former times they had ufed 
to do, when they were diftin& Boroughs. And 
that the Mayor, Bayliffs, Commonalty and Bur- 
gefles of Weymouth and Melcomb Regis had upon 
the Sheriffs Precept ditected unto them elected 
four Burgefles, and returned them under the Seal 
of their Corporation, and that the Bayliffs have 
elected two others befides, which four Burgefles 
are certified into this Houfe from the Clerk of the 
Crown, and are {worn into the fame Houfe ac- 
cordingly; but the faid other two Burgeties are 
neither certified nor {worn into this Houle, net- 
ther elected by Precept from the faid Sheriffs for 
any thing the faid Committees could perceive. 
And that therefore their Opinion was, that the 
faid fouy Burgeffes fo as aforefaid duly and or- 
derly elected and returned, fhould ftill continue 
Members of this Houfe, and not the other two 
fo indirectly returned, if.it fhall be fo thoughr 
good unto this Houle ; for that the faid two 
Burgefles, if they find themfelves aggrieved or 
injured in the faid Election, may take their reme- 
dy againft the Sheriffs. All which being recited 
unto the Houfe by Mr. Speaker, 1t was Ordered 
thereupon, that Sir Edward Hobby, and. the faid 
Mr. Attorney of the Ditchy fhould be fent by 
this Houfe unto the faid Lord Keeper with the 
faid Meflage touching the faid Subpena, and the 
party that ferved the fame Sybpexa fhould be dif- 
charged, and the faid four Burgefles for Wey- 
mouth and Melcomb Regis continued accord- 
ingly. 

Mr. Wingfield reneweth in fome parts a Mo- 
tion of Mr. Francis Moore delivered yefterday in 
this Houfe touching fundry enormities growing 
by Patents of Priviledge and Monopolies, and 
the abufes of them, together with fome Speeches 
therein then had by Mr.Secretary 5 and Mr. Sol- 
licitor making fome reply, Mr. Nathaniel Bacon 
feconded the faid Mr. Wingfield : which done, Sir 
Francis Haftings moved for a Committee to take 
particular Informations of the abufes of the faid 
Patents of priviledge, the better to be inftru@ed 
in the courfes of the fame, for the more ready 
preparation to further means for redrefs to be 
had therein; but it was then no further pro- 
ceeded in by reafon the day was far fpent. Vide 
concerning this bufinefs on Wede/day the 9" day, 
Thurfday the tot day, and Wednefday the 16% 
day of this inftant Nouessber enfuing, as alfo on 
Weduefday the 14** day of December following, 
where it was agitated by the Houfe, but nothing 
concluded in it 5 only the Speaker moving her 
Majefty about it the laft day of this Parliament, 
fhe promifed Reformation therein.

the Clock in the Middle-Temple Hall. Vide

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading; of which the fecond being 
the Bill for Amendment of Weavers and Spinners 
Wages was read the firft time. 

Sir Edward Hobbie (hewed, that himfelf and 
Mr. Brograve Attorney of the Dutchy, have ac- 
cording to the direétion of this Houfe unto them, 
been with the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
and in the name of this whole Houfe did require 
his Lordfhip to revoke two Writs of Subpena 
which were ferved upon Mr. Thomas Kuivett a 
Member of this Houfe fince the beginning of this 
Seflions of Parliament, and that his Lordfhip 
thereupon demanded of them whether they were 
appotited by any advifed confideration of this 
Houfe to deliver their Meflage unto him with 
the word Require in fuch manner as they. had 
done orno; and that they Anfwered his Lord- 
fhip, Yea.

On Monday the 19th day of December the 
Amendments in the Bill concerning the confirma- 


tion and eftablifhment of the Deprivation of di-. 


vers Bifhops in the beginning of her Majefties 
Reign being thrice read, the Bill with the A- 
mendments pafled upon the queftion. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 5 
of which the fecond being the Bill againft lewd 
and wandring perfons pretending themfelves to 
be Souldiers or Mariners, was read the third time 
and referred after fundry fpeeches unto Sir Ro- 
bert Wroth and others, to go up unto the Com- 
mittees Chamber of this Houfe and to amend 
fome parts of the faid Bill according to fome of 
the faid motions. 

Mr Attorney General and M' Doétor Stanhop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill pafled with their 
Lordfhips intituled An Ac for confirmation of 
the Subfidy granted by the Clergy; and do 
fhew that their Lordthips do recommend the 
fame to this Houfe for the fpeedy expedition of 
the fame Bill in this Houfe. 

The Bill for confirmation of the Subfidy grant- 
ed by the Clergy had its firft reading. 

Mr’ Attorney General and M' Doétor Stambop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill lately paffed from 
their Lordthips by the good aflent and agreement 
of the faid parties, Intituled An Act of Parliament 
for Arthur Hatch her Majelties Ward, for the in- 
joying of the Rectory and Parfonage of South 
Moltoz inthe County of Devoz for certain years, 
referving the ufual Rent. 

The Amendments of the Committees of this 
Houfe,that Leffees may enjoy their Leafes againtt 
Patentees in feveral Cafes, being twice read, 
and alfo one Provifo for her Majefty in the fame 
Bill likewife twice read, were ordered to be 
joyned and inferted into the faid Bill; And one 
{pecial Provifo alfo for Mt Throgworton being 
twice read, It was Ordered after many Arguments 
upon the faid Bill and laft Provifo pro & contra, 
That M' Throgworton and M' Moyle Finch be- 
ing at the Door of this Houfe fhould be feve- 
rally called inand demanded by M' Speaker,whe- 
ther they would affent to have the matter in con- 
troverfy between them referred to be ended by

fuch Arbitrators as had been before nominated. 


for that purpofe unte them in the Committee, 
viz, the Lord Keeper and the Lord Treafurer, and 
the two Chief Juftices, and in what fum they 
would be bound each to other for their {tanding 
to and performing of {uch Award therein fo to be 
made : it was at la(t after fundry fuch demands 
made, refolved by both their afients at the Bar in 
this Houfe, that each of them fhould enter into 
Bond unto the other in the fum of five thoufand 
pound to ftand to the Order and Arbitrament of 


the Lord Archbifhop of Cazterbury , the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of Exgland, and the 
two Chief Juftices, or any three of them, for and 
concerning the two Leafes in queftion ; So as 
the fame Srder or Arbitrament be made before 
the firft fitting of this Court which thal! happen 
to be held next after the Fea(t of the Nativity of 
our Lord now next énfuing, and the Condition 
of the Bond to be drawn by the Learned Coun- 
cel of the Parties, and to be perufed and confi- 
dered of further by M' Speaker. 

On Tuefday the 20% day of December, the Bill 
for Confirmation of the Subfidy granted by the 
Clergy was read the fecond time, and paffed up- 
on the Queftion. 

M? Recorder of Loxdon, one of the Commit- 
tees in the Bill againft lewd and wandring per- 
fons pretending themfelves to be Souldiers or 
Mariners (who were appointed on Wednefday 
the 7" day of this inftant December foregoing) 
fhewed, that they had amiended the faid Billin 
fome parts; which Amendments being twice 
read to the Houfe, before any allowance for the 
third reading of them, feveral Members of this 
Houfe did argue to the parts of the faid Bill and 
Amendments, both with it and againtt it; after 
which, Committees were appointed in the faid 
Bill againft wandring Souldiers and Mariners,and 
alfo in the Bill concerning Leffees and Patentees 
again{t the next fitting of this Court, and to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Mid- 
dle-T emple Hail, who were as followeth, viz. M*, 
Sollicitor, Sir Thomas Egerton, Sir Gilley Merick, 
Mt Rofe, M? Recorder of London, M' Brograve 
Attorney of the Dutchy , Sir George Carey, M* 
Crew, M' Fobn Hunt, M* Philips, M' Pinch, Mi 
Hext, M' Serjeants Harries , Heyle and Warber- 
ton, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir OLi- 
ver Lambert, M® Francis Moore , Sir Henry Nor- 
ris, M® Bourchier , M' Mountague , M' George 
Crooke , together with all the Committees in all 
other Bills formerly committed by this Houfe, 
and not as yet expedited, who are likewife to 
meet at the aforefaid time and place concerning 
{uch Bills as are committed unto them. 

Mr Attorney General and M' Doctor Stanhop 
did bring three Bills from the Lords, which had 
paffed before in this Houfe, and had been fent up 
totheir Lordfhips 5 whereof one was the Bill for 
erecting of Houfes of Correction and punifhment 
of Rogues, Vagabonds and Sturdy beggars; 
which Bill their Lordfhips had paffed with fome 
Amendments and Additions. Another Bill was 
‘for relief of the Poor, which Bill their Lordfhips 
had in Jike manner pafled with fome Amend- 
ments and Additions. And the third was for Ex- 
planation of a Statute made in the firft year of 
the Queens MajeftiesReign, concerning Labour- 
ers, which Bill their Lordfhips had alfo before 
pafled with fome Amendments, and fent it down 
into this Houfe , dnd had received the fame a- 
gain afterwards; with Meflage from this Houfe, 
that this Houfe had no Warrant to take notice 
of that Amendment, becaufe it was 1n BanPro 
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and not in Paper: And fhewed, that their Lord- 
fhips did not expect any exception of fuch Levity 
from the Gravity of this Houfe; and the rather 
becaufe this Houfe had before in this prefent Sef- 
fions of Parliament admitted of fuch like Amend- 
mentsin Parchment from their Lordfhips in two 
other Bills, and not in Paper, without any fuch 
exception; their Lordfhips taking it not to be 
much material whether fuch Amendments be 
written in Parchment or in Paper, either white 
Paper, black Paper or brown Paper. Which Mel- 
fage being fo delivered, and the faid M* Attor- 
ney and M' Dottor Stanbop departed , M" Spea- 
ker reported unto the Houfe the fubftance of the 
fame Meflage, putting them in remembrance, that 
the faid Amendment not only was not in Paper, 
but was alfo fubferibed or indorfed with Sort baille 
aux Communes. And further fhewed , ihat the 
Caufe of the faid returning of the faid laft rect- 
ted Bill unto their Lordfhips, to the end the 
faid Amendments thereof might be fent Gown by 
their Lordfhips unto this Houfe in Paper, with- 
out any fuch fubfcription or indorfement , and

or changed in it, then muft fuch words be fet

And then upon fome further Motion 
it wasrefolved, that M' Secretary, accompanied 
with M® Chancellor of the Exchequer and o- 
thers, fhould be thereupon fent to their faid 
Lordfhips prefently for that purpofe. Which 
done, the faid M' Secretary putting the Houfe 
in mind that the Lords had fent down to this 
Houfe three Bills, at their time of fending down 
their faid Meflage to this Houle, Moved, that 
this Houfe would be pleafed to accompany this 
their Meflage unto their Lord(hips impofed upon 
him, with the Bill which this day pafled in this 
Houle, for Confirmation of the Subfidy of the 
Clergy. Which being yielded unto, the Amend- 
ments of the Lords in Paper annexed to the faid 
ingroffed Bill of thisHoufe, Intituled An AG for 
the Explanation of the Statute made in the firft 
year of her Majefties Reign concerning Labour- 


ers,were three times read by the Clerkand agreed 


upon the Queftion, and prefently inferted into 
the faid ingrofied Bill accordingly ; and both Bills 
were thereupon fent up to their Lordfhips by the 
{aid M' Secretary and others, together with the 
faid Meflage of this Houfe 5 and at their return- 
ing back again, the faid Mr" Secretary fignified 
unto this Houfe that he had delivered their faid 
Meffage unto theLords according to their charge 
Jaid upon him therein. But what was their Lord- 
fhips Anfwer is moft negligently and inconfide- 
rately omitted by Fulk Onjlow Eq; Clerk of the 
Houle of Commons; though it may be not im- 
probably gathered, that their Lordthips did reft 
very well fatisfied with this Meflage of the faid 
Houfe of Commons, and did impute the faid mi- 
{takes to be the inexperience of the faid Thomas 
Smith Efquire their new Clerk, who had this 
Parliament fucceeded unto Authony Mafor E(q;, 
formerly Clerk of the Upper Houfe. Which 
may the rather be conjectured, becaufe there was 
another Precedent this very Parliament upon 
Thurfday the 24%» day of November foregoing, in 
which the Lords upon a like miftake of the faid 
Clerk did very honourably acknowledge the faid 
error and caufed it to be amended. 

The next thing finally that enfueth upon rela- 
tion of the aforefaid great bufinefs, is the Ad- 
journment of the Parliament, which is entred in 
thefe very words following. 

This day this Court was Adjourned until the

Clock in the Morning by her MajeftiesCommand- 
ment, and fo likewife the Upper Houfe. 


Upon which faid 11" day of Fanuary being 
Wednefday, the Houle (according to the afore- 
faid Adjournment upon Tue/day the 20" day of 
Decensber \att paft) met again, and without any 
further Ceremony proceeded in fuch ordinary 
Bills and bufinefles as had been left unperfected 
in the former meeting 5 the firft of which that 
is exprefled in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons, was the giving of the firft 
reading unto the Amendments and Provifoes of 
the Lords added unto the Bill lately pafled in 
this Houfe and fent up to their Lordfhips, and 
again returned from them with the faid Amend- 
ments and Provifoes, being Intituled An AG for 
the erecting of Houfes of Correction and pu- 
nifhment of Rogues, Vagabonds and Sturdy 
Beggars. 

The Amendments and Provifoes of the Lords 
in the Bill lately paffed in this Houfe, Intituled 
An Aé for the relief of the Poor, were likewife 
this day read in the Houle for the firft reading 
of the fame Amendments and Provifoes. 

The Bill for Arthur Hatch her Majefties Ward 
for the injoying of the ReCtory and Parfonage 
of South- Molton in the County of Devow for cer- 
tain Years, referving the ufual Rent, was read 
the firft time. 

The Bill concerning the High-way Lands of 
Ailesbury in the County of Buckingham was upon 
the fecond reading committed unto M' Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, M' Recorder of London, 
M' Lea, the Burgefles of Aylesbury, M* Boyer, 
and others; who were appointed to meet in the 
Lnner-Temple Hall at two of the Clock in the Af 
ternoon of this day. 

M: Hext, one of the Committees in the Bill 
again{t wandring Souldiers and Mariners, and in 
the Bill concerning Leflees and Patentees, fhewed 
that for lack of meeting of the Committees to 
a convenient number they had done nothing in 
thofe Bills, and fo prayed another time for their 
meeting. Whereupon the former Committees 
(who had been nominated on Saturday the third 
day, and on Wedne/day the 7'* day of December 
foregoing) were appointed to meet to Morrow 
at Serjeants-Inn Hall in Chancery-lane, at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon for the faid Bill a- 
gainft wandring Souldiers and Mariners, and the 
Bill and Committees names were delivered to 
M: Hext one of the faid Committees : and the 
further courfe of the {aid Bill concerning Leflees 
and Patentees to be deferred to be further con- 
fidered of by the former Committees in the 
fame. 

The Bill for Limitation of time for bringing of 
Formedons in the Defcender, and Writs of Error, 
was upon the fecond reading committed unto 
Mt Serjeants Heyle, Harris and Walberton, M' At- 
torneys of the Dutchy and Court of Wards, Mt 
Sands, Sic Edward Hobby and divers others, who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow in the After- 
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noon at two of the Clock at Serjeants-Inn Hall 
in Chancery-lane. 

The Bill for Cofts to be awarded in a Prohibi- 
tion, was upon the fecond reading committed to 
the former Committees, to meet at the former 
day and place, and Mr. Doctor Fames, Mr. Do- 
&or Bennit, Mr. Dottor Cafar, Mr. Doctor Par- 
kings, Mr. Dottor Crompton and others were ad- 
ded unto them for this Bill. 

The Amendments and Provifo of the Commit-

Debts upon Shop-Books was deferred till to 
Morrow to be further confidered of, for the per- 
fecting of the fame, above in the Committees 
Chamber for this Houfe. 

The Bill laftly for taking away of Clergy 
from Robbers of Houfes in the day time, though 
no perfon be therein, was read the firft 
time. 

On Thurfday the 12 day of Fanuary, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the laft being the Bill for the due execution of 
Ordinances made by Corporations, was upon the 
fecond reading committed unto Mr. Philips, Mr. 
Serjeant Walberton and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon 
at two of the Clock at Serjeants-Inn in Chancery- 
Lane. 

The Bill to reftrain the exceflive making of 
Mault was read the fecond time and committed to 
the former Committees which had been in two 
other Bills before framed to this purpofe (where- 
of the firft had its fecond reading, and wascom- 
mitted upon Weduefday the gt day of November 
foregoing, and then as it feems being rejected 
by the Committees, a new Bill was to that pur- 
pofe by them framed, which had its fecond read- 
ing on Wednefday the 7" day of December fore- 
going, and was thereupon committed to the for- 
mer Committees and fome others, who, as may 
very plainly be gathered, difliking the faid new 
Bill, framed yet a third Bill more to the like ef- 
fect, which was this prefent Thur/day read the 
fecond time and committed to all the former 
Committees in the two other Bills; whofe names 
becaufe they are in the former Commitments but 
in part fet down, are now at laft inthis place in- 
ferted at large, in refped& that the faid Bill touch- 
ing Maultfters was fo often altered, which is not 
ufual, the names of which Committees were as 
followeth, viz.

Peake, Mr. Litten, Mr. Nathaniel Bacon, the Bur- 
gefles of Norwich and Cambridge, Warwick, Co- 
ventry and Tewxbury, Sir Thomas Hobby, Mr. 
Winch, Mr. Yelverton, the Knights and Burgeffes 
of Bedford, Sir William Brereton, Mr. Auten, Mr. 
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aie Hubberd, Mr. Serjeant Walberton, Sir Fran- 
cis Knolles, Mr. Edward Lewkenor, Mr. Stoughtom, 
Mr. Stringer, Doctor Bennit , Mr. Smith and Sir 
John Tracy 5 and the Bill and Committees names 
were delivered to Mr. Hubberd , one of the faid 
Committees, who with the reft was appointed 
to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon at Serjeants-fun in Chancery-lane. 

Mr’ Attorney General and Mt Dottor Stanhop 
did bring word from the Lords, that whereas 
there did pafs a Bill in this Houfe intituled An 
Act for the increafe of People for the fervice and 
{trength of the Realm, which was fent up to 
their, Lordfhips by this Houfe, their Lordthips 
have had the fame Bill twice read in the Upper 
Houfe with their Lordfhips; and did further 
fignify that their Lordthips did defire a Confe- 
rence touching that Bill with a Sele@ted Number 
of the Members of this Houfe 3 and that their 
Lordfhips had appointed thirty one of them- 
felves for that purpofe, and have appointed the 
place of meeting to be in the great Council 
Chamber at the Court between one and two of 
the Clock inthe Afternoon. Upon the delivery 
of which Meffage to the Houfe by Mr Speaker, 
there were appointed for the faid Conference 
all the Privy Council being Members of this 
Houfe, Sir Thomas Cecill, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Williane Cornewallis, M' Francis Bacon, all the 
Serjeants at Law, Mt Fulk Grevil, Sir Robert 
Wroth, Sir William Moore, Sir Thomas Conisby, 
Sir George Carey, Mr. Sollicitor, Mafter Philips, 
with divers others. 

And it was then further Ordered, that the 
two Commitments this day appointed to have 
been holden to Morrow in the Afternoon in Ser- 
jeants-Inn in Chancery-Lane, fhould be deferred 
unto Saturday next in the Afternoon in the faid 
place; And that Mr. Comptroller with fome o- 
ther Members of this Houte do prefently repair 
unto the Upper Houfe to move their Lordfhips 
on the behalf of thisHoufe, that their Lordfhips 
would be pleafed to fet down in writing unto this 
Houfe the reafons their Lordfhips have to object 
againft the faid Bill, That the faid Committees 
of this Houfe may be the better informed to fa- 
tisfy their Lordfhips therein to Morrow at the 
faid Conference. 

Mr. Comptroller with other the Members of 
this Houfe returning from the Lords (hewed, that 
they have moved their Lordthips for the having 
of the faid Reafons delivered unto this Houfe in 
Writing, according to the Charge of this Houfe 
delivered unto him and them by this Houfe in 
that behalf; and that their Lordfhips An{wer 
was, that they did think it to be again{t the an- 
cient Orders of Parliament to deliver any rea- 
fons in writing before a verbal Conference firft 
had of beth Houfes together, which was to be 
done to Morrow.

The Bill for the Hundred of Beynerfh alias

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The Amendments this day made by fome of 
the Members of this Houfe above in the Com- 
mittees Chamber of this Houfe inthe Bill to pre- 
vent double payment of debts upon Shop-Books, 
were twice read, and upon the queftion were 
Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Amendments and Provifoes of the Lords 
to the Bill lately paffed in this Houfe, intituled 
An A@ for the erecting of Houfes of Correction 
and punifhment of Rogues, Vagabonds and 
Sturdy Beggars, being twice read for the fe- 
cond and third reading of the {ame Amendments 
and Provifoes, were together with the faid 
Bill after fundry Speeches firft had, referred to 
the further Examination and Confideration of

The Bill for the Queens Majefties moft gra- 
cious general and free pardon was once read and 
paffed upon the Queftion. 

Nota, That whereas to the pafling of other 
Bills three diftin& and feveral Readings are re- 
quired, here the Bill for her Majefties moft gra- 
cious Pardon paffed upon the firft Reading. 

M' Serjeant Drew and M' Doctor Carew did 
bring from the Lords the Bill Intituled An A& 
for the Grant of three Subfidies and fix Fif- 
teenths and Tenths, and did thew that their 
Lordfhips have in like manner pafled the fame 
Bill; and fo delivered the fame to M' Speaker, 
to the end he may carry the fame up into the 
Upper Houfe to be prefented by him unto 
her Majefty in the name of this whole 
Houfe. 

Nota, That the Original Journal-Book of the 


Houfe of Commons ended here, and contained 


no.other or further Paflages of this day , al- 
though her Majefty came in Perfon in the Af- 
ternoon to the Upper Houfe, which is there- 
fore fupplied out of the fragmentary and im- 
perfec Journal mentioned more particularly at 
the beginning of this prefent Journal, as fol- 
loweth. 


The Queens Majefty came to the Upper Houfe 
fomewhat after three of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon this prefent Thurfday being the 9" day 
of this inftant February, of which the Houfe of 
Commons having notice, repaired thither with 
Chriftopher Yelverton Serjeant at Law their Spea- 
ker, who having inthe name of the Houfe pre- 
fented her Majefty with the Bill of three Subfi- 
dies and fix Fifteenths and Tenths, and amongft 

Gegg 2 other 
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other things defired her Majefties Royal Affent 
to fuch Laws as had pafled the two Houfes, he 
was Anfwered according to her Majefties Com- 
mandment by the Lord Keeper, that fhe thank- 
fully accepted the faid Gift of her Loving Sub- 
jects, and very well allowed of the faid Speakers 
pains and Speech. 

Then M' Smith, the Clerk of the Upper Houfe, 
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having read the Titles of all the Ads, her Majefty 
gave her faid Royal Affent to twenty four pub- 
lick A&ts or Statutes, and to nineteen private, and 
refufed or quafhed forty eight feveral Bills which 
had pafled both the Houfes. After which Sir Tho- 
mas Egerton Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England, by her Majefties Commandment 
Diffolved this prefent Parliament.

which began there on Tuelday the 27% Day of O&ober, and then 
and there continued until the Diffolution thereof, on *aturday the 
19 Day of December enfuing, Anno 44 Regine ejufdem. 


HIS Journal of the Upper Houfe 
(containing part of the paflages 
of the Upper Moufe, in the to‘ 
and Jaft Parliament of her Ma- 
jefties Reign) is plentifully ftored 
not only with the ordinary bufinefs of Read. 
ing Bills, with the Committing, Amending and 
expediting of them; but alfo with divers very 
ufefal and good Precedents touching the Liber- 
ties and Priviledges of the Houfe it felf. - In 
which alfo divers Speeches, and other paflages 
which were not found in the Original Book of 
the faid Houfe, are fupplied out of other private 
Joursals of that time of very good Authority. 
But yet to avoid confufion, whatfoever is here 
inferted out of the faid private Journals, is parti- 
cularly diftinguifhed from that which is taken 
out of the above-mentioned Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houfe, by fome Animad- 
verfion or expreffion thereof both before and af- 
ter the inferting of it. 

Before the particular relation of each days 
paflages of the Upper Houfe in this Parliament 
be inferted out of the Original Journal-Book 
it felf of the faid Houfe, all the Proxies both 
ufual and unufual Centred alfo at the beginning 
thereof) which had been returned and delive 
red in untothe Clerk of the faid Houfe during 
the continuance of the fame; are here in the 
next place to be tranfcribed and fet down all of 
them together, and cannot be fo orderly digefted 


and referred to each day on which they were 
returned, as formerly they have been. For 
whereas before this Parliament, and the laft paft 
in Azno 39 Regine Eliz. Henry Spilman and 
Anthony Mafon E{quires who had been fucceflive- 
ly Clerks of the faid Upper Houfe, did ufually 
enter the faid Proxies at the beginning of each 
Journal, with exprefs mention of feveral days on 
which they were introducted or returned; now 
Thomas Smith Efquire, as well 1n this Parliament 
as in that which laft preceded in the faid 39'* 
year of her Majefty (when he fucceeded unto 
the faid Anthony Majon in the place of the faid 
Clerk of the Upper Houfe ) did only generally 


-enter them at the beginning of this prefcnt and 


that laft foregoing Journal (de Axzno 39 Eliz. 
as aforefaid) as had been formerly accuttomed, 
faving that it differed fomewhat in the manner 
of entring thems and that the feveral daysalfo 
on which they had been introducted and deli- 
vered unto him, were not at all fet down or 
expreffed. Which courfe having heen fincs alfo 
followed (unto this prefent year 1629.) the faid 
Proxies can be no more referred to the proper 
days as in divers foregoing Journals they have 
been, but muft be once for all generally fet down 
at the beginning of this prefent Journal in man- 
ner and form following.

Neia, Yhat in refpec& that this prefent Par- 
liament was the laft of her Majefties Reign, and 
thefe Proxies are entred after a different man- 
ner from moft of thofe in the Queens time 
which are before fet down, they are all of them 
therefore Tranfcribed both ordinary and extra- 
Ordinary out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houfe; of which the Ordinary I 
call thofe, when a Spiritual Lord conftituteth 
two Prottors, and a Temporal Lord one; and 
thofe Extraordinary, when a Temporal Lord 
conftituteth mere than one Proétor, and a Spiri- 
tual Lord but one or more than two. 

Nota alfo, that the Earl of Nottingham had 
eight feveral Proxies fent unto him this Parlia- 
ment, by which it 1s plain that by the Anciem 
Cuftom and ufages of the Upper Houfe every 
Member thereof is capable of as many Proxies 
as fhall be fent unto him, although the faid Cu- 
ftom be at this day altered by an Order made in 
the faid Houfe upon the day of 

in Axno 2. Regis Caroli, Anno 
Dom. 1626. (upon the ingrofling of many Let- 
ters procuratory by George Duke of Bucks) that 
no Lords Spiritual or Temporal fhould be gapa- 
ble of above two of the faid Proxies.

On Tuefday the 27° day of Odober and the 
firft day of this prefent Parliament, about three 
of the Clock in the Afterncon the Queen went 
by Land to Weftwinfter Church, riding in a Cha- 
riot made all open, only like a Canopy at the 
Top, being of Cloth of Silver or Tifiue, with 
divers Lords and others in their degree being 
Marfhailed by the Heralds; where having heard

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Thefe names being thus inferted out of the 
Original Journal-Book , now follow fome other 
paflages of this day with the fumm of the Lord 
Keepers Speech out of a private Journal of the 
Houfe of Commons. 

The Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes of the 
Houfe of Commons having notice that her Ma- 
jefty with divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
and others were fet in the Upper Houfe, hafted 
thither; but before they came, the door of the 
Houfe was fhut, and notwithf{tanding any means 
that was made by them, was ftill kept fhur until 
the Lord Keeper had ended his Speech: the fub- 
{tance or chief fcope of which faid Speech was 
as followeth. 


He ufed perfwafion of thankfulnefs, and of 
obedience, and alfo fhewed her Majefties defire 
of diffolution of this Parliament before Chri/t- 
mas. We fhewed unto us the neceflity we ftand 
in, and the means to prevent it; the neceflity, 
the Wars between Spaiz and Exgland the means, 
Treafure, ¢@c. His advice was, that Laws in 
force might be revifed and explained, and no 
new Laws made, Our Enemies he faid were 
Enemies to God, the Queen and the peace of 
this Kingdom, confpired to overthrow Religion, 
to reduce us to a Tyrannical fervitude. Thefe 
Enemies he named to be the Bifhop of Rowe 
and the King of Spaz. Our {tate being thus, he 
fummoned us to be provident, by reafon we deal 
with a provident Enemy 5 and confident, becaufe 
God hath ever, and I hope will ever, blefs ihe 
Queen with fuccefsful fortune. He fhewed how 
apparent his providence was by the means and 
courfe he taketh for our inftructions And fe- 
condly the fuccefs we had againft him by Gods 
{trong Arm of defence in Avvo 1588, and divers 
other times fince. You fee to what efic& the 
Queens fupport of the Frezca Kings Eftate hath 
brought him ; even made him one of the greatett 
Princes in Europe; when her Majeftics Forces 
there left him, how again he was fain to Ranfom 
a fervile Peace at our enemies the Spaviards hands 
with difhonourable and fervile Conditions. For 
the Low-Countries, how by her aid, froma con- 
fufed Government and State fhe brought them 
to an Unity in Counfel, and deterided them 
with fuch fuccefs in her Attempts again{t the 
greateft power of the Spaniards Tyranmical de- 
figns, which have fo much gauled him, that 
how many defperate practices have been both de- 
vifed, confented to and fet on foot by command- 
ment of the late King his Father, I need not 
fhew you, neither trouble you with Arguments 
for proof thereof, being confefled by them chat 
fhould have been Authors themfelves. But de ~or- 
tnis nil nift bonum. would be loth to {peak of 
the dead; much more to {lander the cead. I 
have feen her Majefty wear at her Girdle the price 
of her blood ; I mean Jewels which have been 
given to her Phyficians to have done thr unto 
her, which I hope God will ever keep irom hers 
but fhe hath rather worn them in Priumph sk 

or 
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for the price, which hath not been greatly va- 
luable. 

Then he fell to perfwade us, becaufe new oc- 
cafions were offered of confultations, to be pro- 
vident in provifion of means for our own de- 
fence and fafety, feeing the King of Spaiz means 
to make England milerable by beginning with 
Ireland; neither doth he begin with the Re- 
bels, but even with the Territory of the Queen 
her felf He fhewed that Treafure mutt be our 
means, for Treafure is the finews of War. 

Nota, That the fubftance of this Speech is on- 
ly here inferted as it was afterwards repeated in 
the faid Houfe upon Tvefday the third day of 
November, which next enfued, by Sir Robert 
Cecil her Majefties principal Secretary, who had 
done it to fatisfy divers Members of the fame, 
who could not get into the Upper Houfe to hear 
it this firft day of the Parliament as is afore- 
faid. 

Now follow the Names of the Receivors and 
Tryors of Petitions out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the faid Houfe. 

As foon as the Lord Keeper had ended his 
Speech , and that fuch of her Majefties Privy- 
Council and others of the Houfe of Commons as 
had privately got in and heard it, were departed 
down to their own Houle, Thomas Smith Elq; 
Clerk of the Upper Houfe read the Names of the 
Receivors and Triors of Petitions in French, 
which were as followeth.

Nota, That although there be fome fhort 
mention made of the Prefentment of the Speaker 
of the Houfe of Commons in the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houfe, yet becaufe it is 
very imperfectly and briefly Entred there, Ihave 
therefore fupplied it fomewhat largely out of a 
private Journal of the Houfe of Commons. 

On Friday the 30 day of Oober about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, her Majefty came 
by Water to the Parliament Chamber, commonly 
called the Upper Houfe, and being Apparelled 
in her Royal Robes and placed in her Chair of 
State,divers alfo of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral being prefent, the Knights , Citizens and 
Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons, who had 
attended at the Door of the faid Houfe with 
John Crooke Efq; Recorder of Londox,their Spea- 
ker Ele, the full fpace of half an hour, were at 
laft as many as conveniently could let in, and 
the faid Speaker was led up to the Bar or Ray! 
at the lower end of the fameHoufe, by the hands 
of Sir William Kxuolles Knight Comptroller of her 
Majefties Houfhold, and Sir fobs F ortefeue Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and prefented to her 
Majefty, to whom after he had made three low 
Reverences he fpake in effect as followeth. 


OST Sacred and Mighty Sovereign, Up- 

on your Majefties Commandment your 

moft dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefles of the Lower Houfe have 
chofen me your Majefties moft humble Servant 
being a Member of the fame Houfe, to be their 
Speaker; but finding the weaknefs of my felf 
and my ability too weak to undergo fo great a 
burthen, I do moft humbly befeech your Sacred 
Majefty to continue your moft gracious favour 
towards me, and not to lay this charge fo un- 
fupportable, upon my unworthy and unable Self: 
And that it would pleafe you toCommand your 
Commons to make a new Election of another 
more able and more fufficient to difcharge the 
great fervice to be appointed by your Majefty 
and your Subjects. And I befeech your moft ex- 
cellent Majefty not to interpret my denial herein 
to 
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to proceed from any unwillingnefs to perform all 
devoted dutiful fervice, but rath@r out of your 
Majefties Clemency and Goodnefs to interpret 
the fame to proceed from that inward fear and 
trembling which hath ever poffefled me, when 
heretofore with moft gracious Audience it hath 
pleafed your Majefty to Licence me to {peak be- 
fore you. For I know and mutt acknowledge 
that under God, even through your Majefties 
great bounty and favour I am that lam; And 
therefore none of your Majefties moft dutiful 
Subjects more bound to be ready, and being 
ready, to perform even the leaft of your Maje- 
{ties Commandments.. I therefore do moft hum- 
bly befeech your Majefty, that in regard the 
Service of fo great a Prince and flourifhing King- 
dom may the better and more fuccefsfully be ef- 
fected, to Command your dutiful and loving 
Commons , the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles 
of the Lower Houfe, to proceed to a new E- 
leCtion, 


Then after he had made three Reverences, the 
Queen called the Lord Keeper, to whom fhe 
{pake fomething in fecret; And after, the Lord 
Keeper fpake in effect thus much. 


Mr Speaker, Her Majefty with gracious atten- 
tion having heard your wife and grave excufe 
for your difcharge, Commanded me to fay unto 
you, that even your Eloquent Speech of defence 
for your felf isa great motive, and a reafon very 
per{wafive both to ratifie and approve the choice 
of the loving Commons, the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgefles, as alfo to commend their wife and 
difcreet choice of your felf in her gracious cen- 
fure, both for fufficiency well able, and for your 
former Fidelity and Services well approved and 
accepted of: And therefore her Majefty taketh 


this Choice of you for bonum omen, a fign of 


good and happy fuccefs , when the beginning is 
taken in hand with fo good Wifdom and Dif 
cretion.

earneft affections of your loyal Subjects to do 
your Majefty all Services , and to defend your 
Royal and Sacred Perfon both with their Lives 
and Goods, againft, cc. And fo made a vehe- 
ment Invettive againft the Tyranny of the Kin 
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Ireland, which he {aid were like a Snake cut in 
pieces, which did crawl and creep to join thems 
felves together again. And laftly, with Prayers 
to continue the profperous Eftate and Peace of 
this Kingdom, which hath been defended as he 
faid by the Mighty Arm of our Dread and Sa- 
cred Queen. To which fhe Anfwered openly 
her felt, No, but by the mighty hand of God, Mé 
Speaker. Then he proceeded to the laft part, to 
befeech her Majefty for freedom of Speech to 
every particular Member of this Houfe and their 
Servants. And laftly, if any miftaking of any 
Meffage delivered unto him frorh the Commons 
fhould happen, that her Majefty would attribute 
that to his weaknefs in delivery or underf{tand» 
ing, and not to the Houfe, as alfo any forgetful- 
nefs through want of Memory , or that things 
were not fo judicioufly handled or expreffed by 
him as they were delivered by the Houfe. 


To which after the Queen had fpoken to the 
Lord Keeper as aforefaid, (after three Reveren+ 
ces by the Speaker) the Lord Keeper-faid in ef: 
fect as followeth, 


M' Speaker , Her Majefty doth greatly com- 
mend and like of your grave Speech, well divi- 
ded, well contrived 5 the firft proceeding front 
a found Invention, and the other from a fetled 
Judgment and Experience. You have well, and 
well indeed weighed the Eftate of this Kingdom, 
well obferved the greatnefs of our Puiffant and 
Grand Enemy the King of Spaiz, the continual 
‘and exceflive Charges of the Wars of Ireland, 
which if they be well weighed, do not only 
fhew the Puiflance of our Gracious Sovereign in 
defending us, but alfo the greatnefs of the charge 
continually be{towed by her Majefty even out 
of her own Revenues to protect us, and the ex- 
pofing of her Majefty to continual trouble and 
toilfome cares for the benefit and fafety of her 
Subjects. Wherefore M' Speaker, it behoveth us 
to think and fay, as was well delivered by a 
grave Man lately in a Concio ad Clerum, Opus eft 
Jublidio me fiat excidium 

Touching your other requefts for freedom of 
Speech, her Majefty willingly confenteth there- 
to, with this Caution, that the time be not {pent 
in idle and vain matter, painting the fame out 
with froth and volubility of words, whercby the 
Speakers may feem to gain fome reputed credit 
by imboldening them(felves to contradiction, and 
by troubling the Houfe of purpofe with long and 
vain Orations to hinder the proceeding in mat- 
ters of greater and more weighty importance, 
Touching accefs to her Perfon, the moft willingly 
granteth the fame, defiring fhe may not be troub- 
Jed unlefs urgent matter and affairs of great con- 
fequence compel you thereunto: for this hath 
been held for a wife Maxim, Ix troubling great 
Eftates, you mujt trouble feldon. 

For Liberties unto your felves and perfons, 


“her Majefty hath Commanded me to fay unto 
of Spain, the Popes Ambition, the Rebels of |you all, that fhe 


ever intendeth to preferve the 
Hhbh Liberties 
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Liberties of the Houfe, and granteth freedom 
even unto the meaneft Member of this Houfe: 
But her Majefties Pleafure is, you fhould not 
maintain and keep with you notorious perfons 
either for jife or behaviour,and defperate Debtors 
who never come abroad, fearing Laws, but 
at thefe times; Pettifoggers and Vipers of the 
Common-Wealth; Prolling and Common Solli- 
citors, that fet diffention between Man and Man; 
and men of the like condition to thefe: Thefe 
her Majefty earncftly wifheth a Law may be 
made againft; as alfo that no Member of this 
Parliament would entertain or bolfter up any 
man of the like humour or quality, on pain of 
her Highnefs difpleafure. For your excufe of the 
Houle and of your felf, Her Majefty Comman- 
ded me to fay,that your fufficiency hath fo often- 
times been approved before her, that fhe doubt- 
eth not of your fufficient difcharge of the place 
you hall fervein. Wherein the willeth you to 
have a {pecial Eye and regard not to make new 
and idle Laws, and trouble the Houfe with 
them ; but rather look to the abridging and re- 
pealing of divers obfolete and fuperfluous Sta- 
tutes; As alo firft to take in band matters of 
greateft moment and confequence, In doing 
thus, M' Speaker, you fhali fulfill ber Majefties 
Commandment, do your Country good, and fa- 
tisfie her Highnefies expectation. Which being 
faid, the Speaker made three Reverences to the 


Queen. 


Nota, That this foregoing Speech of the Lord 
Keeper is not found in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houfe, but is fupplied out of a pri- 
vate Journal of the Houfe of Commons, out of 
which alfo the whole bufinefs of this Afternoon 
touching the Speakers Prefentment, Speech and 
Allowance are tranfcribed. And I have always 
conceived ic moft proper to refer the large rela- 
tion of thefe and fuch like other Speeches and 
Paflages (if warranted by any good Authority) 
tothe Journals of the Upper Houfe in which 
they are acted and delivered, and only for Or- 
der to leave fome fhort Memorial of them in the 
Journals of the Houfe of Commons. 

Now. follows the continuance of the Parlia- 
ment out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe, where it is Entred in thefe words,

After which , (as is fet down in the forefaid 
private Journal) room being made, the Queen

Commons, very few faid God fave your Majefty, 
as they were wont in all great Aflemblies; and 
fo fhe returned back again to Whitebal by 
Water.

On Thurfdey the 5'* day of November (to 
which day tHe Parliament had been laft conti- 
nued on Friday the 30" day of Oéfober forego- 
ing) were two Billsread; of which the firft be- 
ing for Affurance of Lands, and the fecond for 
the reftraint of the exceffive and fuperfluous ufe 
of Coaches within the Realm of Exgland, were 
each of them read primd vice. 

On Saturday the 7** day of November, the 
Bill for Affurance of Lands was read fecandé 
vice, and committed unto the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, the Lord Treafurer, the Earl of 
Nottingham, the Earl of Worcefter, the Earl of 
Cumberland, the Earl of Lincolz, the Lord Bifhop 
of Loxdox, the Lord Bifhop of Durham, the Lord 
Bifhop of Winchefter, the Lord Zouch, the Lord 
Cobham, the Lord Grey, the Lord Rich, theLord 
Howard of Walden 3 and the Lord Chief Juftice 
of her Majefties Bench, the Lord Chief Juttice of 
the Common Pleas , the Lord Chief Baron and 
M' Attorney General were appointed to attend 
their Lord {hips. 

The Bill co reftrain the exceflive ufe of Coaches 
within this Realm of England was read fecundi 
vice, and rejected. 

Hereupon Motion was made by the Lord 
Keeper, that forafmuch as the faid Bill did in 
fome fort concern the maintenance of Horfes 
within this Realm, confideration might be had 
of the Statutes heretofore made and Ordained 
touching the breed and maintenance of Horfes ; 
And that M' Attorney General fhould perufe and 
confider of the faid Statutes, and of fome fit Bill 
to be drawn and preferd to the Houfe touchin 
the fame, and concerning the ufe of Coaches;

On Tuefday the 10% day of November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the fecond being the Bill for prefervation of 
Pheafants and Partridges, was read fecundé vice, 
and committed unto the Archbifhop of Canter. 
bury, the Lord Treafurer, the Earl of Notéing- 
ham, the Earl of Northumberland , the Earl of 
Derby, the Earl of Worcefter, the Earl of Cum- 
berland, the Earl of Pesebrook and divers others 
to attend the Lords, (Vide concerning this atten- 
dance of the Judges upon the Lords Committees, 
on Thurfday the 34 day of this inftant November 
foregoing) whe were appointed to meet at the 
Little Chamber near the Parliament prefences 
and the Bill was delivered to the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury. 

On Thurfday the 22° day of November (to 
which day the Parliament had been lait conti- 
nued on Inefday foregoing) The Bill concerning 
Mufters, Souldiers and other things appertaining 
thereunto, was read fecund2 vice, and commit- 
ted unto the Archbifhop of Cawterbury, the Lord 

Treafurer 
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Treafurer and divers other Lords both Spiritual 
and Temporal; And the Lord Chief Juftice of 
England, the Lord Chief Juftice of the Common 
Pleas, M! Juftice Walmefiey, M' Juftice Warber- 
ton, M® Serjeant Yelverton and M' Attorney Ge- 
neral were appointed to attend the Lords. 

Two Bills were brought up to the Lords from 
the Houfe of Commons by Sir William Kuolles 
and M° Secretary Herbert 3 of which the firft 
being the Bill againft fraudulent Adminiftration 
of Inteftates goods was read prima vice. 

The Bill for Afflurance of Lands was this day 
returned to the Houfe with certain Amendments 
by the Lord Archbifhop of Camterbury, the firft 
of the Committees; which Amendments were 
prefently twice read, and thereupon the Bill was 
appointed to be ingrofled. 

Memorandum, That upon the reading of the 
faid Amendments the Lord Bifhop of Loxdox, one 
of the Committees, did offer to {peak unto the | 
Bil, or unto the faid Amendments, Whereupon 
a doubt was moved by the Earl of Nottinghaz: | 
Lord Steward, whether it were agreeable to the 
good Order and Antient Cuftom of the Houfe, 
that the faid Lord Bifhop being one of the Com- 
mittees, and diflenting from the reft in fome 
matter either of the Bill or of the Amendments, 
might {peak thereunto upon the bringing in and | 
prefenting of the Amendments, or no. Which 
doubt being upon this occafion propounded in 
generality to the Houfe by the Lord Keeper and 
put to the queftion, [t was adjudged and refol- 
ved by the major part, That any Committee 
might {peak in like cafe either to the body of the 
Bill ox co the Amendments upon the bringing in 
of the fame, before it be ingrofled. Upon which 
refolution Order was given to the Clerk of the 
Parliament, that a remembrance or obfervation 
thereof thould be Entred in the Journal-Book, | 
for the refolving and clearing of the like doubt 
if it fhould happen hereafter. And thereupon 
after the reading of the Amendments the faid 
Lord Bifhop of Loudon proceeded to his Speech, 
and the Bill was appointed to be ingrofied as 
aforefaid.

Memorandum. Report was made unto the 
Houfe by the Lord Zouch of one William Hogan 
an Ordinary Servant of the Queens Majefty, Ar- 
re(ted and Imprifoned upon an Exccution by one 
Fohn Tolkerne, fince the beginning of the Parlia- 
ment. Anda Motion was likewife made by his 
Lordthip to know the Judgment and refolution 
of the Houfe in this point, whether any Ordinary 
Servant of her Majefty (though he be none of 
the Parliament) be not priviledged and protect- 
ed from Arreft during the time of the Parliament 
by vertue of his faid Service to her Majefty, in 
like fort as the Servants of the Lords of the Par- 
liament attending the faid Lords their Mafters are 
priviledged and freed for that time from any Ar- 
refts of their Perfons: And withal, being Arreft- 
ed upon Execution, whether in this Cafe he may 
by good Order of this Houfe be difcharged. 
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Which Motion and doubt the Lord Zouch pro- 
feffed that he did the rather propound, becaufe 
(though there were divers Examples of former 
times touching the Servants of the Lords of the 
Parliament) the like to this concerning one of 
the Queens Servants had not been (fo far as was 
remembred ) brought in queftion heretofore. And 
therefore it pleafed the Lords to take knowledge 
of this Motion, and to give Order that Tolkerne 
fhould be fent for, at whofe Suit the Arreft was 
made; And withal, that fuch Precedents as the 
Clerk of the Parliament could fhew, fhould be 
looked out and made known to the Houfe. Vide 
plus concerning this matter on Mozday the 23¢* 
day of this inftant Noversber following. 

On Saturday the 14°" day of November, (to 
which day the Parliament had been laft continu- 
ed on Thurfday foregoing, by occafion of fend- 
ing for the aforefaid Tolkerue) requeft was made 
by M' Conistie Gentleman Uther to the Hou, 
and fignified by the Mouth of the Earl of Not- 
tinghaw Lord Steward , That for asmuch as the 
bringing of any perfon before the Lords (upon 
breach of the Priviledge of the Houle) did ap- 
pertain (as the faid M' Coxisbie fuppofed and al- 
ledged) to his place, though in the laft Parlia- 
ment (by fome miftaking as he thought) the Ser- 
jeant at Arms was imployed therein; That 
therefore their Lordfhips would be pleafed to 
confirm and fettle fuch Order, as he might at 
this time and from henceforth have the Right of 
his place in that behaif. Whole requeit being 
confidered of by the Lords, ic was thought meet, 
that the Lord Archbifhiop of Camterbury, the Lord 
Treafurer, the Earl of Nottingham, the Earl of 
Worcefter, the Lord Bilhop of IViachefler, the 
Lord Zouch and the Lord Cobham fhould at their

A Motion was made by the Lord Keeper, that 
the Gentleman-Ufher might be fent to fuch 
Lords as are abfent from the Parliament; and 
have not fent their Proxies, to admonifh them 
thereof. 

Five Bills had each of them one reading; of 
which the fecond being the Bill for fupprefling 
the multitude of Ale-Houfesand Tippling-Houfes 
was read fecunda vice, and committed to the 
Lord Treafurer, the Earl of Worcefler, the Earl 
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of Hartford, the Earl of Lincoln, the Bifhop of 
Winchester, the Bifhop of Lincoln, the Bifhop of 
Bath and Wells, the Bithop of Chester, the Bi- 
fhop of Exeter, the Bifhop of Ely, the Lord

The third Bill alfo being for the avoiding of 
unneceflary delayes of Executions upon Judg- 
ment in Debt was read fecunda vice, and com- 
mitted unto the Lord Treafurer, the Earl of 
Worcester, the Earl of Pembrook, the Bifhop of 
Rochefter, the Bifhop of Worcefter, the Bifhop 
of St Afaph, the Lord Cobham, the Lord Chandois, 
the Lord St fobx of Bletfoe; and Mr Juftice 
Gawdy, Mt Baron Savile and M* Serjeant Yel- 
verton were appointed to attend their Lord- 
fhips. 

The Lord Zouch renewed his former motion 
concerning the Arreft of William Hogan her Ma- 
jelties Ordinary fervant, at the fuit of Fohbx Tol- 
kerne.

Regine die ultimo Funii, It 
appeareth that the Lord Cromwel made complaint 
unto the Parliament of an Attachment ferved 
upon his Perfon; and that his Lordfhip was by 
Order of the Parliament difcharged of the At- 
tachment : but whether this Attachment was fer- 
ved in the time of the Parliament , it doth not 
certainly appear. 

Which faid Precedents being accordingly 
prefented to the Lord Keeper, the fame were 
prefently read, together with certain Obfervati- 
ons out of a Bookitrritten by Richard Crompton 
Efguire, Intituled the Authority and Jurifdi@ion 
of the Queens Courts, concerning the proceed- 
ings of the Houfe in the like cafe of George Fer- 
vers Gent. an ordinary fervant to King Hezry 8, 
about the thirty fourth year of his Reign. 

This being done, albeit f{undry Motions were 
thereupon made by divers of the Lords for a 
prefent proceeding in this matter, neverthelefs 
necaufe the faid Tolkerne having been formerly 
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fent for, could not yet be found, and alfo in re- 
fpe& there was lefs appearance of the Lords this 
day than at other times, and this matter con- 
cerning the priviledge of the Houfe, was of 
great importance, and therefore required a more 
full Affembly, Stay was made of any further pro- 
ceeding until Thurjday next being the 19** day 
of this inftant November: And in the mean time 
it was Ordered, that Tolkerne fhould again be 
fent for, to appear before the Lords in the Houfe 
that day by nine of the Clock in the Morning. 
Vide concerning this matter on Monday the 23" 
day of this Inftant November following. 

On Monday the 16% day of November (to 
which day the Parliament had been laft conti- 
nued on Saturday foregoing, ) the Bill for reuni- 
ting Eyeand Dunfden to the Mannor of Sanming 
was read fecunda vice. 

Motion was made by the Lord Sheffield upon 
reading of this Bill, that Thomas Crompton, Son 
of Thomas Crompton E{quire deceafed, with Henry 
Beft, Francis Fackson and others whom it may 
concern, fhould be heard in the Houfe, whether 
they or any of them could pretend any right or 
Intereft in thefe Lands in refpect of a Grant here- 
tofore made thereof by her Majefty to the faid 
Thomas Crompton. Which Motion was well ap- 
proved by the Houfe; and Ordered, that the 
Gentleman Uther fhould move the faid parties 


to appear before their Lordthips in the Houfe for 


that purpofe upon Saturday next the 21. day of 
this Inftant November by eight of the Clock in 
the Morning, and to bring them fuch perfons 
as are interefted in the Conveyance of thofe 
Lands. Vide December 7** Monday poftea, 

Memorandum, That the Committees upon the 
Bill for Mufters and Souldiers (who were appoin- 
ted to meet this Afternoon on Thurfday the 12*8 
day of this inftant November foregoing) have 
upon a Motion to the Houfe appointed another 
meeting about the fame, upon Thurfday Morn- 
ing next, being the 19‘ day of this inftant No- 
vember before the Houle fit. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the laft being the 
Bill for eftablithing of the Remainder of certain 
Lands of Andrew Kettlebie Efg; upon Francis 
Kettlebie, was read the firft time. 

Upon reading whereof it was Ordered by the 
Lords, that Andrew Kettlebie Efq; and Fane his 
Wife (whom the Bill concerneth) thould be 
heard in the Houfe , either by themfelves or by 
any other perfon or perfons fufficiently deputed 
and appointed by them in that behalf, what they 
could anfwer and alledge concerning the fame. 
And the Gentleman-Ufther was appointed to 
give them prefent notice of this Order. 

A Motion was made “nes by fome of the 
Lords touching William Hogan Prifoner in the 
Fleet, that he might be fent for out of the faid 
Prifon and brought into the Houfe before the 
Lords, to the end he might make relation of his 
Caufe , that thereupon fuch Order might be 
fpeedily taken with him as fhould by the air 
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be found meet and: agreeable to the priviledge 
of the faid Court. Upon which Motion it was 
debated by what courfe the faid Hogaz fhould 
be brought out of the Flect, being then in Exe- 
cution, whether by Warrant to be directed from 
the Lords to the Lord Keeper, requiring him to 
grant forth a Writ in her Majefties name for the 
bringing of the faid Hogan from thence, or by 
immediate direction and order from the Houfe 
to the Gentleman-Ufher or Serjeant at Arms, 
without any fuch Writ. Which being put to the 
queftion by the Lord Keeper, it was refolved 
and Ordered by the general confent of the Houfe, 
that it fhould be done by immediate direction 
and Order from the Houfe without any fuch Writ 
as aforefaid. And accordingly Ordered, that the 
faid William Hogan fhould be fent for and brought 
before the Lords by the Gentleman-Ufher into 
the faid Houfe of Parliament upon Thurfday next 
being the 19'* day of this inftant November, by 
nine of the Clock in the Morning.

On Thurfday the 19' day of November, the 
Bill for Breed and encreafe of Horfes of Service 
within the Realm, was read prima vice. 

Two Bills were brought upto the Lords from 
the Houfe of Commons 5 of which the fecond 
was to avoid and prevent divers mif{demeanors in 
lewd and idle perfons; And the third was for 
confirmation of Grants made to the Queens Ma- 
jefty, and of Letters Patents made by her High- 
nefs to others. Touching which Bill fee at large 
on Thurfday the 17° day of Decemeber follow- 
ing. 

The Lord Mordant not able to attend for want 
of Health certified by the Lord Compton. 

This day William Hogax was brought from 
the Fleet into the Houfe before the Lords, who 
having made ( as he was required to do ) relati- 
on of his Arreft, and of the time, and parties 
that Arrefted him, declaring that he was Arreft- 
ed by the Under-Sheriff of the County of S#r- 
rey and others affifting him, upon Saturday be- 
fore the beginning of the Parliament (which be- 

anon the Tye/day following ) and that it was 
Eatin to the faid Under-Sheriff that he washer 
Majetties Ordinary Servant, and moreover that 
he thought Tolkerne was not privy to his Arreft

On Saturday the 21** day of November, to 
which day the Parliament had been laft continu- 
ed on Thurfday foregoing, Three Bills had each 
of them one reading 5 of which the laft being 
the Bill for Affurance of Lands was read ter- 
tid Vice. 

Upon the reading of which faid Bill fundry 
Objections were made againft fome points of the 
fame by the Lord Bifhop of Londoz and divers 
others of the Lords, infomuch that the Houfe 
was divided in opinion whether it fhould be put 
tothe queftion for the pafling thereof or no 5 
Many of the Lords affecting well the {aid Bill, and 
withing that any defecé therein might be rather 
reformed than by the queftion to put it to the 
hazard of being rejeGted. By which occafion it 
was thought meet , firft to propound another 
queftion, zz. whether the faid Bill having been 
referr'd to Committees at the fecond reading, and 
been by them returned with fome Amendments, 
and thereupon appointed to be engrofled, may 
now after the engroffing thereof and third read- 
ing be committed again or no. Which being ac- 
cordingly put tothe queftion, and the number 
both of the affirmative part and negative, fall- 
ing out to be equal (upon the accompting of 
them by the Lord Bilhop of Loxdon and the 
Lord Grey appointed by the Lords for that pur- 
pofe) it was adjudged that the Voices of the 
negative part which were again{t the new com- 
mitting of the Bill fhould prevail , following 
therein the ufual rule of Law (whereof the Lord 
Keeper made mention) that where the numbers 
of the affirmative and negative are equal, /ewper 
prefumitur pro xegante. And after that the Bill 
it felf being put to the gueftion, whether it 
(hould pafs or no, was by the major part denied 
and refufed. 

A Motion was made by the Lord Keeper and 
approved by the Lords, that the antient courfe 
of the Houfe may be obferved hereafter,in certi- 
fying the excufes of fuch Lords as fhould be ab- 
fent from the Houfe upon reafonable occafion, 
which ought to be done by one of their Peers, 
and not by other Information. 

Thomas Crompton, Henry Beft and Francis 
Fackfon made their appearance in the Houfe, ana 
being demanded whether the Bill concerning 
Eye and Dunfden might lawfully pafs without 
their prejudice; they Anfwered, that it might 
fo do, and that they could take no exceptions at 
it, Vide Dec. 7h Monday poftea.

Oin Monday the 23° day of November , to 
which day the Parliament had been laft conti- 
nued on Saturday foregoing , the Bill for reunt 
ting Eye and Dunfden to the Mannor of Suxzning 
was read tertia vice, and {ent down to the Houfe 
of Commons by M' Dottor Stanhop and M* 
Hone. 

The Bill to avoid and prevent divers mifde- 
meanors in lewd and idle perfons was read /e- 
cunda Vice. 

Nota, That there is no mention at all in the 
Original Journal-Book of the referring of this 
Bill unto Committees upon the fecond reading 
thereof, nor yet that it was Ordered to be in- 
grofled: By which it may feem, that either the 
omiflion of it did happen by the negligence of 
Thomas Smith E{quire now Clerk of the Upper 
Houfe, who did forget to fet down the referring 
of it to Committees (if it were at all committed ) 
or elf that it being not committed,was engrofled 
of Courfe. And itis the rather probable, that 
this happened not by any omiflion of the faid 
Clerk,in refpect that divers other Bills at this Par- 
Jiament are fet down in theOriginalJournal-Book 
of the faid Upper Houfe to have been read the 
fecond time without any further mention either 
of the Commitment or ingrofling, as on Wed- 
nefday the 24 day, Friday the 4°* day, Wednefday 
the 9'' day, Saturday the 12° day, Monday the 
14° day, and on Wednefday the 16'* day of De- 
ceraber next enfuing. 

The Bill for Confirmation of Grants made to 
the Queen and of Letters Patents made by her 
Highnefs to others, was read fecundda vice and 
committed unto the Lord Archbifhop of Cawter- 
bury and others (who were appointed to mect 
at the great Council Chamber) And the Bill was 
delivered to the faid Lord Archbifhop of Cazter- 
bury the firlt of the Committees. 

The Bill for encreafe and breed of Horfes of 
fervice within this Realm was read fecunda vice, 
and committed unto the Earl of Nottingham Lord 
Steward, and others; And the Bill was delivered 
unto him being the firft of the Committees. Vide 
November 26°" Thurfday. 

The meeting of the Committees upon the 
Bills concerning the fupprefling of the multitude 
of Alehoufes, and for the avoiding of unneceflary 
delays of Executions upon Judgments in Debt 
(who were appointed on Saturday the 14° day 
of this inftant November foregoing) was upon 
a Motion of the Lord Treafurer appointed to be 
upon Thurfday next at the little Chamber near 
the Parliament prefence before the Houfe fir, 
for that the Committees could not conveniently 
meet at the times formerly appointed for the 
fame. 

The Under-Sheriff of the County of Surry 
that Arrefted William Hogan was brought into 
the Houfe to Anfwer for the fame, and by Order 


of the Houfe committed to the Prifon of the 
Fleet. Vide concerning this matter on Thurfday 
the 12" day, Saturday the 14"* day, Monday the 
16" day, and on Thurjday the 19° day of this 
inftant November foregoing 5 as alfo on Thur/day 
the 26'* day of che fame Month following. 

On Tuefday the 24t* day of November, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laft being the Bill for the 
eftablifhing of the remainder of certain Lands of 
Andrew Kettlebie was read fecunda vice, and com- 
mitted unto the Earl of Worcefter, the Lord Cob- 
ham, the Lord Chandois and the Lord Howard of 
Walden; And the Bill was delivered unto the 
faid Lord Howard, who with the reft was a 
pointed to meet on Saturday next by two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon at the Chamber of Par- 
liament Prefence. 

This day the Wife of Azdrew Kettlebie made 
her appearance in the Houfe in the behalf of her 
Husband and her Self, excufing his not comin 
by reafon of his great Age and Infirmities ; And 
withal prayed that their Councel Learned might 
be heard.

Lord Cobham, appointed to meet at the Outer 
Chamber near the Parliament Prefence to Mor- 
row the 8th day of this inftant December by 
eight of the Clock in the Morning. Vide con- 
cerning this matter on Monday the 16' day, and 
on Saturday the 21t* day of November fore- 

oing. 
: On Tuefday the 8" day of December, Six Bills 
had each of them one reading; of which the 
laft being the Bill concerning Captains and Soul- 
diers and otherthe Queens Services in the Wars, 
was read fecunda vice, and committed to the 
Committees, formerly appointed for the firft Bill 
of that kind (whofe names fee before on Thur/- 
day the 12'* day of November) with addition of 
the Lord Windjfor; andthe faid Committees to 
meet about the faid Bill upan the firft opportu- 
nity of meeting about any other Bills and the 
Bill was delivered to the Earl of Nottingham 
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Lord Steward the third of the Committees. 

Nota, That here this Bill was delivered to the 
Earl of Nottingham being the third of the Com- 
mittees, of whom the Lord Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury and the Lord Treafurer were the two 
firft : Whereas on Monday the 23** day of Ne- 
vember foregoing, a Bill being committed upon 
the fecond reading was delivered unto the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury the firft of the Commit- 
tees; And on Thurfday the 26 day of the fame 
Month upon the Commitment alfo of a Bill in 
the like manner, it was delivered unto the Lord 
Howard of Walden being the puifne Baron or 
laft of the Committees.

thereof us being of little moment 1s there pur- 
pofely omitted) was this day delivered to the 
Lord Treafurer one of the Committees. 

The Councel learned as well on the behalf of 
the Earl of Shremsbury as of Tho. Holcrofts Henry 
Candifh and William Candifh Efquires, were heard 
at large in the Houfe (as was yelterday appoin- 
ted ;) Andthereupon M' Attorney was required 
to deliver his opinion again of the faid Provitoes 
offered on either part.

Her Majefty with divers Lords Spirtiual and 
Temporal being fet in the Upper Houfe in their 
Parliament Robes between two and three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon, the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgefles of the Houfe of Commons 
had notice thereof, and therupon repaired thi- 
ther with ‘Fohn Crooke Efquire Recorder of Lon- 
don their Speaker, who being placed at the 
Rail or Bar at the lower end of the faid 
Upper Houfe, after he had made three Reve- 
rences to her Majefty fitting under a rich Cloth 
of State, fpake to this effect following. 


That Laws were not at firft made with hu- 
mane Pen, but by Divine Ordinance; That 
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politick Laws were made according to the evil 
conditions of Men, and that all Laws ferve not 
for all times, no more than one Medicine for 
all Difeafes; If he were asked, what were the 
firft and chiefeft thing to be confidered , he 
would fay, Religion. So Religion is all in all, 
for Religion breeds Devotion, Devotion breeds 
Zeal and Piety to God, which breedeth Obe- 
dience and Duty to the Prince, and obedience 
of the Laws, which breedeth Faithfulnefs and 
Honefty and Love, Three neceflary and only 
things to be wifhed and obferved in a well Go- 
verned Common-Wealth. And that her Ma- 
jefty by planting true Religion had laid fuch a 
Foundation upon which all thofe Virtues were 
fo planted and builded, that they could not eafi- 
ly be rooted up and extirpated. And therefore 
he did acknowledge, that we ought and do ac- 
knowledge that we will praife God and her 
Majefty for it. And then he defcended to 
fpeak of Governments and Laws of Nations, 
among and above all which he principally pre- 
ferr'd the Laws of thisLand, which he faid were 
fo many and fo wife, that there was almoft no 
offence but was met within a Law. Notwith- 
ftanding her Majefty being defirous for the good 
of her Land to call a Parliament for redrefs of 
fome old Laws and making fome new, her duti- 
ful and loving Subjects having confidered of 
them, have made fome new, and amended fome 
old, which they humbly defire may be made 
Laws by her mof{t Royal Affent which giveth 
life unto them. And fo after thanks given for 
the Pardon by which we dread your Juftice and 
admire your mercy, and a prayer unto her 
Majefty that fhe wouldaccept as the Teftimonies 
of our Love and duty offered unto her, with 
a free Heart and willing Spirit, Four entire Sub- 
fidies and Eight Fifteenths and Tenths, to be 
collected of our Lands and Livelihoods 5 In 
{peaking whereof he miftook and faid, Four 
entire Fifteenths and Eight Subfidies, but he 
was remembred by fome of the Councel that 
{tood near about him, and fo fpake right as a- 
forefaid; and having craved pardon for his of- 
fence,if either he had forgotten himfelf in Word 
or Action, he ended. 


The which the Lord Keeper Anfwered thus 
in effect. Firft as touching her Majelties pro- 
ceedings in the Laws for her Royal Affent, that 
{hould be as God fhould dire& her Sacred Spirit. 
Secondly,For your prefentation of Four Subfidies 
and Eight Fifteenths and Tenths; Thirdly, your 
humble thankfulnefs forthe Pardon,forthem and 
yourfelf I will deliver her Majefties Command- 
ment with what brevity Imay, that I be not tedi- 
ous to my moft gracious Sovereign. Firft fhe faith, 
touching your proceeding in the matter of her 
Prerogative, that fheis perfwaded Subjects did 
never more dutifully ; And that fhe underltood 
you did but obiter touch her Prerogative, and 
no otherwife but by humble Petition; And 
therefore, that thanks that a Prince may ait 

er 
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her Subjetts,the willingly yieldeth: But fhe now 
well perceiveth , that private refpects are pri- 
vately mafqued under publick prefence. Second- 
ly, touching the prefentation of your Subfidy, 
fhe {pecially regardeth two things, both the per- 
fons and the manner. For the firft, he fell into 
Commendations of the Commonalty 5 for the 
fecond, the manner, which was {peedy, not by 
perfwafion or perfwafive inducements, but freely 
out of duty with great contentment. In the 
thing which ye have granted, her Majefty 
greatly commendeth your confidence and Judg- 
ment; And though it be not proportionable to 
her occafions, yet fhe moft thankfully receiveth 
the fame as a loving and thankful Prince; And 
that no Prince was ever more unwilling to exact 
or receive any thing from the Subject than fhe 
our moft gracious Sovereign; For we all know 
fhe never was a greedy Grafper nor ftrait-handed 
Keeper 5 And therefore fhe commanded me to 
fay, that you have done (and fo fhe taketh it) 
dutifully, plentifully and thankfully. 

For your felf, Mt Speaker, her Majelty com- 
manded me to fay, that you have proceeded 
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with fuch Wifdom and Difcretion, that it is 
much to your Commendations; and that none 
before you hath deferved more. 

And fo he ended after an Admonition given 
to the Juftices of the Peace, that they would not 
deferve the Epithetes of prolling Jultices, Jufti- 
ces of Quarrels, who counted Champetrie good 
Chevefance, Sinning Juftices who do fuck and 
conftime the wealth and good of the Common- 
Wealth 5 and alfo againft thofe who lie (if not 
all the Year, yet) at leaft three quarters of the 
year in this City of London, 


After the before-recited Speeches were ended 
as abovefaid, then were the titles of all the Acts 
read in their due Order. 

After which ended, and her Majefties Affent 
thereunto, then the Diffolution of the Parlia- 
ment followed by the Lord Keeper, which is 
entred in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houfe in thefe words following, viz.

“HIS large and copious Joutnal 
containeth in it not only a num- 
ber of excellent Paflages concern- 
ing the Orders and Priviledge of 

=a the Houfe of Commons, which 
are ufually found in other Journals of the fame 
Houfe; but alfo much matter touching the pub- 
lick State, and that great grievance of the Realm 
by reafon of Patents of Priviledge or Monopo- 
lies, in the abdication or cenfure of which her 
Majefty moft gracioufly concurr’d with her Sub- 
jets: In which alfo a great number of Speeches 
and other Paflages which were not found in the 
Original Journal Book of the faid Houfe, are 
fuppfied out of a Journal of the fame Houfe ta- 
ken at this Parliament by one of the Members 
thereof. But yet to avoid confufion, whatfoever 
is here inferted out of the {aid private Journal, 
is particularly diftinguifhed from that which is 
taken out of the above-mentioned Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houfe of Commons, by fome 
Animadverfion or expreflion thereof both before 
and after the inferting of it. 


The tenth Parliament of our Sovereign Lady 
Elizabeth by the Grace of God of Exgland, 
France and Ireland Queen, Defender of the 
Faith, @c. begun at Weftminfter upon Tuefday 
being the 27" day of Odober in the forty third 
year of her Majefties Reign , upon which:day 
many of the Knights for the Shires, Citizens for 


Cities, Bufgeffes for Boroughs, and Barons for 
Ports returned into the fame Parliament did 
make their appearance at Weftminfter aforefaid 
before the Right Honourable the Earl of Not- 
tingham Lord Admiral and Lord Steward of her 
Highreffes moft Honourable Houfhold , and did 
then and there take the Oath according to the 
Statute in that behalf made and provided, ten- 
dred by the faid Earl, or by his Deputies, who 
were Sir William Kuolls Comptroller of her Ma- 
jefties Houfhold, Sir Fob Stanhop her Highnefs 
Vice-Chamberlain, Sir Robert Cecall Principal Se- 
cretary, and Fohz Herbert Efq3 fecond Secretary. 
After which all the faid Lord Steward’s Depu- 
ties and fome others of the Houfe of Commons 
having gotten into the Upper Houfe, and her 
Majefty with divers of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal being fet, the greateft part of the re- 
fidue of the Members of the faid Houfe of Com- 
mons had notice thereof about four of the Clock 
in the Afternoon, being at that time ftill firting 
in the faid Houfe and expeGing her Majetties 
Pleafure to be fent for up unto the faid Upper 
Houfe according to the antient ufage and cuftom 
of former Parliaments; And thereupon the faid 
refidue repaired immediately unto the Door of 
the faid Houfe, but could not be let in, the 
Door being ftill kept fhut, and fo returned back 
again unto their own Houfe much difcontented. 
Shortly after which time the Right Honourable 
Sir William Kuolls,one of the Deputies aforefaid, 

came 
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came down into the faid Houfe of Commons, 
and fo being there fet with the faid refidue for 
fome little {pace of time, M' Richard Lieffe, one 
of the’ Barons returned into this prefent Parlia- 
ment for the Port of Haftings in the County of 
Suffex, ftood up, and fhewing unto the faid 
Comptroller the wrong done unto the greateft 
part of the Members of this Houfe, in their not 
being fuffered to come into the faid Upper 
Houfe to hear her Majefties Pleafure fignified by 
the Mouth of the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal 
of Exgland, humbly defired the faid Comptroller 
to be a means, that the effect thereof might be 
imparted unto fome of the Members of thisHoufe 
for their better fatisfa@tions. Which as his Ho- 
nour did think very reafonable and meet to be 
done at convenient time , fo did he impute the 
{aid fault wholly to the Gentleman-Ufher of the 
{aid Upper Houfe. Which done, and the refidue 
of the faid Deputies being (hortly after come in- 
to the faid Houfe of Commons, and there fitting, 
the faid M' Comptroller after fome paufe ftood 
up, and fhewing unto this Houfe that his place 
was to break the filence of this Houfe for that 
time , and putting the Houfe in mind to make 
Choice of a Speaker according to her Majefties 
Pleafure given unto them in that behalf, fhewed 
that in his opinion he thinketh Mt ‘fobs Crooke, 
Recorder of Londox, returned one of the Knights 
for the City of London into this prefent Parlia- 
ment, to be a very fit, able and fufficient Man 
to fupply the whole Charge of the faid Office of 
Speaker, being a Gentleman very Religious, very 
Judicious, of a good Confcience, and well fur- 
nifhed with all other good parts; yet leaveth 
neverthelefs the further confideration thereof to 
this Houfes and fo did fit again. Which done, 
and no one contrary Voice at al] being delivered, 
the faid M' Crooke after fome Jarge Paufe firit 
taken ftood up, and my Learnedly and Elo- 
quently endeavoured to difable himfelf at large, 
for the burthen of that charge, alledging his 
great defects both of Nature and of Art fit to 
fupply that place, and fhewing all full Comple- 
ments for the fame to abound in many other 
Learned and grave Members of this Houfe; in 
the end prayed moft humbly that they would 
accept of: his due excufe, and be pleafed to pro- 
ceed to anew Election; and did then fit down 


again. Whereupon the faid Mt Comptroller did: 


{tand up, and faid, that hearing no negative 
Voice he took it fora due Election, and de- 
manding the further opinion of this Houfe there- 
in, they all Anfwered Yea, and gave their Af- 
fents. Whereupon the faid Mt Comptroller and 
the Right Honourable Sir Fohx Staxbop her Ma- 
jefties Vice-Chamberlain immediately went to 
the faid Mt Fohn Crooke; and did fet him in the 
Chair which done, the faid M* Crooke after 
fome little paufe did ftand up, and yielding un- 
to this whole Houfe moft humble thanks for 
their great good opinion of him and loving fa- 
vour towards him ; and praying them to accept 
of his willmg mind and readinefs, and to bear 
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with his unablenefs and wants in the fervice of 
this Houfe, referr’d himfelf to their good fa- 
vours. And then the faid Mt Comptroller figni- 
fied further unto this Houfe, that her Majettics 
Pleafure was, that the Members of this Houfe 
having made choice of their Speaker fhould pre- 
fent him unto her Highnefs upon Friday next fol- 
lowing in the Afternoon. And fo then every 
man departed and went his way. 

On Friday the 30°" day of Oober about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgeffes of the Houfe of Commons 
with John Crooke Efg; Recorder of London, their 
Speaker Ele&, Affembled together in their own 
Houfe,and having ftayed there a good while filent; 
and attending herMajefties Pleafure to be fent for 
to the Upper Houfe, and hearing nothing thereof, 
they did at length depart out of their own 
Houfe and went of themfelves towards the faid 
Upper Houfe there to be more near and ready to 
come before her Highnefs at fuch time as the 
fhould be pleafed to fend for them, which fhe 
did accordingly after they had waited at the faid 
Upper Houfe Door about half an hour; where 
the Speaker aforefaid being prefented unto her 
Majefty, was, notwithftanding his excufe made 
according to the ufual form to the contrary, ap- 
proved and allowed by her. And upon her faid 
Majefties granting of fuch Petitions of courfe 
as the faid Speaker did laftly make in the name of 
the Houfe of Commons, touching liberty of 
Speech, free accefs to her Majefty, and freedom 
from Arrefts and Suits, he with the reft of the 
faid Commons Houfe returned back to their own 
Houfe, the Serjeant of the faid Houle carrying 
the Mace before the faid Speaker into the faid 
Houfe. 

Where the faid Speaker after fome good paufe 
of time did fignify unto the Members of the faid 
Houfe (being moft of them fet in their feveral 
places) that her Majefties pleafure delivered by 
the Lord Keeper was, that this Parliament fhould 
be afhort Parliament; And therefore the willed 
that the Members of this Houfe fhould not {pend 
the time in frivolous, vain and unneceffary Mo- 
tions and Arguments, but only fhould bend all 
their beft endeavours and travails wholly in the 
devifing and making of the moft neceflary and 
wholfome Laws for the good and benefit of the 
Common-Wealth and the Realm. And further 
fhewed, thac her Highnefs did purpofe that the 
Members of this Houie thould have convenient 
{cope of time to repair home into their Coun- 
tries before Chrifinas for her Majefties better 
Service in their Countries; And declared withal, 
that in regard of fome matters of great impor- 
tance her Highnefs had Adjourned this Court till 
Thurfday next at nine of the Clock in the Fore- 
noon. Which done, the Members of this Houfe 
did forthwith rife and depart without reading 
any Bill at all, by reafon of the Adjournment, 
taking the fame to extend as well to this Houfe 
as to the faid Upper Houfe; but were miftaken, 
as upon the next Morning further afterwards 

appeared 
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appeared upon advertifement of the faid_ Lord 
Keeper to Mr. Speaker, that the faid Adjourn- 
ment did only tend to the faid Upper Houfe, 
and not to this Houfe, | ; 

Nota, that in the laft foregoing Parliament 
de Anno 39 & 40. Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 
1597. The Houle of Commons upon a like mi- 
ftake, which happened chiefly through the 
negligence of Chriftopher Yelverton Sepjeant at 
Law their Speaker at that time, was Adjourned, 
upon Thurfday the 27'* day of Odfober unto Sa- 
turday following being the 5'* day of Novem- 
ber in Anno preditfo, where this faid matter was 
fully handled by a large Animadverfion upon it, 
ut vide ibidem. 

Nota alfo, That the paffages of thefe two 
foregoing days are more orderly and copioufly 
fet down in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houfe of Commons than ufual, and are there- 
fore wholly inferted out of it, with the additi- 
on andalteration only of fome few matters of 
courte. 

On Saturday the 31* day of OGober M' Francis 
Bacoz, returned into this prefent Parliament one 
of the Burgeffes for the Borough of Ipfrich in 
the County of Szfolk, and alfo for the Borough 
of St. Albazs inthe County of Hartford, fhewed 
unto this Houfe that he maketh chotce to ftand 
for the faid Borough of Ip/wich, Whereupon it 
was Ordered by this Houfe, that a Warrant be 
made to the Clerk of the Crown-Office in the 
Chancery for the awarding of a new Writ. for 
returning of another Burgefs for the faid Bo- 
rough of St Albans in lieu and ftead of the faid 
M! Francis Bacon. 

Mr George Goring, one of the Burgefles for the 
Boroughof Lewes inthe County of Suex,fhewed 
on the behalf of M' Geddard Pemberton returned 
into this prefent Parliament a Burgefs for the fafd 
Borough of Lewes, and alfo for the Borough of 
Peterborough in the County of Northampton, that 
the faid Mr. Pembertox maketh choice to ftand 
for the faid Borough of Peterborough: Itis there- 
upon Ordered by this Houfe that a Warrant be 
made to the Clerk of the Crown-Office in the 
Chancery for the awarding of a new Writ for 
the Chufing and returning of another Burgefs for 
the faid Borough of Lewes in lieu and ftead of the 
faid M' Goddard Pemberton. 

A Committee was appointed to travel in the 
Examination of fuch Returns and matters of pri- 
viledge as (hall happen queftionable in.this Houfe 
during this prefent Seffions of Parliament, and 
to report their Proceedings therein unto this 
Houfe from time to time for the further refolu- 
tion of this Houfe to be had in the fame accord- 
ingly, vz, All the Privy-Council being Mem- 
bers of this Houfe , M' Thomas Kunivet, M® At- 
tornies of the Dutchy and Court of Wards, Sir 
Francis Haftings, Sir Robert Wroth, Mt Michael 
Stanhop, Mt Francis Bacon, Sir Edward Hobbie, 
M*® Sollicitor , M' George Moore, M' Peake, M* 
Serjeant Heyle, Mt Leifé, M* Ferom Horfey, Mt 
Henry Hubberd, Sir Walter Raleigh , Sir Robert 
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Kuolls, Sir Edward Stafford, M' Hexry Maynard, 
Mt Sigg; Mt Oldworth, M' Boye, Mt Wifeman, 
Mr Lake, M* Fobn Hare, M* Serjeant Harris, 
Sir Richard Knightley, Mt Francis Fortefcue, Mr. 
Robert Wingfield and Mr. William Coke, who were 
appointed to meet upon Thur/day next in the 
Afternoon in the Court of Wards; And the 
Note of the Committees names was delivered 
to Sir Edward Hobbie. | 

The Bill for the ftrengthening of certain 
Grants made for the maintenance and Govern- 
ment of certain Hofpitals in Loxdon, was read 
the firft time. 

The Bill alfo againft excefflive and common 
Drunkennefs had its firft reading. 

On Monday the fecond day ot November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading ; of which 
the fecond being the Bill to preferve the Breed 
of Horfes, and to avoid the common ftealing of 
them, was read the firft time. After which di- 
vers Speeches were made, which are tranf{cribed 
out of the abovefaid private Journal. 

Sir Edward Hobbie made a Speech for the a- 
bridging of Penal Laws, which he faid were 
like Thorns that did prick, but did yield no 
Fruit; And that they being not looked unto, it 
bred in us an alterationin manners: And there- 
fore the Proverb muft needs be fulfilled Morum 
mutatio mutationere legum requirit. Times are 
not as they have been, and therefore the necef- 
fity of time makes a neceffity of alteration of 
Laws, with many other circumftances touching 
the fhortnefs of Statutes, and commending the 
proceeding of former ages, he concluded with a 
defire of a Committee. 

Which Speech was feconded by Mt Serjeant 
Harris, who faid that in the 27° year of the 
Queen the like Motion had been made, and that 
then by reafon of the fhortnefs of the time and 
fuddain ending of the Parliament, nothing was 
done therein: Notwith{tanding he faid, that now 
this motion being fo happily made, and that 
then by reafon of the fhortnefs of the time no- 
thing was done, he thought it fic for a Com- 
mittee, 

He was feconded again by Mt Wifeman of Lin- 
colas-Inn, who was of the fame mind, and {faid, 
That divers particular Laws of his knowledge 
were now both needlefs to be performed, as alfo 
dangerous to the Subject by reafon of the Penal- 
ties. Whereupon the Houle agreed that the faid 
Bill fhould be committed, and Committees were 
nominated (which are inferted out of the Ori- 
nal Journal-Book it felf}) vz. All the Privy Coun- 
cil being Members of this Houfe, M' D* Ceajar, 
Mafter of Requefts, Sir Edward Hobbie, M* 
Wifeman , M* D* Crompton, M' Dt Perkins, M® 
Dt Duzu, the Knights and Citizens for London, 
the Knights and Citizens for Norwich, Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh, M* Tanfield, Mt Francis Bacon, M® 
Robert Wingfield, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir George 
Moore, Sir Moile Finch, Sir fohn Harrington, Sir 
Thomas Leighton, M' Snigg, M' Pbillipps, M* 
Winch, Mr. Iho. Culpepper, Mr. Hide, Mr. Oldy- 


worth, 
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worth, Mr. Maynard, the Lord Howard, Sir Ri- 
chard Knightley, Sir Robert Carey, the Lord Clia- 
ton, Mr. Dale, Mr. William Lane, Mar. Michael 
Stanbop, Mr. Warcop, Sir Henry Nevil, Sir Arthur 
George,Sit Edward Hunger ford,Sir William Strowde, 
Sir William Courtney, Mr. Foba Egerton, Mr. Dr. 
James, Sit Crew Rawleigh, Mr. Boy/e, Sir Henry 
Brunker and Sir Thomas Gerrard, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in the Exchequer Chamber up- 
on Friday next in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the explanation of fuch Statutes 
as touch Leafes to be made by Archbifhops and 
Bifhops, was read the firft time. 

Monition was this day given by Mr. Speaker 
unto the Members of this Houfe,that they would 
forbear from henceforth to come into this Houfe 
with their Spurs on, in regard it is very offenfive 
to many others of the refidue of them. Thus 
far out of the Original Book it felf- 

Others alfo(although nothing were done there- 
in ) moved to have Boots and Rapiers taken a- 
way, as is fet down in the above mentioned pri- 
vate Journal. | 

On Luefday the 34 day of November, Upon a 
Motion made by Mr. Speaker onthe behalf of 
Mr. Fulk Oxflow the Clerk of this Houfe, for 
that it hath pleafed God to vifit him with an 
Ague, That it would pleafe this Houfe to vouch- 
fate their allowance unto Cadwallader Tydder his 
Servant to execute the place in his abfence as 
Deputy unto the faid Mr. Ox/low, until it hall 
pleafe God to reftore him to health. Which 
was willingly affented unto by the whole Houfe, 
and by Order of the whole Houfe the faid Tyd- 
der took the Oath of Supremacy. 

Nota, That there was a like precedent in the 
fecond meeting of the Parliament (after an Ad- 
journment thereof) in Azo 28 ce 29. Regin, 
Eliz. An.Dom. 1586. when upon the like Motion 
of the Speaker on Weduefday the 15°" day of Fe- 
bruary, William Onflow kin{man of the faid Mr. 
Fulk Oxflow,being at that time a Member of the 
Houle of Commons, was during his ficknefs al- 
lowed by the faid Houfe to exercife and fupply 
the place of Clerk thereof as at this prefent time 
Cadwallader Tydder fervant to the faid Mr. Fulk 
Ox flow was \icenfed to {upply the fame. 

Six Bills of no great moment had each of them 
one reading 5 of which the laft being the Bill far 
the better preferving the breed of Horfes, and 
to avoid the common'ftealing of them, was up- 
on the fecond reading committed unto SirEdward 
Hobbie,Sir Robert Wroth, Mr. Walter Cope, Mr. Fulk 
Grevil, Mr. Hide and others, who were appointed 
to meet on Monday next inthe Exchequer Cham- 
ber at two of the Clock in the Afternoons And 
the Bill and Cornmittees names were delivered to 
Sir Robert Wroth. 

The Bill to reform the Abufes in Inns, Vidtu- 
alling-Houfes, ¢>c. was read the fecond time, and 
being put to the queftion for committing, was 
upon the queftion refufed to be committed. 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Leife,that where- 
as many Members of this Houfe, which could not 


come to the Upper Houfe upon the firft day of 
this Parliament (the Door being kept fhut) to 
hear her Majefties pleafure fignified by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, of the Caufes of her Ma- 
jeftics calling of this Parliament, they might in 
fome fort be fatisfied of the fame, He putteth Mr. 
Comptroller in mind of his Honours promife to 
relate the fame unto them. Who thereupon de- 
fired Mr. Secretary Cecil (becaufe he the {aid Mr. 
Comptroller was not there himfelf) to make the 
fame relation; which the faid Mr. Secretary do- 
ing at large, The chief intent and {cope thereof 
appeared to aim at the fetting forth of two things 
efpecially, the Firft the Danger the Kingdom 
{tood in, in refpect of the power and malice of 
the Spaniard: the Second that timely provifion 
of Treafure might be made for the prevention. 
Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book it 
felf. Mr Secretary Cecil's Speech, which follow- 
eth, being f{poken after that he had repeated the 
Lord Keepers Speech, is inferted out of the be- 
foreceited private Journal of the Houfe,in manner 
and form following. 

For my own advice touching the particular 
Counfels of this Houfe, I with that we would 
not trouble our felves with any fantaftick fpeeches 
or idje Bills, but rather fuch as be for the general 
good, both light in conception,and facile in exe- 
cuticn. Now feeing it hath pleafed you all hi- 
therto with patience to hear me, if with your 
favour I may particularize and fhow the grounds 
of the former delivered Speech touching the 
State of Ireland, 1 thail be very glad both for my 
own difcharge and for your fatisfaction. The 
King of Spaiz havihg quit himfelf of France 
by a bafe and fervile Peace, forgetteth not to fol- 
low the Objects of his Fathers Ambition, Exg- 
land and the Low-Countries. He hath made O- 
vertures of Peace, which if they might both be 
honourable and for the publick good, I hold 
him neither a wife nor an honeft man would 
impugn them. He hath put an Army into Ire- 
land, the number Four thoufand Souldiers, 
under the conduct of a valiant, expert and hardy 
Captain ; who choofeth rather than return into 
his own Country without any famous enterprize, 
to live and dyin thisfervice. Thefe Four thou- 
{and are three parts Natural Spaniards, and of his 
beft expert Souldiers, except them of the Low- 
Countries: Thofe he could not f{pare, becaufe of 
his enterprize of Offend. And how dangerous 
the lofs of that Town would be to this Land, I 
think there is no man of experience but can wit- 
nefs with me; For he would eafily be Mafter of 
all that Coaft, fo that the Trade betwen Exgland 
and the Low-Countries would be quite diflolved 5 
Yea he would be fo dangerous a Neighbour to 


‘us, that we which are now Tenants by difcretion 


ate likely fhortly to be Tenants by the Courtefy. 
When he is our Neighbour of the Low-Coun- 
tries, what Neighbour hath Spain te whom he 

fhall not be troublefome. 
I will fhew you further what befides this he 
hath done, and how Eagle-eyed he is continually 
over 
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over us; To refift the Turks attempts, he hath 
fent Ten thoufand Men; To the Low-Countries 
nine thoufand; In an Enterprize of his own 
againft the Turk he hath fent ......... which 
being difpatched, thofe Souldiers fhall return a- 
gain{t the next Spring and fecond thefe four thou- 
{and men. Now inthe Enterprize for Ireland, to 
refift thofe attempts in being, and the enfuing 
Provifions againft us, let us confider the cer- 
tainty of our Eftate in Ireland 5 We have there 
an Army, and nothing but an Army, fed even 
out of England , with what charge it brings to 
the Queen, what trouble to the Subject, what 
danger it is to them there left if the provifion 
fhould fail, what burt to the Common-Wealth 
by making things at a higher rate than otherwife 
they would be, Irefer it to your Wifdoms to 
imagine. Over this, I aflure you, it 1s beyond 
all Precedent and conjecture , his prefence and 
caufe of Warthere , is to defend the Catholick 
Cavfe, I mean, to tear her Majefties Subjects 
from hers for i may fay fhe hath no Catholick 
obecienr Subje@ there, becaufe the ftandeth Ex- 
communicate at this prefent by force of two Bulls 
of this Popes, by which the Subjects are abfolved 
of their obedience. That you do only remem- 
ber you do it pro aris & focis; Yea we do it for 
a Prince that defireth not to draw any thing ex- 
traordinary out of the Coffers of her Subjects. 
She felleth her Land to defend us, fhe fupporteth 
all the Neighbouring Princes to gain their ami- 
ties and eftablith our long Peace; Not thefe five, 
or feven, or ten years, but forty three Years for 
all our Profperities. Ihope I fhall not fee her 
Funeral upon which may be’written , Hic folan 
restat vidtrix Orientis. And I pray God I may 
not. What we freely give unto her, the living 
beitows it to our Good, and dying doubtlefs will 
leave it for our profit. Thus have I out of mine 
own genius for mine own part delivered unto 
you what Iknow. And touching that I have 
fpoken in performing your Commandment, [ 
will take no thanks from you for my pains, for 
no man cares with lefs affection to {peak in this 
Affembly, or defireth to gratifie any particular 
Member of this Houfe more than my felf. 

Mr. George Moore moved, that whereas the 
Lord Keepers Oration was, that the greateft mat- 
ters {hould be handled in the beginning of the 
Parliament, a Committee might be chofen to 
certifie the Houfe what thofe matters were, that 
Order might be taken accordingly. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid private Journal 
of the Houfe of Commons. The Committees 
names who were appointed upon the aforefaid 
Motion of Mr. George Moore to confider what 
thofe weighty matters were, which had likewife 
in part been touched in Mr. Secretary Cecil/s 
Speech immediately foregoing, do now alfo fol- 
low out of the Original Book it felf, which were 
thefe, All the Privy-Council being Members of 
this Houfe, the Knights of the Shires, the Barons 
of the Cinque Ports, the Knights and Citizens 
for London and York, Sir Thomas Egerton, Mr. 
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Sollicitor , Sir Edward Stanhop, Mr. Serjeant 
Heile, Mr. Serjeant Harris, Mr. Henry Brunker, 
Mr. Glastock , Mr. Leonard, Sir William Harvy, 
Mr. Henry Hubberd , Sir William Strowde , the 
Burgefles of Totne/fe, Mr. Hide, Mr. Winch, Sir 
Richard Knightly, Sit Richard Hampden, My 
Lord Howard of Effingham , Sir Francis Darcy, 
Sir Robert Croje, Mr. Iyxe, The Citizens for 
Norwich, Mr. Francis Bacon, Sir Edward Hobbie, 
Mr. Doctor Cefar, Mr. Nemdigate, Mr. Philipps, 
Mr. Robert Wingfield, Mr. Maynard, The Citi- 
zens for Briftoll, Sir Matthew Brown, Mr. Fones 
for Hereford, Mr. Francis Moore, Mr. Mountague, 
Sir Moile Finch, Mr. Edward Barker , Sir ohn 
Egerton, Mr. Boice, Mr. Lake, Mr. Cope and Mr. 
Richard Warberton , who- were appointed to 
meet in this Houfe upon Saturday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. Vide December 5. 
Saturday poftea. 

On Wednefday the 4'* day of November, the 
Bill for the better keeping of the Sabbath day, 
was upon the fecond reading committed unto 
Sir George Moore, Sir William Wray and divers 
others, who were appointed to meet this After- 
noon in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of the 
Clock. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons, the reft that follows 
touching the Eleion of Sir Axzdrew Nowell to 
be one of the Knights for Rutlandfhire, being at 
the fame time Sheriff. of the faid County, being 
but briefly and imperfectly fet down, is therefore 
fupplied out of the faid private Journal of the 
Houfe of Commons. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris moved the Houfe, that in 
refpe& great danger and inconvenience might 
grow by the want of any one particular Mem. 
ber of this Houfe, Therefore he thought good 
to certifie the want of a Knight for Rutlandfhire 5 
For he faid, that Sir Azdrew Nowell being She- 
riff of the County had returned himfelf jointly 
with Sir John Harrington to be Knight, which 
he took in Law to bea void Return, becaufe it 
is again{t the exprefs words of the Writ, which 
are, Ite quod neq; tu neq; aliquis alius Vicecomes 
alterius Cami eligatur, &c. which he thought 
good to move the Houfe in referring it to their 
confiderations ; And prayeth that the Record 
may be fent for from the Clerk of the Crown ; 
for faith he, we know in Law, that a man cannot 
make an Indenture to himfelf and the County, 
for there are required two perfons. 

To which Sir Edward Hobbie replied, that 
notwithftanding this, the Houfe might well re- 
ceive him. And he vouched a Precedent in the 
31° of this Queen, when a Writ was directed 
to the Bayliffs of Southwark to return Burgefles, 
and they returned themfelves and were received. 
But if we do not receive him, another queftion 
will grow, Whether a new Warrant muft go 
from the Speaker to Elect a new Knight, or from 
the Clerk of theCrown, To which it was agreed 
per omnes, that from the Speaker. 

Then Mr. Wifeman of Lincolns-Inn ftood - 

an 
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and fhewed the neceflity of having all our Mem- 
bers, becaufe otherwife the Body 1s but maimed 5 
as alfo how dangerous a Precedent this would 
be if it might pafs with the Applaufe of this 
Houfe; And laftly, the reafon of putting in the 
aforefaid fpecial words in the Writ, becaufe it 
muft be neceflarily intended, that they being fo 
great Officers, having fo great a charge, and their 
prefence in their Countries fo requifite, fhould 
not be returned. Befides, for that time they be 
the chief men of the Shire , Freeholders perad- 
venture for favour fake would rather chufe him 
than men far more fufficient for that place. 

Mr. Carey moved, whether ii it were with his 
will, -he fhould be punifhed by Fine or other- 
wile. 

Sir Fobn Harrington faid, of his own know- 
ledge he knew him to be very unwilling: But 
the Freeholders made Anfwer they would have 
none other. 

Mr. Speaker faid, it could not be intended 
againtt his will, for his hand is to the Indenture; 
but he moved whether it fhould be intended 
that this Sir Axthony Nowell were una G eadem 
perfona, orno; Andthoughit were, yet whe- 
ther they could take notice thereof, not being 
certified out of the Chancery. To which all the 
Houfe faid, there was no other of the name. 

Then Mr. Comptroller ftood up and moved, 
that in refpe&t the Return was joint, and that 
they did difallow Sir Axthony Nowell, he defired 
to be refolved of «he Learned Mafters of the 
Law in this Houfe, whether all the Return were 
infufficient, and fo Sir Fokn Farrington to be ex- 
cluded. To whichall the whole Houfe faid No. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris faid No, becaufe the faid 
Warrant is affirmative to chufe any but the She- 
riff, who is excepted by {pecial words; fo that 
the Return of the other is warranted, but that of 
himfelf is void. 

Sir Edward Hobbie An{wered and faid, nay 
then Mr. Serjeant, if you {tand on that, I think 
thereare few Knights in this Houfe lawfully cho- 
fen, for the words of the Writ and Statute are, 
that he muft be Commorant within the County, 
which but feware. To which not one word was 
Anf{wered. And that Claufe was hufhed up. 

Mr. Speaker faid, Well, I will put ic to the 
queftion, which fhall be twofold, one whether 
the Return be void, the other whether a new 
Warrant (hall be fent forth, To which being 
twice moved, all cryed I, 1,15 not one man 
faid No. 

Sir Edward Hobbie faid, Mr. Speaker the War- 
rant mutt go from your felf, for in the twenty 
feventh Year of this Queen, when Parrie was 
Burgefs for Queenborough a new Election was 
made, and the Warrant was fent from the 
Speaker. 

Nota, That this refolution of the Houfe is di- 
reCtly contrary to a former Precedent agreed on 
in the Houfe of Commons upon Friday the 21'* 
day of February in the Parliament de Az. xxxi° 
Regiz, Eliz. Anno Dom. 1588, 1589. where Mr. 


S* Poole being both Knignt for the County of 
Lincoln and Sheriff of the fame al'o, was not- 
with{tanding allowed to retain his place in the 
faid Houfe as a Member thereof, and had only 
Licence given unto him to depart into the faid 
County about the bufinefs of his faid Sheriffivick, 
in no other form or manner than is vouchfafed 
of courfe to the Members of the faid Houfe up- 
on any urgent occafions by them alledged, re- 
quiring their abfence for {ome time, be it longer 
orfhorter. Where other Precedents alfo to this 
purpofe are vouched, and yet perhaps both the 
faid Precedents may ftand good and be reconci- 
led, with this difference, that where any man 
is firft Sheriff of fome County and then Eleéted 
a Knight of the fame, ora Citizen, Burgefs or 
Baron of any City, Borough or Cinque-Port of 
the fame , that in this Cafe his Eletion is void, 
becaufe it muft of neceffity foitow, as in this 
Cafe of Sir Andrew Nowel/ it did, that he mutt 
return himfelf, which cannot be good in Law. 
But where a man is firft Elected a Member of 
the Houfe of Commons, be it Knight , Citizen, 
Burgefs or Baron, and is afterwards made Sheriff 
of fome County, here his firft Election ftandeth 
good, as it fhould feem alfo it doth, although 
he may be firft made a Sheriff of fome County, 
and be afterwards Elected a Knight, Citizen, Bur- 
gefs or Baron of and in fome other Shire or 
County. And the reafon of all is plain, in re- 
{pect, that in all thefe latter Cafes his Return can- 
not be made by himfelf , but by the Sheriff of 
the County where he is Chofen. This only holds 
good in the Cafe of Knight of the Shire. 

The Bill for Explanation of fuch Statutes as 
touch Leafes to be made by Arehbifhops and 
Bifhops, was read the fecond time and rejected, 
after Mr. Bote had fpoken to it as followeth. 

To which only Mr. Boz/e {tood up and faid, 
that this Act would be prejudicial to the Bifhop 
prefent and the Succeflor, to their Servants and 
to the Bithops own Farmers and Tenants; To 
the Bifhop prefent , in the maintenance of his 
Eftate which cometh only by continual Fines, 
which if they be taken away, then are they not 
able to maintain that Hofpitality , and keep 
that retinue either belonging to their place or 
an{werable to their living. For confider the Re- 
venue of the greateft Bifhoprick in England, it 
is but two thonfand two hundred pounds,where- 
of he payeth for Annual Subfidies to the Queen 
five hundred pounds. And what damage we 
(fall do both to him and his Succeffor herein, his 
Revenue being fo beneficial to her Majefty , I 
refer to all your Judgments. 

To the Succefior it muft needs be more hurt- 
ful; For when he firft cometh in, he payeth 
Firft-Fruits, and yet 1s not allowed to make his 
benefit by Fines, which all Bifhops Farmers are 
content to do , fo that he is caft one whole An- 
nual value behind hand , and perhaps hath no 
power neither to make Leafes in twelve or fix- 
teen Years. This, Mr. Speaker, will induce the 
Minifters of the Word not to feek Bifhopricks,

Sreaker, my felf am Farmer toa 
Bifhop, and 1 {peak this as ta my own Cafe (on 
my knowledge) to the Houfe, that it is ordinary 
upon every Grant after four or five years, ever 
to fine and take a new Leafe, but I refer it to 
the confideration of the Houfe to do their Plea- 
fures therein: Only this I can certifie, That I 
have the Copy of the Bill the laft Parliament ex- 
hibited to this purpofe, which I having confer’d 
together with the prefent Bill, do find them to 
be word for word all one. And the laft was re- 
jeGted. Whereupon this was alfo (as is before- 
mentioned) rejected. 

Thus far out of the afore-mentioned private 
Journal, the refidue of this days Paflages that 
follows are tranfcribed out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houfe of Commons it felf. 

The Bill that Plaintiffs in Writs of Error thall 
give good Bay], was read the fecond time, and 
commitred unto Mr. Care, Mr. Tazfield and o- 
thers, who were appointed to meet upon Mon- 
day next in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill againft fraudulent Adminiftration of 
Inteftates Goods was upon the f{econd reading 
comnitited unto the laft former Committees in 
the Bil! far Writs of Error, to meet at the fame 
time «1 place.

The Bill touching the fowing of Hemp was 
read the fecond time, and upon the queftion for 
committing was upon the divifion of the Houfe, 
wiih the advantage of fifty Voices Ordered to 
be committed, viz. with the Yea a hundred and 
three, and withthe No a hundred forty two. 
And upon the queftion for the ingrofling, was 
Ordered not to be ingrofled. 

The Committees names for the Bill of Subfidy, 
(whofe names fee on Monday the fecond day of 
this inftant November foregoing) as alfo the 
Committees names for penal Laws, (who were 
appointed on Txe/day the third day of this fame 
Month foregoing) were this day delivered to 
Mt Comptroller. 

The Bill touching the Sabbath , and the Bill 
again{t Drunkennefs, were delivered toM' Ed- 
ward Mountague one of the Committees, 


foregoing) fhewed the travel of the Commit- 
tees, and brought in the Bill with fome Amend- 
ments and a Provifo, and prayed the reading 
thereof, the Bill {tanding upon two parts, the 
latter part thereof not having been dealt in at 
all by the Committees. 

The Amendments and Provifo in the Bill for 
the better keeping of the Sabbath day were 
twice read. And the Bill it felf being read for 
the fecond reading was Ordered to be in- 
grofied. 

Two Bills alfo had each of them one reading 5 
of which the fecond being the Bill for the fup- 
prefling of deceits in Weights and Meafures was 
read the firft time. 

Upon a Motion made this day a Committee 
was appointed to confider of the Statute for re- 
lief of the Poor, and for continuance and Expla- 
nation of Statutes, ¢c. viz. Sir Robert Wroth, 
M: Philipps, Sir Edward Hobbie, Sir Francis Ha- 
ftings, Sir George Moore and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon J byr/day next in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon. 

The Bill for Reformation of Abufes in Ale- 
houfes and Tipling Houfes was read the fecond 
time, and committed unto Sir Edward Stanhop, 
M' Wifeman, M* Fobufon, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir 
Francis Darcy, M*' Peake, Mt Edward Philipps, 
the Burgefles of Newcajtle and others; and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth, who with 
the reft was appointed to meet upon Wedzefday 
next in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 5 of 
which the fecond being the Bill againft Blafphe- 
mous Swearing was read the firft time. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons it felf 5 the refidue of this 
days paflages is tranfcribed out of the often a- 
bove mentioned private Journal, 

M: Bacon {tood up to prefer a new Bill and 
faid, M' Speaker, Iam not of their mind that 
bring their Bills into this Houfe obfcurely, by de- 
livery only to your felf or to the Clerk, delight- 
ing to have the Bill to be zzcerto authore, as 
though they were either afbamed of their own 
work or afraid to father their own Childrens; But 
I, Mr Speaker, have a Bill here, which I know 
I fhall no fooner be ready to offer, but you will 
be ready to receive and approve. I liken this 
Bill to that fentence of the Poet who fet this as 
a Paradox in the fore-front of his Book, fr/t 
Water , then Gold, preferring neceflity before 
pleafure. AndIam of the fame opinion, that 
things neceflary in ufe are better than thofe 

things 
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things which are glorious in eftimation. This, 
M Speaker, is no Bill of State nor of Novelty, 
like a {tately Gallery for pleafure, but neither to 
dine in nor fleepin5 But this Bill ts a Bill of 
repofe, of quiet, of profit, of true and juft 
dealings 3 The Title whereof is, An Ac for the 
better fuppreffing of abufes in Weightsand Mea- 
fures. 

We have turned out divers Bills without dif- 
putation: And fora Houfe of wifdom and gravi- 
ty as this is, to bandy Bills like Balls, and to be 
filent as if no body were of Councel with the 
Common-wealth, is unfitting in my underftand- 
ing for the State thereof. ['le tell you M' Speaker, 
out of mine own Experience, that I have learn- 
ed and obferved, having had Caufes of this na- 
ture referred to my Report; That this fault of 
ufing falfe Weights and Meafures is grown fo in- 
tolerable and common, that if yeu would build 
Churches, you fhall not need for Battlements and 
Bells, other than falfe Weights of Lead and Brafs. 
And becaufe 1 would obferve the advice given 
in the beginning of this Parliament that we fhould 
make no new Laws; I have only made this Bill 
a confirmation of the Statute of the 11" of 
Hen. the 7" with a few additions, to which I will 
fpeak at the pafling of the Bill, and fhew the 
reafons of every particular Claufe, the whole 
being a Revival of a former Statute: for I take 
it far better to fcowre a Stream, than to turn a 
Stream. And the firft Claufe ts, that it is to ex- 
tend to the principality of Wales, to conftrain 
them to have the like Meafures and Weights to 
us in Exgland. 


Sir Robert Cecill moved the Houfe to have 
their opinions, in that there wanted a chief 
Member, vz. a Knight of Dewbich Shire. And 
he faid, I am tocertify the Houfe thus much, in 
re{pect of fome diforder committed there touching 
the Election by Sir Richard Trevor and Sir Fohn 
Fludd,to which Sir Fobn Salisbury 1s a party, the 
Sheriff could not proceed in EleGion. For mine 
own part I think it fit that M' Speaker fhould at- 
tend my Lord Keeper therein (quod xota, at- 
fend) if it pleafé you, You fhall hear the Let- 
ter which was read, and the Contents thereof 
was, That on the one and twentieth day of Oo- 
ber at he hept the County day, and 
there being quietly chufing the Knights for 
the Shire, a Cry came fuddainly that Sir Lzchard 
Trevor and Sir ‘fohx & Indd on the one part, and 
Sir Fohw Salisbury on the other, were a fighting, 
and all their Companics were ready to do the 
like. Whereupon prefently I went to the Church- 
Yard where they were, and there I found both 
parties with their Swords drawnready, but with 
much a do pacified them both; and fearing left 
by drawing fuch a Multitude together , there 
might great danger and blood-fhed happen, I 
made Proclamation that every man fhould de- 
part. By means whereof I did not execute her 
Majefties Writ as I thought to have done, rather 
chufing to adventure your Honours cenfures here- 
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in, than to hazard fo great a blood-fhed. Sub-

Alfo Mr. Secretary faid there was a Schedule 
annext to the Letter which had fome matters of 
importance not fit to be read; Yet if it pleafe 
the Houfe to command it, they fhould: Where- 
upon all cried No No. 

Sir Edward Hobbie anfwered , Methinks un- 
der favour, the motion Mr. Secretary made 1s 
good, but the form therein (I {peak with all re- 
verence ) not fitting the State of this Houfe. For 
he faid, M' Speaker fhall attend my Lord Keeper. 
Attend 2 It is well known that the Speaker of 
the Houfe is the Mouth of the whole Realm; 
And that the whole State of the Commonalty 
of a Kingdom fhould attend one Perfon; I fee 
no reafon. I refer it to the confideration of the 
Houfe: Only this propofition I hold, That our 
Speaker is to be commanded by none, neither 
to attend any, but the Queen only. 

Mr? Fohnfon faid, The Speaker might ex Officio 
fend a Warrant to the Clerk of the Crown who 
is tocertify the Lord Keeper, and fo to make a 
new Warrant. 

Sic Edward Hobbie {aid, That for EleGtion of 
Burgeffes he had feen half a {core yelterday with 
Sir ‘Fohn Puckerings hand, when he was Speaker. 

M' Speaker faid, I may inform you of the 
Order of the Houfe, that a Warrant muft go 
from the Speaker to the Clerk of the Crown, 
who is to inform the Lord Keeper, and then to 
make a new Writ. 

M' Secretary Cecill faid, I fhould be very for- 
ry to detra& from any particular Member of this 
Houfe, much more from the general State 5 my 
meaning was miftaken and my words mifcon{tru- 
ed, yet both in fubftance agreeing with M* 
Speaker. 


Poft Meridie. 


At the Committee held this Afternoon touch- 
ing Returns and matters of priviledge (who had 
been appointed on Saturday the 31.day of Ogo- 
ber foregoing ) there were fhewed divers Prece- 
dents to prove that the Warrant to be directed 
to the Clerk of the Crown for a Writ to be fent 
out for a new Election of any Member of the 
Houfe, ought to be directed from the Speaker, 
which faid Precedents were as followeth, 
Vik. 

In Avno 27. Regine Eliz, Anno Domini 1584. 
4th Decembris, Valentine Dale Matter of the Re- 
quefts was returned Burgefs for Chiche/fer and al- 
fo for Hindon , but he chofe Chichefters And 
Fohn Puckering Speaker directed his Warrant to 
the Clerk of the Crown to fend a Writ to make 
a new Eleétion in Hixdox, which bare date the 
10" of December, fix days after 27 Eliz. 

Lill 2 Secondly, 
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Secondly, In Anno 27° Regin, Eliz, Anno Do- 
mini 1584. 21° Decembr. the Writ bearing Tefte 
19 February for the fame matter, In which the 
{tile of the Houfe is, Knights, Citizens, Burgefles 
and Barons, guod nota. 

Thirdly, Azno pradiito Regin. ejufdem Anno 
Domini 1584. 19 Febr. when Parry being Bur- 
gels of Queenborough in Kent was Attainted of 
Treafon, A Warrant was directed to the Clerk 
of the Crown to make a new Writ dated the 
19° day of February aforefaid, in which War- 
rant under the Speakers own hand was inferted 
a reafon to this effect, viz, becaufe the faid Parry 
is difabled by reafon of his Attainder. 

Fourthly, In An° xxvii? predid. Regin. Eliz. 
Anno Dom. 1584. 30Novembr. Thomas Bodley was 
Elected Burgefs of Portfmouth and alfo Baron 
for one of the Cinque-Ports, viz. Hzeth, but he 
took Port/mouth and refufed the other 5 where- 
upon a Warrant was directed as abovefaid, but 
no Tejée of the Writ was there. 

Fitchly 28 Famnary 1584. Alexander Pine 
Efq; chofen Burgefs for Taunton being Deceafed, 
a new Writ was made. The Writ bare Tefte 30% 
January. 

Sixthly, 3° Decembr. Anno Domini 1584. Fobn 
Puckering being Speaker was chofen for Bedford 
and Caermarthen, and chofe Bedford, whereup- 
on a Warrant was made to the Clerk of the 
Crown for anew Writ, which bare date the 4° 
day of December Anno xxvii? Regin. Eliz. All 
which Warrants were figned by the Speaker Fob 
Puckering. 

For the matter between Doctor Awbrey Do- 
tor of the Civil Law, and Mr. William Dela- 
barr Barrefter of the Common Law of Lincolus 
Inn touching the Burgefsthip of Cardigan inWales, 
the Caufe ftood thus. 

Cardigan hath been by antient Precedents ever 
fince the firft Year of Queen Elizabeth a Burgefs 
Town, and ever the Return of the Indenture 
hath been for Cardigan only. Now this Parlia- 
ment, the Sheriff of the Shire favouring a Town 
called Aberyftwith, after he received the Parlia- 
ment Writ, fent his Warrants to the Bayliffs of 
AberySwith to chufe a Burgefs, @c. who chofe a 
Burgefs, viz. Door Awbrey, and return’d him 
Burgefs for Cardigan and Abery/twith,and fhewed 
in the Indenture the Ele@tion to be made by both 
Towns; And the Indenture was figned with the 
Sheriffs hand. On the other fide the Baylifis of 
Cardigan underftanding the Writ to be come to 
the Sheriff, took notice thereof, and without 
Warrant from the Sheriff made an Indenture and 
EleGion of William Delabarr,and {ent the fame in 
a Letter to him. M' Delabarr fought the Sheriff 
or his Deputy in Londo to deliver the Inden- 
ture of Cardigan, but not finding him, delivered 
the fame to the Clerk of the Crown, paid his 
Fees, was {worn and admitted into the Houfe 
till this prefent day. Now at this Committee for 
Priviledges Dr. Awbrey came to complain 5 the 
Committees found upon Examination of the mat- 
ter, that the County Court was as well kept at 
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Aberyfiwith as at Cardigan, alternis vicibus, and 
that the County Court was to be kept this time 
at Aberyftwith. So when they went to the Con- 
ference both Awbrey and Delabarr were defired 
to depart forth. And upon Confultation thefe 
Queftions arofe; Firft, Whether the Houfe have 
Power to Fine the Sheriff, becaufe according to 
the Statute, he fent not his Warrant to Cardigan; 
Next, If he be punifhable by the Penalty of the 
Statute 5 Alfo if he have purfued his Authority 
in making his Election in Aberyftwith. Which are 
left with divers other doubts to the difcuffing of 
the Houfe the next day , and to the Report of 
Sir Edward Hobbie or Mt. Sollicitor. 

Alfo in the twenty third of Ef/izabeth a War- 
rant to the Town of Hull from the Speaker Po- 
pham (now Lord Chief Juftice , being then 
Speaker. ) 

Sir Edward Hobbie at this Committee faid, Aw- 
brey and Delabarr, the one a Civil, the other a 
Common Lawyer 5 That he might fay to them 
as the Duke of Maillain faid of the Thief, It is 
no matter, whether goes firft, the Hangman or 
the Thief. 

The Town of Harwich in Effex and Newtown 
in the County of Sonthampton have returned Bur- 
geffes this Parliament , which they never did 
before. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid private Journal. 
The enfuing days Paffages do follow out of the 
Original Book it felf: 

On Friday the 6" day of November, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading s of which the laft being the Bill to a- 
void divers mifdemeanors in bafe and idle Per- 
fons, was read the firft time. 

Mr. Dr. James being a Committee in the Bill 
againft Drunkennefs, which was committed on 
Wednefday the 4** day of this inftant November 
foregoing, declared the meeting and travel of 
the Committees and their framing of a new Bill 
to that purpofe, and fo delivered in both the old 
and the new Bill. 

Three Bills alfo had each of them one reading ; 
of which the laft being the Bill for the betteg 
keeping of the Sabbath day was read the third 
time and Ordered to be referr'd to the former 
Committees (whofe names fee on Wednefday the 
4‘ day of this inftant November foregoing) for 
the framing of a new Bill; And Sir Robert Wroth, 
Mr. Sollicitor, Mr. Wingfield, Mr. Glafcock, Mr. 
Henfhaw, Mx. ‘fFohnfon and Sir William Wray were 
added to the faid former Committees, to meet 
this day in the Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Two Bills laftly of no great moment had each 
of them one reading ; of which the firft being 
the Bill againft falfe Returns, and not returning 
Writs by Warrant by Sheriffs and Bayliffs, was 
read the third time and dafhed upon the queftion. 

On Saturday the 7** day of November, the Bill 
that the Lord Marquefs of Winchefter may difpofe 
of his Lands whereof he is Tenant in Tail as 
other Tenants in Tail by the Laws and planers 
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of the Realm may do, a private Statute made 
27 Henr.8.to the contrary notwith{tanding, and 
for Confirmation of a Paftition heretofore had 
before the late Lord Marquefs of Wixchefter De- 
ceafed, and the now Lord Mountjoy, by Vertue 
of a Statute made in the Jaf{t Parliament, was read 
the firft time. 

The Bill for the better fetting of Watches was 
read the fecond time and committed unto Sir 
George Moore. Sir Robert Wroth, the Knights and 
Citizens for London and Weftminfter , Mt Wife- 
maz and others, who were appointed to meet 
upon Thurfday next at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall. 

The Committees for Returns and Priviledges 
(whofe names fee on Saturday the 31% of Ogo- 
ber foregoing) were appointed to meet upon 
Wednefday next. 

The Bill to avoid divers mifdemeanors in bafe 
and idle perfons was upon the fecond reading 
committed unto the laft former Committee in 
the Bill for fetting of Watches, and M' Fohnfon 
was added unto them; And the Bill was deli- 
vered unto Sir Robert Wroth one of the fame 
Committee, and M° Serjeant Harris to be ex- 
empted out of the Committee, becaufe he {pake 
againft the body of the Bill, according to the 
antient Order in Parliament. 

The Bill againft Drunkards and Common 
Haunters of Alehoufes and Taverns was read the 
{econd time and committed to the former Com- 
mittees forthe Sabbath (whofe names fee before 
on Wednefday the 4** day of this inftant Novem- 
ber foregoing) and to the Committees for Drun- 
kennefs (who were appointed on the faid 4** day 
of November) And there were added unto them 
M! Francis Darcy and M' Francis Moore , who 
were appointed to meet upon friday next at two 
of the Clock-in the Afternoon at the Middle- 
Temple Hall. 

The Bill for fupprefling of deceits ufed in 
Weights and Meafures was read the fecond time, 
and upon the queftion for ingrofling, dafhed. 

Upon a Motion made by Sir Edward Hobbie a 
Member of this Houfe, that where one ....... 
Woodall, Servant and Attendant upon Wiliam 
Coke Efq; return’d into this prefent Parliament 
one of the Burgefies for Weftminjter, was Yefter- 
day Arrefted at the Suit of one Robinfon Citizen 
of London, upon a Bill of Middlefex, and com- 
mitted into Newgate, London, to the great in- 
dignity and contempt of the Priviledges and Li- 
berties of this Houfe, That the Serjeant of this 
Houfe fhould be prefently fent into Newgate to 
bring the faid Woodall now Prifoner there unto 
this Houfe this prefent Forenoon, fitting the 
Court. And after fome fhort {pace of time he 
was accordingly brought into this Houfe from 
Newgate; and being at the Bar with his Keeper 
attending upon him, he was by Order of this 
Houfe difcharged from his faid Keeper and from 
his faid Imprifonment , and delivered unto his 
faid Mafter, to bring him again upon Monday 
next unto this Houfe 5 with further Order unto 


the Serjeant, to bring or caufe the faid Robinfox 
to come into this Houfe upon Monday next to 
An{wer the faid contempt, and to abide the fur- 
ther Order and refolution of this Houfe therein 
accordingly. 

Upon a Motion made by Sir Francis Haftings 
a Member of this Houfe, complaining of fome 
abufe offered unto him and fundry other the 
Members of this Houfe Yefterday, by the lewd 
mifdemeanors of Pages and other unruly perfons 
upon the outer ftairs in the paflage into this 
Houfe, fhewed, that he then feeing the faid dif- 
orders, thought it fit to lay hold of one of that 
difordered Company, fuch a one as he could, and 
fo apprehended one Rowland Kendallas an Agent 
in thefe mif{demeanors, who being brought unto 
M Speaker, was committed Prifoner to the Ser- 
jeant of thisHoufe: And in the end moved, that 
he may be remitted upon his humble Submiffion 
unto this Houfe,and withthat punifhment which 
he hath already fuftained fince Yefterday by Im- 
prifonment (if this Houfe fhall fo think meet) 
the rather becaufe he cannot direCtly charge him 
in the particular, but that he was amoneft the 
{aid difordered Company. Whereupon the faid 
Kendall was brought to the Bar by the Serjeant, 
and was after his humble Submiffion, fequeftred 
until the Houfe fhould further refolve therein. 
And then afterwards being brought again to the 
Bar, upon his humble Submiflion as aforefaid, was 
difcharged, after Admonition given unto him 
(for his behaviour hereafter) by M' Speaker at 
large. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons touching this Forenoons 
Paffages; Thofe of the Afternoon are tranfcribed 
out of the often mentioned private Journal.

In the Afternoon the fame day at the Com- 
mittee in the Houfe touching the Subfidy, 

Sir Walter Raleigh moved the Houfe to confi- 
der to what intent they came together, and now 
in their coming what was to be confidered, For 
the Subfidy and the manner and quality thereof 
I will now only intimate thus much unto you, 
That the Jaft Parliament, only three Subfidies 
were granted, upon fear that the Spaviards were 
coming ; but we fee now they are come,and have 
fet foot even in the Queens Territories already, 
and therefore are the more of us to be refpected 
and regarded. And {eeing the fale of her High- 
nefs's own Jewels, the great Loans the Subjects 
have lent her, yet unpaid, the continual felling 
of her Lands and decaying of her Revenues, 
the {paring ever out of her own purfe and ap- 
parel for our fakes will not ferve, but yet fhe 
muft be fain to call her Court of Parliament for 
our advice and aid in this Cafe,I wifh for my own 
part (asa particular Member of this Common- 
Wealth ) that we may not do lefs than we did 
before; And that we alfo would bountifully 
according to our Eftates, contribute to the ne- 
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ceflity of her Majefty, as now it {tandeth. 

Mi Wifeman after a difcreet and judicious 
Speech made touching Gods protecting us for 
Religion fake or peace and quietnefs, the fafety 
of her Majefties perfon, the great victories we 
have had, the greatne(s of Neighbouring Princes 
raifed only by her Majefty, fo that fhe hath fpent, 
as it was faid by Sir Walter Raleigh, fo much, 
that ‘now fhe is fain to defire the help of her 
fubjects 5 Let us therefore draw to fome head 
and Jeave our Orations and Speeches fitter for 
a Parliament than for aCommittee. We are to 
confider only what is fit to be given; And as 
for my part as a poor Member and one of the 
meaneft in this Houfe, I will be bold to deliver 
mine opinion firft, becaufe fome muft break the 
Ice. Three pound Land and under to pay 
two fhillings eight pence in the pound, and 
five pound goods and under to pay one fhil- 
ling eight pence in the pound, and double 
Tenths and Fifteenths afloon as may be. Al- 
thoughI may feem over bold, being but a Rural 
and Countryman, to {peak even out of my Ele- 
ment in this Cafes Yet I do heartily crave par- 
don of all, befeeching that neither my unapt- 
nefs or diforder of Speech, nor the unworthy- 
nefs of my Perfon may prejudice the Caufe. 

Sir Robert Wroth, that four pound Land full 
Subfidy, and fix pound goods full Subfidy might 
be paid to her Majefty. 

Sir francis Haftings moved, that three pound 
men might be exempted, and all others above 
that rate to pay according tothe rate to make 
upa full Subfidy. 

A Philipps moved, that the four pound men 
might be cxempted, and four Subfidies received 
from the Rich, which fhould be termed a Con- 
tribution, becaufe it might make no innovation. 

Sir Walter Ralergh faid, Ii all pay alike, none 
will be agreived 5 if any be exempted, doubt- 
lefsit will breed much grief, and the feeling will 
be great to thofe three pound men that will 
feel any thing, but it will be nothing to them 
that know any thing. 

Sir Edward Hobbie {faid, We cannot hear you 
fpeak out, you fhould fpeak {tanding that fo the 
Houfe might the better hear you. So Sir Walter 
Raleigh {aid that being a Committee, he might 
fpeak either fitting or f{tanding, and fo repea- 
ted over again the former Speech. 

M' Secretary Ceca/l faid, Becaufe it is an Argu- 
ment of more Reverence,| chofeto {peak {tanding. 
As long as the Queen by the advice of her 
Council did find means to {pare you, fo long fhe 
ever defired that her Subjects might not be 
charged: Butif her Majefty affoon as the laft 
Subfidy had been fpent, fhould have again re- 
forted unto you, I do aflure you this Parliament 
had been called in Oober Jaft. Now if upon 
providence and forefight, you did contribute 
unto her Majefty; much more fhould we now 
do the fame, feeing a refolute Company of 
Souldiers have intrénched themfelves in her Ma- 
jelties Kingdom of Ireland, and more Supplies 
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thither are daily expected. Itis time to open 
our Coffers, that we may obviate in the be- 
ginning thefe few Forces of the Spawiards, left 
growing to greater Forces we cannot expel them 
with lefs than five hundred thoufand pound,which 
we may now do with one hundred thoufand in 
prefent, If there be any that fits next the Door 
that defires to fit next the Chair to give his opini- 
on, I will not only give him my place, but thank 
him to take my charge. 

This was conceived to be Sir Edward Hobbie, 
who coming to fit near the Chair and not giving 
him place, fate next the Door. 

We that fit here, for my part, take your fa- 
vours out of courtefy, not out of duty 5 but to 
the purpofe. The Queen hath occafion to ufe, 
as divers in this Houfe do know, three hundred 
thoufand pound before Eafter, how this fhall be 
raifed and gathered, that’s the queftion; for 
without this proportion of charge, neither the 
Spaniards in Ireland can be repell’d, and the 
Wars there maintained, neither her Majefties 
other affairs be fet on foot, neither provifion 
fufficient can be fet on foot or made from defence 
of Foreign Invafions. Admit with a lefs charge we 
fhould now expel him, will any man be fo fimple 
to think he will give over the enterprife being of 
fo great confequence, and grow defperate? I 
fhould think Kim but a man of fhallow under- 
{tanding and lefs policy. Surely if we had been 
of that mind when he had that great overthrow 
of his invincible Navy in eighty eight, we had 
been deftinated to perdition. For how many 
changeable enterprifes of puiflant and great 
confequence hath he fince made? The like, if 
his Forces in Ireland fhould now fail, would he 
do again. And therefore that provifion we now 
make, if he fhould be expell’d with a lefs matter, 
would ferve to make defence againft his next 
Invafion of that Kingdom, as alfo enrich her 
Majefty to be ready to furnifh her Navy and 
Forces the fpeedier for her fafety. Befides, 
if he beftow fuch Maffes of Treafure for the 
gaining of one poor Town, Ofterd, what will 
he do to gain fo {trong and famous a Kingdom as 
Ireland ¢ { will by the leave ofa worthy perfon 
who fits by me, and knows thefe things better 
thanI do, yield a particular account unto you 
of the ftate it felf Firft, the laft whole Sub- 
fidy after the rate of four pound Landsand eight 
groats Goods, came not to above fourfcore thou- 
fand pounds 5 the Subfidy of the Clergy twenty 
thoufand pound,the double Fifteenths threefcore 
thoufand pounds; All which is eightfcore thou- 
fand pounds. $ince my Lord of Efex’s going 
into Ireland, the hath fpent three hundred thou- 
fand pound. So the Queen is behind one hun- 
dred and forty thoufand pound. Thus we refer 
the matter to your judicious confideration: We 
only thew you the prefent ftate of the Queen 
and her affairs, wifhing no man to look that we 
fhould give advice what is tobe done, as though 
you your {elves who are the wifdom of the 
Land, could neither direct your felves, nor nae 
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thefe reafons alledged judge of the neceflity of 
the State. 

M' Comptroller, Sir Fohx Fortefcue and Secre- 
tary Herbert {pake all to the like effe& 5 only Sir 
Fohn Fortefcue added this, that what pleafed the 
Houfe in the name of the Subfidy to beftow the 
fame, Her Majefty did aud would ever imploy 
to their ufes 5 fo that dying, ic might be written 
on her Tomb, Qudd occupatus vixit, {fo that fhe 
dying liveth (till tmploying all to the fafety of 
her Subjects. And befeech you remember, that 
the Great Turk when he Conquered Cowftantino- 
ple found therein three hundred Millions of Golds 
if they, quoth he, had beftowed three Millions 
in defence of their City, he could never have 
gotten it. From this Blindnefs I pray God defend 
us, that we may not be backward to give four 
Subfidies to her Majefty , for want whereof in 
time we may happen to lofe that which will 
not be recovered or defended with a hundred. 

So after a few other Conferences and Speeches 
pro & con, it was concluded, that the Houfe 
fhould be certified of the proceeding on Moxdzy, 
and by general confent the three pound men to 
be included. And fo the Houfe about fix of the 
Clock, it being dark Night, rofe confufedly, and

Herewith (though a moft unworthy and 
leaft fuficient Member of this Houfe) my felf 
being touched, I had rather adventure my Cre- 
dit by fpeaking though confufedly, than to

Note, That M' Maynard by confent of the 
whole Houfe fate in the Chair as Clerk to regi- 
{ter the Order of this Committee, who wrote at 
the leaft two Sheets of Paper. By confent alfo 
he was licenfed to put on his Hat. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid private Journal;

The Bill for Reformation of certain Abufes 
concerning Procefs and Pleadings in the Court 
of Exchequer upon fuppofals without juft 
grounds in the Office of the Treafurers Remem- 
brancer, was read the fecond time and commit- 
ted unto all the Privy-Council being Members 
of this Houfe, The Queens Learned Councel 
Members alfo of this Houfe, Sir Robert Wroth, 
Sir Edward Hodbie, M* Philipps and others, who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow in the Af- 
ternoon in the Exchequer Chamber at two of 
the Clock ; and the Bill and Committees names 
was delivered unto M‘ Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer one of the Committees. 

The Committees for continuance of Statutes, 
(who were appointed on Thur/day the 5°" day 


filence in fo pleafing a Caufe as I do perfwade my 
felf this Bill will be to every man that hears it. 
To which M' Speaker, becaufe I may have be- 
nefit of Speech if occafion ferve, at the fecond

purpofe. | have therefore M' Speaker, prefumed 
out of my young Experience, becaufe I know 
part of their abufes, and with that {mall Portion 
of Learning that I have, to draw a Bill, and 
here itis. Thetitle isthus: An Ad to reprefs 
the multitude of Common Sollicitors. The body 
of the A& difableth all perfons to follicit any 
Caufe other than their own. There are excepted 
and fore-prized four feveral forts, Lawyers and 
Attornies in their own Courts; where they be 
{worn Servants in Livery, and Kinfmen within 
the fourth degree of Confanguinity. And no 
man within this Kingdom but may find a fitting 
and convenient Sollicitor within thefe four De- 
grees, And I humbly pray, it being fo fhort, 
that the Bill may be read and received. 
Mt Secretary Cecill fpake touching the Subfidy 
as followeth, v7z. 
When it was the good pleafure of this Houfe 
to give Order to the Committees to confider the 
common 
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common danger of the Realm, in which not only 

every Member of this Houfe but every man in the 

Kingdom is interefted, it liked the Committees 
after their refolution to chufe one among all to 
give account of their proceedings, and that is 
my felf Ido know it were the fafeft way for a 
mans memory to deliver the laft refolution with- 
out any precedent Argument; for rare is the 
Affembly in which there is not fome variety of 
opinions.

Serjeant Harris {faid, The Motion of the Gen- 
tleman that laft {pake, is not now to be difcuf- 
fed ; we are to {peak touching the Subfidy. 

M: Francis Bacon after a Repetition of fome 
of what was done Yefterday, that the three 
pound men might not be excluded, he conclu- 
ded, that it was Dulcis tradéus pari jugo, there- 
fore the Poor as well as the Rich not to be ex- 
empted. 

Sir Walter Raleigh faid , 1 like not that the 

Spaniards 
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Spaniards our Enemies fhould know of our fel- 
ling our Pots and Pans to pay Subfidies; well 
may you call it Policy, asan Honourable Perfon 
alledged, but I am fure it argues Poverty in the 
State. And for the Motion that was laft made of 

Dulcis tra#us pari Fugo, Call you this par jugum, 
when a poor man pays as much as a rich, and 
peradventure his Eftate is no better than he is 
fet at,or but little better; when our Eftates that 
be thirty pound or forty pound in the Queens 
Books, are not the hundred part of our Wealth? 
Therefore it is not Dulcis nor pari. 

_ Mr Secretary Ceci/l, That now feeing one of 
the weightieft matters and caufes of Calling this 
Parliament was agreed upon, he doubted not 
but we fhould have both a quick Parliament and 
{peedy payment. But for that the Gentleman 
faid on my right hand, that the Subfidy was the 
Alpha and Omega of this Parliament, I think he 
fpoke it not fimply out of humour, but rather 
upon probability 5 for I can affure you her Ma- | 
jefty 1s as refpective over you touching her Laws, 
which fhe defireth may be perufed and amended, 
that the meaneth not to Diffolve this Parliament 
till fome things be amended. For that,that I faid 
touching the Spaniards knowing of our fale of 
our Pots and Pans and all we have to keep him 
out, which fhould be a matter of Policy, to 
which the Gentleman on my left hand (Sir Wai- 
ter Raleigh) took Exceptions, I fay it is true, and 
yet [am miftaken: I fay it is good the Spaniards 
fhould know how willing we are to fell our Pots 
and Pans and all we have to keep him out; Yet 
I do not fay, it is good he fhould know we do 
fell them: that is, { would have him know our 
willingnefs to fell (though there be no need) 
but not of our Poverty in felling, or of any ne- 
ceffity we have to fell them, which I think none 
will do, neither fhall need to do. Then all the 
Houfe cryed No, No, as much as to fay, no man 
did fo. 

Sir Arthur Gorge moved, that it would pleafe 
the Council that Order might be taken that Ju- 
{tices of the Peace might be Sefled agcording to 
the Statute, vz. at twenty pound Lands, where- 
asthere be few Juftices that be above eight or 
ten pound by Mr Secretary noted in his Table 
Book. 

Then Serjeant Heyle ftood upand made a Mo- 
tion, faying: M* Speaker, I marvel much that 
the Houfe will {tand upon granting of a Subfidy, 
or the time of payment, when all we have is her 
Majefties ; and fhe may lawfully at her Pleafure 
take it from us; Yea fhe hath as much right to 
all our Lands and Goods as to any Revenue of 
her Crown. At which all the Houfe hemm’d, 
and laughed and talked. Well quoth Serjeant 
Heyle, ail your Hemming fhali not put me out of 
Countenance. So Mt Speaker {tood up and faid, 
It is a great diforder that this fhould be ufed 5 
for it isthe antient ufe of every man to be filent 
when any one fpeaketh 5 and he that is {peaking 
fhouid be fuffered to deliver his Mind without 
interruption. So the faid Serjeant proceeded, 
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and when he had fpoken 4 little while, the 
Houfe hemm‘d again , and fo he fate down. In 
his latter Speech he faid, he could prove his for- 
mer Pofition by Precedent in the times of Henry 
the Third, King John, King Stephen, ec. which 
was the occafion of their Hemming, 

M' Mountague of the Middle-Temple {aid, that 
there were no fuch Precedents; and if€ all Pre- 
ambles of Subfidies were looked upon, he fhould 
find it were of Free Gift. And although her Ma- 
jelty requireth this at our hands, yet it is in us 
to give, not in her to exact of Duty. And fot 
the Precedents there be none fuch, but touching 
atenth Fleece of Wooll, and a tenth Sheaf of 
Corn that was granted to Edward the Third at 
his going to the Conqueft of France, becaufe all 
the Money then in the Land to be levyed by 
way of Subfidy, would not be any way anfwer- 
able to raife that great Mafs he defired. And fo 
having thefe Tenths he fold them to private men 
to gain that Subfidy, and fo raifed Money to hime 
felf for his Enterprize. 

Thus far out of the faid private Journal; the 
refidue of this dayes Paflages that follow, and 
thofe alfo of the day enfuing are tranfcribed out . 
of the Original Journal-Book it felf of the fame 
Houle.

upon by the faid Houfe this prefent days and 
Ordered to meet at their Pleafures as often as 
they fhall think fit from day to day and from 
time to time.

On Tuefday the 10% day of November, Five 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the laft being the Bill again{t blafphemous Swear- 
ing was read the fecond time and committed un- 
to Sir Francis Haftings, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir 
George Moor , Sir Thomas Leighton and others, 
who were appointed to meet upon Saturday next 
in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for uniting and confolidation of cer- 
tain fmall Churches in the City of Exeter was 
read the fecond time and committed unto Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Sir Francis Darcie, M' Solicitor, 
Mr Serjeant Heyle, M' Secretary Harris, all the 
Doétors of the Civil Law and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Monday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Middle-Tems» 
ple Hall. 
 Robinfon Citizen of London was brought tq 
the Bar by the Serjeant and charged by MF 
Speaker in the name of this Houfe with his of 
fence in procuring to be Arrefted one Wooddall 
Servant Attendant upon Wiliam Cooke Efq; a 
Member of this Houfe , to the great contemprs 
indignity and prejudice of this whole Honfe. And 
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theMembers thereof: being asked what he could 
fay for himfelf for his defence, an{wered, that 
he was heartily forry for that he had given any 
caufe of offence unto this Houfe, moft humbly 
craving Pardon for the fame; And moft confi- 
dently protefted and affirmed, that he knew not, 
nor ever heard before the faid Arreft made, that 
the faid WqoddaHl was Servant or belonging to 
any Member of this Houfe, but had delivered 
the Warrant by which he was Arrefted, unto the 
Officer long before the Parliament began.Where- 
upon after fome Speeches had therein he was by 
the Order of this Houfe difcharged, paying his 
Fees to the Serjeant and Clerk. 

Two Bills alfo had each of them one reading ; 
of which the fecond being the Bill for the bene- 
fit of Merchants aid advancement of her Maje- 
fties Cuftoms and Subfidies both Inwards and 
Outwards , was upon the fecond reading com- 
mifted unto all the Privy-Council and Learned 
Councel being Members of this Houfe,the Knights 
and Citizens of London, Sir Walter Raleigh and 
others; And the Bill was delivered to M' Secre- 
tary Herbert, who with the re{t was appointed 
to meet upon Thurfday next in the Exchequer 
Chamber at two of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
and all her Majeities Cuftomers and Officers ap- 
pertaining to the Cuftom-Houfe, and other Mer- 
chants to have warning to be then and there pre- 
fent to attend the Committees. 

On Wednefday the 9t* day of November, Mt 
Svigg made Report of the meeting of the Com- 
mittees and of their travel in two Bills, vz. That 
the Plaintiff in Writs of Error fhall give good 
Bail, brought in with fome Amendmentsand Al- 
terations 5 and the other againft fraudulent Ad- 
miniftration of Inteftates goods, without any 
Amendments. And fo delivereth them in and 
prayeth the reading. 

The Amendments in the Bill that the Plaintiffs 
in Writs of Error fhali give good Bail weretwice 
read, And alfo the Bill againft Inteftates Goods 
were Ordered to be ingrofled, 

Three Bills had each of them one reading 5 of 
which the laft being the Bill for the Inhabitants 
of Rachdale in the County of Lanca/ter, was read 
the fecond time and committed unto M' Framcis 
Moore, Mt oer , the Knights for Lazcafter, 
M! Hancock, M' Beefton and others,who were ap- 
pointedto meet uponWedne/day next in the Middle 
Temple Hall at two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Three Bills had each of them one reading ; 
of which the la{t being the Bill for abbreviation 
of Michaelvzas Term was read the fecond time ; 
and upon the queftion whether it fhould be com- 
mitted or no, the Knights and Citizens of London 
were again{t it. And therefore upon the nomi 
nating of the Committees it was doubted and 
queftioned whether they could be admitted into 
the faid Committee or no. Which difpute be- 
caufe it is omitted in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houfe of Commons, is therefore fuppli- 
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Sir Edward Hobbie {pake firft and faid, that it 
was again{t the Order of the Houfe'to admit the 
Knights and Citizens of London to be of the Com- 
mittee, becaufe they had given their Voice al- 
ready againft the body of the Bill. 

Mr Secretary Cecil faid, Lam willing to fpeak 
in two refpects 5 the one touching the Bill it felf, 
the other touching the Controverfie in the Houfe 
about the Commitment. Touching the Bill, I 
dare not upon my own Judgment be fo ventu- 
rous or bold to reject this Bill,unlefs firft it might 
have aCommitment. For the wifdom of that 
time when it was firft: inftituted was fo apt to 
look into imperfections, that doubtlefs if an in- 
convenience had been but efpied, they would 
{treight have avoided it. Therefore in my opi- 
nion it is not fic for us to look into the AGions 
of former Ages, but upon mature and advifed 
deliberation. I do therefore greatly commend 
the Wifdom of this Houfe in Committing this 
Billand others of the like nature, before we re- 
ject them. For the other part, though it be a 
Rule in the Houfe that thofe againft the Bill 
fhould be no Committees, yet in acafe of fo 
great confequence and fo greatly touching the 
State of the City of Loxzdox, there is no reafon 
but that they may have their particular Voices 
as Committees.as well as every Member of this 
Houfe; neither have we reafon to exclude them 
more than any other, efpecially they being cho- 
fen for the moft principal City of this Kingdom, 
which is the Chamber of her Majefty, whom we 
fhould the rather refpe& for her Majefties fake, 
who doth and will remember their Loyalty and 
Faithfulnefs fhewed unto her in the late danger- 
ous Action (viz. the Earl of Eyex’s rifing) for 
which if ever Prince had Caufe of thankfulnefs 
unto her Subjects, doubtlefs her Majefty is to 
confefs as mich. In my opinion therefore we 
fhould do great wrong and purchafe great blame 
at their hands that fent them hither in Truft, if 
in a matter of this confequence, and {fo particu- 
larly touching the State of this City, we fhould 
not admit them Committees. 

M' Wifeman faid, that by committing of a Bill 
the Houfe allowéd of the body thereof though 
they difallowed of fome imperfections in the 
fame, and therefore committed it to fome chofen 
men of Truft to reform or amend any thing 
therein which they found imperfect. And it is 
to be prefumed that he that will give his Noto 
the Committing of a Bill, will be whoily againft 
the Bill, And therefore the Houfe allowing of 
this Bill to be committed, are (in my opinion) 
to difallow any that will be againft the body of 
the Bull for being Committees. 

M' Comptroller faid, he was of opinion, for 
the reafon before alledged, that they ought to 
be Committees, but he moved another queftion, 
Whether a Committee {peaking .again({t the Bill 
at the Commitment, may alfo fpeak at the in- 
grofling thereof in the Houfe, and have his free 
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nal of the fame Houfe. 


Sir Edward Hobbie faid, that may be refolved 
upon 
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upon by many Precedents. And for mine own 
opinion, I think that he that is againft the body 
of the Bill can be no Committee; And he that 
being a Committee {peaketh againft the Bill, may 
alfo {peak hereafter in the Houfe. 

Mr. Fulk Grevil faid, That a Committee was 
an artificial body framed out of us who are the 
general body 3 And therefore that which is {poken 
at the Committees, evave/cii, it is gone, whenthe 
body which is the Commitment is diflolved 5 
and then every particular Committee is no more 
a part of the artificial body but of us the ge- 
neral body, when he hath his free voice as though 
he had never fpoken before. 

Then Mr. Speaker ftood up and faid, I will 
propound two queftions ; The firft, if when a 
man hath fpoken again{t the body of the Bill, he 
may be a Committee; The fecond, whether any 
Member of this houfe after having been a Com- 
mittee in any Bill, may afterwards {peak in the 
Negative part againft the faid Bill. Now, quoth 
he, I will propound the firft queftion: All they 
that will have a Man that hath been againft 
the body of the Bill to be a Committee, let 
them fhew their opinions by faying Yea; and 
not one faid Yea. All they that will not, fay 
No; All faid No. So he did for the fecond que- 
{tion, and not one faid No, but all Yea. Which 
faid Order and refolution was appointed by the 
Houfe to be entred for a future Precedent ac- 
cordingly. 

Then he put it to the queftion, whether they 
of London notwithftanding this Order, in re- 
fpe& this Commitment greatly concerneth the 
State of the City, fhould be Committees. And

The Bill againft fraudulent Adminiftration of 
Inte{tates goods, and the Bill for avoiding of 
unneceflary delays of Execution upon Judg- 
ments, were each of them read the third time 
and pafled upon the queftion, and were fent up 
to the Lords by Mr. Compiroller, Mr. Secretary 
Herberé and others. 

Two Bills alfo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading ; of which the firft being 
the Bill for Denization of certain perfons born 
beyond the Seas was read the fecond time and 
Ordered to be ingrofled. 

John Baker was brought to the Bar and charg- 
ed by Mr. Speaker in the name of this Houfe, 
with contempt committed by him againft the 
Liberties and Priviledges of this Houfe in Ar- 
Telling Of ONG Fe ae «sk . Wooddall fervant unto 
William Cooke a Member of this Houfe; who 
anfwered, that he knew not, that the faid Wood- 
dall did belong unto the faid Mr. Cooke or unto 
any other Member of this Houfe : and was by the 
Order of this Houfe committed to the Serjeant’s 
Cuftody until to Morrow,at which time theHoufe 
hath appointed to take further Order therein. 

The Bill for confirmation of Grants made to 
the Queens Majefty and of Letters Patents from 
her Highnefs to others, was read the fecond time 
and committed unto all the Queens Privy Coun- 
cil being of this Houle, Mr. Francis Moore, Mr.

Afternoon. 

John Baker was brought to the Bar by the Ser- 
jeant and charged by Mr. Speaker with his of- 
fence, cc. was asked what he could anfwer for 
himfelf. Upon his humble fubmiffion made, ear- 
neft proteftations of not knowing the faid Wood- 
dal to pertain to any Member of this Houfe, and 
being Sequeftred until the Houfe had confidered 
of the fame,he was again brought to the Bar and 
by Order of the Houfe difcharged paying his 
Fees. Vide concerning this matter on Yefterday 
immediately foregoing. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houfe of Commons; the refidue of this 
dayes Paffages are inferted out of the private 
Journal.

1 will now alfo certifie you, that 
there was Order taken for the fending out of a 
Warrant for the EleGion; but what is done 
therein, I know not. 

M Speaker faid, I gave Warrant to the Clerk 
of the Crown according to the antient form to 
fend out a new Writ, who an{wered me that the 
Lord Keeper defired to have the Warrant direct- 
ed to him for a new Writ and for his Warrant 
for fealing thereof, fo that nothing is done 
therein. 

Sir Edward Hobbie faid, There is no Court 
that doth not obferve his Rites and follow his 
Priviledges, much more this High Court of Par- 
liament being the greateft , and Commander of 
all other Courts, doth and ought to obferve the 
fame moft ftriGtly ; And all the Precedents which 
{have feen and obferved touching this point have 
ever gone to the Clerk of the Crown and to none 
other. And therefore [ take it, that courfe ought 
inviolably to be obferved. 
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Sir George Moore faid, I agree with the Gen- 
tleman that laft {pake, that Precedents ought to 
be obferved; but yet not altogether, upon ur- 
gent occafion or by neceflity of time : knowing 
this, I take it my duty to inform you, if any al- 
teration have been, it proceeded from the imper- 
fection of a Speaker. {t was well obferved by an 
antient Member of this Houfe, that no Confe- 
rence with the Lords touching a Subfidy fhould 
be had: Yet that Rule hath been altered in late 
Parliaments by reafon of fpecial Caufes. So dol 
think it would be more Honourable to this Houfe 
to direct our Warrant to the Lord Keeper, than 
to any inferiour Minifter in the Chancery. 

Sir Francis Haftings {aid, By the leave of your 
Honourable Favours, [ will fhew you that I my 
felf was Yefterday with the Lord Keeper, and 
how Honourably I heard him {peak of this Houfe 5 
that he defired nothing more than to fhew the 
duty and love he beareth us, as alfo himfelf 
would be our immediate Officer, and would be 
willing and glad to receive a Warrant from us, fo 
it might be directed to him for his difcharge, be 
it in what terms foever we pleafed. And he faid, 
he doubted not, but if this Honourable Houfe 
knew fo much, they would rather chufe him 
than any other for their Minifter. Thus much I 
thought good to certifie this Houfe of, which be- 
ing {poken in private unto me, I nowdeliver in 
publick unto you for my own advice. I think 
nothing can be more Honourable unto this Houfe, 
than to have a Perfon of fo great Eftate, to 
whom we may direct our Warrant as to our Mi- 
nifter. 

Mt! Francis Bacon faid, It is far more’ Honour- 
able for this Houfein my opinion, when our War- 
rant fhall movethe principal Member of Juftice, 
than when it fhall command a bafe petty or in- 
feriour Servant to the Clerk of the Crown, or 
the Clerk of the petty Bag. It will be faid, that 
our Warrant Emanavit improvide, when we {hall 
dire& our Warrants to thefe bafe Officers, when 
we may move the Great Seal of Exgland by it, 
even as foon as either petty Bag or petty Of 
ficer. 

Mr Speaker faid, I was and ever am Zealous 
and Jealous of the Priviledges and Orders of 
this Houfe. 1 was commanded by you to fend 
forth a Warrant for the Election of a Knight 
and Burgefs 5 I found a refolution, that during 
the time of the fitting of this Houfe, the Speaker 
for a new Election isto make a Warrant dire@ed 
to the Clerk of the Crown: fo that in my doing 
thereof I hope I have done rightly. 

M' Secretary Cecil faid, 1 hope I fhall move 
unto you a Conclufion which will end this Con- 
troverfie, and in the mean time a faving to all 
perfons. I mean not to fecond my former Error, 
for which I was excepted unto; that is, that Mt 
Speaker or any Member fhould attend the Lord 
Keeper ; but that four might be Affigned by 
this Houfe to go to the Lord Keeper. I fay to go 
(as if he fhould have faid, mark. I fay not to 
attend) to the Lord Keeper to know the 
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caufe of the ftay, as alfo his requeft unto this 
Houfe: And that other fix might be Affigned to 
call before them the Clerk of the Crown, the 
Clerk of the petty Bag and the Clerk of this 
Houfe, with their Precedents and Books to fee 
to whom this Warrant hath in former times been 
directed, and whether the Priviledges in former 
Ages have danced a Pavin to and fro, and ac- 
cording to the time have been altered. This to 
be done this Afternoon, and to certifie this Houfe 
to Morrow, and then we to make a determinate 
refolution. 

To which all faid, A good Motion. 

M' Holeroft of Chefhire faid, May it pleafe you, 
M' Speaker, the County day for Denbighjhire is 
on Thurfday next, and therefore there had need 
be {peed made, otherwife there can be no Election 
this Parliament. 

Mt? Speaker faid , Will it pleafe you to name 
the fix Committees, fo the Houfe named Sir Ed- 
ward Hobbie, Serjeant Harris, Sir Francis Haftings, 
oc. The Speaker likewife faid, Will it pleafe 
you to name the four to go to theLord Keeper, 
fo the Houfe named Secretary Herbert , Sir Ed- 
ward Stanhop, Sit Edward Stafford and Mt Fulk 
Grevill. 

Thus far out of the aforefaid private Journal. 
The next dayes Paffages do now follow in part 
out of the Original Journal-Book it felf 

On Saturday the 14°" day of November, M'* 
Cotton a Member of this Houfe moved for the 
receiving of two Bills, which he then offered to 
the confideration of the Houfe, and were accep- 
ted accordingly ; but were not then read by rea- 
fon of fundry occafions of lett, and for that alfo 
M' Speaker had not perufed them. 

Three Bills alfo had each of them one reading 5 
of which the third being the Bill that Edward 
Markham may difpofe of his Lands as other Te- 
nants in. Tail lawfully may do, was read the fe- 
cond time, and committed unto Sir Robert Wroth, 
Sir Moyle Finch and others, who were appointed 
to meet upon Friday next at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Court of Wards, and 
the Parties whom itconcerneth to bring their 
Evidences and Writings to the Committees. 

One other Bill touching making of Cloathes 
was read prima vice. 

Mr Fobujon informed the Houfe, that fundry 
Members of this Houfe have been ferved with 
Subpena’s, viz. Edward Mountague E{q; to ap- 
pear in Chancery upon the 6" day of this inftant 
November ad refpondend. Will. Riddlefdens upon 
Sir Michael Sandes to appear in the Kings-Beach 
ad teftificand die Veneris prox’ poft Craft’ Sandi 
Martin. at the Suit of Fohx Stow 5 upon God- 
dard Pemberton to be in the Chancery, wii° die 
Novembr. ad Sed. Will, Wood. Whereupon the 
Serjeant was appointed to bring unto this Houfe 
the perfons that ferved or do profecute the faid 
Subpena’s, to Anfwer in this Houfe for their faid 
Contempts. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons 3 the further difpute of 
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this bufinefs and the refidue of the Paflages of 
this day are in the next place fupplied out of 
the often before-recited private Journal of the 
faid Houfe. 

The faid M' Fohufon after he had vouched the 
aforefaid precedent inftances touching other 
Members of the Houfe that had been ferved with 
feveral Subpena’s, certified the faid Houfe further 
thus much, that the Informer came to his Lodg- 
ing this Morning as he was coming out of his 
Door and asked for him; he told him he was 
the man. Then faid the Informer, The Queen 
Greets you well. What's this quoth I? A Swb- 
pena quoth the Informer, and I charge you to 
appear upon it according tothe Contents. Then 
Itold him that I was of this Houfe and could 
not attend. He Anfwered me again, there it is, 
I care not, look you to it at your peril. 

M' David Waterhoufé {tood up and fhewed, 
that that Subpena came out of his Office, and 
further fhewed the neceflity of obeying of it, 
for that a Caufe for want of Witnefles might be 
loft; therefore the hearing being appointed at a 
day certain, the Client might peradventure be 
undone if he fhould not have this Subpena ad 
teftificandum in due time both ferved and ap- 
peared unto. 

Sir Edward Hobbie alledged divers Precedents 
touching this point, as 10 February 27° Eliz, 
M' Kerle ferved one Roger Stepney with a Sud- 
pena into the Star-Chamber, and for this he was 
adjudged to the Serjeants keeping for fix dayes, 
and to pay five Marks Charges : And 25 March 
27 Eliz. M' Crooke ferved a Member of this Houfe 
with a Subpena into Chancery, and for fo doing 
was adjudged to give a Copy of the Bill, twenty 
fhillings for Charge, and was Committed. 

M' Wifeman faid, notwithftanding the Alle- 
gations and excufe of the Gentleman that {pake 
in favour of the Subpena ad teftificandum, I think 
it deferveth no lefs favour than the other: For 
if the neceflity of the Caufe were fuch that he 
muft needs be ferved and fpared out of this 
Houfe, the party ought to ask leave of the 
Houfe, or at leaft of the Speaker, or intreat him 
to relate the fame to the Houfe. 

Sir George Moore faid, I think as the Gentle- 
man that laft fpake , for the like Subpena being 
brought the laft Parliament,it grew to a queftion, 
whether it were an impeachment to the Privi- 
ledge of the Houfe;, And after {ome difpute, an 
antient Member of this Houfe fhewed divers Pre- 
cedents how that the minds of the Members of 
this Houfe ought to be freed as well as their bo- 
dies. Whereupon two Members were fent to re- 
quire the Lord Keeper to reverfe that Subpena, 
ee. He alfofpake of a QuoWarranto for the Li- 
berties of the Black-F'ryars withheld, but to what 
purpofle igzoro. 

Then it grew to a queftion, whether a Burgefs 
of a Parliament may be ferved with a Subpena 
ad teftificandum, And it was concluded that he 
could not. 

So after this difpute they agreed, that the Ser- 
weant 
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jeant fhould be fent to Arreft all thofe to appear 
that had procured the Subpena’s aforefaid, to An- 
{wer their contempts with all fpeed. 

Sir Francis Haftings ftood up and made a re- 
lation of the proceedings which he with the other 
Committees had made according to the Com- 
mandment of the Houfe the day before. He faid, 
We called before us the Clerk of the Crown, the 
Clerk of the petty Bag, and our Clerk of the 
Parliament. 

The Clerk of the Crown fhewed us five War- 
rants and one Order, all one Courfe and one form, 
and allin the 27 Eliz. Three of the Warrants 
were directed to the Clerk of the Crown, two 
without direction; and he fhewed us Writs 
without Warrant. Then we called the Clerk 
of the petty Bag, who would fhew us no War- 
rant but only a Record of Writ in his Roll of 
39 Eliz. only he faid ( but we heard him not }) 
that Warrants had been granted to the Clerk of 
the petty Bag. The Clerk of the Parliament 
fhewed unto ustwo Precedents of 5 Eliz. and 
of 13 Eliz. every one without direction, but 
with thefe words or to the like effe& as I take it, 
[It is required fuch and fuch a thing be done.] 

Sir Edward Hobbie faid , Becaufe the truth 
hereof may be made more plain,and that it pleaf- 
ed youto command my unworthy felf to attend 
Yefterdays Service, I will under favour of the 
Gentleman that laft {pake, make aRepetition ab 
origine, a litttle longer than he did, for your fa- 
tisfa@tions of this Caufe and our pains. It pleaf- 
ed youto depute fix to this fervice, five attended. 
The Serjeant at Law (Serjeant Harris) of whofe 
furtherance we beft hoped, deceived both your 
and our expedtations. The Clerk of the petty 
Bag, the Clerk of the Crown and the Clerk of 
the Parliament attended us. The Clerk of the 
Parliament delivered unto us a fair Record con- 
taining a Writ fent out fedente Parliamento (for 
fo are the words) it was for the Knights of York 
fhire and Lancafbire, and this was all he could 
fhew ; only he faid, an old Officer would be 
fworn, there were more, but loft by Garth's de- 
ceafe. The Clerk of the Crown dealt with us 
two ways, The Firft by way of experienced 
Officers, The Second by way of Precedent. For 
the Firft, one Stephen Browz was brought forth 
before us who hath been an Officer in the Crown- 
Office thefe thirty fix years: And being a:ked if he 
knew how Warrants were directed, he anfwered, 
that in the time of the Lord Keeper Bacon, he 
that was Speaker of this Houfe directed them 
tothe Clerk of the Crown: Being further ask- 
ed, if they were impugned; he Anfwered, No. 
Being asked, where thefe Warrants were kept; 
he faid, on the Labels in the Houfe. The {aid 
Clerk fhewed us five Precedents and one Order, 
the reft were loft by Mt Wat/on's death, as the 
other Precedents were by the death of M® 
Garth, the Clerk of the Parliament of the 13¢} 
of Queen Elizabeth, when Sir Chriftopher Wray 
was Speaker : Asalfo One Order dated 18** of 
March 1580. die Sabbathi, that a Warrant fhould 
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be directed tothe Clerk of the Crownto chufe a 
newBurgefs for Normichinftead of oneBeamont,the 
words whereof were, It is required of the Knights, 
Citizens, Burgeffes and Barons, @c. As alfo ano- 
ther Order dated die Sabbathi 18° Martii 1580, 
in thefe words, It is further agreed upon and 
refolved by this Houfe, that during the time of 
fitting of this Court, there do not at any time 
any Writ go out for the chufing or returning 
of any Knight, Citizen, Burgefs or Baron, with- 
out the Warrant of this Houfe firft direéted for the 
fame to the Clerk of the Crownaccording to the 
Ancient Jurifdiction and Authority of this Houfe 
in that behalf accuftomed. And another Warrant 
fub{cribed Henry Gates and Will. Fleetwood who 
wereCommittees in examination of aCaufe touch- 
ing Henry Bermeaker and Anthony Wilde,the effec& 
whereof was, That forafmuch as they were Ar- 
re{ted into the Kings Bench, whereas we find 
them priviledged as Members of this Houfe, a 
Warrant was directed to the Clerk of the Crown 
for making, Writs of Priviledge as aforefaid. 
Dated from Weftminfter thefixth day of Decem- 
ber. Therefore for mine own opinion and accord- 
ing to thefe Precedents, I think they ought to 
be direéted to the Clerk of the Crown. 

Sir George Moore ftood up and fhewed a Pre- 
cedent dated on Friday the fecond day of March 
35° Eliz, where a new Writ was to be Award- 
ed out concerning M' Fitzherbert, and all Writs 
of priviledge to come from the Chancery And 
the Speaker made a new Warrant to the Lord 
Keeper to make a new Writ. In the like cafe 
both touching Southwark and Melcombe Regis 5 
for I think the Warrant ought to be directed to 
the Lord Keeper. 

M: Pate of the Middle-Temple fhewed that 
Ratio Legis was Anima Legis 3 And he that pre- 
fents a Precedent without a reafon , prefents a 
body without a foul. There isa difference in 
Writs; there are Breviaex gratia fpeciali and Bre- 
via curforia: And therefore when the Warrant 
hath gone from the Speaker tothe Clerk, it hath 
caufed the Writs of courfe by the Lord Keeper. 

Mt Secretary Herbert fhewed how that he with 
other three by their Commandments had been 
with the Lord Keeper whom he found moft Ho- 
nourably to entertain and receive both him and 
the reft: And that his Lordfhip did greatly re- 
{pect both the majefty and gravity of this Affem- 
bly, and faid, that he woud be loth to derogate 
any thing from either : Notwithftanding he ho- 
ped and prayed that if any further Precedents 
had improvidently gone from this Houfe, or 
contrary to the moft antient ufage, that we 
would now fettle our refolution, and ftablifh and 
decree that which might be a fufficient Warrant 
unto him to put in Execution our Commands, 
and alf6 increafe the Majefty and Honour of this 
Houfe, which he moft heartily wifhed might ever 

continue. And for my part, thus much I can 
aflure you, that we cannot wifh him to be more 
Honourable or more agreeable to this Houfe than 
we found him.

M: Flemming {aid, The Clerk of the Crown 
is Our immediate Officer 5 he is to be Attendant 
between the two Doors of the Upper Houfe and 
Lower Houfe, when any Warrant General is re- 
quired, he is to fublcribe it, to certifie it, 2c. he 
is to convey our minds and Meflages to the Up- 
per Houle, gc. Yeathis Warrant ts to be dire&t- 
ed to him. 

Then all cryed to the queftion. 

Then Mr Speaker {tood up and faid, The Que- 
{tion muft {tand on three parts, Firft if the War- 
rant fhallbe directed to the Clerk of the Crown; 
Secondly tothe Lord Keeper; Thirdly, if with- 
out any direction. 

The Houfe after this Speech was in great mur- 
mur and very loud; then ftood up one and {aid, 
Mr Speaker, Let the firft Queftion ftand , and 
then all will be at an end. Then the Speaker faid, 
Shall the firft queftion ftand ? And all faid Yea. 

Then he faid, All thofe that will have the War- 
rant dire@ted to theClerk of the Crown cry Yea, 
and all thofe that will not,cry No. And the Yeas 
got it a little. 

Then he asked if he would have this Order 
entred of Record, and all cryed Yea, Yea. 

Thus far out of the private Journal: Now 
follows {ome part of the next days Paflages out 
of the Original Journal-Book it felf- 

On Monday the 16 day of November, Five 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the firft being the Bill for en- 
abling Edmund Mollineux Efq; to fell Land for 
the payment of his Debts; And the laft being 
the Bill for reformatiori of abufes ufed in buying 
and felling of Spices and other Merchandizes, 
had each of them their firft reading. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houfe of Commons; the refidue of this days 
Paflages for the moft part is tranfcribed out of 
that often before-mentioned private Journal. 

M Henry Doyley a Barrefter of Lincolns-Inn 
made a Motion and faid, M* Speaker, I think my 
felf bound in Confcience to certifie you of an 
Infamous Libel that is newly Printed and {pread 
abroad fince the beginning of this Parliament ; 
Saving your prefence, M' Speaker, It is called Az 
Affembly of Fools. 1 defire that the Printer that 
Printed it may be fent for; he dwelleth over 
againft Guildhall-Gate. 

The Houfe wondred much at this Motion, and 
great murmuring there was 5 At laft the Speaker 
asked him where the Book was, and where he 
fa it. 
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He Anfwered, In the hands of one Mr. Hexry 
Davies his Clerk of Lincolas-Inn, but the Clerks 
name he knew not. The Serjeant upon Conful- 
tation was fent for Mr. Davies and his Man into 
the Hall. After a while they came up, and no- 
tice being given thereof, the Man only was fent 
for into the Houfe, who being asked what was 
hisname 5 he faid it was John Baker + being 
asked of whom he had the aforefaid Books; he 
faid of Feremy Gouge-ot Cliffords-Inn: being ask- 
ed how long he had hadit 5 he Anfwered three 
or four days: being asked if he knew it to be 4 
Libellous and Seditious Book § he Anfwered that 
he never knew any fuch matter init: being ask- 
ed where the Book was; he {aid at his Mafters 
Chamber. Then the Serjeant was commanded to 
take him forth, and to command one of his meri 
to go with him to Lixcolns-Inn to fetch the 
Book. 

Then the Speaker asked if they would have 
his Mafter in, but Mr. Dayley {tood up and faid, 
Mr. Davies was a very honeft Gentleman, and 
fhewed him the Book firft , and wifhed him to 
complain unto this Houfe. He wifhed Mr. Da- 
vies might be {tayed till the Book were brought 5 
and if then it plesfed them to fend for him into 
the Houfe , they might, cc. So he was ftayed. 
In the mean time Mr. Davies his man went to 
the Chamber for the Book , which after it was 
brought and well fcann’d by the Privy-Council, 
it was found to be a meer Toy, and an old Book 
Intituled the Second Part of Fack of Dover, a 
thing both ftale and Foolifh; for which they 
faid Mr. Doyley was well laughed at, and thereby 
his credit much impeached in the Opinion of the 
Houfe. Whereupon Mr. Speaker asked, if they 
would have Mr. Davies and his Man brought 
into the Houfe; And all cryed No: Then if 
they fhould be difcharged, and all faid Yea, 
Kea, 

The Bill for redreffing certain inconveniences 
in the Statute of 21 Hew. 8. Cap. 13. Intituled 
An A& againft Pluralities of Benefices for taking 
of Farms by fpiritual men and for Refidence, was 
read the fecond time and difputed, whether it 
fhould be committed, in manner and form fol- 
lowing, v7z. 

Mr. Dunn {pake again{t this Bill and faid, it 
was no reafon that men of unequal defert fhould 
be equally Beneficed or equalized with the 
beft. 

Doétor Crompton amongft many other Speech- 
es wifhed that Pluralities of Offices might be ta- 
ken from the Laity, and then Pluralities of Bene- 
fices from the Spiritualty. Alfo in former Ages, 
he faid, Impropriations were given to the Spiri- 
tualty, and then no Pluralitics allowed 5 as alfo 
Spiritual men bound by Ecclefiaftical Canons of 
their own from Marriage, fo that they might live 
with far lefS charge than now they do: But ha- 
ving taken from them firft the Impropriations 
they cannot keep that Hofpitality which 1s re- 
quired; And next, Marriage being tolerated a- 
mong them, they living at great charge zm of 
Vite 
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oe et ee ee 
Wife and Children, one Benefice of fmall Cure 


fufficeth not. 

Sir George Moore faid, He thought the Bill 
molt fit to be committed, it being in the general 
opinion a good Law, and tending to a good and 
a religious ends and fuch is the imiquity of 
this Age, that for want of a good Law of this 
nature, many Souls do not only languifh but 
perifh everlaftingly for want of Spiritual Food. 
I think therefore , that though there be fome 
imperfections in the Bill, yet the body and 
parts of it may be amended to every mans fatif- 
faction. 

Mr. Lock faid, Mr. Speaker, I think bare filence 
is not an exoneration of a Mans Confcience 5; the 
fimilitude of Offices and Benefices made by the 
DoGor doth not hold, under favour; for Nox 
eff incipiendum cunt Laicis, [ed incipiendum a Do- 
mo Deis; Therefore if they begin firft, we hall 
follow in avoiding Pluralities. ; 

Doétor Fames faid, That it had been faid,That 
Pluralities were the caufe of bringing corruption 
into the Church 3 but for that , under favour, 
faid he, I think the contrary, becaufe corruption 
is commonly where Poverty is 5 but if compe- 
tent living be given to the Minifter, I fee no rea- 
fon why ju(t men fhould judge there to be cor- 
ruption. Secondly, ft was faid, that it would be 
a means of Preaching the Word 5 for that I An- 
{wer, that if hope of competent living be taken 
away, it will be a means to make the beft Wits 
refufe the ftudy of Divinity. And therefore an 
Hiftorian faith well, that Swblatis premiis corru- 
unt Artes. Confider befides, that in England 
there are above eight thoufand eight hundred 
and odd Parifh Churches, fix hundred of which 
do but afford competent living for a Minifter 5 
What then (hall become of the multitude of our 
Learned men? they have no other Preferments 
unlefs it be to get fome Deanery, Prebendary or 
fuch like, which is no eafy matter to do, they 
being fo few, efpecially in this Catching Age. 
To give the beft Scholar but as great proportion 
as the meaneft Artifan, or to give all alike, there 
is no equality 5 for ixequalibus equalia dare abfur- 
dum. And this will breed Poverty in the greateft 
Learned, which is the Mother of Contempt, a 
thing both dangerous and odious unto Divinity 5 
This muft needs enforce Preachers to preach pla- 
centia, which is a thing abhor'd even of God 
himfelf A Preacher who is no ordinary perfon, 
ought to have an extraordinary reward 5 for 
the Canon faith-he mult be ad minimum Artium 
Magifter , aut publicus aut idoneus verbi Divini 
Concionator. 

Mr. David Waterbouje {aid, Mr. Speaker, Be- 
caufe my felf am an Officer, I mean only to {peak 
of the Doctors fimilitude of Pluralities of Offices, 
By the Common Law, an Officer fhall forfeit his 
Office for Non-Attendance ; fo for a Benefice the 
Incumbent fhall alfo forfeit. But after, the Sta- 
tute came which made this toleration upon 
eighteen days abfence; fo that now if we fet 
this Statute at liberty again, this fhall be no in- 
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novation in us, but a renovation of the Com- 
mon Law. And I will end-only with this Cau- 
tion to the Houfe , that commonly the moft Ig- 
norant Divines of this Land be double Bene- 
ficed. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris faid, We feem to defend 
the Priviledges and Cuftoms of the Houfe, but 
if we proceed to determine of this Bill, Mr. 
Speaker, we fhall not only infringe a Cuftom 
which we have ever obferved , vz. to meddle 
with no matter that toucheth her Majefties Pre- 
rogative 5 but alfo procure her great di(pleafure. 
Admit we fhould determine of this matter, yet 
her Majefty may grant toleration with a Noz ob- 
ftante. And, Mr .Speaker, the laft Parliament 
may be a warning to us when the like Bill by us 
was prefer'd, and the fame not only rejected, but 
alfo her Majefty commanded the Lord Keeper to 
tell us, that fhe hoped we would not hereafter 
meddle in Cafes of this nature fo nearly touch- 
ing her Prerogative Royal. 

Mr. Martin {pake to this effe%: I agree with 
one that faid, Learning thould have her Re- 
ward; but I fay more, that our Souls fhould 
have their Spiritual Food ; And I do with, that 
Divines may have promotion not only with good 
convenience, but alfo with good abundance. 
Though I be Zealous, yet I hope to refrain and 
re{train my felf from that heat, which the heat 
of my Zeal and love of my Country drew me 
into very lately, for which I do not only ac- 
knowledge my felf guilty in your Cenfures, but 
alfo crave Pardon of every particular Member 
of this Houfe, that heard me, but moft: efpeci- 
ally of him I offended. But touching this Bill 
Mr. Speaker, and fo he fpake to the Bill, ge. 

After this Speech an old Do@or of the Civil 
Law f{pake; but becaufe he was too long and 
{pake too low , the Houfe hawk’d and {pat and 
kept a great coil to make him make an end. 
Which Speech finifhed, | 

Sir Francis Haftings {tood up and faid, My 
Mafters, utterly diflike this ftrange kind of 
courfe in the Houfe, it is the antient ufage that 
every man here fhould {peak his Confcience, and 
that both freely and with attention, yea though 
he {peak never fo abfurdly. I befeech you there- 
fore that this may be amended, and this trou- 
bling of any man in his Speech no more ufed. 
But to the matter, Mr. Speaker, I proteft that 
which I fhall {peak I will utter to you all out of 
the Confcience of a Chriftian, Loyalty of a Sub- 
ject, and heart of an Englifhman. I know that 
Diftribatio Parochiarum.eft ex jure humano non 
Divino: But he that faid fo much, give me 
leave to tell him, that Distrzbutio verbi Divini 
eft ex jure Divino & bumano. Vf then by the di- 
ftributing and fevering-of .Benefices to divers 
learned men, the Word may be the better diftri- 
buted unto the people, and preached, as God be 
thanked, it hath been thefe forty three yearsun- 
der her Majefties happy Government, (the point 
of whofe dayes I beleech the Almighty may be 
prolonged) I fee no reafon, Mr. Speaker, why 
we

we fhould doubt of the goodnef$ of this Bill 
or make any queftion of the committing ther¢- 
of, ee. 

Mr. Roger Owen (after particular Anfwers to 
divers particular Objections by Doétors) fhewed 
that a Statute was but privatio comemunis Furis 5 
And this A@& will make no Innovation, becaufe 
it repeals only the Provifo and not the Body. 
Whereas it was faid by a Doctor, that Howos alit 
artes, and much more to that purpofes And if 
you take away the honour and reward, then 
you take away the Study it felf: For Anfwer 
thereunto, Mr.Speaker, I fay under favour, that 
this Statute takes away no Benefices from the 
Clergy, but doth only better order the diftribu- 
tion of Benefices among the Clergy. For ano- 
ther Dottor that alledged a Canon confirmed 
under the Great Seal of Exgland, I fay, under 
favour, that they of the Clergy and not we of 
the Laity are bound thereby 5 for they are as it 
were By-Laws to them, but not to us. 

Then the Speaker {tood up and put it to the 
queftion for the Commitment. Whereupon it 
was Ordered by the more Voices that it fhould 
be Committed: But the Committees Names be- 
ing omitted in the private Journal, they are fup- 
plied out of the Original Journal-Book it felf, 
and were as followeth, w/z. All the Queens Privy 
Council and all the Learned Councel being Mem- 
bers of this Houfe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Fran- 
cis Haftings, Sir Carew Reignolds, Mr. Francis 
Bacon and divers others, who were appointed 
to meet upon Friday next in the Exchequer 
Chamber at two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Mr. Speaker did laftly this Forenoon move the 
Houfe to refolve whether they would fit to Mor- 
row or no, it being the day of herMajefties moft 
Blefled and Hereditary Succeflion to the Crown 
of England: To which after a little Speech had, 
It was agreed by the Houle, that after the Sermon 
was done at Weftminfter, which would be ended 
by ten of the Clock, they would fit the refidue 
of the Forenoon; And this was affirmed to be 
the antient Cuftom. 

On Tuefday the 17°" day of November, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the firft being the Bill for the 
enabling of Edward Nevill of Berling in the Coun- 
ty of Kewt, and Sir Hewry Nevil/ Knight his Son 
and Heir Apparent, to difpofe of certain Copy- 
hold Lands, @c. was read the firft time; And 
the third being the Bill again{t unlawful Hunting 
of Deer or Conies in the Night time was read 
the fecond time, and upon the queftion of in- 
grofling was rejected. 

Heyward Townfend of Lincolus-Inn Efg3 deli- 
vered in a Bill to Mr. Speaker, Intituled An AG 
to prevent Perjury and Subornation of Perjury, 
and unneceflary expences in Suits of Law. Upon 
the delivery whereof he faid, Mr. Speaker, I take 
every man bound in Confcience to remove a lit- 
tle mifchief from the Common-Wealth before it 
take Head and grow to a great inconvenience. 
This mifchief is ordinary and genera), and there- 
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fore (though but {mall) to be confidered and 
provided for. And if a Heathen Philofopher 
could admonith us obftare principiis, I fee no rea- 
fon but men indued with Chriftianity fhould be 
tenfible of the leaft hurt or fore growing in his 
Country , either regardlefs or refpectlefs. For 
which purpofe a Gentleman well experienced, 
having found this grief common to the poorer 
fort, like a good Subject tendring all the parts 
of this Common-Wealth , engaged me at my 
coming into the Houle this Morning to offer un- 
to all your confiderations this Bill, which it may 
pleafe you to entertain with that willingneds it 1s 
offered. I doubt not but this inonvenience will 
quickly be redrefied. And thereupon the Bill ac- 
cording to the defire of the faid Mr. Townend 
had its firft reading, 

The Bill for Confirmation of Lettets Patents 
made by King Edward the Sixth unto Sir Edward 
Seymour Knight, was upon the fecond readin 
committed unto the Queens Learned Goel 
Members of this Houfe, the Mafters of Requeft, 
Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Maurice Barkley and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Committee 
Chamber of this Houfe upon Friday Morning 
next.

turday next at Lincolns-Inn Hall at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon.

The Bill for Confirmation of Grants made to 
her Majefty ; and of Letters Patents made by 


her Majefty to others was read the third time and 
paffed upon the queftion. 

Now follow fome Paffages of this day out of 
the faid private Journal. 

Secretary Herbert {aid, According to your 
Commandment, Sir Edward Stafford and my felf 
went to the Lord Keeper, and delivered unto 
him, that notwithftanding fome Allegations 
which were alledged on the behalf of his Lord- 
fhip, our Refolutions touching the Warrants, up- 
on mature deliberation, and upon fearch of Pre- 
cedents were, that they ought to go and be di- 
rected to the Clerk of the Crown from the 
Speaker. His Lordthip after a fmall paufe An- 
f{wered, That he now confidered the weightinefs 
of divers bufineffes which were in hand, the Con- 
fultation which we were likely to have prefently 
touching the Bill of Subfidy; that the Enemy 
the Spaniard was landed in Ireland and the bufi- 
nefs of thofe affairs of great import ; as alfo his 
own bufinefs in the Upper Houfe, and the fhort 
end which was likely to be of this Parliament 5 
And therefore he would not now ftand to make 
contention, or thew his further reafons 5 but 
prayed to certifie you all, that he would be moft 
ready and moft willing to perform the defire of 
this Houfe. 

The Bill of Petite Thefts and Larcenies , and 
the Bill for Confirmation of Grants made to her 
Majefty and of Letters Patents made from her 
Majefty to others were fent up to the Lords by 
Sir John Fortefcue , Mr. Secretary Herbert and 
others. 

The Bill to reftrain tranfportation of money 
out of the Realm of Exgland and to reform cer- 


tain abufes in Exchanges was read the fecond 
time. 

Mt Fettiplace, a Burgefs for London, {pake to 
this Bill, and faid , it isto be thought that the 
Netherlands having fo much ufe for money , is 
the Exporter thereof out of this Realm. The 
French King made it a Law that no man upon 
pain of Death fhould export money thence. Ger- 
many holdeth the Standard, fo doth Frazce, fo 
do we; but the Netherlander only doth not,and 
he only gaineth of all three. There be good Sta- 
tutes already made to this purpofe both in the 
time of King Rich, Il. Hew. III. Hen. 1V. Hen. V. 
and Hen. VI. that no Strangers fhould bring Com- 
modities into this Land, but he fhould bring fo 
much money. He made a very long Speech touch- 
ing the manner of Trade by Exchange in Mer- 
chants Language, cc. and concluded with de- 
fire of Commitment , and that the Merchants 
might be called. And thereupon it was commit- 
ted to divers of the Committees who were ap- 
pointed to meet this day Seven-night at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

The Bill or Petition of Theophilus Adams -was 
read the firft time. 

On Friday the 20%" day of November, Seven 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading; of which the firft being the Bill touch- 
ing the Lordthip of Landoflowre alias Landovo- 
rowre, and the Jaft being the Bill prohibiting 
Fairs and Markets, had each of them their firft 
reading. 

Sir Francis Darcy maketh Report of the meet- 
ing and travel of the Committees in the Bill 
touching the coming to Church, and brought in 
the Bill with two Provifoes and fome Amend- 
ments, 

The fame Amendments being twice read, the 
Bill upon the queftion and divifion of the Houfe 
was dafhed, zz. with the Yea a hundred thirty 
feven, and with the No a hundred and forty. 

One Mt William Morrice Burgefs for Beumaries 
informed the Houfe that as he was coming up to 
London on his way his Man was Arrefted at 
Shrewsbury; whereupon he told the Serjeant 
that he was of the Parliament-Houfe, and there- 
fore wifhed him to difcharge his Servant. The 
Serjeant Anfwered, that he could not difcharge 
him, but faid, that he would go to the Bayliff 
with him ; to whom when hecame, he likewife 
declared that he was of the Parliament Houfe, 
and therefore required his Servant. To whom 
the Bayliff Anfwered, that he could not difcharge 
him without the confent of the Party that pro- 
cured the Arreft ; To whom healfo went, and 
he Anfwered the Serjeant and him faying ; Keep 
him faft, I will not releafe him till I be fatisfied. 
Then he told the Creditor, that he was of the 
Parliament-Howfe, and therefore his Servant was 
Priviledged. Whereunto the Creditor made 
this Anfwer , I care not for that, keep him faft, 
I will be your Warrant. I thought good to 
move the Houfe herein, referring it to your 
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confiderations. And becaufe I am willing that 
the Priviledges of this Houfe may be known as 
well far offas here at hand, I thought good to 
move the fame. 

M: Francis Moore faid, M' Speaker, Methinks 
this Action is very fcandalous to this whole 
Houfe. And becaufe it is a Cafe both extraor- 
dinary and contemptible, in my opinion it de- 
ferveth a moft fevere and exemplary punith- 
ment. 

Whereupon all the Houfe eryed , To the 
Tower, to the Tower with them, fend for them, 
fend for them. 

Mr Speaker faid, It is your Pleafure, the Bay- 
liffs and he that procured the Arrelft and the Ser- 
jeant fhall be fent for. All cryed Yea. Then the 
Speaker faid , The Serjeant muft go down to 
Shrewsbury; all cryed Yea. 

The Speaker gave the Clerk a Bill toread, and 
the Houfe called for the Exchequer Bill; fome 
faid Yea, fome faid No, and a great Noife there 
was: Atlaft Mt Lawrence Hide faid, M‘ Speaker, 
to end this Controverfie, becaufe the time ts very 
fhort, I would move the Houfe to have a very 
fhort Bill read Intituled An A& for the Explana- 
tion of the Common Law in certain Cafes of 
Letters Patents. All the Houfe cried I, I, I. 

So after it was read , the queftion was to be 
propounded for the committing of it, and fome 
cryed commit it, fome ingrofs it; at length 

Mr Spicer Burgefs of Warwick {tood up and 
faid, V.' Speaker, This Affembly may be faid to 
be libera mens & libera lingua , therefore freely 
and faithfully, that which I know I will fpeak to 
this Houfe. This Bill may touch the Prerogative 
Royal, which as I learned the laft Parliament is 
fo tranfcendent, that the ......... of the Sub- 
ject may not afpire thereunto. Far be it there- 
fore from me that the State and Prerogative 
Royal of the Prince fhould be tied by me or by 
the AG of any other Subje&. Firft, Let us con- 
fider of the word Monopolie what it is, Moxos is 
Oxus, and Polis isCivitas 5 fo then the meaning 
of the word is, a reftraint of any thing publick 
in a City or Common-Wealth to a private ufe, 
and the Ufer called a Monopolitan, quaft cujus 
privatum lucrum eft urbis & Orbis commune malum. 
And we may well term this man the Whirlpool of 
the Princes profit. Every man hath three fpecial 
Friends, his Goods, his Kinsfolks and his good 
Name; thefe men may have the two firft, but 
not the Jaft. They are Infidiofa quia dulcia, they 
are dolofa quia dubia. \f{peak not, M‘ Speaker, 
neither repining at her Majefties Prerogative, or 
mifliking the reafons of her Grants 5 but out of 
grief of heart, to fee the Town wherein I ferve 
pelter’d and continually vext by the Subftitutes 
and Vicegerents of thefe Monopolitans, who are 
ever ill-difpofed and affected Members. I befeech 
you give me leave to prove this unto you by 
this Argument. Whofoever tranfgrefleth the 
Royal Commiflion of her Majefty being granted 
upon good and Warrantable Suggeftions, and 
alfo abufeth the Authority and Warrant of her 
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Majelties Privy-Council being granted unto him 
for the more favourable Execution of his Patent 5 
this man is an evil-difpofed and dangerous Sub- 
je&. But that this is true and hath been done by 
one Perfon, a Subftitute of a Patentee, I will 
prove unto you. The Major needs not be pro- 
ved; the Mzzor I will thus prove. My felf am 
Oculatus teftis of this Minor, Ex talis teftis plus 
valet exiftens unus quam auriti decem. The Sub- 
{titutes for Aquavite and Vinegar came not long 
fince to the Town where I ferve, and prefently 
{tayed fale of both thefe Commodities 5 unlefg 
the Sellers would compound with.them, they 
muft prefently to the Council-Table. My felf 
though ignorant, yet not fo unskilful, by reafon 
of my profeffion, but that I could judge whe- 
ther their proceedings were according to their 
Authority, viewed their Patent, and found they 
exceeded in three points: for where the Patent 
gives Months liberty to the Subje& that 
hath any Aquavite to fell the fame, this Perfon 
comes down within two Months and takes Bond 
of them to his own ufe, where he ought to bring 
them before a Juftice of Peace, and they there to 
be bound inRecognizance,andafter to be returned 
into the Exchequer ; and fo by Ufurpation re- 
taineth Power in his own hands to kill or fave. 
Thus her Majefties Commiflion being tranfgref- 
fed, as a {worn Servant to her Majefty, I hold 
my felf bound to certifie the Houfe thereof; and 
alfo that this Subftitute {tands IndiGed as an ob- 
{tinate Recufant: Yea when her Majefties name 
hath been fpoken of and her felf prayed for, he 
hath refufed to ftir Hat or Lip. My humble Mo- 
tion therefore is, that we might ufe fome caution 
or circumf{petive care to prevent this enfuing 
mifchief. 

M' Francis Bacon {aid , the Gentleman that 
fpake Jaft coafted fo for and againft the Bill, that 
for my own part not well hearing him, I did not 
perfectly underftand him. 1 confefs the Bill as it 
is, is in few words, but yet ponderous and 
weighty. For the Prerogative Royal of the 
Prince, for my own part I ever allowed of it, 
and it 1s fuch as I hope fhall never be difcufs‘d. 
The Queen as fhe is our Sovereign, hath both 
an enlarging and reftraining Power. For by her 
Prerogative fhe may firft fet at liberty things re- 
{trained by Statute Law or otherwife; and fe- 
condly, by her Prerogative fhe may reftrain 
things which be at liberty. For the firft, fhe may 
grant zon obftante contrary to the penal Laws, 
which truly according to my own Confcience 
(and fo ftruck himfelf on the Breaft) are as hate- 
ful to the Subject as Monopolies. For the fecond, 
if any man out of his own Wit, indu(try or in- 
deavour finds out any thing beneficial for the 
Common-Wealth, or bring in any new Inventi- 
on, which every Subject of this Kingdom may 
ufe 5 yet in regard of his pains and travel therein, 
her Majefty perhaps is pleafed to grant him a Pri- 
viledge to ufe the fame only by him{clf or his 
Deputies for acertain time. This is one kind of 
Monopoly. Sometimes there isa glut of things 
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when they be in exceflive quantity, as perhaps 
of Corn, and her Majefty gives Licence of trant- 
portation to one Man; this is another kind of 
Monopoly. Sometimes there is a fcarcity or a 
fmall quantity, and the like is granted alfo. Thefe 
and divers of this nature have been in Tryal both 
at the Common-Pleas upon Actions of [refpafs, 
where if the Judges do find the Priviledge good, 
and beneficial to the Common-Wealth, they then 
will allow it ; otherwife difallow it: And alfo 
I know that her Majefty her felf hath given Com- 
mandment to her Attorney General to bring di- 
vers of them fince the laft Parltament to Tryal in 
the Exchequer, fince which time at leaft fifteen 
or fixteen to my knowledge have been repealed, 
fome by her Majefties own exprefs Command- 
ment upon Complaint made unto her by Petition, 
and fome by Quo Warranto in the Exchequer. 
But M' Speaker, faid he (pointing to the Bill) 
this is no Stranger in this place, but a Stranger 
in this Veftment; the ufe hath been ever to hum- 
ble our {elves unto her Majefty, and by Petition 
defire to have our grievances remedied, efpeci- 
ally when the remedy toucheth her fo nigh in 
point of Prerogative. All cannot be done at 
once, neither was it poflible fince the laft Par- 
fiament to repeal all. If her Majefty make a Pa- 
tent (or (as we term it) a Monopoly) unto 
any of her Servants, that muft go, and we cry 
out of it; but if fhe grant it to a number of Bur- 
geffes or a Corporation, that muft {tand, and that 
forfooth isno Monopoly. I fay and I fay again, 
that we ought not to deal, to judge or meddle 
with her Majefties Prerogative. {[ with every 
man therefore to be careful in this bufinefs; And 
humbly pray this Houfe to teftifie with me, 
that I have difcharged my duty in refpe@ of my 
place in {peaking on her Majefties behalf; And 
proteft I have delivered my Confcience in faying 
that which I have faid. 

D: Bennet faid, He that will go about to de- 
bate her Majefties Prerogative Royal, had need 
walk warily. In refpect of a grievance out of 
the City for which Icome, I think my felf bound 
to fpeak that now whichI had not intended to 
{peak before; I meana Monopoly of Salt. It is 
an old Proverb Sal fapit omnia; Fire and Wa- 
ter are not more neceffary. But for other Mo- 
nopolies of Cards, (at which word Sir Walter 
Raleigh blufht) Dice, Starch and the like, they 
are (becaufe Monopolies) I muft confels very 
hurtful, though not all alike hurtful. I know 
there is a great difference in them 5 And I think 
if the abufes in this Monopoly of Salt were parti- 
cularized, this would walk in the fore rank. 
Now feeing we are come to the means of redre(s, 
let us fee that it be fo mannerly and handfomely 
handled, that aftera Commitment it may have 
good paflage. 

M Lawrence Hide, I confefs, Mt Speaker, that 
I owe duty to God, and Loyalty to my Prince. 
And for the Bill it felf I made it, and [{ think I 
underftand it 3 And far be it from this heart of 
mine to think, this tongue to fpeak, or this hand 
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to write any thing, either in prejudice or dero- 


gation of her Majefties Prerogative Royal and 


the State. But becaufe you fhall know that this 
courfe is no new Invention’, but long fince di- 
ge{ted in the Age of our Fore-fathers above three 
hundred Years ago, I will offer to your confi- 
derations one Precedent 10 Ed. 3. At what time 
one Fob Peach was Arraigned at this Bar in Par- 
liament, for that he had obtained of the King a 
Monopoly for Sweet Wines. The Patent after 
great advice and difpute adjudged void, and 
before his face in open Parliament Cancelled, 
becaufe he had exacted three fhillings and four 
pence for every Tun of Wine; himfelf adjudged 
to Prifon until he had made reftitution of all 
that ever he had recovered, and not to be deli- 
vered till after a Fine of five hundred pounds 
paid tothe King. Thisis a Precedent worthy of 
obfervation, but I dare not prefume to fay wor- 
thy the following. And Mr‘ Speaker, as I think 
it isno derogation to the Omnipotence of God 
to fay he can do all but evil; SoI think it is no 
derogation to the Majefty or Perfon of the 
Queen to fay the like in {ome proportion. Yet 
Mr Speaker, becaufe two Eyes may fee more than 
one, I humbly pray that there might bea Com- 
mitment had of this Bill, left fomething may be 
therein which may prove the bane and over- 
throw thereof at the time of the pafling. 

M' Speaker, quoth Serjeant Harris, for ought 
I fee, the Houle moveth to have this Billin the 
nature of a Petition; It muft then begin with 
more humiliation: And truly Sir, the Bill is 
good of it felf, but the penning of it is fomewhat 
out of courfe. 

Mt Moxntague faid, The matter is good and 
honeft, and I like this manner of proceeding by 
Bill well enough in this matter. The grievances 
are great, and I would note only unto you thus 
much, that the laft Parliament we proceeded 
by way of Petition which had no fuccefsful 
effect. 

M® Francis Moore faid, M‘ Speaker, I know 
the Queens Prerogative is a thing curious to be 
dealt withal, yet all grievances are not compara- 
ble. [cannot utter with my tongue or conceive 
with my heart the great grievances that the Town 
and Country for which [ ferve, fuffereth by fome 
of thefe Monopolies ; It bringeth the general pro- 
fit into a private hand, and the end of all is Beg- 
gery and Bondage to the Subjeéts. We have a 
Law for the true and faithful currying of Lea- 
ther; There is a Patent fets all at liberty, _ for- 
withf{tanding that Statute. And to what purpofe 
is it to do any thing by A& of Parliament, when 
the Queen will undo the fame by her Preroga- 
tive? Out of the {pirit of humiliation, M* Spea- 
ker, I do fpeak it, there is no A& of hers that 
hath been or is more derogatory to her own Ma- 
jefty, more odious to the Subject, more dan- 
gerous to the Common-Wealth than the grant- 
ing of thefe Monopolies.

men of the Law know, that a Bill which is only 
expofitory, to expound the Common Law, doth 
enact nothing ; neither is any promife of good 
therein. And therefore the Provifo in the Statute 
of 34 Hew. 8. of Wills, (which is but a Statute 
expofitory of the Statute of 32 Her.8. of Wills) 
touching Sir Fob Gainsfords Will, was adjudged 
void.

M' Heyward Townefend of Lincolz's-Inn {aid 5

A& that they might be of no more force, vali- 
dity or effect than they are at the Common Law 
without the ftrength of her Prerogative. Which 
though we might now do, and the A& being fo 
reafonable we might affure our felves her Majefty 
would not delay the pafling thereof, yet we her 
loving Subjects, cc. would not offer without 
her privity or confent (the Caufe fo nearly touch- 
ing her Prerogative) or goabout to do any fuch 
Ac. And alfo that at the Committee whic 
fhould make this Speech, every Member of this 
Houfe which either found himfelf, his Town or 
Country grieved, might putin (in fair writing) 
fuch Exceptions again{t Monopolies, as he would 
juftifie to betrue; And that the Speaker might 
deliver them with his own hands, becaufe many 
obftacles and hindrances might happen. 

M' Francis Bacon after a long Speech conclu- 
ded thus in the end. Why, you have the readieft 
courfe that poffibly can be devifed, I would with 
no further Order be taken, but to prefer the 
wife and difcreet Speech made by the Young 
Gentleman (even the Youngeft in this Affembly) 
that laft fpake. I will tell you, that even ex ore 
Infantium @& lakantium, the true and moft cer- 
tain courfe is propounded untous. So the Houfe 
as it fhould feem agreed thereunto, and appoin- 
ted to meet on Monday next poft Meridiem, at 
which time all the aforefaid matters patft.

M Syznell one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching Mt Markham, thewed the mind of the 
Committees to be, and alfo delivered fundry 
reafons, that it is a Bill fit to reft and not to be 
any further dealt in by this Houfe. 

The Bill that Sir Azthony Mayney Knight, and 
Anthony Mayney his Son may be enabled to dif- 
pofe of his Lands, ¢c. was upon the fecond read- 
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ing committed unto Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Ed- 
ward Hobbie, Sir George Moore, Sir William Wray, 
Sir Moyle Finch, Sir Michaell Sandes and others, 
who were appointed to meet to Morrow in the 
Afternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock. 

The Bill to reform the abufe of Taintering 
Cloth was read the {econd time, and upon the 
queftion Ordered not to be committed, and up- 
on another queftion reje@ed. 

The Bill of Monopolies was read, to which M' 
Spicer {pake and faid, M' Speaker, I think it 
were good this Bill were committed; I am no 
Apoftate, but I {tick to the former faith and opi- 
nion that I was of, that by way of Petition will 
be our fafeft courfe 5 for it is to no purpofe to 
offer to tie her hands by A& of Parliament, when 
fhe may loofen her fel: at her pleafure. I think 
it were a Courfe zcc gratum, nec tutum. And 
therefore the be{t way is to have a Committee 
to confider what courfe thail be proceeded in; 
for I doubt not but we be all agreed of the re- 
formation, though not of the manner. 

Mt Davies faid, God hath given that power 
to abfolute Princes which he attributeth to him- 
felf, Dixt quod Dii efiis. And as Attributes un- 
to them he hath given Majefty, Juftice and Mer- 
cy; Majefty, in refpe& of the Honour that the 
Subject fheweth to his Prince 5 Juftice, in re{pect 
he can do no wrong, therefore the Law is 1 Hew, 
7. that the King cannot commit a difleizin; Mer- 
cy, in refpect he giveth leave to Subjects to right 
themfelves by Law: And therefore in 43 Affe 
an Indictment was brought again{ft Bakers and 
Brewers, for that by colour of Licence they had 
broken the Affize 5 wherefore according to that 
Precedent I think it moft fit to proceed by Bill 
not by Petition. 

M' Secretary Cecill faid, If there had not been 
fome miftaking or fome confufion in the Com- 
mittee, I would not now have fpoken. The 
queftion was of the moft convenient way to re- 
form thefe grievances of Monopoly: But af- 
ter difputation, of the labour we have not re- 
ceived the expected fruit. If every man {hall 
take leave to fpeak for the common Subject, I 
am afraid in thefe vaft powers of our mind, ‘we 
fhall difpute the projec and reformation quite 
out of doors. This difpute draws two great 
things in queftion ; Firlt the Princes power 5 
Secondly the freedom of Englifhmen. I am born 
an Englifhman and am a Fellow-Member of this 
Houle ; I would defire to live no day, in which 
I fhould detrac&t from either. I am fervant unto 
the Queen, and before I would {peak or give 
confent to a Cafe that fhould debafe her Prero- 
gative or abridge it, I would wifh my tongue cut 
out of my head. I am fure there were. Law-makers 
before there were Laws. One Gentleman went 
about to poffefs us, with the Execution of the 
Law in an Antient Record of 5° or 7° Edwardi 
3. Likely enough to be true in that time, when 
the King was stead of the Subje&. Though this 
Precedent be a fubftance, yet it is not the whole 
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fubftance of the Parliament, For in former times, 
all fate together as well King as Subjeét, and then 
it was no prejudice to his Prerogative to have 
fuch a Monopoly examined. If you ftand up- 
on Law and difpute of the Prerogative, heark 
ye what Bradon fah, Prerogativam Noftram 
nemo audeat difputare. And for my own part f 
like not thefe courfes fhould be taken: And 
you M' Speaker, (hould perform the charge her 
Majefty gave unto you in the beginning of this 
Parliament, not to receive Bills of this nature; 
for her Majefties ears be open to all grievances; 
and her hand ftretcht out to every mans Petiti- 
For the matter of accefs I like it well, fo 
it be firft moved and the way prepared. I had 
rather all the Patents were deftroyed than her 
Majefty fhould lofe the hearts of fo many Sub- 
jes as is pretended. [ will tell you what I think 
of thefe Monopolies: I take them to be of three 
natures, fome of a free nature and good, fome 
void of themfelves, fome both good and void. 
For the firft, when the Prince difpenfes with a 
penal Law that is leftto the alteration of Sove- 
reignty, I think it powerful and irrevocable. 
For the fecond, as to grant that which taketh 
from the Subject his Birthright,{uch men as defire 
thefe kind of Patents, I account them mifdoers 
and wilful and wicked offenders Of the third 
fort is the Licence for the matter of Cards, cc. 
And therefore I think it were fit to have a new 
Commitment to confider what her Majefty may 
grant, what not; what courfe we thall take, and 
upon what points. 

M' Doftor Stanbop and D* Howe were fent 
from the Lords with a Bill intituled, An Act for 
the Uniting of Eye and Dunfdex to the Mannor 
of Sunning. 

M! Mountague faid, Tam loth to {peak what I 
know, left perhaps I {hould difpleafe. The Pre- 
rogative Royal is that which is now in queftion, 
and which theLaws of the Land have ever allowed 
and maintained. Then my motion fhall be but 
this, That we may be Suitors unto her Majefty, 
that the Patentees fhall have no other remedies 
than by the Laws of the Realm they may have, 
and that our AG may be accordingly. 

M! Martiz faid,| think the Common gtievance 
and the Queens Prerogative have infpired this 
Gentleman that laft fpake (whom for reverence 
fake I muft needs name, M' Mountague_) to make 
that motion which he hath done. And becaufe 
the Houfe feems greatly to applaud it, may it 
pleafe you M' Speaker, to put it to the queftion, 
whether that fhall be determined of at the Com- 
mittee. Now the Committees were, all the Privy 
Council being Members of this Houfe, and the 
Queens Learned Councel Members likewile of this 
Houfe, all the Knights of the Shires, Sir George 
Moore, M' Dt Bennet, Mt Hide, M' Winch, Sir 
Charles Cavendifh,Six Percival Hart,M* Thinn, Mr. 
Downhalt, Mr. Martin and divers others, toge- 
ther with the Knights and Citizens for London, 
the Barons of the Ports, M' Lieutenant of the 
Tower and M' Dottor Czfar, who were appoin- 
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ted to meet this Afternoon in this Houfe at two 
of the Clock, to have Conference and to agree 
upon fome courfe to be taken touching Patents 
of Priviledges, and to report unto this Houfe of 
their refolutions therein accordingly. 

The Bill againft Pluralities of Benefices had 
its firft reading. 

All the Bills committed touching Cloths are 
appointed to be dealt in to Morrow in the After- 
noon in the Middle-Temple Hall. 

M! Moore brought in a Bill drawn by the 
Committees in the Bill for the repealing and 
continuance of the Statutes (whofe names fee on 
Thurfday the 5° day of this inftant November 
foregoing.

Thefe Monopolies were moft of them fhewed 
to the Committees by Secretary Ceci//, and to 
have been granted fince the fixteenth year of the 
Queens Maiefties Reign 5 for in the feventeenth 
year of her Reign, he fhewed that a Patent was 
firft granted to Robert Sharp to make Spangles 
and Oes of Gold; And then in the eighteenth 
year of her Majefty a Patent was granted to Sir 
Edward Dyer to pardon, difpenfe and referve 
all Forfeitures and abufes committed by Tanners 
contrary to the Statute. And that the greateft 
part of the before-mentioned Patents of Priviledge 
or Monopolies had been granted fince. Where- 
ufon after M' Dazies had moved to have thefe 
Monopolies proceeded againft by Bill, and M= 
Martiz had moved to have them rather dealt in 
by Petition to her Majefty, and that the Houfe 
had heard the particular relation of the faid Mo- 
nopolies, there was nothing done or concluded 
upon, but ameeting appointed on Txe/day in the 
Afternoon. 

On Tuefday the 24° day of November the Bill 
touching Painter-Stainers and abufes in Painting 
was read the fecond time, and committed unto 
Sir RobertWroth, Sir George Moore, M* Maynard, 
Mr Cope, M' Doctor Parkins and others, who 
were appointed to meet this Afternoon in the 
Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock, and 
the Bill with the Committees names was delt- 
vered to M' Pindar one of the fame Com- 
mittees. 

The Bill touching the Garbling of Spices was 
read the fecond time, and committed to the laft 
former Committees for Painters, and the Queens 
Learned Councel were added unto them.

Sir Francis Haftings made Report of the meet- 
ing of the Committees in the Bill touching Ale- 
houfes (who were appointed on Thurfday the 
5°" day of this inftant November foregoing) with 
fome Amendments in the fame. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Ale- 
houfes were twice read, and the Bill Ordered to 
be ingroffed. 

Sir Edmund Morgan a Member of this Houfe 
being ferved with a Subpena to appear in the 
Chancery this prefent day, and alfo M' Pemerton 
another Member of this Houfe likewife ferved 
with a Subpena out of the Chancery at the Suit 
of Sit Walter Raleigh and Sir Carew Raleigh, pray- 
eth the Priviledge, which by Order of this Houfe 
was granted, 

The Bill againft blafphemous Swearing was 
read the fecond time and committed to the for- 
mer Committees in the Bill touching Swearing 
(who were appointed on Tue/day the 10° day of 
this inftant November foregoing) and to meet in 
this Houfe in the Committee Chamber to Mor- 
row Morning. 

The Bill againft double payment of Debts up- 
on Shop-Books was read the firft time. 

The Bill for the making of Parks of the Im- 
paled Grounds of Noblemen and Gentlemen was 
read the fecond time, and upon the queftion 
and divifion of the Houfe dafhed, with the Yea 
a hundred and eleven, and with the No a hun- 
dred fifty one.

Upon fome loudConfufion in the Houfe touch- 
ing fome private murmur of Monopolies, 

M' Secretary Cecil! {aid, The Duty I owe and 
the Zeal to extinguifh Monopolies makes me to 
fpeak now , and to fatisfy their Opinions that 
think there {hall be no redrefs of thefe Monopo- 
lies. Order is attended with thefe two Hand- 
maids, Gravity and Zeal; but Zeal with Difcre- 
tion. I have been (though unworthy) a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe in fix or feven Parliaments, 
yet never did I fee the Houfe in fo great Confu- 
fion. I believe there never was in any Parlia- 
ment a more tender point handled than the Li- 
berty of the Subject, that when any is difcuffing 
this point, he fhould be cried and cought down. 
This is more fit for a Grammar-School than a 
Court of Parliament. I have been a Counfel- 
lor of State this twelve years, yet did I never 
know it fubje& to conftruction of levity and 
diforder. Much more ought we to be regardfitl 
in fo great and grave an Affembly. Why, we 
have had Speeches upon Speeches, without either 
Order or Difcretion. One would have had us 
proceed by Bill, and fee if the Queen would have 
denied it: Another, that the Patents fhould be 
brought here before us and cancelled 5 and this 
were bravely done. Others would have us to 


proceed by way of Petition, which Courfe doubt- 
lefs is beft 5 but for the firft, and efpecially for 
the fecond, it is fo ridiculous, that I think we 
fhould have as bad fuccefs as the Devil bimfelf 
would have wifhed in fo good a Caufe. Why; if 
idle courfes had been followed, we fhould have 
gone forfooth to the Queen with a Petition to 
have repealed a Patent of Monopoly of Tabaco 
Pipes (which M' Wingfields note had) and I 
know not how many conceits: but I with every 
man to reft fatisfied till the Committees have 
brought in their refolutions according to your 
Commandments. 

On Wedunefday the 25%" day of November, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the la{t being the Bill for the 
levying of Fines in the County and City of 
Chefter was read the fecond time, and committed 
unto all the Queens Learned Councel being of 
this Houfe , the Knights and Burgeffes for the 
County and City of Chester , Sir Fohn Egerton 
and others, who were appointed to meet upon 
Friday next in the Inner-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Sir Edward Hobbie made Report of the Com- 
mittees travel inthe Bill touching M' Nez#//, and 
delivered in the Bill with fome Amendments and 
a Provifo.

the Bill Ordered to be ingrofled. 


Mr. Speaker (after a filence, and every man 
Oo000 2 mar 
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this effect. 

It pleafed her Majefty to command me to at- 
tend upon her Yefterday in the Afternoon, from 
whom I am to deliver unto you all, her Majefties 
moft gracious Meflage fent by my unworthy Self. 
She yields you all hearty thanks for your care 
and {pecial regard of thofe things that concern 
her State, Kingdom, and confequently our Selves, 
whofe good fhe had always tendred as her own; 
for our fpeedy refolution in making of fo hafty 
and free a Subfidy, which commonly fucceeded 
and never went before our Councels 3 and for 
our Loyalty: Ido affure you with fuch and fo 
great Zeal and Affection fhe uttered and fhewed 
the fame, that to exprefs it, our tongues are not 
able, neither our hearts to conceive it. It plea- 
fed her Majefty to fay unto me , that if fhe had 
an hundred tongues fhe could not exprefs our 

earty good Wills. And further the faid, that as 
fhe had ever held our good moft dear, fo the 
laitday of our (or her) Life fhould witnefs it 
And that the leaft of her Subjects was not grie- 
ved, and fhe not touched. She appealed to the 
Throne of Almighty God, how careful fhe hath 
been and will be to defend her People from all 
Oppreffions. She faid, that partly by intimation 
of her Council, and partly by divers Petitions 
that have been delivered unto her both going to 
the Chapel and alfo to walk abroad, fhe under- 
{tood that divers Patents, which fhe had gran- 
ted, were grievous to her Subjects; and that 
the Subftitutes of the Patentees had ufed great 
Oppreffions. But fhe faid, fhe never affented to 
grant any thing which was Malum in fe. And 
if in the abufe of her Grant there be any thing 
evil (which fhe took knowledge there was) fhe 
her felf would take prefent Order of reforma- 
tion. I cannot exprefs unto you the Apparent 
Indignation of her Majefty towards thefe abufes. 
She faid thather Kingly Prerogative (for fo the 
termed it) was tender 3 and therefore defireth 
us not to fear or doubt of her careful reforma- 
tion; for fhe faid, that her Commandment was 
given alittle before the late troubles (meaning 
the Earl of E/ex’s matters) but had an unfortu- 
nate Event: but that in the middeft of her moft 
great and weighty occafions, fhe thought upon 
them. And that this fhould not fuffice, but that 
fufther Order fhould be taken prefently and not 
in futuro (for that alfo wasanother word which 
I take it her Majefty ufed) and that fome fhould 
be prefently repealed, fome fufpended, and none 
put in Execution, but fuch as fhould firft have a 
Tryal according to the Law for the good of the 
People. Againft the abufes her wrath was {fo in- 
cenfed, that fhe faid, that fhe neither could nor 
would fuffer fuch to efcape with impunity. So 
to my unfpeakable comfort fhe hath made me 
the Meflenger of this her gracious Thankfulnefs 
and Care. Now we fee that the Axe of her 
Princely Juftice is laid to the Root of the Tree ; 


And do befeech the Honourable Perfons which 
affift this Chair and were prefent before her Ma- 
je{ty at the delivery hereof, to fupply and help 
my imperfections; which joined with my fear 
have caufed me (no doubt) to forget fomething 
which I {hould have delivered unto you. 

After a little paufe and filent talking one with 
another, Mt Secretary Ceci// {tood up and faid, 
There needs no fupply of the Memory of the 
Speaker: But becaufe it pleafed him to defire 
fome that be about him to aid his delivery, and 
becaufe the reft of my Fellows be filent , I will 
take upon me to deliver fome thing whichI both 
then heard,and fince know. I was prefent with the 
re{t of my Fellow Counfellors, and the Meflage 
was the fame that hath been told yous; and the 
caufe hath not fucceeded from any particular 
courfe thought upon, but from private Informa- 
tions of fome particular perfons. I have been very 
Inguifitive of them and of the Caufe, why more 
importunity was now ufed than afore, which I 
am afraid comes by being acquainted. with fome 
courfe of proceeding in this Houfe. There are 
no Patents now of force , which fhall not pre- 
fently be revoked 5 for what Patent foever is 
granted, there fhall be left to the overthrow of 
that Patent, a Liberty agreeable to the Law. 
There is no Patent if it be Malum in fe, but the 
Queen was ill apprized in her Grant. But all to 
the generality be unacceptable. I take it, there 
isno Patent whereof the Execution hath not 
been injurious. Would that they had never been 
granted. I hope there fhall never be more, (All 
the Houfe faid Amen.) In particular moft of 
thefe Patents have been fupported by Letters of 
Affiftance from her Majefties Privy Council; but 
whofoever looks upon them fhall find, that they 
carry no other ftile, than with relation to the 
Patent. I dare aflure you that from henceforth 
there fhall be no more granted. They hall all 
be revoked. But to whom do they repair with 
thefe Letters > to fome out-houfe , to fome de- 
folate Widow, to fome fimple Cottage, or poor 
ignorant People, who rather than they would 
be troubled and undo themfelves by coming up 
hither, will give any thing in reafon for thefe 
Caterpillars fatisfaction. The notice of this is 
now publick, and you will perhaps judge this to 
be a Tale to ferve the time. But I would have 
all men to know thus much, that it is no jefting 
with a Court of Parliament, neither dares any 
man (for my own part! dare not) fo mock and 
abufe all the States of this Kingdom in a matter 
of this confequence and importance. I fay there- 
fore there fhall be a Proclamation general through- 
out the Realm to notify her Majefties refolution 
in this behalf’ And becaufe you may eat your

The Patent for Pouldavy, if it 
be not called in, it fhall be Oade 5 which as I 
take it is not re{trained either by Law or Statute, 
but only by Proclamation ({ mean from the for- 
mer Sowing) though for the faving thereof it 
might receive good difputation, Yet for your fa- 
tisfa@ion, the Queens Pleafure is to revoke that 
Proclamation ; only the prayeth thus much, that 
when the cometh on Progre(fs to fee you in your 
Countries ; fhe be not driven out of your Towns 
by fuffering it to infec the Air too near them. 
Thofe that defire to go fprucely in their Ruftfs 
may at lefs charge than accuftomed obtain their 
with; for the Patent for Starch, which hath fo 
much been profecuted, fhall now be repealed ; 
There are other Patents which be confiderable, 
as the Patent of New Drapery, which fhall be 
fufpended and left to the Law; Irifh Yarn, +a 
matter that I am forry there is no caufe of Com- 
plaint 5 for the Salvagenefs of the People and the 
War hath fruftrated the hope of the Patentee, a 
Gentleman of good fervice and defert, a good 
Subje& to her Majefty, and a good Member of 
the Common-Wealth, M' Carmarthen, Notwith- 
ftanding it fhall be fufpended and left to the 
Law. The Patent for Calf:Skins and Fells, which 
was made with a relation, fhall endure the cen- 
fure of the Law. But I mutt tell you, there is 
no reafon that all fhould be revoked , for the 
Queen means not to be {wept out of her Prero- 
gative. I fay it fhall be fufpended, ifthe Law do 
not Warrant it. There is another Servant of her 
Majefties M' Ox/low, one of her Penfioners, an 
honeft Gentleman and a faithful Servant, he hath 
the Patent for Steel, which one M' Beale once 
had 5 this too becaufe of Complaints fhall be fuf- 
pended. There is another that hath the Patent 
for Leather, Sir Edward Dyer, a Gentleman of 
good defert, honeft, religious and wife; this was 
granted unto him thirty years ago. It crept not 
in by the new mifgovernment of the time: Yet 
this {hall alfo be fufpended. The Patent for Cards 
fhall be fafpended and tryable by the Common 
Law. The Patent for Glafles, which though I do 
leaft apprehend to be prejudicial to the publick 
good, yet it is left to the Law. There is ano- 
ther Patent for Saltpeter, that hath been both 
accufed and {landered; It digs in every mans 
Houfe, it annoys the Inhabitant, and generally 
troubleth the Subje&t: For this I befeech you be 
contented. Yet I know I am to blame to defire 
it, it being condemned by you ix foro Con|cien- 
ties but I aflure you it fhall be fully fifted and 
tryed in foro judicii. Her Majefty means to take 
this Patent unto her Self, and advife with her 
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Council touching the fame. For [ muft tell you 
the Kingdom is not fo well furnifhed with Pow- 
der now as it fhould be. But if it be thought 
fic upon advice to be cancelled 5 her Majefty 
commanded me to tell you, that though fhe be 
willing tohelp the graveGentleman that hath that 
Patent, yet out of that abundant defire that fhe 
hath to give you compleat fatisfaGtion, it fhall 
be repealed. This hath come to the Ear of the 
Queen, and [ have been moft earneft to fearch 
for the Inftrument, and as a Counfellor of State, 
have done my beft endeavour to falve the fore s 
But I fear we are not fecret within our felves, 
Then muft I needs give you this for a future 
Caution, That whatfoever is fubjec&t to publick 
expectation cannot be good , while the Parlia- 
ment matters are ordinary talk in the Street: I 
have heard my felf; being in my Coach, thefe 
words {poken aloud, [God profper thofé that fur- 
ther the overthrow of thefe Monopolies, God fend 
the Prerogative touch not our Liberty.| 1 will not 
wrong any fo much as to imagine he was of this 
Affembly 5 Yet let me give you this Note, That 
the time was never more apt to diforder and 
make ill interpretation of good meaning; I think 
thofe perfons would be glad that all Sovereignty 
were converted into Popularity ; We being here, 
are but the popular branch, and our liberty, the 
liberty of the Subject: And the World is apt 
to {lander moft efpecially the Minifters of Go- 
vernment. 

Thus much have I {poken to accomplifh my 
duty unto her Majefty, but not to make any fur- 
ther performance of the well uttered and gravely 
and truly delivered Speech of the Speaker. But 
I muft crave your favours a little longer to make 
an Apology for my felf. I have held the favour 
of this Houfe as dear as my Life, and I have been 
told that I deferved to be taxed Yefterday of the 
Houle. I proteft my Zeal to have the bufinefs go 
forward in a right and hopeful courfe; and my 
fear to difpleafe her Majefty by a harfh and rafh 
proceeding made me fo much to lay afide my 
difcretion, that I {aid it might rather be termed 
a School than a Council, or to that effet. But 
by this Speech if any think I called him School- 
Boy, he both wrongs me and miftakes me. Shall 
I tell you what Demofthenes faidto the Clamours 
which the Athenians made, that they were Pxe- 
riles @» dignos pueris. And yet that was to a po- 
pular State. And 1 wifh that whatfoever is here 
fpoken may be buried within thefe Walls. Let 
us take Example of the Jewifh Synagogue, who 
would always Sepelire Senatum cum honore, and 
not blaft their own Follies and Imperfe@tions. If 
any man in this Houfe fpeak wifely, we do him 
great wrong to interrupt him; if foolifhly, let 
us hear him out, we fhall have the more caufe to 
tax him. AndIdo heartily pray that no Mem- 
ber of this Houfe may plus verbis offendere quam 
confilio juvare. 

M Francis Moore faid, 1 muft confefs M' Spea- 
ker, I moved the Houfe both the laft Parliament 
and this touching this point, but I never meant 
(and 
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(and I hope this Houfe thinketh fo) to fet limits 
and bounds to the Prerogative Royal. But now 
feeing it hath pleafed her Majefty of her felf, out 
of the abundance of her Princely goodnefs, to 
fet at liberty her Subjects from the thraldom of 
thofe Monopolies, from which there was no 
Town, City or Country free 5 I would be bold in 
one motion to offer two confiderations to this 
Houfe; The firft, that M‘ Speaker might go un- 
to her Majefty to yield her moft humble and 
hearty thanks and withal to fhew the joy of her 
Subjects for their delivery, and their thankful- 
nefs unto her for the fame; The other, that 
where divers Speeches have been made extrava- 
gantly in this Houfe, which doubtlefs have been 
told her Majefty, and perhaps all ill conceived 
of by her, I would therefore that M' Speaker 
not only fhould fatisfy her Majefty by way of 
Apology therein, but alfo humbly crave pardon 
for the fame. 

Mr. Wingfield faid, My heart is not able to 
conceive the joy which I feel, and I aflure you 
my Tongue cannot utter the fame. IF a fentence 
of Everlafting happinefs had been pronounced 
unto me, it could not have made me fhew more 
outward joy than now I do, which [ cannot re- 
frain to exprefs ( and here as{ think he wept ) 
There could nothing have been more acceptable 
to the Subject than this Meflage. And I verily 
think , if ever any of her Majefties words be 
meritorious before God, this is. I do agree with- 
all my heart in the firft part of the Gentlemans 
motion that laft fpake; but do utterly miflike 
the latter: For it is not to be intended, we 
fhould have had fo good and gratious a Meflage, 
if che truth of fome particular Speeches had been 
delivered unto her. And now for us to accufe 
our felves by excufing a faule with which we are 
not charged, were a thing in my opinion in- 
convenient, and unfitting the wifdom of this 
Houfe. 

Mr. George Moore {pake to the fame effect. 

Sir Francis Bacon {pake to the fame effec alfo, 
and in the end concluded thus, Nejcio quid pec- 
cate portet hec purgaiio. 

So it was put to the queftion and concluded, 
That thanks fhould be returned by the Speaker, 
and fome twelve were named to gowith him asa 
convenient number, and intreaty made tothe 
Privy Council to obtain liberty to be admit- 
ted. 

Gn Thurfday the 26% day of November the 
Bill for the Amendment of the Highway called 
Double fole Green in the County of Middleféx was 
read the firft time. 

Mr. Fretchvill offered to the confideration 
of the Houfe’a Bill to reform the abufes in weights 
and meafures, and declared the neceffity of re- 
formation therein, and prayeth the reading. 

Two Bilis of no great moment had each of 
them one reading 5 of which the fecond being 
the Bill touching Feltmakers was read the fecond 
time and committed unto the Knights and Citi- 
zens for London, Sir George Moore, the Knights

thers, who were appointed to meet upon Satur- 
day next in the Middle-Temple Hall at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading ; of 
which the fecond being the Bill for the better 
furnifhing of her Majefties Navy Royal touch- 
ing Cordage, was upon the firft reading re- 
jected. 

Mr. Doétor Parkins made Report of the meet- 
ing of the Committees in the Bill for the bene- 
fic of Merchants, and advancement of her Ma- 
jetties Cuftom ; And that the Committees do 
think it a Billin their opinions not to be any 
more dealt in by this Houfe for many reafons by 
him delivered. 

The Bill for the grant of four entire Subfidies 
and eight Fifteenths and Tenths granted by the 
Temporalty was read the firft time. (Vide con- 
cerning this Billon Saturday the 5'" day of De- 
cember next following.) 

Mr. Jones one of the Committees in the Bill 
for Landoveroure (who were appointed on Tue/- 
day the 24" of this inftant November foregoing) 
certifieth in the Bill with fome Amendments 
therein by the Committees. 

M'Secretary Cecz/l aid, If I fhould tell you other 
wife than truth in matter of fo great confequence, 
I fhould need no other procefs thaa my own 
Confcience ; That to fo gratious a Meflage there 
was never returned more infinite thanks, we all 
are affured. From the Queen I have received a 
fhort Anfwer in thefe words, [You can give meno 
more thanks for that which I have promifed, than I 
can and will give you thanks for that which you have 
already performed | meaning the Subfidies and 
Fifteenths. So infeparable are the qualities of 
the Prince and the Subje& : Good for the one 
and for the other. If by true interpretation of 
the Law, Voluntas reputaiur pro fado3 you thall 
not need, your good will being already known, 
ufe any actual thanks; neither will the receive 
any, till by a more affected confummation fhe 
hath compleated that work: at that time fhe 
will be well pleafed to receive your thanks and 
to return to you her beft favours. (Vide con- 
cerning this matter on Saturday the 5%* day of 
December following) 

On Friday the 27% day of November four 
Bills had each of them one reading 5 of which 
the laft being theBill for the enlarging of the Sta- 
tute of the firft year of her Majefties Reign touch- 
ing the breed of Fith, was read the firft time and 
rejected. 

Two Bills of like confequence had each of 
them one reading 3 of which the fecond being 
the Bill for the true payment of Tythes within 
the Walls of the City of Norwich, was read the 
fecond time and committed unto the Citizens 
for Norwich, Six Francis Haftings, M' Bretchvill, 
the Knights for Norfolk, M* Fob» Hare and o- 
thers, whe were appointed to meet in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber at two of the Clock in the 


Afternoon. ; 
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Sir Francis Haftings offered 4 new Bill touch- 
ing reforting to the Church on Sunday, and pray- 
ed the acceptance thereof and the reading. 

The Bill for the more diligent reforting to the 
Church on Swvday had its firft reading. 

Thus far of the Paflages of this day out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houfe of 
Commons, the refidue is out of the private 
Journal. 

The Speaker {tood up and wifht the Houfe to 
advife what they would do with the Prifoners 
that ferved Sir Edmund Morgan and M' Pemer- 
ton with Subpena’s, and fhewed that they were 
ready at the Door to attend. 

Mt Tate faid, I will be bold to offer two Pre- 
cedents to this Houfe touching ferving of Swb- 
pena’ss yet firft let us enter to confideration 
of the force of the Priviledges we now have, It 
is manifeft, and I think no man doubteth, but 
that heretofore the Houfes of Parliament were 
both one without divifion; and that the United 
Body of the Parliament had the fame Priviledges 
and JurifdiGtions which we now have.And though 


there be Seffion or feparation of the United Body, | 


yet the Priviledges do remain {till entire. For by 
moft antient Records of this Realm it may plain- 
Yy appear, that the fame Priviledges ferve both 


Houfes. The firft Precedent is in King Edward 
the firft hisdayes, when the Templers had cer- | 


tain Tenants of the Parliament Houfe which were 
behind with their Rents, and they made humble 
Petition to the King, that they might either di- 
{train their Bodies or Goods for the fame. The 
King as it appeareth, Anfwered, Now videtur ho- 
nefiune quod aliquis de Magno Parliamento noftro 


diftringatur, So that it feems we are Priviledged | 


from all kind of diftrefs whatfoever. The fecond 
is one Pogo de Clare, who did prefume to ferve 
a Citation upon Edvzond Earl of Cornwall within 
Weftminfter-Hall as he was going to the Parlia- 
ment Houfe, for which he was fent to the Tower, 
and made to fubmit himfelf de alto & baffo, and 
a Fine of twenty thoufand Marks impofed upon 
him, which he truly paid. Befides, becaufe We/t- 
minfter-Hall was within the Precinét Liberties of 
the Abbot of Weftwinfter he was Fined a thou- 
fand pound for that contempt: But by Media- 
tion of the Bifhop it was remitted to a hundred 
pound, which he alfo truly paid to the Abbot. 
And our ufe at this day is not warranted by an- 
tient courfe of Precedents; for ifa man had been 
Arrefted upon a Subpena, upon notice given he 
fhould have had a Writ of Priviledge, which of 
courfe her Majefty muft have allowed. Then he 
made a long Speech upon Trewinnard and Ske- 
wifh's Cafe 35 Hen. 8. Dyer fol. 55. Pl. 8. & 36 
H. 8.59. Pl. 17, @c. See the Book at large. 

Mt Bretten (hewed , that a Member of this 
Houfe (M' Philips the Lawyer) was ferved with 
a Privy-Seal out of the Court of Wards, by one 
Thomas Deane Servant to one M' Chamberlain a 
Widows; who when he delivered the Procefs, 
being told it would be taken in evil part by the 
Houfe, faid, he cared not 3 and that the Houfe

would punifh him for it and bring him on his 
Knees, he Anfwered, his MiftrefS would bear 
him out, and fhe made no doubt but the thould 
find as good Friends there as he had. Whereupon 
the Houfe willed that fhe and her Servant fhould 
be fent for by the Serjeant. 

M’ Holcroft thewed the Houfe that many Com- 
plaints were made, but none punifhed; many 
fent for, but none appeared. There was a mat- 
ter Complained of by one M' Morrice a Gentle- 
man that had his Man Arrefted at his Heels by 
the Sheriffs of Shrewsbury, and nothing was done 
therein. 

Mr Morrice faid, that after the Houfe had gi- 
ven Order to the Serjeant to go, he came (faid 
he) unto me to certifie him of the Parties and 
of the particulars. And what he hath fince done 
therein I know not. 

M Roger Owen faid, May it pleafe you Mt 
Speaker, my felf being chofen for the Shire, think 
it my part to {peak fomething, feeing the Bur- 
gefles for the Town neglect their duties in not 
{peaking. True it is, that fuch Order was given 
from the Houfe, but the Gentleman Mt Morrice 
and fome others being willing to let me have the 
Examination of the matter, came before me, and 
upon Examination (a wife Examination no doubt, 
quoth M' Secretary) I found that he was ng me- 
nial Servant, but only a Servant that brought him 
part of the way, and was to go no further with 
Whereupon I 
think the Serjeant having fo much notice, 
{tayed. 

Mt Browne of Grayes- Inn faid, M* Speaker, it 
feemeth this matter is fhufled up, I humbly pray 
the Serjeant may be heard. And all the Houfe 
cryed I, I. 

After three Congies made the Serjeant fhewed, 
that he was with M' Morrice, and that he offer- 
ed him to fend one of his men, but becaufe he 
was in doubt of finding them, he defired {ome 
part of his Fees, or money for his charges or 
Horfes, or elfe he would find Horfes, or get one 
of his fellow Serjeants to go, becaufe he could 
not well be {pared from this Service 5 if not, he 
would for his more Expedition procure a Pur- 
fevant to go with a Warrant under M' Speaker’s 
hand, and fome of the Honourable of the Coun- 
cel in this Houfe for the more fpcedy Paflage. 
All which courfes Mt Morrice rejected. And I 
hope the Houfe meant not I fhould go or fend 
on my own Purfe, or hazard the charge my 
felf. And therefore I hope this will be fuffici- 
ent for my difcharge. And all the Houfe cryed 
LiL 

So no more was faid of that matter, for the 
Speaker feemed to favour the caufe, and there- 
fore he prefently ftood up and asked if the Houfe 
would have the Prifoners in, which ferved Sir 
Edmund Morgan and M' Pemerton 3 and by this 
fhift the former matter was fhufled up. 

Chriftopher Kennell and William Mackerells 
were brought to the Bar, the one for ferving 
Sir Edmund Morgan with a Sabpena, the set 
Wilk 
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with ferving Mr, Pemerton with the like Writ. 

Chriftopher Kennell aid, M* Speaker, and the 
reft of this Honourable Houfe , I am (though 
poor) a Gentleman born and known to many in 
this Affembly ; This perhaps may be a caufe to 
aggravate my offence. I hope there is no man 
that doth not know me, and I am fure there is 
no man which doth know me, but thinketh, I 
would not willfully commit fuch an offence as 
this is. Ihave been fometimes (though unwor- 
thy) a Member of this Houfe , and I have feen 
and known the Juftice of the Houfe in the like 
Cafes: But M‘ Speaker, if there be either honefty 
or Chriftianity in me, by the fame I do proteft 
that [knew not Sir Edmund Morgan was of this 
Houfe of Parliament, which I think he will a- 
vouch himfelf And as foon asI heard it, I went 
to Sir Edmund’s Chamber, where I found him, 
to reconcile my felf and make an Atonement 
(for that was his word) withhim. As I was do. 
ing this, M' Serjeant came into the Chamber and 
there Arrefted me; whofe Arreft I moft willingly 
obeyed, and do now acknowledge my {elf to 
have offended though not wittingly. May ic 
pleafe you, I have ferved her Majefty thefe 
eighteen Years in her Wars, and in all my Life I 
was never Trefpafler in any offence of this or 
the like nature. I do therefore moft humbly be- 
feech you in your Wifdoms to have confideration 
of the nature and circumftances of mine offence, 
and moft willingly I do fubmit my felf to your 
Cenfures. 

William Mackerells being a poor fimple Fellow 
could fay nothing for himfelf, but only that he 
knew not M' Pemerton to be of the Houfe, no 
not for his Life, if it, ec. 

So the Serjeant was commanded to remove 
them forth. 

Mr. Fohnjox aid, Some we Pardon out of Dif- 
cretion, fome out of Commiferation, I think fet 
all Parliaments together, they will not match this 
Parliament with numbers of this nature 5 only 
impunity, the Caufe. 

Sir Edmund Morgan faid, The Gentleman 
(Mr. Speaker) is a Man of good defert, fort and 
carriage 3 and I think if he had known me to 
have been of this Houfe , he would not have 
ferved me with theSubpena. Truly he came to 
my Lodging and acknowledged his great fault, 
and prayed me to extenuate it. I proteft I think 
he did not know I was of the Houfe. And there- 
fore [humbly pray that in regard of his perfon 
and good fervice done to her Majefty, his offence 
may be as freely remitted by the Houfe as it is 
by me; And that it would pleafe you all to re- 
ferve your Juftice to matters of greater impor- 
tance. Which Speech was marvellous well liked 
of by the Houfe. 

Mr Pemerton being asked what he could fay, 
whether Walliawe Mackerells knew him 5 he An- 
{wered, I, and that his men had told him. He 
faid he knew that the faid William was a very 
Knave, and therefore he would not entreat the 
favour of the Houfe, but let him have the Ju- 
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{tice of the Houfe. Which Speech was generally 
mifliked as churlith. 

M' Fleetwood a Counfellor of Grayes-Inn 
fhewed unto the Houfe that one Holland a Scri- 
vener by Temple-Bar, and his Man had beaten 
his Servant; And he humbly prayed they might 
be fent for. And the queftion grew upon dif- 
pute whether this were punifhable. And after 
upon a Precedent vouched by M' Roger Owen of 
8 Hew. 4. touching a Knight of the Parliament 
coming towards the Parliament. And foagreed 
they fhould be fent for. See the whole matter 
on Saturday next. 

M' Keanell and M' Mackerells were brought 
to the Bar, and after their offences laid open by 
the Speaker, he faid, it pleafed the Houfe to 
have fo favourable confideration of their offen- 
ces, that they fhould only have three dayes Im- 
prifonment in the Cuftody of the Serjeant and 
pay him their Fees. 

M' Downald moved the Houle, firft, that that 
gracious Meflage which had been fent from her 
Majefty might be written in the Books of Re- 
cords of this Houfe, (being worthy to be writ- 
ten in Gold) as well as it is written and fixed in 
the true heart of every good Subje&s Secondly, 
That the Honourable Affembly of this Houfe 
would move her Majefty and be earneft means of 
fpeed, left that which is now meant indeed may 
by protraction of time be altered , or perhaps 
not fo happily effected. 

M* Secretary Cecill {aid , I promifed to be as 
filent as I could. Among much Speech of the 
wife, there wants not much folly, much more in 
me. I do not {peak becaufe I do diflike the Mo- 
tion of the Gentleman that laft fpake, but to de- 
fend the diligence and grace of the Queen, It is 
no matter of Toy for a Prince to notifie in pub- 
lick a matter of this weight. Though the Idol 
of a Monopoly be a great Monfter, yet after 
two or three days I doubt not but you fhall fee 
him difmember’d ; And I proteft there is not 
any Soul that lives deferves thanks in this Caufe 
but our Sovereign. Yefterday the Queen gave 
Order for a Draught of a Proclamation, I had it 
in my hand. You all know, I went even now 
out of the Houfe (that was in the middle of Mt 
Tate’s Speech) then I read it, and fent for him 
that fhould deliver it to her hands. Now what 
needs this new Zeal ? 

M' Davies faid, M' Speaker, I {tood up before 
to fpeak, it is not much I had to fay, only this, 
That which was delivered unto you from her 
facred felf,; I think to be Gofpel, that is, Glad 
Tidings; And as the Gofpel is regiftred and 
written, fo would Ihave that alfo; for if ever 
glad tidings came to the heart of the Subject,they 
now come. This is all Sir. 

Sir George Moore faid, Thiseating and fretting 
Difeafe of Monopolies I have ever detefted with 
my heart, and the greater the grievance is, the 
more ineftimable is the grave wifdom of her Ma- 
jefty in repealing them.

Mr, Barrington made Report of the Travel of 
the Committees in the Bill againft Blafphemous 
Swearing (who were appointed on Tue/day the 
tot" day of this inftant November foregoing ) 
and brought in the Bill with fome Amendments.

count ineftimable. And though God hath raifed 
me High, yet this I count the Glory of my 
Crown, that I have Reigned with your Loves. 
This makes me that I do not fo much rejoice 
that God hath made me to be a Queen, as to be 
a Queen over fo thankful a People. Therefore 
I have caufe to wifh nothing more than to con- 
tent the Subject, and that is a duty which I owe. 
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Neither do I defire to live longer dayes, than 
that I may fee your Profperity , and that’s my 
only defire. And asI am that Perfon that ftill, 
yetunder God, hath delivered you, fo I truft, 
by the Almighty Power of God, that I {till fhall 
be his Inftrument to preferve you from Envy, 
Peril, Difhonour, Shame, Tyranny and Oppref- 
fion, partly by means of your intended helps, 
which we take very acceptably, becaufe it mani- 
fefteth the largenefs of your Loves, and Loyal- 
ties unto your Sovereign. Of my felf I mult fay 
this, I never was any greedy, fcraping Grafper, 
nor a {trait faft-holding Prince,nor yet a Wafter 5 
My heart was never fet on Worldly Goods, but 
only for my Subjects good.

Note that all this while they kneeled. Where- 
upon her Majefty faid, Mt Speaker, I would with 
you and the reft to ftand up, for I thall yet trou- 
ble you with longer Speech, fo they all {tood up 
and fhe went on tn her Speech, faying. 


Mr. Speaker, You give me thanks, but I doube 
me, I have more caufe to thank you all than 
youme; And I charge you to thank them of 
the Houfeof Commons from me: for had I not 
received a knowledge from you, I might have 
fallen into the Lap of anError, only for lack of 
trueInformation. Since I was Queen, yet did [

A Juftice of Peace 
is a living Creature , yet for half a Dozen of 
Chickens, will difpenfe with a whole dozen of 
penal Statutes. We fearch and ingrofs the retail. 
Thefe be the Basket Juftices of whom the Tale 
may be verified of a Juftice that I know,to whom 
one of his poor Neighbours coming, faid, Sir, I 
am very highly rated in the Subfidy Book, I be- 
feech you to help me. To whom he Anfwered, 
I know thee not. Not me Sir, quoth the Coun- 
tryman? Why your Worfhip had my Teem 
and my Oxen fuch a day, and I have ever been 
at your Worfhips Service; Have you fo Sir, 
quoth the Juftice, I never remember’d f had any 
fuch matter, no not a Sheeps-Tail. So unlefs 
you offer Sacrifice to the Idol-Juftices, of Sheep 
and Oxen, they know you not. If a Warrant 
come from the Lords of the Council to levy a 
hundred men, he will levy two hundred, and 
what with chopping in and chufing out, he'll 
gain a hundred pounds by the Bargain. Nay if 
he be to fend out a Warrant upon a mans requeft 
to have any fetcht in upon fufpicion of Felony 
or the like; he will write the Warrant himfelf, 
and you mutt put two fhillings in his Pocket as 
his Clerks Fee, (when God knows he keeps but 
two or three Hindes) for his better maintenance. 
Why we have paft here five Bills of Swearing, 
going to Church, good Ale, Drunkennefs and 
bsiuay fata Si this is as good to them as if you had 
given them a Subfidy and two Fifteenths. Only 
in that point I miflike the Bill, for the reft I 
could wifh it good paffage. 

Sir Francis Hastings faid Camongft other 
Speeches to this Bill) That fuch Juftices were 
well worthy to be lockt up in an Ambery. But 
he wifht that all might not be cenfured for one 
evil, who though he neglected both the care of 
Confcience and Country which he fhould love, 
yet doubtlefs many did not fo, as being touched 
in Confcience to remember that our long Peace 
fhould make us careful to pleafe Him in doing of 
Juftice, that had preferved us, and was the Au- 
thor of our Peace, God himfelf; And thereupon 
the faid Bill was ingrofled as aforefaid. 

Mr. Wifeman moved the Houfe to remember 
two things; one that it had been an Antient 
Cuftom in Parliament, fometimes to call the

May it pleafe you, It hath been 
a moft laudable Cuftom, that fome contributi- 
on or Collection fhould be made amongft us 
iz pios ufuss And i humbly pray we do not 
forget our Parliamental Charity. Every Knight 
paid ten fhillings, every Burges five fhillings, part 
of the whole to the Minifter, and part to your 
Servant here, and part to the Poor, the reft at 
your difpofals. The laft time our Charity ran- 
fom'd a Prifoner, for the Father's good defert. 
The laft time Sir Robert Wroth and Mr. Fetti- 
place were Colletors. It refts in you either to 
appoint them or chufe others. 

Mr. Fettiplace faid, It is true, Mr. Speaker, 
I was Collector the laft year, there was paid out 
of the money collected, to the Minifter ten 
pound, to the Serjeant thirty pound, to Sir 
John Levefon for the redemption of Mr. Fox his 
Son that made the Book of Martyrs,thirty pound ; 
There was money given to Prifons, that is the 
two Counters, Ludgate and Newgate in Loxdox, 
in Southwark two, and Weftminfter one. How 
old the Cuftom is I know not; but how good 
itisf know. For my own particular, having 
once undergone that fervice already, I humbly 
pray that it would pleafe you to accept ano- 
ther. 

Mr. Tate faid, Charity proceedeth from Con- 
fcience, it breeds obedience to God, it pleafeth 
God 5 and fo went on and fpake for a Town in 
his Country lately burnt, that it would-pleafe 
seeps to contribute fomething to the Poors 

ofs. 

The Bill for the affurance of the Joynture of 
Lucie Countels of Bedford was read the third 
time and paffed upon the queftion.

others. 

Sir Walter Raleigh made Report of the Travel 
of the Committees in the Bill touching the pay- 
ment of Debts upon Shop-Books(who were ap- 
pointed on Weduefday the 15** day of Nover- 
ber foregoing) and brought in the Bill with 
fome {mall Amendments, and prayed the reading 
thereof.

Thofe that 
did {peak fhe thought fpake not out of {pleen or 
difpleafure to the Grants, but to deliver the grief 
of their hearts, which above any Earthly Plea- 
fure fhe refpected. She {aid fhe was not allured 
with the Royal Authority of a King, neither did 
fhe attribute any thing unto her felf,, but all to 
the Glory of God. She faid, the Cares and Trou- 
ble of a Crown are known only to them that 
wear it 5 and were it not more for Confcience 
fake than for any defert or want of difpofition 
in her, thefe Patentees fhould not efcape without 
condign Punifhment. She defired not to Reign 
longer than that her Government and Reign 
fhould be for our good. She faid, we well might 
have a Prince of more wifdom and fufficiency,

The Bill for the Amendments of Double Soal 
green was read the fecond time, and committed 
unto Mt Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Robert 
Wroth , Sic William Lane and others; and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth, who with 
the reft was appointed to meet upon Friday next 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon. 

The Bill to reform abufes ufed by the Clerk 
of the Market was read the fecond time, and 
thereupon M' Frechevile one of the Knights for 
Derbyfhire {pake unto it. 

In that I {peak being leaft worthy, I hope it 
will be deemed to proceed from affection ,~ not 
prefumption. Befides, I have learnt it for a Rule 
in this Houfe, it is better to venture Credit than 
Confcience: There are three things to be confi- 
dered in this Bill; the inconveniency, the necef- 
fity of the remedy, and the conveniency of the 
punifhment. For the inconveniency , no man 
but knows it, who knows the State of his Coun- 
try. In mine there is nothing more generally 
complained of than the inequality of meafures ; 
for the rich havetwo meafures, withthe one he 

buyes, 
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buyes, and ingrofleth Corn in the Country, that 
is the greater; with the other he retails it at 
home to his poor Neighbours, that’s by the lef- 
fer. This isto the great and juft complaint of 
all. So after many other matters moved upon 
Statutes, the Bill was committed to Mt Frechvile, 
M' Wifeman, M' Fobnfon , Sit George Moore, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir Fohn Egerton, the Burgefles 
and Citizens of all Cities and Corporate Towns, 
the Knights for Norfolk, M* Francis Moore, Mt 
Zachary Lock, Mt Warcup, M* Siznell, Mt Doyle 
and M' Thowas Cefar , who were appointed to 
meet upon Saturday next inthis Houfe at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the more diligent refort to Church 
upon Suxdays was read the fecond time, unto 
which divers Speeches were had in the Houfe. 

Mr: Roger Owen faid, that he mifliked the Bill 
for two refpects; the one for the Penalty, the 
other in refpe&t of the Party punifhing, that is 
the Juftice. For the firft the Penalty is twelve 
pence. It is well known that the pooteft Recu- 
fant in Exgland ought as well as the rich to pay 
his twenty pound, and for want of Lands and 
Goods his Body is lyable; And therefore we 
fhall double punifh him, which is againft Law. 
For the other, touching the Juftice, I think it 
too great a trouble , and they are ever loaden 
with a number of penal Statutes, yea a whole 
Alphabet, as appears by Hu/fey in the time of 
Henry the Seventh. And this is a matter fo ob- 
vious, that a Juftice of Peace his Houfe will be 
like a Quarter Seffions with the multitude of 
thefe Complaints. I think alfo it is an infringe- 
ment of Magna Charta, for that gives Tryal per 
pares, but this by two Witnefles before a Juftice 
of the Peace. And by this Statute if a Juftice of 
Peace come into the Quarter Seffions, and fay it 
is a good Oath, this is as good as an Indittment : 
Therefore for my part away with the Bill. 

Sir Francis Haftings faid , { never in my Life 
heard Juftices of the Peace taxed before in this 
fort: for ought I know, Juftices of Peace be 
men of Quality, Honefty, Experience and Juftice. 
I would ask the Gentleman that lait {pake, but 
two queftions 5 the firft, if he would have any 
Penalty at all inflicted ; the fecond, if in the 
firft Statute or in this an eafier way for the levy- 
ing of this twelve pence. If he deny the firft, 
I know his fcope; if the fecond, no man but 
himfelf will deny,it. And to fpeak fo in both, 
is neither gravely, religioufly nor rightly {poken. 
And therefore for God , the Queen, and our 
Countries fake, I befeech a Commitment. 

M' Carey Raleigh faid, The Sabbath is Ordained 
for four Caufes; Firft, To meditate on the Om- 
nipotency of God, Secondly, To Affemble us 
together to give thanks, Thirdly, That we 
might be the better enabled to follow our own 
Affairs, Fourthly, That we might hallow that 
day and fanétify the fame. King Fames the Fourth 
in the Year 1512. and King James the Sixth in 
the Year 1579, or 1597. did ere& and ratify a 
Law, that whofoever kept eitherFair or Market 
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upon the Sabbath, his moveables fhould pre- 
fently be given to the Poor. Men gathering of 
{ticks were {toned to Death , becaufe that was 
thought to be a kind of Prophanation of the Sab- 
bath. In France a Woman refufing to fanttify 
the Sabbath, Fire appeared in the Air 5 this mo- 
ved her not: it came the fecond time; and de- 
voured all that ever fhe had (only alittle Child 
in the Cradle excepted.) But to come nearer our 
felves, in the Year 1583. the Houfe of Paris 
Garden by Gods juft Judgment fell down as they 
were at the Bear-baiting the 23"* of Fazuary on 
a Synday, and four hundred perfons forely cruth- 
ed, yet by God’s Mercy only eight flain out- 
right. I would be an humble Suitor to the Ho- 
nourable that fit about the Chair, that this bru- 
tifh Exercife may be ufed on fome other day and 
not upon the Swzday, which I with my heart 
do wifh may be obferved, and doubt not, but 
great reformation will come if this Bill pafs. To 
the better effeGing whereof, 1 humbly pray, that 
if there be imperfeCtions in it, it may be com- 
mitted. 

Sir George Moore faid, I have read that the 
tongue of a man is fo tyedin his mouth, that it 
will ftir, and yet not fo tied that it will ftir ftill. 
It is tied deep in the Stomach with certain ftrings 
which reach to the heart 5 to this end I fay, that 
what the heart doth offer,the tongue may utter 5 
what the heart thinks the tongue may fpeak. 
This I know to be true, becaufe I find it in the 
word of truth, Out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth fpeaketh. For the Gentleman that laft 
‘{pake and fo much inveighed againft Juftices, it 
may be it proceeds out of the corruption of his 
hearts; howfoever I mean not to fearch it or 
anfwer him; only I turn him to Solomon and 
mean to anfwer him with filence. Without go- 
ing to Church, doing Chriftian Duties, we can- 
not be Religious, and by Religion we learn both 
our Duty to God and to the Queen. In doing 
our Duty to God we fhall be better enabled to 
do our Duty to our Prince. And the word 
bindeth us, that we fhould give to God that 
which is due toGod, Et Cefari que funt Cefaris. 
Among{t many Laws which we have, we have 
none for conftraint of Gods Service. I fay, None, 
though one were made iz primo of this Queen, 
becaufe that Law 1s no Law which takes no force, 
for Executio Legis, vita Legis. Then let us not 
give fuch caufe of Comfort to our Adverfaries, 
that having drawn a Bill in Queftion for the fer- 
vice of our God, we fhould ftand fo much in 
queftioning the fame. Once a Month coming to 
Church excufeth us from danger of the Law, but 
not from the Commandment of God, who faith, 
Thou fhalt fanGifie the Sabbath day, that is, every 
Sabbath. This Bill ties the Subje& to fo much 
and no more, which being agreeable with the 
Law of God, afd the Rule of Policy, I fee no 
reafon why we fhould ftand fo ftridtly in giving 
it a Commitment. 

Mr Bond faid , 1 with the Sabbath fandtified 
according to the precife Rules of Gods Com- 
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mandment, but I with that St Augu/tins Rule | Juftices; againft thefe I will not {peak that i {pake 


may be obferved in the manner, #07 jubendo, fed 
docendo, magis monendo quam minando. _\ like 
not that power fhould be given to the Juftices of 
Peace ; for who almoft are not grieved at the 
luxuriant Authority of Juftices of Peace ? By 
the Statute of 1 Edw.3. they muft be good men 
and lawful, no maintainers of evil, but moderate 
in Execution of Laws; for Magiftrates be men, 
and men have always attending on them two 
Minifters Libido c& Iracundia; men of this na- 
ture do fubjugate the free born SubjeGt. Clerks 
can do much, Children more, and Wives moft. 
It is dangerous therefore to give Authority in fo 
dangerous a thing as this is, which I hold worth 
your fecond thoughts, gue folent effe prudentiores. 
Her Majefty during all the time of her Reign 
hath been clement, gracious, meek and merciful, 
yea chufing rather delinquere, { know not how to 
termit, in Lenity and not in Cruelty. But by 
this Statute there is a conftraint to come to di- 
vine fervice, and for neglect all muft pay. Pk- 
Gentur Achivi, the poor Commonalty, whofe 
ftrength and quietnefs is the ftrength and quiet- 
nefs of usall, he only fhall be puntthed, he vexed. 
For will any think that a Juftice of Peace will 
conteft with as good a man as himfelf? No, this 
Age is too wife. I leave it to this Houfe, whe- 
ther it {tand with Policy,when four Subfidies and 
eight Fifteenths be now granted, to bring the 
poorer fort into greater fear by thefe and fuch 
like Laws, Malus cuftos diuturnitatis metus. And 
in the gracious Speech which her Majefty lately 
delivered unto us, fhe ufed this, that the defired 
to be beloved of her Subjects. It was a wife 
Speech of a wife Prince, for an Hiftorian faith, 
Timor excitat in vindiitam. Therefore M* Spea- 
ker, I miflike the Bill in that point touching Ju- 
{tices, and alfo touching taxation. I will only 
fay thus much with Pavutins in the Nicene Coun- 
cil, Abfit quod tam grave jugum fratribus noftris 
2 PORAatHHS. 

I am forry faid Mt Comptroller, after forty 
three years under her Majefties happy govern- 
ment that we fhall now difpute or commit a Bill 
of this nature. And I would that any voice 
durft be fo bold or defperate as cry, Away with 
this Bill. The old Statute gives the penalty, this 
new only f{peedier means to levy it. I much 
marvel that men will or dare accufe Juftices of 
Peace, Minifters to her Majefty without whom 
the Commonwealth cannot be. If this bold- 
nefs go on, they will accufe Judges, and laftly 
theSeatof Juftice it felf That all Juftices fhould 
be thus generally accufed, this is meer Barbarifm 
indeed. When her Majefty fhall have under- 
{tanding hereof, it willbe no content unto her, 
and a {candal unto us all. 

M' Glafcock faid, In that Lam taxed to tax Ju- 
{tices of Peace, Tam to pray the Houfe to give 
me leave to make an Apology for my felf Mr 
Speaker, I will not deny that I fpake, and pro- 
te{tit in my confcience, I fpake only of the in- 
feriour fort of Juftices, commonly called Basket 


laft, but other matter in other Terms. They be 
like the wife men of Chaldee, that could never 
give judgment till they faw the Entrails of 
Beafts. Our Statutes penal be like the Beaft 
born in the Morning, at his full growth at noon, 
and dead at night: So thefe Statutes quick in 
Execution like a wonder for nine days; fo long 
after,they be at the height 5 but by theend of the 
year, they are carried dead ina Basket tothe Ju- 
{tices Houfe. 

Mr. Speaker faid, Mr. Glafcock, you {peak 
from the matter and purpofe, and this that you 
have fpoken you mutt juftify. 

Mr. Martin {aid, 1 am rather willing to fpeak, 
in that I would willingly have an end of this 
matter. I think we all agree upon the fub- 
{tance, that it is fit the Sabbath fhould be fanGi- 
fied. The other matter which is the impedi- 
ment, I know itis a grief, but I leave it as matter 
more fit to be decided at a Committee, than 
here. And therefore for the Honour of the 
Queen and of her Government, I wifh it may 
be committed without further Argument. 

Sir Robert Wroth faid, I think the Office of 
Juftice of Peace is too good acalling for him that 
exclaims againft it, and I think he'll ne’re have 
the honour to have it. It were good they were 
named, and that he told who they were: other- 
wife honeft men will be loth to ferve the Queen, 
when they fhall be flandered without proof. 
Therefore I would he might anfwer it at the 
Bar.. And all faid, No, No. 

Mr. Fohnfox faid, This Bill is an excellent 
good Bill; And I have obferved in all the 
Speeches yet {poken have been interlarded with 
other matter. The Gentleman now protefteth 
he {pake of Basket Juftices 5 I appeal tothe whole 
Houfe whether his definition were not general, 
viz. A Juftice of Peace is a kind of living Cre- 
ature, that for half a Dozen of Chickens will 
difpenfe with a dozen of penal Statutes. I 
think it is well known that the Honourable that 
fit about the Chair, and all the reft of her Ma- 
jetties Privy Council have and do hold the fame 
place, and this toucheth them as much as Infe- 
riour Juftices. And therefore I humbly pray 
he may anfwer it at the Bar, and that it may 
not be paft over with filence. 

M' Hide faid,Every man agrees thisBill hath good 
matter, and we all agree and confent to the fub- 
{tance,though diflentto the form; fome havemore 
wit, & fome have more underftanding than others. 
If they of meaner capacity and Judgment {pake 
impertinently,let us not in a {pleen ftraightcry, A- 
way with theBill; but let us giveit the fame favour 
we give toBillsof far inferiour nature,that isaCom- 
mitment; fo the Bill was committed tothe for- 
mer Committees (who were appointed on Wed- 
nefday the 18° day of November foregoing) and 
to all the Privy Council being of this Houle, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir Carew Reignolds, Sir Anthony 
Cope, Mr. Bond,Mr. Martin, Mr. Hide, Mr. Owen,

M' Dauzet Burgefs for Yarmouth faid , May it 
pleafe you, M' Speaker, The duty I owe to my 
Sovereign and Country makes me bold to crave 
your Patience to hear me. The matter that I 
{hall fpeak of is twofold, the firft concerneth the 
Honour of the Queen, the fecond the fafety of 
our Country, two very high points for me to 
handle, and require a more cloquent Difcourfe 
than I am able to make. I will ufe no cireum- 
{tance or with fuperfluous matter abufe the time 
which is very precious, but to the matter. I have 
been of the Parliament five or fix times, and f 
have always obferved by this Houfe (and £ would 
willingly be refolved by the Honourable about 
the Chair) that all the Wars of her Majefty are 
Wars offenfive, and [do not hear the contrary : 
How then windes it that fuch a number of her 
Majelties Subjects be fpoiled, robbd, beaten, 
wounded, themfelves taken, ufed with fuch cx- 
tream torture, rack’d, carried away, imprifoned, 
ranfomed, fined, and fome executed , and all 
this time no Wars? But give me leave, for thefe 
ten Years, 1am fure the Subjects of this Land on 
the Sea-Coaft have undergone thefe Tyrannies, 
and by whom? even by two bafe Towns 
Duxkirk and Newport. Dunkirk at firft began 
with two Ships and are now encreafed to almoft 
twenty. They are at home at Supper, and the 
next day here with us, I muft needs confefs the 
great charge that I know the Lord Admiral is 
at continually by lying ready to take thefe P1- 
rates. Send to take them, they ftraight tie 
home: if our Ships return they are f{treigbt here 
again. I dare boldly fay it, they have done 
England more hurt fince they began, than all 
France, either in the time of Hex, 8. Edw. 5. 
or Queen Mary. If it be fo that thefe two bafe 
Towns fhall fo confront the Power of this Land, 
I fee no reafon why they fhould be fuflered: 
for it isa great difhonour both unto the Queen 
and unto the Kingdom. IL have heard many fay 
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that the Navies are the Walls of the Kingdom 5 
but we fuffer our Ships {till to be deftroyed, fome 
to be burnt, and fome to be funk. We may com- 
pare our Scamen to Sheep feeding upon a fair 
Mountain, in the midft whereof {tands a little 
Grove full of Wolves: Why M* Speaker we 
are fo plagued with them, that they be fo bold, 
as now and then to take our Harveft-men tardy 
with Ambufcadoes. I fpeak with grief, and it 
was reported unto me by a Scottifh-man , that 
Duke Allert and the Infanta fhould plainly pub- 
lifh, that they would pull down fo many of the 
Walls of Exgland, that they would eafily make 
an Entry.And it had been better forSea-Coaft men 
to have given the Queen an hundred Subfidies 
that they had been long fince fuppreft. My hum- 
ble Motion is, that it would pleafe the Houfe to 
enter into confideration of thefe things, for the 
honour, good and fafety both of the Queen and 
of the Kingdom. 

Mt Peake faid, I muft needs fhew unto this 
Houle (upon fo good an occafion offered) how 
grievoufly the Town of Sandwich (for which I 
ferve) is vexed and almoft undone, infomuch 
as in that Town there is neither Owner, Mafter 
or Mariner that hath not felt it. Her Majelty is 
continually at Charge, but what enfueth or com- 
eth of it, I never yet knew. If in the County 
of Kent at Shooters Hill, Gadd’s Hill, Baram 
Down, &c. there fhould many and ofter Robbe- 
ties be committed, and the Juftices look not to 
it, this were but an ill part. Every day men 
come home, their Goods and all they have taken 
away, yea their very Apparel; and if the Ships 
might alfo be carried away , they would do it. 
This would be amended and looked into. We 
had need to cherifh this Subject, I think him to 
be the beft and moft necefiary Member of the 
Common-Wealth, I mean the Navigator. 

M: Martiz faid, I like not thefe extravagant 
Speeches in the manner, though I miflike them 
not inthe matter. They are like to men whofe 
Houfes being on Fire run out into the ftreet like 
Madmen for getting themfelves of help. That 
that Cottage of Dunkirk, the flourifhing Eftate 
whereof is a difhonour to our Nation, fhould fo 
much offend us, when we never offer to fupprefs 
them ; it is no marvail. I think there 1s no man 
but underftands the grief: But I with that thofe 
who at firft propounded to the Houfe this mat- 
ter, had alfo laid down fome project , though 
never fo fmall, of remedy 5 otherwife fuch cur- 
fory Motions as thefe be, cannot be but very 
diltaftful to the Houfe.

M' Winch one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching Theophilus Adams (who were appoin- 
ted on Saturday the 5° day of this inftant De- 
cember foregoing) brought in the Bill amended 
in fome parts by the Committees.

After fundry Motions and Arguments made 
againft An Act made 39 Regine Eliz. touching 
Lands given to charitable ufes, it was upon the 
queftion Ordered , that the faid A& fhould be 
repealed. And upon another queftion (whether 
the faid A& fhould be repealed in the particular 
new Bill exhibited this Seflion of Parliament, or 
elfe in the general Bill touching repeal of Sta- 
tutes, it was agreed by the Houfe that it fhould 
be repealed in the general Bill of Repeal of Sta- 
tutes.

time; but before it was committed, there pafled 
many Speeches and Arguments touching it in the 
Houle, being of very great moment. 

Sir Edward Hobbie {aid, I may refemble this to 
a faying of a Gentleman who told a ftory of a 
skilful Painter that painted a Tree in the Sea fo 
lively, cc. And the Judgment was, O valde 
bene, fed hic non erat locus: Sol fay, this Bill is 
an Excellent Bill, the matter foul, the requeft 
and remedy good and honeft, but this is not our 
mean of redrefs. Her Majefty in the late Procla- 
mation took notice thereof, and no doubt fhe 
will redrefs it. And for us now to enter again on 
bringing or allowing As again{t Monopolies, 
is to refufe her Majefties gracious favour, and 
cleave to our own affections. I think therefore 
if we deal therein, Petition will be our only 
courfe. This is a matter of Prerogative, and this 
Is no place. 

Mr’ Fettiplace faid , 1 know her Majefty recei- 
veth Yearly by Cultom for the tranfportation of 
thefe Ordnance three thoufand pound. There 
be four kinds of thefe Ordnance now ufually 
tranfported ; The firft a Falkon of the leaft 
weight and bore; the fecond a Minion, a little 
heavier and bigger; the third a Sacre, fomewhat

greateft. Now Mr’ Speaker, they which tranf- 
port Ordnance do tranfport in this manner; If 
it bea Falkon , fhe fhall have the weight of a 
Minion, and fo if a Sacre the weight of a Demi- 
Culverin: the reafon hereof is, becaufe when 
they are brought beyond the Seas they will new 
bore them to a greater fize, as the Sacre to the 
Demi-Culverin bore 5 Befides, M' Speaker, eight 
Tun of Iron Ordnance will make five Tun of 
good Iron. And it is now grown fo common, 
that if you would fend Merchandize beyond the 
Seas in Strangers Bottoms, they will not carry 
it 5 unlefs you will ballaft their Ships and load 
them with fome Ordnance. The Ordnance be 
carried to Callais, Exbden, Lubeck, Rochell, Breft, 
S' Fobu de Luce, and other places, and thefe be 
Confederates with Spain and Friends with Dux- 
kirk, fo that in helping them we do not only 
help our Friends, but fuccour the Spaniards their 
Friends and our Enemies. if the Queen would 
forbid the tranfportation of Ordnance but for 
feven Years, it would breed fuch a {carcity to the 
Spawiard, that we might have him even where 
we would: Some (no doubt) the Sea would 
devour, fome would be taken, and the {tore 
which he now hath, fcattered, and thereby his 
Force weakened. They have fo much Iron in 
Spain out of Exgland, that they do ordinarily 
fella hundred weight of Iron Ordnance for feven 
Duckets and a half Spanifh. And if the Spaniard 
do make it a Capital matter but to tranfport a 
Horfe or a Gennet, much more ought we to have 
a {pecial care herein, when we fhall Arm even 
our own Enemies againft our felves. I think 
therefore to proceed by way of a Bill would fa- 
vour of curbing her Majefties Prerogative. But 
to procced by way of Petition, it isa fafe courfe 
and pleafing , and we ought the rather to be 
induced thereto, becaufe already we have found 
it fuccefsful. 

M: Browz faid, There is a Law already in the 
point, and that is in the thirty third Year of 
Henry the Eighth Cap. 7. and in the fecond of 
Edward the Sixth Cap. 37. which prohibits the 
tranfportation of Gun-Metal.And although Guns 
were not then made of fron, yet now they are, 
and therefore perhaps you will fay it is out of the 
Statute, But it was lately adjudged in Worling- 
tons and Simpfons Cafe to be clearly within the 
very Letter of that Law. And I am fure Guns 
be made of Gun-Metal, and whofoever tranfport- 
eth Guns, tranfporteth Gun-Metal 5 and it is 
within the danger of that Law. But that which 
I would move is only this, that we might be Pe- 
titioners to her Majefty to revoke that Patent, 
and then Currat Lex, cc. 

Sir Walzer Raleigh faid, 1 am fure heretofore 
one Ship of her Majefties was able to beat ten 
Spaniards ; but now by reafonof our own Ord- 
nance we are hardly matcht one to one. And if 
the Low-Countries ihould either be tubdued by the 
Spaniard, or yield unto him upon a Conditional 
Peace, or fhall join in Amity with the Prerch as 


we fee them daily inclining, I fay there is nothing 
doth fo much threaten the conqueft of the King- 
dom as the tranfoortation of Ordnance. And 
therefore I think it a good and fpeedy coutfe 
to proceed by way of Petition, left we be cut 
off from our defires, either by the Upper Houfe, 
or before by the fhortnef and fudden ending of 
the Parliament. 

M' Carey faid, We take it for an ufe in the 
Houfe, that when any great or weighty matter 
or Bill is here handled, we ttreight fay it touch- 
eth the Prerogative and muft not be medled 
withal; And fo we that come to do our Coun- 
tries good, bereave them of that good help we 
may juftly Adminifter. M' Speaker, Qui vadit 
plane, vadit fanes Let us lay down our griefs in 
the Preamble of our Bill, and make it by wa 
of Petition ; And I doubt not but her Majefty 
being truly informed of it, will give her Royal 
Affent. 

Mr’ Secretary Herbert faid, The making of Ar- 
mamentaria 1s a Regality belonging only to the 
power of the King and the Crown of Exgland, 
and therefore no man can either caft or tranfport 
without Licence. [t ftood perhaps with the Poli- 
cy of former times to fuffer tranfportation, but 
as the times alter, fo doth the Government. And 
we doubt it is now very hurtful and prejudicial 
to the State; and therefore J am of opinion, tiat 
It is very fit this traniportation (hould be ftayed 5 
and [ concur only with them which would have 
it by way of Petition, and not by Bill. 

M' William Hackwell of Lincolus-Inn faid, I 
know the Authority of the Worthy Countellor 
that laft {pake will incline you to yield to this 
Objection; Yet notwith{tanding I befeech you 
fuppofe him to be a man of my Condition, or me 
to be a man of his fort, fo I doubt net but our 
perfons being equalized, the matter will foon be 
decided. Where he faith, tranf{portation is ne- 
ceflary to aid our Friends and retain their Afli- 
ance ; I Anfwer, ‘That it 1s the fubtilty and co- 
vetoufnefs of our Friends, who finding the in- 
eftimable gain and treafure they have by Ord- 
nance brought from us, do not only defire them 
for gain, but alfo to gain to themfclves Conte- 
derates, by which means fuccouring our Friends 
we aid our Enemies: For look whatfoever we 
give them, we deduct from our felves. Now lec 
us {top this tran{portation, and that greatly weak- 
ens their Forces, by which means they will never 
be able to encounter us hand to hand. Our Ord- 
nance (this pretious Jewel of our Realm, worth 
even all we have) is as familiarly fold in the 
Countries of our Confederates as any thing within 
this Land 5 but being ftopt, they muft be fain to 
take fupply from their Ports to their Ships, from 
their ships to the Field, cc. 

Sir Francis Hastings faid , How {wiftly and 
fweetly her Majefty apprehends our late grietfs, 
[ think there is no Subje& but knoweth. For us 
then to deal in a matter {0 highly touching her 
Prerogative , we fhould give her Majefty jutt 
caufe to deny our Proceedings by Bik. I think

therefore by laying open our griefs in a Petition, 
it will move the heart of her Majefty as much, 
being a Cafe of this confequence, as our firft 
Motion by Mr Speaker hath done. And there- 
fore 1am of Opinion there is no way but this 
way. 

a George Moore faid, It is in vain to difpute 
of the. matter when the manner is only in que- 
{tions and as vain to lofe the matter by over- 
long difpute of the manner. The late experience 
of her Majefties Love and Clemency towards 
us, and of her Care over us ftriketh fuch an aw- 
ful regard into my heart, that I wholly diflike 
this proceeding by Bill, and only do approve 
our former Motion by way of Petition. 

Mt Hyde faid, M' Speaker, It is doubted by 
fome that this Bill will not pafs by reafon of the 
fudden ending of the Parliament; for that, I 
think if we give not too much ftop to private 
Bills, this Bill would quickly pafs. And I fee no 
reafon but we may well proceed by Bill, and not 
touch her Majefties Prerogative; for her Majefty 
is not more careful and watchful of her Prero- 
gative than the noble Princes of Famous Memory 
King Henry the Eighth her Father, and King Bd- 
ward the Sixth her Brother were.

M' Comptroller faid, 1 with we fhould deal 
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Then followed a difpute touching the Infor- 
mation againft M' Belgrave a Member of the 
fame. 

Mr Belgrave faid, Mr. Speaker , Modefty for- 
bids me to {peak in my own Cafe that fo nearly 
concerneth me, but neceffity urgeth me to ap- 
peal to this High Court. True it is, there was 
an Information exhibited againft me in the Star- 
Chamber by an Honourable Perfon of the Upper 
Houfe (the Earl of Huxtington) in the name of 
Mr. Attorney General, for a Mi{emeanor com- 
mitted to this High Court 5 the fubftance of that 
Information I confefs, yet 1 am to be an humble 
Suitor unto this Houfe, whether an Information 
is to be exhibited (this Houfe fitting) againft 
any Member thereof.

Mr. Skipwith the Pentioner faid, If 1 knew or 
did think that anv wrong were offered to the 
Earl of Huntington, | would rather be a Petitio- 
ner for this Gentleman to him, than I would be 
a Protector of him again{t him.

The Amendments in the Bill touching a Key 
or Harbour to be made on the North parts of the 
River of Severn were twice read, and with the 
Bill Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill for maintenance of Shipsand'encreafe 
of Sea-faring men was read the fecond time and 
committed unto the Queens Learned Councel be- 
ing of this Houfe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Robert 
Wroth, the Knights and Citizens for London, 
the Burgeiles of all the Port Towns, Mr. Tre- 
vor and others, who were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber at two of 
the Clock; And the Bill and Committees names 
were delivered to Sir Walter Raleigh. 

Mr. Moore made Report of the meeting of 
the Committees in the Bill touching Cree Church, 
and brought in the Bill with fome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Cree 
Church were twice read, and the Bill was Or- 
dered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill for the making and working of 
Woollen Cloths was read the fecond time, and 
committed unto the former Committees for 
Woollen Cloths ( who were appointed to meet 
November 23. and on Weduefday the 18" day of 
November foregoing ) and appointed now to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternaon in the Exche- 
quer Chamber at two of the Clock. 

Another Bill alfo touching the Government 
of fome Northern Counties was read the firft 
time. 

The Points to be confidered of in the conti- 
nuance of Statutes were read, and offered {till 
to difpute, whether the Statute of Tillage fhould 
be continued. 

Mt Fohufon {aid, In the time of Dearth when 
we made this Statute, it was not confidered 
that the hand of God was upon us; And now 
Corn is cheap; if too cheap, the Hufbandman 
isundone, whom we muft provide for, for he is 
the Staple man of the Kingdom. And fo after 
many Arguments he concluded the Statute to be 
repealed. 

Mr. Bacon {aid, The old commendation of Italy 


by the Poet was, Potens viris atque ubere glebas 


and it ftands not with the policy of the State, 
thatthe wealth of the Kingdom fhould be ingrof- 
fed into a few Graziers hands. And if you will 
put in fo many Provifoes as be defired, you will 
make it ufelefs. The Hufbandman is a ftrong 
and hardy man, the good footman, which isa 
chief obfervation of good Warriers, cc. So he 
concluded the Statute not to be repealed? 

Sir Walter Raleigh faid, 1 think this Law fit to 
be repealed; for many poor men are not able 
to find feed to fow fo much as they are bound to 
plough, which they muft do, or incur the Pe- 
nalty of the Law. Befides, all Nations abound 
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with .Corn. France offered the Queen to ferve 
Ireland with Corn for fixteen fhillings a quarter, 
which is but two fhillings the bufhel; if we 
fhould fell it fo here, the Ploughman would be 
beggered. The Low-Country man and the Hol- 
lander, which never foweth Corn, hath by his 
induftry fuch plenty that they will ferve other 
Nations. The Spaniard who often wanteth Corn, 
had we never fo much plenty, will not be be- 
holding to the Exglifh man for it, neither to 
the Low-Country men, nor to France, but will 
fetch it even of the very Barbarian. And there- 
fore I think the beft courfe is to ‘fet it at liberty, 
and leave every man free, which is the defire 
of a true Exglifh man. 

Mr. Secretary Ceci/l {aid, I do not dwell in the 
Country, I am not acquainted with the Plough : 
But I think that whotoever doth not maintain 
the Plough, deftroys this Kingdom. There were 
the laft Parliament great Arguments in this points 
and after a deliberate difputation, the paflage of 
this Bill concluded. My Motion therefore thall 
be, that this Law may not be repealed, except 
former Laws may be in force and revived. Say 
that aGlut of Corn fhould be, have we not fuffi- 
cient remedy by tranfportation, which is allow- 
able by the Policy of all Nations? I cannot be 
induced or guided from this opinion upon Go- 
vernment of former Statutes 5 1 am fure when 
Warrants go from the Council for levying of 
men in the Countries, and the Certificates be re- 
turned unto us again, we find the greate({t part 
of them to be Ploughmen. And excepting Sir 
Thomas Moore’s Utopia , or fome fuch feigned 
Common-Wealth, you fhall never find but the 
Ploughman is chiefly provided for: The neglect 
whereof will not only bring a general but a par- 
ticular damage to every man. If in Edward the 
Firft his time a Law was made for the mainte- 
nance of the Fry of Fifh, and in Heary the Se- 
venths time for prefervation of the Eggs of Wild- 
Fow!; {hall we now throw away a Law of far 
more confequence and import? If we debar Til- 
lage, we give {cope to the Depopulator 5 And 
then if the poor being thruft out of their Hou- 
fes go to dwell with others,{traight we catch them 
with the ‘Statute of Inmates; if they wander 
abroad, they are within the danger of the Sta- 
tute of the Poor to be whipt. So by this means 
undo this Statute, and you indanger many thou- 
fands. Pofterior dies difcipulus prioris. \f former 
times have made us wife to make a Law, let 
thefe latter times warn us to preferve fo gooda 
Law. 

M Serlbie defired that the County of Nor- 
thumberland might be exempted out of the Sta- 
tute, becaufe it was fo nigh Scotland, and their 
Country was fo infected with the Plague, that 
not only whole Families but even whole Villages 
have been {wept away with that calamity, Cre. 
And fo he made a long Speech to that effect. 

Serjeant Yelverton and M' D' Carey came from 
the Lords to defire that the Conference touch- 
ing Leters Patents might be prolonged till ie

It was put to the queftion, whether the Bill 
of Tillage fhould be committed , and moft faid 
I, 1, 1.

M' Dodderidge of Councel with M' Dormer 
who came with him {pake and faid, M' Speaker, 
It pleafed her Majefty to licenfe M' Dormer un- 
der her Letters Patents, with a Noz obftante this 
Statute, to inclofe three hundred Acres of ground; 
and he humbly prayeth the Houfe to accept and 
admit of this Provifo for the faving of his Let- 
ters Patents 5 the rather for thefe reafons 5 Firft, 
In re{peé&t the ground inclofed isa {mall quantity 5 
Secondly, The Country i$ apt for Pafture not 
for Tillage; Thirdly, The ground isa kind of a 
Marifih Ground and too moift and foft and alto-

gether unapt for Tillage 5 Fourthly, Inthat her | 


Majefty hath granted her Letters Patents, and 
that they concern her Prerogative, that this 
Houle, gc. So he delivered the Provifo and M' 
Dormer his Letters Patents, and went forth. 

Mt Serjeant Harries faid, Odi xox est ordo,. ibi 
eft confufio. Mr.Speaker, divers Gentlemen ftand 
before the Door, which breeds a confufed found 
when the queftion is propounded. May it pleafe 
every man to take his place, that is both a feemly 
and antient Cuftom. Which they all did accord- 
ingly. 

‘Mr Speaker faid, I will put it to the queftion, 
Whether this Provifo (hall be received. Where- 
upon it was twice put to the gueftion, and the 
i, I, 1. were the greater both the times, but the 
Noes would needs have the Houfe divided. So 
the Door being fet open and no man offering to 
go forth, Mr. Martiz faid : 

Mr. Speaker, I have obferved it, that ever this 
Parliament, the Noes upon divifion of the Houle 
have carried: it. The reafon whereof as I con- 
ceive is, becaufe divers are loth to go forth for 
lofing of their places, and many thatcry I, will 
fit {til with the No. I therefore do but move 
this unto the Houfe, that all thofe that have gi- 
ven their I, 1, would according to their Con- 
{ciences go forth, and for my part (faid he) [le 
begin. 

Sir Walter Raleigh rofe up to Anfwer him ; but 
Mr. Comptroller, Sir Fob Fortefcue, and ali the 
Houfe fceing them, rofe in a hurry to go forth, 
and did not hear him. Whereupon himfelf and 
Mr. Secretary, it feemed, being of the No’s, took 


fome difpleafure, as may appear by the Speeches 
after. 
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The Houfe being divided upon Mr. Dormers 
Provifo aforefaid, the I, I, I. were a hundred 
feventy fix, the Noes a hundred thirty four; 
fo that the I, 1,1. got it by forty four Voices. 

Now after the Houfe was fet quiet, 

Mr. Secretary Ceci/ faid, I am glad to (ee the 
Parliament fo full, which towards the end ufed 
to grow thin; And therefore I think it conve- 
nient we agree upon fome good Orders. The 
Reputation of this Houfe hath ever been religi- 
oully maintained by Order andGovernment, but 
now Error hath fo crept in amongft us. that we 
know not what is Order and what is diforder. 
The Gentleman that laft fpake (meaning Mr. 
Martin) firft brake Order; for after the queftion 
put and the Houfe agreed to be divided, he fpake 
perfwadingly to draw thofe out of the Houfe 
which perhaps meant it not. Befides, he Jaid an 
imputation upon the Houfe, that according to 
their Con{ciences men would not fo much as re- 
move out of their place: But I think there is 
no man here fo fantaftical, that though they be 
for the Bill, yet for their places fake, they will 
not alter their rooms. For this Houfe is a Houfe 
of Gravity, Confcience and Religion. I think it 
therefore fit he fhould Anfwer this imputation 
at the Bar. We have all this Parliament been 
again{t Monopolies, now we our felves protect 
one: But [fee that men which have defircd to 
be popular without the Houle for {peaking agaiatt 
Monopolies, do alfo labour to be private within. 
But that [regard not. This I know, that good 
{ums of money have been offered for the further- 
ance of this Provifo ; but now it 1s paft. I would 
now move you, that becaufe we have {pent fome 
fuperfluous time in this Divifion, and becaufe 
the affairs ot this Parliament cannot poflibly be 
difpatcht fo foon as the Parliament muft end, be- 
caufe of the performaace of that gift which we 
have given unto her Majelty, which ts nothing if 
it come not in due time, therefore that the Houfe 
would be pleafed after this day to fit in the Af 
ternoons, tor we confume our time now in un- 
necetlary difputations, 

Mr. Comptroller faid, I think that notwith- 
ftanding any thing that hath been lati faid, how- 
foever our Orders have been heretofore broken, 
yet the Gentleman that {pake, Mr. Martin, brake 
no Order of this Houfe by fpeaking , for the 
Houfe favoured bim with filence, and therefore 
admitted to him liberty of Speech. That hi 
Speech was neither perfwafive or offered any im- 
putation to this Houfe, [neither perceive 1¢ nor 
conceive it fo; for it was only a Caution to the 
Houfe, that former Orders were broken, and 
therefore now to be amended. And furely for 
not removing out of places, I have heard fault 
found before this time, and therefore the Gen- 
tleman is not now to be taxed. That this fhou'<! 
be a Monopoly I can fee no reafoh, for it hich 
been agreed that her Majefty may difpen% wir 
any penal Law, and that’s no Monopoly , 20 
more is this. Andilam not of his mind sha: o 
great fums have been offered, the quantity of 
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Land being but little, and his caufe both good 
and juft. AndI proteft for my part, I neither 
knew nor have heard of any. For the laft Mo- 
tion, which was the beft, to fit twice a day, I 
doconcur with him, and will be ready as a Mem- 
ber of this Houfe to give my Attendance. 

Sir Walter Raleigh {aid, I thought I had defer- 
ved of the Houfe to have been heard to {peak as 
well as he that fpake before the divifion of the 
Houle; And in that I offered to {peak and was 
not heard, I had wrong. For him that laft {pake, 
he fpake out of Honour and not out of Judg- 
ment. Notwithftanding, I think ita Monopoly, 
and the Speech to be both perfwafion, and to 
lay a great imputation upon the Houfe. And this | 
is all 1 would have faid before. 

Mr. Martin offered to fpeak, and asked the | 
Speaker if he might Anfwer. | 

The Houfe faid I, L, 1. 

No, quoth Mr. Secretary, you muft {tand at 
the Bar. / 

The Cry of the Houfe was, No. 

Then M*‘ Secretary wifht ic might be put to | 
the queftion, Firft, Whether he fhould {peak or | 
no; And fo it was, and not twenty faid No. | 

Then it was put to the queftion whether he | 
fhould {peak at the Bar : 

And M' Brown the Lawyer ftood up and faid, 
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mit a Felony and be Hanged , the Son fhall not 
lofe his Inheritance becaufe the Cuftom is, The 


Father to the Bough, the Son to the Plough 5 which 


at Common Law he fhall lofe. 


Mr Serjeant Harris faid, [think this Billa very 
good Bill , for it defeats a Cuftom which was 
firft devifed as a punifhment and plague unto the 
Country. For when the Conqueror came in, the 
reafon of this Cuftom was to make a decay of 
the great Houfes of the antient Britains. For if 
a Man of eight hundred pound per Annum had 
had eight Children, it muft be divided into eight 
partss And then if thefe alfo had Children, fub- 
divided again u/q5 in non quantum : whereas if it 
had gone to one by the Common Law, it would 
{till have flourifhed, ce. 

Mr’ Bois among many reafons fhewed, that it 
would in Kent be a great lofs to the Queen of 
her Subfidy; for by reafon of thefe Sub-divifions 
there were many ten pound men. And whofo- 
ever knows the State of our Country fhall find 
more by under ten pound men than above come 
to the Queen. And now if theft being divided 
in feveral hands fhould now go according to the 
Common Law, this would make the Queen a 
great lofer. 

Being put to the queftion, the No was the 
greater, yet the J, I, I. would needs go forth;

Whereupon ftanding in his place he fhewed |

{wafive meaning that he had 5 for he protefted 
that he knew neither the man nor the matter. 

Sir Walter Raleigh made Report of the travel 
of the Committees in the Bill touching Iron Ord- 
nance, and fhewed, that they have drawn a new 
Bill to that purpofe, and delivered in the old and 
the new. 

On Thurfday the 10% day of December the 
Bill touching Silk-Weavers, Gc. was read the 
fecond time and committed unto the Knights 
and Citizens for London, the Citizens for York , 
Briftoll, Norwich and Canterbury, Mr. Barrington, 
M'* Fobnfon and others, who were appointed to 
meet this Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

M‘ Fohnfon a Committee in the Bill for Affize 
of Fuel brought in the Bill amended in fome parts 
by the Committees, and delivered it in. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the Af 
fize of Fuel were twice read, and the Bill was 
Ordered to be ingrofled. 

The Bill touching the taking away of Gavel- 
kind Cuftom in Kent was read the third time. 

M’ Francis Moore {aid , He thought the Bill 
avery idle and frivolous Bill, and injurious ; 
for if a Man take a Wife , by the Cuftom the 
fhall have the Moiety: but now if we make it 
go according to the Common Law, the thall 
have but the third part. So if the Father com- 


and fo the Bill was rejected. 

The Bill for fuppreffing of Alehoufes and Tip- 
ling-Houfes was read the fecond time, and upon 
the queftion for committing dafhed. 

M: Francis Moore offered a Provifo to the 
Houfe, and fhewed that he was of Couricel, and 
_ftanding Fee with the Corporation of Vintners 
in London: and fhewed that they were an an- 
tient Corporation , and had ever ufed by force 
of divers Charters of Kings of this Realm to fell 

Wines 5 and now by this Bill all was inhibited : 
And therefore, ¢c. which was received. 

Mr. Fohnfon {aid, If this Bill fhould pafs, it 
would breed a great confufion of Government; 
for by this Law the Juftices of the County might 
enter into the liberty of any Corporation, and 
licenfe fale of Wine and Beer. Befides, he mutt 
be licenfed by four Juftices, perhaps there be 
not four Juftices in a Corporation , admitting 
power were not given to the Foreign Jutftice. 
Now when thefe four Juftices have enabled him 
by this Law, they have not power upon his mif- 
behaviour to put him down, and fo very infuffi- 
cient and impoflible to be mended. 

Sir Robert Wroth faid, The Bill is that no man 
fhall fell, @c. but he muft be allowed ia the 
Quarter Seffions by four Juftices, and what pain 
and charge this will be to a poor man to go with 
fome of his Neighbours twenty or thirty Miles 
for a Licence, and what a monftrous trouble to 
all the Juftices,I refer to your confiderations, cc. 
and {fo the Bill was dafhed, as is aforefaid. 

Mr. Speaker fhewed her Majefties Pleafure to 
be, that this Houfe fhould proceed in all conve- 

nient 
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nient fpeedy courfe of difpatching the bufinefles 
at this time fit to be dealt in, for that her Ma- 
jefty purpofeth fhortly to end this prefent Seffi- 


on of Parliament.

Sir Edward Kebbiefaid, We attended the Lords 


this Morning touching the Information againft 
Mr. Belgrave, and in the end concluded, That 
forafmuch as it concerned their Lordthips as well 
as our Priviledges, they defired (ome time to con- 
fult, and will fend us word of their refolutions. 
Vide December the 16** Wedne/day enfuing. 

Doétor Stanbop and Doctor Hone brought a 
Bill from the Lords Intituled An Aét for efta- 
blifhing of the remainder of certain Lands of Az- 
drew Kettleby Efq; to Francis Kettleby , and fo 
they departed. 


Then the queftions upon the continuance of 


Statutes were offered to be read, but the Houfe 
called for the Bill of Ordnance 5 yet the Clerk 
fell to read the queftions, but the Houfe ftill 
cryed upon Orduance. 

At length Mr. Carey ftood up and faid, In the 
Roman Senate the Conful always appointed 
what fhould be read, what not; fo may our 
Speaker, whofe place is a Confuls place: if he 
err or do not his duty fitting to his place, we 
may remove him. And there have been Prece- 
dents. But to appoint what bufinefs fhall be 
handled, in my opinion we cannot. At which 
Speech fome hiffed. 

Mr. Wifewsan faid, I reverence Mr. Speaker in 
his place, but I take great difference between the 
old Roman Confuls and him. Ours is a Munici- 
pial Government, and we know our own Grie- 
vances better than Mr. Speaker: And therefore 
fit every man alternzs vicibus {hould have thofe 
A@ts called for he conceives moft neceflary. All 
faid I, I, I. 

Mr. Hackwell faid, 1 wih nothing may be done 
but with confent, that breeds the beft Concor- 
dance; my defire is, the Bill of Ordnance fhould 
be read. If you Mr. Speaker do not think fo, I 
humbly pray it may be put to the queftion. 

Mr. Martin and Mr. Francis Moore {tood up, 
but Mr. Martz firit, one would not yield to the 
other, and great calling there was, till at length 
Mr. Comptroller ftood up and faid, I am forry 
to fee this confufion in this Houfe 5 1t were bet- 
ter we ufed more filence, and kept better Order. 
’ Yefterday you Ordered the continuance of Sta- 
tutes fhould be read; now in an ‘humour you 
cry Ordnance, Ordnance. I pray you that which 
we fir(t decree let us ftick to, and not do and 
undo upon every idle Motion. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil! faid, 1 will {peak fhortly, 
becaufe it beft becomes me ; neither will I trou- 
ble your Patience long, becaufe the time permits 
it not. It isa Maxim, prajtat otiofum effe quam 
nibil agere. 1 with the Bill for continuance of Sta- 
tutes may be read 5 and that agrees with the Pre- 
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cedent Order of this Houfe, and more withthe 
gravity thereof: yet becaufe the fpirit of contra- 
diction may no more trouble us, [ befeech you 
let the Bill of Ordnance be read, and that’s the 
Houfe defire. 

An Ac& againft tranfportation of Iron Ord- 
nance, Gun-Metal and Shot was read the firft 
time. 

Sir Robert Wroth informed the Houfe that a 
Ship is now upon the River ready to go away 
Laden with thirty fix pieces of Ordnance.

After Dinner (the Houfe now fitting as in the 
Forenoon) the Amendments in the Bill to con- 
firm the A@urance of the Mannors or Farms of 
Sagebury alias Sadgbury to Samuel Sands Efq; and 
John Harris Gent. and their Heirs, were twice 
read, and the Bill was Ordered to be in- 
grofied. 

Sir Edward Hobbie moved , that where one

The Provifo for the Fifhmongers to be added 


to the Statute of continuances was twice read, 
and committed to the Committees for continu- 


ance of Statutes to be allowed or rejected as fhall 


be further thought fir. 


The Bill for continuance of Statutes commit- 


ted to all the Queens Learned Council being 


Members of this Houfe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Francis Hajftings, Sir Robert Wroth and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Court of 
Wards at two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the relief of the Poor was read 
the fecond time and committed unto M' Com- 
ptroller, Sir Rogert Wroth,Sir Francis Darcie, Mr. 
Francis Bacon, Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower 
and others, who were appointed to meet to Vior- 
row in the Afternoon at two of the Clock in 
the Court of Wards. 

Mr Ireby made Report of the meeting of the 
Committees in the Bill for draining certain fur- 
rounded grounds in the County of Suffolk, (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 28% day of 
November foregoing) and fhewed that the Com- 
mittees have thought fic to draw a new Bill to 
that purpofe, and fo delivereth in the old and 
the new. 

Mr. Winch moved, that according to the refo- 
lution of the Committee in the Bill againft tranf- 
portation of Iron Ordaance, the Houfe fhould 
proceed both by Bill and alfo by Petition zs 
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her Majefty; which being debated, It was re- 
folved, that thofe of the Privy Council being 
Members ofthis Houfe fhould move her Ma- 
jcfty in the name of this Houfe in that be- 
hilf. 

The New Bill againft tranfportation of Gun- 
Metal, Ordnance and Iron Shot was read the 
fecond time, and committed unto all the Privy 
Council Members of this Houfe, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, Sir Robert Wroth, Six Francis Darcie and 
others, who were appointed to meet upon Satur- 
day next in the Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Court of Wards. 

Oliver Cromwell Efquire returned this prefent 
Parliament Knight for the County of Huntington, 
is for hisneceflary occafions of bufinefs licenfed by 
Mr, Speaker to depart. 

On Friday the 11% day of December the 
Bill comprehending and containing the mainte- 
nance of good and profitable Arts and Trades 
for the Commonwealth was delivered by Mr. 
Fohnfon, (who was defired to put the fame into the 
Houfe by Mr. George Brook Brother to the Lord 
Cobham) the effec of it was, that every man 
which had or could invent any Art or Trade, 
fhould for his life monopolize the fame to his 
ownufe, or he that could add to or refine the 
fame fhould do the like. 

Mr. Fettiplare fhewed, That the Bill was un- 
profitable and not good for divers reafons, Firft 
it was too general, becaufe it {peaketh as well 
of Arts invented, as tobe invented. Secondly, 
the Bill (heweth not that they will be profitable 
for the Commonwealth ; whatfoever they be, 
this Bill alloweth. For divers Arts have been de- 
vifed in London, that that fhall be wrought with 
one man, which would not heretofore be done 
with forty : This is unprofitable, becaufe it fet- 
teth not the poor and many hands on work. 
Thirdly, it will breed confufion ; becaufe if but 
a little addition be made by another, a new Li- 
cence is granted to this man; And now if to 
that addition another fhall add, that will be zz 
infinitum, and fo confufion. Whereupon he 
concluded, that he for his part thought fit the 
Bill fhould be quafh’d, and divers cried, Away 
with it. 

Another faid, I wifh that the Bill might be 
read again and confidered becaufe we allowed 
of thefe kind of Patents once this Parliament, 
namely in the Licence for making Tinn by Milis 
out of the Old Rubbifh in Corzwall, upon the 
motion of Sir Walter Raleigh; And this Bill de- 
fireth no more in effect. Next for the incertain- 
ty, upon the confideration of the Bill by fome 
few Committees the fame might be amended. 
Befides, he that hath invented any Art or Trade, 
it isreafon he fhould have fome priviledge, be- 
caufe it would be an incouragement to others, 
and Nemo nafcitur Artifex. Noman would come 
to that perfection upon the firft knowledge of it, 
as being taught by the firft Inventor for a feafon. 
Alfo the propofition of the Gentleman that laft 
{pake, did not hold inall Arts, that it is unpro- 
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fitable that the work of many fhould be done 
by one; for it is profitable for the Common- 
wealth, if Water may be brought to ever mans 
Houfe for ten fhillings value, where it would 
not be done with ten pound coft, as by the 
Water-work device in Loxdon. So of Iron 
Mills the Low-Countries, and of the Corn Mills 
upon the Thames. So of fhooting and charging 
of Ordnance and Fire-works and the like. And 
generally of all Arts, Trades and Sciences which 
cannot be done by Poor but by Perfons judici- 
ous and of Skill, and thofe that have a more na- 
tural inclination to come to perfection in thefe 
things than every bafe Beggar. For his laft pro- 
pofition, I fay that Nox eft confufio in certa fei- 
entia, Ce. 

M!' Swigg {aid, The Author of the Bill per- 
haps was a Sugarman, for he hath the word Re- 
jimers of Arts, oc. 

So it was put to the queftion for to be read 
the fecorid time; And all faid No. But when 
the Speaker faid, all thofe that will have the Bill 
read the fecond time fay I, Sir Richard Kuightly 
{aid No aloud 5 at whch the Houfe laughed, and 
not one faid I, I. 

Three Bills had each of them one reading 5 
of which the Jaft being the Bill touching the re- 
covering of certain furrounded grounds in the 
County of Norfolk was read the third time, and 
pafled upon the queftion. 

Mr: Serjeant Harries a Committee in the Bill 
touching Silk-Weavers, brought in the Bill with 
fome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Silk- 
Weavers being twice read, the Bill was Ordered 
to be ingrofled. 

The Bill that the Land of Edward Lucas Gen- 
tleman {hall be lyable to the payment of certain 
Legacies, was read the fecond time, and com- 
mitted unto Sir Fohy Cutts, Sir Fobn Cotton, M* 
Attorney of the Wards and others, who were 
appointed to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon 
in the Court of Wards at two of the Clock. 

Two Bills alfo had each of them one reading 5

My Lords, I think it not ftrange, for it is 
not unknown of your Lordfhips that we be all 
Members of one Body, and as we cannot be 
without your Lordfhips, fo your Lordthips 
cannot be without us; And when we are de- 
firous, it pleafeth your Lordfhips out of your 
favour to vouchfafe us a Conference ; fo when 
you be willing, it pleafeth us out of the defire 
we have to be obfervant, to yield thereunto :

The Lords Committees (who were appointed 


to have Conference with the Committees of 


the Houfe of Commons in the Bill touching Let- 
ters Patents, ¢c.) being fet in the Painted 
Chamber, Mr. Secretary Cec#ll with the refi- 
due of the Committees of the faid Houfe re- 
paired unto them, where M' Secretary going to 
the Upper end of the Table {pake to this effect 
That if their Lordfhips had already concluded 
what to do in the Bill for Patents, then they 
had no Commiffion to proceed 3 and if they had 
altered the Billin any Point with Amendments, 
they alfo had no Commiffion : But if their Lord- 
fhips had done neither, but only were defirous 
to be refolved of any doubt which they in their 
wifdoms conceived, and would willingly there- 
about confer with them, they would moft wil- 
lingly accomplifh their Lordthips defire, for they 
had fufficienc warrant from the Houfe. 

The Lord Buckburfé Lord Treafurer after a 
little whifpering with the Lords together, an- 
fwered, That he would not have us preoccupate 
their judgments with a Speech both {trange, im- 
proper and prepofterous, with other words, cc. 

M' Secretary faid, He could not anfwer his 
Lordthip nor the reft without Order from the 
other Committees ; And therefore prayed they 
might confer together: which was granted. So 
they went forth into an outward room and there 
conferred what Speech or Anfwer to make 5 and 
fo after they returned again, and Mr. Secretary 
faid, My Lords, We of the Lower Houfe are very 


fhew your Lordthips that we then came without 


Commiflion. So my Lords, I hope I have made 
it appear, that the Speech was neither /#range, 
improper nor preposterous. But we of the Lower 
Houfe who be here Committees, do befeech your 
Lordfhips that you would not conceive other- 
wife of us than we deferve; And your Lord- 
fhips thal] find us.ever ready in all dutiful Service 
as coadjuting Members of one United Body the 
Houfe of Parliament. 


So after withdrawing of 
themfelves a little from the Table, the Lords hum- 


med and whifperéd, and at length calling us, 


The Lord Treafurer faid, The Lords were fa- 
tisfied with our Anfwer, and very glad they 
found us fo conformable; by whichthey doubted 
not but we fhould well agree for the Conference, 
whereby the Bill might have the better paflage. 

M' Secretary Anfwered, That he was very 
glad their Lordfhips did conceive aright of them 5 
And that the Committees , becaufe they were 
many and would not be troublefome with mul- 
tiplicity of Speech, had chofen for their Speakers 
to fatisfie their Honours, Mt Bacoz, M" Serjeant 
Harris, Mt Francis Moore, Mt Heury Mountague, 
M! Philipps and M' Boice. So the Lords called 
M' Attorney General for them, who having {po- 
ken a while on the one fide, and been Anfwered 
by Serjeant Harris on the other fide, the Confe- 
rence or meeting of the faid Committees brake 
up imperfectly , and was further deferr’d till the 
next Morning.

Huddlefton E{g,; a Member of this Houfe , hath 
been Arrefted into the Counter in the Poultrey 
in London, at the Suit of one Matthew a Chyrur- 
geon ; It is Ordered, that the Serjeant that made 
the faid Arreft and the faid Matthew fhould be 
' fent for to anfwer in this Houfe for their faid 
contempt, as appertaineth.

On Saturday the 12*' day of December the 
Bill to avoid the.ftealing of Cattle was read the 
fecond timeand committed unto SirGeorge Moore, 
Mr. Maynard, Mr. Brown and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Tze/day next in the Mid- 
dle-Temple Hall at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon.

An A& for redref§ of certain abufes ufed in 
Painting was read the third time. 

It was moved by Sir George Moore and fome 
others, that the Bill might be let flip, and the 
Caufe refer’d to the Lord Mayor of Lozdon, be- 


Painters and Plaifterers of London. 

To which M' Davies Anfwered, That the laft 
Parliament this Bill fhould have paft this Houfe, 
but it was refer’d as is now defired , and Bonds 
made bythe Plaifterers for performance of the 
Orders to be fet down by the Lord Mayor 5 yet 
all will do no good: Wherefore, M* Speaker, 
I think it good to be put tothe queftion. 

Sir Stephen Soame defired that my Lord Mayor 
might not be troubled with them, @c. but that 
it might be put to the queftion, and it feemed 
likely to go againft the Painters. But Mt Heyward 
Townfend as it was putting to the queftion ftood 
up, and fhewed, that in the Statute of 25 Ed. 3. 
Cap. 3. Plaifterers were not then fo called but 
Dawbers and Mudwall-Makers, who had for 
their Wages by the day three pence, and their 
Kuave three half pence (for fo was his Labourer 
called) they fo continued till King Hezry the Se- 
venths time, who brought into Exgland with 
him out of France certain men that ufed Plaifter 
of Paris about the Kings Sieling and Walls,whofe 
Statute Labourers thefe Dawbers were. Thefe 
Statute Labourers learned in fhort time the ufe 
of-Plaifter of Paris , and did it for the King, 
who increafed to be many: then fuing to the 
King for his Favour to Incorporate them, he did 
fulfil their defire, Incorporating them by the 
name of Gipfarium, which was for Clay and 
Mud, alias Morter-Makers, Av. 16 Hen. 7. being 
no Freemen for all their Corporation , they ob- 
tained the Kings Letters in their favour to Sir 
William Remmington the Lord Mayor of London 
and the Aldermen, to allow them Freemen,which 
was granted; at what time came in four of them 
paying ten fhillings a piece for their Freedoms : 
And in three years after that manner came in to 
the number of twenty,but they paid four pounda 
piece for theirFreedom. They renewed theirPatent 
in King Henry the Eighths time, and called them- 
felvesPlaifterers alias Morter-Makers,forthe ufe of 
Loam and Lyme. They made an humble Peti- 
tion and Supplication after this to Sir Fohz Mun- 
day then Lord Mayor and to the Aldermen, to 
grant them Ordinances for the better Rule and 
Government of their Company, in thefe words, 
viz, We the good Folks of Plaifterers in London 
of Plaifter and Loam of the faid City, for redrefs 
of certain abufes of Lath-Plaifter and Loam 
wrought in the faid Craft, ¢c. and had allowed 
unto them fearch for their Company for the ufe 
of Lath, Loam and Lyme. In all their Corpo- 
rations at no time had they the word Colours, 
neither yet in their Ordinances. For all they 
were incorporated by the name of Plaifterers, 
yet in all King Henry the Eighths time they were 
called Dambers, as appears in the Accompts of 
the Chamber of London, paid to fuch and fuch 
Dawbers for fo many days fo much, and to their 
Labourers fo much. The Plaifterers never laid 
any Colour upon any of the Kings Houfes, nor 
in the Sheriffs of London, but this Year. They 
wore no Livery or Cloathing in the feventeenth 
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of King Henry the Eighth. They have been fuf- 
fered to lay Alehoufe Colours as red Lead and 
Oaker with fuch like, and now intrude them- 
felvesto all Colours; Thus they take not only 
their own work but Painting alfo, and leave no- 
thing to do for the Painter. Painters and Stain- 
ers were two feveral Companies in King Edward 
the Thirds time; one for Painting of Pofts and 
all Timber- Work, and the other for Staining and 
Painting of Cloth of great continuance. The 
two feveral Companies were joined both into 
one by their own confents, and by the confents 
of the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of 
the City the nineteenth year of King Edward the 
Fourth. The Painters had Orders allowed them 
for the ufe of Oy! and Colours, efpecially named 
in King Hewry the Fourths time, from the Lord 
Mayor and City. Painters cannot work without 
Colours, their only mixture being Oyl and Size, 
which the Plaifterers do now ufurp and intrude 
into. Painters have her Majefties Letters Patents 
dated the twenty fourth year of Elizabeth, for- 
bidding any Artificer the ufe of Colours and | 
Oyl or Size, after the manner of Painting, but | 
only fuch as have been or fhall be Apprentice, 
namely with a Painter , feven years at the leaft. 
And where the Plaifterers objet, that the Pain- 
ters do abridge other Companies of their Co- 
lours, that is moft apparently untrue; for Gold- 
{miths do ufe Colours, but not after the manner 
of Painting, and work without Oyl or fize. 
Book Binders ufe Colours, but neither with Oyl 
or Size. So Cutlers ufe Varnifhing and Gilding; 
So Glazicrs ufeColours with nealing in the Oven; 


Bricklayers ufe Colours, but neither with Oyl or 
Size 5 And Joiners do ufe Varnifh. Workman- 
fhip and Skill is the gift of God, and not one in 
ten proveth a Workman 5 yet it is requifite, that 
all fuch as have been brought up all the dayes of 
their Life in a Trade, and cannot attain to the 
Excellency of Skill that is required, fhould live 
by the bafer part of their Science , when they 
cannot attain the better, which is in working in 
Oyl and Size thofe Flats, Pofts and Windows, 
ee. If Plaifterers may be fuffered to Paint, Work- : 
manfhip in Painting will decay; for no Work- 
man will keep an Apprentice four or five years 
to pradtife and not able to get one penny, unlefs 
he might now get fomething towards his Meat 
and Drink in laying of Oy] Colours, as on Pofts. 
And experience teacheth us now, that among 
the number of three hundred there are not 
twelve fufficient Workmen to be found in Low- 
dom. Yetone of thefe (fuch was his Poverty) 
was fain for his relief to Wife and Children-to 
wear upon the Lord Mayors Day a Blue Gown 
and red Cap, and to carry a Torch (he being 
fifty years old.) One man will lay and paint 
more Colours in a day than ten men can grind, 
which grinding of Colours fhall be the relief of 
two or three hundred poor men, that cannot 
attain Workmanfhip, and that is taken away by, 
Plaifterers, and the poor men both Painters, their 
Wives and Children go a begging for want of 
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work. Befides, Painting of Cloths is decayed; 
and not an hundred Yards of new Painted Cloth 
mace in a Year here by reafon of fo much Pain- 
ted Flanders pieces brought from thence ; fo as 
the Painters have nothing to live on,but laying of 
Oy! Colours on Potts, Windows, ¢c. It is a cu- 
rious Art and requireth a good Eye, and a fted+ 
faft Hand, ‘which the infirmity of Age decayeth 
quickly, ard then Painters beg. Plaifterers take 
money from the Higheft Perfonages to the mean 
eft Cottagers, whofe Walls muft needs be made : 
Painters take money but of a few for their de- 
light. Painters give to the Plaifterers fix kind of 
Colours:commonly ufed (asthe Bill importeth) 
to be laid with Size and not with Oy]; and for 
every twenty fhillings earned with Oy] Colours, 
there is ten pound earned with Size Colours, be- 
ing every mans money. Thefe Walls thus curi- 
oufly painted in former Ages, the Arms fo Atti- 
ficially drawn, the Imagry fo perfe@ly done, do 
witnefs our Forefathers care in cherifhing this Art 
of Painting, @c. SoI think the Bill very reafon- 
able and fit to pafs; And thereupon the Bill paf- 
fed upon the queftion.

The Bill touching the eftablifhing of the re- 
mainder of certain Lands unto Kettlebie 
was read the fecond time and committed unto 
M‘ Comptroller, Mr Secretary Ceci// and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Court of 
Wards upon Monday next in the Morning at 
eight of the Clock. 

The Bill for the more diligent coming to 
Church on the Sunday, was read the third 
time. 

To which feveral Speeches were made as fol- 
loweth. 

M: Bond {aid, This Bill as it is now ingroffed, 
much differeth from the firft which was here 
prefented, which I the better like of. Notwith- 
{tanding, in my opinion, the Bill is altogether 
needlefs, and divers reafons move me to think it 
both inconvenient and unneceflary. Every evil 
ii1 a State is not to be met with inaLaws5 and 
as it is innatural, fo it is in politick Bodies, that 
fometimes the remedy is worfe than the difeafe. 
And therefore particular Laws again{t particular 
offences induce novelty, and in novelty con- 
tempt. Hippodamus Milefius offered to reward 
any man bountifully which could invent a good 
and new Law: But Aréftotle condemneth that 
Policy , and the beft Orator Demojthenes con- 
demneth that State which will admit of any 
Innovation , although it be good in it felf. If 
this Bill pafleth, there will be two imputations 
happen to the State, which Wifdom wills us both 
to forefee and (hun: The firft an Infamy to our 
Minifters, that our Adverfaries may fay , this is 
the fruit of your labour to have Preached away 
your Audience out of the Church; The fecond 
no lefs but rather a greater imputation upon our 
Archbifhops and other Ecclefiaftical Governours, 
that they be either remifs in their Authority, or 
elfe that their Prerogative hath not fo much 
power as a twelve peny Fine. And doubtlefs 
thefe imputations cannot be avoided, if we give 
the Jefuits fuch head, fcope and comfort as they 
in their Writings do greedily apprehend. I do, 
M' Speaker , conceive great difference betwixt 
primo Eliz. when time was, and this Law of 44 
Fliz. as now it is. Then the People were newly 
taken from Mafling and Superftition; Now they 
are planted in truth, and rooted in Religion. The 
light did then fcarce appear unto them, which 
now fhineth with: glorious Beams upon our 
Teachers and Ecclefiaftical Judges. And as the 
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malice of the Adverfary was only againft them 
in the beginning , {fo is it ftretcht forth to put 
down, and flameth like a confuming Fire to de- 
vour our Doétrine. Thefe reafons aforefaid were 
the Ground-work of O/orius’s Foundation in his 
Epiftle unto her Majefty, to give advantage to 
fpeak evil. I will give but a reafon or two more 
and fo an end. Suppofe that a neglector of 
Church-Service comes to the Seffions there to be 
Examined, alledging an excufe 5 many bufinefies 
fo concern the doer not to be known, that to 
{peak truth would be his undoing, and to {peak 
untruth would be a wound unto his Confcience; 
And to fay his bufinefs, were a meer mockery 5 
and to fay an untruth, an apparent danger. If 
this Law may ftand fora Law, methinks I fore- 
fee what breach of Charity will happen. Say 
there be forty in a Town abfent, the Church- 
Warden prefents fome and not others : It will 
be objected unto him, wherefore fhould I be pre- 
fented and not he? why my Wife, my Son, my 
Servant, my Friend, not his, ec. Will not this 
be a great breach to Unity and Peace? Jutft pro- 
fecution will be infinitely cumberfome, and par- 
tial connivance fubje& to quarrel. Notwith- 
{tanding this Statute we eave power to the Ec- 
clefiaftical Judge whofe courfe is to proceed to 
Excommunication, and fo an Excommunicato ca- 
piendo muft be had. This is as great a charge as 
the Indictment in the Statute of primo. In this 
Statute a Witnefs or two mult be brought to the 
Seffions, he muft be prefented to the Grand Jury 
and fo Indicted 5 This will coft five fhillings, a 
noble or ten fhillings , which is as much as the 
charge in the firft Statute. So becaufe this Bill is 
flanderous to the Clergy, {landerous to the State, 
repugnant to Charity and Crambe recoda, I hum- 
bly pray it may receive the like entertainment 
the former Bill had, vzz. to be rejeed. 

Sir Francis Hajftings faid, I fhall {peak upon 
great difadvantage; I perceive this Member of 
our Houfe hath taken ftudied pains to difturb 
the paflage of this Bill. To which I fhall not fo 
well anfwer, becaufe I fhall not fo well carry a- 
way the particulars of this politick, but not Re- 
ligious difcourfe. If it be Religion to be obedi- 
entat pleafure, if I could be Zealous to day, and 
cold to Morrow, I could fubfcribe to all that he 
hath faid. Weconnot do amore acceptable thing 
to God ora more dutiful fervice to the State, 
than bring men to fear God. Religion and Po- 
licy may well {tand together: Butas that policy 
is moft dete{table which hath not, Religion to 
warrant it, fo is that Religion moft happy which 
hath policy to back and maintain it. Iknow 
the Jefuits and Priefts be out of fquare, and be 
ata Jarr among{t themfelves: I pray God it be 
not to make a breach among us, who be yet in 
Unity. Wit well applyed is a profitable thing 5 
butill applied, dangerous, in whomfoever doth 
abufe it. There isno man of fenfe and Religion, 
but thinketh that be is far from Religion (point- 
ing at Mt Bond) that made the Speech. Firft, he 
faid it would be an imputation to our pis ie 
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That Speech was both abfurd in Judgment and 
flanderous in uttering 5 as though by the Mini- 
{ters of the word we were loth to hear of our 
Sins or reconcile our felves to God. The fecond, 
That it was an imputation on Archbifhops, Bi- 
fhops, @c. Iam fo far from blaming their Go- 


vernment, that I renounce that Pofition. I am | 


very forry, that the (trength of their Authority 
{tretcheth not fo far as I could with it in this 
point. But methinks this Law fhould rather be 
a credit to the Miniftry , that now we having 
gone toChurch thefe forty three Years our felves, 
are fo fervent in Religion, that we defire alfo 
that others may dothe like. I befeech you give 
me leave to wipe away a grievance , which it 
feems the Gentleman that Jatt {pake imputeth un- 
tome. Hehath made aProteftation, that he is 
no Papitt: [appeal toyou all if I faid he was. 
And I fay he is no Puritan if he be not a Papift; 
for if there be ever a Puritan in Exgland, it isa 
Papift. Tlearned of D' Humfrey who was fome- 
times my Tutor, a divifion of four forts of Pu- 
ritans3 Firft, The Catholick which holds that a 
man cannot fin after Baptifm ; Secondly, The 
Papift, which 1s fuch a Merit-monger , that he 
would not only fave himfelf by his own Merits, 
but by the Merits of others alfo; A third fort 
are the Brownifts or Family of Love, a Sect too 
well known in Exgland, I would they bad aever 
fobeen; The fourth and laft fort are your E+ 
vangelical Puritans, which infift wholly upon 
Scriptures as upon a fure ground; And of thefe 
I would we had many more than we now 
have. 

Ic was fhewed by D* Bennet upon occafion 
of Speech of the multitude of Recufants, that 
there were thirteen hundred, nay fifteen hundred 
Recufants in Yorkshire , which he vouched upon 
his Credit were prefented both in the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Court and before the Council at York, 

So after divers Speeches and Arguments it was 
put to the queftion, whether the Bill fhould be 
ingrofled, and the greater number could not be 
difcerned. Whereupon Sir Robert Wroth fhewed, 
that he had a Provifo ready ingroffed, the fub- 
ftance whereof was, That if any man came eight 
times a Year to the Church, and {aid the ufual 
Divine-Service twice every Sumday and Holyday 
in his Houfe, with his whole Family, that fhould 
be a fufficient difpenfation. This was utterly 
mifliked: yet divers which were defirous to 
overthrow the Bill went forth with the Provifo, 
becaufe they would have it joined with the Bill 
to overthrow it. Whereupon the Houfe was di- 
vided, and upon divifion it appeared thus, The 
I, 1,1 were a hundred twenty fix, the No were 
eighty five. So the Provifo paft. Then it was 
put to the Queftion for the Bill, but then divers 
reafons were {hewed, M' Boxds two reafons of 
prejudice to Minifters and the Clergy , and the 
danger by breach of Charity; That the Informa- 
tion was a thing contrary to Magua Charta, 
That there might be a Conviction without en- 
quiry. 


‘Sir Walter Raleigh (hewed,that all the Church- 
Wardens of every Shire matt come to the Affizes 
to give Information to theGrand Jury; fay then 
there be a hundred and twenty Parifhes in a 


Shire, there muft now come extraordinary two 


hundred and forty Church-Wardens: And fay 
that but two in a Parifh offend in a quarter of a 
Year, that makes four hundred and eighty per- 
fons with the Offenders to appear 5 what great 
multitudes this will bring together, what quarrel- 
ling and danger may happen, befides giving Au- 
thority to a mean Church-Warden , how preju- 
dictal this may be, ¢c. with divers other reafons 
againft it. As alfo fome Ambiguities and Equivo- 
cations therein; The Provifo newly added being 
a plain Toleration from coming toChurch 3 and 
that the Parfon could not prefent or conftrain 
any if they faid Service at home. So it was put 
to the queftion thrice together, and becaufe the 
truth could not be difcerned , the Houfe was 
again divided , and the I, I, I went forth and 
were a hundred and five, and the Noes within 
a hundred and fix. So they got it by one Voice, 
and the I,I,I loft; but then the I, I, 1 faid they 
had Mr’ Speakers, which would make it even. 
And then it grew to a queftion, whether he had 
a Voice. Sir Edward Hobbie who was of the 
I, 1,1 fide, faid, that when her Majefty had gi- 
ven us leave to chufe our Speaker , fhe gave us 
leave to chufe one out of our own number and 
not a Stranger, a Citizen of London and a Mem- 
ber 3 and therefore he hatha Voice. To which 
it was anfwered by Sir Walter Raleigh, and con- 
firmed by the Speaker himfelf,} that he was fore- 
clofed of his Voice by taking that place, which 
it had pleafed them to impofe upon him 5 and 
that he was to be indifferent for both Parties: 
And withal fhewed , that by the Order of the 
Houfe the Bill was loft. 

Mt Bowyer, Secretary to the old Lord Trea- 
furer Buckhurft, faid, M' Speaker, I think it not 
loft, for there hath been foul and great abufe of- 
fered in this matter. A Gentleman that would 
willingly go forth according to his Confcience, 
was pulled back: Though I much reverence my 
Matters of the Temple, and am bound to our 
Benchers of the Middle-Temple, yet if it will 
pleafe the Houfe and you M' Speaker to com- 
mand me to name him, I will. The greateft 
Voice faid no, yet M' Secretary Cecil! willed him 
to name him, and he faid, it was M' Dale of the 
Middle-Temple. 

Sir Walter Raleigh {aid, why if it pleafe you, 
it is a {mall matter to pull one by the Sleeve, for 
fo have I done my felf oftentimes. (And great 
loud Speech, and ftir there was in the Houfe.) 

M' Comptroller (after filence) faid, We have 
been often troubled by a Phyfician (meaning 
M' Bowzd) and he hath been fpoken againft. He 
troubled us with Aristotle and other Books 3 if 
he had ftayed there, it had been well: but I 
think we had need of Phyficians to {tay our 
Heads and cool our heats and humours, not fit- 
ting a Court of Parliament; for it is a moft in- 
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tolerable diforder. I think the offence is a hai- 
nous offence, both againft God, and this Affem- 
bly. For the firft, in that every man ts to go ac- 
cording to his Confcience and not by compulfi- 
on; And for the other Gentleman Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, that {aid he had often done the like, I 
think he may be afhamed of it 5 for large is his 
Confcience, if in a matter of fo great confe- 
quence he will be drawn either forwards or back- 
wards by the Sleeve 5 And I think it fo hainous, 
that he deferves to Anfwer it at the Bar (mean- 
ing Mt Dale, but becaufe Sir Walter Raleigh 
was laft named, it was taken to be meant of 
him.) 

M' Secretary Cecéll faid, Iam forry to fee this 
Diforder, and little do you know how for dif- 
order the Parliament istaxed , I am forry I can- 
not fay {landered. 1 had hoped as this Parlia- 
ment began gravely and with Judgment, fo we 
fhould have ended modeftly , and at leaft with 
difcretion. I proteft I have a Libel in my Pocket 
again{t the Proceedings of this Parliament. The 
offence which the Gentleman that laft {pake, 
fpoke of, I confefsis great and punifhable; And 
this I wifh may be inflicted on him, that he 
whofe Voice may be drawn either forwards or 
backwards by the Sleeve, like a Dog in a ftring, 
may be no more of this Houfe ; And I with for 
his Credits fake he would not. But that it fhould 
be fo great to be called to the Bar, I fee no rea- 
fon, neither do I know why any in this Houfe 
fhould {peak fo imperioufly as to have a Gentle- 
man of his place and quality (pointing to Sir 
Walter Raleigh) called to’ the Bar, I {ee no rea- 
fon for it: For the matter it felf, the Noes were 
a hundred and fix, and the I, I, I a hundred and 
five, the Speaker hath no Voice; and though I 
am forry to fay it, yet I muft needs confefs loft 
It is, and farewel it. 

There was another Gentleman, a No, pulled 
out as well as the other was kept in, and there- 
fore it had happened even howfoever ; for Mr‘ 
Edward Fones and M' Barker pulled out Lyozell 
Ducket.

M' Herbert Croft faid, M' Speaker, though per- 
haps my Motion may feem unfeafonable at this 
prefent, yet I befeech the Houfe confider with 
me a Speech made Yelterday that confilted of four 
parts, the {cope whereof (it being M' Hackwell’s 
Speech) layes open the dangerous mifchiefs that 
come by tranfportation of Ordnance, and that 
due reformation thereof may behad for reftraint 
of private tranfporting ; I would only put the 
Houfe in mind, and you alfo M' Speaker , that 
the Gentleman which Yefterday moved it, defi- 
red that M' Speaker might fay fomething there- 
of to her Majefty in his Speech to be inferted. 
Which I do again defire the more earneftly, be- 
caufe our Bill is fallen (as he faid)) into an Ever- 
lafting fleep, and we have now no remedy but 
by her Majefty.
